In  a  roundabout  way  we  brin^  out 
of  Insurance  &  Financial  Gazette  a 
story  of  the  prosecution  of  S.  A.  G. 
Barnes  of  Toronto  on  a  charge  of  con- 
verting money  of  the  Mutual  Life  of 
Canada  to  his  own  use,  he  having  been 
its  agent.  He  was  found  not  guilty 
by  the  judge,  who  said  that  all  along 
the  company  knew  Barnes  made  a 
practice  of  making  his  returns  within 
a  four  months'  period,  and  that  there 
was  no  reason  to  doubt  he  would  have 
made  a  similar  return  if  the  company 
had  not  laid  a  charge  against  him. 
Meantime  he  had  received  an  appoint- 
ment from  the  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  of 
New  York.  It  does  not  seem  possibly 
true,  as  the  judge  suggested,  that  the 
Canada  company  had  "discharged  the 
man  with  the  intention  of  capturing 
his  business  and  depriving  him  of 
commission." 


The  life  companies  generally  are 
placing  the  new  8  percent  federal  war 
tax  on  the  policyholders  (or  agents). 
Some  of  them  are  "for  the  present" 
paying  the  tax  without  any  extra 
charge.  Others  have  increased  rates 
to  cover  the  tax,  and  still  others  are 
paying  it  as  an  expense  which  will 
lessen  dividends. 


What  is  thought  to  be  a  conspiracy 
to  insure  men  and  then  murder  them 
for  the  life  insurance  money  has  been 
discovered  in  a  settlement  of  foreigners 
in  Pennsylvania.  A  young  doctor  has 
confessed  to  murder  in  the  second 
degree.

American  ships  have  been  insured 
for  more  than  $1,000,000,000  by  the 
government.  From  September  2nd, 
1914,  to  December  31st,  1916,  $182,- 
203,080  worth  of  insurance  has  been 
granted.  From  January  1st,  1917,  to 
December  31st,  1917,  $819,334,445  was 
issued.     The  total  is   $1,001,537,525. 

In  a  tentative  way,  in  the  absence 
or  specific  statistics,  and  considering 
normal  apparent  tonnages  as  a  basis, 
I  do  not  hesitate  to  estimate  the  ocean 
marine  premiums  of  the  world  at  be- 
tween $250,000,000  and  $300,000,000 
a  year.  With  the  establishment  of  a 
sufficient  merchant  shipping  to  carry 
our  share  of  the  world's  trade  and  the 


expansion  of  banking  facilities  to  sup- 
port it,  there  is  little  reason  to  doubt 
that  American  insurance  can  divide 
two-thirds  of  the  premiums  with  Great 
Britain.  In  other  words,  an  annual 
premium  of  something  like  $100,000,- 
000  or  more — an  increase  to  that  sum 
from  pre-war  normal  receipts  of  some 
$18,000,000  to  $25,000,000  by  Ameri- 
can companies — is  to  be  expected  as 
the  American  goal  in  a  reasonable 
time,  say  three  or  five  years,  provided 
the  banking  and  shippino;  facilities  are  sup- 
plied to  create  and  maintain  the  trade.  The 
sooner  these  three  factors  are  supplied  the 
better  it  will  be  for  them  and  for  the  future 
commercial  strength  of  the  country.  The 
present  activity  in  building  ships,  in  or- 
ganizing and  training  the  national  army, 
the  demand  on  the  United  States  for  supplies 
that  other  countries  need— all  these  are 
creating  an  atmosphere  of  national  inspira- 
tion and  pride  which  can  and  should  be 
encouraged  and  made  permanent  for  the 
realization  of  American  industrial,  commer- 
cial and  political  supremacy.  Some  one 
nation  must  always  be  dominantly  the 
arbiter  of  international  requirements,  as 
Great  Britain  has  been  for  more  than  a 
hundred  years.  It  is  suggested  that  now  is 
the  time  for  the  United  States  to  begin  to 
forge  to  the  front— a  time  when,  through  no 
fault  of  ours,  the  way  has  been  opened  wide 
to  the  active  brain,  the  strong  heart  and  the 
powerful  resources  of  the  young  nation. — 
Henry  Evans.

Francisco. 

December   fire    losses,  east    of   the    Rockies,   were  unusually  heavy. 
Many  fires  were  attributed  to  plotting  enemies  who  deserve  hanging. 

Dwiggins,  life    man    and   ex-banker,  pleaded    guilty  of   embezzling 
moneys  paid  him  for  Liberty  bonds,  and   got  off  with  only  three  years 
imprisonment. 

The  Queen  of  New  York  began  writing  air  and  seaplane  risks. 
It  is  announced  as  possible  that  the  Canadian  government,  in  control 
of  the  harbor  and  therefore  sharing  in  responsibility  for  the  munition  ship 
explosion,  will  assume  the  losses.     Fire  losses  are  said  to  have  amounted 
to  $2,000,000. 

There  are  some  indications  that  Russia  will  "come  back." 
San  Francisco's  fire  chief  publishes  a  warning  that  enemy  plotters 
are  preparing  to  start  fires  in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

■  Although  ordered  to  discontinue  business,  the  German  companies, 
with  one  exception,  refuse  to  cancel  prorata  and  are  carrying  risks  to 
expiration. 

Government  life  insurance  for  soldiers   and  sailors  is  approaching 
$3,500,000,000. 

Reports  indicate  a  recent  slump  in  new  life  insurance. 
San   Francisco  fire   underwriters  gave  retiring  Manager  Christensen 
a  complimentary  dinner.

Concurrent  Insurance 

"When  the  agent  of  the  insurer  is- 
suing a  policy  containing  the  standard 
clause  against  concurrent  insurance, 
unless  by  agreement  added  or  indorsed, 
knows  that  the  insured  has  and  will 
desire  to  carry  other  insurance  on  the 
property,  and  instead  of  agreeing  with 
him  as  to  a  limit  such  agent  without 
the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  insured 
attaches  a  slip  tixing  a  limit,  the  policy 
should  be  construed,  and  if  necessary 
deemed  reformed  so  as  to  provide  gen- 
erally for  additional  concurrent  insur- 
ance. 
Consent 

A  policy  containing  or  deemed  re- 
formed so  as  to  contain  such  general 
clause  precludes  the  defense  that  sub- 
sequent insurance  was  taken  out  with- 
out notification  to  the  insurer,  such 
general  clause  importing  until  with- 
drawn a  continuing  consent  to  ad- 
ditional concurrent  insurance. 

West,  J.  The  plaintiff  brought  these 
actions  to  recover  on  two  insurance  policies 
on  account  of  the  loss  of  its  stock  of  mer- 
chandise. There  were  16  policies  in  all ; 
the  claims  under  the  others  having  been 
adjusted.  Each  contained  the  standard 
clause  against  concurrent  insurance  without 
agreement  indorsed  or  added.  Each  also 
contained  the  following  indorsement :  '  '$30,- 
000  total  concurrent  insurance  permitted." 


It  was  shown  that  when  the  two  policies 
were  issued  which  were  in  March  and  April, 
respectively,  1914,  there  was  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $11,000  insurance  on  the  property, 
and  that  when  the  loss  occurred  the  total 
was  $34,500.  The  original  petitions  con- 
tained an  allegation  that  there  was  a  mistake 
with  reference  to  the  concurrent  insurance 
permitted;  that  the  agreement  and  under- 
standing was  that  there  should  be  M'ritten, 
'"Additional  concurrent  insurance  permit- 
ted." After  the  close  of  all  the  evidence 
the  plaintiff  was  given  ten  days  to  file 
amended  petitions  to  conform  to  the  proof, 
and  therein  alleged  that  the  agreement  and 
understanding  was  that  there  should  be 
written  in  the  policy,  "Additional  concur- 
rent insurance  permitted,"  or  words  of 
similar  import  or  meaning.  That  the  Re- 
liance agent  was  told  ;hat  the  plaintiff  would 
desire  more  insurance,  and  assented  thereto, 
and  procured  an  old  policy  from  the  plain- 
tiff's cashier  without  the  knowledge  of 
its  president  and  general  manager,  and 
wrote  in  policy  sued  on  without  any  author- 
ity the  $30,000  limit. 

Numerous  recent  decisions  hold  insurance 
companies  responsible  when  their  agents 
wrongfully  or  without  authority  write  some- 
thing into  a  policy  or  application  which  the 
insured  did  not  authorize.  In  Hulen  v. 
Insurance  Co.,  80  Kan.  127,  102  Pac.  52,  the 
agent  was  told  that  a  certain  amount  of 
other  insurance  was  to  be  carried  on  the 
property,  but  issued  the  policiy  without  in- 
dorsing the  consent  of  the  company  thereon, 
and  it  was  held  that  the  condition  in  the 
concurrent  clause  like  that  in  the  policy 
under  consideration  was  thereby  waived  by 
the  company.  In  Pfiester  v.  Insurance  Co., 
So  Kan.  97,  116  Pac.  245,  it  was  decided 
that  an  applicant  for  insurance  without 
knowledge  to  the  contrary  may  assume  that 
the  application  and  the  policy  have  been 
written  according  to  agreement,  although 
he  fails  to  examine  such  instruments  for 
errors  and  omissions,  and    that  when    such 
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agreement  has  been  departed  from  by  the 
agent  the  beneficiary  after  the  death  of  the 
insured  may  have  the  contract  reformed 
according  thereto. 

Ostrander  on  Fire  Insurance,  §248,  says: 
"It  is  a  common  practice  to  indorse  policies. 
'Other  concurrent  insurance  permitted.'  *  *  * 
The  contract,  before  any  privileges  are  added, 
imports  an  absolute  prohibition  of  other  insurance. 
By  the  indorsement  referred  to,  the  rigor  of  the 
prohibitory  clause  is  softened  and  modified,  but 
not  to  the  extent  of  permitting  'other  insurance' 
without  qualification.  It  is  something  less  than 
is  granted,  something  of  equal  value  to  the  in- 
sured, and  at  the  same  time  something  that  the 
insurer  nominates  and  insists  upon  as  a  condition 
on  vyhich  it  consents  to  become  a  coinsurer  with 
other  companies.  This  it  may  do  as  a  right,  and, 
when  done,  it  becomes  a  part  of  the  contract.  It 
is  substituted  for  the  original  provision,  by  which 
all  other  insurance  was  interdicted." 
He  also  lays  down  the  rule  tiiat: 
"When  the  agent  who  negotiates  the  insurance 
has  knowledge  of  other  policies  on  the  risk,  the 
insurer  will  be  forbidden  to  invoke  a  forfeiture  on 
account  of  such  prior  insurance,  although,  in  con- 
contravention  of  the  terms  of  the  policy,  there  has 
been  a  failure  to  indorse  thereon  his  consent. 
While  the  insurer  will  generally  be  bound  by  his 
knowledge  of  facts  existing  when  the  policy  issues, 
it  is  not  his  duty  to  take  notice  of  subsequent 
changes,  unless  brought  to  his  attention  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  the  policy.''     Section  253. 

This  would  doubtless  be  true  if  the  policy 
contained  nothing  to  modify  the  usual 
clause  against  concurrent  insurance,  but 
when  the  company  or  the  agent  issuing  the 
policy  knows  that  the  insured  has  and  will 
desire  to  have  concurrent  insurance,  and  no 
limit  is  mentioned  or  agreed  upon,  and  a 
general  clause  permitting  concurrent  insur- 
ance is  by  the  agent  inserted  in  the  policy, 
the  fair  construction  of  such  clause  is  that 
sucli  concurrent  insurance  as  the  insured 
may  desire  will  be  permitted.  Tlie  insur- 
ance company  knowing  the  general  nature 
of  the  risk  and  the  amount  of  concurrent 
insurance  existing  may  be  willing  for  an 
additional  amount  to  be  taken  out,  but  if 
it  desire  to  place  a  limit  it  should  do  so. 
And  its  voluntary  act  in  leaving  the  matter 
open  must  be  construed  as  a  continuing 
consent   to    additional  insurance  until  such 


consent  is  withdrawn.  In  other  words,  the 
matter  is  all  in  the  hands  of  the  insurer,  to 
limit  the  matter  of  concurrent  insurance  as 
may  be  desired  or  to  leave  it  without  limit. 
Having  chosen  the  latter  course  and  issued 
the  policy  it  must  be  held  bound  thereby. 

It  sufficiently  appears  that  the  insured 
and  each  agent  mutually  understood  that 
concurrent  insurance  was  desired  and  was 
to  be  permitted;  no  amount  or  limit  being 
fixed.  About  the  only  way  this  mutual 
understanding  could  be  expressed  was  by  a 
general  clause  to  that  effect.  And  under  all 
the  circumstances  it  is  held  that  the  reforma- 
tion prayed  for  should  be  considered  as 
made.  This  places  the  defendants  in  the 
position  of  isuing  and  leaving  their  policies 
in  force  with  tliis  general  consent  to  con- 
current insurance,  and  they  are  held  liable 
accordingly. 

The  judgments  are  affirmed. 

Rehearing  denied. 


Vacancy 

Provision  invalidating  fire  policy  if 
insured  property  became  "vacant  or 
unoccupied"  for  ten  days  is  breached 
where  tenants  moved  from  building 
expecting  to  return  each  week,  but 
were  prevented  from  doing  so  for  sev- 
eral weeks  by  weather  conditions.

Additional  Insurance 

Where  insurer's  agent  was  notified, 
at  time,  of  application,  of  insured's 
intention  to  seek  concurrent  insurance, 
and  insurer  was  subsequently  notified 
of  writing  of  such  insurance,  held,  that 
acceptance  of  premiums  prevented  in- 
surer from  declaring  forfeiture  because 
of  breach  of  condition  against  ad- 
ditional insurance.

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Warranties — Gasoline   Instead 
of  Water  Power 

Where  insured  warranted  truth  of 
answers  and  had  stated  in  application 
that  only  power  used  was  "water," 
when  in  fact  it  used  auxiliary  gasoline 
engine,  requiring  the  storage  of  fuel 
gasoline  and  increasing  the  risk,  held, 
that  insurer  was  entitled  to  directed 
verdict. 

Inspection  of  flour  mill  by  insurer's 
secretary,  when  auxiliary  gasoline  en- 
gine was  in  operation  held  not  to  estop 
it  from  setting  up  misrepresentations 
in  subsequent  application,  stating  that 
only  water  power  was  used.

Subrogation 

Declaration  by  fire  insurance  com- 
pany which  paid  loss,  suing  third  per- 
son on  ground  that  it  was  subrogated 
to  rights  of  insurer,  held  to  sufficiently 
allege  it  was  bound  to  pay  indemnity 
provided.

Ownership 

Where  insured  made  no  written 
application  or  voluntary  representa- 
tions as  to  ownership  other  than  that 
there  was  vendor's  lien  on  property, 
held,  he  could  not  be  said  to  have 
acted  in  bad  faith,  within  provision  of 
policy  that  it  should  be  void  in  such 
cases,  if  interest  of  insured  was  other 
than  unconditional  or  sole. 
Notice 

Provision  of  fire  policy  that  no  action 
should  lie  against  company  until  notice 
of   loss   had   been  given  could  not  be 


relied  on  to  defeat  recovery  altogether.

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MARINE  INSURER  IN  COURT 

A  Marine  Contract  That  was  Void 

Plaintiflf,  a    corporation    engaged    in    the 
business   of    marine    insurance    brokerage, 
in  1911,  placed  the  insurance  on  defendant's 
vessels  covering  their  voyage  from  the  Great 
Lakes  to  the   seacoast,  and    also   covering 
their  operation  on  the   coast.     Plaintiff  was 
personally  liable  for  the   premium   on   only 
some     of    the     policies;    defendant  being 
directly   liable   to    the    insurers   for    other 
premiums.     In   November,  1911,  premiums 
for  that  year  not  having  been  paid,  plaintiff 
and    defendant,  after  various   negotiations, 
agreed  that  plaintiff  should  have  defendant's 
maHne  insurance  business  for  the  next  two 
years,  subject  to    defendant's   approval  of 
the   rates  at   which  the   insurance   should 
be  written,  and  that  plaintiff  should  forbea 
immediate  suit  for  premiums  paid  by  it,  and 
should  pay  the  underwriters,  on  defendant's 
account,  the  balance  of  the  1911  premiums. 
The  agreement  also  provided  that  defendant 
should   have   an   extension  of    credit    until 
July,  1912,  or  thereabouts;  payments  being 
made  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as 
defendant   reasonably  could,  the  whole   in- 
debtedness to  be  discharged  by  July,  1912. 

Held  that,  as  the  number  of  defendant's 
vessels  might  vary  from  time-to  time,  and 
as  plaintiff  was  to  have  the  business  of 
insuring  such  vessels  subject  to  approval 
of  rates,  the  contract  was  not  one  to  be 
performed  within  a  year.  [Void  because 
contrary  to  the  New  York  statute  of  frauds, 
declaring  that  every  agreement,  promise, 
or  undertaking  not  to  be  performed  in  one 
year  from  the  making  thereof  is  void,  unless 
it  or  some  note  or  memorandum  be  in 
writing  and  subscribed  by  the  party  to  be 
charged,  or  by  his  agent.]

Right  of  Defense — 
Good    Faith 

Though  a  contract  of  indemnity  insurance 
gives  the  insurer  the  exclusive  right  to 
control  the  defense  of  any  action  against 
the  insured  for  personal  injuries,  there  is 
an  implied  obligation  that  the  insurer  exer- 
cise good  faith. 

Action   Against  Insurer- 
Sufficiency  of  Complaint 

Complaint,  in  action  by  holder  of  policy 
of  insurance  indemnifying  it  against  any 
loss  from  any  claim  against  it  for  damages 
for  personal  injuries,  and  giving  the  insurer 
the  right  to  control  the  defense,  alleging  its 
refusal  to  consent  to  a  settlement  of  claim 
after  knowledge  that  plaintiff  had  no  de- 
fense, whereby  a  judgment  was  recovered 
against  the  insured  for  an  amount  greater 
than  the  policy,  and  which  it  had  paid, 
sufficiently  alleged  defendant's  bad  faith  in 
permitting  such  judgment. 

Greenbaum,  J.  Defendant  moves  for 
judgment  upon  the  pleadings  npon  the 
ground  that  the  complaint  is  insufficient 
upon  its  face.  The  gravamen  of  the  com- 
plaint is  that  the  defendant  refasedto  consent  to 
settle  and  adjust  adaim,  in  violation  of  its  im- 
plied obligation  to  exercise  good  faith  and 
fair  dealing  with  the  plaintiff  under  its  con- 
tract or  policy  to  indemnify  tlie  latter  against 
any  loss  or  expense  which  it  might  sustain  on 
account  of  personal  injury  to  any  person  dar- 
ing the  period  fixed  in  the  policy.  The  com- 
plaint alleges  in  detail  the  terms  of  a  con- 
tract or  policy  of  insurance  issued  by  de- 
fendant, whereby  it  agreed  to  indemnify 
tlie  plaintiff  against  any  loss  or  expense, 
not  exceeding  |.5,000,  arising  from  any 
claims  upon  plaintifffor  damages  on  account 
of  bodily  injuries  suffer«d  by  any  person  as 
a  result  of  accident  during  a  certain  definite 
period;  that  one  Kriigler  brought  an  action 
against  plaintiff  for  injurifs  claiming  $25,000 
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damages;  that  defendant  undertook  the 
defense  of  this  action  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  policy;  that  prior  to  the  trial 
of  the  action  an  offer  to  settle  Krugler's 
claim  for  the  sum  of  $5,000  or  less  was  re- 
fused by  defendant,  although  plaintiff  re- 
quested and  demanded  the  acceptance 
tliereof;  that  defendant  refused  to  permit 
plaintiff  to  pay  said  sum  of  |o,000  or  less 
to  said  Krugler;  that  defendant  was  fully 
apprised,  before  the  making  of  the  offer  of 
compromise,  that  "Krugler  sustained  serious 
injuries  upon  the  property  owned  by  the 
plaintiff,  *  *  *  and  the  said  Krugler  had 
become  permanently  lame  and  disabled,  as 
set  forth  in  his  complaint  in  said  action,*  *  * 
and  that  plaintiff  had  no  defense-  to  said 
Krugler's  action,  and  had  no  witnesses 
which  it  or  defendant  could  call  upon  that 
trial,  *  *  *  and  that  judgment  would  be 
obtained  against  the  plaintiff,  and  that  said 
judgment  would  be  in  excess  of  the  amount 
of  insurance  mentioned  in  and  covered  by 
said  policy  of  insurance,  and  in  excess  of 
the  amount  for  which  said  Krugler  and  his 
attorney  had  so  offered  defendant  to 
SETTLE,  compromise,  and  adjust  the  said 
action  and  claim  against  this  plaintiff;  *  *  * 
that  it  [the  defendant]  would  accept  said 
offer  of  settlement,  and  settle  and  adjust 
said  action  and  claim  with  said  Krugler,  if 
the  plaintiif  would  pay  one-half  of  the  settle- 
ment, viz.,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($2,500)  ;  that  said  defendant  im- 
properly and  IN  bad  faith  refused  to  make 
said  settlement,  *  *  *  and  refused  to  allow 
this  plaintiff  to  settle,  compromise,  and 
adjust  said  Krugler's  claim,  and  even  re- 
fused the  offer  of  this  plaintiff  then  made 
to  this  defendant  to  pay  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  toward  the  said  settle- 
ment;" that  the  defendant,  "with  the 
knowledge  aforesaid  and  without  good  cause 
insisted  on  a  trial,"  w^hich  resulted  in  a 
verdict  in  favor  of  plaintiff  for  $8,000.  It  is 
also  alleged  that  the  defendant  refused  to 
prosecute  an  appeal  from  the  judgment 
entered  upon  the  verdict  upon  the  alleged 
ground  "that  there  were  no  good  legal 
grounds  to  prosecute  the  appeal."  The 
complaint  further  alleges  the  payment  of  the 
judgmiiut  and   the  loss  thereof  sustained  by 


the  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  $3,000,  for  which 
judgment  is  demanded. 

It  also  appears  from  the  complaint  that 
the  policy  or  contract  of  insurance  contains 
the  usual  clauses  forbidding  the  plaintiff, 
without  defendant's  consent,  to  settle  or 
adjust  any  claim  asserted  against  it,  or  to 
interfere  in  any  manner  with  defendant's 
defense  ^of  any  action  brought  upon  such 
claim. 

It  seems  to  be  fairly  well  recognized  by 
the  courts  of  this  state  and  of  other  juris- 
dictions that,  notwithstanding  a  policy  of 
indemnity  like  the  one  under  consideration 
confers  upon  the  insurer  the  exclusive  power 
to  control  the  defense  of  the  action  brought 
against  the  insured,  there  nevertheless — 

"is  aoontractual  obligation  of  universal  force  which 
underlies  all  written  agreements.  It  is  the  obligation 
of  good  faith  in  carrying  out  what  is  written." 
Brassil  v.  Maryland  Casualty  Co.,  210  N.  Y.  241. 

In  the  case  just  cited  it  was  said  that: 

"The  defendant's  failure  to  observe  this  require- 
ment of  the  contract  in  suit  is  the  thing  upon  which 
ti  liability  may  safely  be  predicated," 

McAleenan  v.  Massachussetts  Bonding  & 
Insurance  Company,  159  N.  Y.  Supp.  401, 
recognizes  the  salutary  rule  that: 

"The  insurer,  having  elected  and  undertaken  to 
defend  the  action  brought  against  the  assured,  had 
no  right  when  it  saw  fit  to  do  so  to  abandon  the 
desense.  I  was  obligated  to  take  into  consideration 
the  interest  which  the  insurer  had,  and  especially  so 
after  judgment  had  been  rendered  which  subjected 
him  to  a  large  liability." 

The  only  remaining  question  is  whether 
the  complaint  merely  alleges  conclusions  of 
"bad  faith"  or  sufficiently  alleges  facts  in 
support  of  these  conclusions.  It  would  be 
bad  pleading  to  allege  evidence  of  facts. 
xis  against  a  demurrer,  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  complaint  abounds  in  facts  upon  which 
the  conclusions  of  bad  faith  may  be  predi- 
cated. 

The  complaint  here  considered  cannot 
fairly  be  said  to  lack  "paucity  of  specific 
facts."  Defendant's  motion  for  judgment 
is  denied,  with  $10  costs. 

Motion  denied  with  costs.

Insurance   in  Court 
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Embolus  or  Floating  Clot —

Must  Return 

Unearned  Premium 

Where  the  insurer,   pursuant  to  a  right 
reserved  in  a  casualty    policy,    cancels    it, 
such  insurer  must  return  to  tlie  assured  any 
unearned  premium  which  it  has  received. 
Insured  Must 

Pay  Earned  Premium 

Where  the  insurer,  pursuant  to  a  right 
reserved  in  a  policy  of  casualty  insurance, 
cancels  it,  the  assured  must  pay  to  the  in- 
surer the  premium  earned,  if  unpaid. 

The  equitable  way  to  fix  the  amount  of 
premium  earned  by  a  policy  of  casualty  in- 
surance prior  to  cancellation  after  eight 
months  by  the  insurer  pursuant  to  reserved 
right  was  to  charge  the  assured  the  agreed 
premium  for  the  full  term  and  to  deduct  the 
amount  of  the  unearned  premium  on  a  pro 
rata  basis.

Automobile 

Policy  agreeing  without  exception  to  in- 
demnify insured  against  loss  from  use  of  his 
automobile  does  not  furnish  security  for  loss 
while  the  car  was  operated  by  a  minor 
under  18  with  consent  of  insured  in  viola- 
tion of  a  state  law.

Bonding  Bank 

Clause  of  bonding  company's  contract, 
reinsuring  guaranty  company's  liability 
under  bond  of  bank  as  state  depository, 
reading,  "Providing  the  amount  deposited

Employers'  liability  act  held  to  require 
not  only  the  inauguration  and  furnishing 
of  a  safe  plant  and  appliances,  but  also 
the  maintenance  thereof.

Where  an  employe,  after  an  injury  re- 
ceived in  the  course  of  his  employment, 
developed  paralysis,  paresis,  and  insanity, 
he  was  entitled  to  compensation,  though 
previous  to  the  injury  the  diseases  had 
been  present,  but  latent,  and  did  not  im- 
pair his  ability  to  work. — 111  N.  E.  786. 

Where  an  insolvent  coal  company,  as- 
sured by  an  indemnity  policy  for  $5,000,

An  employer  is  not  bound  to  furnish  the 
safest  machinery  or  the  best  methods  and 
appliances  for  the  conduct  of  his  busi- 
ness, but  this  rule  applies  only  to  his  duty 
as  to  employes  who  have  arrived  at  ma- 
turity of  judgment  or  discretion. — Guyer

Under  Oregon  Laws  1913,  p.  204,  author- 
izing recovery  in  addition  to  payments 
from  accident  fund  if  injury  to  workman 
results  from  deliberate  intention  of  em- 
ployer, '"deliberate  intention"  implies  a 
determination  to  injure  employe,  not  mere- 
ly negligence,  however  gross.

Out  in  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  a  movement 
has  been  inaugurated  for  the  formation 
of  "Two  Bits  a  Day"  chibs,  the  mem- 
bers of  which  are  to  buy  a  quarter's 
worth'  of  Thrift  Stamps  every  day. 
Three  men  each  took  a  hundred  Thrift 
cards,  pasted  one  stamp  in  each  card, 
and  sold  the  entire  lot  before  two 
blocks  had  been  covered. 


Our  Credit  And  Our  Army 

We  must  realize  that  the  Govern- 
ment's credit  is  vital  to  the  success 
of  the  war;  that  it  underlies  every 
activity.  It  is  a  sacred  duty  of  every 
citizen,  and  it  should  be  regarded  as  a 
glorious  privilege  by  every  patriot,  to 
uphold  the  Government's  credit  with 
the  same  kind  of  self-sacrifice  and  no- 
bility of  soul  that  our  gallant  sons 
exhibit  when  they  die  for  us  on  the 
battle  fields  of  Europe.  It  is  as  im- 
perative to  sustain  the  Government's 
credit  as  it  is  to  sustain  our  armies, 
because  our  armies  can  not  be  sustained 
unless  the  Government's  credit  is 
always  above  reproach. 


At  Camp  Wadsworth,  Spartanburg, 
S.  C,  during  the  month  of  November 
nearly  20,000  applications  were  sent 
to  the  Bureau  of  War  Risk  Insurance; 
71  percent  of  these  was  for  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  $10,000,  23  percent 
was  for  $5,000,  and  6  percent  was  for 
lesser  sums.  In  16  companies  every 
single  man  applied  for  insurance;  in 
5  units,  3  of  them  full  companies, 
every  man  applied  for  the  maximum 
of  $10,000. 


How     Much     Less    Could   Your    Widow 
Live  On? 

When  a  married  man  considers  life 
insurance  he  should  resolve  to  carry  as 
much  as  needed  or  at  least  as  much  as 
he  can  afford.  If  fortune  favors  him, 
more  protection  should  be  applied  for. 

Every  married  man  should  ask  him- 
self. How  much  less  could  my  widow 
live  on  than  my  present  income?  Let 
him  be  frank  with  himself,  and  with  a 
pencil  put  down  the  various  necessary 
items  of  family  maintenance.  Suoh  as 
rent  and  water,  light  and  heat,  food, 
clothing,  wear  and  tear  of  furniture, 
insurance,  literature,  amusements, 
medicine  and  physicians,  school  and 
church,  transportation,  help,  taxes, 
"and  then  some." 

This  will  be  good  exercise  and  a 
facing  of  reality,  especially  when  the 
figures  are  added.  It  will  probably 
be  found  that  this  total  is  not  much 
less  than  the  man's  present  income. 

When  the  total  is  ascertained,  that 
at  least  is  the  amount  of  insurance 
that  every  husband,  father  or  son 
should  endeavor  to  carry,  as  soon  and 
as  long  as  possible,  deducting  only 
such  income  as  his  sure  estate  can 
guarantee. 

Where  it  is  not  possible  to  pay  yearly 
for  so  much  insurance,  and  often  it  is 
not,  the  family  man,  or  the  bread 
winning  son,  can  but  resolve  to  keep 
in  force  as  much  as  he  can,  and  add 
to  the  total  as  soon  as  he  can. 

In  any  event,  life  insurance  money, 
much  or  little,  is  helpful,  for  it  is  'a 
stay  of  proceedings.''  It  furnishes 
home  and  necessities  until  such  time 
as  Nature  restores  normal  tranquility, 
,  judgment  and  courage,  and  earning 
power.

These  temperatures  for  New  Year  are  un- 
usually low,  generally.

70  Percent  Less  Than  Normal

Paulina  Loss 

The  store  buiUling  and  contents  of  the 
Paulina  Supply  &  Commission  Store  at 
Paulina  in  central  Oregon  were  completely 
destroyed  on  Sunday,  September  10th,  1916. 
The  insurance  thereon  was  $14,000.  Allen 
and  Dan  Gilkey,  formerly  in  business  at 
Beulah,  Oregon,  were  the  owners  of  the 
store.  Shortly  before  the  fire  the  policies 
were  assigned  to  W.  P.  Davidson,  a  cap- 
italist of  St.  Paul,  Minn.  After  the  fire  the 
policies  were  assigned  for  the  benefit  of  the 
creditors  to  R.  L.  Sabin,  secretary  of  the 
Merchants  Protective  Association  of  Port- 
land, Oregon.  The  loss  was  compromised 
for  $7,000,  being  50%  of  the  insurance. 
Teiser  tt  Smith  were  the  attorneys  for  R.  L. 
Sabin.  The  insured  and  Davidson  were 
represented  by  Wood,  Montague,  Hunt  & 
Cookingham,  attorneys  of  Portland,  Oregon. 
The  attorneys  for  the  insurance  companies 
were  Veazie,  McCourt  &  Veazie.  F.  J. 
Mayer  was  the  adjuster.

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Compensation  Notes 

In  each  of  the  following'  four  states  and 
one  territory,  whei-e  insurance  is  compulsory, 
an  insurance  fund  administered  (but  not 
guaranteed)  by  the  state,  has  a  monopoly 
of  the  insurance:  Nevada,  Oregon,  Wash- 
ington, Wyoming  and  Porto  Rico.  In  Ohio, 
an  insurance  fund  administered  (but  not 
guaranteed)  by  the  state  has  a  monopoly 
of  the  insurance :  but  under  certain  con- 
ditions an  employer  may  be  permitted  to 
carry  his  risks  without  insurance.  In  West 
Virginia,  an  insurance  fund  administered 
(but  not  guaranteed)  by  the  state  has  a 
quasi-monopolyof  the  insurance;  but  under 
certain  conditions  an  employer  may  be  per- 
mitted to  carry  his  risks,  upon  contributing 
to  the  administrative  expenses  of  the  state 
fund,  and  may  thereupon  insure  with  a 
private  insurer. 

Under  the  Oregon  law,  employees  and 
tlie  state  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the 
compensation.  Under  the  West  Virginia 
law,  employees  must  pay  10%  of  the  in- 
surance premiums  to  the  state  fund — unless 
their  employer  carries  his  own  risks.  In 
a  number  of  states,  the  cost  of  administer- 
ing the  state  insurance  fund  is  paid  by  the 
state. 

The  amount  of  legislation  proposed  or  en- 
acted in  the  year  1917  relating  to  workmen's 
compensation  was  large,  and  principally  in 
the  direction  of  amending  the  existing  laws, 
for  the  opportunity  for  the  enactment  of 
original  laws  has  gradually  contracted  every 
year  until  now  there  are  only  eleven  states 
without  compensation  laws  (all  of  them  in 
the  South,  except  one).  They  are:  Alabama, 
Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Mississippi, 
Missouri,  North  Carolina,  North  Dakota, 
South  Carohna,  Tennessee  and  Virginia.  In 
Missouri  a  bill  based  on  the  one  that  failed 
of  enactment  this  year,  will  be  introduced 
in  the  legislature  in  1919. 

During  the  past  year,  five  states  (Dela- 
ware, Idaho,  New  Mexico,  South  Dakota 
and  Utah)  placed  compensation  laws  on 
their  statute  books  for  the  first  time.  In 
twenty-two  states  and  three  territories, 
.  amendments  of  more  or  less  importance 
I    were    made     to     the     compensation     laws. 


Among  them  are  Alaska,  California,  Colo- 
rado, Hawaii,  Nevada,  Oregon,  Texas, 
Washington  and  Wyoming. 

Fire     Hazard    Increased    by     Saltpetered 
Cigarette 

Do  you  smoke  cigarettes,  and,  if  so,  do 
you  know  that  many  of  those  manufactured 
and  on  the  market  are  "doctored"  with 
saltpeter,  in  order  that  they  shall  remain 
lightsd— the  chemical  keeping  both  tobacco 
and  paper  burning  when  not  in  the  mouth 
of  the  smoker? 

This  may  be  an  aid  to  the  devotee  of  this 
form  of  the  weed,  but  it  has  only  recently 
been  discovered  that  the  "saltpetered" 
cigarette  creates  a  positive  and  dangerous 
fire  hazard  everywhere,  and  the  railroads 
are  among  the  interests  threatened.  These 
cigarettes  will  burn  after  the  stubs  are  cast 
aside,  and  several  fires  are  known  to  have 
been  created  through  this  agency. 

While  dangerous  under  any  circumstances, 
they  are  especially  liable  to  cause  damage 
to  track  and  trestle.  A  slowly  burning 
cigarette  falling  into  a  partly  rotted  tie  or 
bridge  timber  may  cause  a  disastrous  fire, 
which  may  include  both  damage  to  structure 
and  train. 

Employes  and  others  are  particularly 
cautioned  to  avoid  practice  of  casting  lighted 
stubs  anj  where. 

Among  other  fire  hazards  which  the  man- 
agement wishes  to  call  to  the  attention  of 
its  employes  is  the  possibilities  which  may 
follow  the  dumping  of  hot  cinders  or  ashes 
from  the  back  ends  or  doors  of  cabooses  by 
train  crews,  or  the  dumping  of  cinders  or 
ashea  by  crew  of  dining  cars  through  the 
slop  chute  on  bridge  or  track— water  should 
be  used  on  cinders  and  ashes  before  they 
are  thrown  out.— S.  P.  Bulletin. 


Agent's  Liability.  —Contract  to  secure 
valid  fire  insurance  in  certain  amounts  for 
plaintiff's  property  would  be  broken  if  de- 
fendant could'  not  or  did  not  procure  insur- 
ance, and  on  loss  its  measure  of  liability 
would  be  amount  plaintiff  would  liave  been 
paid  had  insurance  been  effected.— Alabama 
Red  Cedar  Co.  v.  Tennessee  X'alley  Bank, 
76.  So.  980.

New  Business 

The  Bankers  Life  Company  of  Des  Moines 
went  over  the  top  on  its  schedule  for  1917 
at  the  close  of  business  on  December  20th, 
with  a  total  of  over  160,000,000  of  examined 
business  for  the  year.

Managers  Holman  &  Quinlan  of  the 
Travelers  at  San  Francisco  have  received  a 
telegram  from  the  home  office,  to  this  effect: 
All  previous  records  of  the  Travelers  are 
beaten.  New  paid  life  business,  over  $185,- 
500,000,  a  gain  of  more  than  $70,500,000. 
Paid  life  premiums  gained  over  $2,500,000. 
Paid  accident  premiums,  over  $5,800,000,  a 
gain  of  over  $433,000.  Paid  compensation 
and  liability  premiums  gained  over  $4,690,- 
000.  Total  income,  over  $46,283,000,  a  gain 
of  over  $9,232,000. 


Life. — Acceptance  of  check  by  payee,  who 
paid  premiums  for  insured,  held  to  discharge 
insurer  under  policy. — Chance  v.  Metro- 
politan Life  Ins.  Co.,  94  S.  E.  239. 

New  life  business  in  Germany  has  fallen 
off  three-fourths  since  the  mad  kaiser  set 
forth,  Don   Quixote   like,  to  rule  the  world. 

Equitable  Life  policyholders  have  voted 
for  mutualization  by  96  percent  for  and  4 
percent  against.  The  total  vote  was  173,- 
090. 

Three  Years. — Elmer  Dwiggins,  who  sold 
Liberty  bonds  on  the  instalment  plan  and 
speculated  in  the  stock  market  witii  the  pro- 
ceeds, was  caught,  tried  and  sentenced  to 
three  years  in  prison.  The  prosecuting 
attorney  declared  that  Dwigginw's  rondtict 
was  treason. 
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HALIFAX 

Responsibility  for  the  Great  Disaster  Not 
Yet  Fixed 

The  later  advices  from  Halifax  do  not 
moderate  the  earlier  reports  of  the  great 
disaster.  There  was  little  or  no  exaggera- 
tion. The  French  munition  ship  Mont 
Blanc  appears  not  to  have  been  at  fault. 
The  pilot  was  a  Canadian.  The  Belgian 
relief  ship  Imo  may  have  been  at  fault. 
This  doubt  further  investigation  may  de- 
termine. 

The  Mont  Blanc  blew  one  whistle — "1 
go  to  right."  The  Imo's  two  blasts  meant 
"I  go  to  left."  The  Imo  thus  violated  the 
navigation  rules.  Collision  was  inevitable, 
as  the  channel  is  narrow. 

The  Imo  penetrated  into  the  sheering 
side  of  the  Mont  Blanc  eight  feet.  There 
was  some  smoke  and  the  French  ship  broke 
into  flames.  The  crew  abandoned  her  and 
escaped  to  the  shore.  The  Belgian  ship 
backed  away  and  was  not  damaged. 

There  were  2800  tons  of  high  explosives 
aboard  the  munition  ship.  Fire,  not  con- 
cussion, caused  the  explosions.  There 
were  first  ten  incipient  explosions  before 
the  final  blast  leveled  much  of  Halifax. 

Buildings  crumbled.  Ships  at  anchor 
were  wrecked  and  their  crews  were  lost. 
Two  square  miles  of  city  area- — equal  to 
half  that  of  burned  San  Francisco,  was 
completely  devastated.  Piers,  docks,  fac- 
tories, foundries,  churches  and  acres  of 
debris  of  fallen  buildings  were  burned. 
Practically  every  pane  of  window  glass, 
both  plate  and  common,  was  broken.  The 
air  was  filled  with  showers  of  fine  glass. 
Several  hundred  persons  were  blinded. 
The  hospitals  were  filled  with  the  injured. 
Some  1,200  men,  women  and  children  were 
killed.  A  gun  on  board  the  destroyed 
munition  ship  was  blown  three  miles  back. 
Tons  of  seawater  was  forced  up  into  the 
city.     The  fire  burned  unchecked. 

Eelief  from  the  outside  was  instantane- 
ous. The  United  States  government  voted 
$5,000,000  for  the  relief  of  Halifax;  the 
British  government  voted  $5,000,000  also; 
and   the   Canadian,  $1,000,000.     Cities  for- 


warded food  and  clothing  promptly  and 
generously.  The  Metropolitan  Life  sent  a 
large   corps  of  nurses. 

It  is  probable  that  the  great  final  ex- 
plosion caused  areas  of  vacuum,  for  in  no 
other  way,  seemingly,  can  some  of  the  pe- 
culiar collapses  inward  and  outward,  and 
the  interior  disturbances,  be  accounted  for. 
A  lady  in  bed  in  a  hospital  writes  to  a 
friend  that  as  the  windows  of  her  room 
were  smashed  the  cover-spread  •  of  the 
bed  was  drawn  violently  upward  and  a 
shower  of  broken  and  powdered  glass  was 
blown  into  the  room,  falling  on  bed  and 
floor;  and  then  the  hospital  building 
rocked  as  if  by  violent  circling  earthquake 
waves. 

The  inhabitants  of  Halifax  who  sur- 
vived were  long  in  terror.  After  the  hail 
of  pieces  of  steel  and  shrapnel,  and  frag- 
ments of  wood,  there  were  cries  of  the 
wounded  and  the  blinded;  and  flames  burst 
forth  all  around.  But  even  worse  was  the 
rumor  that  a  still  greater  explosion  was  to 
soon  follow. 


Guatemala  Earthquake 

Guatemala  City  has  been  virtually  de- 
stroyed by  earthquakes  which  occurred 
during  several  days.  Many  of  the  in- 
habitants were  killed,  the  greatest  loss  of 
life  occurring  at  night.  The  quakes  were 
of  volcanic  origin.  Scientists  have  warned 
the  i^eople  of  their  possible  fate,  as  the 
city  was  built  over  an  extinct  volcano. 
Violent  shocks  were  inevitable  and  it  is 
hot  improbable  that  the  volcano  will 
again  become  active  and  blow  off  its  top, 
which  is  the  foundation  of  Guatemala 
City.  This  great  earthquake  was  not  akin 
to  those  which  shake  the  west  coast  of 
South  America  about  once  every  twelve 
years. 


War  Risk  Insurance 
The  Government  War  Risk  Bureau  has 
to  date  insured  American  hulls  and  car- 
goes in  a  total  sum  in  excess  of  $1,000,000,- 
000.  Premiums  have  exceeded  losses  by 
nearly  $12,900,000.  The  government  pays 
no  commissions. 


Misrepresentation  Never  Pays 
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AUTOMOBILE-OWNER  LIABILITY 

Owner  of  automobile  is  not  liable  for 
iujury  caused  by  its  operation  by  others, 
unless  they  are  his  servants  or  agents,  and 
are  acting  in  furtherance  of  his  business. 

Owner  of  automobile  is  not  liable  for  in- 
juries negligently  caused  by  persons  to 
whom  he  loans  it  for  their  own  purposes, 
when  it  is  not  then  used  under  his  direc- 
tion or  control. 

Plaintiff  injured  by  automobile,  in  order 
to  recover  against  owner,  was  required  to 
show  that  those  in  charge  of  it  were  in 
some  sense  the  owner's  servants  or  agents, 
and  were  engaged  in  owner's  business. 

Owner  of  automobile  loaning  it  to  per- 
sons who  were  not  his  agents  or  servants 
was  not  liable  for  injury  caused  by  those 
in  charge  of  it  because  at  time  he  loaned 
it  it  had  a  broken  muffler  and  was  noisy. 

That  son  of  owner  of  automobile,  of  his 
own  initiative,  accepted  invitation  from 
borrower  and  operated  it, part  of  the  time 
including  time  when  injury  was  negli- 
gently caused,  did  not  render  owner  liable 
for  injury. 

Plaintiff  did  not  make  out  a  prima  facie 
ease  by  showing  that  defendant  owned 
automobile  which  struck  him  when  used 
in  business  of  borrowers  and  not  under 
owner's  direction. — Halverson  v.  Blosser, 
168  P.  863. 


The  great  heat  prevented  his  rescue  by 
neighbors  until  too  late  to  possibly  save 
his  life.

Gas  Stove  Fires 

In  some  manner  the  oven  failed  to  ig- 
nite as  a  California  housewife  supposed  it 
had  when  she  turned  the  gas  on,  and  a  lit- 
tle later  she  had  occasion  to  open  the 
oven  door,  and  the  gas  that  had  accumu- 
lated in  the  inside  caught  fire  from  the 
cooking  burner  outside  the  oven  and  ex- 
ploded, tearing  part  of  her  clothes  off  the 
unfortunate  woman,  and  burning  her  face, 
hair  and  arms.  Her  clothing  also  took  fire 
and  she  was  burned  severely  before  she 
was  able  to  extinguish  the  blaze,  which 
she  did  with  a  towel  she  pulled  off  its 
roller  and  dipped  into  water. 

Gasoline  stove  exploded  and  the  Nevada 
miner  rushed  out  with  his  clothes  ablaze 
and   fell   just    outside    his    burning    cabin. 


After  the  War 

First  of  all,  our  distributing  capacity 
will  depend  absolutely  upon  the  union  and 
co-operation  of  American  banking  capital, 
American  shipping  and  American  insur- 
ance. All  these  must  start  together,  con- 
tinue together  and  grow  together  until, 
like  the  Britons  and  Germans,  American 
merchants  and  traders  can,  wherever  they 
go  for  business,  find  near  at  hand  the  sup- 
port of  American  money  and  institutions 
and  the  backing  of  American  national 
pride  under  the  flag.  No  American  who 
has  traveled,  or  who  has  had  in  his  busi- 
ness to  meet  foreign  competitors,  can  have 
failed  to  recognize  the  national  spirit  of 
Britons  and  Germans  which  everywhere 
brings  them  to  the  support  of  their  own 
business  enterprises  and  institutions  as 
against  all  others.  Under  equal  conditions 
everywhere  they  give  their  business  to 
their  own  nationals.  This  is  not  true  of 
Americans — not  that  they  are  less  patri- 
otic, but  because  they  can  not  be  assured 
of  American  support  and  the  presence  of 
American  representatives  everywhere,  and 
so  Americans  learn  unconsciously  to  de- 
pend upon  other  facilities  that  they  know 
are  world-wide  in  existence.  As  the  Brit- 
ish speak  our  language  and  are  most  nearly 
allied  with  us  in  their  traditions,  it  has 
followed  that  Great  Britain  has  largely 
been  the  financier  of  Americans  in  foreign 
countries,  has  carried  our  commerce  over 
seas,  and  furnished  our  insurance  to  a 
large  extent  even  in  this  country  itself — 
almost  wholly  in  the  foreign  carrying 
trades. — Henry  Evans. 


Insurable  Interest 

Any  one  deriving  benefit  from  existence 
of  property  or  who  would  suffer  from  its 
loss  has  an  "insurable  interest,"  though 
having  only  an  equitable  title  or  other 
qualified  property.

Rates  in  Hoquiain,  Wash. 

Fire  Station  Cut  off  and  Insurance  Rates  Increased — 
Sample  7.74  Rate 

"An  Insurance  Agent"  in  Hoquiam, 
Wash.,  writes  to  a  local  paper  the  following 
letter: 

As  an  insurance  agent,  and  one  who 
helped  in  securing  a  reduction  of  insurance 
rates  in  Hoquiam,  I  have  been  interested 
in  the  claims  of  the  candidates  for  mayor 
respecting  such  rates. 

Mr.  McKee's  ad  would  lead  one  to  think 
that  he  had  secured  the  reductions,  which 
in  some  instances  have  been  quite  material, 
when  such  is  not  the  fact.  For  surely  Mr. 
McKee  does  not  claim  to  have  burned  the 
old  Palm  bakery  nor  to  have  erected  the 
fine  new  Emerson  building  on  Eighth  street. 

To  take  up  the  cases  cited  by  Mr,  McKee : 

The  Lytle  building  is  his  first.  When 
Mr.  McKee  went  into  ofiice  the  insurance 
on  this  building  cost  $7.95  per  hundred 
dollars.  At  that  time  and  long  prior  a  fight 
was  being  waged  bj'^  certain  agents  to  secure 
a  reduction  of  rates.  This  fight  was  ended 
by  granting   a   general    reduction  April  10, 

1915,  and  the  mayor  did  not  help  in  that. 
This  reduced  the  rate  to  $7.20. 

Then  in  October  of  that  year  the  mayor 
cut  off  the  North  End  fire  station,  and  rates 
were  at  once  increased  1\  percent  all  over 
town.  This  is  still  in  eff"ect,  and.  increased 
the  Lytle  rate  to  $7.74  per  hundred. 

The  Dream  theatre  (moving  picture) 
moved  out  of  this  building  about  December, 

1916,  and  the  rate  was  again  reduced,  this 
time  to  $6.87.  And  the  final  reduction 
came  as  a  result  of  the  burning  and  removal 
of  the  little  frame  building  next  door,  thus 
leaving  a  vacant  lot  between  the  Lytle  and 
next  building,  reducing  the  rate  to  $5.11. 

Now,  wherein  is  the  mayor  entitled  to 
any  of  the  credit  for  reducing  the  rate  of 
insurance  there? 

The  general  reduction,  secured  without 
his  help,  reduced  the  rate  on  the  Bruce 
ouilding,    cited    by    him,    as    did    also   the 


vacant  space  left  by  the  old  bakery  removal. 

The  Werner  building,  cited  by  him,  bene- 
fited by  the  general  reduction  secured  with- 
out his  help,  and  then  came  the  erection  of 
the  Emerson  two-story  concrete  building. 
This  caused  a  material  reduction  throughout 
the  block.  Surely  Mr.  McKee  doesn't  in- 
tend to  let  us  tliink  he  is  responsible  for 
that ! 

This  is  the  story,  in  brief,  of  every  case 
cited  by  him.  However,  there  is  one  he 
overlooked.  Mr.  C.  W.  Becker  has  reduced 
rates  in  the  neighborhood  of  his  store  by 
erecting  a  substantial  firewall. 

In  closing,  permit  me  to  say  that  regard- 
less of  the  claims  of  the  candidates,  one 
fact  stands  out  prominently :  Our  rates  for 
fire  insurance  are  Ih  percent  higher  than 
they  would  be  if  the  North  End  fire  station 
had  not  been  cut  out.

Inadequate     Fire-Fighting     Apparatus    in 
Maui,  T.  H. 

From  a  Local  Journal 

We  have  had  two  striking  demonstrations 
in  fifteen  days  of  the  inadequacy  of  our  fire- 
fighting  equipment— to  say  nothing  of  any 
inefficiency  that  there  maybe  in  the  depart- 
ment. The  first  was  the  destruction  of  the 
teachers'  cottage  at  Puunene  on  the  8th, 
which  was  in  ashes  before  the  fire  apparatus 
had  gotten  much  more  than  half  way  to  it; 
and  the  second  the  burning  of  a  consider- 
able section  of  Kahului  town  last  Saturday 
night.  It  is  true  that  in  the  latter  case  the 
department  did  very  excellent  work  after 
arriving  upon  the  S2ene,  but  in  the  mean- 
while a  lot  of  property  had  been  destroyed 
which  sliould  have  been  saved  from  the 
flames. 

These  instances  indicate  to  us  the  im- 
perative need  of  more  comprehensive  facili- 
ties and  increased  efficiency.  As  the  matter 
now  stands  the  one  small  station  at  Wailuku, 
with  volunteer  firemen,  is  supposed  to  take 
care  of  all  the  towns  in  central  Maui,  some 
at  great  distances;  and,  inasmuch  as  time 
is  consumed  in  picking  up  the  volunteer 
firemen  from  the  highways  and  byways  and 
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making  the   start    from    Wailuku,  the  de- 
pendence is,  most  times,  quite  slender. 

SUGGESTIONS 

Of  course  it  is  impossible  for  each  small 
town  to  have  its  own  fire  station,  but  it 
would  be  practicable  for  each  to  have  its 
squad  of  volunteer  firemen.  Take  the  case 
of  Kahului,  for  instance.  There  should  be 
in  that  town  a  squad  of,  say,  twelve  men. 
In  case  of  fire  these  men  would  assemble 
quickly,  take  charc,^e,  and  direct  the  prompt 
use  of  sucli  fire  extinguishers  as  they  might 
have  until  the  regular  apparatus  arrived. 
Upon  receiving  an  alarm  from  Kahului, 
the  latter  would  not  waste  valuable  minutes 
picking  up  men  from  the  theatres,  Market 
street  and  elsewhere,  but  would  dash 
straight  for  the  scene  of  the  fire,  to  be  met 
instantly  and  joined  there  by  the  local 
squad — the  scattered  firemen  of  Wailuku 
coming  on  later,  in  autos  or  other  ways. 
This  same  system  could  easily  be  worked 
out  at  the  camps  and  other  places. 

There  was  such  a  squad  at  Kahului  some 
years  ago,  and  much  good  came  of  if,  but 
it  disintegrated,  for  the  principal  reason,  it 
was  understood  at  the  time,  that  the  volun- 
teer firemen  were  required  to  pay  poll 
taxes.  Something  should  be  done  to  get 
it  started  up  again. 

In  the  meanwhile,  if  there  is  not  law 
enough  to  compel  motion  picture  houses  to 
keep  adequate  fire  appliances  around  their 
machines,  there  should  be  a  very  strict 
ordinance  to  that  effect  without  delay. 


Arson  in  Los  Angeles 

"From  police  records  I  learned  there  were 
25  arson  cases  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1916- 
1917,  in  which  probation  was  granted  or 
cases  dismissed  in  courts 

"The  recent  attitude  of  a  court  in  grant- 
ing Abraham  Convisser,  president  of  the 
Architectural  Plate  Glass  Company,  a  new 
trial  when  a  jury  found  him  guilty,  was  the 
last  straw,  so  to  speak.  It  decided  me  to 
recommend  the  raise. 

"The  underwriters  would  much  prefer 
that  local  conditions  be  remedied  than  to 
raise   rates.     That   always  brings  upon  the 


insurance   companies   the  condemnation  of 
the  public. 

"Let  me  point  out  the  dispositions  of  the 
following  cases:  The  case  against  Henrietta 
ConfieLl,  the  proprietor  of  a  hotel  found 
with  holes  chopped  in  the  floor  and  oil 
bombs  found,  was  dismissed  after  dragging 
through  the  courts.  The  case  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Green,  who  was  convicted  of  Setting 
fire  to  a  Pico  Pleights  house — he  was  given 
probation.  D.  VV.  Prutsman  is  now  before 
the  courts  again  on  an  arson  charge." — From 
M.  A.  Martin  interview  in  the  Express. 


To  Fire  Insurance  Adjusters 

There  apparently  exists  a  misunderstand- 
ing as  to  the  duties  of  the  State  Fire  Mar- 
shal and  also  of  the  Insurance  Commission- 
er relative  to  the  investigation  of  fires  and 
overinsurance.  In  order  to  clear  this  up  we 
wish  to  advise  that  an  investigation  will  be 
made  of  all  fires  where  the  origin  is  report- 
ed as  suspicious,  providing  a  notice  is  given 
this  Department  soon  after  the  fire  occurs. 
Also  overinsurance  will  be  investigated,  if 
the  information  is  furnished  before  an  at- 
tempt is  made  to  adjust  the  loss,  but  in  no 
event  will  we  make  an  investigation  of  over- 
insurance  where  the  adjuster  has  been  un- 
able to  effect  a  compromise  settlement. 

We  seek  the  cooperation  of  all  adjusters, 
and  we  trust  that  they  will  immediately 
notify  us  of  any  suspicious  fire  or  overinsur- 
ance. We  appreciate  the  intelligent  reports 
and  willing  assistance  the  adjusters  have 
been  rendering  to  this  office,  and  this  bulle- 
tin is  issued  to  correct  some  erroneous  im- 
pressions which  have  been  reported  to  us.

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Fire  Protection  in  Deming,  N.  M. 

The  Rocky  Mountain  Fire  Underwriters 
Association  has  made  a  more  or  less  start- 
ling report  on  the  fire  hazards  of  Deming 
and  its  environs  The  engineer,  who  of 
course  made  a  thorough  examination,  re- 
ports: "The  majority  of  buildings  for  mer- 
cantile purposes  recently  erected  outside 
the  fire  Hmits  are  frame  shacks  one  story 
in  height.  The  new  buildings  within  the 
fire  limits  are  of  a  very  inferior  type  of 
hollow  tile  and  brick  construction,  with 
8-inch  side  walls  and  metal  lath  and  plaster 
on  wooden  supports  for  front  and  rear 
walls.  The  building  laws  are  inadequate 
for  the  proper  regulating  of  building  con- 
struction under  present  conditions  and  are 
being  grossly  violated  in  the  majority  of 
buildings  recently  erected  or  now  in  course 
of  construction.  Apparently  little  attention 
is  being  given  to  ordinary  fire  protection 
features  and  the  safeguarding  of  the  various 
heating,  cooking  and  lighting  features. 
Metal  flues  through  roofs  prevail  both  in- 
side and  outside  the  fire  limits.  Lighting 
is  by  both  electricity  and  gasoline  systems, 
the  latter  permitted  without  any  municipal 
regulations.  AVaste  paper  and  rubbish 
allowed  to  accumulate  in  alleys  and  rear  of 
premises  in  the  entire  mercantile  district." 

That  is  a  pretty  bad  showing,  but  listen 
to  this:  "A  serious  conflagration  hazard 
now  exists  in  the  mercantile  district  owing 
to  the  following  conditions:  low  parapet 
walls;  large  fire  areas  without  fire-stop 
walls;  continuous  metal  and  frame  awnings; 
frame  front  and  rear  walls,  together  with 
S-inch  hollow  tile  division  walls;  waste 
paper,  rubbish  and  boxes  permitted  to 
accumulate  in  the  rear  of  premises;  fire 
department  equipment,  consisting  of  only 
one  auto  truck  and  apparatus,  per- 
mitted to  respond  to  fire  alarms  in  Camp 
Cody,  a  distance  of  three  miles  to  farthest 
points;  manning  of  apparatus  with  volun- 
teer  firemen,  with  exception  of  one  paid 
driver;  small  mains  on  water  works  system 
permitting  the  use  of  only  two  effective  fire 
-streams  in  the  congested  mercantile  sec- 
tions ;  and  large  frame  areas  exposing  main 
business     district     without     available     fire 


hydrants.       High     winds,    generally    from 
west,  of  frequent  occurrence." 

It  is  well  that  no  I.  W.  W.  reads  this. 
Otherwise  we  should  hate  to  think  of  the 
fate  of  Deming.

PORT 

Low    Per    Capita    Loss    Last   Year  —  New 
Pumping  Engines 

Accomplishments  of  the  Portland  iire 
bureau  during  the  city's  fiscal  year,  which 
closed  Dec.  1,  are  set  forth  in  a  report  by 
City  Commissioner  Bigelow,  as  follows: 

"The  bureau  closed  its  year  with  a  fire 
loss  of  approximately  $280,000.  This  is  the 
lowest  record  since  the  year  1901,  when  the 
loss  was  $254,704.  In  the  16  years  which 
have  elapsed  since  the  previous  low  record, 
the  area  of  the  city  has  increased  76  percent, 
and  the  population  has  trebled.  Using  the 
United  States  Government  recent  estimates 
of  population  as  a  basis,  the  per  capita  loss 
for  the  year  is  only  about  93  cents.  Three 
years  ago,  before  the  establishment  of  fire 
prevention  in  the  department,  the  per  capita 
loss  was  nearly  $6.  Since  then  the  fire 
prevention  work  has  steadily  decreased  the 
loss  each  year,  until  the  phenomenal  record 
above  quoted  for  1917. 

"The  total  appropriations  for  all  activities 
of  the  fire  department  for  the  year  1917  were 
1604,305,  while  the  actual  expenditures 
were  $570,444. 

"For  the  fiscal  year  of  1918  the  total  ap- 
propriation is  $577,780,  and,  with  this  de- 
creased appropriation,  the  men  in  the  ranks 
will  be  allowed  more  time  off  duty,  given 
one  day's  leave  in  four,  instead  of  one  day 
in  six,  salaries  adjusted  and  worthy  in- 
creases in  salary  made  somewhat  in  con- 
formance with  conditions  of  the  times. 


Per  Capita  Cost  of  Cities 

"Portland's  fire  department  is  now  and 
has  been  one  of  the  most  economically  con- 
ducted departments,  per  capita  cost,  taking 
into  consideration  both  area  of  city  and 
population,  that  there  is  in  the  United 
States.  The  per  capita  cost  of  a  city  of 
Portland's  area  (nearly  67  square  miles), 
which,  in  L916,  was  $1.98  per  capita,  cer- 
tainly compares  most  favorably  with  Oak- 
land's area  of  60  square  miles,  and  per  cap- 
ita cost  of  $1.98;  Jersey  City,  area  19  square 
miles,    cost   $1.93;      Rochester,   24    square 


miles,  cost  $2.12;  Indianapolis,  37|  square 
miles,  cost  $2.16;  Seattle,  58^  square  miles, 
cost  $2.52;  Washington,  D.  C,  69i  square 
miles,  cost  $1.90;  San  Francisco,  46  square 
miles,  cost  $3.64;  Buffalo,  42  square  miles, 
cost  $2.43;  Detroit,  76  square  miles,  cost 
$2.04;  Pittsburg,  41  i  square  miles,  cost 
$1.93;  Baltimore,  3U  square  miles,  cost 
$1.68,  and  Boston,  47f  square  miles,  cost 
$2.47. 

"Early  in  the  coming  year  the  department 
will  be  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  six 
1,000-gallon  capacity  gasoline  pumping  en- 
gines of  120  horse-power  and  a  speed  of  60 
miles  an  hour.  This  will  make  the  depart- 
ment about  79  percent  motorized,  reducing 
the  number  of  horses  within  a  year  from 
nearly  100  to  23,  and  making  possible  reor- 
ganization of  the  department  by  discontin- 
uing some  companies  and  having  the  motor 
apparatus  cover  larger  areas,  with  greater 
efliciency,  than  was  possible  with  horse- 
drawn  apparatus, 

"It  will  also  make  possible  the  rapid 
assembling  of  eight  large-capacity  pumpers 
at  any  point  of  danger  in  a  very  few  min- 
utes."

We  Conserve  and   Preserve 
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New  York  State  Superintendent  Phillips 
Approves  Action  of  New  York  Insur- 
ance Exchange  Increasing  Insurance 
Rates  10  Percent 

State  Superintendent  of  Insurance  Phil- 
lips says  the  recent  action  taken  by  the 
New  York  Fire  Insurance  Exchange  at  its  re- 
cent regular  meeting,  increasing  the  fire  rates 
10  percent  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of 
said  Exchange,  merely  follows  like  action  by 
certain  rating  associations  in  other  parts  of 
the  country,  and  will  in  the  near  future  be 
followed  by  rate  associations  throughout 
the  United  States.  This  action  is  not  local 
in  character,  nor  with  special  application  to 
specific  risks,  but  is  general,  affecting  all 
hazards,  and  is  made  necessary  for  the 
stability  of  the  companies  in  the  judgment 
of  all  fire  insurance  interests  by  existing 
conditions  due  to  the  war. 

The  increase  will  remain  in  force  for  the 
duration  of  the  war  only. 

Mr.  Pliillip*  gives  recognition  to  the  fact 
that  the  severe  fire  losses,  increased  federal 
tax  burdens  and  depreciated  security  values 
make  this  action  advisable,  and  perhaps 
unavoidable,  if  fire  insurance  indemnities 
are  to  he.  maintained  unimpaired.

Why  Not  Tell  How  It  Gathers  the  Monthly 
Fire  Loss  Figures 

A  New  York  daily  paper  prints  monthly 
a  total  of  the  alleged  fire  losses  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  Comparison  is 
made  with  the  total  for  the  same  month  in 
the  previous  year,  and  also  of  the  total  to 
date  for  the  year  and  for  the  same  months 
in  the  year  before.  Our  readers  have  doubt- 
less seen  these  compilations  and  wondered 
how  the  information  was  gathered. 

Daily  papers  appear  to  be  furnished  with 
the  figures,  especially  those  for  twelve 
months,  with  the  grand  totals;  for  they  are 
extensively  copied  and  cominented  on.  Fire 
underwriters  read  papers  and  seriously 
quote  these  estimates — for  that  is  all  they 
are — quote  figures  beginning  with  millions 
and  ending  with  one  dollar.  One  would 
imagine  that  the  figures  were  authentic  be- 
cause official  and  based  on  laws  requiring 
reports  of  all  fires  and  all  losses— so  un- 
questionably are  these  reports  accepted — 
reports  covering  about  seven  million  square 
miles  of  the  earth's  surface. 

The  enterprise  of  this  New  York  daily 
commercial  bulletin  extorts  our  willing  ad- 
miration, but  we  think  it  owes  a  too  credul- 
ous public  a  frank  explanation  of  the  sources 
of  its  marvelous  information  and  methods 
whereby  it  gathers  the  fire  losses  of  a  great 
continent.

RUMORS 


Alleged  Ring  Revelations  of  the  Big  Trees 

Visitors  in  the  regions  of  the  Sequoia 
Gigantea  in  California  profess  to  have 
counted  the  rings  in  some  of  the  fallen  and 
sawn  monster  trees  and  to  have  discovered 
100  very  narrow  rings  grown  nearly  1000 
years  ago.  All  other  rings  of  older  and 
later  growth  were  wider  and  very  distinct. 

A  ring  in  a  tree  is  supposed  to  represent 
the  growth  of  a  year.  When  sap  ceases  to 
"run"  all  growth  ceases  until  the  return 
flow  of  a  warmer  season,  or  a  wet  season, 
as  in  California.  A  narrow  ring  indicates 
less  rainfall,  and  a  very  narrow  ring  is  ex- 
plained only  by  an  exti-emely  drouthy 
year. 

Where  100  uniformly  nari-ow  rings  occur 
consecutively,  in  a  very  old  tree,  we  are  to 
infer  that  there  were  100  consecutive  years 
of  severe  drouth.  If  their  testimony  is  not 
false,  if  the  Big  Trees  do  not  lie,  California 
suffered  a  hundred  years  of  very  Ught  rain- 
fall, of  destructive  drouth,  about  a  thousand 
years  ago.  The  soil  was  uncultivated,  there 
were  no  fruit  trees,  and  the  few  inhabitants 
were  doubtless  little  concerned,  for  they 
lived  on  fish,  abalones,  roots,  worms,  and 
the  grasshoppers  which  always  flourish  in 
dry  years. 

There  may  be  merit  in  the  prediction 
that  California  is  to  become  a  dry  state. 


Threatened  Fires  in  Bay  Cities 

The  authorities  have  information  of  I.  W. 
W.  or  German  plots  to  start  fires  in  indus- 
tries and  warehouses  in  San  Francisco  and 
otlier  bay  cities.  Fire  Chief  Murphy  has 
issued  a  warning  that  the  men  who  have 
been  burning  mills  and  warehouses  on  the 
Coast  have  undertaken,  presumably  in  Ger- 
man pay.  or  have  planned  or  been  ordered 
to  make  demonstrations  in  California  cities. 
Several  fires  of  suspicious  origin  have  already 
occurred.

There  ai'e  not  many  rumors  in  the  in- 
surance world,  but  it  has  been  remarked 
that  the  percentage  which  turns  out  to  be 
true  is  large.  We  confirm  it.  Even  denials 
must  be  accepted  with  reserve,  for  there  are 
sometimes  very  good  reasons  for  withhold- 
ing the  facts  awhile. 

We  recall  the  case  of  the  Delaware.  Our 
information  was  it  was  about  to  be  reinsured 
but  in  response  to  our  letter  a  head  official 
wired  us — at  our  expense — a  positive  denial. 
A  few  days  later,  or  it  may  be  weeks,  the 
Delaware  reinsured  and  wound  up. 

Another  time  we  had  information  that 
another  company  was  in  the  market  and 
would  reinsure.  For  mentioning  the  fact 
"on  the  street"  we  were  criticised;  for  not 
publishing  the  rumor  we  received  no  thanks 
from  the  man  most  interested.  Yet  not 
long  afterward  this  company  reinsured  and 
its  ownership  passed  to  a  stronger  company. 

We  believe  that  any  rumor  which  seems 
to  be  well  grounded  should  be  given  pub- 
licity, at  least  where  agents  have  an  interest 
in  the  matter;  but  of  course  the  subject  of 
the  rumor  should  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  deny  or  confirm  it.

Voice  Culture 

Blair  defined  eloquence  as  "speaking  in 
stich  a  manner  as  to  attain  the  end  for 
which  we  speak."  A  later  critic  said  elo- 
quence is  the  art  of  speaking  well. 

The  first  lessons  in  pleasing  and  persuasive 
speech — which  is  true  eloquence — are  those 
of  voice  training,  or  voice  culture,  if  you 
will.  Civilization,  with  its  effeminacies, 
overheating  of  houses,  overeating,  sedentary 
employments,  much  riding  to  and  fro,  silent 
reading  and  little  speaking,  is  slowly  work- 
ing the  degeneracy  of  human  speech  from 
resonant  confidence  and  defiance  to  the 
monkey  squeak  of  timidity  and  uncertainty. 
But  the  voice  can  be  exercised  and  strength- 
ened, and  made  pleasing  and  convincing. 

A  few  fundamental  lessons  in  elocution — 
the  preliminary  lessons  of  voice-building — 
are  sufficient.  A  few  exercises  strengthen 
both  lungs  and  voice,  and  the  improved 
speech  will    agreeably  surprise  the  speaker. 

Read  aloud.  Practice  distinct  enuncia- 
tion. Do  not  use  large  words  in  presenting 
life  insurance.  Small  and  familiar  words 
are  alive  and  eloquent. 

If  you  meet  a  good  word,  graceful  and 
attractive,  introduce  it  to  your  prospect. 
Then  you  will  not  forget  it.  The  use  of  big 
words  makes  your  hearers  think — makes 
them  think  you  are  an  ignorant  man. 

Life  insurance  men  who  solicit  and  are 
granted  an  audience  can  expect  to  succeed 
only  by  persuasion,  and  a  satisfactory 
audience  only  if  address  and  speech  (voice) 
are  agreeable. 

They  are  careful  as  to  dress  and  address. 
Why  should  not  they  be  equally  careful  as 
to  voice,  intonation  and  correct  speech? — 
Coast  Review.

Misrepresentation   Never  Pays 
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1917  LIFE  BUSINESS 

President  Indications  Are  of  a  Very  Large 
Total  of  New  Insurance 

It  is  too  early  to  express  any  positive 
opinion  as  to  American  life  insurance  in 
1917,  but  advance  statements  and  estimates 
indicate  large  gains  over  1916.  The  war  has 
stimulated  general  business  in  many  direc- 
tions while  hampering  it  in  some;  but  there 
has  been  real  prosperity  despite  the  gradual 
fall  in  securities  and  the  heavy  increase  in 
taxes.  Life  insurance  has  shared  both  and 
will  show  large  gains  in  new  insurance  and 
in  resources,  it  seems  certain. 

Latterly,  new  business  is  reported  as  fall- 
ing off.  This  decline  is  caused  directly  and 
indirectly  by  the  war;  and  it  may  presage  a 
diminished  business  in  1918.  The  govern- 
ment war  risks  bureau  for  soldiers  and 
sailors  will  doubtless  insure  in  1917  and 
1918  a  grand  total  of  $7,000,000,000,  in  sums 
ranging  from  $1,000  to  $10,000,  and  virtually 
all  of  this  class  of  business  will  be  lost  to 
the  company  insurers.  When  peace  is  de- 
clared, many  ex-soldiers  and  ex-sailors, 
officers  and  privates,  with  a  new  and  lasting 
appreciation  of  life  insurance,  will  welcome 
the  solicitor  as  a  friend  and  benefactor. 

The  appointment  of  Mott  A.  Brooks  as 
assistant  secretary  of  the  Association  of  Life 
Insurance  Presidents  is  announced  by  man- 
ager George  T.  Wight.  Mr.  Brooks  has 
resigned  as  managing  editor  of  the  Weekly 
Underwriter  and  as  secretary  of  the  Under- 
writer Printing  and  Publishing  Company, 
with  which  organization  he  has  been  con- 
nected since  1910.  He  went  to  New  York 
in  1910,  becoming  managing  editor  of  the 
Weekly  Underwriter  and,  in  addition,  on 
November  15,  1913,  was  chosen  as  secretary 
of  the  Underwriter  Printing  and  Publishing 
Company.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  legisla- 
tive information  service  of  the  Weekly  Un- 
derwriter from  1911  to  date. 


War  Rider  Ruling  by  Oklahoma  Court 

From  the  Southern  Underwriter 

Oklahoma  City,  January  2. — State  Insur- 
ance Commissioner  A.  L.  Welch,  of  Okla- 
homa, has  won  his  contention  that  policies 
carried  by  soldiers  who  pay  their  premiums 
during  the  war,  become  operative  immedi- 
ately after  their  discharge  from  service.  In 
an  opinion  handed  down  by  Justice  Charles 
M.  Thacker,  of  the  Oklahoma  supreme 
court,  this  view  was  held,  and  as  a  result 
Commissioner  Welch  says  men  in  military 
service  will  receive  better  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  insurance  companies  than  possible 
at  first. 

A  "war-rider"  policy  submitted  to  the 
insurance  commissioner  by  the  Mutual 
Benefit  Life  of  Newark  was  disapproved  by 
Commissioner  Welch  for  the  reason  that  it 
contained  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  in- 
surance would  not  be  paid  in  case  of  the 
death  of  the  insured  within  six  months 
after  being  discharged  from  military  service. 

The  disapproval  of  the  clause  resulted  in 
a  suit  being  instituted  by  the  insurance 
company  in  the  district  court  of  Oklahoma 
County  to  enjoin  Mr.  Welch  from  such 
action.  A  demurrer  in  turn  was  filed  by 
Mr.  Welch,  and  sustained  by  Judge  John 
W.  Hayson.  Now  Justice  Thacker  has 
affirmed  the  action  of  the  lower  court. 

The  power  of  the  insurance  commissioner 
to  disapprove  of  policies  violating  state, 
federal,  statutory  or  constitutional  law, 
common  law  or  a  principle  of  equity  is 
upheld  in  Justice  Thacker's  decision  and 
a  large  field  given  him  for  the  exercise  of 
his  judgment.  The  purport  of  the  decision 
is  to  make  the  commissioner's  decisions 
binding  so  long. as  it  is  not  shown  that  his 
acts  are  arbitrary  or  fraudulent. 

The  class  of  policies  affected  by  the  de- 
cision are  those  in  which  the  insured  who 
enters  military  service  does  not  elect  to  pay 
the  extra  premium  for  war  insurance,  but 
pays  the  ordinary  premium  to  have  pro- 
tection after  he  is  released  from  service. 

It  was  never  the  desire  of  the  Mutual 
Benefit  Life,  or  any  other  insurance  com- 
pany, to  take  advantage  of  any  soldier  or 
sailor  in  military  or  naval  service,  but  the 
clause  was  drafted  with  the   idea  in   view 
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of  protecting  all  of   the   company's  policy- 
holders.

G.  F.  Guerraz  was  appointed  deputy  as- 
sistant manager  of  the  Pacific  department 
of  the  Liverpool  &  London  &  Globe. 

Vice  President  J.  B.  Levison  was  elected 
president  of  the  Fireman's  Fund. 

The  Board  elected  J.  C.  McCaughern  as- 
sistant secretary,  an  office  vacant  for  several 
months. 

Frank  Hickman,  Fresno  merchant,  re- 
leased from  charge  of  arson,  sued  the  insur- 
ers for  $20,000. 

Ins.  Co.  of  North  America  celebrated  its 
12.5th  anniversary. 

A  government  test  proved  best  results  by 
fireproofing  with  ammonium  salts  and  so- 
dium borate. 

No  fewer  than  30,000  fires  were  reported 
as  caused  by  electric  appliances. 

Factory  mutuals  lost  $2,000,000  by  the 
burning  of  a  single  risk  at  Swissvale,  Pa. 

Nonboard  companies  captured  the  Cali- 
fornia Wine  Association  and  Oakland  Trac- 
tion lines. 

A  statement  that  the  ownership  of  the 
Niagara  Fire  had  quietly  i)assed  to  a  British 
company  was  denied  by  President  Lane. 

The  Coast  Eeview  published  an  article 
pointing  out  damages  to  hardware  stocks  by 
gas-burning  stoves.  Also  an  article  proving 
that  Benedict  Arnold  was  an  incendiary. 

In  May  this  journal  predicted  no  fire  un- 
derwriting profit  in  the  United  States  in 
1917. 

A  Richmond,  "Va.,  fire  mutual  assessed  its 
policyholders  50  percent,  a  year  and  a  half 
after  the  big  fire. 

Manager  C.  A.  Henry  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  of 
San  Francisco. 

The  Fire-  Underwriters  Inspection  Bureau 
became  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  of  the 
Pacific;  with  Jay  W.  Stevens  as  manager.

H.  M.  Newliall  &  Co.,  San  Francisco,  en- 
gaged in  fire  as  well  as  marine  insurance, 
with  the  Independence  and  the  Pacific 
States,  and  the  marine  branch  of  the  West- 
chester in  addition  to  the  London  (Marine) 
and  the  Ocean  Marine. 

The  Firman's  Fund  placed  C.  C.  Wright 
in  charge  of  its  automobile  department  and

The  Eoyal  bought  control  of  the  ISTewark 
Fire. 

On  page  447  the  Coast  Review  printed 
some  P. -P.  In.  Ex.  facts.

The  Stuyvesant  of  New  York  cured  its 
impairment  by  reinsuring  much  of  its  busi- 
ness. 

The  Home  Fire  &  Marine  of  San  Fran- 
cisco was  re-established,  with  $500,000  cap- 
ital  and   $1,000,000   net   surplus.

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Frederick  B.  Kellam  was  appointed  as- 
sistant manager  of  the  Pacific  department 
of  the  Eoyal  and  the  Queen. 

H.  R.  Burke  also  was  appointed  assistant 
manager  of  the  Pacific  department  of  the 
Royal   and  the   Queen. 

Manager  Robert  Fabj  of  the  Liverpool  & 
London  &  Globe  announceu  his  resignation, 
because  of  ill-health.  In  the  last  week  in 
December  he  sailed  for  the  Antipodes. 

The  Queen  of  New  York  voted  to  double 
its  capital,  making  it  $2,000,000. 

Major  Christensen  of  Christensen  &  Good- 
win announced  his  retirement,  "being  now 
an  octogenarian."  He  has  since  received 
from  "all  over"  hundreds  of  kind  letters, 
congratulating  him  on  "his  health  and  at- 
tained years,  and  wishing  all  further  good 
fortune. 

Standard  Fire  of  Boston  reduced  its  cap- 
ital. 

A.  C.  Olds,  assistant  manager  under  Man- 
ager Geo.  O.  Hoadley,  resigned. 

Mr.  Faymonville,  formerly  president  of 
the  Fireman's  Fund,  was  banqueted  by  the 
fire  underwriters  of  San  Francisco. 

New  York  authorities  authorized  bombard- 
ment insurance  by  fire  companies. 

The  mischievous  Kehoe  rating  bill  at 
Sacramento  was  killed. 

C.  P.  Folger  of  the  New  Zealand  resigned 
because  of  ill  health. 

Burnable  property  values  increased  so 
much  that  owners  with  coinsurance  policies 
found  themselves  carrying  some  of  their  own 
insurance. 

The  Metropolitan  Life  reinsured  the  pol- 
icyholders of  the  looted  Pittsburg  Life  & 
Trust. 

The  Pittsburg  Life  &  Trust  changed  con- 
trol and  was  looted  of  $2,000,000  in  two 
days.     Nobody  in  jail  yet. 

Labor  unions  embai-rassed  the  government 
by  repeated  strikes  in  shipyards,  munition 
factories,  etc.  Patriots  receiving  $10  a  day 
demanded  $15. 

A  life  man,  of  the  notorious  Dwiggins 
family,  sold  Liberty  Loan  bonds  on  the  in- 
stallment plan,  and  speculated  in  stocks  on 


a  falling  market  with  the  proceeds.  He  fled, 
was  caught,  convicted,  and  sent  to  prison 
for  three  years. 

Factions  in  the  Western  States  Life  en- 
gaged in  a  fight  for  control,  which  contest 
without  gloves  will  be  decided  next  month, 
probably  by  a  knockout  blow.  It  is  said 
the  business  is  being  shot  to  pieces. 


By  proclamation,  German  companies  were 
allowed  to  continue  business  in  this  country 
but  not  to  remit  money  home.  Later  the 
marine  companies  were  forbidden  to  write 
any  American  business;  and  still  later,  all 
enemy  country  companies  were  ordered  to 
discontinue   writing. 

Washington  charged  German  insurance 
companies  with  spy-leaks.

Long  Beach,  Cal.,  was  held  liable  for  col- 
lapse of  its  municipal  pleasure  pier.  Some 
200  persons  fell  with  the  wreckage  twenty 
feet,  and  33  were  killed. 

Announcement  was  made  that  the  Golden 
State  Indemnity  of  San  Francisco  had  paid 
in  its  first  $25,000  of  $100,000  capital  and 
begun  business.  It  never  paid  in  another 
dollar  and  ceased  business  near  the  close 
of  the  year.  Specialty,  jitney  bonds.  We 
never  regarded  it  as  having  a  ghost  of  a 
show  to  succeed.  Joe  Maritzer  was  manager 
and  Andrew  Gallagher,  Union  Labor's  city 
and  county  supervisor,  was  organizer. 

Casualty  Co.  of  America  came  to  end. 
It  began  as  a  rate-shaver,  grew  like  a  mush- 
room and  turned  into  dust  in  a  night. 

We  published  particulars  of  the  Frankfort 
General's  fourteen-year  fight  of  a  just  claim. 
The  company  finally  lost. 


Misrepresentation  Never  Pays 
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California  supreme  court  ruled  that  a 
caddy  is  an  employee  of  the  golf  club. 

Coast  Review  called  attention  to  the  un- 
fair treatment  of  physicians  by  the  Cali- 
fornia state  compensation  fund,  in  Janu- 
ary issue. 

We  printed  an  account  of  the  first  liability 
policy  written  in  New  York,  on  December 
31,  1886.  It  was  written  by  the  Employers' 
Liability. 

Governor  Johnson  of  California  appointed 
his  private  secretary,  Alex  McCabe,  state 
insurance  commissioner,  for  the  term  of 
four  years.

Ownership  of  the  Pittsburg  Fire  has 
passed,  says  Ins.  World. 
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San  Francisco  Streets 

Montgomery 
There  are  several  very  old  buildings  on 
this  street.  The  oldest  is  the  Parrot  build- 
ing at  the  northwest  corner  of  CaUfornia 
street.  It  was  erected  in  1852,  with  stone 
brought  from  China.  Once  this  three-story 
building,  which  has  defied  the  quake  of 
1868,  and  the  quake  and  fire  of  1906,  housed 
Wells-Fargo's  main  express  office.  Mine 
host,  George  Denison  of  Boulder  Creek, 
walking  along  Leidesdorflf  street,  a  half 
block  east,  was  greatly  shocked,  a  moment 
after  a  terrific  explosion  of  dynamite  in  the 
express  office,  to  see  a  severed  hand  and 
arm  fall  to  the  walk  in  front  of  him. 
Parrott  the  builder  was  properly  proud 
of  this  granite  building,  and  his  widow, 
who  recently  died,  refused  every  offer  made 
for  the  property  by  men  who  planned  to 
erect  a  modern  12-story  building  there. 

Just  across  tiie  street  is  a  building,  a 
two-story  brick,  which  also  passed  through 
the  1868  quake  and  the  1906  quake  and  fire. 
It  was  erected  in  1865. 

The  former  Hay  ward  building  is  opposite, 
on  the  corner  of  California  street.  Pioneer 
Hayward,  it  is  said,  built  this  12-story  steel 
frame  on  the  advice  of  "spirits."  But  he 
was  later  obliged  to  sell  it.  This  building 
passed  through  the  quake  and  fire  of  1906. 
The  three  lower  stories  were  damaged  by 
the  flames,  but  earthquake  damage,  in  the 
roof  story,  was  nominal. 

At  the  corners  of  Merchant  and  Washing- 
ton streets,  is  the  old  Montgomery  block  on 
the  east  side.  It  is  a  four-story  brick, 
erected  in  1852,  which  safely  passed  through 
the  quake  of  1868  and  the  quake  and  fite 
of  1906. 

General  Sherman  had  !iis  bank,  in  pioneer 
days,  about  Jackson  and  Montgomery 
streets,  but  no  bronze  plate  marks  the  spot. 
The  block  from  Washington  to  Jackson 
escaped  the  flamed  in  1906  and  was  not 
noticeably  damaged  by  the  great  vibration. 
The  buildings  are  of  brick  and  old  but  well 
preserved.  J.  O.  Cadman,  broker,  has  his 
offices  upstairs  in  this  historic  block. 

Where  the  Pacific  Mutual' s  handsome 
building   stood   before    the    1906    fire— any 


earthquake  damage  was  not  visible — a  steel 
frame  building  is  now  going  up,  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  Sacramento.  It  will 
house  the  Canton  Bank  and  the  China  Mail 
S.  S.  Co.     The  Potter  building  is   just  east. 

It  was  on  this  corner  that  Adolph  Sutro, 
of  later  Sutro  Tunnel  fame,  had  a  cigar 
store  when  he  was  a  poor  man. 

Values  on  this  street  are  now  increasing. 
Before  the  fire  they  were  high,  up  to  Wash- 
ington street.  Right  after  the  fire  they 
were  strong.  For  a  narrow-street  corner 
$75,000  was  refused,  but  last  year  |25,000 
was  accepted. 


Jewelry  manufacturers  in  England  and 
France  have  pledged  themselves  not  to 
put  out  any  more  platinum  goods  than  are 
ordered,  but  in  the  United  States  there 
are  jewelers  who  are  still  taking  advantage 
of  the  enormous  price  of  platinum  to 
cater  to  the  ostentatious  who  want  to 
shine  with  brooches,  pins  and  settings  of 
the  highest  cost  and  brilliancy.  There  ap- 
pears to  be  still  a  serious  demand  for 
platinum  for  jewelry.  The  chemists  hope 
that  this  will  cease,  and  that  society  will 
turn  to  stellite  and  rhotanium,  in  order 
that  platinum  may  be  conserved  for  the 
chemical  industry,  where  it  is  positively  in- 
dispensable. 


In  a  California  small  town  a  porter  was 
sent  to  the  basement  to  turn  the  fire  down 
under  the  boilers  in  which  the  water  is 
heated.  Instead  of  turning  the  fire  down 
he  turned  it  up  and  soon  had  burning  oil 
spread  out  over  the  floor  and  everybody 
within  a  block  thinking  the  place  was 
about  to  burn  up.  A  wise  man  ran  over 
to  the  fire  department  headquarters  and 
secured  a  small  chemical  and  soon  ex- 
tinguished the  blaze.  Shop  and  town  had 
a  narrow^  escape  because  of  the  stupidity 
of   one  man.

Surety  is  charged  with  securing  a  "virtual 
monopoly  of  contractors'  bonds,"  which  is 
a  part  of  the  charge  against  the  then  mayor. 
Mr.  Fitzgerald's  son-in-law,  of  the  agency, 
was  a  former  associate  of  Mayor  Curley. 
The  National  Surety  was  on  velvet,  its  city 
contract  bonding  rising  from  1114,525,  to 
$1,248,647,  or  from  6.8  percent  of  total  to 
65.9,  in  three  years.  The  mayor  explained 
that  it  was  "psychology"  and  perhaps  pre- 
vented interference  by  inspectors,  con- 
tractors wanting  to  be  friends  of  tlie  friends 
of  the  administration,  The  contractors  re- 
fused to  place  insurance  with  companies 
offering  to  furnish  good  bonds  at  lower 
rates.  Brokers  estimated  that  tlie  Fitzgerald 
agency  made  as  much  as  $20,000  a  year  off 
the  city  business. 

— The  New  York  supreme  court  awarded 
to  the  husband's  heirs  in  a  case  where  both 
husband  and  wife  died  when  the  Germans 
torpedoed  the  passenger  ship  Lusitania. 
—The  California  "machine"  is  preparing 
for  a  law  next  winter  making  a  compensa- 
tion insurance  a  state  monopoly.  This  would 
make  more  offices,  and  enable  the  political 
boss  to  punish  any  industrial  plant  which 
fails  to  "come  thru"  for  the  support  of 
'the  ticket."     . 

— On  petition  to  review  award  of  Industrial 
Accident  Commission,  finding  of  fact  by 
commission  on  conflicting  evidence  cannot 
be  set  aside.— Gray  v.  Industrial  Ace.  Com- 
mission, 168  P.  702. 

—A.  G.  Finn  of  Santa  Cruz,  Cal.,  connected 
with  the  Metropolitan  life,  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  San  Francisco,  where  he  is  now 
a  deputy  superintendent. 
— Manager  Wayman  moves  to  376  Pine, 
occupying  ground  and  upper  floor,  in  about 
two  weeks.

— Los  Angeles. — The  arson  conditions  here 
are  well  under  control.  In  proportion  to 
population  there  are  no  more  arson  cases 
than  in  other  Coast  cities. 
— Everybody  is  praising  J.  H.  Lenehan. 
— Ventura,  Cal. — Our  fire  department  lent 
aid  to  Saticoy  and  Ojai.  O.  P.  Cook 
objected.  The  fire  chief  says  our  city  is  no 
left  unprotected  when  runs  are  made  to 
nearby  towns.  He  is  of  opinion  that  such 
friendly  help  pays  in  good  will  and  in  rates, 
for  a  big  fire  near  Ventura  would  in  time 
have  the  effect  of  raising  rates  here,  as 
they  are  regulated  by  losses  in  districts  or 
zones. 

— The  Northwestern  Mutual  Fire  of  Seattle 
increased  its  premium  income  from  $650,-

Review  of  Fire  Insurance  Conditions 

"War  conditions"  means  mainly  the 
presence  of  enemy  spies  and  incendiaries; 
for  the  principal  fire  losses  have  been  on 
grain  elevators  and  warehouses  storing 
grain  and  flour  and  provisions;  on  docks 
and  piers  and  shipping  and  cargoes;  on 
munition  and  tobacco  and  shoe  factories, 
etc.;   on  lumber   and  mills. 

The  imprint  of  the  war  is  deeply  stamp- 
ed on  every  phase  of  the  fire  insurance 
business  in  the  year  1917.  The  future  histor- 
ian of  the  business  (if  ever  there  be  one) 
can  not  fail  to  see  that  as  the  companies 
emerged  from  the  shadow  of  the  great 
conflagration  of  1906  it  was  to  enter  an- 
other shadow  of  a  deeper  character,  the 
eauses  of  which  will  leave  their  mark  for 
many  a  day.  Whatever  may  be  in  store 
for  the  near  future  it  is  certain  1917  has 


been  so  greatly  affected  by  war  conditions 
that  a  review  must  be  largely  a  recital 
of  their  effects  and  influences.  Every  ac- 
tivity of  the  business,  income,  losses,  ex- 
penses and  co-operative  work,  as  well  as 
financial  conditions,  are  colored  by  all  this 
pervading  influence,  which  is  likely  to  be 
true  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  causes  for  the  tremendous  loss  in- 
curred in  the  country  must  be  found  else- 
where than  in  serious  conflagrations.  It 
is  notable  that  "moral  hazard,"  as  or- 
dinarily understood,  has  been  exception- 
ally light,  and  there  is  but  little  indica- 
tion of  much  loss,  having  the  collection  of 
insurance  as  the  motive.  "War  condi- 
tions" constitute  the  great  outstanding 
cause  for  the  high  loss  record. — Frank 
Lock,  U.  S.  Manager  of  Atlas. 

Salem,  Or.,  Dec.  28.— Sheriff  Needham 
and  State  Fire  Marshal  Wells  are  investi- 
gating the  cause  of  a  fire  which  early  this 
morning  destroyed  the  barn,  automobile 
and  some  crops  on  the  ranch  of  Roy  Omart, 
a  few  miles  west  of  Turner.  Officials 
making  the  probe  believe  this  fire  may  be 
another  blow  struck  in  the  threatened 
reign  of  terror  in  this  vicinity,  which  re- 
sulted in  an  investigation  of  the  recent 
fire  at  Carlton. 

Mr.  Omart  says  there  was  no  way  of  the 
fire  originating  unless  it  resulted  through 
the  work  of  incendiaries.  From  the  in- 
vestigation thus  far  made,  the  officials  are 
inclined  to  believe  that  the  fire  was  started 
maliciously  and  possibly  by  persons  who 
the  fire  marshal  has  reason  to  believe  in- 
tend if  possible  to  set  a  series  of  fires 
through  Yamhill,  Polk  and  Marion  coun- 
ties. 


A  well-known  Chicago  fire  underwriter, 
Albert  Blauvelt,  hanged  himself  on  Jan. 
4.  With  rope  attached  to  neck  and  rail- 
ing he  leaped  from  a  bridge  at  Nashville. 
The  fall  broke  his  neck  and  the  rope. 
The  motive  for  the  suicide  is  unknown.

New  Scandinavian  Reinsurers 

The  American  Defense  Society  assert  that 
since  the  German  companies'  U.  S.  branches 
were  stopped,  six  Scandinavian  reinsurers 
have  been  organized  to  do  the  reinsurance 
business  formerly  done  in  this  country  by 
the  Germans,  and  that  their  capital  (and 
perhaps  management)  is  largely  German. 


Disguised    Enemy    Insurers — ^50,000,000 
Destroyed 

War  enemy  incendiaries  are  charged  with 
setting  fire  to  American  munition  factories, 
ships,  wharves,  oil  and  marine  properties, 
elevators,  warehouses,  flour  and  meal  mills, 
and  other  industries  vital  to  the  efficient 
conduct  of  the  war,  and  destroying  property 
worth  $50,000,000,  since  April  6,  1917. 

There  is  evidence  that  information  leading 
to  this  destruction  was  acquired  and  con- 
veyed by  known  and  disguised  enemy  in- 
surers. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  fire  boards  or  some 
of  them  give  information  that  at  a  named 
pier  of  a  named  railroad  there  are  daily  four 
carloads  of  dynamite,  and  each  week  on  a 
named  day  a  carload  of  small  arms  am- 
munition; and  that  in  a  named  railroad 
station,  on  a  described  platform,  there  are 
seven  cars  a  week  of  explosives,  including 
loaded  projectiles. 


Honolulu.— The  Bulletin  says  this  sity  is 
as  ripe  for  a  theater  horror  as  it  was  five 
years  ago  when  conditions  were  supposed  to 
be  at  their  worst.  The  numerous  Japanese 
and   Chinese  movies  are  death  traps   if    a 


panic  comes.  The  red  exit  signs  are  over 
locked  and  barred  doors.  Grouped  about 
the  operating  boxes  are  many  lightly  clad 
Orientals  smoking  cigars  big  and  little. 
Sparks  are  flying  about  but  the  doors  are 
always  open.  A  trail  of  film  was  on  the 
floor  while  the  operating  room  door  was 
open.

Montana  and  Idaho  agents,  heretofore  re- 
porting to  Chicago,  have  been  reporting  to 
San  Francisco  since  January  10— and  they 
like  it. 


Western  States  Life  Row 

Porter  and  Saunders  have,  staged  a  great 
fight,  a  regular  f rightfulness  kind. 

This  time'  it  is  Saunders's  turn  to  be 
crucified.  The  Porter  faction  are  nailing 
him  to  the  cross. 

Stockholders  have  received  a  report  of  the 
state  insurance  departments  of  the  Coast.

THE   CAPITAL 

Sacramento  is  approaching  the  great- 
est building  year  in  her  history.    With 
six    and    a    quarter    million    dollars' 
worth    of    construction    projected    for 
1918   on    large    structures    alone,    she 
takes  her   place  with  the  largest  cities 
in  the    West,  and  for   her    population 
doubtless    exceeds    any    city    in    the 
United  States.    Adding  to  this  amount 
two    big    buildings   just   finished    and 
four  in  course  of  construction,  the  sum 
which    Sacramento    is  expending  in  a 
period  of  a  little  over  a  year  for  public 
buildings,  business  blocks  and  manu- 
facturing plants  reaches  the  staggering 
total  of  $7,401,000  for  a  city  of  80,000 
inhabitants.      This  does    not    include 
a  large  number  of  residences  and  small 
enterprises  running  into  several  hun- 
dred   thousand    dollars.      Among  the 
buildings    to    be    erected    during    the 
coming    year  are  the  two  State  Capitol 
Extension  Buildings  to  cost  $3,000,- 
000;    a  department  store   at  a  cost  of 
$750,000,  as  well  as    bank   and  office 
buildings,    apartment    houses,   a    new 
home  for  the   Consolidated   Chambers 
of  Commerce,  and  many  others  bring- 
ing   up    the    aggregate  value   to    over 
$7°000,000. 

CHICO 

The  population  of  Chico  was  in- 
creased by  several  thousand  during 
the  month  by  the  annexation  of  the 
Oakdale  suburb  which  voted  to  become 
a  part  of  the  city  by  a  majority  of  221 
to  67. 

Lassen  County.  —  Development  in 
this  county  is  very  pronounced.  Two 
large   lumber    mills    are    now    being 


erected  in  Susanville.  An  irrigation 
project  of  considerable  extent  is  be- 
ing formed  in  the  Madeline  Plains 
country. 

STOCKTON 

Stockton's  assessment  roll  now  totals 
$51,605,491.  This  increase  from  $29,- 
743,137  last  year  is  accounted  for  by 
the  reappraisement  made  last  spring  to 
equahze  values  for  taxation  purposes. 
The  city  tax  rate  for  this  year  will 
be  $0.90  as  against  $1.60  last  year. 
Stockton  has  the  distinction  of  ranking 
second  among  114  cities  in  the  United 
States  in  the  percentage  of  gain  in 
building  permits  for  the  month  of 
November  over  the  same  month  in 
1916.  During  one  week  of  December, 
Stockton  stood  as  third  city  in  the 
United  States  in  the  same  comparison 
on  bank  clearings. 

LOS   ANGELES 

The  Los  Angeles  Shipbuilding  and 
Drydock  Company  has  a  Government 
contract  amounting  to  over  $25,000,- 
000,  for  building  eighteen  8,800-ton 
steel  vessels.  One  has  been  launched 
lately  and  four  are  on  the' ways.  At 
the  Fulton  and  the  Chandler  yards 
four  wooden  ships  are  on  the  ways 
and  additional  ways  are  being  pre- 
pared. The  Union  Oil  Company  is 
assembling  material  and  machinery  for 
its  big  oil  refinery  at  Wilmington  and 
construction  has  begun. 


The  Inland  Empire  Paper  Co.  at 
Bonner's  Ferry,  Idaho,  last  week  dis- 
charged 50  I.  W.  W.  Decent  men 
take  their  places.

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FIRE 

Des  Moines  has  a  new  one,  the 
Hawkeye  Securities  Five,  with  capital 
enough  to  go  anywhere.  It  will  make 
a  drive  for  business  heretofore  enriching 
Germany. 

The    Hartford   Agent  for  November 
reprints  from    the    F.    U.    A.  P.   Pro- 
ceedings   of    1900  the  very  interesting 
account    by  a   Pacific  adjuster    of    the 
experiment  of  burning  flour,  under  the 
direction   of   Prof.  Price,  to  ascertain, 
once  for  all,  whether  flour  would  wholly 
burn  up  and  leave  no  trace.     A  flour 
warehouse  in    Idaho    burned,  together 
with  1,200,000  pounds  of  sacked  flour, 
in  the  fall  of  1884.    Practically  nothing 
was  left  of  this  great  quantity  of  flour, 
and  some  insurers  doubted  if   the    in- 
sured   flour  was    in   the  warehouse  at 
the  time  of  the  fire.     Warehousemen 
Avho   were   consulted  were    of    opinion 
that  such  stocks  of  sacks  of  flour  would 
hardly  ignite  and  certainly  would  not 
1^    wholly  consumed.     Chemists    said 
that   instead   of    a  cartload    of    debris 
there  should  be  left  of  ash  twelve  tons. 
The     first     experiments     proved    the 
doubters  right.    To  prove  to  the  Idaho 
claimants    that    they    were    wrong,    a 
wooden  warehouse  was.  built  and  filled 
with  a  ton  of  flour  in  sacks,  and  piled 
as    in    the   burned  warehouse.       The 
professor    ordered    the    "warehouse" 
drenched  with    kerosene.     The  flames 
devoured  everything.     When  the  fire 
died  away  there  was  not  enough  left  of 
that    ton  of    flour  to  fill  the  small  hat 
of     our     noisy    contemporary,     Herr 
PfefEer. 


A  C  C  I  D  EN  T 

Accidents. — The  statement  is  often 
made,  in  advertisements  and  in  read- 
ing matter,  that  "one  in  every  7  men 
is  killed  or  injured  by  accident  every 
year."     Now  this  may  or  may  not  be 
true,    but    there    are    no    government 
(census)    returns    from    which    these 
figures  can  be  compiled.     "One  out  of 
every  seven  men"  means  all  men;   but 
even    if   limited    to   America  it  is  not 
based  on  known  facts.     Possibly  some 
year's  experience  of  an  accident  com- 
pany might  warrant  the  assertion  that 
"one  out  of  every  seven  accident  policy- 
holders   of   this    company  suffered  an 
accident  last  year,"  but  a  single  year's 
experience  is  not  a  fair  average  to  be 
assumed   for  a  series  of  years.     Seven 
accident   policyholders  will  contribute 
say   $250  premiums.     Expenses    one- 
half,  leaving  $125  for  payment  of  death 
and    or   disability    claim.        "It's  all 
wrong,  Oscar."

BRITISH   COLUMBIA 

M.  M.  Dore  was  found  in  a  hotel 
room  in  company  with  a  bottle  of 
whisky,  but  still  was  successful  in  se- 
curing a  dismissal  from  the  police 
magistrate  today  from  a  charge  under 
the  Prohibition  Act.  Dore  said  that 
the  bottle,  which  was  unopened,  was 
present  when  he  took  possession  of  the 
room .  He  gave  the  bottle  a  wide  berth .

Growing   Scarcity  of  Manual  Labor 

The  Santa  Clara  Valley,  Cal.,  alone 
lost  three  thousand  of  its  young  men 
by  the  first  draft,  and  more  will  go  in 
the  second  and  successive  drafts,  and 
there  is  no  labor  in  sight  to  take  their 
places.  The  cities  may  fill  their  cleri- 
cal positions  with  women,  but  on  the 
farms  plowing,  seeding,  planting,  har- 
vesting, stock-raising,  etc.,  require 
muscle  and  brawn  in  which  the  state 
is  woefully  lacking,  and  what  remains 
is  being  taken  to  meet  the  paramount 
military  requirements  of  the  nation. 

The  California  Development  Board 
appeals  to  the  President  to  use  such 
measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  per- 
mit the  importation  of  farm  laborers 
for  the  duration  of  the  war. 


It  is  unalterably  opposed  to  the  im- 
portation of  labor  that  can  not  be  de- 
ported and  which  would  remain  to 
compete  with  our  sons  and  brothers  on 
their  return  from  military  service; 
but  favors  the  offer  of  our  Chinese 
allies  to  lend  us,  for  the  period  of  the 
war,  any  desired  number  of  experi- 
enced farmers  to  be  returned  to  their 
own  country  on  the  issuance  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  a 
proclamation  of  peace. 

San  Francisco's  postal  receipts  last 
year  lacked  little  of  $4,000,000.  The 
gain  was  a  third  of  a  million.  The 
bank  clearings  were  nearly  $5,000,000, 
a  gain  of  about  40  percent.

STRENGTH  REPUTATION  SERVICE 
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IN  1917 

In  San  Francisco  more  than  1400  street-car 
men,  making  no  demands,  left  their  cars, 
many  of  them  on  the  streets.  Tiiey  quit 
the  service  and  began  throwing  rocks  at 
the  cars  and  the  passengers  and  the  new 
platform  men.  Several  of  the  latter  were 
murdered  or  maimed.  It  was  not  deemed 
safe  to  run  cars  after  dark.  For  a  month, 
there  was  no  night  service  on  the  princrpal 
lines.  Policemen  and  police  courts  actually 
favored  the  lawless  strikers.  Non-union 
men  were  denied  the  small  protection  of 
pickhandles.  Six  striking  union  men  jumped 
on  a  car  and  brutally  assaulted  the  two 
platform  men.  In  ten  weeks  there  were  a 
thousand  assaults.  The  violent  methods  of 
organized  labor  alienate  the  sympathies  of 
all  just  men.  Politics  was  probably  behind 
the  strike. 


Alex.  McCabe,  the  governor's  secretary, 
succeeded  to  the  office  of  the  California 
state  insurance  commission. 

The  California  and  New  Mexico  depart- 
ment reported  |5,377  net  surplus  in  bonds 
of  the  Capital  on  June  30,  as  against 
141,530  on  Jan.  1,  1917. 

The  1917  West  Coast  Life's  campaign  of 
the  Golden  Harvest  closed  on  December  31st 
and  proved  a  worthy  successor  of  the  initial 
campaign  of  the  previous  year,  each  month 
of  this  special  effort  showing  a  splendid 
gain  over  the  figures  for  the  same  month 
of  1916.

Tacoma,  Wash.,  Jan.  15.— The  at- 
tempted burning  of  the  Mason  Metho- 
dist church  Sunday  evening  is  now 
known  to  have  been  the  act  of  either  a 
woman  or  a  man  garbed  in  woman's 
attire.  The  woman  drove  up  in  an 
automobile  about  8  p.  m.  and  threw  a 
soft  substance  under  the  church  door, 
which  was  slightly  ajar.

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FIRE   PROTECTION 

As  a  result  of  Reno's  acquisition  of 
motor  fire  apparatus  and  the  construc- 
tion of  two  bungalow  fire  stations  in 
the  residence  districts,  the  insurance 
rates  have  been  reduced  materially, 
and,  according  to  Mayor  Byington, 
the  reductions  will  make  enough  saving 
in  a  year  to  pay  for  all  the  new  ap- 
paratus. 

A  large  company  of  representative 
men  of  the  Ojai  met  at  the  Boyd  Club, 
Nordhoff,  Cal.,  Dec.  18,  to  answer 
the  call  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Ojai  Valley  Men's  League  to  come 
together  to  discuss  fire  protection. 

H.  F.  Orr  of  Ventura  presented  a 
valuable  array  of  facts  on  incorpora- 
tion-and  the  formation  of  sanitation 
and  fire  protection  districts.  Following 
Mr.  Orr,  Fire-chief  Johnson  of  Ventura 
spoke  at  some  length  on  tbe  organiza- 
tion of  volunteer  fire  companies,  in- 
spection of  premises  and  fire  preven- 
tion. A  committee  on  incorporation 
was  appointed. 

Redding,  Cal. — By  securing  the 
appointment  of  an  assistant  lire  wagon 
driver,  the  local  department  hopes  not 
only  to  increase  its  efficiency  without 
additional  cost  to  the  city,  but  also  to 
secure  a  reduction  in  fire  insurance 
rates  in  the  city.  The  assistant  driver 
in  addition  to  cleaning  the  hose  and 
taking  care  of  the  fire  alarm  boxes  will 
assist  in  making  up  the  tax  rolls  and 
in  collecting  taxes  and  any  other  duties 
the  city  trustees  may  outline.  The 
department  is  now  giving  the  property 
ovTuers  of  Redding  the  services  of  two 
paid  men  and  54  volunteers,  and  in 
addition  the  protection  of  the  auxiliary 


combination  chemical  and  hose  wagon 
which  the  fireboys  bought  with  $1,500 
of  their  own  money. 

Martinez,  Cal. — The  Board  surveyors 
complimented  the  local  firemen  on  the 
good  work  which  they  performed  in 
saving  the  adjoining  buildings  in  last 
Monday  morning's  fire.  While  the 
motor  fire  truck  and  pump  are  not 
large  enough  they  believe  the  fact 
that  the  engine  is  available  is  a  great 
protection  in  case  of  fire,  and  will  in 
all  probability  cause  a  material  reduc- 
tion in  rates.  The  new  rates  go  into 
effect  in  January.  Both  reductions 
and  increases  are  reported. 

Washington,  Cal. — Unless  the  fire  de- 
partment of  Washington,  Yolo  county, 
is  reorganized  and  prepared  for  all 
emergencies  in  keeping  with  towns  of 
that  class,  the  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers will  raise  the  insurance  rates 
on  all  dwellings  and  business  houses. 
The  fire  companies  were  disbanded  a 
few  months  ago  when  most  of  the 
young  men  in  the  department  went 
to  war. 

Fresno,  Cal. — Out  of  a  total  of  sixty 
firemen  there  are  about  twenty  with 
more  than  one  year's  experience,  ac- 
cording to  the  monthly  report  submit- 
ted to  the  Police  and  Fire  Commission 
recently  by  Chief  Berkholtz.  The  re- 
port of  the  fire  chief,  coupled  with  a 
verbal  statement  that  it  was  difficult 
to  keep  trained  men  because  of  the 
small  salaries  paid  in  the  fire  depart- 
ment, caused  Mayor  Toomey  to  suggest 
that  the  matter  be  taken  up  by  the 
commissioners. 

Martinez,  Cal.,  will  probably  soon 
have  a  new  building  law.

THE  GREAT  WORLD  WAR 

Win  or  lose,  another  war  between 
America  and  Germany  is  inevitable. 
A  complete  defeat  of  Ger- 
many now  will  postpone 
that  inevitable  other  war 
many  years.  A  pretext 
will  be  found  by  the 
haughty  Hohenzollerns, 
and  it  will  probably  be  Mexico.  But 
if  Germany  becomes  a  republic  like 
France  or  a  democracy  like  Britain, 
there  will  be  no  war  of  ambition  or 
revenge.  "Our  present  and  immediate 
task  is  to  win  the  war,  and  nothing 
shall  turn  us  aside  from  it  until  it  is 
accomplished,''  as  President  Wilson 
wisely  and  resolutely  says. 


The  loyal  man  never  has  to  proclaim 
his  loyalty. 


Our  soldiers  and  sailors  in  Europe 
received  over  1,000,000  pounds  of 
Yuletide  mail  from  friends  in  America. 
This  mail  was  parcels  post. 


This  country,  unlike  Germany,  did 
not  go  into  war  because  it  wanted  to, 
for  land  and  loot.  Neutral  America 
was  forced  into  the  war  by  Germany, 
which  sank  its  ships  and  killed  its 
citizens,  and  threatened  to  rule  and 
rob  the  whole  world .  Germany  hoped 
to  enrich  itself  by  collecting  huge  in- 
demnities and  tribute,  and  shrewdly 
judged  that  the  only  country  finally 
able  to  pay  the  billions  of  tribute 
would  be  the  United  States.  Ger- 
many ' '  needs  the  money. ' '  Should  she 
win  this  war  wager,  our  people  will 
have  to  wear  "sheap  clodings"  and 
live   on    mush    and    molasses  for  fifty 


years  or  more.  But  Uncle  Sain  will 
not  allow  the  madmen  of  Europe  to 
win  this  war  of  their  long  planning. 


Cotton  socks  for  infants,  6  cents  a 
pair  before  the  war,  now  retail  at  more 
than  a  dollar  a  pair,  in  Germany. 
Price  for  ladies'  chemises  has  risen 
from  $1  to  $16.  Worsted  cloth  has 
advanced  from  72  cents  a  yard  to 
$9.60.  Velvets  were  $1.44  and  are 
now  $12.  Sewing  cotton  is  scarcely 
obtainable  at  all. 

The  damage  done  to  109  interned 
German  ships  by  their  crews  has  been 
repaired.  In  less  than  eight  months 
all  the  ships  are  in  service.  The  Ger- 
man crews  were  positive  and  made ' 
memoranda  that  the  damages  could 
not  be  repaired.  Cylinders,  circulat- 
ing pumps,  valve  chests,  steam  and 
exhaust  nozzles,  flanges,  were  broken. 
Boilers  were  dry  fired.  Preparations 
to  burn  the  ships  had  been  made. 

At  the  funeral  of  the  first  Americans 
killed  at  the  front  the  French  general, 
Bordeaux,  said :  "They  wished  to  give 
us  their  help.  Nothing  had  been  con- 
cealed from  them — neither  the  length 
nor  hardships  of  this  war,  nor  the  vio- 
lence of  the  battle,  nor  the  dreadful- 
ness  of  the  new  weapons,  nor  the  per- 
fidy of  the  foe.  Nothing  stopped 
them.     Honor  to  them  !''

In  its  47th  year 


As  a  war  measure  the  Government 
has  "taken  over"  the  railways  of 
America.  Much  better  war  service 
can  be  secured.  The  forty-eight  legis- 
latures and  the  Sherman  anti-  trust  law 
cannot  now  prevent  combination  of 
facilities  and  economies  resulting  from 
the  elimination  of  competition.  Trains 
are  being  discontinued  and  unnecessary 
travel  will  be  discouraged.  There  will 
be  savings  of  fuel  and  salaries,  and 
there  will  be  no  costly  and  embarras- 
sing strikes.  War  traffic  will  be  given 
preference,  as  it  should.  The  Presi- 
dent's son-in-law,  Wm.  G.  McAdoo, 
has  been  appointed  director  general  of 
railroads. 


What  may  this  extraordinary  act 
imply.  Government  ownership?  The 
owners  are  willing.  The  bondholders, 
especially  the  life  insurers,  are  willing. 
The  politicians  in  power  will  be  willing, 
for  the  railway  employees  have  1,500,- 
000  votes.  With  the  United  States 
owning  the  railroads  and  appointing 
1,500,000  men  to  jobs,  can  the  party 
in  power,  however  bad,  ever  be  over- 
thrown? May  we  not  assume  (hush!) 
that  Secretary  McAdoo  is  in  training 
to  be  a  candidate  for  the  presidency? 


An  employee  of  the  Government 
recently,  at  his  club,  abused  President 
Wilson  and  shouted  pro-German  senti- 
ments. The  secretary  of  the  club  led 
him  to  the  door,  saying  "You  are 
drunk,  otherwise  we  would  throw  you 
out.     Send  a  letter  of  apology."     He 


sent  instead  his  resignation,  which  was 
unanimously  accepted.

We  are  considerably  interested  in  your 
statement  under  the  caption  "Unreliable, 
as  Usual,"  on  one  of  the  tirst  pages  of  your 
December  issue. 

We  confess  our  ignorance  of  "Pepper's 
Reports,"  never  before  having  heard  of 
them,  but  it  is  apparent  to  the  writer,  who 
watches  losses  in  this  state  very  closely, 
that  tlieir  information  was  entirely  correct 
and  that  your  statement  that  tlie  Indemnity 
Exchange  did  not  carry  the  insurance  on 
the  Stanley  Smith  Lumber  Company,  at 
Ruthton,  the  Brown  Lumber  Compnay,  at 
Cottage  Grove,  and  the  Ciiainbers  Lumber 
Company,  near  Cottage  Grove,  is  incorrect. 


The  agent  formerly  placing  all  these 
lines  informed  us  at  the  time  of  the  losses 
that  they  were  in  the  Indemnity  Exchange, 
and  after  reading  your  article  we  called  up 
the  agency  in  question  and  were  again  ad- 
vised that  the  plants  were  insured  in  the 
Indemnity  Exchange  of  Seattle.  It  is  poss- 
ible that  the  Exchange  reinsured  some  of 
their  liability  or  that  all  of  the  insurance 
was  not  placed  with  them,  but  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  the  stock  companies  had  but  a  triv- 
ial amount  of  the  insurance  involved  on  the 
Brown  Lumber  Company  and  the  Chambers 
Lumber  Company.

Grain — Ownership 

Under  policy  covering  grain  owned 
by  insured  while  in  its  elevator,  etc., 
or  in  cars  within  100  feet  thereof, 
grain  in  car  within  such  distance, 
loaded  by  insured,  for  which  he  had 
taken  bill  of  lading  to  himself  as  con- 
signee, was  covered  by  policy.  There 
was  no  change  of  ownership.

Explosion — Fire — Canal 

Boat — Premises  of  anotlier 

Even  if  a  policy  contains  usual  ex- 
emptions from  loss  for  damage  by  ex- 
plosion, unless  fire  ensues,  and  then 
for  damage  by  fire  only,  if  the  explosion 
was  incident  to  a  fire  insured  against, 
the  insurer  is  liable  for  all  the  loss, 
both  that  caused  by  the  fire  and  the 
explosion. 

Where  a  fire  on  distant  premises 
caused  a  slight  explosion  which  caused 
another  fire,  which  caused  a  terrific 
explosion  of  dynamite,  damaging  by 
concussion  plaintiff's  canal  boat,  which 
was  insured  against  fire,  the  proximate 
cause  of  the  damage  was  the  fire. 

Where  a  fire  policy  on  a  canal  boat 
contained  no  clause  exempting  insurer 
from  liability  for  loss  by  explosion,  it 
should  be  construed  against  the  in- 
surer, which  was  liable  for  loss  by 
explosion  caused  by  a  fire  on  the  prem- 
ises of  another.

"Building"  Instead  of  "Buildings" 

Where  it  appeared  that  by  mutual 
mistake  of  insurer's  agent  within  Gen. 
Code,  §  9586,  and  insured,  word 
"building' '  was  used  instead  of  "build- 
ings," insured  was  entitled  to  have 
contract  reformed  to  conform  to  in- 
tention of  parties.

Amount  at  issue,  $400;  insurer's  agent 
was  an  oCBoer  of  insured  company;  descrip- 
tion by  mistake  said  in  "building"  instead 
of  "buildings"  on  premises;  intention  was 
to  insure  all  of  company's  patterns,  valued 
at  12,500,  of  which  only  $300  were  in  the

in  the  brick  building,  but  for  no  insurance 
whatever  on  the  $2,200  worth  in  the  frame 
building.  Of  course  the  judgment  of  the 
court  of  appeals  was  affirmed,  and  defendant 
insurer,  the  Humboldt  of  Pittsburg,  lost  the 
case,  of  course,  as  it  deserved  to.

Knowledge  of  Local  Agent 

Where  agent  at  time  of  issuing  or 
renewing  policy  had  in  mind  fact  that 
insured  was  not  owner,  but  only  a 
mortgagee,  of  insured  property,  com- 
pany is  estopped  to  deny  that  it  waived 
provision  in  policy  that  policy  would 
be  void  if  insured  was  not  uncon- 
ditional owner.

Redwood  City,  February  11.— Mrs.  A.  H. 
Page,  employed  as  a  bookkeeper  for  the 
Beeger  Tanning  Company  here,  was  placed 
under  arrest  on  a  charge  of  attempted  arson, 
following  efforts  to  destroy  the  $300,000 
plant  at  an  early  hour  this  morning. 

Mrs.  Page  was  arrested  after  Miss  Jennie 
Peterson,  who  discovered  the  blaze  and 
gave  the  alarm,  had  told  the  authorities 
that  she  had  seen  Mrs.  Page  driving  away 
from  the  tannery  in  an  automobile. 

The  Beeger  plant  is  now  turning  out 
Government  contracts,  and  the  leather  stock 
in  the  plant  is  valued  at  1200,000.  The 
flames  were  extinguished  before  any  great 
damage  was  done. 

Miss  Peterson  discovered  smoke  coming 
from  the  office  and  hurried  to  the  Beeger 
home  near  by  to  give  the  alarm.  On  her 
way  she  met  Beeson,  who  forced  his  way 
into  the  office  of  the  plant.  According  to 
his  story,  he  found  a  waste  basket  sprinkled 
with  oil  on  top  of  a  desk,  and  on  a  shelf 
directly  above  the  desk  found  that  books 
taken  from  the  safe  had  been  arranged  so 
they  could  easily  catch  on  fire. 

The  police  said  Mrs.  Page  had  applied  to 
County  Clerk  Joseph  Nash  for  a  permit  to 
purchase  dynamite  a  few  days  ago,  but  was 
denied  the  permit. 

Mrs.  Page  pleaded  guilty  and  was  sen- 
tenced to  ten  years'  imprisonment. 


Oakland,  Cal.,  February  10.— Fire  from 
ignition  of  a  bundle  of  gasoline-soaked  rags 
in  a  closet  on  the  second  floor  damaged  the 
home  of  C.  E.  Ekert,  725  Eleventh  street, 
today.  Fire  Chief  Samuel  Short  says  every- 
thing indicates  the  blaze  was  of  incendiary 
origin.  A  trail  of  gasohne  drippings  led 
down  the  stairs  to  the  ground  floor,  where 
a  second  outbreak  occurred  while  the  blaze* 
on  the  second  floor  was  being  fought.  None 
of  the  members  of  the  Ekert  family  were  at 
home.  The  authorities  see  a  similarity  in 
circumstances  of  this  fire  with  the  one  which 
damaged  the  Campanile  Laundry,  Oregon 
and  Ellsworth  streets,  Berkeley,  to  the 
extent  of  |1,000,  Saturday  night.  At  the 
latter  place,  coal  oil  and  gasoline  had  been 
poured  over  clothes  and  paper  to  start  two 
flres  in  the  building.  A  second  blaze  broke 
out  in  the  mechanical  department  while  the 
fire  department  was  fighting  flames  in  the 
office  rooms. 


The  Throop  Case 

A.t  Los  Angeles,  Charles  B.  Throop  is 
suing  the  Western  Indemnity  Company  to 
collect  113,000,  alleged  due  on  two  policies 
on  the  life  of  his  wife,  Hilda  E.  The  de- 
fendant asserts  that  the  death  of  insured 
was  not  accidental.  Mrs.  Throop  was  shot 
in  Riverside  county,  Cal.,  September  13, 
1916,  and  died  from  her  wounds  ninety  days 
afterward.  Mr.  Throop  was  exonerated  of 
any  blame,  by  the  coroner. 

Defendant  alleges  that  death  was  inten- 
tional on  the  part  of  the  husband,  and  that 
it  is  liable  for  nothing,  or  at  most  only  one- 
tenth. 

Plaintiff  alleges  that  he  was  preparing  to 
go  hunting.  Mrs.  Throop  told  her  husband 
to  wash  the  dishes  before  he  went.  He 
refused  to  do  it  under  the  circumstances. 
The  young  folks  had  a  fuss,  and  in  Mrs. 
Throop' s  struggle  to  get  the  gun  from  her 
husband  it  was  accidentally  discharged,  to 
his  great  grief. 

Members  of  the  family  testified  that  at  the 
time  of  the  shooting  Mrs.  T.  was  laughing, 
and  that  both  husband  and  wife  were  in  a 
playful  uiood. 
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INCREASING    AUTOMOBILE    HAZARD 

By  Lee   K.  Frankel,  Ph.   D.;    Third  Vice- 
President   Metropolitan   Life 
Insurance  Company 

The  increasing  importance  of  tlie  auto- 
mobile as  an  instrument  of  injury  and 
death  is  daily  being  viewed  with  greater 
alarm  by  life  insurance  companies,  police 
officials,  civil  authorities  and  public  health 
administrators.  Vital  statisticians  are  ob- 
serving that  while  the  mortality  from 
communicable  diseases  has  responded  more 
and  more  each  year  to  the  measures  in- 
stituted by  health  authorities  for  their 
control,  injuries  and  fatalities  resulting 
from  the  growing  use  of  automobiles  are 
steadily  climbing.  Where  formerly  dis- 
eases like  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever  and 
others  played  an  important  role  in  mortal- 
ity tabulations,  fatalities  due  to  the  auto- 
mobile are  today  as  numerous  as  some  of 
the  serious  infections. 

*     *     « 

A    study    of    automobile    accidents    and 
injuries    leads    to    a    consideration    of    the 
various  types  of  vehicles.     Experience  has 
shown  that  the  type  of  car  operated  makes 
a   marked   difference   in   the   hazard.      Ac- 
cording   to   the   reports   of   the   Massachu- 
setts  Highway   Commission,   motor   trucks 
and  commercial  vehicles  caused  50  percent 
more  accidents  per  vehicle  than  any  other 
class    of    machine.      In    New    York    City 
motor     trucks     and     commercial     vehicles 
form  less  than  25  per  cent  of  the  number 
of  machines  registered.     The  annual  report 
of    the    police    department    for    the    year 
■    1916    shows    that    the    number    of    deaths 
caused  by  trucks  and  motor  delivery  ma- 
chines was  almost  40  percent  of  the  total 
deaths  (132  out  of  335).    It  is  obvious  that 
the    motor    truck    is    the    more    dangerous 
type  of  machine.     It  is  of  interest  to  ob- 
serve   that    in    the    country    at    large    the 
number  of  commercial  vehicles  still  forms 
but  a  small  part  of  the  total  number  of 
automobiles  in  use,  approximately  11  per- 
cent.    The  increasing  use   of  the   automo- 
bile   for    commercial    purposes    presents    a 
very     distinct     source     of     future     hazard 
which  should  receive  especial  attention. 


Distribution  of  Wealth 


That   the    free    exercise    of    industry    and 
ability  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
country  and  with  the  best  existing  standards 
of  character,  will  enable  one  man  to  become 
very  rich  and  another  to  earn  only  enough 
to   support  his  family,  is  a  fact  for  which 
nature  is  mainly  responsible,  and  for  which 
the  ingenuity  of  man  has  not  thus  far  found 
a    remedy.      If    society   by   its   laws    should 
choose  to  limit  the  amount  of  wealth  which 
any   one  may  accumulate,  let  us  wait  until 
it    has    done    so    before    passing    judgment, 
and  when  we  undertake  to  express  our  opin- 
ion  of   the   character   of  those   who   possess 
great  wealth,  let  us  judge  them  by  the  use 
they  are  making  of  it,  by  the  extent  to  which 
they  regard  it  as  a  trust  which  came  to  them 
only  because  they  were  in  some  things  abler 
than  their  fellows,  and  as  a  means  through 
which  they  may  leave  the  world  the  better 
because  of  their  existence.     Many  rich  men 
do  not  come  up  to  this  standard,  and  by  in- 
heritance taxes  we  are  gradually  adjusting 
matters,  but  in  North  America  there  are  so 
many  instances  of  good  service  rendered  to 
the  state  by  wealthy  citizens  that  one  won- 
ders if  we  should  not  be  greatly  the  losers 
by  any  new  condition  which  would  hamper 
individuality  and,  in  so  doing,  perhaps  de- 
stroy the   main   factors  which  separate   our 
twentieth  century  comfort  from  the  miseries 
of   the   middle   ages.      In   contending    for   a 
more  rational  consideration  of  the  relations 
between  the  consumer  and  the  producer,  we 
have    no    intention    of    claiming    that    condi- 
tions are  satisfactory,  nor  are  we  expressing 
an   opinion   regarding   the   relations   of   em- 
ployers and  employed,  and  certainly  we  hold 
no  brief  for  either  side.     A  great  bank  is 
vitally  concerned  with  what  will  conduce  to 
the  truer  interest  of  the  country,  and  that 
means    the    greatest    amount    of    well-being 
on  the  part  of  its  citizens.— John  A.  Baird, 
General    Manager   Canadian   Bank   of   Com- 
merce.

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MINING    INDUSTRY    AND    MINING    PLANTS 

Read  at  the  42nd   Annual   Meeting   of  the   Fire    Underwriters'   Association  of 

the  Pacific,  San  Francisco,  by  Jerome  B.  Walden,  Special  Agent  of 

the  Royal  and  the  Queen  Insurance  Companies 

After  a  careful  search  of  the  ofi&cial  list  of  papers  read  before  this 
Association,  I  find  only  one  other  paper  on  mining  plants  ever  having 
been  written — that  on  "Quartz  Mill  Hazards,"  by  W.  W.  Hanscom,  in 
1882.  Probably  eighty  percent  of  all  the  metal  extraction  mining 
plant  risks  of  importance  in  the  United  States  are  located  within  the 
territory  under  control  of  members  of  this  Association. 

Perhaps  no  more  appropriate  opening  statement  could  be  made  on 
the  subject  of  mining  in  its  general  aspect,  than  to  say — as  others 
have  said  before  me — that  the  history  of  mining  is  the  history  of  civiliza- 
tion. This  is  a  strong  statement,  but  the  facts  support  it.  Today, 
mining  is  called  the  "first  aid  to  commerce." 

We  are  concerned,  of  course,  with  the  more  practical  aspects  of 
mining  industry  and  mining  plants,  particularly  in  their  relation  to 
insurance  hazards.  But  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  separate  entirely 
the  romantic  from  the  practical  side  of  mining,  I  will  endeavor  to 
briefly  review  the  story  of  the  metals,  a  story  which  has  itself  divided 
history  into  a  few  definite  periods,  and  which  will  ever  have  its  romantic 
association.  Archibald  Williams  in  his  "Romance  of  Mining"  has  gone 
fully  into  this  history,  and  I  shall  avail  myself  of  the  privilege  of 
drawing  rather  freely  from  his  work. 

Going  back  to  the  period  when  metals  were  unknown  to  man,  or  at 
least  unused  by  him,  we  can  find  little  remaining  of  his  art,  other  than 
hieroglyphics  made  by  the  Cave  Man,  and  certain  stone  implements  used 
for  his  defense  and  offense.  So  this  period  we  call  the  Stone  Age.  It 
may  have  covered  tens  of  thousands  of  years.  The  Cave  Man  depended 
for  his  subsistence  and  his  life  on  his  ability  to  fashion  flints.  The 
Stone  Age  does  not  present  a  very  attractiA^e  picture  to  our  minds.  For 
without  metals  we  can  picture  man  as  having  a  darkened  intellect  and 
a  brutish  existence,  little  better  than  that  of  his  natural  enemy,  the 
beast  of  the  jungle. 

Ancient  man  was  prone  to  look  backward  rather  than  forward.  He 
professed  to  see  in  the  dawn  of  history,  the  "Golden  Age."  He  imagined 
that  in  this  earlier  period,  reaching  back  into  the  Stone  Age,  all  was 
then  peace,  plenty  and  contentment;  that  strife  between  man  and  man, 
or  nation  and  nation,  had  not  arisen.  Experiencing  his  own  social  con- 
dition, he  concluded  that  man  far  back  in  the  past  must  have  been  com- 
posed of  better  stuff,  and  with  surroundings  very  much  more  ideal.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  some  thinkers,  from  the  ancients  to  this  day  almost, 
haA'e  based  theories  upon  just  these  premises.  Theories  of  natural  law, 
natural  justice  and  natural  rights,  presuppose  an  earlier  state  of 
perfection. 

To  believe  that  perfection  really  existed  in  the  dawn  of  history  or 
among  the  peoples  of  the  Stone  Age  would  be  to  practically  affirm  that 
the  progress  of  civilization  is  not  to  be  identified  with  the  contingent 
development  of  metals.  To  quote  from  Mr.  Williams,  "Today  we  know 
too   much   to  take   refuge   in   such   imaginations.     .     .     .     and   were   we 
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given  the  choice,  should  not  like  to  antedate  our  existence  by  even  one 
hundred  years."  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  we  owe  our  present  high 
state  of  development  to  the  development  of  metals.  Eemove  steel  from 
industry  and  we  would  go  back  one  hundred  years  in  our  civilization. 
Eemove  iron  from  industry  and  we  return  to  a  period  represented  by 
the  Bronze  Age.  Eemove  bronze  and  copper  and  we  find  ourselves  in 
the  period  of  the  primitive  Cave  Man  of  the  Stone  Age. 

The  Metalic  Age 

It  would  seem  quite  probable  that  gold  was  the  first  metal  discovered 
by  man,  and  that  its  first  use  was  for  purposes  of  ornament  and  personal 
adornment.  That  it  was  one  of  the  first  metals  discovered  might  be 
easily  inferred  by  its  being  commonly  found  in  a  more  or  less  pure 
state  in  nuggets,  along  the  streams,  and  in  quartz  outcroppings.  Who 
the  first  peoples  were  to  set  a  value  on  gold  is,  of  course,  unknown.  But 
it  is  only  reasonable  to  suppose  that  as  far  back  as  the  Stone  Age  people 
may  have  beaten  this  metal  into  various  designs,  although  it  was 
valueless  for  tools  or  weapons.  The  value  of  gold  arose  only  when 
other  metals  had  been  added  to  the  list  of  those  mined  and  worked. 

The  first  definite  metallic  age  which  follows  stone  is  the  Age  of 
Copper,  which,  like  gold,  is  also  sometimes  found  in  its  pure  state.  By 
itself  its  uses  were  limited,  until  the  discovery  of  tin.  The  alloying  of 
these  two  metals  brings  in  the  Age  of  Bronze.  Stone  users  could  not 
withstand  invaders  armed  with  bronze  weapons.  Bronze  advanced 
civilization  a  long  step,  for  it  could  be  used  both  in  the  arts  of  war 
and  peace,  being  fashioned  into  weapons,  tools  and  agricultural  imple- 
ments. Following  bronze  came  lead,  silver,  quicksilver,  and  zinc.  It 
is  probable  that  silver  was  discovered  at  the  same  time  as  lead,  as  these 
two  metals  are  often  found  together.  It  is  this  fact  that  caused  the 
alchemists  of  the  Middle  Ages  to  endeavor  to  transmute  the  baser  into 
the  more  precious  metal,  as  lead  was  then  supposed  to  be  the  "Mother 
of  Silver." 

The  Age  of  Bronze  is  succeeded  by  the  Age  of  Iron.  When  iron 
was  first  forged  is  not  known.  In  the  Book  of  Genesis  we  find  that 
Tubal-cain  was  "an  instructor  of  every  artificer  in  brass  and  iron."  He 
lived  probably  about  3,000  years  B.  C,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present 
age  the  world  has  witnessed  an  ever-increasing  use  of  iron.  That  iron 
was  not  used  at  an  earlier  day  is  accounted  for  partly  by  the  fact 
that  it  is  rarely  found  in  a  pure  form,  as  were  copper  and  gold,  and 
can  only  be  separated  from  its  matrix  with  great  difficulty,  because  of 
the  impurities  of  the  ore,  and  the  high  temperature  needed  for  its 
reduction. 

The  difficulty  experienced  in  securing  the  pure  iron  ore  caused  the 
earlier  nations  in  their  wars  to  use  iron  only  on  the  edge  of  their 
weapons,  which  were  constructed  of  copper  and  bronze.  Iron  overcame 
bronze,  just  as  bronze  superseded  stone,  and  an  era  was  ushered  in,  the 
culmination  of  which,  for  war-like  purposes,  is  to  be  found  in  the  present 
gigantic  world  struggle.  As  M.  Simonin  predicted  decades  ago  with 
remarkable  vision:  "In  the  contests  which  will  unhappily  long  continue 
to  take  place,  victory  will  henceforth  generally  remain  with  those  who 
produce  steel  in  the  largest  quantity  and  of  the  finest  quality."     Experts 
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are  wont  to  say  that  our  present  war  is  a  war  of  machinery  rather  than 
of  men.  How  trne  this  is!  Transportation  is,  perhaps,  our  biggest 
problem,  and  for  its  solution  we  rely  upon  the  iron  horse  and  the  iron 
ship.  Not  only  in  war  but  in  peace,  iron  is  king.  In  fact,  the  very 
wealth  and  prosperity  of  nations  is  derived,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
mainly  from  iron  and  steel. 

Effect  on  World's  History 
While  the  effect  of  iron  on  the  history  of  the  world  has  been  very 
great,  we  cannot  overlook  the  importance  of  the  more  precious  metals, 
gold  and  silver.  The  great  personalities  which  stand  out  in  history 
often  owe  their  fame  to  great  wealth.  King  Solomon  is  a  striking 
example,  in  "whose  days  silver  was  nothing  accounted  of"  and  the 
splendor  of  whose  times  has  never  been  surpassed.  "Gold  has  been  the 
magnet,"  says  Mr.  Williams,  "that  has  attracted  the  conqueror  and  the 
explorer.  Time  after  time  India,  the  land  of  gold  and  diamonds,  has 
had  to  bow  to  the  invader,  informed  through  travelers'  tales  of  the 
wealth  of  the  country.  Gold  took  the  Spaniards  to  Mexico,  and  Peru. 
Gold  drew  hundreds  of  thousands  to  California,  Australia,  South  Africa 
and  Alaska.  Unfurl  the  golden  standard  where  you  will,  a  huge  army 
soon  collects  under  the  banner,  and  only  after  exhausting  minerals,  turns 
to  the  agricultural  development  of  the  country."  But  for  the  lure  of 
gold,  exploration  and  colonization  of  the  world  by  Europeans  would 
probably  have  been  delayed  for  centuries. 

Following  in  the  wake  of  man's  quest  for  metals  we  find  phenomenal 
success  attending  the  individual,  as  well  as  equally  gigantic  failures.     In 
■   a  day  the  pauper  becomes  wealthy,  and  he  who  fancied  himself  wealthy 
may  find  himself  a  pauper  on  the  morrow. 

Gold  lured  the  ancients  quite  as  much  as  the  moderns,  which  is 
borne  out  by  the  story  in  Greek  mythology  of  the  classic  fable  of  the 
Golden  Fleece,  the  quest  for  which  led  Jason,  son  of  King  ^son  in 
Thessaly,  and  his  band,  into  strenuous  adventure.  The  myth  tells  us 
that  Jason  with  his  followers  built  a  ship,  named  the  Argo,  capable  of 
carrying  fifty  men,  a  huge  undertaking,  in  those  days.  They  sailed  in 
quest  of  the  Golden  Fleece  which  was  known  to  be  in  Colchis  on  the 
eastern  shore  of  the  Black  Sea.  Arriving  safely  after  a  most  difficult 
passage,  the  Colchian  king  agreed  to  relinquish  the  Golden  Fleece  if 
Jason  would  perform  certain  prodigious  and  seemingly  impossible  feats. 
But  the  King's  daughter  Medea,  a  potent  sorceress,  fell  in  love  with 
Jason  and  gave  him  a  charm  by  which  he  successfully  accomplished  the 
feats,  which  resulted  in  his  being  able  to  seize  the  Fleece  and  with 
Medea  and  his  adventurous  band  return  safely  to  Thessaly. 

Editor  Eickard  of  the  "Mining  and  Scientific  Press,"  in  an  address 
delivered  before  the  Colorado  School  of  Mines  recently,  gave  the  follow- 
ing very  interesting  explanation  of  the  probable  origin  and  significance 
of  this  ancient  tale  indicating  that  the  story  may  have  been  founded 
on  fact. 

"The  sacred  ram,  the  fleece  of  which  Jason  sought,  refers  to  the 
Tibareni,  or  sons  of  Tubal,  whose  name  means  'hammer,'  for  Tubal 
was  a  smith,  the  first  of  a  noble  and  numerous  family.  The  Tibareni 
were  a  tribe  that  mined  for  gold  near  the  northern  shore  of  Asia  Minor. 
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They  washed  the  gravel  of  the  gold-bearing  stream  into  sluice-boxes, 
on  the  bottoms  of  which  they  placed  sheepskins  to  arrest  the  fine  gold. 
When  the  time  came  to  clean-up,  they  removed  the  sheepskins,  shook 
out  the  coarser  particles  of  metal,  and  hung  the  fleece  to  dry,  so  that 
the  fine  gold  later  might  be  beaten  out  of  it  and  saved.  Thus  the 
Greek  mariners  heard  of  the  land  in  which  golden  fleece  hung  on  trees 
in  a  sacred  grove  by  the  Euxine.  Jason  is  the  type  of  youth,  the  seeker 
who  goes  forth  with  his  comrades  across  the  sea  on  the  miner's  quest. 
He  finds  that  he  must  perform  prodigies  of  labor  before  he  can  win 
the  precious  metal.  In  winning  it  he  is  aided  by  the  sorceress  Science, 
the  modern  Medea,  who  shows  him  how  to  use  the  fleece  for  arresting 
the  fine  gold  in  the  bed  of  the  stream  Colchis,  and  even  explains  to  him 
that  the  natural  grease  on  the  wool  serves  to  promote  the  adhesion  of 
the  particles  of  gold.  Placer  mining,  the  aid  of  science  to  industry, 
and  even  flotation,  are  typified  in  the  story  of  the  Argonauts." 

Such  is  the  romantic  aspect  of  mining.  Let  us  now  consider  the 
practical  side  which  has  to  do  with  the  physical  hazard  both  in  the 
process  and  the  plant.  We  live  in  a  wonderful  age,  an  age  of  concen- 
tration and  specialization.  Nowhere  is  this  more  evident  than  in 
industry.  Factories  and  manufacturing  plants  are  now  divided  into  a 
series  of  departments  under  competent  heads,  and  workmen  in  each 
department  handle  in  turn  the  material  from  its  crude  state  until  the 
finished  product  appears.  These  factories  are  thus  able  to  concentrate 
great  forces  of  human  and  mechanical  power  with  immensely  increased 
efficiency  in  output,  as  well  as  largely  decreased  cost  of  production. 
"Efficiency  first"  is  now  the  watchword. 

Former  and  Present  Mining  Plants 
'  Only  a  comparatively  short  time  ago  this  was  not  generally  so. 
For  instance,  most  of  us  remember  quite  well  the  general  construction 
of  the  old  sawmill  plant  and  its  imperfect  arrangement  of  machinery. 
The  log  on  the  carriage  was  sawed  into  lumber,  and  passed  nearly 
through  the  mill,  only  to  be  returned  again  with  much  labor  by  hand  or 
truckr  to  planer,  edger  or  cut-off  saws  for  further  treatment;  whereas 
now  the  log  enters  one  end  of  the  mill  and,  passing  automatically  from 
saw  to  saw  and  man  to  man,  becomes  finished  product  at  the  other. 
The  same  faulty  conditions  applied  to  the  earlier  mining  plants.  The 
employment  of  expert  mechanics  did  not  formerly  extend  generally  to 
the  building  of  the  mill,  nor  to  the  installation  of  the  power  and 
.machinery  equipment.  As  a  result,  this  careless  method  of  installation 
in  many' instances  resulted  in  heavy  insurance  loss,  through  the  final 
destruction  of  the  plant. 

The  general  construction  of  mining  plants  varies  considerably,  but 
in  building  and  equipping  a  modern  plant  the  matter  of  cost  is  not  now 
necessarily  a  controlling  feature,  and  a  very  much  better  physical  hazard 
naturally  results.  Because  of  the  greatly  improved  attitude  of  mine 
managements  generally  toward  the  importance  and  desirability  o± 
providing  against  faults  of  construction  and  installation  of  equipment, 
and  of  the  great  campaign  of  education  carried  on  by  the  Matioual 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  by  our  active  field  forces,  and  local  agents, 
co-operation   is   now   being   secured  and  these   faults   greatly   minimized- 
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We  have  also  succeeded  pretty  generally  in  convincing  mine  manage- 
ments of  the  wisdom  of  keeping  their  supply  of  lubricating  and  other 
oils  in  a  separate  building,  detached  from   the   main  plant. 

However,  there  is  still  much  to  be  accomplished,  and  our  safety 
lies  in  constant  vigilance  and  careful  inspection  of  such  plants  as  are 
now  in  existence  and  in  continued  educational  efforts  with  the  mining 
public.  The  desired  result  will  be  greatly  accelerated  if  we  keep  in 
mind  the  great  fact  that  the  interests  of  both  assured  and  insurer  are 
mutual;   what  helps  one  helps  both. 

In  order  that  my  view  of  the  hazard  may  be  understood,  Jet  us 
take  for  illustration  a  modern  plant,  first  in  its  general  construction, 
including  power  and  machinery  equipment,  and  secondly,  the  actual 
mining  process.  Time  and  space  will  not  permit  of  my  treating  in  great 
detail  the  process  of  more  than  one  class  of  mining,  and  because  both 
numerically  and  productively  of  the  greatest  importance  to  producers 
as  well 'as  to  the  insurance  companies,  I  have  chosen  that  of  gold  and 
silver. 

First,  as  to  the  general  construction.  Most  mining  plants  are  now 
built  on  the  side-hill,  with  the  tramway  and  ore  bins  conveniently 
located  above.  Some  have  a  construction  or  elevation  angle  of  as  much 
as  forty-five  degrees.  The  machinery  foundations  must  be  solid  and  so 
are  generally  cut  out  of  the  solid  rock,  or  constructed  of  reinforced 
concrete,  and  arranged  in  a  series  of  steps  or  floors  usually  of  the  width 
of  the  mill  and  from  twenty  to  fifty  feet  each  in  extent.  This  arrange- 
ment allows  the  convenient  passing  of  the  ore  downward  from  floor  to 
floor  while  undergoing  treatment,  and  largely  does  away  with  the  need 
for  the  elevated  wooden  floors  and  second  stories  characteristic  of  mills 
of  former  days,  and  thus  limits  the  amount  of  interior  combustible 
material  very  materially,  by  confining  it  to  such  utilities  as  open  stair- 
ways, steps  and  runways  here  and  there,  used  in  passing  about  the 
tanks  and  from  one  bench  floor  elevation  to  another.  The  general 
construction  of  buildings  may  be  summed  up  under  the  following  classes, 
and  are  recognized  in  the  Board  rating  schedule: 

Iron  frame,  iron-clad,  metal  or  composition  roof; 

Wood  frame,  iron-clad,  metal  or  composition  roof; 

Wood  frame,  iron-clad,  wooden  roof; 

Wood  frame,  iron  rafters,  metal  roof; 

Wood  frame,  wooden  rafters,  metal  roof;   and 

Wood  frame,  wooden  rafters,  metal  roof  sheathed  with  wood. 

In  some  of  the  iron-clad  plants,  particularly  where  extremely  cold 
weather  prevails  in  winter,  the  sides  and  roof  are  also  sheathed  with 
wood  to  conserve  the  warmth  needed  in  the  operation  of  the  plant. 

The  power  in  use  in  modern  mining  plants  is  generally  electric,  and 
furnished  by  one  of  the  big  commercial  power  companies.  It  sometimes 
happens,  however,  that  a  mill  is  remote  from  the  main  line  supply  and 
must  resort  to  other  means  of  operation.  In  this  event  either  a  private 
electric  plant  is  installed,  or  a  distillate  or  gasoline  engine  is  resorted 
to  for  motive  power.  Directly  applied  water  power  obtains  in  but 
comparatively  few  instances,  while  the  installation  of  the  old  fuel 
steam  boiler  has  become  almost  a  thing  of  the  past.    Where  distillate  or 
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gasoline  is  used  for  power,  modern  gas  engines  with  approved  fuel  sup- 
ply sumping  system  attached^  are  usually  installed,  and  the  supply  tank 
buried  under  ground. 

Milling  operations  involve  the  use  of  considerable  water.  Formerly 
managements  were  content  with  little  more  water  pressure  than  was 
actually  required  for  milling  purposes,  but  they  now  recognize  the 
importance  of  an  adequate  supply.  Where  provision  is  made  in  advance, 
and  not  infrequently  at  the  instance  of  and  with  valuable  suggestions 
from  our  field  men,  plans  for  a  larger  reservoir,  larger  mains,  more 
hydrants  and  better  pressure  are  provided,  which  result  in  the  installa- 
tion of  a  really  good  water  supply  system  at  little  more  than  the  cost 
of  one  which  would  supply  only  the  needs  of  operation.  I  think  it  will 
readily  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  the  tendency  in  the  construction 
of  modern  mining  plants  is  decidedly  toward  betterment,  and  is  having 
the  result  of  greatly  reducing  the  fire  hazard. 

Of  course  there  are,  and  probably  will  continue  to  be,  certain  kinds 
of  cheap  mining  plants  constructed  on  properties  which  are  in  a  more 
or  less  experimental  stage,  but  these  plants  are  not  attractive  insurance 
risks  from  any  standpoint. 

The  Mining  Process 

Now  as  to  the  actual  mining  process.  While  both  gold  and  silver 
are  found  in  their  pure  metallic  state,  they  most  usually  occur  as  com- 
pounds with  other  elements,  or  are  intimately  associated  with  them, 
and  the  metallurgical  treatment  to  which  the  ore  must  be  subjected  for 
successful  extraction  of  the  precious  metals  depends  on  the  nature  of 
their  occurrence,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  distributed  in  the 
veins  or  deposits  in  which  they  are  found. 

We  will  assume  that  the  ore  having  been  mined,  is  delivered  at  the 
mill.  Here  it  passes  through  different  processes  in  rotation  about  in 
the  following  order:  The  ore  must  first  be  picked  or  sorted  to  eliminate 
waste  rock,  and  this  is  done  by  running  the  ore  over  what  are  called 
"grizzlies."  These  are  usually  rectangular  frames  made  up  of  a  number 
of  flat  steel  bars  of  suitable  width  and  thickness,  set  on  edge  and 
spaced  parallel  and  equidistant  from  each  other;  usually  about  two  or 
three  inches.  The  grizzly  varies  in  size  according  to  the  amount  of 
material  to  be  discharged  over  it  at  one  time,  usually  from  three  to  six 
feet  wide,  and  from  eight  to  fifteen  feet  long.  It  is  generally  set  at  an 
angle  of  forty  degrees  from  the  horizontal,  so  that  the  coarser  pieces 
of  ore  which  do  not  fall  through  between  the  bars  may  readily  pass 
over  its  full  length  to  a  bin  at  the  lower  end.  From  this  bin  this  coarse 
material  is  fed  onto  a  travelling  belt  about  three  feet  wide. 

At  convenient  points  men  are  stationed  along  this  belt  and  as  the 
material  is  carried  past,  they  pick  out  as  much  waste  rock  as  possible, 
passing  it  into  cars  or  bins,  or  perhaps  to  another  belt  which  carries  it 
to  the  waste  dump.  To  facilitate  this  sorting  a  spray  of  water  is 
allowed  to  play  on  the  material  as  it  is  "fed  onto  the  sorting  table,  and  in 
this  way  the  sorters  are  enabled  more  readily  to  distinguish  the  waste 
from  the  ore,  the  former  amounting  sometimes  to  30%  of  the 
whole.  The  sorted  ore  then  passes  on  and  is  discharged  in  a  bin.  From 
here  it  passes  to  the  crusher.  
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In  transit  through  the  crushers  the  ore  is  reduced  to  a  size  which 
will  permit  of  its  passing  through  an  opening  of  from  one  and  one-halt 
to  two  inches  in  size.  Not  infrequently  two  crushing  operations  are 
required  before  all  the  ore  is  so  reduced.  There  are  two  types  of 
crushers  in  general  use,  the  "jaw"  and  "gyratory."  The  latter  have  been 
more  in  favor  during  recent  years.  The  ore  having  now  passed  through 
the  crushing  process,  is  mixed  with  the  finer  ore  which  fell  through  the 
bars  of  the  grizzly  as  previously  described,  and  the  whole  passed  to 
stamp  batteries  for  further  crushing.  The  usual  stamp  battery  consists 
of  a  heavy  steel  casting  or  mortar,  and  a  unit  of  five  stamps  consisting 
of  heavy  steel  cylinders  with  shoes  attached  on  the  lower  end.  These 
are  raised  by  a  revolving  cam  shaft  and  in  rotation  allowed  to  drop 
on  the  mortar  as  the  ore,  moistened  by  water  or  cyanide  solution,  passes 
over  it.  Some  mills  operate  batteries  consisting  of  as  many  as  one 
hundred  stamps,  or  more. 

In  mills  working  on  ores  containing  a  certain  amount  of  native 
gold  and  silver,  the  amalgamation  process  is  next  used  and  the  ore 
distributed  on  the  amalgamation  plates.  These  plates  consist  of  sheets 
of  soft  copper,  the  upper  surfaces  of  which  have  been  amalgamated  with 
quicksilver.  As  a  combination  of  ore  and  water  flows  over  the  plates 
in  a  thin  stream,  the  gald  and  silver  particles  previously  liberated 
during  the  crushing  process  adhere  to  the  surface  of  the  plates,  forming 
an  amalgam  which  is  removed  from  time  to  time  as  it  accumulates. 
When  a  sufficient  quantity  is  thus  secured  it  is  placed  in  retorts  where 
at  a  high  temperature  the  quicksilver  is  vaporized,  leaving  the  metallic 
gold  and  silver  in  the  retort,  while  the  quicksilver  is  recovered  by 
condensing  the  vapor  under  water. 

Pulp 
We  now  have  a  mixture  called  "pulp,"  after  it  leaves  the  amalgam 
plates  for  further  grinding.  There  are  several  different  types  of  re- 
.xrinding  machines,  but  the  "tube"  mill  is  most  generally  used.  This  is  a 
steel  cylinder  or  tube  usually  about  five  feet  in  diameter  and  twenty- 
two  feet  long,  with  an  inside  lining  of  chilled  steel  plates,  and  halt-filled 
with  hard  flint  pebbles  or  chilled  steel  balls  of  about  three  inches  m 
diameter.  The  tube  is  supported  at  each  end  by  heavy  bearings  on 
which  it  is  revolved  at  a  speed  of  twenty-five  to  thirty  revolutions  per 
minute.  The  pulp  is  fed  in  at  one  end  and  discharged  finely  pulverized 
at  the  other. 

Some  ores  are  subjected  to  concentration  either  before  or  after, 
and  quite  frequently,  both  before  and  after  re-grinding.  There  are 
several  different  methods  by  which  this  process  is  performed,  but  of 
these  the  most  common  are  "table  concentration"  and  "oil  flotation." 
In  the  former  method  the  pulp  is  fed  in  a  thin  flow  to  the  surface 
of  a  shaking  table.  The  values  being  heavier  than  the  remainder  of 
the  pulp,  settle  to  the  table  surface  where  they  are  retained  and 
concentrated  by  the  mechanical  agitation  of  the  table,  after  which  the 
-  concentrate  is  collected  and  subjected  to  a  special  treatment. 

In  the  case  of  oil  flotation  the  pulp  is  fed  to  boxes  or  cells  m 
which  is  introduced  small  quantities  of  oil,  drop  by  drop,  and  the  whole 
is  continuously  agitated,  producing  a  heavy  foam  or  froth  in  which  the 
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mineral  values  become  suspended  and  in  which  they  pass  off  as  an  over- 
flow from  the  top  of  the  cell.  It  is  then  collected,  and,  as  in  the  case 
of  concentrates,  given  a  further  special  treatment.  The  pulp  is  also 
removed  from  the  bottom  of  the  cells  and  given  another  treatment. 
This  flotation  process  can  be  successfully  applied  only  to  ores  containing 
valuable  minerals  which  possess  the  necessary  physical  properties.  The 
concentrates  resulting  from  treatment  of  ores  under  the  before  mentioned 
processes  are  either  shipped  to  the  smelter,  or  given  a  special  cyanide 
treatment   at  the  mill. 

Cyaniding 
There  are  two  principal  methods  of  applying  the  cyaniding  process, 
the  choice  of  either  being  indicated  by  the  nature  of  the  ore.  They 
are  "leaching,"  and  "all-sliming.  In  leaching,  if  the  greater  portion  of 
the  ore  has  not  been  crushed  too  fine,  it  is  discharged  into  vats  after, 
the  very  fine  material  has  been  separated  from  it  by  means  of  "water 
classification."  The  vats  are  arranged  with  filter  bottoms  of  canvas 
or  sheeting,  sufficiently  coarse  to  permit  the  cyanide  solution  to  pass 
through.  After  the  vats  have  been  neai'ly  filled  with  the  material  to 
be  leached,  a  cyanide  solution  of  about  two  to  four  pounds  of  cyanide 
dissolved  in  a  ton  of  water  is  distributed  over  the  surface  of  the 
material,  and  is  allowed  to  percolate  through  the  mass,  dissolving  the 
gold  and  silver  on  its  way.  The  solution  then  carrying  the  values 
passes  through  the  filter  bottom  of  the  vats  and  is  conducted  to  tanks, 
when  it  is  given  further  treatment,  'and  the  last  residue  passes  to  the 
tailing  dump. 

Ore  in  which  the  gold  and  silver  minerals  occur  in  very  small 
particles  requires  fine  grinding  preparatory  to  treatment  by  the  "all- 
slimes"  process.  The  pulp  is  conveyed  to  thickener  tanks.  These  tanks 
have  conical  bottoms  with  an  opening  in  the  center.  Suspended  from 
the  top  of  each  tank  is  a  slowly  revolving  vertical  shaft,  attached  to  the 
lower  end  of  which  are  arms  or  paddles  for  stirring  the  pulp.  The 
pulp  is  fed  to  the  thickener  in  a  continuous  stream,  and  on  account  of 
the  area  of  the  tank  the  particles  of  ore  settle  to  the  bottom,  while 
the  clear  water  or  solution,  overflowing  from  the  top  edge  of  the  tank 
is  caught  in  launders  and  led  away  to  collecting  tanks.  The  material 
which  has  settled  to  the  bottom  of  the  thickener  tank  is  drawn  to  the 
center  by  the  revolving  arms,  discharged  in  a  thickened  mass  and 
conveyed  to  the  agitators. 

There  are  many  different  types  of  agitators,  but  for  purposes  of 
description  here  it  is  only  necessary  to  say  that  agitators  are  designed 
to  keep  the  pulp  in  a  continual  state  of  agitation  for  a  certain  period  so 
that  the  associated  cyanide  solution  may  come  in  contact  with  all  the 
gold  and  silver,  and  after  sufficient  length  of  contact,  be  dissolved  by  it. 
From  the  agitators  the  pulp  together  with  the  cyanide  solution  contain- 
ing the  gold  and  silver  which  it  has  dissolved  is  brought  to  a  series  of 
thickeners. 

Of  the  different  thickening  methods  perhaps  the  most  successful 
is  that  of  the  continuous  counter-current  decantation,  first  successfully 
used  in  mining  operations  in  the  West  about  1902  and  now  in  very 
general  use   in   North   America  since  1914.     The  process  as  used  today 
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consists  of  operating  a  series  of  continuous  thickening  tanks  in  such  a 
manner  that  solids,  with  a  small  portion  of  liquid,  pass  successively  from 
one  thickener  tank  to  the  next,  being  finally  discharged  from  the  last 
thickener  as  tailings.  The  main  body  of  liquid,  on  the  other  hand,  moves 
in  the  opposite  direction  to  the  course  of  the  ore  and  is  gradually 
enriched.  By  each  step  of  the  system,  a  large  amount  of  low  grade 
solution  is  mixed  with  a  very  small  amount  of  higher  grade  solution,  so 
that  the  value  of  the  solutions  entering  each  successive  thickener  with 
the  solids  is  materially  reduced. 

For  example,  we  have  a  thickener  continuously  underflowing  solids, 
together  with  a  small  quantity  of  solution  of  a  certain  value.  This  under- 
flow is  then  diluted  with  a  large  quantity  of  much  lower  grade  solution. 
The  resultant  mixture  of  lower  average  value  is  then  fed  to  the  next 
thickener  in  the  series,  where  the  operation  of  thickening  is  repeated. 
If  this  operation  were  carried  through  a  number  of  stages,  practically 
all  of  the  dissolved  metals  would  be  recovered.  After  the  thickening 
process  has  been  repeated  several  times,  the  solution  highly  impregnated 
with  gold  and  silver  values  is  passed  to  the  collecting  tanks  while  the 
pulp  is  conveyed  to  the  filters. 

Filtering  is  the  last  process  in  separating  the  remaining  values  from 
the  pulp  and  consists  in  subjecting  the  pulp  to  a  filtering  action  which 
is  most  commonly  performed  by  the  application  of  a  vacuum.  Perhaps 
the  best  filter  is  of  the  revolving  drum  type.  The  pulp  from  the  last 
thickener  is  fed  into  a  large  box  in  which  is  suspended  a  large  revolving 
drum,  one-half  of  which  sits  down  in  the  box.  The  outside  circular  sur- 
face of  the  drum  is  covered  with  canvas  sheeting — so  arranged  that  a 
vacuum  may  be  applied  between  the  canvas  and  the  surface  of  the 
drum.  As  it  revolves  through  the  pulp  in  the  box  below,  the  vacuum 
is  applied  by  means  of  a  series  of  pipes  and  automatic  valves.  In  this 
way  the  pulp  is  drawn  to  the  surface  of  the  canvas  and  forms  a  thin 
cake,  while  the  valuable  solution  which  it  contains  is  drawn  through  the 
canvas  and  added  to  the  rich  solution  from  the  thickeners  now  in  the 
collecting  tanks.  As  the  drum  in  operation  reaches  a  certain  point  in 
its  revolution,  the  vacuum  is  shut  off,  and  compressed  air  admitted  to 
that  portion  of  the  drum.  This,  with  the  aid  of  a  scraper  fixed  at  the 
top  of  one  side  of  the  box  releases  the  cake  of  pulp  from  the  drum 
surface,  and  allows  it  to  fall  into  a  sluice  through  which  it  is 
discharged  to  the  tailing  dump. 

The  cyanide  solution,  in  the  collecting  tanks,  containing  the  gold 
and  silver  from  the  thickeners  and  filters,  is  now  passed  to  the  "zinc 
boxes."  .  These  are  long  narrow  receptacles  divided  into  compartments, 
and  each  compartment  holds  zinc  shavings  in  mass  form.  The  solution 
is  fed  into  one  end  of  the  box,  and  allowed  to  flow  through  each  com- 
partment in  rotation.  As  the  solution  comes  in  contact  with  the  zinc 
shavings  the  gold  and  silver  values  are  precipitated  from  it  and 
deposited  on  the  zinc;  hence  it  is  cajled  "precipitate."  From  time  to 
time  as  the  precipitate  accumulates,  it  is  collected  in  pots  and,  with  a 
suitable  flux  added,  heated  in  a  furnace  to  a  very  high  temperature. 
This  separates  the  zinc  from  the  gold  and  silver,  and  the  latter  are 
poured   as  molten   metal  into   a  mould   and  later   shipped   to   a  refinery 
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or  to  the  U.  S.  Mint.  This  completes  the  story  of  how  the  precious 
metals  are  extracted  from  their  native  element  and  clearly  indicates  the 
hazard  involved. 

Roasting  and  Roasters 

Eoasting  furnaces  were  formerly  a  part  of  certain  gold  and  silver 
plants  operating  on  what  is  known  as  refractory  ore,  but  owing  to  the 
amount  of  space  required  within  the  mill  for  such  installation^  the  great 
expense  involved  and  the  high  cost  of  private  operation,  the  furnace  is 
now  rarely  found  in  a  modern  plant  of  this  kind;  the  ore  being  now 
simply  reduced  to  concentrates  and  shipped  to  one  of  the  large  public 
smelters  for  refining. 

Ore  roasting  furnaces  are  generally  patented  mechanical  devices, 
and  as  the  kinds  are  numerous  it  is  impractical  to  describe  them  in 
detail  here.  However,  the  general  principle  and  the  inherent  hazard 
are  practically  the  same.  The  hazard  is  largely  in  faulty  installation, 
and  care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  furnace  foundations  are  of  re- 
inforced concrete,  with  floors  of  iron,  concrete  or  dirt,  and  that  the 
furnace  and  heated  parts  are  kept  at  safe  distances  from  all  woodwork. 

The  demand  occasioned  by  the  war  for  quicksilver  has  caused  the 
rehabilitation  and  operation  of  quite  a  number  of  quicksilver  plants  in 
the  West,  as  well  as  opened  up  numerous  properties  upon  which  roasting 
plants  of  greater  or  less  degree  have  been  erected. 

The  Herreshoff  and  the  McDougall  patented  steel  roasters  are  of 
somewhat  similar  types,  and  are  built  of  various  tonnage  capacities. 
The  ore,  as  it  is  fed  in  at  the  top  of  the  furnace,  is  combed  by  ravel 
arms  through  a  series  of  floors,  continually  working  downward  until  it 
reaches  the  floor  of  the  fire  at  the  bottom  of  the  roaster.  Here  the 
refuse  ore  is  taken  out  and  sent  to  the  dump.  In  the  process  described 
the  quicksilver  is  vaporized  and  passes  out  at  the  top  of  the  furnace 
into  a  series  of  condensing  chambers  where  it  is  recovered.  The  number 
of  chambers  required  to  condense  all  the  vapor  is  dependent  upon  the 
amount  of  quicksilver  and  sulphur  in  the  ore  to  be  treated. 

Another  type  of  roaster  is  the  Scott  furnace.  This  is  built  entirely 
of  brick,  with  a  series  of  inclined  floors  leading  down  to  the  fire.  As 
in  the  case  of  the  first  described  roasters  the  ore  is  also  fed  in  at  the 
top,  and  passes  by  gravity  down  the  inclined  floors.  The  rate  of  flow 
is  governed  by  the  amount  of  refuse  ore  drawn  off  at  the  bottom  of  the 
furnace.  The  fumes  are  led  from  the  top  of  the  furnace  into  a  large 
brick  condenser  so  arranged  as  to  arrest  the  speed  of  the  gases  and  allow 
the  greatest  amount  of  soot  to  be  deposited  in  this  chamber.  The  soot 
is  highly  impregnated  with  quicksilver,  and  is  now  drawn  off  and  given 
a  lime  treatment  which  frees  the  quicksilver.  The  remaining  fumes  pass 
on  through  a  series  of  cast  iron  chambers  until  all  of  the  quicksilver 
has  been  precipitated. 

The  buildings  housing  these  plants  are  usually  of  the  shed  type, 
open  on  from  one  to  three  sides,  and  have  dirt  or  concrete  floors 
throughout.  The  fire  used  should  not  necessarily  be  sufficient  to  super- 
heat any  furnace,  and  the  steel  furnaces  previously  described  will  permit 
the  hand  to  rest  on  the  outside  surface  during  operation  without  discom- 
fort.    The  hazard  of  importance  would  lie  in  faults  of  installation   of 
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the  power  required  in  handling  and  feeding  the  ore  to  the  furnace. 

The  war  and  modern  methods  of  mining  and  treating  ores  have 
brought  many  old  and  isolated  districts  into  prominence  which  were 
prospected  years  ago,  passed  up  as  being  unprofitable,  and  are  now 
being  re-opened.  Those  mines  containing  ore  more  or  less  refractory 
are  now  at  present  market  values  yielding  good  results  under  modern 
treatment.     This  is  particularly  true  of  silver,  lead  and  tungsten. 

To  the  layman  the  commercial  utilization  of  tungsten  is  not  well 
known,  but  tungsten  is  said  to  have  the  greatest  economic  value  and  is 
destined  to  become  most  important.  It  was  first  discovered  in  1781  but 
could  not  then  be  profitably  treated.  It  has  a  specific  gravity  of  192 
to  202,  is  not  greatly  affected  by  heat  or  cold,  and  is  therefore  very 
difficult  of  reduction  by  carbon  fuel.  Its  valuable  properties  are  its 
tension,  malleability,  high  point  of  fusion,  resistance  to  oxidation,  and 
conductivity  of  electricity.  It  is  higher  in  conductivity  of  electricity 
than  either  iron  or  nickel.  It  is  nearly  as  hard  as  the  diamond  and 
corundum,  but  unlike  these  will  not  break  from  a  blow.  It  is  difficult 
to  forge,  but  can  be  successfully  processed  by  electric  furnace  and 
alloyed  with  iron  and  steel.  Aside  from  the  demands  made  on  ferro- 
tungsten  for  war  purposes  for  lining  big  guns  and  making  armor  plate, 
the  eommereial  needs  are  very  great  and  steadily  increasing.  It  is  used 
in  making  drills,  chisels,  and  finer  grades  of  tools  of  all  kinds,  needle^ 
filaments,  high  class  cutlery,  surgical  instruments,  spark  plugs,  and  parts 
of  automobile  engines. 

Tungsten  ore  as  mined  runs  from  1%  to  10%  tungsten  contents. 
The  process  is  not  complicated  or  specially  hazardous.  The  ore  is 
crushed  dry  and  run  through  trommels  and  screens  by  wet  process,  and 
then  graded  in  size.  It  is  next  conveyed  to  Deister  tables  where  the 
scheelite  or  lime  tungsten  is  finally  separated  from  the  gangue  or  refuse. 
The  product  is  then  passed  through  a  Wethrill  degarnetizing  machine, 
which  leaves  the  tungsten  concentrates  approximately  60%  pure.  The 
concentrates  are  then  ready  to  be  sent  to  the  smelters  at  Philadelphia. 
In  the  foregoing  description  of  the  different  processes,  I  have 
endeavored  to  show  that,  generally  speaking,  the  actual  process  hazard 
of  the  modern  mining  plant  is  not  specially  hazardous  in  comparison 
with  other  manufacturing  hazards,  and  that  were  it  not  for  possible 
faults  in  mill  construction,  and  in  the  installation  of  power,  machinery 
and  water  protection,  where  plants  are  under  reasonably  good  manage- 
ment, they  can  be  very  profitably  written  at  present  rates. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  emphasize  that  mining  is  one  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  man's  existence  on  earth.  The  different  stages  of  civilization 
are  recorded  in  the  history  of  metals,  and  their  romantic  and  practical 
aspects  alike  hold  our  interest   and  affect  our  welfare. 

Man's  increasing  needs  will  be  followed  by  an  increased  supply  of 
the  known  metals,  and  more.  New  kinds  of  metals  may  be  discovered, 
new  alloys  made,  and  newer  and  better  methods  of  extraction  found. 
Capital  will  flow  into  mining  ventures  as  never  before.  Investments 
in  expensive  plant  equipment  will  be  the  rule,  and  these  wonderful 
activities  of  the  future  will  directly  affect  the  income  and  fortunes  of 
fire  insurance  companies  generally. 
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COTTON 

Has  a  Great  Future  in  Pacific  Southwest 

Many  more  thousands  of  acres  in  Cali- 
fornia and  Arizona  are  to  be  planted  to 
cotton.  It  is  a  coming  great  industry. 
Fire  underwriters  should  prepare  to  in- 
sure cotton  and  gins  in  this  field. 

A  great  Eastern  tire  industrial  plant, 
which  consumes  an  enormous  amount  of 
cotton  every  year,  will  endeavor  to  raise 
in  Arizona  all  that  it  requires  in  its  grow- 
ing business,  beginning  this  year  with 
100,000  acres. 

Imperial  Valley,  Cal.,  is  now  growing 
cotton  profitably.  It  is  predicted  the  great 
San  Joaquin  Valley  will  soon  be  producing 
cotton  to  the  value  of  $10,000,000  yearly. 
A  start  has  been  made  in  the  Sacramento 
Valley.  The  California  Central  Valleys 
Egyptian  Cotton  Association  has  been  or- 
ganized. Long-staple  cotton,  bringing  70 
cents  a  pounds  is  being  planted. 


Scrapping  Automobiles 

In  the  large  American  cities  many  av^to- 
mobiles  disappear.  If  they  ever  reappear 
there  is  a  more  or  less  effective  disguise. 

As  a  rule  the  thieves  "scrap"  them  in 
this  effective  way:  The  stolen  machine  is 
run  into  a  "fence."  Quickly  it  is  taken 
apart,  and  the  parts  are  sent  elsewhere 
and  are  sold  and  reassembled  in  different 
machines.  The  owner  could  never  recog- 
nize any  of  the  parts  joined  to  those  of 
other   stolen   cars.

Is  your  automobile  insured  against 
theft  as  well  as  fire? 


A  farmer  on  the  "Walla  Walla  river  con- 
siders he  has  a  good  case  for  damages 
against  a  colony  of  beavers  that  have  been 
destroying  his  property.  He  erected  a 
"scarecrow"  to  frighten  the  "varmints,"  but 
the  industrious  beavers  gnawed  it  down  and 
used  it  in  constructing  their  dam.  Hence 
the  damages.— Vancouver  Province. 


Effects  of  War  Conditions 

Not  only  are  there  no  modifications  of 
present  conditions  in  sight,  but  a  new  and 
serious  factor  has  been  injected  into  the 
business  as  a  result  of  the  recently  en- 
acted war  tax  measure  which,  in  addition 
to  profit  taxes,  imposes  upon  fire  insur- 
ance companies  in  lieu  of  a  stamp  tax, 
a  levy  of  one  percent  upon  the  gross  pre- 
miums written.  This  in  effect  amounts 
to  nearly  IVa  percent  upon  the  net  pre- 
mium income  of  each  company,  inasmuch 
as  no  credit  is  allowed  for  cancellations 
and  this  item  alone  means  a  yearly  outlay 
on  the  part  of  the  fire  insurance  companies, 
generally,  equal  to  more  than  one-third  of 
the  average  underwriting  profit  shown  by  all 
of  the  companies  during  the  ten  years 
prior  to  1917. 

It  will  be  appreciated,  therefore,  that 
the  outlook  for  1918  and  the  years  succeed- 
ing the  war's  duration  is,  to  say  the  least, 
decidedly  disquieting.  It  is  manifestly 
impossible  for  fire  insurance  to  be  con- 
ducted profitably  at  the  present  premium 
level  and  some  profit  is  necessary  for  cor- 
porate existence.  Inasmuch  as  fire  insur- 
ance is  about  the  only  staple  or  commodity 
of  which  we  have  knowledge,  the  price  of 
which  has  not  inclined  upward,  it  must 
be  apparent  that  insurance  rates  must  ad- 
vance quickly  if  fire  insurance  companies 
are  to  continue  to  live  and  furnish  the 
solid  indemnity  upon  which  is  based  the 
credit  system  of  not  only  the  United 
States  but  the  entire  civilized  world. — H. 
N.  Dickinson,  Secretary  Glens  Falls  Insur- 
ance Company.

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GOVERNMENTAL     WAR     INSURANCE 
AND   WAR   TAXATION 

By  President  Geo.  E.  Ide  of  the  Home  Life 
Insurance  Company 

Our  nation  is  now  involved  iu  the  great 
war  and  it  is  our  duty  to  dedicate  all  of 
our  energy,  all  of  our  brains,  all  of  our 
money  and  if  need  be  all  of  our  lives  to 
the  great  cause  for  which  we  are  fighting. 
Whether  he  worlvs  with  his  hands  or  with 
his  brains,  with  the  brawn  and  muscle 
which  are  the  priceless  treasures  of  youth 
or  with  the  no  less  useful  instruments  of 
stored-up  wealth  which  represent  past 
achievement,  every  individual  of  every 
class  must  give  his  all  to  further  the 
nation's  cause  and  must  work  incessantly 
and   unselfishly  for   the   world's   salvation. 

In  viewing  the  war  problems,  one  of  the 
many  questions  which  immediately  arose 
was,  "How  can  the  nation  intelligently 
care  for  the  material  future  of  the  dis- 
abled fighting  man  and  his  dej)endents, 
and  how  can  provision  best  be  made  for 
the  family  of  the  man  who  is  Itilled  in  the 
service?" 

The  history  of  our  present  pension  sys- 
tem, under  which  this  question  was  left 
for  determination  after  each  war,  has  been 
so  unsatisfactory  that  it  was  felt  that 
some  plan  must  be  devised  at  once  by 
which  all  these  contingencies  of  injury  and 
death  should  be  provided  for  in  advance 
and  that  this  promise  of  protection  should 
become  a  part  of  the  contract  of  employ- 
ment. The  idea  was  sound  and  appealed 
to  all.  This  suggestion  became  a  subject 
of  informal  discussion  in  all  centers  in 
Washington  and  received  attention  in 
many  of  the  cabinet  bureaus  in  the  Coun- 
cil of  National  Defense,  in  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  and  m 
other  similar  bodies.  Action  was  finally 
crystallized  when  the  treasury  depart- 
ment took  the  matter  in  hand  and  called 
a  meeting  of  insurance  men  in  Washington 
to  consider  the  question.  Later  two  com- 
mittees    of    insurance     experts    were     ap- 


pointed by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury: 
one  to  study  and  report  upon  the  tenta- 
tive plan  submitted  by  the  treasury  de- 
partment, the  other  to  compute  the  prob- 
able cost.  These  two  committees  worked 
assiduously  at  their  tasks  and  brought  in 
reports  which  are  now  part  of  the  public 
record. 

The  bill,  as  finally  j)assed,  is  in  most 
particulars  identical  in  principle  with  the 
tentative  bill  submitted  by  the  secretary 
of  the  treasury.  In  one  regard,  however, 
it  was  at  the  last  moment  changed,  doubt- 
less for  economy's  sake,  in  such  a  way  as 
to  seriously  affect  its  value.  Throughout 
the  whole  discussion  the  insurance  com- 
mittee maintained  that  the  compensation 
section  of  the  bill,  based  as  it  was  upon 
our  state  compensation  laws,  was  sound 
in  principle  and  would  forever  act  as  a 
strong  preventive  of  future  pension  legis- 
lation, but  the  justice  of  that  part  of  the 
bill  was  greatly  impaired  by  the  change 
above  alluded  to,  by  which  the  grading 
of  the  amount  of  compensation  upon  a  per- 
centage of  the  wage  received  was  elimi- 
nated and  the  compensation  was  made 
uniform  for  all,  irrespective  of  rank.  The 
fundamental  principle  of  proper  compen- 
sation was  thereby  abrogated  and  i 
greatly  fear  that  the  resulting  injustices 
will  encourage  corrective  pension  legislation 
later  on. 

The  optional  life  insurance  feature  of 
the  bill  offers  no  menace  to  the  companies. 
The  insurance  committee  believed  it  wrong 
in  principle  and  also  opposed  it  because 
of  the  discriminations  which  it  was 
thought  would  result  from  it  and  becausie 
of  the  difficulty  and  expense  involved 
in  its  administration.  The  committee  ad- 
vocated increasing  the  compensation  fea- 
ture of  the  bill  by  a  grant  on  the  part 
of  the  government  of  a  stated  amount  of 
life  insurance  to  every  fighting  man  with- 
out payment  of  any  premium.  This  did 
not  appeal  to  congress,  nor  to  the  framers 
of  the  bill. 

The  intention  of  the  bill  is  of  the  best, 
and  it  is  regrettable  that  more  time  and 
thought   could  not  have   been  given  to  it 
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before  its  passage,  but  the  pressure  tor 
prompt  action  was  imperative,  and  as  a 
result  the  measure  is  open  to  the  criticism 
of  being  in  some  vital  respects  faulty  in 
principle  and  in  many  respects  loosely 
drawn.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the 
representatives  of  the  insurance  companies 
were  not  called  in  for  advice  until  the 
measure  had  been  carefully  prepared  by 
the  many  organizations  and  departments 
which  had  had  the  matter  under  advise- 
ment and  until  a  complete  draft  of  the 
bill  had  been  prepared.  Constructive  sugges- 
tion based  on  experience  was  not  sought  for 
from  the  insurance  committees  in  the 
initial  preparation  of  the  bill,  and  by  the 
time  they  were  appointed  the  framers  of 
the  measure  were  firmly  wedded  to  the 
bill  which  they  had  prepared  and  seemed 
to  regard  all  suggestions  from  the  insur- 
ance committees  as  hostile  criticism  of 
their  work. 

*     *     * 

The  practical  administration  of  the  law 
will  involve  details  far  beyond  the  ex- 
pectations of  its  advocates.  In  the  mat- 
ter of  allotments  and  family  allowances 
and    in    the    disbursements    under    article 

III,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  the  statute^  it  will  be  necessary  that 
the  new  bureau  receive  accurate  and  re- 
liable knowledge  of  the  dependents  of 
each  and  every  fighting  man  month  by 
month.  Changes  by  deaths,  births,  mar- 
riage, etc.,  among  these  dependents  must 
be  immediately  known  to  the  bureau.  The 
matter  of  payment  must  be  made  promptly 
and  correctly.  All  this  necessitates  an 
organization  perfect  in  every  detail, 
enormous  in  its  size  and  scope,  and  im- 
mensely expensive.  In  the  administration 
of  the   optional   insurance   feature,   article 

IV,  the  same  difficulty  arises,  and  in  ad- 
dition thereto  the  bureau  is  burdened  with 
the  collection  of  premiums.  The  can- 
vassing of  the  soldiers  at  present  enlisted 
and  the  education  of  the  soldiers,  scattered 
as  they  are  in  all  parts  of  this  country, 
on  the  seas  and  in  France,  is  a  matter 
requiring  the  service  of  a  band  of  men 
famiUar      with      insurance      matters     and 


versed  in  the  art  of  securing  applications. 
I  mention  the  above  diflELculties  briefly 
simply  that  they  may  be  considered  in 
forming  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  mag- 
nitude of  this  stupendous  work. 

As  to  the  general  plan,  it  is  one  that 
must  appeal  to  every  patriotic  citizen.  The 
purpose  of  devising  some  plan  that  will 
provide  for  every  member  of  the  fighting 
force  a  guarantee  that  his  dependents  will 
be  taken  care  of  properly  in  the  event  of 
any  calamity  arising  to  him  from  war  ser- 
vice is  an  eminently  praiseworthy  one. 
Nothing  can  give  greater  peace  of  mind 
to  the  soldier  and  nothing  can  do  more 
to  promote  the  morale  of  the  members  of 
our  army  and  navy.  The  secondary  ob- 
ject of  the  law  has  been  already  alluded 
to.  It  is  of  prime  importance,  namely, 
that  this  measure  shall  be  so  noble  in  its 
conception  and  so  clear  and  fair  in  its 
operation  that  the  danger  of  future  pen- 
sion legislation  shall  be  eliminated. 


Eotten  Russia 

The  Eussian  word  "Bolsheviki"  means 
"those  who  want  more."  It  is  Eussian, 
authorities  stated,  for  the  European  term 
"Maximalists,"  and  applies  to  the  ex- 
tremist international  Socialists — those  who 
deny  the  j^rinciple  of  nationality. 

The  Bolsheviki  rank  next  to  the  an- 
archists. After  the  Maximalists  are  the 
"Minimalists,"  also  international  Social- 
ists, but  who  are  less  radical  than  the 
Bolsheviki.  Then  follow  the  Social  Ee- 
volutionists,  the  Social  Democrats,  the 
Labor  Party  and  peasants,  all  comprised 
within  the  Eussian  proletariat. 

The  Constitutional  Democrats  are  near 
to  the  workmen's  and  peasant's  parties 
but  are  in  the  bourgeois  class,  being  con- 
servative and  thrifty.  Either  they  or  the 
autocrats  will  finallv  rule  Russia. 


Martinez,  Cal  — Rates  have  been  reduced 
from  5  to  20  percent,  following  the  recen 
re-survey.  Base  rate  has  been  lowered  from 
50  to  45  cents.  With  adequate  water  supply 
another  reduction  will  be  made. 
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In  Berlin  butter  is  12.25  a  pound  and 
su^ar  56  cents.

Richmond,  Cal.,  Jan.  25. — Tonight  the 
local  agents  turned  down  the  proposal  to 
organize  a  local  board,  on  the  new  relief 
plan.  The  meeting  was  called  by  Secretary 
W.  S.  Du  Val  of  Dist.  B  of  the  Board.  The 
board  locals  thought  they  would  be  losers 
and  non-board  locals  would  secure  as  much 
business  as  heretofore.

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GOVERNMENT    INFORMATION    REGULATIONS    OF    INSURANCE    COMPANIES 


Secretary  McAdoo  has  made  public  regu- 
lations governing  the  obtaining  and  dis- 
seminating of  information  by  insurance 
comiianies  operating  in  the  United  States. 

The  regulations  are  designed  to  prevent 
information  getting  into  the  hands  of  the 
enemy  or  of  disloyal  persons,  and  were 
drawn  up  after  consultation  with  insur- 
anc-e  experts. 

List  of  Licenses  Issued 

The  secretary  also  announced  that  li- 
censes under  the  terms  of  the  President's 
order  of  December  7  have  been  issued  to 
all  French  and  English  companies  doing 
business  in  the  United  States  and  to  the 
following  companies  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  other  foreign  countries:

The  treasury,  department  is  also  conduct- 
ing a  careful  investigation  of  the  question 
of  possible  enemy  ownership  of  insurance 
companies  operating  within  the  United 
States. 

Enemy  and  ally  of  enemy  insurance  com- 
panies doing  fire,  marine  or  liability  insur- 
ance were  prohibited  from  doing  business 
under  the  terms  of  the  secretary's  decision 
of  November  27^  1917,  at  which  time  a  uum- 
ber  of  them  were  given  licenses  to  liquidate. 


Text  of  the  Regulations 

The  regulations  follow : 

1.  The  company  shall,  after  careful  in- 
vestigation, designate  some  person  or  per- 
sons to  whom  shall  be  given  charge  of  all 
maps  and  inspections  of  terminals  or  manu- 
facturing plants  or  other  premises  engaged 
in  or  used  for  government  work.  Such  per- 
son or  persons  shall  be  charged  with  full 
responsibility  for  the  proper  disposition 
thereof. 

2.  No  maps,  surveys  or  inspections  shall 
be  sent  out  of  the  United  States  except  to 
countries  at  war  with  enemies  of  the  United 
States  unless  with  the  permission  and  under 
regulations  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury. 

3.  No  information  as  to  the  actual,  pos- 
sible or  projected  sailings,  arrivals  or  posi- 
tions of  vessels,  or  oi  any  shipment  or  pro- 
jected shipment,  or  of  the  location  of  any 
merchandise  shall  be  cabled  or  transmitted 
by  bordereaux  or  otherwise  outside  of  the 
United  States  except  to  countries  at  war 
with  the  enemies  of  the  United  States  un- 
less with  the  permission  and  under  regula- 
tions of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury. 

4.  Rules  shall  be  adopted  and  precautions 
taken  so  that  no  persons  who  are  natives, 
citizens,  or  subjects  of  any  nation  with  which 
the  United  States  is  at  war,  other  than 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  shall  have 
access  to  said  maps,  inspections,  or  informa- 
tion as  described  in  sections  1,  2  and  3. 

Restriction  on  Reports 

5.  No  bordereaux  or  other  form  of  re- 
port or  declaration  of  insurance  or  rein- 
surance giving  particulars  of  risks  assumed 
on  property  or  other  interests  in  the  United 
States  shall  be  sent  to  any  country  other 
than  those  at  war  with  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States,  except  with  the  permission 
and  under  regulations  of  the  secretary  of  the 

treasury. 

6.  No  inspections  or  surveys  of  termi- 
nals, plants  or  premises  engaged  in  or  used 
for  government  work,  or  of  vessels,  or  of 
interests  about  to  be,  or  in  the  process  of 
being  transported  to  foreign  ports  or  ar- 
riving in  the  United  States  shall  be  made 
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or  authorized  after  March  15,  1918,  except 
by  inspectors  whose  records  and  nationalities 
have  been  subjected  to  careful  investigation 
by  an  insurance  company  or  approved  organi- 
zation of  insurance  companies.  The  name 
of  each  such  inspector  shall  be  communi- 
cated to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  with 
a  statement  that  such  investigation  has  been 
made  and  that  the  inspector  named  is  not 
a  native,  citizen  or  subject  of  any  nation 
with  which  the  United  States  is  at  war, 
other  than  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
Rules  for  Reinsurance 
7.  Where  reinsurance  of  any  risk  ac- 
cepted or  business  originating  in  the  United 
States  is  placed  with  any  company,  associa- 
tion or  underwriter  other  than  those  li- 
censed by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  or 
incorporated  or  doing  business  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  a  country 
at  war  with  the  enemies  of  the  United 
States,  the  name  of  such  company,  associa- 
tion or  underwriter  shall  be  communicated 
to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  the 
company  so  reinsuring  shall  take  immediate 
steps  to  obtain  an  agreement  that  none  of 
the  business  so  reinsured  shall  be  reinsured 
with,  retroceded  to,  passed  on  to,  or  shared 
iny  any  manner  with  any  unlicensed  enemy 
or  ally  of  enemy  company. 


Investigating  Smut  Explosions 

Colfax,  Wash.,  Feb.  1.— The  government 
is  investigating  the  numerous  "smut"  ex- 
plosions in  threshing  machines  which  took 
place  in  the  Palouse  country  in  the  last 
few  years.  A  secret  service  agent  from 
Washington  is  to  be  here  to  meet  with 
farmers.  Details  can  not  be  learned  as 
to  what  evidence  the  government  has,  but 
it  is  believed  that  papers  seized  in  raids 
on  I.  W.  W.  headquarters  in  many  places 
disclosed  evidence  which  connects  the  ex- 
plosions and  burning  of  grainfields  with 
the  I.  W.  W.

Madera,  Gal.,  Feb.  1.— As  a  result  of  eat- 
ing canned  apricots  at  a  family  dinner  Sun- 
day at  the  home  near  here  of  A.  W.  Mackay 
four  deaths  have  already  occurred  and  four 
other  persons  are  not  expected  to  survive. 
The  cause  was  ptomaine  poisoning.

Do  you  know  the  approximate  age  and 
income  of  each  man  you  propose  to  inter- 
view?

Make  these  resolutions  honestly,  deter- 
minedly, keep  them,  and  I'll  guarantee 
results  to  your  mind  and  heart  and  pocket- 


book  that  will  surprise  you.  They'll  pay 
you  dividends  in  cash  and  mental  satisfaction 
every  day  as  you  go  along.  —  Thos.  A.

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GERMAN  COMPANIES 

Cancelling  at  Short  Rates— They  Prefer  Risks  to  Run   Off— U.  S.  Branches  May   Never 
Be  Permitted  to  Resume  Business 

With  only  one  exception,  the  United  States  branches  of  German  and  Austrian  com- 
panies are  not  seeking  reinsurance,  but  are  allowing  business  to  "run  off."  When  agents, 
brokers  and  policyholders  cancel  their  insurance  in  German  companies  in  this  country, 
the  unearned  premium  paid  them  is  at  short  rates.  We  have  heard  of  no  cancellation  pro 
rata,  notwithstanding  the  extraordinary  circumstances  of  war  and  the  trading  with  the 
enemy  act,  and  the  ease  with  which  the  enemy  country  companies  can  profitably  reinsure 
their  American  business. 

Possibly  the  United  States  managers  have  "inside"  information  which  persuades  them 
that  the  war  will  soon  be  over  and  they  will  again  reseme  the  writing  of  good  business  in 
a  big  free  country,  producing  1450,000,000  premiums  yearly. 

But  who  knows  surely  that  the  German  companies  will  be  allowed  to  again  write 
business  in  the  United  States  or  Canada?  If  the  German  companies  are  solvent  now  at 
home,  will  they  be  solvent  when  this  war  is  over? 

A  world-wide  economic  boycott  against  Germay  after  the  war  is  among  the  possibilities. 

If  there  is  a  premature  peace,  a  peace  without  victory,  Germany  will  at  once  begin 
preparations  for  another  war  of  conquest  and  loot,  a  war  of  frightfulness  and  colossal 
indemnities;  and  the  best  way  to  check  such  war  preparations  and  threats  may  be  to  treat 
Germany  as  an  outcast  and  to  have  no  commercial  or  insurance  or  other  dealings  with 
her,  until  a  penitent  Germany  forswears  all  schemes  of  aggression,  annexation  and 
indemnity. 

All  the  allied  countries  have  discovered  that  the  commercial  and  espionage  systems 
of  Germany  include  the  transmission  of  valuable  knowledge  through  fire,  marine  and 
liability  insurance.  The  direct  writers  acquire  this  knowledge  of  industry,  trade,  storage 
and  shipment,  and  it  is  communicated  to  reinsurers.  German  direct  writers  and  reinsurers 
have  valuable  knowledge,  and  privileges  of  inspection  which  can  add  to  the  information 
along  lines  of  vast  value  to  German  competitors  and  especially  to  the  German  war  and 
navy  departments.  This  information  may  be  immediately  or  remotely  of  value,  but  with 
German  industry  and  thoroughness  it  will  certainly  be  used  finally  to  the  detriment  of  the 
countries  which  permit  the  German  insurance  companies  within  their  boundaries. 

With  eyes  opened  because  of  the  revelations  of  this  war,  the  governments  of  the  allied 
countries  may  bar  out  all  German  insurance  companies  hereafter,  even  if  there  should  be 
no  general  economic  boycott  of  Germany  by  all  the  allied  nations,  for  an  agreed  long  time. 


AIRCRAFT  INSURANCE  IN  ENGLAND 

Rates  Have   Been  Reduced  Half,  and  Free  Indemnity   Is   Given    Up   to    500    Pounds 

Finding  the  risk  from  aircraft  not  so  great  as  anticipated  (says  Post  Magazine  in  its 
year  review),  the  Government  early  in  the  year  reduced  the  premiums  by  50  percent  and 
later  conceded  free  indemnity  up  to  £500  provided  all  the  property  of  any  person  in  excess 
of  this  sum  was  insured  under  the  Government  scheme.  These  alterations  threw  much 
additional  work  on  the  insurance  offices  acting  as  Government  agents,  and,  moreover, 
greatly  reduced  their  remuneration,  but  the  labor  has  been  cheerfully  undertaken  as  part 
of  the  national  burden.  For  many  reasons  not  a  few  people  will  prefer  to  pay  the  small 
premium  for  sums  of  £500  and  under,  so  as  to  have  an  insurance  policy.

Incendiarj-     Attempt    on     Inman-Poulsen 
Mill  at  Portland 

From  Portland  Telegram,  Jan.  25 
One  of  the  most  carefully  devised  machines 
for  starting  an  incendiary  fire  ever  brouglit 
to  the  attention  of  the  fire  marshal  was 
found  yesterday  morning  in  the  center  of 
a  block  of  old  frame  shacks  just  a  few  yards 
from  the  Inman-Poulsen  Lumber  Company 
by  Harry  A.  Hanes,  361  East  Third  street. 
Investigation  by  Fire  Marshal  Grenfell  this 
morning  leads  him  to  believe  that  the  device 
was  designed  to  start  a  fire  in  the  cluster  of 
cheap  buildings  by  pro-Germans  so  that  it 
would  endanger  the  lumber  mills. 

The  machine  was  found  in  the  basement 
of  an  unoccupied  building  at  367  East  Third 
street  in  the  center  of  the  cluster  of  21  cheap 
buildings.  Mr.  Hanes,  who  is  agent  for  E. 
W.  Hendricks,  of  Gresham,  Or.,  owner  of 
the  building,  was  making  an  inspection  of 
the  premises  when  he  heard  the  ticking  of  a 
clock.  He  was  startled  to  hear  such  a  noise 
in  the  dark  basement  in  the  unoccupied 
house,  and  on  investigation  discovered  the 
device.  It  consisted  of  an  alai-m  clock  from 
which  the  bell  had  been  removed.  The  clock 
was  set  so  that  when  the  alarm  went  oflf  the 
tapper  would  strike  against  a  cluster  of 
matches  tied  securely  to  a  large  timber. 
Ove.i  and  around  the  entire  contrivance  there 
was  a  big  mass  of  highly  combustible  rub- 
oish.r  most   of  it  old    papers.     Mr.    Hanes 


reported    his   find   immediately  to  the   fire 
marshal. 

Apparently  the  alarm  had  been  set  to  go 
oft"  during  last  night,  but  unfortunately  in 
his  excitement  Mr.  Hanes  turned  the  hands 
of  the  clock  and  the  alarm  indicator  before 
looking  to  see  what  time  the  alarm  had 
been  set  for.  A  fire  in  this  location  and  in 
an  tmoccupied  building  would  have  en- 
dangered the  entire  community,  including 
the  mill.

Central  California  farmers  now  watch 
closely  all  suspicious  characters  in  the 
neighborhood.

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WAR  OVER 

Western  States  Life  Scrap— The  Saunders 
Side  Wins— One  Year's  Trial  to  Make 
Good 

Lincoln's  Birthday  in  San  Francisco  was 
not  a  quiet  celebration  in  one  large  room  in 
a  big  hotel  on  Market  street.  Assembled 
there  were  the  stockholders  of  the  Western 
States  Life  Insurance  Company  of  California, 
the  enterprise  promoted  by  Pratt  and  (Jrigsby 
in  1909.  The  stockholders  have  never  had 
a  dividend  in  these  eight  years,  after  paying 
out  about  half  the  capital  and  surplus  for 
promotion  and  other  expenses. 

The  stockholders  are  sore  indeed,  and  it 
is  evident  that  if  they  are  not  soon  paid 
dividends  "there  will  be  something  doing." 
The  new  president,  Henry  J.  Saunders,  asks 
for  a  year's  trial,  and  promises  to  make 
good  or  quit.     He  will  have  to. 

President  Saunders  has  been  vice  presi- 
dent and  manager  for  six  years,  and  pre- 
viously was  a  successful  life  insurance 
solicitor.  He  has  a  very  favorable  contract, 
whereby  in  1916  he  was  paid  $10,000  salary 
and  $8,762  bonus,  a  total  of  $18,762. 

President  Porter  was  unable  to  secure  a 
majority  of  the  proxies  and  therefore  was 
not  a  candidate  for  re-election. 

A  New  York  company  has  been  and  is 
ready  to  reinsure  the  Western  States  Life 
and  allow  the  stockholders  to  liquidate  the 
company  and  look  as  pleasant  as  they  can 
over  the  loss  of  half  the  money  they  have 
put  into  it. 

Last  Spring  the  officers  announced  that 
the  company  had  reached  the  point  where, 
after  eight  years,  dividends  could  be  paid 
stockholders,  "but  something  happened  to 
the  machinery."  The  Porter  and  Saunders 
declaration  of  war  followed,  because  of  this 
inability  or  the  insistent  demands  of  the 
stockholders.  A  special  stockholders'  com- 
mittee favorable  to  Saunders'  control  secured 
a  large  majority  of  the  proxies. 

Of  this  successful  committee  of  three, 
Marshall  C.  Harris  has  since  been  elected 
first  vice  president,  and  C.  M.  Belshaw 
second  vice  president,  and  George  M.  Perine 
one  of  the  sixteen  new  triumphant  directors. 


The  retiring  management  named  five  direc- 
tors, who  are  Otto  Irving  Wise,  Alden  Ander- 
son, Louis  Oneal,  E.  W.  Wilson,  and  E.  S. 
Wangenheim. 

Daily  Press  Comments 

We  clip  the  following  from  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chronicle  of  February  14: 

At  the  end  of  a  stormy  stockholders' 
meeting  yesterday  afternoon,  in  which  per- 
sonalities were  exchanged  and  bitter  re- 
criminations waxed  warm,  the  special 
stockholders'  committee,  which  has  been 
working  since  last  October  to  secure  a  re- 
organization of  the  control  of  the  Western 
States  Life  Insurance  Company,  triumphed. 

It  became  evident  early  in  the  meeting 
that  the  insurgent  element  had  the  upper 
hand  in  so  far  as  voting  was  concerned,  and 
that  they  would  sweep  everything  before 
them.  An  effort  was  made  by  a  small 
fraction  to  force  the  nomination  of  Byron 
A.  Bearce  of  Stockton,  president  of  the 
Tidewater  and  Southern  Railway,  whose 
3000  shares  of  stock  made  him  the  largest 
single  shareholder  of  the  company,  but 
Bearce  was  unwilling  to  serve,  and  what 
promised  to  be  a  stiff  fight  over  him  did 
not  materialize. 

PRESIDENT    porter's   CHARGE 

Warren  R.  Porter  presided.  In  reading 
his  annual  report,  he  announced  that  al- 
though retiring  from  the  presidency  and 
all  connection  with  the  company,  he  felt 
moved  to  warn  the  stockholders  that  the 
meeting  was  loaded. 

"There  are  twenty-five  or  thirty  men 
planted  in  this  meeting  who  hold  a  couple 
of  shares  of  stock,  and  whose  instructed 
applause  is  to  give  you  a  false  idea  of  the 
sentiment  of  the  meeting,"  he  said. 

Porter  disclosed  the  fact  that  H.  J. 
Saunders,  the  insurgent  candidate  for  the 
presidency,  was  paid  a  salary  of  $10,000 
a  year  and  a  bonus  of  75  cents  a  thousand 
on  all  business  written  up  to  $3,000,000, 
and  $1.50  a  thousand  on  business  over  that 
figure. 

The  cost  to  the  company  of  doing  business 
was  145  per  cent  of  the  premium  on  insur- 
ance written,  he  said. 
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After  repeated  attempts,  led  by  Louis 
Oneal  of  San  Jose,  who  delivered  a  scathing 
criticism  of  Saunders,  the  latter  spoke  in 
self-defense.  This  followed  a  bitter  arraign- 
ment of  Saunders  by  Alden  Anderson,  in 
which  the  latter  accused  Saunders  of  lying 
to  the  board  of  directors.  This  Saunders 
denied. 

ALLEGED   LIES 

"In  answer  to  the  lies  that  have  been 
circulated  as  part  of  the  campaign  to  oust 
Warren  Porter,  I  want  to  state  here  that  I 
have  never  received  one  penny  from  this 
company  other  than  the  $5  fee  for  attending 
directors'  meetings,"  Anderson  said. 

"Nor  am  I  related  to  Warren  Porter,  as 
has  been  charged,"  hecontinued.  "Saunders 
told  the  directors  last  May  that  the  company 
was  'over  the  top'  and  could  soon  pay  a 
dividend.  In  November  he  said  the  com- 
pany's policy  was  all  wrong,  and  it  could 
not  be  successful  as  it  was  being  conducted." 

oneal' S   CHARGES 

Oneal  charged  that  Saunders  had  made 
his  campaign  to  secure  control  of  the  com- 
pany through  the  company's  agents. 

"These  men,"  he  said,  "canvassed  the 
stockholders,  spreading  suspicion,  distrust, 
and  even  hatred  of  Porter." 

"Saunders  spent  $7,500  to  secui'e  control 
of  this  meeting  tlirough  proxies,"  said 
Oneal,  "and  be  offered  to  spend  |5,000 
more  if  necessary." 

•  Saunders's  promises 

In  replying  to  the  attacks  made  upon 
him,  Saunders  said  he  had  launched  the 
insurgent  movement,  but  bad  done  so  to 
protect  jthe  stockholders'  interests. 

"If  elected  president  I  will  serve  without 
salary,"  he  said.  "I  will  pledge  myself  to 
reduce  the  expenses  of  the  company  at 
least  $30,000  a  year,  and  I  believe  the 
saving  will  be  much  more  than  that.  Every 
cent  over  $1000  a  month  I  make  under  my 
contract  I  will  refund  to  the  company,  and 
I  promise  that  we  will  pay  a  dividend  within 
a  year.  All  I  ask  is  one  year's  trial.  If  I 
don't  make  good,  throw  me  out  and  tear  up 
my  contract." 

The  following  paragraphs  are  taken  from 


the  San  Francisco  Examiner  of  Feb.  14: 

H.J.  Saunders,  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Western  States  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  was  elected  president  of 
that  organization  last  evening,  succeeding 
Warren  R.  Porter,  who  announced  that  he 
was  not  a  candidate  for  re-election. 

Saunders'  election  followed  a  prolonged 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  corpora- 
tion, which  resulted  in  what  is  known  as 
the  Ferine- Belshaw-Harris  faction  gaining 
control  of  the  corporation. 

These  three  men  were  leaders  of  a  re- 
bellion which  had  for  its  purpose  the  un- 
seating of  Porter,  former  Lieut.  Governor, 
and  Alden  Anderson,  Joseph  F.  Carlston 
and  Leopold  Michels,  all  of  whom  supported 
him. 

The  dramatic  feature  of  the  meeting  was 
when  Saunders  arose  to  defend  his  action  in 
leading  the  insurgent  against  Porter. 

Attorney  Louis  Oneal  of  San  Jose  pro- 
voked this  by  declaring  that  Porter  had 
considered  Saunders  his  best  friend, .  and 
that  ambition  had  caused  Saunders  to  take 
advantage  of  Porter's  illness. 

Saunders  declared  he  would  have  led  the 
insurrection  had  the  president  been  his 
brother.  Friendship,  he  said,  is  a  holy 
thing,  but  must  give  way  to  the  right. 

All  he  wanted,  he  said,  was  an  oppor- 
tunity to  prove  that  he  could  make  the 
organization  the  most  successful  life  in- 
surance company  west  of  the  Mississippi 
river,  and  at  the  same  time  reduce  expenses 
$30,000  a  year. 

Alden  Anderson,  who  had  made  a  speech 
opposing  Saunders,  suggested  that  the 
hitter's  plea  be  granted  and  that  he  be  given 
control  of  the  company  for  a  year,  and  an 
opportunity  to  prove  that  he  could  make 
good.     He  added: 

"If  he  does  not,  and  if  the  directors  who 
are  behind  him  do  not  make  good,  then  at 
the  end  of  that  year  we  will  tear  the  top 
off  the  Western  States  Life." 

This  threat  evoked  enthusiastic  api^lause 
from  the  700  stockholders  present. 

T.  G.  Crothers  was  appointed  by  the  new 
board  of  directors  as  general  counsel  for  the 
corporation,  succeeding  Otto  Irving  Wise.

Colorado 

The  Colorado  insurance  commissioner,  in 
his  annual  report,  says: 

"The  average  citizen  does  not  realize  the 
vast  importance  of  insurance  in  our  modern 
business,  economic  and  private  life.  With- 
out insurance,  business  would  be  almost  at 
a  standstill;  industry  could  not  survive. 
Insurance  has  in  recent  years  been  raised 
to  the  dignity  of  and  ranks  high  among 
professions. 

"Insurance  departments  exist  not  only 
for  the  purpose  of  supervising  insurance 
companies  in  a  methodical  and  effective 
manner,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
the  companies  to  give  more  efficient  service 
to  their  policyholders  and  educating  the 
public  as  to  the  benefits  of  insurance  pro- 
tection, and  also  along  the  lines  of  life, 
health  and  property  conservation." 

All  well  and  good,  Mr.  C.  W.  Fairchild, 
commissioner  of  insurance  for  the  grand  and 
glorious  women's  suffrage  state  of  Colorado. 

Colorado  issues  annually  about  15,000  in- 
surance licenses  and  has  supervision  over 
6,000  agents  and  brokers.  We  are  surprised 
to  read  in  Mr.  Fairchild's  report  that  "not 
many  years  ago,  in  order  to  get  the  business 
for  his  particular  company,  the  agent  in- 
dulged in  many  unethical  practices." 

It  appears  that  the  department  analyzes 
the  contracts  of  claimants  and  advises  the 
insured  whether  or  not  his  claim  is  a  valid 
one.  From  five  to  seven  claims  are  handled 
daily,  and  it  is  found  in  many  instances  the 
company  is  not  taking  advantage  of  techni- 
calities, but  that  the  facts  surrounding  the 
claim  have  not  been  fully  brought  to  its 
knowledge. 

The  insurance  department  regards  itself 
as  fortunate  in  being  able  to  say  that  a  most 
friendly  spirit  of  co-operation  and  construc- 
tion exists  between  it  and  the  various  in- 
surance companies  doing  business  in 
Colorado. 

The  average  fire  premium  rate  in  the 
Centennial  ^tate  is  $1.12,  which  is  the  low- 
est in  the  history  of  the  state.  Premiums 
were  the  highest  in  the  preceding  year.

Washington  charges  anon-resident  special 
agent's  license  of  $5,  and  an  adjuster's 
license  of  $10. 


Frank  Gotch,  who  had  the  grip  of  a 
grizzly  bear  and  a  general  Aiuscular  de- 
velopment that  a  Greek  model  might  have 
envied,  is  dead  at  forty-one,  says  the  Chi- 
cago Journal.

It  was  shown  that  Dr.  Paris  had  given  a 
note  when  the  payment  of  a  premium  was 
due,  and  that  a  balance  remaining  on  it 
had  been  collected  through  the  Nevada 
County  Bank  about  one  month  after  it  was 
due.

— Jury  in  Judge  Deasy's 
court  gave  widow  of  Lloyd  Darrell,  a  noted 
horseman  who  disappeared  eight  years  ago, 
a  verdict  of  $2,000  and  six  months'  interest.

The  annual  statement  of  the  Occidental 
Life  Insurance  Company  of  Los  Angeles  is 
a  very  good  one  indeed,  and  is  one  of  which 
the  management  may  be  justly  proud.

Acknowledged 

The  1917  volume  of ' '  Life  Insurance  Laws' ' 
just  issued  by  the  Association  of  Life  In- 
surance Presidents  to  its  members  is  the 
largest  book  of  this  series  in  the  history  of 
the  Association.  It  contains  732  pages  of 
new  laws  affecting  life  insurance  companies, 
24  pages  more  than  any  of  the  previous 
volumes,  notwithstanding  the  number  of 
new-  laws  is  five  fewer  than  the  previous 
high  record. 

The  present  volume  carries  three  new 
codes  which  were  enacted  in  Hawaii,  Michi- 
gan and  Oregon,  respectively;  eight  mora- 
tory laws,  which  are  of  only  general  interest 
to  life  insurance  companies  and  were  printed 
merely  for  information;  and  one  hundred 
and  four  pages  of  Federal  legislation. 

Wisconsin,  which  usually  heads  tlielist  in 
number  of  laws,  passed  eight  this  year, 
being  second  to  California,  which  passed 
nine.  There  was  a  total  of  fifty-eight  legis- 
lative sessions  during  the  year. 

Besides  the  forty-five  states  and  terri- 
tories and  Congress  holding  regular  sessions, 
there  were  ten  extra  sessions  in  these  same 
states. 


The  report  on  the  Fraternal  Aid  Union  of 
Topeka  was  favorable.  The  fact  that  the 
association's  policies  are  standard  form  at 
legal  reserve  rates  was  commended.  The 
officers  have  received  no  personal  financial 
benefits  from  any  of  the  merger  deals.  In- 
vestments are  good.  Rates  for  some  old 
member  classes  were  criticised  as  too  low. 
There  are  no  discount  settlements. 


Accident. — A.  M.  Barron,  ticket  agent  for 
the  San  Francisco-Napa-Calistoga  Eailway 
Company,  met  with  a  tragic  death  when  he 
jumped  from  a  moving  train,  His  sweater 
caught  on  the  truck  of  the  car  and  he  was 
dragged  fifty  feet. 

J.  L.  Boone,  receiver  for  the  Common- 
wealth Bonding  &  Casualty  for  California, 
has  accepted,  as  trustee  for  California  claim- 
ants, a  compromise  offer  made  by  the  sued 
officers  and  directors.  Some  $60,000  claims 
of  industrial  workers  had  previously  been 
paid  as  a  gift  by  the  state  of  California,  by 
"request"  of  the  former  governor .^ 
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Aetna  Insurance  Company 

The  cash  assets  of  the  old  .Etna  on  Janu- 
ary l3t  were  $29,833,490.  Hereafter  the 
company  may  be  referred  to  as  a  30-million- 
aire.  The  gain  last  year  was  $3,126,944. 
The  net  surplus  is  $8,206,199,  or  about  the 
same  as  a  year  ago.  The  Pacific  depart- 
ment is  in  charge  of  W.  H.  Breeding, 
general  agent. 

Receiver  of  Interinsurer  Sues  121  Persons 
and  Firms 

P.  A.  Bergner,  receiver  of  the  Insurance 
Exchange  of  Members  of  National  Retail 
Dry  Goods  Association,  has  filed  a  suit  in 
chancery  in' the  superior  court  at  Chicago 
for  collection  of  contingent  liability  of  mem- 
bers. A  large  number  of  losses  are  unpaid 
and  the  collection  is  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing them  and  the  expenses  incident  thereto. 
Some  121  persons  and  firms  are  made  de- 
fendants, who  are  scattered  over  the  United 
States,  and  amounts  demanded  range  from 
$10  to  over  |600.  Service  on  the  defendants 
was  procured  by  reading  to  the  director  of 
Trade  and  Commerce  at  Springfield,  111., 
and  leaving  a  copy  of  summons  for  each 
of  them. — National  Underwriter. 

The  director  of  Trade  and  Commerce  had 
been  appointed  attorney  to  accept  service. 


California  Rainfall,  —  The  February 
rains,  above  normal,  have  saved  the  crops, 
and,  it  is  hoped,  will  permit  additional  plow- 
ing and  seeding.  The  rains  were  heaviest 
where  most  needed.  About  sixty-five  inches 
of  snow  fell  in  the  mountains  and  has  begun 
to  pack.  So  far,  as  we  write,  the  seasonal 
rainfall  maybe  said  to  be  nearly  half  the 
normal  amount.  (States  farther  north  are 
not  complaining,  though  not  normally  wet.) 


Anaconda,  Mont.,  Feb.  5.— Fire  last  night 
was  discovered  in  the  elevator  shaft  of  the 
Anaconda  Standard  building.  Within  a 
few  minutes  flames  were  breaking  through 
the  roof.  A  high  wind  was  blowing.  Eight 
streams  soon  played  on  the  building.  The 
Elks  building  escaped.  Fire  appears  to 
have  started  in  the  old  press  room,  not  in 
use  except  to  store  a  small  lot  of  paper. 


Favorable  Coast  Ratios 

Figures  thus  far  reported  to  Coast  Review 
give  an  average  Coast  fire  loss  ratio  of  34 
percent.  If  this  proves  to  be  the  actual 
average  it  is  the  lowest  in  our  records, 
except  in  1907.  California  figures  yield  an 
average  of  37  percent. 

Death  of  Wallace  Everson 

In  Oakland,  February  14,  1918,  Wallace 
Everson,  for  many  years  engaged  in  insur- 
ance work  in  San  Francisco,  passed  away, 
aged  79  years  and  11  months. 

Wallace  Everson  in  the  70' s  was  the 
general  agent  of  the  New  England  Mutual 
Life  Ins.  Co.  for  this  Coast,  and  was  very 
successful.  His  contract  was  a  peculiarly 
favorable  one;  and  when  the  company  dis- 
continued extension  insurance,  he  sur- 
rendered his  contract  and  was  paid  a  large 
sum  of  money. 

The  Pacific  Surety  Company  of  San  Fran- 
cisco was  organized  by  Mr.  Everson.  He 
made  a  success  of  the  company  by  his  con- 
servative management  as  president,  and 
paid  the  stockholders  6  percent  dividends 
regularly  without  missing  a  quarter.  By 
his  advice  the  offer  of  $150  a  share  for  all 
stock  was  accepted,  after  he  had  refused  to 
sell  a  controlling  interest. 


Interests  affiliated  with  the  Independence 
Fire  of  Philadelphia,  which  already  control 
the  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  United 
Firemen's,  and  are  the  largest  holders  of 
the  stock  of  the  Peoples  National  Fire,  are 
offering  to  exchange  Independence  stock 
for  Peoples  National  stock  on  the  basis  of 
one  share  for  two. — Insurance  Journal. 


Portland.— At  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Commission  of  Public  Docks  the  insurance 
on  municipal  dock  No.  1  and  warehouse  A, 
located  there,  was  increased  by  $77,740. 
On  the  dock  proper  $282,500  had  been 
carried  and  that  was  increased  by  $70,300 
and  $7,440  was  added  to  $30,000  carried  on 
the  warehouse.  The  extra  insurance  was 
awarded  to  virtually  the  same  firms  which 
carried  the  former  policies.

Death 
claims  were  paid  last  year  in  twenty-five 
states  and  provinces.  The  permanent  funds 
are  now  $689,853.

Included  in  the  loss  is  $25,000 
worth  of  coffee.  The  cause  of  tiie  blaze  is 
unknown. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Feb.  1.— Fire  wrecked 
what  is  known  as  the  old  Canadian  Pacific 
Telegraph  building  here  early  today.  One 
Chinaman  refused  to  jump  into  the  life  nets 
from  the  top  floor,  and  as  far  as  is  known, 
was  killed.     Loss  was  estimated  at  $400,000. 

All  over  the  United  States  there  have 
been  fire  prevention  days,  and  the  fire  losses 
have  increased.  The  fire  loss  ratio  in  1917 
was  the  largest  since  1906.

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Hilo    Branching    Out   in    Fire    Protection 

Wlien  at  the  meeting  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  the  resolution  of  Super- 
visor Lyman  was  introduced  and  the 
text  of  it  was  immediately  grasped  by 
those  present,  it  was  seen  that  the 
county  Dad  had  provided  for  a  change 
in  the  whole  fire  department  system  of 
Hilo.  The  resolution  provided  for  the 
appointment  of  two  paid,  permanent 
firemen,  who  would  be  on  the  job  for 
the  getting  out  on  time,  and  the  opera- 
tion of  the  chemical  fire  engine  of  the 
department.  This  resolution  was 
finally  adopted  by  the  board  as  a 
whole. 

Mr.  H.  B.  Mariner,  although  not  a 
member  of  the  fire  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  was  asked  to  speak 
as  an  insurance  expert  and  as  one 
deeply  and  vitally  interested  in  fire 
questions  as  regards  Hilo.  He  spoke 
to  the  point  and  declared  that  there 
was  a  big  fire  risk  in  Hilo,  and  the 
Lyman  resolution  was  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.  The  proposition  to 
have  two  men  at  the  fire  station  ready 
to  take  the  chemical  engine  out  as 
soon  as  an  alarm  was  turned  in,  was  a 
good  one,  said  Mr.  Mariner. 

Asked  if,  when  approved  fire  fight- 
ing was  in  effect,  rates  would  be 
reduced.  Mariner  answered  by  saying 
that  the  rates  for  Hilo  were  lower  than 
any  other  place  where  the  same  risks 
of  fire  had  to  be  borne.  He  pointed 
out  that  if  fire-breaks  were  established 
throughout  the  city,  so  as  to  prevent 
a  general  conflagration,  conditions 
would  be  improved.  The  speaker  also 
^aid  that    if    a    general   conflagration 


happened  in  Hilo,  not  only  the  city 
but  the  outside  districts  which  de- 
pended upon  this  city  for  food  supplies 
would  be  put  into  a  state  of  dire  dis- 
tress. "Money  cannot  feed  people," 
declared  the  well  known  insurance 
man,  "and  insurance  against  financial 
loss  would  not  help  out  any.  We  have 
to  look  at  the  proposition  from  another 
point  of  view." — Hilo  Tribune.

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Night  Watchmen  Should  Be  Picked  Men, 
Not  Derelicts 

On  the  very  important  subject  of  night 
watchmen,  the  National  has  issued  the  fol- 
lowing warning. 

The  subject  of  watchmen  opens  a  big 
field  for  consideration.  The  prevaiHng  cus- 
tom among  manufacturers,  warehousemen 
and  others  is  tliat  of  engaging  as  night 
watchman  some  superannuated  employe  who 
is  no  longer  physically  able  to  earn  a  work- 
man's pay.  Such  a  watchman  may  make 
his  occasional  rounds  of  clock  stations  in  a 
purely  mechanical  way,  but  the  amount  of 
real  protection  which  he  furnishes,  especi- 
ally in  war  time,  is  very  small.  Generally 
he  can  be  avoided  with  ridiculous  ease  by 
any  one  who  is  in  the  place  with  hostile 
intent.  Or,  if  not  avoided,  his  overpowering 
is  a  matter  of  little  difficulty. 

There  are  really  few  subjects  in  'ire  pre- 
vention so  important  as  the  abrogation  of 
this  time-honored  custom  of  inefficient 
watchmen.     To    make   the  safeguarding  of 


our  production  of  supplies  depend  upon 
those  who  can  furnish  only  nominal  safety, 
during  the  hours  when  darkness  brings  the 
greatest  dangers,  and  this  in  a  period  of 
extensive  hostile  activities,  would  be  ludic- 
rous if  it  were  not  so  grave.  It  is  equiva- 
lent to  locking  the  windows  and  leaving  the 
front  door  open. 

Watchmen  are  charged  with  extraordinary 
responsibility.  They  should  be  picked  men, 
not  derelicts.  They  should  be  intelligent, 
courageous,  and  physically  active.  They 
should  be  sufficient  in  number  to  furnish 
real  protection.

Eleven  DamageSuits  Brought  by  Victmis 
and  Dependents 

Eleven  damage  suits  asking  from 
$10,000  to  $30,000  each,  which  grew 
out  of  the  North  Butte  mine  fire  of 
June  8,  were  heard  on  demurrers  and 
motions  by  Judge  Lynch,  at  Anaconda. 
Arguments  made  by  counsel  for  the 
plaintiffs  were  from  two  angles;  the 
first,  made  by  Attorney  H.  L.  Maury, 
representing  seven  clients,  contending 
that  the  compensation  act  is  unsonsti- 
tutional  for  the  alleged  reasons  that  it 
deprives  an  employe  of  access  to  the 
courts:  and  the  second,  by  Attorneys 
Mackel,  Tyvand  and  Sullivan,  chal- 
lenging the  jurisdiction  of  the  com- 
pensation act  in  the  cases  at  issue,  on 
the  allegation   that  the   clients  killed 


or  injured  had  completed  their  shifts 
and  were  not  in  the  einploy  of  the 
defendant  company  at  the  time  of  the 
death  or  injury.  Court  took  all  cases 
under  advisement. 

The  defendant  company,  on  behalf 
of  the  demurrer,  admitted  that  the 
compensation  act  deprived  an  employe 
of  his  civil  law  rights  in  mines  where 
the  mining  company  has  elected  to 
come  under  the  provisions  of  the  com- 
pensation act  and  the  plaintiff  had 
not  definitely  stated  at  the  time  of 
employment  that  he  would  not  come 
under  the  act.  Attorney  W.  B.  Rod- 
gers  maintained  that  the  compensation 
act  specifically  stipulated  the  remun- 
eration for  injuries  and  death,  and 
therefore  the  cases  were  without  cause 
of  action.

This  is  Kaiser  William  Hohenzol- 
lern's  war.  If  he  had  said  Nay  to 
Austria  -  Hungary  there 
would  have  been  no  war. 
If  old  Kaiser  Franz  Joseph 
had  not  known  that  Ger- 
many was  behind  him  there 
would  have  been  no  war. 
If  the  German  Csesars  had  not  known 
that  France  and  Russia  were  unpre- 
pared there  would  have  been  no  war. 
The  assassination  of  Austrian  arch- 
duke heir-apparent  was  the  long-hoped 
for  pretext.  Perhaps  his  assassins 
were  hired  by  his  own  people,  he 
having  two  sons  for  whom  he  had 
renounced  all  claims  to  the  throne  he 
expected  to  fill  soon,  but  one  of  whom 
might  later  make  a  ftghting  claim 
against  that  of  the  son  of  dissipated 
Otto. 


crats  challenged  America  to  fight   in 
defence  of  honor  and  humanity. 


The    military    genius    of   the    Ger- 
mans failed  them  when  they  grabbed 
Alsace-Lorraine    in   1871,   siezed  Bel- 
gium in   1914,  and    invaded    Italy  in 
1917.     The  bureaucrats  have  antagon- 
ized and  inflamed  the  world  and  have 
invited  and  perhaps  necessitated    the 
virtual  destruction   of  Germany  as  an 
empire.     When  safety  seemed  assured 
by  the  Russian  revolution,  the  German 
military  autocrats  disclosed  their  crafty 
designs  on    the    integrity   of    Russia : 
when    men  were   most    needed  in  the 
western  front  where  alone  the  war  will 
be   decided,   the    flower  of  the  grand 
army  was    transplanted  to  snow-cov- 
sred    and    mountain-bound    north    of 
Italy.     And     to    sink    without     pity, 
"without  trace",  the   helples   merch- 
ant ships  of  neutrals,   the   mad   auto- 


I  am  indeed  sorry  I  can  not  "lay" 
the  drouth,  or  the  cold  weather,  or 
the  floods,  or  the  tornadoes  to  the 
Kaiser  and  his  crowd. 


A  year  before  the  present  war  the 
German  reichstag  passed  the  Delbruck 
law,  which  is  a  "monument  of  bad 
faith . ' '  This  law  declares  that  although 
a  German  has  acquired  naturalization 
and  become  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  or  other  nation  foreign  to  Ger- 
many (and  has  sworn  loyalty  to  his 
adopted  country) ,  he  still  remains  a 
German  subject  by  the  sole  act  of 
registering  at  a  German  Consulate. 
Such  subject  is  thereby  released  from 
his  solemn  oath  of  service  and  loyalty 
to  his  adopted  country,  and  while  par- 
ticipating in  its  affairs  as  a  citizen  he 
remains  subject  to  call  by  his  kaiser, 
to  serve  him  in  any  way  in  the  event 
of  war.  This  Delbruck  law  helps  to  a 
better  understanding  of  the  rulers  and 
designs  of  Doitchlahnt. 


In  1900  the  Imperial  German  gov- 
ernment placed  with  the  Krupps  an 
order  for  75,0(>0  machine  guns,  "to  be 
completed  by  January  1,  1914."  Oth- 
er large  gun  orders  were  also  placed  at 
this  time.  That  was  getting  ready  for 
the  present  war,  with  some  certainty 
that  it  was  to  be  provoked  in  1914. 


The  success  of  the  Huns  would 
mean  perpetual  war,  intrigue  and  en- 
slavement, until  civilization  would 
cease.

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FIRE    PROTECTION 

Santa  Ana,  Cal.— "The  best  means 
of  getting  at  fire  prevention  in  Santa 
Ana  is  to  arrange  with  the  fire  chief  of 
the  city  to  reach  the  school  children,'' 
said  Eugene  Battles  of  the  F.  P.  B.  of 
the  P.  C.  "The  chief  must  look  to 
the  business  men  to  back  him  up  in 
securing  necessary  ordinances,  and  by 
co-operating  in  the  elimination  of  con- 
ditions that  make  fires  possible.  It 
should  be  a  personal  proposition  and 
everyone  should  get  behind  it.'' 

The  Pacific  Coast  bureau  is  now  pre- 
paring a  book  on  fire  prevention  for 
use  in  the  schools,  and  efforts  will  be 
made  to  have  a  lesson  on  this  work  at 
least  once  a  week,  if  boards  of  educa- 
tion can  be  induced  to  co-operate. 


Benicia,  Cal.,  .January  25. — ^A  strin- 
gent building  ordinance  bringing  the 
whole  city  of  Benicia  within  fire  dis- 
tricts, and  providing  for  better  fire 
protection  and  sanitation,  is  being 
formulated  for  passage  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

FIRE 

In  Fidelity-Phenix  v.  Williams,  77 
S.  156,  the  Alabama  supreme  court 
ruled  that  one  of  the  purposes  of  the 
iron-safe  clause  is  to  prevent  perpetra- 
tion of  fraud  by  assured  as  to  quantum 
and  value  of  goods  destroyed.  [We 
had  suspected  it  was  in  the  interest 
of  the  iron-?afe  dealers.]  Assured 's 
books  must  be  kept  in  the  safe  and 
they  must  be  so  '  'kept' '  by  the  keeper 
that  the  insurer  can  ascertain  the  pur- 
chases and  sales. 


Virginia's  governor  is  out  for  a  state 
fund  to  cover  fire  losses  to  state  pro- 
perties. He  is  shocked  by  the  discovery 
that  in  twenty  years  the  state  has  paid 
$195,000  fire  premiums  and  has  col- 
lected only  $55,000  for  losses. 

MARIN  E 

Ship  tonnage  sunk  by  submarines 
in  1917  was  nearly  three  times  as 
great' as  the  total  of  production  in  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain  during 
that  year,  which  produced  only  2,000,- 
000  tons. 


Harry  Nathan,  formerly  for  years  a  San 
Francisco  broker,  died  at  his  hotel  on  Feb. 
10,  1918,  after  a  long  illness. 


The  damaged  interned  103  German 
and  14  Austrian  ships  have  been  re- 
paired by  government  engineers  at  a 
cost  of  about  $30,000,000.  Knowing 
and  wishing  that  the  U.  S.  would  be 
forced  into  the  war  by  the  order  to 
resume  ruthless  submarine  warfare, 
the  German  rulers  ordered  their  in- 
terned commanders  to  wreck  their 
engines  according  to  previous  instruc- 
tions. In  one  day  after  Congress  de- 
clared war  all  the  interned  ships  were 
"put  out  of  commission"  indeed  for 
a  year  or  more,  as  supposed;  but  in  a 
week  or  so  they  began  to  return  to 
commission,  as  broken  cylinders  were 
repaired  or  recast.  No  bombs  were 
found,  for  tlie  German  commanders 
evidently  expected  the  war  to  be  over 
soon  and  the  interned  ships  returned 
to  them.  But  now  these  ships  belong 
to  Uncle  Sam  and  are  used  as  freighters 
and  transports.

Japanese  Word  with  No  Special  Meaning 

The  word  "Maru"  attached  to  the 
name  of  every  Japanese  merchant  ship, 
and  commonly  accepted  as  meaning 
"ship,"  has  no  especial  meaning,  ac- 
cording to  Captain  Takeshima  of  the 
Japanese  steamship  Hudson  Maru, 
recently  captured  and  released  by  a 
German   raider  in  the  South  Atlantic. 

Captain  Takeshima  said  that  the 
word  is  the  survival  of  a  Japanese 
custom  centuries  old.  He  explained 
the  origin  as  follows:  "There  are  two 
opinions  as  to  how  the  custom  origin- 
ated. One  of  the  stories,  which  I 
believe  is  the  correct  one,  is  that  in 
ancient  times  the  Japanese  attached 
'maru'  to  the  name  of  anything  pre- 
cious or  highly  prized,  as  a  sword  or 
a  baby.  It  was  first  applied  to  a 
ship's  name  about  2,000  years  ago, 
when  the  Empress  Jingo  sent  an  ex- 
pedition to  Korea.  She  added  the 
word  to  the  name  of  the  ship  that 
transported  the  troops  to  Korea. 

"Ever  since  then  'Maru'  has  been 
part  of  the  name  of  every  steamship 
or  sailing  vessel.  It  is  never  used 
with  the  name  of  a  warship.''

Cotton   in   California 

According  to  statistics  compiled  by 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates, 
there  were  117,000  acres  planted  to 
cotton  in  California  for  the  season  of 
1917.  This  is  more  than  double  the 
acreage  of  1916,  which  amounted  to 
52,000  acres,  while  that  of  1915  was 
but  39,000  acres.  Yield  per  acre  for 
the  1917  season  showed  a  decided  de- 
crease. Figures  for  1917  gave  an 
average  of  275  pound  per  acre;  1916, 
400  pounds  per  acre;  1915,  380  pounds 
per  acre.  While  the  yield  is  consider- 
ably less  than  that  of  past  years,  this 
still  is  the  highest  yield  per  acre  of 
any  State  in  the  Union.  Louisiana 
ranks  second  with  218  pounds  per 
acre . 

The  total  production  for  1917  a- 
mounted  to  67,000  bales  as  against 
44,000  bales  for  1916  and  29,000  bales 
for  1915. 

The  average  price  per  pound  for 
1917  was   28c;   1916,   20c;    Avhile  for 

1915,  11.2c  was  the  average  price. 
The  total  farm  value  of   the  cotton 

crop  for  California  was:  1917,  $9,380- 
000;  1916,  $4,362,000;  1915,  $1,- 
599,000. 

The  average  value  of  the  crop  per 
acre  was:  in  1917,  ^77.00  (the  highest 
valuation    reported    by    any    State) ; 

1916,  $80.00;   1915,  $42.56.

Clean  Honolulu 

Honolulu  proposes  that  by  ordinance  "all 
tenements  and  tenement  houses"  shall  have 
janitor  service.  Owner  shall  keep  a  janitor 
for  every  five  sleeping  rooms  or  apartments, 
or  for  one  house  if  with  fewer  sleeping- 
rooms.  Every  day  the  janitor  shall  sweep 
the  premises  three  times,  once  every  tliree 
hours.  All  refuse  must  be  burned  or  carried 
away  twice  a  day.  Toilets  must  be  disin- 
fected three  times  a  day,  at  intervals  of 
three  hours. 


Taxing  United  States  Bonds 

Washington,  March  6.— The  house  bank- 
ing and  currency  committee  today  declined 
to  report  a  bill  to  exempt  United  States 
bonds  in  the  hands  of  national  banks  from 
state  taxation.  The  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency favored  the  bill.  It  was  explained 
that  the  measure  would  reduce  state  re- 
venues. 

National  German  Alliance 

The  former  head  of  this  organization  is  a 
Philadelphia  fire  man  named  Hexamer. 
The  senate  at  Wasliington  has  under  con- 
sideration a  resolution  to  cancel  the  charter 
on  the  ground  tliat  it  is  an  unpatriotic  or- 
ganization. A  membersliip  of  more  than 
3,000,000  persons  is  claimed.  Full  par- 
ticulars of  the  propaganda  are  given  by 
Gustavus  Ohlinger  in  his  book  "Their  true 
Faith  and  Allegiance."  Among  the  objects 
of  this  organization  are  compulsory  teaching 
of  the  German  language  in  all  public  schools 
and  the  union  of  all  persons  of  German 
descent  in  this  country. 

High  Heels.— A  Washington  woman  ven- 
tured abroad  wearing  high-heeled  shoes 
when  the  streets  were  slippery  with  ice. 
Taking  a  tumble  slie  sued  the  city  for  dam- 
ages. The  supreme  court  ruled  that  she 
was  negligent.

Los  Angeles 

Chairman  Maynerd  McFie  of  the  Los 
Angeles   Fire   Prevention  Association  says: 

"In  a  short  time  a  Seattle  man  will  be 
here  to  speak  before  the  schools  along  the 
lines  of  fire  prevention.  A  school  of  firemen 
can  carry  on  a  campaign  of  education  which 
is  sure  to  result  in'keeping  insurance  rates 
down.  There  has  been  a  general  increase 
in  insurance  rates  in  Los  Angeles  of  about 
twenty  percent.  Approximately  $1,500,000 
in  premiums  are  passed  out  here.  The  im- 
portant thing  is  to  minimize  the  chances  for 
the  starting  of  fires.  Fires  as  a  general 
rule  start  through  carelessness  and  ignor- 
ance.' '

THE   MONTH 

A  quiet  month  in  the  insurance  world,  with  decreased  fire  losses, 
and  with  prosperous  reports  from  all  classes  of  insurers. 

There  seems  to  be  increasing  hostility  to  the  10  percent  flat  increase 
in  fire  premiums. 

President  Ide  of  the  Home  Life,  in  a  published  letter,  called  attention 
to  some  defects  in  the  administration  of  the  soldier  life  insurance  measure. 

The  Government  announces  that  more  than  12  billions  of  life 
insurance  has  been  written  on  the  lives  of  Ainerican  sailors,  soldiers,  and 
nurses,  by  the  Bureau  of  War-Risk  Insurance.  More  than  1,500,000 
persons  in  the  service  are  protected.  The  average  is  $8,085.  In  Febru- 
ary more  than  5  billions  was  written.  Time  has  been  extended 
to  April  12.  Automatic  insurance  ceased  on  February  12.  Hereafter 
all  who  join  the  Colors  must  apply  within  120  days. 

The  war  against  the  medieval  kesars  has  assumed  a  new  phase — one 
of  quiet  where  the  fighters  are,  and  of  great  German  activity  where  there 
is  no  organized  resistance.  Japan  and  Sweden  may  thereby  be  drawn 
into  the  Eastern  fighting  zone. 

The  Government  may  do  a  fire  as  well  as  a  marine  insurance  busi- 
ness, notwithstanding  the  abundance  of  private  protection  for  plants 
and  warehouses  and  mills,  etc. ,  helping  to  win  the  war. 

The  Government  urges  the  organization  of  War  Savings  Societies, 
We  urge  insurance  agents  and  brokers  to  do  so. 

No  rumors  of  importance  have  been  in  circulation. 
Insurers  generally  report  good  and  growing  business.

Disclosure — Evidence 

An  applicant  for  marine  insurance 
is  under  legal  obligation  to  disclose  all 
facts  material  to  the  supposed  risk; 
but  the  materiality  of  any  fact  not 
disclosed  is  as  much  a  question  of 
fact  as  that  of  nondisclosure  or  dis- 
closure. 

In  an  action  on  policies  protecting 
the  insured  against  war  risk  only, 
based  on  a  binder  issued  by  an  agent 
of  the  insured,  which  binder  specified 
no  warranties,  evidence  held  to  show 
that  the  underwriter  knew  that  the 
applicant  for  insurance  did  not  want 
insurance  with  warranties  as  to  neutral- 
it.y,  because  he  could  not  give  them, 
and  hence  that  such  applicant  was  not 
bound  to  disclose  that  his  nationality 
was  that  of  one  of  the  belligerents. 
War  Risk  Only 

A  mere  increase  of  sea  peril  by  re- 
moval for  belligerent  purposes  of  aids 
to  navigation  does  not  afford  ground 
for  recovery  under  a  policy  of  mari- 
time insurance  protecting  against  war 
risk  only. 

"Proximate  Cause" — 
Aids  to  Navigation 

That  cause  is  proximate  which  sets 
other  causes  in  motion,  and  an  inter- 
vening act  is  not  a  "proximate  cause," 
unless  it  is  efficient  to  break  the  casual 
connection- 


A  shipper  of  cotton    destined  to  a 
Swedish  port,  there  to   be  transhipped 
to  Austria,  which  country,  with   Ger- 
many, was  engaged  in  war  with  Great 
Britain  and  its  allies,  secured  a  mari- 
time policy  protecting  against  war  risk 
only ;    the  insurance  covering  the  risk 
of   capture,  seizure,  or    destruction  or 
damage    by  ixien   of    war,  by  letters  of 
marque,    takings    at    sea,    arrest,    re- 
straints,   detainments,     and    acts     of 
kings,  princes,  and  people,  authorized 
by  and  in  prosecution  of  hostilities  be- 
tween belligerent  nations.    The  master 
of   the    vessel,  intending  to  proceed  to 
a    Scottish    port    and  there  to  submit 
to  examination  by  British  authorities, 
was    boarded    by    a    British    cruiser, 
which   sent   an   armed  party  on  board 
and    directed    the    steamer   to    take  a 
particular  route    to    the    Scottish  port 
and  by  night.     During  the  night,  aids 
to  navigation  having  been  removed  or 
extinguished,  the   vessel  was  wrecked. 
The  master  of  the  vessel  relied  on  the 
alleged  superior  local  knowledge  of  the 
naval  officer  in  charge  of  the  boarding 
party.     Held  that,  as  the  vessel  would 
not  have  been  boarded,  or  directed  to 
proceed  during  the   night,  but  for    the 
war,  the  loss  was  the  proximate  result 
of    acts   authorized    in    prosecution  of 
hostilities,  and  hence  covered   by  the 
policy. 
"Binder" 

A  "binder"  is  used  in  marine  in- 
surance as  an  application  for  insurance 
made  on  behalf  of  the  proposed  insured 
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and    approved    by  the    insurer  or  his 
agent. 

BY  THE  COURT 

We  entertain  a  sinnilar  view  in  this  cause. 
Tiie  Hilary  did  not  say  to  the  Canadia,  "Go 
to  Kirkwall  as  you  intended;  the  lights  are 
out  and  you  must  pick  your  own  waj,"  but 
compelled  her  to  pursue  an  imposed  and 
dangerous  route,  and  especially  to  go  by 
night  in  charge  of  a  naval  officer  whose 
local  knowledge  was  perhaps  deficient,  and 
certainly  not  useful.  Not  only  did  a  bel- 
ligerent's necessity  create  the  peril  of  un- 
lighted  seas,  but  by  "acts  of  kings,  author- 
ized in  prosecution  of  hostilities,"  the 
Canadia  was  forced  to  run  risks  that  even 
in  time  of  war  she  could  and  would  have 
escaped  under  the  uncontradicted  evidence. 
Furthermore,  the  very  purpose  of  compelling 
such  navigation  was  to  prevent  aid  and 
comfort  reaching  enemies  of  Great  Britain; 
therefore  the  insured  cotton  was  lost  in  the 
continuing  process  of  detaining  the  ship 
that  carried  it,  for  purposes  of  search,  and 
seizure,  too,  if  the  facts  found  had  warranted 
it. 

Thus  we  find  no  intervening  cause,  break- 
ing the  casual  connection  between  the  con- 
trol assumed  by  the  Hilary's  boarding  party, 
and  the  loss  of  the  ship.  There  was  no  time 
when  the  shipmaster  was  left  to  navigate 
his  own  ship  in  his  own  way ;  she  was  lost 
while  he  was  doing  what  he  had  to  do.  A 
workman  compelled  to  handle  familiar  tools 
with  one  eye  blindfolded,  and  injured  by 
his  own  blundering  use  of  them,  is  in  truth 
injured  by  the  person  who  put  compulsion 
upon  him. 

For  these  reasens,  the  decrees  appealed 
from  are  affirmed,  with  costs.

Derrick  is  a   Building 

Under  accident  insurance  policy 
covering  death  from  the  collapse  of  a 
building,  the  term  "building"  included 
a  derrick  to  unload  sand  barges,  con- 
stituting the  upper  portion  of  a  con- 
crete structure,  the  collapse  of  a 
substantial  part  of  which  caused  in- 
sured's death. 
Collapse  of  a  Substantial  Portion 

Under  contract  of  accident  insur- 
ance, making  insurer  liable  for  death 
by  "the  collapse  of  a  building,''  liabil- 
ity arises  when  insured  is  killed  by 
collapse    of    any  substantial  portion  of 

building.

Promissory  Note  tor  Judgment 

Giving  of  promissory  note  when  so 
intended  held  sufficient  payment  of 
judgment  to  satisfy  liability  policy, 
but  not  sufficient  when  the  policy  re- 
quires that  the  judgment  be  paid  in 
money  before  liability  accrues. 

Insurer  against  loss  through  liability 
to  others  held  entitled  to  protect  itself 
against  difficulties  in  defending  by 
provision  in  policy  requiring  payment 
in  money  as  a  condition  precedent  to 

liability.

Renewal  Premium  Receipt — 
Delivery  Without  Payment 

Delivery  by  insurer  of  renewal  prem- 
ium receipt  without  payment  by  in- 
sured of  premium  due  on  accident 
policy  about  to  expire  is   merely  offer 
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on  part  of   insurer  to    enter  into   new 
contract,  and,  if  offer  is  refused  when 
tendered  by  agent  of  insurer,  such  re- 
fusal will  be  presumed  to  continue. 
Brawner  v.  Eoyal  Indemnity,  246  F.  637. 


Liability  Suspended  During  Default 

Provision  in  policy  that  insurer's 
acceptance  of  delinquent  premium 
should  reinstate  policy  as  to  accidents 
thereafter  sustained,  is  valid,  and  ex- 
cludes liability  for  injury  while  policy 
is  suspended  by  default.

Disappearance  Is  Not 
Sufficient  Evidence 

Under  policy  insuring  against  loss 
by  burglary,  theft,  or  larceny,  mere 
disappearance  of  article  is  not  sufficient 
evidence  of  larceny.

Making  False  Answer  He  Is 
Agent  of  Insurer 

Where  agent  in  scope  of  employment 
undertakes  to  prepare  application  and 
willfull}^  inserts  a  false  answer  to 
material  question,  he  is  agent  of  in- 
surer, and  not  of  applicant,  and  his 
knowledge  is  imputable  to  insurer.

Warranties 

Condition  agreed  to  by  indemnitee 
in  application  for  fidelity  insurance, 
which  is  material  to  the  risk,  made 
part  of  policy,  and  warranted  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  recovery,  is  a 
promissory  warranty.

Opening  Inner  Safe  by  Explosives 

Under  policy  covering  loss  from 
theft  from  fireproof  safe  by  persons 
entering  safe  by  tools  or  explosives, 
opening  of  inner  doors  by  explosives 
was  "entry  into  the  safe"  by  ex- 
plosives, and  it  was  immaterial  that 
outer  door  had  not  been  so  opened.

Bankers'   Bond 

Under  bond  guaranteeing  national 
banking  association  against  losses  from 
defalcations,  etc.,  of  employes,  held 
that  surety  was  liable  for  losses  of 
association  in  honoring  checks  drawn 
l3y  employe  on  his  account,  where  it 
did  so  relying  on  his  representations 
that  check  drawn  on  another  bank 
which  he  deposited  to  his  credit  was 
good  when  in  fact  it  was  worthless. 

Held,  despite  rider  extending  pro- 
visions of  bond  to  losses  occurring 
previous  to  bond,  and  not  covered  by 
bond  issued  by  another  company,  de- 
fendant was  liable  only  for  one  aggre- 
gate sum,  though  losses  during  each 
period  amounted  to  that  sum. 

Where  surety  bond  for  given  term 
was  renewed,  held,  that  defendant, 
though  liable  to  amount  of  principal 
sum  for  defalcations  occurring  during 
first  term,  might  be  held  liable  in  that 
sum  for  defalcations  occurring  during 
second  term. 

Statement  of  losses  by  national 
banking  association  through  defalca- 
tions of  employe  held  sufficient,  stating 
with  sufficient  particularity  to  sustain 
judgment  against  insurer  the  losses 
sustained.

Agent's  Estimate  on  Semitontine 
Policy — Effect 

A  paper  entitled  "A  Conservative 
Estimate  of  a  semitontine  Policy," 
inconsistent  in  several  respects  with 
the  conditions  of  the  policy,  was  shown 
to  an  applicant  for  life  insurance  by 
an  agent,  and  was  signed  by  the  agent. 
It  was  also  attached  by  the  agent  to 
policy  when  it  was  received  by  him 
from  the  main  office  of  the  insurance 
company,  and  it  was  then  forwarded 
by  him  to  the  insured  by  mail.  The 
application  and  policy  both  contained 
limitations  on  the  authority  of  the 
agent,  and  the  officers  of  the  company 
had  no  knowledge  of  the  existence  of 
the  paper  or  of  its  having  been  at- 
tached to  the  policy.  In  this  action 
to  recover  the  difference  between  the 
amount  due  under  the  policy  and  the 
amount  stated  in  the  "estimate,''  it  is 
held  that  the  policy  and  the  applica- 
tion constituted  the  contract,  and  that 
the  insurer  was  not  bound  by  such 
"estimate." 
Powers  of  Agents — Estimate 

An  agent  of  a  life  insurance  com- 
pany, the  limitation  of  whose  power 
is  set  forth  in  the  application  for  in- 
surance, which  limitation  is  expressly 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  applicant, 
cannot  vary  the  terms  of  the  policy  by 
an  estimate  of  results  of  the  policy  at- 
tached by  him  thereto.  166  N.  W. 
256. 

The  state  agents  of  defendant  Northwest- 
ern Mutual  Life  made  out  and  signed  the 
following  "  estimate  "  on  a  printed  blank 
form : 


"A  Conservative  Estimate  of  a  Semiton- 
tine Policy  in  the  Northwestern  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  of  Milwaukee,  Wis. 

Kind  —  20  Yr.  S.  T.  20  payment  life. 
Age— 36.  Amount  of  policy— $2,500.  An- 
nual premium  for  20  years— $87.25.  At  the 
expiration  of  20  years  you  can  choose  from 
the  following  options: 

First  Option 

Surrender  policy  and  take  your  entn-e 
share  of  its  earnings  in  cash,  namely: 

Guaranteed  reserve $1,377  90 

Surplus      1,766  17 

Total  cash  value $8,144  07 

Total  prems.  paid  to  the  company    1,745  00 

20  years  of  life  insurance,  and  prof- 
it on  investment  of     $1,399  07 

"J.  H.  Mockett,  Jr.,  Agent." 
The  second  and  third  options  are  not 
material  in  this  case.  According  to  plain- 
tiff's evidence,  Mockett  promised  that  this 
paper  would  be  sent  to  the  home  office  of 
the  company  at  Milwaukee  with  the  appli- 
cation, and  that  the  policy  would  contain 
the  same  when  it  was  delivered  to  him. 
Plaintiff  paid  the  first  premium,  and  soon 
afterwards  received  the  policy  by  mail  from 
Mockett  &  Son.  The  estimate  was  attached 
with  paste  to  the  second  page  of  the  policy, 
and  plaintiff  supposed  it  had  been  attached 
at  the  home  office.  Shortly  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  20-year  period  he  notified 
the  company  at  its  home  office  that  he 
elected  to  exercise  the  first  option  named  in 
the  "estimate"  and  take  the  casli  value  of 
$3,144.07  specified  therein.  In  reply  to 
this  letter  defendant  stated  that  it  knew 
nothing  about  any  such  option,  and  that 
the  "estimate"  had  never  been  signed  or 
authorized  by  it  or  by  any  one  for  it.  It 
offered  to  pay  $1,377.09,  the  guaranteed 
reserve,  and  $790  surplus,  with  interest, 
amounting  in  all  to  $2,167.97.  Plaintiff 
accepted  this  as  a  partial  payment. 

The  court  ruled  for  defendant  company, 
of  course.  Judge  Haraer,  concurring,  said: 
"I  concur  in  the  conclusion.  I  do  not 
thi'nk  that  the  policy  sued  on  justifies  a 
conclusion  that  the  paper  entitled  'A  con- 
servative estimate  of  a  semitontine  policy' 
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was  a  part  of  the  policy  itself.  The  paper 
probably  seemed  to  Kaley  to  have  come 
from  the  home  office,  but  it  was  signed, 
J.  H.  Mockett,  Jr.,  Agent.  It  did  not  pur- 
port to  be  more  than  an  estimate.  It  con- 
tained no  words  of  promise  but  it  was  a 
most  artfully  drawn  estimate  of  the  advan- 
tages likely  to  come  to  the  insured.  I  have 
no  doubt  that  the  paper  was  very  influential 
upon  Kaley.  It  may  have  appeared  to 
Kaley  that  the  company  put  out  the  'esti- 
mate '  and  '  authorized  '  tiie  figures.  The 
question  is  not  before  u?  to  determine 
whether  the  company  by  its  agent  did  Kaley 
a  wrong  for  which  it  might  be  liable  in  tort 
and  therefore  I  do  not  wish  to  be  under- 
stood as  saying  that  an  action  in  tort 
against  the  company  will  lie." 

False  Answers  No  Defense 

Inquiries  in  application  for  life  in- 
surance as  to  whether  applicant  had 
ever  used  liquor,  and  in  what  quanti- 
ties presently  and  in  past,  inhered 
in  report  of  insurer's  medical  examiner, 
so  that  false  answers  as  to  past  use,  in 
absence  of  fraud  on  examiner,  were  no 
defense  to  insurer,  under  Code,  §  1812. 

Report  on  applicant  for  life  insur- 
ance, made  by  insurer's  medical  ex- 
aminer by  answers  to  questions  as  to 
applicant's  physical  condition  in  num- 
erous specified  respects,  was  such  a 
report   as    is    contemplated    by  Code, 

11812.

"Premiums  When  Due" 

Under  a  policy  providing  that  a 
failure  to  pay  premiums  when  due 
shall  render  the  contract  void,  a  failure 
to  pay  any  one  premium  when  due 
worked  a  forfeiture. 
When  Creditor  Could  Sue 

Where    policy    was    payable    to    a 
creditor   as  her  interest  might  appear, 


the  deceased's  personal  representative 
was    the    proper    party  to  su6,  though 
under   Practice  Act,  §  18,  the  creditor 
could  sue  if  the  debt  were  not  paid. 
Benes  v.  Bankers' Life  Ins.,  118  N.  E.  443. 


Fraudulent  Answer  Invalidates 

AppUcant's  witholding  of  informa- 
tion that  he  had  consulted  another 
physician,  who  diagnosed  his  case  as 
myocarditis,  and  that  he  had  consulted 
another  physician  a  few  months  before 
his  application,  held  to  amount  to 
fraud  invalidating  the  policy. 

Whitney  v.  West  Coast  Life,  169  P.

Rehearing  denied.  Insured's  nephew 
physician  testified  that  he  had  been  con- 
sulted and  had  told  insured  that  he  had 
weakness  of  the  heart  muscles.  In  the 
application  this  information  had  been  with- 
held from  insurer. 

Decision  of  superior  court  of  San  Francisco 
(Judge  Deasy)  reversed. 


Assignment — Insured's  Option 

Where  a  life  policy  was  assigned  to 
secure  a  note,  the  insured  held  a  re- 
deemable title  to  the  policy  until  the 
asignee  took  steps  to  foreclose,  and  the 
asignee  could  not  take  advantage  of 
an  option  to  insured  to  surrender  the 
policy  after  the  last  annual  premium, 
and  demand  a  paid-up  policy,  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  insured.

Fraternal  Decision.— That  insured  paid 
increased  assessments  for  four  years  did  not 
constitute  ratification  of  estopping  bene- 
ficiary from  claiming  that  assessments  were 
illegal.

Valuation  of  Property  Insured 

In  an  action  on  a  policy  insuring  an 
automobile,  where  insured  in  the  trial 
court  did  not  stand  on  the  agreed 
valuation  of  the  car,  but  treated  the 
evidence  as  proving  value  under  an 
open  policy,  he  cannot  change  front 
on  appeal,  and  urge  that  the  policy 
valuation  controls. 
Effect  of  Verdict 

In  an  action  on  a  policy  covering  an 
automobile,  where  insured  did  not 
stand  on  the  agreed  valuation  of  the 
car,  but  treated  the  evidence  as  proving 
value  under  an  open  policy,  and  the 
issue  of  value  was  fully  tried  out  and 
submitted  to  the  jury  by  a  fair  charge, 
a  general  verdict  for  the  insurer  im- 
ports not  merely  failure  to  establish 
the  claimed  value,  but  may  be  taken 
as  a  finding  that  a  worn-out  car  was 
insured  so  much  beyond  its  worth  as 
to  amount  to  affirmative  fraud.

Documentary  Evidence 

In  an  action  on  a  policy  covering  an 
automobile,  value  being  in  is^ue,  where 
plaintiff  had  made  a  bill  of  sale  of  the 
car  to  his  vendor,  to  which  he  was 
not  a  party,  an  exhibit,  evidence  by 
photographic  enlargements  that  the 
consideration  expressed  in  the  bill  of 
sale  had  been  raised  from  $800  to 
$1,800,  was  competent.

Increase  of  Hazard 

Whether  hazard  was  increased  by 
reason  of  conducting  on  lease  of  in- 
sured premises  a  certain  business  is 
not  determined  by  fact  that  insurer 
charged  higher  rates  for  that  character 
of  occupancy  than  others. 

That  increase  in  hazard  by  reason 
of  a  change  of  occupancy  on  insured's 
lease  of  premises  would  not  avoid 
policy  unless  it  was  within  knowledge 
or  control  of  insured. 

The  renting  of  insured  premises  after 
writing  of    fire  policy,  held  not  an  in- 
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crease  of  risk  voiding  policy  which 
required  occupancy  and  authorized 
change  of  occupants  without  increase 
of  hazard. 

Whether  hazard  was  increased  by 
reason  of  conducting  on  lease  of  in- 
sured premises  a  certain  business  is 
question  of  fact.

Mortgagee  Could  not  Recover 

Where  mortgage  clause  appointed 
mortgagee  to  receive  proceeds  on  ac- 
count of  insured,  and  mortgagor's  sale 
of  property  avoided  policy,  and  con- 
ditions imposed  by  insurer  to  substitute 
purchaser  as  insured  were  not  complied 
with  until  after  loss  and  cancellation 
of  policy,  mortgagee  could  not  recover. 

The  mortgagor  sold  and  conveyed 
the  property,  which  act,  by  terms, 
rendered  the  policy  void.  The  mort- 
gage clause  provided  "subject,  how- 
ever, to  all  the  terras  and  conditions 
contained  or  referred  to  in  this  policy."

Oral  Agreement  to  Renew  Policy 

Where  an  authorized  agent  orally 
agreed  to  renewal  of  a  policy  and 
nothing  was  said  about  any  change 
in  the  terms  or  the  amount  of  premium , 
the  terms  of  the  new  policy  were  pre- 
sumed to  be  the  same  as  those  in  the 
old. 

Where  one  of  the  partners  in  an 
insurance  agency  knew  of  and  ac- 
quiesced in  a  renewal  by  an  employe 
of  a  fire  policy,  it  was  immaterial  what 
conversations  took  place  during  the 
fire  or  thereafter,  when  plaintiff  and 
defendant  were  looking  for  the  insur- 
ance policy. 


Change  in  Agency  Meantime 

Though  there  had  been  a  change  in 
the  partners  in  an  insurance  agency 
since  issuance  of  original  policy,  if 
agent  who  actually  wrote  the  policy 
continued  as  a  member  of  the  firm, 
the  insurance  agency  was  fully  advised 
as  to  the  old  policy  when  it  agreed  to 
a  renenewal  without  change  of  con- 
ditions and  presumptively  upon  the 
same  terms.

Builders  Relieved  of  Necessity  of  Placing 
Insurance  on  Vessels 

The  Emergency  Fleet  News  says,  in  its 
issue  of  March  18 : 

The  Insurance  Department  of  the  Emer- 
gency Fleet  Corporation,  which  was  organ- 
ized in  December,  1917,  was  established  to 
centralize  all  the  insurance  affairs  of  the 
corporation  as  a  unit  in  the  Auditing  Divi- 
sion. The  duties  of  this  department  embrace 
the  administration  of  all  matters  pertaining 
to  insurance  in  connection  with  properties 
in  which  the  corporation  is  interested,  as 
well  as  the  operation  of  a  scheme  of  self- 
insurance  in  connection  with  vessels  being 
built  throughout  the  country. 

This  plan  of  self-insurance,  commonly  re- 
ferred to  as  fund  insurance,  also  contem- 
plates the  assumption  of  insurance  risks  on 
plants  and  other  construction  and  extension 
work  undertaken  by  the  corporation  as 
owners,  including  the  manufacture  and 
transportation  of  materials  where  such  in- 
terests are  solely  at  the  corporation's  risk. 

The  principle  of  self-insurance,  as  it  ap- 
plies to  properties   and   vessels   owned   or 


under  construction  for  the  Emergency  Fleet 
Corporation,  was  determined  upon  by  of- 
ficials of  the  corporation  after  exhaustive 
study.  It  has  always  been  the  practice,  in 
connection  with  vessels  in  course  of  con- 
struction, for  an  owner  to  require  the  ship- 
builder to  furnish  insurance  of  the  broadest 
nature  to  protect  the  owner  for  cash  ad- 
vances or  other  investments  made  during 
the  process  of  building.  This  method  of 
self-insurance  constitutes  a  new  departure 
in  protection  of  shipbuilding  risks. 

Taken  From  Purchase  Price 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  builders  are  re- 
lieved of  the  necessity  of  placing  insurance, 
the  risks  of  building  being  assumed  by  the 
Insurance  Fund,  a  deduction  is  to  be  made 
from  the  contract  purchase  price  paid  for 
each  vessel  equivalent  to  the  sum  that  would 
otherwise  have  been  paid  for  the  customary 
insurance  protection.  The  sums  so  deducted 
are  to  be  held  in  reserve  to  cover  any  losses 
which  might  occnr. 

The  protection  afforded  by  the  insurance 
fund  on  vessels  in  course  of  construction 
extends  to  the  same  risks  that  are  covered 
by  the  form  of  insurance  invariably  carried 
by  shipbuilders.  This  form  of  insurance  or 
policy  is  known  as  "Institute  Builders  Risk 
Clauses,"  and  provides  security  against 
losses  of  the  most  liberal  character.  The 
risks  covered  in  plant  properties  and  on 
materials  include  loss  or  damage  caused  by 
fire  and  lightning  and  also  the  customary 
risks  of  transportation  where  a  movement 
of  materials  is  made.  Marine  floating  equip- 
ment owned  by  the  Emergency  Fleet  Cor- 
poration also  is  subject  to  the  arrangement 
of  self-insurance  against  loss  caused  by  the 
perils  of  the  sea.  Proper  reserve  will  be 
made  for  all  risks  undertaken.

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SELLING  LIFE  INSURANCE 

Selling  depends  more  on  the  seller  than 
the  buyer;  for  it  is  natural  to  buy  for  the 
sake  of  acquiring.     All  men  are  acquisitive. 

The  seller  should  always  present  his 
policy  or  contract  as  real  property  and  not 
as  a  wager  for  a  year.  This  may  seem  an 
absurd  statement;  but  it  is  based  on  the 
fact  that  manner  and  influence  are  affected 
by  thought.  If  the  salesman  regards  life 
insurance  merely  as  a  kind  of  gamble,  with 
a  wager  lost  yearly,  he  cannot  approach  a 
prospect  as  one  conferring  a  favor  by 
selling  him  more  than  value  received.  The 
policy  for  $5,000  is  actually  $5,000,  with 
merely  uncertainties  as  to  when  the  money 
is  to  be  delivered,  and  as  to  what  the 
cost  may  be.  The  cost  may  be  as  little 
a?  one  instalment,  or  it  may  be  many  in- 
stalment payments,  but  in  any  event  the 
buyer  gets  full  value  for  his  money.  He 
buys  real  property,  and  the  seller  should 
carry  that  thought  with  him  always. 


The  Spectator  Company's  very  interesting 
Hints  to  Agents  of  Industrial  Life  Compan- 
ies (price  50  cts,  by  W.  Meador,  Jr.)  con- 
tains the  following  suggestive  paragraphs  in 
the  preface : 

You  take  the  average  man  who  applies 
for  a  position  and  size  him  up.  He  might 
be  ambitious  and  a  hard  worker  but  could 
not  be  easily  adapted  to  the  insurance  busi- 
ness Then  again  you  may  take  a  bright 
young  fellow  and  he  will  get  a  clear  con- 
ception of  the  business  in  a  short  time  but 
will  have  a  lazy  streak  in  him  that  will 
make  him  worthless.  Again  you  may  se- 
cure a  man  whose  integrity  and  adaptability 
to  the  business  is  good,  but  he  will  fall 
down  on  sobriety. 

To  secure  a  good  man  he  must  have 
integrity,  sobriety  and  adaptability.  The 
first  thing  a  new  man  must  learn  in  taking 
a  position  with  the  company  is  loyalty.  If 
he  is  loyal  to  his, company  he  need  not  fear 
of  making  a  success.  He  should  be  ambi- 
tious for  promotion  and  work  for  better 
things. 


Bad  Weather 

Time  is  your  one  great  asset.  You  can't 
afford  to  lose  one  hour  just  because  it  snows 
or  rains  or  floods.  Time  is  your  magnificent 
raw  material  to  be  coined  into  dollars. 
Think  of  Agent  Herpick  working  up  there 
in  the  frozen  North— 'mid  surroundings 
much  harder  than  yours— with  the  ther- 
mometer 50  below— yet  mailing  $33,000  in 
two  weeks ! 

In  face  of  this  how  can  you  justify  to 
yourself,  your  family  and  your  company 
the  wasting  or  frittering  away  of  your  time 
just  because  the  weatlier  happens  to  be  not 
of  the  best?  Bad  weather  simply  means 
that  your  prospect  is  more  likely  to  be  in, 
less  likely  to  be  busy,  much  easier  to  get  at. 
Go  after  him  now. 

You  may  have  things  to  talk  about  that 
no  other  life  insurance  people  have,  you 
may  have  tools  to  work  with  that  no  others 
have,  but  you  haven't  a  single  hour  in  the 
day  more  than  the  other  man  has.  There 
will  be  just  as  many  hours  for  the  other 
fellow  in  the  week  beginning  March  2  as 
there  are  for  you— but  if  the  other  fellow 
works  during  every  one  of  these  bonrs  and 
you  don't,  he'll  come  pretty  near  getting 
i'ust  as  much  business  as  you  do,  even  when 
handicapped  by  inferior  arguments  and 
tools. 

You  are  the  only  man  who  can  control 
the  use  of  your  own  time.  You  are  the 
man  to  whom  this  time  is  of  the  greatest 
value.  During  the  coming  week  you  cannot 
afford  to  lose  even  an  hour.

Words  and  the  Voice 

What  kind  of  words  do  you  use  when  you 
are  interviewing  a  prospect  for  life  insur- 
ance? Do  you  know  that  your  words  and 
tonal  quality  mean  everything  to  you  in 
making  a  sale?  Weigh  your  words;  use 
plain,  simple  language,  eliminate  unusual 
words  from  your  selling*talk ;  there  should 
not  be  used  a  single  word  that  is  not  en- 
tirely clear  to  the  prospect.  Don't  talk  over 
his  head.  Speak  to  him  in  language,  and 
use  terms  and  expressions  that  he  can 
understand— that  fit    his    vocabulary;    put 
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yourself  in  his  place;  if  need  be,  and  it  is 
perhaps  more  germane  to  the  matter,  use 
such  expressions  as  "deposit,"  instead  of 
"premium";  "contract,"  instead  of  "pol- 
icy," "protection,"  instead  of  "insurance," 
and  so  on.  Never  use  terms  that  your 
prospect  does  not  fully  understand,  such  as 
"reserve  bases,"  "expectation,"  "mortality 
tables,"  et  cetera.  Judge  the  individual 
and  suit  your  conversation  to  his  power  of 
understanding.  Adapt  your  vocality  so  its 
tone  will  help  to  impress  the  meaning  of 
your  wo*rds.  Cultivate  flexibility  of  voice. 
Practice  putting  into  its  quality  pathos, 
sympathy,  grief,  cheer,  hope,  trust,  fear 
or  fright,  etc.  The  mellow,  mellifluous, 
rich  and  resonant  voice,  under  correct  con- 
trol or  modulation,  will  always  gain  favor- 
able attention  as  against  harsh,  irritable  or 
rasping  voice  quality.  Cultivate  the  former 
and  note  the  diff"erence  in  the  attention  you 
will  elicit  from  your  prospective  buyer. 
The  salesman  can  many  times,  by  a  sudden 
change  of  voice,  revive  a  prospect  whose 
mind  is  wandering. — Mo.  State  Bulletin.

Do  you  go  with  your  prospect  in  your 
talk,  instead  of  going  against  him  ?  Do 
you  lead  him  instead  of  oppose  him  ?  Are 
you  wise  enough  never  to  make  the  very 
bad  break,  "Let  me  show  you  where  you 
are  wrong?"  The  average  man  inwardly 
resents  the  inference  that  he  is  "wrong"  as 
to  anything;  he  may  know  he's  wrong  but 
he  don't  want  anyone  to  tell  him  so.  Show 
him  where  he  is  wrong  without  telling  him 
he  is  wrong,  and  do  it  in  a  mighty  pleasant 
way. 

Have  you  ceased  to  air  your  technical 
knowledge,  ceased  trying  to  impress  pros- 
pects with  it  ?  Instead  of  it  do  you  make 
things  plain  in  little,  simple  words  !  If 
not  you  better,  emphatically  better,  begin 
doing  it  right  now. 

Have  you  cut  out  talking  about  yourself, 
what  you  have  done,  tickling  your  own 
vanity  to  prospects?  It's  the  prospect's 
vanity,  not  yours,  that  you'll  tickle  if  you 
know  your  business. 

Do  you  think  in  five  and  tens  of  thous- 
ands or  in  little  one  thousands?  Some 
agents  stay  puny  producers  all  their  lives 
just  because  they've  got  themselves  into  the 
habit  of  thinking  in  "one  thousands"  in- 
stead of  several  or  many  thousands. 

If  you  come  to  a  place  in  your  interview 
with  a  prospect  where  you  think  your  tell- 
ing a  little  story  will  help,  make  the  story 
one  of  success,  not  failure  or  bard  luck. 
Think  and  talk  only  success,  never  failing, 
radiating  prosperity  —  feel  prosperous,  talk 
prosperous.  .  It's  catching.  —  Mo.  Life 
Weekly  Bulletin. 

Waste  no  time  on  dead  prospects.

After    the    War   Airplanes   May  Be    in 
General  Use 

There  are  amazing  possibilities  for 
the  further  development  of  air  naviga- 
tion, along  practical  lines.  Further 
improvements  of  planes  and  motors 
may  be  expected.  Some  inventive 
genius  may  even  discover  a  new  force 
or  a  way  to  control  the  ether  and 
reduce  the  gravity  of  motors  and 
frames  to  little  or  no  more  than  that 
of  air  itself.     Nothing  is  impossible. 

The  various  governments  of  the 
world  must  hereafter  maintain  air 
fleets  as  well  as  ocean  fleets,  and  must 
use  them  regularly.  They  must  also 
encourage  the  private  use  of  airplanes, 
so  that  there  may  be  reserves  of  ex- 
perienced aviators  to  call  upon  and 
an  abundance  of  machines  to  com- 
mandeer in  war  time. 

Privately  owned  French  automobiles 
saved  Paris  and  France  in  1914,  for 
with  them  it  was  possible  to  move 
troops  to  any  point  and  swifter  than 
by  rail. 

So  it  may  be  that  privately  owned 
airplanes,  in  necessary  number,  may 
some  day  save  America  by  destroying 
ships  and  submarines  and  scattering 
hostile  aviators  and  troops. 

Men  now  fly  hundreds  of  miles, 
some  day  they  will  fly  thousands  of 
miles,  without  a  stop.  Large  airplanes 
have  been  built,  and  larger  planes  will 
be  built,  capable  of  carrying  bombs 
and  guns,  and  ammunition,  and  firing 
crews,  and  food  and  mail,  and  of  de- 
stroying ships  and  submarines,  and  of 
responding  to  wireless  appeals  of  ships 
in  distress  at  a  speed  of  two  or  three 
miles  a  minute. 


The  government  of  this  country 
must  encourage  private  ownership  and 
increase  government  ownership  of  large 
and  small  aircraft,  even  if  it  be  neces- 
sary to  reduce  appropriations  for  rivers 
never  navigated.  This  encouragement 
to  private  enterprise  and  ownership 
may  take  the  form  of  long  distanae 
and  speed  stipulation  air-carriage  of 
mails  and  parcels.  • 

Aircraft  will  win  the  wars  of  the 
future  and  may  win  the  present  war 
of  the  autocrats  and  democrats. 

Underwriters  must  be  ready  to  in- 
sure airplanes  as  well  as  automobiles 
when  they  become  numerous  and  pro- 
fitable. Otherwise  the  government 
must  do  it.  It  was  recently  announced 
that  one  American  company  (the 
Queen)  is  ready  to  insure  airplanes.

Referring  to  our  skit  on  the  Far- 
mer's Mutual,  of  Chester,  which  ap- 
peared on  this  page  last  week.  Commis- 
sioner McMaster  writes  that  we  were 
'  'all  wrong''  in  stating  that  the  concern 
was  $1,000  in  the  hole.  He  says  that 
the  farmers  holding  policies  in  that 
company  have  given  it  a  "statutory 
lien,  not  only  on  the  buildings  insured, 
but  on  the  lands  on  which  these  build- 
ings are  situated.  "  That  fact,  accord- 
ing to  the  high  authority  of  the  state 
insurance  department,  indicates  that 
the  $1,277,000  of  insurance  carried  in 
the  company  is  secured  beyond  the 
shadow  of  a  doubt  by  mortgages  run- 
ning against  property  valued  at  possibly 
more  than  $5,000,000!  A  mortgage 
with  every  policy! — Southern  Under- 
writer.

Automobile  Fire  Loss  Claim 

Los  Angeles.— The  suit  of  G.  A.  Hemp- 
stead against  the  Commonwealth  Insurance 
Co.  of  New  York,  and  Thomas  R.  Lamb 
Co.,  Inc.,  local  agents,  is  in  court.  The 
suit  was  brought  to  collect  $1,400  insurance 
on  a  machine  belonging  to  Hempstead 
which  caught  fire  and  burned  on  the  high- 
way. Hempstead  sued  to  recover  §1,400 
on  the  policy,  alleging  that  the  car  was 
completely  destroyed  and  that  the  insurance 
company  declined  to  settle  on  the  ground 
he  had  not  served  written  notice  of  the 
loss  within  60  days  as  provided  in  the  pol- 
icy. The  plaintiflF  further  alleged  that 
agents  of  the  company  misled  him  by 
statements  as  to  the  notice  clause. 

The  defendants  denied  this  charge  and 
their  answers  set  forth  that  Hempstead  had 
misrepresented  the  facts  as  to  the  burning 
of  tiie  machine  and  that  it  was  only  partly 
destroyed  and  that  the  salvage  would 
amount  to  a  considerable  sum.  They  fur- 
ther set  up  the  defense  that  the  policy  was 
procured  through  an  independent  broker 
and  no  premium  was  tendered  to  the  de- 
fendants until  after  the  machine  was  burned 
and  that  the  premium  was  refused.

Covering  the  Pacific  West 
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WANTS   A   STANDARD    LIFE    POLICY 

Thinks   It  Will    Inspire    Confidence   and 
Help  the  State 

Editor  Coast  Review:  You  invite 
correspondence  and  complaints.  I 
therefore  take  my  pen  in  hand  to  let 
you  know  this  conclusion  of  mine, 
namely : 

A  standard  form  of  life  insurance 
policy  will  help  the  sale  of  life  insur- 
ance. 

A  standard  life  insurance  policy  will 
inspire  confidence. 

People  do  not  read  a  fire  insurance 
policy ;  therefore  the  state  has  imposed 
a  form,  and  the  renewal  of  the  con- 
tract, whether  in  one  company  or 
another,  is  an  actual  renewal;  and  the 
conditions  are  uniform  and  statutory, 
and  presumably  just  and  satisfactory. 
As  far  as  the  contract  is  concerned,  in 
the  mind  of  the  prospect  there  is  no 
suspicion  nor  hesitation. 

And  yet  the  contract  is  for  only  one 
year  or  perhaps  three  years.  The  state 
law  protects  for  this  brief  time. 

The  life  insurance  contract  runs  from 
five  years  or  more  for  term  insurance, 
and  from  twenty  to  thirty  for  endow- 
ment insurance,  and  for  possibly  a  life 
time  for  what  is  called  ordinary  (really 
extraordinary)  insurance.  But  the 
state  affords  no  protection,  no  uniform- 
ity, no  standard,  in  the  printed  part 
of  this  contract  covering  years — a  con^ 
tract  which  few  policyholders  read. 

My  proposition  that  the  state  should 
by  law  compel  the  issuance  of  a  stan- 
dard form  of  policy  by  all  life  insurance 
companies  is  one  which  I  am  strongly 
convinced    has   inerit   and   is  feasible. 


I  would  permit  safe  originality  and 
novelty  and  variety,  but  would  require 
that  such  additional  or  qualifying 
clauses  be  approved  and  appear  as 
riders  or  at  least  in  different  type  and 
ink,  thereby  persuading  the  attention 
of  the  prospect. 

With  the  stamp  of  the  approval  of 
the  state,  the  prospect  will  not  suspect 
he  may  be  tricked  or  fear  he  may  leave 
his  family  a  lawsuit,  if  he  buys  life 
life  insurance. 

I  would  like  to  hear  from  your  in- 
telligent readers  who  are  interested  in 
this  suggestion.  A  standard  form  of 
life  insurance  policy  may  be  nearer 
than  we  hope  or  fear.  Our  statesmen 
are  busy  fellows.  May  it  not  be  wiser 
for  life  underwriters  to  frame  the  stan- 
dard policy  law  than  to  have  it  framed 
by  ignorance  or  by  enmity?

Hold  regular  meetings,  two  a  week  if 
possible.  Get  up  interesting  programs. 
Read  letters  from  the  soldier  boys.  .  Have 
speakers  on  war  subjects.  "Put  across" 
the  big  idea  of  Thrift  to  Win  the  War. 

War  Savings  service  buttons  are  furnished 
free  to  all  members  of  these  societies.  The 
Government  will  be  behind  you  in  this 
patriotic  work.     Organize! 

—All  persons,  firms  and  corporations  de- 
siring to  USE  or  sell  distilled  spirits  for  other 
than  beverage  purposes,  will  be  required 
first  to  qualify  therefor  by  filing  with  the 
collector  of  internal  revenue  an  application, 
in  duplicate,  for  a  permit,  and  a  bond,  in 
duplicate,  to  be  approved  by  the  collector. 
Su3h  are  the  instructions  from  the  commis- 
sioner of  internal  revenue  relative  to  the 
enforcement  of  the  food  control  law,  in 
respect  to  the  use  of  alcohol.  Bond  costs 
$5  a  year. 

Stock  Broker.— Where  plaintiff  purchased 
bonds  on  margin  through  a  broker,  who 
purchased  them  through  defendant  broker, 
it  was  duty  of  defendant,  when  plaintiff"  was 
disclosed  and  ordered  a  sale,  to  inform  him, 
if  they  had  already  sold  bonds  and  had 
handled  transaction  as  a  short  sale.— Brown 
v.  Carpenter,  168  N.  Y.  S.  921. 


Broker. —  A  broker  is  bound  to  act  with 
utmost  good  faith  towards  his  principal, 
and  is  under  legal  obligation  to  disclose  all 
facts  within  his  knowledge  which  are  or 
may  be  material  to  matter  in  which  he  is 
employed,  or  which  hiight  influence  his 
principal's  action  with  reference  thereto.— 
246  F.  974. 


National  Bank  Paper  Money 

National  bank  notes  are  receivable  at  par 
in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  in  payment 
of  all  taxes  and  excises  and  all  other  dues 
to  the  U.  S.  except  duties  on  imports,  and 
also  for  all  salaries  and  other  debts  and 
demands  owing  by  the  U.  S.  to  individuals, 
corporations  and  associations  within  the 
U.  S.,  except  interest  on  public  debt.  These 
bills  are  secured  by  U.  S.  bonds  deposited 
with  the  National  Treasurer.

War  Incendiary  Fires 

National  Board  investigations  disclose 
fewer  incendiary  fires  than  had  been  sus- 
pected. Of  seventy-five  principal  ware- 
house and  factory  fires  in  1917  after  war 
was  declared,  only  four  were  surely  incen- 
diary and  only  six  others  were  probably 
incendiary  in  origin. 


The  per  capita  fire  loss  in  the  United 
States,  as  reported  to  the  National  Board 
by  adjusters,  in  the  year  1916  was  $2.10, 
a  gain  in  actual  loss  or  adjuster  reporting 
efficiency  of  39  cts.  We  infer  that  tiiis  is 
insurance  loss  paid,  aa  the  losses  paid  re- 
ported to  the  New  York  insurance  depart- 
ment for  that  year  amounted  to  the  same 
grand  total.

Ancient  and   Modern   Piracy  —  Managers 

and  Rounders  Who  Are  Twisters 

AYhen  Capt.  Kidd,  the  pirate  of  ancient 
days,  "sailed  the  seas  over"  in  search  of 
prey,  he  hoisted  the  black  flag  and  his  vic- 
tims could  either  fight  or  run.  They  knew 
that  the  black  flag  meant  no  quarter. 

The  modern  pirate  does  not  come  out 
boldly  as  Capt.  Kidd  did.  He  takes  no 
chances,  and  most  generally  he  sails  under 
the  flag  of  alleged  respectability.  The  chief 
object  in  life  of  the  modern  pirate  is  to  pull 
down.  He  hasn't  the  ability  to  upbuild, 
and  so,  if  he  happens  to  be  in  life  insurance 
he  goes  out  seeking  people  who  have  been 
converted  by  other  men  to  buy  insurance  of 
some  good  company,  and  dissatisfies  them 
by  insinuations  or  false  statements  as  to  the 
company  in  which  the  life  insurance  has 
been  bought. 

Life  insurance  is  one  of  the  highest  call- 
ings in  the  land,  and  thousands  of  high- 
grade  women  and  men  are  to  be  found  in 
the  ranks  of  the  salesmen  of  various  com- 
panies. It  is  therefore  strange  that  possibly 
no  other  calling  has  more  black  sheep,  or 
pirates,  than  the  life  insurance  profession. 
There  are  two  kinds  of  life  insurance  pi- 
rates—one is  the  pirate  manager  and  the 
other  is  the  pirate  soHcitor.  Neither  one  of 
these  gentry  knows,  and  they  don't  even 
care  to  know,  that  83  percent  of  the  insur- 
able people  of  Oregon  are  uninsured,  or  not 
adequately  insured,  and  this  83  percent  fur- 
nishes to  the  honorable  solicitor  a  practical- 
ly virgin  field  to  labor  in.  The  pirate  does 
not  seek  this  83  percent  to  make  converts 
of.  He  looks  principally  for  people  who  are 
already  insured,  and  by  misrepresentation 
endeavors  to  twist  the  insured  from  the 
company  he  is  already  in,  into  the  one  that 
the  pirate  happens  to  be  connected  with 
at  that  time.  Pirates,  as  a  rule,  are 
"rounders."  They  float  from  company  to 
company,  as  they  necessarily  must.  Their 
nefarious  ways  make  it  impossible  for  them 
to  accumulate  anything  and  eventually  they 
are  compelled  to  drift  out  of  the  business 
and  "take  a  job."  Unfortunately  the  pirate 
manager  supplies  their  places  with  the  same 
low  grade  material. 


The  pirate  manager  winks  at  everything 
his  solicitor  says,  and  if  the  solicitor  mentions 
to  him  some  lie  he  has  told  about  any  com- 
pany, the  manager  is  not  above  stamping  it 
as  being  true.  The  pirate  manager  goes 
further  than  that,  he  is  everlastingly  trying 
to  steal  away  the  solicitors  which  respectable 
companies  have  made  out  of  raw  material, 
and  he  frequently  succeeds  by  making 
promises  which  are  impossible  of  fulfilment, 
and  which  he  never  has  intention  of  fulfilling. 

A  case  recently  came  under  our  observa- 
tion where  the  manager  of  a  company,  and 
a  good  old  company  at  that,  spent  a  half 
day  in  trying  to  twist  a  seven-year-old  policy 
from  a  good  company,  but  without  success. 
The  same  time  spent  on  raw  material  would 
have  produced  good  results  in  new  business. 
Oregon  Life  Bulletin.

could  not  recover  from  the  ofiicer.— Fabre

INSURANCE  AND  INVESTMENTS 
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GENERAL 
Employers'  Liability 

In  the  opening  year  of  the  present  century 
the  net  premium  income  of  the  Employers' 
Liability  Assurance  Corporation  was  in  the 
neigliborhood  of  £400,000.  For  1916,  the 
increase  alone  over  the  figures  of  the  pre- 
cedingtvvelve  months  was  £592, 388(or  nearly 
one-and-a-half  times  the  sum  mentioned 
above),  the  net  premium  turnover  rising  to 
£2,456,204.  That  is  to  say,  in  the  com- 
paratively short  space  of  a  decade-and-a-half 
an  advance  of  a  round  £2,000,000  in  annual 
premium  receipts  has  taken  place.  The 
corporation,  however,  was  always  vigorous, 
as  is  sufficiently  shown  by  the  fact  that  the 
aggregate  of  the  net  premiums  received 
from  the  commencement  of  operations  in 
1880  down  to  the  3ist  December  last,  is 
expressed  by  the  magnificent  total  of  £23,- 
485,985 — giving  an  annual  average  of  up- 
wards of  £650,000  over  the  whole  of  the 
36-year  period;  and  a  further  channel  for 
business  has  been  made  available  this  year 
by  tlie  extension  of  the  corporation's  powers 
so  as  to  include  the  transaction  of  marine 
insurance.  —  Post  Magazine. 

This  London  company  has  now  about 
118,000,000  assets. 


The  Home  of  New  York  has  completed 
arrangements  with  the  Standard  Accident 
of  Detroit,  for  the  issuance  of  a  combination 
automobile  policy,  under  which  all  forms  of 
coverage  will  be  granted,  including  fire,  lia- 
bility, collision  and  property  damage. 

The  new  joint  policy  will  be  ready  for 
issuance  on  or  about  March  15th. 


Accident  Decision. — Where  policy  insured 
against  accidental  injuries  for  certain  sum 
and  twice  such  amount  if  injury  occurred  on 
public  conveyance,  a  petition  seeking  dam- 
ages in  larger  sum  authorizes  recovery  for 
smaller  amount.

American  Paper  Money 

The  Federal  Eeserve  notes  are  acceptable 
for  all  taxes,  customs  and  other  public  dues, 
and  are  redeemable  in  gold  on  demand  at 
the  treasury  department  of  the  United 
States  in  the  city  of  Washington,  or  in  gold 
or  lawful  money  at  any  Federal  Reserve 
bank. 

The  U.  S.  gold  certificates  are  payable  in 
gold  coin  to  the  bearer  on  demand.  Tlie 
X's  bear  the  portrait  of  Michael  Hillegas, 
first  treasurer  of  the  U.  S.  The  XX' s  have 
Washington's  portrait. 

The  U.  S.  silver  certificates  are  payable 
in  silver  dollars.  They  are  receivable  for 
customs,  taxes  and  all  public  dues,  and 
when  so  received,  may  be  reissued. 

The  old  U.  S.  greenbacks  or  legal  tenders, 
issued  under  act  of  Mai'ch  3,  1863,  are  a 
legal  tender  at  face  value  for  all  debts  public 
and  private,  except  duties  on  imports  and 
interest  on  the  public  debt.  Counterfeiting 
thereof,  or  having  in  possession  any  paper 
imitation  or  counterfeit  plate  or  impression, 
is  punishable  by  $5,000  fine  or  15  years' 
imprisonment  or  both,  all  which  is  printed 
on  the  green  back.  The  outstanding  amount 
of  this  fiat  money  is  about  $300,000,000 
issued  in  the  Civil  War,  when  pretty  much 
all  the  gold  and  silver  in  the  country  was  in 
hiding.  Worn  out  bills  have  been  reissued. 
In  deference  to  the  wishes  of  voters  who  do 
not  know  that  nearly  all  the  country's 
financial  transactions  are  through  the 
medium  of  bank  checks,  this  Civil  War 
"temporary"  legal  tender  money  has  never 
been  canceled. 


A  California  autoist  has  been  given  an 
indeterminate  sentence  or  from  two  to  ten 
years  in  state's  prison,  for  running  down 
and  killing  a  woman  and  her  baby. 


California  state  employees  are  now  paid 
in  currency,  for  the  first  time.  The  law- 
permits  the  exaction  of  taxes  in  gold,  but 
currency  and  certified  checks  are  accepted. 


The  Employers  Indemnity  of  Kansas  City 
has  been  expelled  from  the  Health  and 
Accident  Underwriters  Conference.

Jesse  S.  Phillips,  superintendent  of  insur- 
ance, yesterday  transmitted  to  the  legisla- 
ture his  annual  report  setting  forth  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  insurance  department  during 
the  year  1917. 

The  report  deals  with  accomplishments 
in  the  field  of  insurance  during  the  past 
year,  and  also  with  important  recommenda- 
tions for  the  future  conduct  of  many  branch- 
es of  the  insurance  business. 

40  Per  Cent  Life  Gain 

It  appears  from  the  report  that,  notwith- 
standing the  entry  of  the  United  States  into 
the  European  war,  the  percentage  of  in- 
crease in  the  life  insurance  business  in  1917 
is  at  least  40  percent  greater  than  the  in- 
crease of  1916.  The  outstanding  event  in 
the  life  insurance  field  was  the  mutualiza- 
tion  of  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society 
of  the  United  States,  which  was  made  poss- 
ible by  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature.  In  a  carefully  prepared- 
memorandum  attached  to  his  report,  the 
superintendent  explains  in  great  detail  the 
history  of  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  So- 
ciety, showing  clearly  the  previous  condition 
of  the  company  and  the  difficulties  which 
liad  to  be  overcome  in  accomplishing  its 
mutualization.  Supt.  Phillips  also  shows 
the  plans  prepared  and  adopted  by  the  com- 
pany for  the  acquisition  of  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock,  and  finally  the  recent  approv- 
al by  him  of  these  plans,  as  a  result  of 
which  the  control  of  this  large  life  insur- 
ance company  will  hei-eafter  be  exercised 
by  its  policyholders. 

Fire 

In  the  field  of  fire  insurance,  Supt.  Phil- 
lips refers  to  the  work  necessitated  by  the 
proclamations  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  affecting  insurance  companies  of  ene- 
my or  ally  of  enemy  countries,  which  finally 
prohibited  such  companies  from  doing  any 
further  business  in  the  United  States. 

He  also  gives  in  detail  the  companies  af- 
fected by  the  federal  edicts  and  shows  that 
the  annual  statements  as   of   December   31 , 


1916,  of  the  United  States  branches  of  these 
companies  show  total  insurance  in  force  of 
13,656,379,816;  assets  amounting  to  $38,- 
144,325;  and  total  premium  income  for  the 
year  $30,649,593. 

Supt.  Phillips  also  calls  attention  to  the 
fact  that  on  Jan.  1,  1918,  the  new  standard 
fire  insurance  policy  went  into  effect  and  is 
now  being  used  by  all  fire  insurance  com- 
panies transacting  business  in  this  state 
other  than  (!0-operative  fire  insurance  cor- 
porations. 

State  Rate-Making 

Considerable  space  is  devoted  to  the  ques- 
tion of  fire  insurance  rates,  on  account  of 
the  numerous  rate  increases  which  have 
been  effected  during  the  past  year,  culmi- 
nating recently  in  an  additional  general  ad- 
vance of  10  percent  on  all  fire  insurance 
rates  throughout  the  state.  Supt.  Phillips 
believes  that  the  entire  rate  question  is  and 
always  will  be  a  troublesome  one,  but  that 
there  is  little  hope  of  appreciable  improve- 
ment in  the  situation  for  the  present  year, 
because  of  the  great  volume  of  fire  losses, 
largely  due  to  the  ever-present  fire  waste 
which  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  a  trait  of 
the  American  people.  He  believes  also 
that  statutory  reduction  of  rates  or  state 
rate-making  will  not  solve  this  perplexing 
problem,  for,  if  fire  losses  are  to  be  paid  it 
is  essential  that  sufficient  premiums  in  the 
aggregate  be  collected  for  that  purpose,  as 
well  as  to  provide  against  the  ever-exiating 
conflagration  hazard,  w'hich  can  never  be 
entirely  eliminated. 

Workmen's  Compensation 

The  superintendent  also  calls  attention  to 
the  tendency  of  carriers  of  all  kinds  to  dis- 
criminate in  favor  of  the  larger  and  against 
the  smaller  employers,  by  requiring  the 
payment  of  a  fixed  minimum  premium, 
which  results  in  a  heavy  increase  in  the 
effective  rate  applicable  to  the  small  em- 
ployer. In  taking  a  pronounced  stand 
against  this  practice,  he  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  department  counsel  has  filed 
an  opinion  to  the  practical  effect  that  the 
minimum  premiums  now  in  force  constitute 
an  unfair  discrimination  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Insurance  Law,  and  gives  warn- 
ing that  unless  carriers  themselves  promptly 
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remedy  the  situation  it  will  be  his  duty  un- 
der the  law  to  order  the  discrimination 
removed. 

Group,  Etc. 

The  remainder  of  Mr.  Phillips'  report 
deals  with  matters  which  have  been  in  the 
past  and  are  now  the  subject  of  legislation. 
Among  the  most  important  of  these  are 
Group  Insurance,  Fraternal  Insurance,  and 
Whole  Family  or  Juvenile  Insurance. 

With  reference  to  group  insurance,  Mr. 
Phillips  shows  the  enormous  proportions  to 
which  this  business  has  grown,  by  stating 
that  on  December  31,  1917,  there  was  estim- 
ated to  be  insurance  of  this  class  in  force 
amounting  to  $300,000,000.  He  believes, 
however,  that  it  is  necessary  that  safeguards 
he  placed  about  the  writing  of  this  kind  of 
insurance  also,  in  order  to  avoid  possible 
dangers,  and  gives  in  detail  the  report  of 
tiie  National  Convention  of  Insurance  Com- 
missioners held  in  St.  Paul  last  year,  which 
report  defined  group  insurance  and  recom- 
mended the  enactment  of  this  definition  into 
law  in  the  various  states.  By  this  definition 
group  insurance  is  limited  to  employees  and 
not  less  than  fifty  in  number. 

Mr.  Phillips  reiterates  his  previous  argu- 
ments against  the  enactment  in  this  state 
of  a  bill  allowing  the  writing  of  the  whole 
family  or  juvenile  insurance  on  the  plan 
which  has  been  allowed  in  several  other 
states.  He  heretofore  has  insisted,  and  still 
insists,  that  the  whole  family  protection  bill 
must  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  all 
new  business  shall  be  written  upon  an 
adequate  rate  basis,  but,  on  account  of 
circumstances  which  he  relates,  is  willing 
to  withdraw  his  objection  to  the  passage  of 
such  a  bill  in  this  state,  provided  there  shall 
be  at  least  one  class  of  life  insurance  for 
adult  members  with  adequate  rates  to  which 
juvenile  members  can  be  transferred  upon 
attaining  the  adult  age. 

Kansas 

The  Kansas  state  insurance  superintend- 
ent demanded  from  the  companies  an  ex- 
planation of  the  10  percent  increase  in 
premium  rates.  The  explanation  does  not 
satisfy  him.     He  does  not  believe  that  pol- 


icyholders should  be  made  to  pay  for  the 
capital  tax,  the  corporation  income  tax  and 
the  excess  profits  tax.  Other  state  insur- 
ance commissioners  are  opposing  an  advance 
based  on  these  special  taxes. 


Items 

Auto-Owner  Pays. — W.  J.  Locke,  Spokane, 
was  awarded  $3,000  for  the  death  of  his  little 
son,  killed  by  the  auto  of  Dr.  R.  A.  Greene. 
The  supreme  court  ruled  it  would  not  be 
fair  to  say  that  a  pedestrian  has  not  as 
much  right  on  a  public  street  as  a  vehicle, 
ifhe  is  not  obstructing  traffic. 

Died. — Charles  H.  Barry,  president  of 
tlie  Pennsylvania  Fire,  died  suddenly, 
March  10,  in  Philadelphia.  He  had  just 
resigned  the  presidency  of  the  company. 
Probably  Mr.  Barry  received  his  "death 
blow"  when  the  Pennsylvania  was  purchased 
by  the  North  British  &  Mercantile.  The 
sale  of  the  old  company  was  a  shock  to  its 
new  president,  Mr.  Barry,  for  thereby  his 
cai-eer  as  a  fire  underwriter  was  virtually 
ended. 

In  common  with  every  other  user  of  ex- 
plosives, or  ingredients  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  explosives,  the  photographer, 
whether  professional  or  amateur,  must  be 
provided  with  a  federal  license  if  he  would 
escape  arrest  and  being  subject  to  imprison- 
ment for  a  year  and  a  fine  of  $1000. 

E.  G.  Richards,  United  States  manager 
of  tlie  North  British  &  Mercantile,  will 
succeed  President  Barry  of  the  Pennsylvania, 
who  resigned  last  week,  as  of  March  15, 
and  who  died  this  week. 

Life  insurance  dividends  and  annuities 
are  returns  of  principal  and  are  not  income 
taxable. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  cars,  many  shingle 
mills  in  the  Northwest  must  close  down.

junction with  him. 

Hooper 

The  Fireman's  Fund  announces  the  ap- 
pointment of  Sam  D.  Hooper  in  eastern 
Washington  and  the  Panhandle  of  Idaho, 
headquarters  at  Spokane,  to  succeed  Niran 
B.  Swett.  Mr.  Hooper  was  formerly  success- 
fully engaged  in  the  local  agency  business 
at  Eugene,  Ore.  He  has  spent  the  past  two 
months  in  San  Francisco,  familiarizing  him- 
self with  the  work  in  the  head  office. 

Swett 

Mr.  Swett  is  one   of   the  Fireman's  Fund 
boys,  who  had  worked  his  way  through  the 
office  to  the  position   of   special  agent,  and 
has  successfully  developed  and  handled  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  field  in  California,  and 
later  on  the  eastern  Washington  field.     The 
company    expresses    its    regret    at    losing 
so  valuable  a  field  man,  but  is  happy  in  the

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Payable  to  Mortgagee  as  His  Interest  May 
Appear 

The  British  Cohimbia  Financial  Times  of 
February  16  contain:?  a  paper  by  E.  Spencer, 
on  the  Mortgage  Clause,  read  before  the 
Vancouver  Insurance  Institute.  Mr.  Spencer 
says  this  clause  is  extensively  used  in  Van- 
couver, "where  practically  every  building 
is  mortgaged." 

We  quote  further: 

It  is  a  well  established  principle  in  insur- 
ance law  that  a  fire  insurance  policy  con- 
taining a  mortgage  clause  becomes  a  special 
contract  with  the  mortgagee  and  that  the 
mortgagee  is  not  bound  by  the  conditions 
which  restrict  the  rights  of  the  assured. 
This  is  brought  about  by  the  provisions  of 
the  mortgagee  clause  which  state  "that  the 
policy  shall  not  be  invalidated  by  any  act 
or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  mortgagor"  in 
so  far  as  the  mortgagee's  interest  is  con- 
cerned. There  is,  however,  a.  limit  to  the 
proviso,  for  although  liberties  may  be  taken 
with  the  printed  portion  of  the  policy,  the 
written  portion  must  always  be  respected. 
As  an  instance,  I  might  mention  the  co- 
insurance clause,  which  if  not  complied  with 
and  applicable,  would  impair  the  rights  of 
recovery  of  the  mortgagee  the  same  as  it 
would  the  assured. 

This  special  contract  between  the  com- 
pany and  the  mortgagee  comes  into  ex- 
istence as  soon  as  the  mortgagee  clause  is 
attached  to  the  policy,  but  does  not  become 
active  until  there  is  some  default  or  breach 
of  conditions  of  the  policy. 

We  very  often  find   in   the  wording   of    a 

policy,  "Loss,  if  any,  payable  to , 

mortgagee,  as  his  interest  may  appear,  as 
per  mortgage  clause  attached."  This  clause 
is  a  very  troublesome  one,  and  has  on  many 
occasions  made  the  companies  pay  losses 
for  which  they  were  not  liable.  The  in- 
tention of  the  clause  is,  that  loss,  if  any, 
shall  be  payable  to  John  Doe,  mortgagee, 
as  his  interest  may  appear  as  mortgagee,  the 
balance,  if  any,  to  go  to  the  assured.  The 
courts,  however,  construe  the  words  "as 
his  interest  may  appear"  to  mean  such  in- 
terest which  by  proper  proof  can  be  shown 
to  exist  at  the  time  of  the  fire.  Jolin  Doe, 
mortgagee,    just  designates  who   John    Doe 


is;  as  his  interest  may  appear,  covers  any 
interest  he  may  have  in  the  property  at  the 
time  of  the  fire,  whether  it  be  that  of  mort- 
gagee or  owner. 

There  is  no  need  for  the  clause,  as  the 
company  would  pay  the  amount  due  the 
mortgagee,  the  balance  going  to  the  owner 
without  the  clause  on  the  policy. 


Thumping  the  Underwriters 

Hoquiam,  Wash. — That  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  wlien  an  end  will  be  brought  to 
the  domineering  of  fire  underwriting  boards 
over  small  cities,  and  for  that  matter  the 
larger  ones,  too,  is  the  prediction  of  city 
officials  and  automobile  dealers.  Many  be- 
lieve it  will  be  brought  about  by  protests  to 
state  legislatures. 

Hoquiam  is  held  up  as  an  example  of 
drastic  requirements  of  the  fire  underwrit- 
ers. Only  such  fire  apparatus  as  the  under- 
writers specify  and  accessories  they  recom- 
mend can  be  used.  In  this  connection  the 
fire  truck  tire  controversy  has  been  aired 
extensively  here  of  late,  in  connection  with 
the  tires  for  the  new  Studebaker  truck. 
The  Goodrich  company's  representative  in 
Seattle  interviewed  the  fire  underwriters' 
bureau  on  the  subject  of  other  tiian  airless 
tires  on  Studebaker  trucks,  which  the  un- 
derwriters allow  in  outlying  fire  stations. 

"The  outcome  of  the  visit,"  says  a  letter 
to  the  Walker  garage  here,  "was  very  unsat- 
isfactory in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  local 
board  is  guided  purely  by  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  National  Fire  Underwriters'  bu- 
reau and  not  open  to  investigation  or  con- 
viction regarding  the  adaptability  of  any 
other  tire  to  this  class  of  work.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  the  local  board  seems  to  know 
nothing  about  tires  except  that  the  Dayton 
airless  is  unafl'ected  by  punctures  and  con- 
sequently has  a  wider  factor  of  safety  than 
an  infiated  tire." 

The  Dayton  people,  manufacturers  of  the 
airless  tires,  to  the  Walker  company  write 
that  for  commercial  purposes  an  airless  tire 
is  made  only  in  the  Ford  sizes  and  the  tires 
made  for  the  heavy  fire  rigs  w^ould  not  fit 
the  Studebaker  trucks. — Washingtonian.

Two  members  of  the  city  council,  Messrs. 
True  and  Conaway,  are  local  insurance 
agents.  Councilman  Mallard  asked  if  it 
were  a  fact,  as  he  understood  was  claimed 
by  some  heads  of  departments,  that  the  city 
could  not  legally  accept  insurance  at  "cut 
rates."  Assistant  City  Attorney  Stephens 
said  he  knew  of  nothing  that  would  prevent 

it- 
Councilman  Conaway  volunteered  the  in- 
formation that  his  own  experience  showed 
that  for  some  reason  there  was  a  reluctance 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  county  officials  to 
accept  such  insurance.  The  only  reason  so 
far  as  he  could  find  out  was  a  mistaken 
belief  that  such  insurance  was  irregular, 
but  he  declared  that  this  was  not  in  many 
cases  the  fact. 

Councilman  True  then  asked  Conaway  if 
he  did  not  represent  both  board  and  non- 
board  companies^  and  whether  insurance 
could  not  be  transferred  from  one  to  the 
other,  to  which  Conaway  replied  : 

"All  of  the  board  insurance  held  by  the 
city  could  be  placed  in  nonboard  companies 
today  at  a  lower  rate  than  the  city  is  now 
paying  " 

Whereupon  the  councilmen  saw  a  light 
and  heard  a  voice  say,  "This  is  worth  look- 
ing into."  A  lower  rate  on  city  property 
will  be  asked,  as  proof  that  rates  in  Los 
Angeles  are  too  high. 


Metal  Paper-Basket 

A  Honolulu  insurance  man  purchased  an 
art  metal  waste  paper  basket  at  a  few  dol- 
lars cost  one  afternoon  and  on  entering  his 
office  the  next  morning  discovered  the  bas- 
ket full  of  ashes,  the  papers  in  the  basket 
having  burned  during  the  night.  This 
metal  basket  saved  his  office  and  perhaps 
the  destruction  of  the  entire  building. 
Further  than  this,  he  saved  the  valuable 
records  of  his  business  which  he,  himself, 
could  not  cover  by  insurance.— E.  J.  Reed, 
in  Honolulu  Star- Bulletin. 


Kalispell,  Mont.,  Feb.  26.— The  largest 
fire  that  Kalispell  has  had  in  years  occurred 
about  8  a.  m.,  when  fiames  broke  out  at 
the  Kalispell  Drugstore,  owned  and  operated 
by  John  W.  Broadwater  and  Dr.  A.  Howe.

General 
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Federal  Fire  Insurance  Proposed 

An  extension  of  federal  war  insurance  to 
include  fire  risks  essential  to  the  conduct 
of  the  war  is  proposed  in  a  bill  framed  by 
an  adviser  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

It  is  provided  that  the  sum  of  $5,000,000 
be  set  aside  as  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  and  writing  munition  plants, 
storage  supply  plants,  mills,  wareliouses, 
transportation  equipments,  adjacent  prop- 
erty, etc. ,  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

The  insurance  will  cover  every  hazard  to 
which  the  property  is  exposed  by  the 
elements  and  explosive  materials.  Inspec- 
tion and^rating  bureaus  will  be  required  to 
turn  over  to  the  government  maps,  plans, 
rates  and  other  data  on  the  properties 
which  the  government  for  war  purposes 
will  insure.  The  bureaus  will  be  compen- 
sated, but  of  course  the  states  will  lose  the 
taxes  on  the  premiums  heretofore  collected, 
and  the  companies,  agents  and  brokers  will 
not  be  indemnified. 

The  proposed  government  fire  insurance 
is  a  foolish  measure,  and  is  socialistic  be- 
cause unnecessary.  The  fire  companies  do 
not  employ  Germans  as  inspectors,  ad- 
justers, examiners  or  policy  writers — and  new 
federal  regulations  efl'ectually  cover  infor- 
mation which  might  reach  and  aid  tlje 
enemy.

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LOOKING  BACKWARD 

The  Pacific  Mutual  jSews  of  February  12 
is  to  US  older  friends  a  specially  interesting 
number. 

Vice  President  Rich  J.  Mier  is  there  with 
his  picture  and  "Some  Reminiscences."  He 
is  reminded  that  the  Pacific  Mutual  is  older 
than  the  first  continental  railroad.  In  1885 
the  employment  of  the  first  stenographer 
was  regarded  as  a  luxury  and  an  extrava- 
gance. The  company's  first  accident  claim 
was  for  an  injury  occurring  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  policy  was  issued. 

Vice  President  Danford  M.  Baker  writes 
of  the  time  when  the  company  opened  an 
office  east  of  the  Missouri  river,  in  1891, 
with  him  as  general  agent.  In  the  old  days 
rebating  and  high  pressure  methods  were 
in  vogue. 

Secretary  C.  I.  D.  Moore  tells  the  story 
of  the  Pacific  Mutual.  The  preliminary 
work  of  organizing  was  done  in  the  latter 
part  of  1867.  The  charter,  never  changed, 
provided  for  life,  accident  and  health  in- 
surance. The  only  surviving  incorporater 
of  a  half  century  ago  is  D.  W.  Earl,  a  re- 
tired Sacramento  merchant  now  living  in 
San  Francisco. 

The  first  president  was  Leland  Stanford, 
builder  of  the  Central  Pacific.  Jos.  Crack- 
bon  was  first  secretary.  Shreiber  &  Howell 
were  the  first  general  agents.  Dr.  W.  R. 
Cluness,  Sr.,  entered  the  medical  service 
of  the  company  in  1868.  Portraits  of  this 
gentleman,  and  Dr.  George  A.  Moore, 
president  for  about  a  quarter  -  centnry; 
Leland  Stanford,  Jno.  M.  Kilgarif,  with  the 
company  longest,  since  1876;  Thomas  Cox, 
since  1877;  W.  A.  Jenkins,  since  1886;  and 
Mrs.  L.  L.  Mills,  nee  Grace  BuUard,  the 
company's  first  stenographer — all  in  this 
interesting  issue  of  the  News.

Sheppard  Homans  died,  lying  on  a  park 
bench,  after  removal  from  a  street  car. 
Homans  was  an  astromoner,  an  actuary, 
and  organizer  of  the  Provident  Savings 
Life,  with  new  features  devised  for  him. 

The  Life  Ins.  Clearing  Co.  of  St.  Paul, 
which  insured  impaired  lives,  itself  became 
impaired  and  latgr  retired. 

Stiles  E.  Mulford,  manager  for  ^Manhattan 
Life  in  the  Northwest,  died  from  apoplexy. 

In  southern  California  seventy-two  M.  E. 
clergymen  signed  an  endorseuient  of  the 
assessment  Ministerial  Life  of  Los  Angeles, 
as  offering  the  safest  and  best  life  insurance 
anywhere.     Where  is  it  today  ? 

The  Coast  Review  announced  "the  mean- 
est man  in  the  world,"  a  Canadian,  who 
sued  for  the  recovery  of  $211  premiums  paid 
for  insurance  on  his  life  "without  his  con- 
sent." 

FIRE 

The  fire  underwriters  of  San  Francisco 
gave  Manager  Robert  Dickson  of  the  Royal 
Exchange  a  farewell  dinner.  Poems  were 
read  by  W.  S.  Du  Val  and  Leslie  Wright. 

Coast  Review  published  a  fine  portrait  of 
Edward  Hall,  manager  for  the  Royal  Ex- 
change of  Portland. 

The  Mutual  Fire  of  New  York,  trans- 
formed into  the  Manhattan  Fire,  reinsured  in 
the  Union  Assurance  of  London. 

Coast  Review  printed  a  portrait  and  biog- 
raphy of  Edward  Hall,  then  Northwest 
manager  for  the  Royal  Exchange. 

Nearly  all  the  companies  made  holiday 
presents. 

Confessor  Jacobs  died  at  Portland.  He 
confessed  that  he  had  sprinkled  inflamma- 
ble liquids  about  the  store  and  on  the  goods 
of  Jacob  and  Marcus  Wolf.  Wolf  sued  the 
insurers  for  $50,000  alleged  damages  for 
assisting  in  their  prosecution.

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SOLDIER  INSURANCE 

Term  Insurance  with  Increasing  Annual 
Premium— Confusion  as  to  Premium 
Payments— Government  Makes  Noth- 
ing by  Lapses

Chairman    of   Committee   of   Insurance    Men    Ap- 
pointed by  Treasury  Department 
N.  Y.  Times,  March  3 
The  law  provides  that  soldiers  and  sailors 
may  apply  for  insurance  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  $10,000   for  each   applicant,  the 
government  charging   the    lowest    possible 
premium  which  should  be  charged  for  such 
insurance  under  ordinary  peace  conditions 
and  assuming  the  expense  which  may  arise 
from  increased  mortality  under  war  condi- 
tions.    It  is  simple  term  insurance,  and  the 
premiums  increase  year  by  year  as  the  age 
of  the  insured  increases. 

In  consideration  of  this  measure,  the  In- 
surance Committee  appointed  by  the  Treas- 
ury   Department  favored  the  general   plan 
proposed,  but  objected  to  the  idea  of  charg- 
ing any  premium  to  the  applicant,  because 
of  the  great  administrative  expense  involved 
and  the    danger   of  dissatisfaction    in    the 
future   because  the    amount    of   insurance 
taken    was   to   depend    upon  the  selection 
made  by  the  soldier,  whose  mind  was  fully 
occupied  with  the  new  activities  involved  in 
his  military  training.     This  committee  rec- 
ommended that  a  fixed  amount  of  insurance 
(such  as  the  nation  could  afford)  should  be 
given  without  charge  to  every  fighting  man, 
feeling  that  the  premium  charge  proposed 
was  too  small  to  be  of  great  value  and  its 
collection  would  only  lead  to  confusion  and 
tremendous  expense.     All    the  other    pro- 
visions   of  the   bill    (allotment,    allowance, 
disability  compensation,  &c)  are  gratuitously 
given  to  all  alike. 

One  of  the  objects  of  the  bill  was  to  fore- 
stall future  pension  legislation,  and  the 
committee  felt  this  could  only  be  accom- 
plished if  there  was  no  chance  for  future 
dissatisfaction  under  the  operation  of  the 
present  plan.  Dissatisfaction  would  cer- 
tainly cause  future  remedial  legislation. 


The  Plan 

How  is  the  plan  working  out  ? 
The  original  plan  was  to  have  all  applica- 
tions from  men  now  enlisted  made  before 
Feb.  12.     This  time  has   been  extended  to 
April    12.      We    are  told   that    more    than 
$9,000,000,000  insurance   has   already  been 
applied    for,    and    the    average    amount  is 
about  $8,000  per  individual.     The  estimate 
of  the  promoters  of  the  measure  was  that  25 
percent  of  the  fighting  force  (on  a  basis  of 
1,500,000  men  this  would  be  375,000)  would 
apply  for  insurance  averaging  about  $2,500 
each.     This  would  make  a  total  of  $937, 500,- 
000  (  about  one-tenth  of  the  result  already 
attained) .     The  appropriations  made  in  the 
bill  were  based  upon  the  above  estimate. 
Beneficiary  and  Premiums 
Changes     of    departmental     rulings     or 
vagueness  in  the  rulings   have  led  to  con- 
fusion.    The   beneficiary   under  the  policy 
is   fixed    by    law    and    limited    to    certain 
relations  of  the  insured.     Most    premiums 
will  be   paid   by   deduction   from  pay.     In 
some  instances   outsiders    have    desired  to 
pay  the  premiums,  the   beneficiary   being 
selected   as    prescribed    by    law.      In    the 
Treasury    Department's  first  bulletin,  Oct. 
15.  there  is  no  limit  made  as  to  who  may  be 
allowed  to  pay  the  premiums. 

Jn  a  letter  of  Jan.  31,  from  the  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  Campaign  Council,  Bureau  of 
War  Risk  Insurance,  John  L.  Way,  chair- 
man, the  following  clause  occurs:  "When 
the  application  is  filed  by  a  third  party,  a 
certified  check,  draft  or  money  order  cov- 
ering premiums  for  at  least  three  months 
must  accompany  the  application."  Nothing 
is  said  here  as  to  any  limitation  as  to  who 
may  be  allowed  to  pay  the  premiums. 

In  a  later  communication  from  the  Treas- 
ury Department,  the  following  occurs: 
"The  insurance  can  be  paid  for  either  by 
deductions  from  the  soldier's  pay  or  by  a 
member  of  his  family."  This  introduces  a 
new  limitation. 

Contradiction 

In  another  bulletin  from  the  Treasury 
Department,  No.  4,  entitled  "Uncle  Sam's 
Insurance  for  Soldiers  and  Sailors,"  in  a 
questionaire  the  following  occurs:  Q.     How 
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can  my  premiums  be  paid  ?  A.  By  deduc- 
tions from  any  deposit  with  the  government 
or  paid  direct  to  the  bureau  by  yourself  or 
some  one  for  you."  Here  there  is  no  limi- 
tation. 

In  one  case  an  attempt  was  made  to 
secure  insuranca  for  $10,000  on  the  life  of 
a  sailor  who  signed  the  application  with  the 
understanding  that  premiums  would  be 
paid  by  an  outsider,  the  beneficiary  being 
the  mother  of  the  sailor.  Naval  authorities 
here  stated  that  such  a  transaction  could 
not  be  allowed  because  it  had  been  ruled 
that  outsiders  could  not  pay  the  premium 
upon  a  soldier's  or  sailor's  insurance. 

In  a  dispatch  to  The  Evening  Sun  of 
Feb.  18,  Mr.  Delanoy  of  the  War  Insurance 
Bureau  is  quoted  as  having  said:  "Attempts 
have  been  made  by  persons  not  in  the  army 
to  take  out  insurance  on  men  in  the  service, 
but  the  attorney-general  has  ruled  that  no 
other  person  can  take  out  insurance  except 
a  wife,  child  or  widowed  mother  of  the 
applicant." 

It  will  be  readily  seen  from  this  brief 
summary  that  confusion  and  dissatisfaction 
are  sure  to  arise  from  such  indefinite  and 
shifting  regulations.  Clear  rulings  should 
be  made,  should  be  widely  published,  and 
having  been  published  should  be  adhered 
to. 

Million  Checks  a  Month 

In  the  dispatch  above  alluded  to  the 
testimony  before  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee  by  Mr.  Delanoy  is  interesting  as 
indicating  the  complexities  arising  xinder 
the  present  insurance  plan.  "  We  may 
therefore  have  to  send  out  later  on  from 
500,000  to  1,250,000  checks  each  month. 
We  have  not  now  the  mechanical  equip- 
ment to  do  this,  and  we  are  sending  out 
checks  by  old-fashioned  hand  methods." 

Term  Insurance 

It  was  further  stated  that,  as  the  insur- 
ance under  these  policies  was  really  only 
good  for  one  month,  the  profit  to  the  gov- 
ernment on  lapsed  policies — that  is,  in  cases 
where  a  soldier  failed  to  keep  up  his  insur- 
ance—  would  be  large.  The  fact  seems  to 
be  entirely  lost  sight  of  that  this  insurance 
is  term  insurance  and  that  the  lapse  of  a 


term  policy  can  never  be  a  source  of  profit 
to  the  insurer,  as  there  is  no  reserve  or 
deposit  on  term  insurance  policies,  and 
consequently  no  forfeiture  of  any  such 
reserve  to  the  company  or  the  nation 
issuing  such  a  policy. 

Farther,  Mr.  Delanoy  is  quoted,  although 
we  think  there  must  have  been  an  error  in 
this  quotation,  as  saying:  "The  percentage 
of  lapsed  policies  was  carefully  considered 
in.  the  American  Experience  Table  of  Mor- 
tality upon  which  the  insurance  is  based." 

The  original  bill  provides  for  "allotments" 
by  the  soldier  and  "allowances"  by  the 
government  to  the  families,  both  of  which 
call  for  intimate  knowledge  of  the  depend- 
ents  of  each  soldier,  and  these  dependents 
may  change  from  month  to  month.  Com- 
pensation for  death  or  disability  is  also 
given  gratuitously  by  the  government. 
This  calls  for  similar  facts  in  regard  to 
the  family,  and,  further,  a  periodical  re- 
examination of  all  disabled  fighting  men 
The  payments  under  the  insurance  part  o\ 
the  bill  are  to  be  made  in  monthly  install- 
ments, and  any  changes  which  may  arise  in 
the  beneficiaries  under  these  policies  will 
call  for  immediate  changes  which  may 
occur  in  any  month.  The  fact  that  the 
premium  on  these  term  policies  changes 
every  year  necessitates  an  accurate  record 
of  the  exact  date  of  birth  of  every  fighting 
man,  in  order  that  these  premium  changes 
may  be  properly  made.

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AN    EQUIPMENT    FOR    FIGHTING 
GRAIN  FIRES 


By  M.  B.  Pratt,  in  California  Forestry 

The  first  systematic  attempt  to  control  the 
ravages  of  grain  fires,  which  are  such  a 
serious  menace  to  the  grain  fields  of  the  San 
Joaquin  and  Sacramento  Valleys,  appears 
to  have  been  made  by  Herbert  A.  Schultze, 
a  public  spirited  merchant  of  Dixon,  Solano 
county,  Cal. 

At  the  beginning  6f  the  period  of  fire  dan- 
ger, Mr.  Schultze  equipped  a  truck  with 
twelve  one-gallon  fire  extinguishers,  three 
ten  gallon  milk  cans,  pails  for  recharging 
the  extinguishers,  fire  fighting  tools,  such 
as  shovels,  hoes  and  sacks.  Ranchers  in 
the  vicinity  of  Dixon,  which  is  a  grain  cen- 
ter, were  informed  that  this  machine  would 
be  sent  to  fight  grain  fires  at  their  request, 
and  that  no  charge  for  services  would  be 
made.  As  a  result  seventeen  fires  were  ex- 
tinguished last  season,  and  much  grain  has 
been  saved,  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  desti-oyed.  In  one  instance,  a  fire  had 
burned  thirty  acres  of  grain  by  the  time 
work  was  begun  on  it.  It  was  extinguished, 
after  covering  a  total  of  forty  acres.  This 
fire  was  nine  miles  from  Dixon,  and  was 
reached  twenty-one  minutes  after  word  was 
received.  » 

The  Way  It  Is  Done 

Upon  notification  of  a  fire,  the  truck  is 
loaded  with  men  from  town,  neighboring 
ranchers  also  lending  their  assistance,  so 
that  enough  men  are  on  hand  to  handle  the 
equipment.  It  requires  twelve  men  to  ope- 
rate the  extinguishers,  three  men  to  follow 
up  with  wet  sacks,  and  three  men  to  re- 
charge the  extinguishers.  Any  extra  men 
.  can  be  employed  with  shovels,  wire  brooms 
or  hose.  One  extinguisher  can  smother 
three  hundred  feet  of  fire.  Men  with  wet 
sacks  follow  up  those  with  the  extinguishers 
to  see  that  the  fire  is  completely  put  out. 
The  fire  referred  to  above  was  extinguished 
after  forty-eight  charges  had  been  used. 
These  charges  consist  of  bi-carbonate  of 
soda,  which  is  mixed  with  water  and  placed 
in  the  body  of  the  extinguisher.  In 
the    top    of    the    extinguisher    is    a     rack 


containing  a  bottle  of  sulphuric  acid.  When 
ready  for  use  the  extinguisher  is  reversed, 
which  causes  the  contents  of  the  acid  bottle 
to  become  mixed  with  the  soda  solution. 
The  mixture  of  the  acid  and  soda  develops 
a  force,  suflacient  to  project  the  liquid  fifty 
feet  or  more  from  the  nozzle  of  the  extin- 
guisher. When  the  liquid  comes  in  contact 
with  the  fire,  a  gas  is  generated  which  acts 
as  a  blanket  which  tends  to  smother  the 
flames,  the  men  with  the  wet  sacks  com- 
pleting the  work.  Recharging  can  be  done 
in  a  few  minutes.  Prepared  charges  cost  35 
cents  a  piece,  but  if  the  soda  and  acid  is 
bought  in  bulk  the  charge  costs  less  than 
half  that  amount.  Some  farmers,  in  whose 
fields  fires  were  fought,  paid  the  cost  of  the 
charges,  but  this  is  an  optional  matter  with 
them. 

Fourteen  Trailers  Ordered  by  One  County 

The  supervisors  of  Solano  county  were  so 
impressed  with  the  work  of  this  truck  that 
they  appropriated  money  for  the  construc- 
tion of  fourteen  trailers  to  be  located  at  ob- 
jective points  throughout  the  county.  The 
farmers  at  whose  places  these  trailers  are 
located  are  state  fire  wardens,  and  have  tel- 
ephones and  automobiles.  J.  W.  Mills, 
farm  adviser  of  Solano  county,  devised  these 
trailers.  They  are  two  wheeled  affairs, 
made  from  the  axles  and  wheels  of  automo-  . 
biles  and  provided  with  springs  that  will 
hold  up  a  ton.  The  bed  of  each  trailer  is 
made  of  1-inch  Oregon  pine,  and  the  sides 
and  divisions  of  the  same  material,  1  foot 
wide  aiid  2  inches  thick. 

Trailer  Described 

Each  trailer  has  twelve  compartments  7i 
inches  square  to  hold  three-gallon  Babcock 
fire  extinguishers,  and  five  divisions  14  in. 
square  to  hold  ten-gallon  milk  cans.  There 
are  but  ten  extinguishers  on  each  trailer, 
which  leaves  two  compartments  in  which 
extra  charges  can  be  carried.  The  other 
equipment,  with  which  each  trailer  is 
stocked,  consists  of  six  square  pointed  shov- 
els, six  wire  brooms,  six  ten-inch  hoes,  one 
pick,  one  axe,  and  one  pair  heavy  wire  cut- 
ters. There  are  also  five  three-gallon  buck- 
ets and  one  bucket  with  a  large  funnel  in 
the  bottom  for   refilling  the   extinguishers- 
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The  entire  outfit  will  give  work  for  about 
twenty-eight  men. 

The  trailers,  which  are  so  designed  as  to 
hitch  on  to  a  Ford  car,  are  painted  with  a 
mineral  paint,  as  a  prevention  against  fire, 
and  tl)e  cans  have  the  number  of  the  sta- 
tion stenciled  on  them.  In  the  hill  sections 
the  trailers  have  adjustable  tongues  to  per- 
mit of  them  being  hauled  over  hills  by  a 
team,  if  necessary. 

Mr.  Schultze  stated  that  the  cost  of  each 
trailer  and  equipment  was  about  $200;  this 
cost  being  divided  as  follows:  Trailer  $50, 
extinguishers  $113.50,  water  cans  $15,  fire 
fighting  tools  $15,  and  pails  $5. 

In  comparison  to  the  great  saving  that 
can  be  accomplished  with  this  very  etficient 
system  of  fire  protection,  which  is  chiefly 
due  to  the  efforts  of  Messrs.  Schultze  and 
Mills,  the  cost  for  such  an  outfit  is  a  trifling 
consideration  for  any  county  in  California 
subject  to  the  ravages  of  grain  fires. 


Marine  Loss.— Seattle,  March  10.— The 
ss.  Admiral  Evans  struck  a  rock  at  low 
tide,  near  Juneau,  Alaska,  yesterday.  The 
ship  was  backed  off  and  tlien  beached.  At 
high  tide  she  is  submerged  sixty  feet. 
About  175  passengers  were  aboard.  All 
were  transferred  to  safety  in  zero  weather. 
Shifting  of  a  buoy  is  held  responsible  for 
the  wreck.  The  Admiral  Evans  was  for- 
merly the  ss.  Buckman,  built  seventeen 
years  ago,  of  2,393  gross  tons. 


Marine. —  On  Jan.  1,  1914,  4cS  companies 
and  associations  wrote  marine  business  and 
reported  to  the  New  York  state  insurance 
department.  Now  109  write  marine  busi- 
ness. 

Japan  continues  to  pay  shipping  bounties.

San  Francisco  service  subsidy  is  not  pub- 
lished.

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Mutual  Life  Policy  Average  Increases 

Daring    1916,  the   average  of   all  policies 
written    by  the  Mutual   Life  of   New  York 
was  12,551;    in  1917,  this  was   increased  to 
$2,804.     Two   years  ago  the  average  for  the 
paid-for  policies  amounted  to   |2,405;    last 
year    this   average,  by  climbing  to   |2,639, 
estabUshed  an   increase    of    approximately 
10  percent.     As    1917   drew  to  a  close,  from 
some   source   this  tendency  toward  policies 
of  larger  amounts  received  a  very  noticeable 
impetus.     As  compared  with  an  average  of 
$2,870   for    the  month  of    December,  1916, 
the    average  of  the  policies  written  during 
the  past  December   soared  to  $3,152.     Nor 
was  this  record  increase  due  to  a  few  large 
policies,  rather   does    the  chart  reveal    an 
unusually   high    percentage    of    $5,000,    or 
better,    contracts,    while    from    the    $1,000 
group,  the  $2,000  to  $5,000    policies   have 
drawn  heavily. 

Action  Not  Barred  for  Two  Years 

Need  Not  Read  Policy 

Where  a  policy  of  insurance  different  from 
that  applied  for  has  been  fraudulently  is- 
sued, the  recipient  of  the  policy,  may, 
without  reading  it,  assume  that  it  conforms 
to  the  application;  and  an  action  thereon 
is  not  barred  until  two  years  after  the  fraud 
is  discovered. 

Where  fraud  is  alleged,  and  evidence 
supports  the  allegations,  court  is  justified 
in  reforming  the  policy  and  rendering 
judgment  thereunder.— H.  v.  W.  C.  &  G., 
165"P.  291. 

Under  Workmen's  Compensation  Act, 
§  17,  subd.  2,  held,  that  commission  might 
award  compensation  to  injured  servant  who 
had  been  employed  for  only  few  days  at 
much  higher  rate  than  that  he  received ; 
there  being  evidence  that  such  was  the 
usual  rate  in  the  locality.— Hickox  v.  In- 
dustrial Accident  Commission  of  State  of 
California,  169  P.  1048. 


A  Letter  from  U.  S.  Manager  Harvey 

Rumor  Denied 

In  our  February  magazine  issue  we  men- 
tioned the  revival  of  a  previous  rumor  that 
the  Royal  Exchange  Assurance  would  re- 
establish a  general  agency  in  California. 
This  rumor  is  of  the  perennial  class.  We 
wrote  to  Manager  Harvey  an  inquiry,  and 
were  able  to  make  a  brief  denial.  We  now 
print  his  letter,  as  follows:

I  am  today  in  receipt  of  your  kind  favor 
of  the  9th  instant,  advising  that  the  rumor 
that  the  Royal  Exchange  is  contemplating 
returning  to  the  State  of  California  for  busi- 
ness has  again  been  revived,  and  stating 
that  you  are  denying  it,  but  if  there  is  any 
truth  in  the  rumor  you  anticipate  confirma- 
tion from  me. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say  that  it  seems  to  be 
the  pleasure  or  inclination  of  some  persons 
to  revive  this  question  periodically,  and  we 
in  turn  receive  telegrams  and  letters  making 
inq.'ury  as  to  whether  the  Royal  Exchange 
is  intending  to  return  to  California. 

I  now  beg  to  say  that  so  far  as  I  am 
aware,  the  Royal  Exchange  is  not  contem- 
plating re-entering  the  State  of  California 
for  business  in  the  near  future,  and  you 
are  at  liberty  to  continue  denying  this  state- 
ment until  you  have  heard  from  me  to  the 
contrary.

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Lake  Marine  Insurance  Season 

The  outlook  for  lake  marine  insurance 
business  is  not  regarded  as  overly  bright  by 
the  underwriters,  because  of  the  steady 
withdrawal  of  vessels  from  lake  traffic  by 
the  government.  As  the  government  is 
moving  most  of  the  grain  and  is  carrying 
its  own  risk  on  that,  another  important 
source  of  premiums  is  cut  off. 

It  is  understood  that  during  the  past 
winter  nearly  twenty  more  vessels  have 
been  taken  from  the  lakes  for  Atlantic  Coast 
or  foreign  service.  This  work  is  nearly 
completed,  however,  as  practically  all  the 
vessels  have  been  transferred  which  are 
available.  Those  which  are  too  long  to  go 
through  the  Welland  Canal  locks  were  cut 
ill  two  and  then  reunited.  A  large  number 
of  vessels  are  too  wide  to  go  through  the 
Welland  Canal  locks,  which  are  only  forty- 
four  feet  wide,  and  these  will  continue  in 
the  lake  service. 

Final  decision  has  not  yet  been  reached 
as  to  rates  and  conditions  for  lake  marine 
insurance  for  the  1918  season.  There  will 
probably  be  no  material  change  in  rates, 
and  present  indications  are  that  the  valua- 
tion of  steel  hulls  will  be  increased  from 
$51  to  $56  a  ton.  This  advance,  however, 
is  regarded  as  wholly  inadequate  when 
compared  with  the  actual  values.  The  lake 
fleet  last  season  had  a  combined  carrying 
capacity  of  3,489,450  gross  tons  on  a  single 
trip  and  a  season  capacity  of  69,789,000 
gross  tons. 

The  lake  fleet  will  be  operated  this  season 
under  the  direction  of  a  mobilization  com- 
mittee, working  under  the  government. 
The  three  classes  of  cargoes  in  which  the 
government  is  specially  interested  are  iron 
ore,  coal  and  grain,  and  this  (toinmittee 
will  direct  the  operations  of  the  boats  so 
that,  there  will  be  the  least  loss  of  time  and 
cargo  space. — The  Insurance  Post.

A  Pacific  Coast  Insurance  Review 
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CONCRETE  CONTROVERSY 

Statements  and  Denials — Making  of   Con- 
crete Blocks 

A  Honolulu  paper  published  this: 

"The  relative  weakness  from  afire  hazard 
standpoint  of  concrete  block  or  concrete 
walls  made  of  coral  sand  and  the  fact  that 
fire  hazards  are  prevalent  not  only  in  the 
tenement  districts,  but  in  many  of  the  best 
homes  and  in  out  of  the  way  warehouses, 
are  shown  by  the  insurance  adjuster's  in- 
vestigation of  the  destruction  of  Dr.  M.  E. 
Grossman's  home  in  Nuuanu  Valley  and 
the  Paul  R.  Isenberg  loss  at  Waialae. 

"Investigation  following;  the  fire  revealed 
that  the  blocks  out  of  which  the  house  was 
constructed  had  suffered  under  the  intense 
heat  and  were  useless.  Walter  Speyer^ 
coast  manager  of  the  New  Zealand  Co.,  who 
viewed  this  loss,  said  that  the  blocks  in  the 
first  place  were  made  of  a  sand  which  could 
not  hold  together  under  the  heat  and  that 
in  the  second  place  the  blocks  had  never 
been  rightly  constructed.  Blocks  of  this 
kind,  he  said,  are  made  by  compressing 
cement  mortar  into  moulds  in  which  they 
are  left  until  they  have  attained  a  fair  degree 
of  solidity.  They  are  then  put  in  the  open 
and  allowed  to  dry.  If.  however,  they  are 
used  in  a  building  before  being  thoroughly 
dried,  there  is  still  a  little  water  in  them 
which  under  heat  turns  to  steam  and  seeks 
an  opening,  thereby  cracking  them." 

The  contractor,  John  Walker,  took  im- 
mediate notice,  commenting  in  a  published 
letter  as  follows: 

"The  blocks  made  for  the  M.  E.  Gross- 
man house  in  Nuuanu  Valley,  which  was 
destroyed  by  fire  on  April  25,  were  not 
made  of  coral  sand  mortar,  as  stated  by 
Walter  Speyer,  coast  manager  of  the  New 
Zealand  Ins.  Co. ,  but  were  made  of  concrete 
composed  of  one  part  Golden  Gate  cement, 
two  and  a  half  parts  No.  4  crashed  lava 
rock  and  four  parts  No.  3  crushed  lava  rock. 

"There  were  a  few  instances  where  about 
10  percent  of  fine  beach  sand  was  used 'in 
the  making  of  the  blocks,  when  it  was  found 
that  the  No.  4  crushed  rock  sand  was  too 
coarse  to  make  a  plastic  and  dense  mixture, 


but  that  was  only  on  rare  occasions,  other- 
wise the  only  coral  sand  used  on  the  job 
was  in  laying  up  the  blocks  and  plaster 
work  only. 

"The  blocks  were  made  on  a  Hercules 
stone  machine,  composed  of  steel  face-down 
moulds,  which  admit  of  a  heavy  enough 
pressure  to  insure  a  solid  and  absolutely 
waterproof,  as  well  as  fireproof  stone,  which 
they  have  proven  to  be,  notwitlistanding 
Mr.  Walter  Speyer's  views  in  the  matter. 
The  Hercules  machine  is  considered  to  be 
one  of  the  best  machines  for  the  manu- 
facture of  hollow  concrete  blocks  in  the 
United  Stotes. 

"The  contractor  who  bought  the  blocks 
of  the  destroyed  Grossman  home  found  after 
razing  the  building  that  99  percent  of  them 
were  in  perfect  condition,  and  as  a  proof 
of  this  fact  he  has  built  a  splendid  two- story 
substantial  tenement  building  out  of  them, 
situated  on  the  ewa  side  of  Smith  street, 
between  Beretania  and  Pauaiii,  a  building 
that  would  do  credit  to  any  part  of  town. 

"Good  building  blocks  are  not  made  of 
cement  mortar,  but  are  made  of  a  good  rich 
mixture  of  concrete  with  a  facing  of  one 
part  cement  to  two  parts  sand.  In  the 
second  place,  good  concrete  blocks  cannot 
be  made  by  putting  them  out  in  the  open 
to  be  allowed  to  dry  out  before  the  cement 
has  crystalized,  thus  impairing  their 
strength.  On  the  other  hand  they  should 
be  kept  inoist  for  at  least  ten  to  twenty 
days  before  being  built  into  the  walls. 

-"Personally  I  do  not  believe  there  is  a 
building  material  on  "the  market  that  will 
stand  a  severe  fire  test  as  good  as  hollow 
concrete  blocks,  except  perhaps  reinforced 
concrete.  Brick  walls  would  have  warped, 
twisted  and  tumbled  into  a  heap.  Blue 
rock  walls  would  have  exploded  into  small 
bits  under  such  an  intense  fire  as  that  which 
went  through  the  destroyed  Grossman  home. 
What  other  building  material  have  we  here 
to  compare  with  that  class  of  construction? 
None."

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RURAL  FIRE  PROTECTION 


Equipped  Farm   District  Companies   Will 
Fight  House,  Barn  and  Field  Fires 

The  California  Farm  Adviser  has  been  re- 
quested by  the  Napa  County  Council  of  De- 
fense to  organize  rural  fire  companies  in 
each  of  the  agricultural  sections  of  Napa 
county.  Eighteen  such  companies  will  be 
organized.  The  captains  have  been  ap- 
pointed. The  captain  of  the  company  wil 
appoint  eleven  men  to  serve  in  the  capacity 
of  war  emergency  fire  control  men.  Thus 
each  company  will  be  composed  of  twelve 
men. 

Each  company  will  be  equipped  with  a 
liilht  truck  on  which  will  be  placed  one  or 
two  50-gallon  barrels,  which  will  always  be 
kept  full  of  water;  8  2-gallon  bnckets- 
3  rakes,  3  shovels,  3  brush  axes,  24  gauny- 
sacks,  one  12-foot  ladder,  one  20-foot  one- 
half'  inch  rope.  The  truck  will  be  so 
equipped  that  it  can  be  hooked  to  an  auto- 
mobile quickly. 

The  company  will  also  equip  itself  with 
five  3-gallou  fire  extinguishers,  which  will 
be  distributed  over  the  district  by  the 
captain,  these  usually  being  kept  on  tiie 
larger  ranches  that  are  easily  accessible. 
There  will  also  be  a  definite  'phone  ring 
which  will  be  known  as  a  fire  call  on  the 
rural  lines  in  his  district.  This  will  clear 
the  line  for  fire  control  work. 

School  bells  will  be  rung.  Town  and  city 
fire  department  will  be  asked  to  co-operate 
with  the  rurals  when  fires  are  of  serious 
proportions. 

The  equipment  will  be  paid  for  by  the 
community  by  subscription  of  the  interested 
and  co-operating  farmers.  The  company 
will  drill  once  each  month.  It  will  practice 
fire  fighting  of  various  kinds.

Protecting    Beneficiary's    Rights    in    Cor- 
poration Insurance 

In  corporation  insurance,  as  contrasted 
to  insurance  in  favor  of  individuals,  the 
position  of  the  insured' and  the  beneficiary 
is  practically  reversed.  In  the  one  the 
beneficiary  (the  corporation)  pays  the 
premiums  and  is  at  all  times  the  real  party 
in  interest;  in  the  other  the  insured  (the 
individual)  pays  the  premiums  and  usually 
retains  for  himself  the  full  control  of  the 
policy. 

This  important  distinction  must  at  all 
times  be  kept  in  mind  by  the  agent  when 
filling  out  applications  for  policies  of  cor- 
poration insurance.  Since  the  corporation 
pays  the  premiums  it,  rather  than  the  in- 
sured, naturally  should  receive  all  dividends 
on  the  policy.  Again,  the  corporation  should 
be  privileged  to  negotiate  loans  on  the  poHcy 
without  the  requirement  that  the  insured 
join  in  or  consent  to  them.  The  corporation, 
too,  must  be  protected  against  the  insured ; 
that  is,  the  options  must  be  reserved  to  the 
corporation  so  that  the  insured  will  find  it 
impossible  to  surrender  the  policy  and  col- 
lect the  cash  value  for  his  own  purposes.— 
Mutual  Life  Points.

Death  by  railroad 
accident  occurred  two  days  before  the  ap- 
plication and  examination  reached  the  hoine 
olice!  but  the  insurance  was  in  force  by  a 
prior  arrangement  for  the  settlement  of  the 
premium.  Payment  of  this  death  claim  was 
promptly  made. 

The  investments  of  this  old  Maine  com- 
pany are  confined  to  municipal  bonds  of 
states,  counties  and  communities  of  high 
credit.

State  Insurance  Brings  Fraud 

Chicago. — Illinois  state  industrial  insur- 
ance law  seems  responsible  for  several 
poisoning  cases.  The  law  allows  $200  for 
major  operations.  Several  mysterious  deaths 
and  immediate  claims  aroused  the  suspicion 
of  the  coroner.  It  was  found  that  four 
deaths  at  the  German-American  hospital 
were  those  of  patients  of  the  same  doctor. 
A  major  operation  was  "necessary"  in  each 
case,  but  the  cause  of  death  was  cyanide  of 
potassium  poisoning.  The  "gang"  collected 
the  liability  insurance  and  kept  the  money. 


Factory  Fire  Protection  Poor 

Berkeley,  Cal.  —  City  Planning  Commis- 
sion reports  that  any  large  fire  while  west 
wind  is  blowing  on  Grayson  street  on  water 
front  could  not  be  controlled  by  fire  depart 
ment.  Hydrants  inadequate.  Fire  Chief 
Rose  says  conditions  in  the  factory  district 
are  very  bad. 


Hold  Ups. — A  Japanese  bank  in  San 
Francisco,  on  the  edge  of  the  insurance 
district  on  Sansome  street,  was  the  victim 
of  masked  robbers,  who  arrived  in  an  auto- 
mobile, entered  the  bank,  shouted  hands 
up,  and  went  behind  the  grillwork  and 
seized  about  $10,000  in  coin.  Then  they 
fled,  without  leaving  a  scent  behind.  Next 
day  three  automobile  bandits  robbed  the 
night  clerk  and  porter  of  a  big  hotel  in  San 
Jose,  robbed  and  burned  a  store  and  bakery 
in  a  suburb,  and  broke  into  two  stores  and 
a  garage  in  other  small  towns.  The  fire 
loss  was  $5,000.  Laws  should  condemn  such 
criminals  to  the  penitentiary  for  life. 


Spokane.  —An  effort  is  now  being  mada 
by  City  Fire  Marshal  Northup  and  Fire 
Chief  Weeks  to  have  metal  cans  and  boxes 
for  waste  paper  put  into  service  throughout 
the  down-town  business  district  to  replace 
the  wooden  barrels  and  boxes  now  largely 
in  use. 
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LIABILITY  OR  COMPENSATION  IN 
COURT 

Under  employer's  liability  act,  servant 
does  not  assume  risk  of  injury  caused  by 
negligence  of  master's  servants,  agents,  or 
employees.-E.  L.  Bruce  Co.  v.  Yax,  199  S. 

W.  535, 

Employers'  liability  act  does  not  deprive 
employer  of  right  to  set  up  assumption  of 
risk  by  injured  servant,  where  injury  was 
result  of  negligent  acts  of  fellow  servant, 
of  which  injured  servant  had  knowledge. 
—Id. 

Knowledge  of  danger  on  part  of  adult 
servant  will  not  preclude  recovery  for  per- 
sonal injury  unless  danger  was  so  imminent 
that  man  of  ordinary  prudence  would  have 
refused  to  continue  work  under  the  cir- 
eumstances.-Henderson  v.  Wilson  Stove 
Mfg.  Co.,  197  S.  W.  177. 

There  can  be  no  recovery  for  death  of 
employee  due  to  injuries  received  while  walk- 
ing on  pile  of  lumber  which  it  was  his  duty 
to  stack,  where  he  stacked  it  negligently  and 
walked  on  it  knowing  its  condition  and  at- 
tendant dangers.— Munson  S.  S.  Line  v.  Har- 
rison, 76  So.  446. 

Where  the  master  had  not  elected  to  come 
under  the  workmen's  compensation  act  a 
servant  was  injured  by  falling  down  stair- 
way, allegations  that  she  was  familiar  with 
stairway,  knew  it  was  usually  lighted  and 
where  light  was,  and  could  have  had  the 
light  turned  on,  come  within  defenses  of 
assumption  of  risk  and  contributory  negli- 
gence and  were  foreclosed  to  the  master  by 
section  1,  pt.  l.-Wulff  v.  Bossier,  165  N. 
W.  1048. 

In  action  by  widow  of  employee  whose 
death  was  alleged  to  have  resulted  from  his 
inhalation  of  fumes  of  hydrofluoric  acid 
which  he  was  applying  to  terra  cotta,  evi- 
dence held  to  sustain  a  fin.ling  that  employer 
knew  work  was  dangerous.— Neugebauer  v. 
Gladding,  McBean  &  Co.,  169  P.  714. 


Abolition  of  defense  of  assumption  of  risk 
by  the  employers'  liability  act  did  not  de- 
stroy defense  of   contributory  negligence. 

If  employee  is  ordered  to  examine  a  tool 
for  defects  and  report  the  same,  if  any, 
before  using  it,  and  failing  to  do  so,  is  injured 
from  a  defect  which  ordinarily  careful  ex- 
amination would  have  disclosed,  neglect  of 
his  duty  to  obey  the  order  would  be  a  con- 
tributing cause  of  his  injury.— Schuh  v.  R. 
H.  Herron  Co.,  169  P.  682. 

Employee  in  millinery  department  who 
fainted  while  quarreling  with  her  boss  in 
regard  to  her  work  could  not  recover  under 
workmen's  compensation  law  for  injuries 
due  to  her  co-employee  throwing  ammonia 
into  her  face,  thinking  it  was  water.— 
Saenger  v.  Locke,  116  N.  E.  367,  220  N.  Y. 
556. 

Where  employer  borrowed  money  to  pay 
judgment  secured  by  employee  and  executed 
his  note  therefor  secured  by  assignment  of 
right  of  action  under  policy  indemnifying 
against  damages  for  injuries  to  employees, 
transaction  involved  "loss"  to  employer 
within  meaning  of  "actual  loss"  clause  ot 
policy.— Garetson-Greason  Lumber  Co.  v. 
Home  Life  &  Accident  Co.,  199  S.  W.  547. 

Though  machinist  of  hardwood  mill  might 
have  acted  without  instruction  or  knowledge

large  measure,  of  the  two  Dakotas, 
and  acquired  strong  influence  in  Mon- 
tana and  Minnesota.  The  League's 
demands  were  Maximalistic,  impudent, 
menacing,  revolutionary  and  disloyal. 
The  war  has  revealed  the  essential 
ugliness  of  the  League.  The  leaders 
at  once  showed  "cloven  hoofs."  Not 
only  were  the  Leaguers  "profiteers'' 
but  they  were  willing  to  embarrass  the 
Government,  and  starve  the  ■  people 
as  well  as  our  armies  and  our  allies. 
Our  readers  will  recall  the  Non-Partisan 
League,  in  politics,  as  strongly  opposed 
to  the  fire  insurance  companies. 

A  press  dispatch  gives  an  account  of 
recent  disloyal  activities  of  the  League 
in  Jackson  county,  Minnesota,  where 
a  large  part  of  the  population  is  of 
German  birth  or  descent.  Farmers 
were  advised  not  to  buy  Liberty  bonds 
and  were  told  that  France  and  Great 
Britain  were  bankrupt  and  that  the 
United  States  soon  would  be;  that 
this  is  a  rich  man's  war;  that  there  is 
no  lack  of  food  or  fuel,  and  that 
wheatless,  meatless  and  heatless  days 
have  been  proclaimed  for  the  benefit 
of  speculators  and  gamblers.  The 
League  organizers  promised  the  farmers 
that  if  they  joined  the  Non-Partisan 
League  their  sons  could  be  kept  out  of 
the  army. 


Non-Partisan  League 

Two  or  three  years  ago  the  Non- 
Partisan  League,  a  socialistic  or  co- 
operative organization  of  farmers  and 
their    dependants    got    control,    in    a

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Kitchen  Stove   Explodes  in  Seattle 

The  family  of  Henry  W.  Rotlirock,  S519 
Ferrall  street,  had  a  narrow  escape  from 
death  when  the  range  in  the  kitchen  ex- 
ploded, entirely  wrecking  the  interior  of 
the  room.  The  explosion,  caused  by  the 
heating  of  a  frozen  water  jacket  in  the 
stove,  was  heard  two  blocks  distant. 

The  door  of  the  range  was  driven  through 
the  panels  of  the  kitchen  door  and  hurled 
soaie  distance  into  the  yard.  The  door  lead- 
ing from  the  kitchen  to  the  front  room, 
through  which  Mr.  Eothrock  had  passed  but 
a  moment  before,  was  also  blown  from  its 
hinges. 

The  top  part  of  the  stove  was  bent  up- 
ward, and  the  entire  part  in  front  of  the 
fire  box  was  blown  out.  A  lid  was  driven 
through  the  plaster  and  lath  into  the  siding 
covering  the  outside  of  the  house,  while 
other  parts  were  imbedded  in  the  ceiling  and 
walls.    No  fire  followed. 


Single  Tax  System   Hurts 

Vancouver,  B.  C— Bank  clearings  in  1917 
were  $12,546,000,000,  a  gain  of  18  per- 
cent. Alderman  Kirk  proposes  a  tax  on 
business  on  the  basis  of  the  annual  rental 
value  of  the  premises  occupied.  Every  man, 
firm  or  corporation  doing  business  in  the  city 
must  pay  this  tax.  The  assessment  rate 
will  be  from  half  to  one  and  a  half  of  the 
rental.  The  tax  will  be  10  percent  or  more. 
A  store  paying  $10,000  rent  would  be  as- 
sessed $5,000  and  pay  $500  a  year.  A  dis- 
tillery paying  the  same  rent  would  be  as- 
sessed $15,000  and  pay  $1,500  a  year. 

This  city  is  hard  up.  It  has  the  idiotic 
single  tax  system.  Taxes  must  be  imposed 
on  somebody  besides  the  unfortunate  land 
owner,  who  is  getting  less  rent  than  for- 
merly. Several  Vancouver  owners  of  im- 
proved property  inform  us  that  their  present 
rents  are  hardly  a  third  of  what  they  were 
formerly— and  land  pays  all  the  taxes. 
The  Bolsheviki  so  ordered  it.

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WAR    AGAINST    MEDIEVAL    RULERS 

Whoever  is  for  Uncle  Sam  in  this 
war  against  the  medieval  kings  and 
princes  in  Central  Europe 
is  speaking  loyal  senti- 
ments. Whoever  in  this 
country  is  against  Uncle 
Sam,  and  in  sympathy 
with  autocracy,  is  dis- 
creetly silent,  and  is  therefore  sus- 
pected, or  is  uttering  disloyal  senti- 
ments and  will  probably  be  interned, 
immured  or  deported — or  hanged  by 
order  of  Judge  Lynch.  When  the 
land  is  full  of  women  in  mourning 
it  will  not  be  a  safe  place  for  pro- 
Germans,  I.  W.  W.,  Bolsheviki, 
Socialists  and  the  disloyal  like. 

Before  this  war  started  the  German 
government  began  quietly  to  subsidize 
automobile  -  buyers.  Officials  were 
notified  of  prospective  buyers,  who 
were  visited  and  questioned  after  this 
manner :  ' '  You  are  thinking  of  buying 
such  a  car  (or  truck) :  why  do  you 
not  buy  a  larger  one?"  On  being  told 
that  he  could  not  afford  a  larger  one, 
or  that  "it  was  not  needed,  the  pros- 
pective buyer  was  told  that  the  Im- 
perial government  wanted  him  to  buy 
the  larger  one,  and  would  itself  pay 
the  difference  in  price,  and  then  in 
case-  of  war  commandeer  it  for  army 
use.  Can  you  beat  this  for  prepared- 
ness? Was  not  the  Imperial  govern- 
preparing  for  a  war  on  which  it  was 
then  determined? 

Here  is  what  a  certain  class  of 
German-American  papers  now  teach 
their  readers:  that  Germany  is  not 
our    enemy  and    is   not    making    war 


upon  America;  that  American  papers 
are  lying  sheets  bought  up  with  English 
gold;  that  our  munition  factories 
brought  on  this  war;  that  Wall  Street 
feared  the  loss  of  its  investments  if 
the  Fatherland  won  the  Avar;  that 
Germany  is  waging  a  war  of  de- 
fence, and  is  winning  west,  east  and 
south;  that  the  United  States  is  a 
boastful  bully;  that  German  war 
methods  are  humane,  and  Germany, 
though  ruled  by  autocrats,  is  the  most 
democratic  country  in  the  world.  Can 
we  wonder  at  the  lukewarmness  of 
German-Americans  who  are  doped  by 
such  seditious  stuff. 

German-print  papers  of  this  country 
are    not    helping    German-Americans. 
Some  of   the  writers  and  owners  have 
been  interned  or  jailed.     As  such  pro- 
German    or    more    disloyal   prints  are 
read  and  supported  largely  by  German- 
Americans,  who  do  not  publicly  protest 
against    their  hostile    sentiments,  real 
Americans, of  whatever  birth  or  descent, 
can  not  help  feelings  of  distrust  which 
may  outlast  the  war  and  be  hurtful  to 
future    interests    of    pro-An^erican    as 
well    as    pro-German    German- Ameri- 
cans.    More  outspoken  loyalty,   more 
repudiation  of  pro-German  or  doubtful 
German-American    prints,    will  effect 
at  least  a  partial  cure  of    this  distrust. 
Men  of  German  birth  or  descent  have 
heretofore    ranked    among     our    best 
citizens,   and    it   will    be    unfortunate 
indeed   if   in    the  future   they  will  be 
regarded    inferior    in    loyalty    to    the 
American   type    of   citizenship    which 
fought  the  mother    country  in  defence 

of  liberty.

CALIFORNIA 

The   most  important    happening  in 
Butte    county   during  the  last  month 
was  the   decision    of   the    State    Land 
Settlement    Board   to    locate   the  first 
state  land  colony  seven  miles  south  of 
Chico  at  Durham.     This  great  experi- 
ment in  land  colonization  by  the  state 
of  California  will  be  carried  on  under 
an    act  passed   by  the  last  legislature 
and  will  be  the  first  experiment  of  the 
kind    ever    attempted    in    the    United 
States.     Dr.  Elwood  Mead  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  chairman   of  the 
Land     Settlement     Board,    has     had 
charge  of  extensive  colonies  under  the 
same  plan  in   Australia.     Those  wish- 
ing to  make  application  for  land   in 
the    colony    should    write    Dr.    Mead, 
care  of  the  University  of  California. 
Rainfall 
So  far  this  season  California  has  re- 
ceived about  53%   of  the   normal   and 
only  35%  of  the  amount  that  fell  last 
year  up  to  March   1st.     The  snowfall 
in    the    mountains   has    been    greatly 
augmented,  but  it  is  still  deficient  as 
compared  with  last  year.     At  Summit, 
which  is  where  the   Southern   Pacific 
railroad    crosses    the     Sierra    Nevada 
mountains,   there    was    70    inches    of 
snow  on  the  ground  on  March.  1st,  as 
compared  with  128  inches  a  year  ago. 

Production  of  passenger  automobiles 
will  be  reduced  30  percent  this  year 
as  a  war  measure. 


FIRE    PROTECTION 

Medford,  Ore.— Fire  Chief  Lawton, 
assisted  by  one  of  the  firemen,  on 
Tuesday  began  a  house-to-house  in- 
spection in  the  city  of  all  fireplaces, 
stoves,  stovepipes  and  flues.  This  is 
the  first  complete  inspection  of  the 
kind  ever  to  be  made  in  the  residence 
sections  of  the  city..  He  found  many 
stoves  and  pipes  too  close  to  wood- 
work, and  a  number  of  defective  fire- 
places and  flues.  The  chief  will  con- 
tinue the  work  from  day  to  day  until 
the  entire  city  has  been  covered. 

Placerville,  Cal.,  complains  of  the 
present  inefficiency  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment. Members  have  gone  to  the 
war;  there  has  been  no  renovation 
nor  supervision  for  some  time.  Fire 
houses  need  an  overhauling.  Bells 
need  new  ropes.  Lanterns  and  fire 
hydrants  and  axes,  etc.,  should  receive 
regular  inspection. 

Pved  Bluff,  Cal.,  will  vote  a  special 
$12,000  tax  for  a  motor  fire  engine  of 
the 'latest  style,  because  then  "insur- 
ance rates  will  be  sure  to  take  a  drop" 
—not  too  much,  we  hope. 

Colfax,  Cal.,  Feb.  28.-The  recently 
organized  fire  company  reported  to 
the  trustees  Tuesday  evening  that  per- 
manent organization  had  been  com- 
pleted. It  will  be  equipt  with  two 
hose  carts,  to  be  located  in  the  highest 
points  in  the  residence  district,  so 
that  the  run  to  any  fire  will  be  down 
hill.  The  railroad  company  recently 
installed  new  fire  plugs.

California  single-taxers,  all  poor 
men,  have  raised  $300,000  for  another 
campaign  to  permit  the  rich  owners  of 
automobiles,  stocks,  bonds,  libraries, 
pictures,  furniture,  merchandise,  ma- 
chinery, money,  live  stock,  vehicles, 
ships,  yachts,  locomotives,  rolling 
stock,  wharves,  docks,  tractors,  imple- 
ments, etc.,  to  go  untaxed. 

It  requires  no  underwriting  skill  to 
make  profit  out  of  surety  business,  the 
insured  putting  up  collateral  enough 
to  cover  the  loss.  Imagine  a  fire  un- 
derwriter requiring  the  insured  to 
make  a  deposit  equal  to  the  probable 
loss,  in  order  that  he  might  buy  a  bill 
of  goods  on  time!

Life  Underwriters'  Association  of  San 
Francisco — of  men  mostly  who  do  not 
underwrite  a  bank  check — are  confess- 
ed about  right.  Silence  being  confes- 
sion. The  association  can  prove  it  to 
be  alive  by  having  the  new  law  against 
rebating  enforced — a  law  by  fire  insur- 
ance influence  enacted.  Nobody  knows 
better  that  it  is  broken  to  bits  by  life 
men  than  these  life  men  themselves.

One  of   the.  most  peculiar  harvests 
in   the  world    takes  place  in  the  foot- 
hills  of   Nevada   and  Placer  Counties 
during  February  and  March.     At  that 
time  the  State  of  California,  through 
its     Insectary    Department,     harvests 
from  60,000,000  to  75,000,000,000 lady 
bugs.      These    bugs    are    gathered    in 
cases,  each  holding  about    a   quart    or 
33,000,  and  sent  to  Sacramento  where 
they    are     stored    until    the    summer 
season,    when   they  are   sent   into    the 
different  sections  of  the  state  to  feed 
on  the  aphis  which  attacks  the  canta- 
loupes, beans  and  various  other  veget- 
ables.      A    representative     of     Pathe 
Weekly  photographed  the   process    of 
collecting  insects  in  their  winter  quar- 
ters.    Films  will    probably   be    made 
later  in  the  season  of  the   distribution 
of  these  bugs  and  finally  the  destruc- 
tion of  aphis  on  vegetation  throughout 
central    and   southern   California    will 
be  filmed.

Whether  the  money  of  Germany 
or  Germans  pays  for  the  outrages  of 
the  I.  W.  W.  can  at  present  only  he 
conjectured.  It  is  evident  that  all 
that  they  do  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
public  enemy  and  the  inference  is 
natural  that  those  who  benefit  pay  the 
bills. 

But  it  is  certain  that  there  is  a 
steady  supply  of  money  from  some 
source  and  also  that  the  discovery  of 
that  source  is  the  key  to  the  real  situa- 
tion. There  can  be  no  adequate  deal- 
ing with  the  evil  until  there  is  a 
complete  exposure  of  the  receipts  and 
■disbursements  of  the  organization. 

But,  while  we  cannot  deal  adequately 
without  this  financial  information,  it 
does  not  follow  that  we  cannot  deal 
at  all. 

And  one  thing  is  sure,  and  that  is 
to  fight  mobs  with  mobs  is  an  utter 
disgrace  to  the  American  people  If 
this  is  a  country  of  law,  these  outrages 
are  for  the  public  authorities  to  pre- 
vent or  punish.  We  know  that  if 
authorities  fail,  the  unorganized  people 
will  take  the  law  into  their  own  hands, 
and  the  frequency  with  which  that 
has  occurred  in  this  country  is  a  blot 
on  the  American  name. 

What  is  the  matter?  Are  not  the 
laws  adequate?     Then  we  should  enact 


new  laws.  Are  our  oflticials  cowards? 
Then  we  should  get  officials  with  red 
blood  in  them.  Are  they  politicians 
who  fear  they  will  lose  votes  by  main- 
taining public  order?  To  fear  that  is 
to  assume  that  the  majority  of  Ameri- 
cans are  anarchists.

ON  VERGE  OF  STARVATION 

War  Diminishes   Production   and  Destroys   Food  in  Store  and  Transit- 
Greater  Food  Scarcity  Seems  Inevitable 

This  world  is  ever  near  starvation.  Ever,  somewhere,  there  is  a 
drouth,  or  flood  or  war,  and  consequent  destruction.  War  is  the  greatest 
enemy  to  plenty,  and  we  are  now  engaged  in  the  greatest  of  wars.  A 
general  failure  of  the  food  supply  would  bring  misery,  sickness  and 
death  to  millions,  and  would  shake  the  foundations  of  government  and 
civilization.  Unusual  conditions  beset  us.  The  unexpected  happens 
every  day.  What  of  tomorrow?  War  is  drawing  into  the  maelstrom  of 
battle  the  men  who  compel  the  soil  to  yield  us  food.  Price-fixing  may 
either  extend  or  restrict  food  production.  Machinery  and  weather  may 
help,  but  only  efficient  humanity,  under  all  or  any  conditions,  can 
actually  produce  food. 

In  four  years  in  this  country  food  prices  have  increased  up  to  more 
than  100  percent.  Coffee  and  tea  have  made  the  least  advances— almost 
none.  Average  advances  are:  sugar  from  .054  .to  .09-5;  beans  from 
.085  to.  189,  corn  meal  from  .031  to  .071,  flour  from  .033  to  .068,  butter 
from  .386  to  .528,  hens  from  .205  to  .295. 

High  and  increasing  wages  paid  by  the  Government,  directly  or  in- 
directly, to  skilled  and  unskilled  workers  in  ship  yards  and  all  factories 
engaged  on  government  work— workers  exempt  from  the  draft— has  drawn 
from  farms  and  dairies  the  workers  who  are  not  exempt  and  who  of 
course  prefer  the  much  higher  wages  paid  for  all  government  work. 
With  draft  boards  vieing  with  the  government  contractors,  the  agricul- 
turist, horticulturist,  viticulturist,  dairyman,  poultryman  and  livestock 
raiser  find  themselves  confronted  with  wages  which  they  cannot  pay, 
with  feed  prices  prohibitory  and  without  experienced  and  fit  help. 

Fields  must  go  unfilled  and  livestock  must  be  butchered,  if  prices 
and  wages  continue  to  rise  and  the  Government  persists  in  exempting 
the  men  on  government  work  and  drafting  the  men  who  should  be  raising 
the  food  for  the  ships  that  are  now  building.

FIRE   INSURERS    IN    COURT 

Waiver  of  Forfeiture 

Any  act  of  an  insurer  recognizing 
as  an  existing  contract  the  policy  sued 
upon,  after  knowledge  that  cause  of 
forfeiture  has  occurred,  is  a  "waiver'' 
of  such  cause. 

Where  insurer's  agent  acted  in  con- 
veying insured  property  and  requested 
an  assignment  to  purchaser,  and  in- 
sured sent  policy  requesting  agent  to 
prepare  assignment  to  purchaser,  and 
agent  approved  assignment,  and  prop- 
erty was  destroyed,  held  that  insurer 
waived  forfeiture  incurred  by  sale  of 
subject  of  insurance.

Insurable  Interest  of  Mortgagor 

A  moi-tgagor  who  has  sold  the  prem- 
ises being  still  liable  for  mortgage  debt 
has  an  insurable  interest  in  the   prop- 
erty. 
Reformation 

Where  the  court  found  that  an  in- 
surance policy  was  intended  to  be 
made  payable  to  the  mortgagee,  but  a 
clause  used  for  that  purpose  failed  to 
express  such  intent,  the  liability  of  the 
insurers  to  the  mortgagee  can  be  ad- 
judicated without  entering  a  formal 
decree  reforming  the  policy. 
Assignment 

Where  a  purchaser  of  mortgaged 
premises  took  out  insurance,  and  after 
loss  assigned  the  rights  thereunder  to 
the  mortgagor  to  be  applied  to  payment 


of  the  mortgage  debt,  and  the  mort- 
gagor interpleaded  the  insurer  in  the 
foreclosure  action,  he  could  recover 
whether  such  assignment  was  in  trust 

or  otherwise.

Second  Policy — Prior 

Statement  as  to  Ownership 

Where  a  second  insurance  policy  is 
based  on  statements  of  ownership  made 
for  an  expired  first  policy,  and  con- 
tains the  same  error  in  ownership  as 
such  first  policy,  the  mistake  is  a  con- 
tinuing one,  and,  if  equity  could  have 
reformed  the  first  policy,  it  can  reform 
the  second. 
Title  Not  Passed 

Where  property  was  being  taken  by 
city  of*  Albany,  and  a  supreme  court 
order  confirming  the  commissioner's 
report  was  duly  made  and  recorded, 
and  all  provisions  of  Laws  1883,  c. 
298,  tit.  17,  II  7,  8,  complied  with, 
except  payment  or  deposit  for  pay- 
ment, the  title  had  not  yet  passed, 
so  that  proceedings  could  not  affect 
the  validity  of  an  insurance  policy  by 
working  forfeiture  for  change  in  title. 
Subrogation 

A  stipulation  and  order  between  in- 
sured and  city  that,  if  insured  collected 
from  insurers  loss  accruing  prior  to 
passing  of  title  to  city,  the  latter  should 
be  relieved  from  its  award  by  such 
amount,  without  prejudice  to  renewing 
claim  on  failure  to  collect,  is  equitable, 
and  does  not  impair  insurer's  right  of 


Insurance  in  Court 
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subrogation,  where  the  loss  is  unpaid, 
and  was  not  caused  by  the  city.

Exaggeration   Not  Fraud 

That  plaintiffs  in  their  proof  of  loss 
to  defendant  insurer  had  placed  value 
of  furniture  before  fire  and  amount  of 
loss  at  higher  figure  than  found  by 
jury,  would  not,  as  a  matter  of  law, 
show  plaintiff's  fraud  or  false  swearing. 
Premature  Proofs 

Where  defendant  insurer  admitted 
actual  receipt  of  proofs  of  loss  before 
suit  was  filed,  there  could  be  no  pos- 
sible injury  to  it  from  premature  filing 
of  suit,  where  costs  were  adjudged 
against  plaintiffs.

Laws  1913,  breach  of 
a  provision  making  policy  void  if  in- 
sured, without  insurer's  indorsement 
and  consent,  obtains  other  insurance, 
does  not  make  policy  void,  but  void- 
able only. 

Where  provision  against  other  ad- 
ditional insurance  may  be  waived  by 
insurer's  indorsement  on  policy,  and 
the  insurer  after  loss  and  with  know- 
ledge of  additional  insurance,  retains 
all  unearned  premiums  and  does  not 
cancel  policy,  the  policy  is  at  most 
voidable,  and  insurer  cannot  avoid  its 
risk. 

Under  standard  policy,  an  insurer 
which  after  loss,  and  with  knowledge 
of  other  insurance,  retained  unearned 
premiums,  waived  the  forfeiture  pro- 
vision, and  was  estopped  to  deny 
liability.

Rents 

Under  policy  covering  loss  of  rents 
during  time  necessary  to  restore  prem- 
ises to  tenantable  condition,  liability 
extended  no  further  than  to  indemnify 
insured  against  actual  loss. 

Liability  was  measured  by  what 
would  have  been  gross  rental,  during 
policy  period,  less  expenses  of  insured's 
operation. 

Policy  did  not  cover  losses  from  nec- 
essary delay  in  retenanting  building 
after  its  reconstru3tion.

Policy  In   Divorced   Husband's   Name

terest were  other  than  as  therein  stated.

Uncommunicated  understanding  of 
insurer's  agent  that  policy  was  in  force 
and  that  after  fire  adjuster  entered 
into  negotiations  for  settlement  held 
not  ratification  of  unauthorized  deliv- 
ery of  policy  or  waiver  of  rights  to 
complain  thereof.

LIFE    INSURERS   IN    COURT 

Beneficiary's   Interest— Prior  Death 

Interest  of  designated  beneficiary  in 
ordinary  life  policy,  though  containing 
provisions  for  loan  and  surrender 
value,  etc.,  vests  on  execution  and 
delivery  thereof,  and  unless  it  author- 
izes change  of  beneficiary  without  his 
consent  insured  cannot  make  such 
change. 

Where  such  beneficiary  dies  before 
insured  without  having  consented  to 
change  of  beneficiary,  insured,  unless 
authorized  by  policy,  cannot  change 
beneficiary,  and  insurance  goes  to 
estate  of  deceased  beneficiary. 

Right  of  designated  beneficiary  in 
life  insurance  policy  in  endowment, 
accumulation,  or  tontine  form  vests 
immediately  on  execution  and  delivery 
of  policy,  and,  if  he  dies  before  in- 
sured, such  interest  passes  to  personal 
representatives,  notwithstanding  as- 
signment of  insured  after  beneficiary's

Whole  business  of  life  insurance, 
including  apportioning  of  surplus  or 
profits,  depends  on  recognition  and 
scientific  application  of  averages,  which 
would  have  been  deprived  of  adequate 
basis  for  safe  operation  had  life  insurer 
undertaken  to  treat  various  classes  or 
groups  of  policy  holders  as  detached 
units. 
No  Right  In   Class 

Plaintiff,  holder  of  two  deferred  divi- 
dend policies,  on  20-year  distribution 
policy  plan,  with  mortuary  dividend 
features  in  mutual  company,  had  no 
right  to  be  placed  in  class,  limited  not 
only  as  to  plan  of  insurance,  but  also 
as  to  date  of  issue  of  policy  and  age  of 
insured,  to  ascertain  profits  due  him 
from  lapses  and  forfeitures  only.

LOOKING  BACKWARD 

Years  ago  in   Los  Angeles   I  heard 
people    volubly   wondering    why  Gen. 
Otis   had   gone   "so  far  out"  to   build 
his    Times -Mirror    building.       They 
pitied    him.      After   "the    theatre"   I 
went    alone,     fearing    footpads,    past 
many  vacant  lots,  along  dark  streets, 
into  the  suburbs,  to  my  hotel,  the  fine 
new    Westminster,    a    building  which 
had     been     erected    by    venturesome 
speculators  who    had   surprising  faith 
in  the  city's  future.     Long  Beach  had 
about    100  inhabitants  and  one  hotel, 
on  the  beach.     A   merchant  from  San 
Francisco,    with    his  family,    brought 
to  the  dinner  table  a   bottle  of  claret. 
He  was  at  once  assaulted   by  a  small 
battery    of    female    eyes.       The    hotel 
manager    hurried    to    him  with   a  de- 
mand that  he  remove  the  claret.     He 
and  his   family  rose  from    the    table, 
paid   their   bill,    took    the  little   jerk- 
water train  to  Wilmington,  and  thence 
by  the  regular  once-a-day  train  to  Los 
Angeles.    Choice  Long  Beach  lots  then 
sold    for    $50,    in    the     heart    of    the 
city.''     Los    Angeles  was   beginning 
to    boom.

In  those  days  Gutte  &  Frank  were  always 
the  first  t<3  furnish  the  Coast  Review  with 
their  companies'  Coast  and  California  fig- 
ures. 

1907 

It  hardly  seems  possible,  but  it  is  a  fact 
that  in  the  Spring  of  1907  Barnuni  &  Bailey 
offered  $10,000  and  an  engagement  for  a 
machine  that  would  fly.  An  automobile 
racing  club  offered  $12,500  to  the  owner  of 
any  aeroplane  which  should  complete  the 
circuit  of  the  3-mile  race  track  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  30  feet  or  more  without  touching 
ground,  at  a  minimum  speed  of  10  miles  an 
hour.

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LIABILITY  OR  COMPENSATION  IN 
COURT 

Workmen's  Compensation  Act  recognizes 
legality  of  voluntary  settlement  and  release 
of  claim  for  personal  injury,  and,  without 
fraud  or  mutual  mistake,  satisfaction  and 
release  cannot  be  set  aside  for  gross  inade- 
quacy of  compensation— Dotson  v.  Proctor 
&  Gamble  Mfg.  Co.— 169  P.  1136. 

Owner  of  motorcar  is  not  liable  for  acts 
of  his  driver  when  driver  steals  car  out  for 
his  own  use,  although  he  is  liable  for  iiegh- 
gence  of  driver  where  driver  is  acting  in 
scope  of  his  employment,  though  in  violation 
of  instructions. —Jones  v.  Stricldand,  77 
So.  562. 

Where  employe  was  sent  into  tank  which 
was  being  repaired  to  fasten  loose  brace

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Appeal  to  the  Suppressed  Function 

A  rival  architect  came  up  into 
Sullivan' s  office  in  quest  of  a  certain 
general  condition  of  a  specification 
which  Sullivan  used.  Now,  it  is  not 
the  rule  of  architects  generally  to 
exchange  with  each  other  that  which 
they  have  been  years  in  developing  for 
their  own  use.  Burnham  said:  I 
saw  your  general  condition  to  your 
specifications  the  other  day.  I  never 
read  anything  like  it.  It  is  a  perfect 
work  of  art  as  to  the  choice  of  words. 
May  I  have  a  copy  of  it?'' 

He  got  it. 

He  appealed  to  Sullivan's  Suppressed 

Function. 

Mr.  Burnham  had  been  recognized 
as  a  business  man,  but  not  as  an 
artist.  It  so  happened  that  Burnham's 
Suppressed  Function  was  water  color 
painting,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that 
if  some  one  had  gone  into  his  office, 
admired  his  water  color  paintings,  and 
so  appealed  to  his  Suppressed  Function 
he  could  have  obtained  most  anything 
from  him. 

Now,    Suppressed  Function   in   the 
science   of   psychology  has  only  been 
considered  in  its  relation  to  individuals, 
but  as  a  matter  of    fact  every  business 
has   its   Suppressed   Function.     It    is 
that  which    it    desires   or    needs,  and 
which   it  has  not  been  able  to  obtain. 
For  example,  if   you  go  into  a  plant 
that   has    been   looking  for    a   roofing 
that  will    not    leak,  or   a   broom   that 
will  sweep  without  too  rapidly  wearing 
out,  or    any  special  device    that   will 
appeal  to  the  economy  of  that  concern 
in    instances    where    there    has    been 


waste,  you  will  at  once  interest  this 
concern  by  appealing  to  its  Suppressed 
Function. 

This  appeal  to  Suppressed  Function, 
obviously,  has  its  dishonest  applica- 
tion. Oftentimes  the  same  principles 
as  applied  by  a  crook  are  just  as 
effective  in  selling  honest  goods  as  in 
dishonest  goods.  It  is  all  a  question 
of  motive, 

I  say  that  the  faker  out  on  the 
corner  could  apply  the  same  principles 
in  successfully  selling  honest  goods 
that  he  does  in  selling  dishonest  goods 
and  with  more  profit,  because  he 
would  be  building  up  that  element  of 
goodwill  which  would  stand  him  in 
good  stead  when  he  comes  around  to 
the  same  corner  a  few  months  or  a 
year  later. 

I  do  not  totally  believe  in  that  which 
has  been  called  a  scientific  sale. 

In  other  words,  you  cannot  sell  by 
rule  and  note.  It  is  a  good  deal  like 
the  diagnosis  of  a  disease,  it  is  very 
hard  to  find  a  typical  case  and  a  treat- 
ment that  will  apply  generally. 

But  in  salesmanship  there  are  de- 
partments or  classifications  in  a  sales- 
man's talk. 

First,  there  is  the  approach.  The 
approach  is  merely  an  introduction 
which  will  enable  you  to  go  about  it. 
It  is  where  the  appeal  to  the  Sup- 
pressed Function  comes  in. 

The  next  is  the  aegument,  and  the 
final  is  the  closing. 

The  argument  department  of  a 
scientific  sale  comes  from  a  knowledge 
of  the  goods.  It  is  only  learning  the 
needs  of  a  patron  and  a  compromise 
with  what  you  have  to  fulfil  that  want. 
Selling  is  not  a  mere    transfer    of   the 
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goods  from    the    seller    to  the   buyer. 
The  closing  is  simply  briefly  review- 
ing the  point  in  the  argument. 

No  goods  are  actually  sold  until  they 
have  been  used  and  profitably  used  by 
the  buyer. 

Selling  consists  in  seeing  that  the 
goods  are  properly  used  after  they  are 
sold,  and  selling  does  not  stop  at 
merely  taking  the  money. 

For  example,  in  order  to  sell  a  wire 
rope  for  a  particular  use,  it  is  necessary 
to  know  the  kind  of  rope  to  use  for 
that  particular  instance.  In  other 
words,  it  is  simply  a  question  of 
knowledge  of  wire  rope. 

And  the  same  thing  is  true  with 
anything  that  you  are  called  upon  to 
sell. 

I  have  no  very  great  confidence  in 
the  "gift  of  gab"  you  frequently  hear 
so  much  about,  for  when  a  man  finds 
that  he  can  "talk  like  the  dickens" 
he  usually  quits  work.  A  man  has 
very  little  trouble  in  expressing  him- 
self, if  he  knows  what  he  is  talking 
about,  and  to  know  what  you  are 
talking  about  demands  that  you  study 
the  goods,  the  "reason  why"  of  what 
you  are  selling. 

The  profession  of  a  salesman  is  as 
noble  as  any  profession,  because  in 
inducing  people  to  use  better  goods, 
you  are  incidentally  but  surely  in- 
ducing them  to  become  better  people. 
And  in  order  to  induce  them  to  use 
better  goods,  it  is  necessary  that  you 
know  your  goods  and  the  needs  of  the 
i  possible  buyers. 

There  are  salesmen  reading  this 
|magazine  who  have  a  great  deal  more 
lability  and  receive  much  larger  annual 
[incomes  than   the  average  lawyer  or 


doctor  or  any  of  the  so-called  learned 
professions. 

Yet  in  order  to  become  a  doctor  or 
lawyer,  you  have  to  read  a  great  many 
books,  and  the  average  salesman  does 
not  study  the  catalogues  and  "reasons 
why"  of  the  goods  he  sells  with  the 
same  diligence  that  the  law  student 
studies  his  jurisprudence  or  the  medical 
student  his  anatomy  and  physical 
diagnosis. 

Some  day  being  in  business  and 
selling  goods  will  be  considered  as 
much  a  profession  as  practicing  law 
or  medicine. — Cottrell's. 


Extinguishing  Auto   Fires 

Carry  a  small  strong  shovel.  Go  to 
the  roadside.  Dig  dirt  or  sand  and 
throw  on  the  fire.  Discovered  in 
time,  a  small  lot  of  sand  will  smother 
a  gasoline  blaze  and  will  not  spread 
the  fire  as  water  may.

The  U.  S.  2% 
bonds  sold  in  1900  had  what  is  called  the 
circulation  privilege  (see  your  own  page 
191).  The  National  Banks  could  well  afford 
to  pay  a  premium  for  them,  use  them  as 
security,  get  notes,  and  loan  the  notes  out 
as  currency  at  4  to  6%.  I  think  the  4' s' 
referred  to  had  the  same  privilege.  Recent 
issues  of  notes  have  not  been  available  for 
this  purpose-in  fact  the  Federal  Reserve 
Act  discourages  the  issuance  of  national 
bank  notes.  Our  credit  is  unquestionably 
high,  but  such  statements  as  yours  are  un- 
warranted. 

Again,  page  193,  last  part  of  article 
"American Paper  Money,"  the  reason  given 
for  the  non -cancellation  of  all  the  green 
backs  is  very  ingenious,  but  rather  ambigu- 
ous, don't  you  think?

The  Editor  says :  Our  ' '  unwarranted  state- 
ments" were  warranted  by  the  Treasury  De- 
partment or  the  Government  Committee  on 
Public  Information.   The  purchase  of  govern- 
ment   bonds   at  a  high  premium  netted  the 
National  Banks  less  than.3  percent,  not  in- 
eluding  final  loss   of    high    premium   paid. 
The   circulation  privilege  was   designed   to 
supply  a  currency  as   needed   by  changing 
business   conditions.     For   this  reason  the 
necessary  capital    of   an   issuing   bank  was 
reduced  to   $25,000.      Congress   considered 
bills  to  retire  the  greenbacks  or  legal  tender 
money  when  no   longer  needed,    but   such 
proposals  were  met  by  roars   of  disapproval 
from  the  "Greenbackers,"  the  "8ixteen-to- 
One     Silverites,"     the     "Socialists."     the 
'Sin<^le-Tasers' '  and  by  all  political  "Isms. "

"Social  Insurance" 

Social  insurance  is  the  latest  panacea  dis- 
covered  by  economic   doctrinaires   for  the 
cure  of  ills  resulting  from  existing  industrial 
conditions.     It    is   an   ofl'spring    maiijly  of 
that  form  of  paternalism  known  as  Prus- 
sian, which   aims  to  reduce  the  individual 
to  dependence  on  the  state,  that  the  state 
may  mold  his  thought  and  character  and 
employ   his   faculties  and  energies  for  the 
accomphshment   of  its   purposes,  whatever 
these  purposes  may  be.     To  the   Prussian 
paternalist  the  state  stands  for  the  ruling 
class,    and   the   ruling   class    assumes    the 
right  to  use  the  mass   as   a  convenience. 
Because  it  is  a  convenience  to  the  class,  the 
mass  must  be  cared  for  as  the  farmer  would 
care  for  his  cattle.     The  horse,  the  cow,  or 
the  sheep  is  not  consulted  by  the  farmer  in 
matters  relating  to  its  welfare.     Everything 
is  done  for  it.     It  is  not  expected  to  know 
what  is  good  for  it. 


The  impressionable  American  social  re- 
former has  been  bowing  down  before  Prus- 
sian paternalism  for  a  number  of  years. 
He  has  urged  upon  his  fellow  countrymen 
first  one  phase  and  then  another  of  the 
thing  that  has  come  to  be  known  as  German 
efficiency.  The  wage-earning  element  of 
the  population  seems  to  have  appealed  to 
him  most  forcibly  for  experimental  pur- 
poses. Therefore,  he  has  assiduously  em- 
ployed the  social  welfare  of  the  wage  earner 
as  an  excuse  for  imposing  upon  that  indi- 
vidual, to  begin  with,  paternahstic  relief 
which,  if  accepted,  would  make  a  depend- 
ent of  the  toiler  and,  by  easy  gradations, 
lead  him  into  servile  pauperism. 

The  strength  of  the  movement,  which  is 
pressing  some  of  the  most  pernicious  and 
dangerous  forms  of  paternalistic  legislation 
upon  the  states  and  upon  the  United  States 
as    a    whole,    cannot    be    overlooked,   and 
should  not  be  ignored.     Today  in  Connecti- 
cut, New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Illinois,  and  Wis- 
consin special  commissions  are  employed  m 
lookin-  into  the  claims  of  social  insurance. 
Social  insurance  bills  are  before  the  legisla- 
tures  of  New   York    and   Maryland      The 
people   of  California   will   vote,  next    tall, 
upon  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  a  social 
insurance  amendment  to  the  state  constitu- 
tion     In  Massachusetts,  a  special  commis- 
sion   "appointed  for  the  purpose  of  further 
investigating  the  extent  to  which   poverty 
occasioned  by  sickness  may  be  eliminated, 
medical  care  for  wage  earners  and  others 
may  be  provided,  and  measures  to  prevent 
disease    may   be  promoted    by    insurance, 
etc   "  has  just  reported  overwhelmingly  m 
opposition  to   the    fastening    of    a    health 
insurance  system  upon  the  Commonwealth. 
This  is  encouraging,  but  it  does  not  mean 
that  the  efforts   of  the  proponents   of   the 
scheme  will  cease.    These  people  are  insist- 
ent-not  only  in  Massachusetts   but   m  all 
parts  of  the  country,  and  only  the  constant 
vigilance  of  citizens  who  would  preserve  the 
independence   of    American    manhood   can 
defeat  them.-The  Christian  Science  Mom-

The  Government  may  sell  the  assets  of 
the  German  insurance  companies  in  this 
country  to  the  highest  American  bidders 
and  invest  the  proceeds  in  Liberty  Loan 
bonds. 

"The  Case  of  Coal,"  a  pamphlet  issued 
by  the  Continental  (Fire)  Ins.  Co.  Old 
King  Coal  was  a  good  old  soul;  but  though 
coal  production  in  1917  increased  50,000,000 
tons  the  demand  increased  100,000,000  tons, 
and  with  1,000,000  more  cars  there  was  an 
actual  shortage  of  2,000,000  cars.  A  very 
interesting  pamphlet.

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Railway  Securities 

The  time  has  come  for  the  United  States 
Government  authorities  to  take,  without 
further  delay,  comprehensive  and  effective 
measures  to  reheve  the  financial  distress  of 
the  country's  railroads,  not  only  in  justice 
to  the  millions  of  holders  of  their  securities 
but  also  in  the  interest  of  the  country  at 
large,  and  especially  so  with  a  view  to  the 
successful  prosecution  of  the  war. 

Since   January  1,  1917,  prices  of    railroad 
securities  have  fallen  to  an  alarming  extent, 
so  that  today  they  show  a  total  depreciation 
within  this  year  of  over  11,750,000,000,  and 
this  depreciation  represents  only  part  of  the 
total   losses  sustained  by  their  owners  since 
the  European  war  began.    There  seems  still 
to  be  some  people  who  like   to  explain  all 
this  as   being  largely  due  to  stock  jobbing 
and    dishonesty  of   a  few  in  the  past.     Mis- 
management by  railroad  officials  or  wrong- 
doing by  financiers    should   be    mercilessly 
exposed  and   the  guilty  ones  punished,  but 
not  in  a  way  to   make   the   innocent  suffer 
and  let   the   guilty  ones   escape.     I   believe 
the  railroads    of   the   country,  as   a  whole, 
are  now  more  efficiently  managed  than  ever 
before,    and  that    there    is    nothing    that, 
during  the  last   three  or   four    years,    the 
operating   officials    and    stockholders    have 
done   to   deserve,  and   nothing  they  could 
have  done  to  escape,  these  heavy  losses. 
♦        *       .* 

In  fact,  the  bonds  of   industrial   corpora- 
tions have  declined  much  less  than  railroad 
bonds;    but  when  we   come  to  shares  the 
difference   is    even  more  striking.     United 
States  Steel  common  shares  are  selling  today 
35  percent   above  July,  1914,  figures,  while 
Pennsylvania   Railroad   shares    are    selling 
nearly  20   percent,  and  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
shares  nearly  50  percent  lower  than  in  July, 
1914.      It   is  therefore   evident   that   there 
must   be    special   causes  that  have  affected 
the  prices  of  railroad  securities,  and  among 
these  are  the  very  heavy  sales  of   the  latter 
securities   in  our    market  made  for  foreign 
account.       We    have    taken   no   protective 
measures  in  the  interest  of  our  corporations 
and  investors    against  such  sales,  which  are 
estimated  to  amount  to  about  $1,700,000,000 
since  the  war  began.— James  Speyer. 


San  Francisco  Streets 

THIRD 

The  Greeks  have  taken  possession  of 
about  two  blocks  on  each  side  of  Third 
street,  along  about  Harrison  and  Folsom 
streets.  Greek  names  and  letters  appear 
on  every  window  and  on  signs,  and  Greek 
papers  are  printed  and  sold  in  this  section. 
In  occupancies  this  old  street  is  much  the 
same  as  before  the  great  fire,  but  for  several 
blocks  the  buildings  are  of  brick  construc- 
tion. 

MARKET 

This  thoroughfare  is  a  great  retail  street, 
from  the  Ferries  to  Gough  street,  and  is  a 
veritable    White    Way.     Wholesale    houses 
never   returned.     Only  one  big   hotel    was 
rebuilt.       There   are   four  car-tracks    from 
Kearny  street  to  the  Ferries,  but   as   this 
district  is  not  very  congested  few  fatalities 
have  occurred.     The  politicians,  makers  and 
manipulators    of    votes,    have    resolved    to 
extend  the  outer  Municipal  Railway  tracks 
clear  out  to  Seventeenth  street,  and  thence 
through  a  long  tunnel  into  a  sparsely  settled 
district  west  of  Twin  Peaks.     The  Municipal 
line    was   saved    from    bankruptcy    by   the 
Fair    and    by    the    War,    with    its    soldier 
patronage;  but  newihnes  have  been  built, 
and  thi&  extension  out  Market  street  seems 
an  effort  to  increase 'p^tron^^e    and   make 
the  new  Tunnel  line  pay  expenses.    Four 
tracks  on  Market  street  will  reduce  property 
values,  rents    and  taxes,  and  will  increase 
the  number  of  accidents.     Our  local  Bolshe- 
viki  insist  that  Market  street  must  be  thus 
damaged,  really  because  of  the  hope  that 
the  needless  extra  tracks  and  cars  will  dam- 
age the  property  of  the  non-resident  United 
Railroad  Co.     The  damage  to  retail  business 
may  be  the  friction  which  will  increase  fire 
losses  on  Market  street.

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CALIFORNIA  BIG  TREES 

Not  Nearly  So  Old  as  Claimed  and   Have 
No  Value  as  Lumber 

There  are  two  kinds  of  the  famous  big 
trees  of  Cahfornia.  One  kind,  the  lesser  in 
size  but  the  greater  in  commercial  value, 
is  the  redwood  found  only  in  the  Coast 
Range,  the  Sequoia  Sempervirens.  They 
grow  to  200  and  to  300  feet  in  height. 
Some  of  these  trees  are  seemingly  the  result 
of  the  union  of  several  contiguous  trees. 
Many  redwood  trees  are  fifteen  feet  or 
more  in  diameter. 

The  other  kind  is  the  one  commonly 
referred  to  when  the  Big  Trees  are  men- 
tioned. It  is  the  Sequoia  Gigantea  or 
Sequoia  Washingtoniana.  ( Sequoia  was 
the  name  of  the  big  Cherokee  chief  who 
invented  the  alphabet  for  his  tribe.  ) 
Groves  of  these  trees  are  found  only  in  the 
Sierra  Range. 

These  wonderful  trees  grow  to  a  height  of 
850  feet,  and  some  of  them  are  over  32  feet 
in  diameter  above  "the  burl  "  or  at  the 
height  of  a  man.  The  roots  spread  outward 
many  feet  in  shallow  soil.  None  extend 
downward.  A  sti-ong  wind  storm  sometimes 
overturns  one  of  these  monsters,  more 
easily  if  injured  by  fire  or  weakened  by 
great  age.  Many  big  trees  are  hollow,  the 
heart  being  eaten  out  by  forest  fires.  The 
cones  are  small,  about  three  inches  long 
and  two  inches  thick.  If  as  large  as  sugar- 
pine  cones,  it  would  be  dangerous  to  pass 
under  these  mighty  ancient  trees. 

Sequoia  Gigantea  wood  is  unlike  that  of 
the  Coast  Range  redwood,  and  is  not  wanted 
for  lumber.  The  tree  is  but  a  noble  specta- 
cle, which  should  be  carefully  preserved  for 
posterity — preserved  from  fire  and  vandal- 
ism. 

The  age  of  the  Big  Trees  has  been  the 
subject  of  great  exaggeration.  One  writer 
says  they  are  8,000  years  old.  Men  who 
should  know  better  speak  of  them  as  5,000 
to  6,000  years  old.  The  annual  rings  of 
growth  of  the  fallen  and  sawn  specimens 
indicate  only  about  2,300  years  at  most. 

The  survival  of  these  groves  of  gisantic 
evergreens    for    twenty    centuries    or    <ixty 


generations  of  mankind,  on  the  plateaus  of 
the  Sierras,  may  be  accepted  as  evidence 
that  California  is  not  a  land  of  "unstable 
strata."  A  destructive  earthquake  would 
upset  every  one  of  these  shallow-rooted 
monsters  of  the  forests  overlooking  the 
great  valleys.  Where  they  live,  Mother 
Earth  is  steady  and  well  behaved. 


Government  Insurance 

Time  and  again  we  have  pointed  out  in 
the  columns  of  the  Policyholder  the  im- 
portance of  insuring  in  a  company  with  a 
good  record  as  regards  the  settlement  of 
claims.  Probably  four  people  out  of  every 
five,  when  insuring,  are  entirely  influenced 
by  the  premium  rate  and  overlook  the  im- 
portance of  policy  conditions  and  a  com- 
pany's general  reputation.  Many  complaints 
have  been  made  as  to  the  unsatisfactory 
way  in  which  the  Government  departments 
meet  insurance  claims.  In  the  national 
health  and  unemployment,  the  anti-aircraft, 
and  State  war  risks  oflices  similar  tactics 
seem  to  prevail.  So  much  has  been  said 
that  it  is  satisfactory  as  regards  the  last 
department  we  have  named  to  be  able  to 
record  a  recent  case  in  which  very  prompt 
payments  were  made. — Policyholder,  Man- 
chester.

When  you,  a  life  insurance  salesman,  go 
to  a  store  to  buy  something,  what  do  you 
want  ?  You  want  to  be  sold  that  some- 
thing and  have  it  over  with.  You  don't 
want  to  be  given  a  long  rambling  talk  about 
it.  You  want  to  be  shown  the  goods,  and 
told  the  price  and  get  away.  That  is  in- 
stinctive in  you.     It's  instinctive  in  every 

man. 

So  many  agents  fall  down  by  thinking 
they  must  make  "a  most  extraordinary 
event"  out  of  selling  a  man  life  insurance. 
They  plan  an  elaborate  "approach"  and  an 
"impressive"  opening,  and  a  "grand  pro-

Fire  Losses  Make  the   Rates 
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FIRE   INSURANCE    RATES 

Philadelphia  Chamber  of  Commerce    Re- 
port Thereon 

The  repoi-t  of  its  fire  prevention  and  in- 
surance committee  was  unanimously  ap- 
proved by  the  executive  committee  and  by 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Philadelphia 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  committees' 
foreword  said  that  fire  insurance  touches 
the  lives  of  all  the  people  of  the  nation  and 
covers  50  billions  of  property.  "Questions 
relating  to  the  rates  under  which  this  uni- 
versal tax  is  collected  have  constituted  a 
coinmerciial  runnins;  sore  in  this  country  for 
many  years,"  said  the  committee. 

Of  newspaper  estimates  of  fire  losses  the 
committee  reported  to  this  effect: 

"The  usual  published  fissures  consist  of 
compilations  by  the  Journal  of  Commerce 
and  Commercial  Bulletin  (of  New  York)  of 
tlie  necessarily  inaccurate  and  excessive 
primary  news  reports,  with  15  percent 
added  thereto  as  a  guess  for  unreported 
losses. 

"Large  property-owners  concerned  have 
tested  these  reports  in  specific  cases  from 
time  to  time  and  found  them  90  percent 
excessive.  [Like  tlie  report  of  $1,000,000 
fire  loss  at  Santa  Rosa,  Cal.] 

"The  conclusion  seems  reasonable  that 
such  figures  are  not  sufficiently  accurate  or 
responsible  to  serve  alone  as  a  proper  un- 
supported base  for  rate  increases  to  sub- 
stantially like  amounts." 

It  is  frankly  admitted  that  the  result  of 
the  present  unfavorable  underwriting  con- 
ditions generally  has  been  to  make  relatively 
small  -  sized  and  restri'.'ted  underwriting 
operations  so  difficult  and  dangerous  as  to 
have  caused  retirement  of  many  of  the 
smaller  companies  and  the  reinsurance  of 
their  risks  or  their  merger  into  larger  and 
more  successful  companies. 

[  But  this  is  less  true  now  than  before 
the  great  war.  A  few  years  ago  companies 
were  reinsuring,  merging  or  retiring  at  the 
rate  of  ten  or  more  a  year.] 

The  committee  favored  as  proper  a  reas- 
onable fire  insurance  rate  increase  to  meet 
average  higlier  actual  current  underwriting 


costs  and  hazards,  but  "frankly"  admitted 
that  it  does  not  know  and  cannot  find  out 
what  is  a  reasonable  rate  increase.  But 
some  rate  increase  is  advisable  in  the 
interest  of  both  buyers  and  sellers  of  sound 
fire  insurance. 


United  States  Branch  of  the  Royal 

In  this  country  last  year  the  Royal  en- 
tered the  16  -  million  class  in  assets,  the 
9  -  million  class  in  premium  reserve,  the 
11  -  million  class  in  premiums,  and  the 
12-million  class  in  income.  It  was  a  good 
year  for  the  United  States  branch.  The 
surplus  was  increased;  both  fire  and  marine 
premiums  gained,  the  total  premium  income 
making  a  gain  of  $1,660,000.  The  assets 
made  a  corresponding  gain.  The  under- 
writing profit  was  satisfactory. 

The  Pacific  department,  under  Manager 
Watt,  gained  nearly  $200,000  in  premiums. 
The  office  entered  the  $2,1100,000  class.  The 
loss  ratio  was  a  moderate  one. 


Marine  Business  of  Fire  Companies 

The  grand  total  of  marine  premiums 
written  in  this  country  by  American 
and  foreign  fire  companies  last  year  is 
$99,006,112,  of  which  the  American  com- 
panies wrote  nearly  $75,000,000  or  more 
than  three-fourths.  The  average  loss  ratio 
is  4-1  percent. 


A  New  Ship  Every  2  Days 

Ship  building  plants  the  world  over  should 
have  a  mark  to  shoot  at  when  Hog  Island 
production  gets  into  its  full  swing.  The 
goal  at  Hog  Island  is  a  launching  every  two 
days.  Success  in  this  means  a  thing  here- 
tofore undreamed  of  in  ship  building. — 
Emergency  Fleet  News. 


A  total  of  182  steel  vessels  have  been 
launched  in  American  shipyards  since  the 
shipbuilding  campaign  began.  Eighty-five 
requisitioned  vessels  have  been  finished 
and  turned  over  to  the  Shipping  Board. 
Requisitioned  vessels  with  prefix  West  to 
their  American  names  are  of  the  8,000  tons 
class.

The  Greatest  Life 

insurance  business  in  the  world  is  the 
war  insurance  of  our  Government. 
More  than  $12,000,000,000  of  insur- 
ance upon  the  lives  of  members  of  the 
military  and  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States  has  been  writtten  by  the  Bureau 
of  War-Risk  Insurance  of  the  United 
States  Treasury.    ' 

A  year  ago  the  total  amount  of  life 
insurance  in  force  in  the  United  States 
was  about  $22,000,000,000.  In  a  few 
months  the  United  States  Government 
has  written  more  than  50  percent  of 
that  amount. 

It  furnishes  this  insurance  to  the 
beneficiaries  at  the  same  rate  that 
private  companies  would  furnish  it 
in  times  of  peace.  This  insurance  is 
bought  and  paid  for  at  regular  rates 
by  the  beneficiaries,  except  that  the 
Nation    assumes    the    additional   risk 


that  being  in  the  military  and  naval 
service  of  the  country  entails  upon  the 
beneficiaries. 

Ship  Insurance  Rate 

reduction  on  hulls  and  cargoes  through 
the  war  zone  is  from  4  percent  to  3 
percent;  the  reduction  on  the  officers, 
masters,  and  crews  of  merchant  vessels 
through  the  war  zone  is  from  50  cents 
to  25  cents  per  hundred  dollars  of  pay 
roll.  Both  reductions  took  effect  March 
18,  1918. 

The  first  reduction  of  insurance 
rates  by  the  War  Risk  Insurance 
Bureau  was  made  last  October,  when 
the  rate  on  cargoes  was  reduced  from 
6^^  percent  to  5  percent.  The  second 
reduction  was  on  November  23,  and 
was  from  5' percent  to  4  percent. 


The  Vaterland, 

one  of  these  iuterned  ships  and  the 
largest  ship  afloat,  is  now  in  the  United 
States  service  renamed  the  Leviathan. 
Americans  are  able  to  operate  this  ship 
at  a  higher  rate  of  speed  than  the 
Germans  were  able  to  do,  and  do  this 
with  200  tons  of  coal  less  a  day.  The 
Leviathan  has  one  American  captain 
in  place  of  five  German  captains  of  the 
Vaterland,  and  one  American  chief 
engineer  instead  of  a  chief  engineer 
and  five  assistants  that  German  effici- 
ency required. 

Ham  at  $6  a  Pound 

was  recently  bought  by  a  tourist  in 
Germany.  This  is  the  story  printed 
by  a  German  paper  and  quoted  by  the 
Official  Bulletin  printed  daily  by  the 
Government     at    Washington.       The 
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tourist  was  certainlj^  hungry,  for  he 
paid  the  farmer  $90  for  a  ham.  And 
yet  we  are  beguiled  with  stories  of  the 
abundance  of  food  in  "the  Fodder- 
land." 


Kansas  Crimes 

have  long  been  of  the  most  sensational 
sort.  In  the  Jay  hawker  and  Border 
Ruffian  raid  days  the  country  and 
the  world  were  shocked  by  recitals  of 
massacres  by  day  and  murders  by 
night.  Then  followed  the  Kate  Bender 
hammer  killings,  where  travelers  in 
the  Bender  house  were  seated  with 
backs  to  a  canvas  partition  at  meals; 
and  Kate  behind  the  canvas  struck 
the  unsuspecting  guests  in  the  back 
of  the  head  with  a  heavy  hammer. 
The  bodies  were  robbed  and  then 
buried.  This  monster  was  never 
caught  by  Justice.  Two  men  in  Kan- 
sas insured  the  life  of  a  fellow  conspir- 
ator, giving  the  name  of  a  painter. 
They  got  the  painter  drunk,  covered 
his  head  with  oil  and  set  fire  to  it, 
killing  him  of  course;  and  they  re- 
presented this  corpse  to  be  that  of  the 
man  insured.  The  two  men  were  con- 
victed of  murder  and  under  the  no- 
hanging  law  spent  their  lives  in  the 
penitentiary.  The  other  day  Lewis 
R.  Whisler,  an  army  captain,  robl)ed 
the  bank  at  Camp  Funston,  and,  in 
fear  of  recognition,  brained  four  em- 
ployees of  the  bank  with  an  ax. 
When  sui'e  of  detection  the  murderer 
committed  suicide.  Possibly  he  was 
a  descendent  of  Kate  Bender;  or  do 
the  climate  extremes  and  the  light  dry 
air  of  Kansas  stimulate  unusual  crimes? 

The  State 

of    Kansas    has    a  law  making  it  un- 
lawful   for    any    person,   company,  or 


corporation  to  barter,  sell,  or  give 
away  cigarettes  or  cigarette  papers 
within  the  state.  Another  law  makes 
it  unlawful  to  advertise  cigarettes  or 
cigarette  papers  in  any  circular,  news- 
paper or  periodical  published,  offered 
for  sale,  or  for  free  distribution  within 
the  state.  The  sale  of  cigarettes  is 
not  prohibited  in  the  state  of  Missouri. 

The  attorney-general  of  Kansas  noti- 
fied the  publishers  of  a  Missouri  paper 
containing  cigarette  advertising  that 
he  would  arrest  all  boys  and  others  he 
caught  selling  or  circulating  the  said 
cross-the-line  daily  paper.  The  matter 
got  into  a  federal  court. 

The  court  (246  F.  321)  held  the  act 
in  question,  in  so  far  as  it  was  leveled 
against  the  advertisement  of  cigarettes 
and  cigarette  papers  in  a  newspaper 
published  outside  of  the  state  of  Kan- 
sas and  distributed  within  the  state, 
to  constitute  an  undue  burden  on  in- 
terstate commerce,  and  therefore  un- 
enforceable. 


Words  "Accident"

any  technical  meaning  in  law,  and 
when  used  in  an  insurance  contract 
are  to  be  construed  according  to  the 
common  speech  and  common  usage  of 
people  generally.

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New  Zealand  Had  A  Good  Year,  With 
Increased  Business  And  A  Large  Gain 
In  Assets 

The  New  Zealand  is  a  well  managed 
company,  conservative  thongh  enterprising. 
It  has  $9,205,349  assets,  a  gain  of  over 
$1,23:3,000.  A  good  asset,  not  inchided,  as 
far  as  this  field  is  concerned,  is  the  fact  tliat 
the  company  has  been  operating  here 
since  1875. 

The  condition  of  the  company  is  first 
claps,  for  it  has  $3,000,000  capital  (a  gain  of 
1750,000)  and  11,669,620  net  surplus.  The 
reinsurance  reserve  fund  has  been  ad- 
vanced, by  $450,000,  to  $2,300,000. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the 
premium  income  exceeded  $5,000,000.  It 
totaled  last  year  $5,738,518,  a  gain  of 
$1,114,565.  Marine  war  risks  had  some- 
thing to  do  with  this  extraordinary  gain. 

The  subscribed  capital  of  the  New  Zealand 
is  $7,500,000.  The  cash  surplus  to  policy- 
holders is  $4,669,621.  Income  last  year 
was  $6,035,595.  These  are  the  figures  of  a 
very  strong  company. 

The  United  States  department  does  busi- 
ness only  in  the  Pacific  West.  Manager 
Walter  M.  Speyer  wrote  an  increased 
business  in  this  field  and  incurred  the 
moderate  loss  ratio  of  34  percent. 


Realty  Broker's  Commission 

Real  estate  broker's  contract  for  com- 
mission on  sale  of  land  is  not  void  because 
he  has  not  then  procured  state  license,  and 
absence  of  such  license  is  no  defense  to 
action  thereon. 

Broker  who  has  procured  purchaser  who 
has  entered  into  valid  and  binding  contract, 
unless  contract  otherwise  provides,  cannot 
be  depriv^ed  of  commission  because  of  pur- 
chaser's failure  to  comply  with  his  con- 
tract.— Linton  v.  Johnson,  94  S.  E.  945. 


Two  autos  were  stolen  in  Vancouver,  one 
night  last  week.

Equitable  Net  Surplus  Held  to  Belong  to 
Policyholders 

The  Federal  court  of  appeals  in  Royal 
Trust  V.  Equitable  Life  it  was  held  that  the 
net  surplus  of  the  society  belongs  to  the 
policyholders  and  not  to  the  sto(;kholders. 

This  ruling  may  (in  the  final  proceedings) 
set  at  rest  the  claim  that  a  good  part  of  the 
net  surplus,  say  $8,000,000,  belongs  to  the 
stockholders. 

The  suit  was  brought  to  restrain  the 
society  from  using  the  surplus  to  buy  and 
retire  its  capital  stock.  The  Federal  district 
court  (Southern  dist. )  denied  a  preliminary 
injunction  and  the  plaintiff"  (estate)  ap- 
pealed.    The  appelate  court  affirmed. 


Wm.  J.  Hunting,  ex-lieutenant,  life  man 
working,  for  the  Bankers  l^ife,  is  under 
arrest,  charged  with  buying  beer  for  sol- 
diers, whose  dinner  he  bought.  He  says 
that  his  guests,  of  the  provost  guard,  stole 
the  bottles  from  his  room  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  "frame  up."

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MARINE  INSURANCE 

From  a  Talk  by  J.  B.  Levison,  President  of 
the  Fireman's  Fund  Insurance  Company, 
at  a  Meeting  of  the  Associate  Members 
of  the  Fire  Underwriters'  Association  of  the 
Pacific 

[From  Stenographer's  Notes] 

I  am  afraid,  after  so  very  complimentary 
an  introduction,  that  you  will  expect  too 
much  from  me  this  evening,  and  I  am, 
therefore,  constrained  to  say'at  once  that  I 
have  prepared  nothing  at  all,  thinking  that 
it  may  be  more  instructive  and  certainly 
more  interesting,  to  give  you  a  rambling, 
informal  talk  on  marine  insurance,  rather 
than  a  technical  paper. 

At  Least  2700  Years  Old 

As  many  of  you  doubtless  know,  marine 
insurance  is  the  very  oldest  form,  and  in 
fact  the  only  ancient  form,  of  indemnity. 
History  tells  us  that  as  far  back  as  800  B.  C. 
the  Rhodians  had  something  of  the  nature 
of  marine  insurance,  and  they  are  generally 
credited  with  having  been  responsible  for 
certain  features,  at  all  events,  of  marine 
insurance  as  we  know  it  today. 

About  the  twelfth  century,  when  the  com- 
mercial activity  in  the  Mediterranean  began 
to  show  itself,  marine  insurance  played 
quite  an  important  part  in  the  trading  be- 
tween individuals.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
whole  development  of  marine  insurance  is 
allied,  naturally,  very  closely  to  the  birth 
and  development  of  commerce  and  trade. 
From  1200  tp  1600  A.  D.  was,  it  might  be 
said,  the  constructive  period,  and  about  the 
thirteenth  century,  the  Lombards  intro- 
duced marine  insurance  into  London;  in 
fact  the  present  policy  known  as  "Lloyd's 
Policy"  bears  a  very  striking  resemblance 
to  a  Florentine  statute  describing  a  form  of 
policy  which  was  dated  about  1500. 

In  those  days  in  London  the  so-called 
"Coffee  House"  occupied  rather  a  unique 
position  in  the  commercial  world,  being  a 
sort  of  meeting  place  for  merchants,  ship- 
owners and  masters.  From  these  coffee 
houses  subsequently  developed  the  Shipping 
Exchange  or  Bourse  over  the  entire  conti- 
nent.    One  of  the  best  known  coffee  houses 


in  London  at  that  time  was  kept  by  a  man 
by  the  name  of  Lloyd,  and  was  known  as 
"Lloyd's  Coffee  House." 

Lloyd's   Papers 

Shippers,  merchants  and  captains  used  to 
meet  in  this  place,  which,  during  the  last 
half  of  the  seventeenth  century,  became  a 
very  well  known  rendezvous  for  all  persons 
connected  with  shipping.  Lists  were  kept, 
giving  the  particulars  of  vessels,  their  age, 
construction,  ownership,  etc.,  as  well  as  a 
record  of  their  voyages.  Finally  a  plan  of 
mutual  insurance  was  adopted  by  which, 
for  an  agreed  compensation,  the  individuals 
would  guarantee  each  other  against  loss. 
Lloyd  appears  to  have  been  an  enterprising 
man  and  at  last,  probably  by  way  of  pub- 
licity, and  as  an  attraction  for  his  coffee 
house,  started  in  1696,  the  publication  of  a 
weekly  shipping  and  commercial  paper, 
calle^l-" Lloyd's  News,"  which  was  a  fore- 
runner of  "Lloyd's  List,"  started  in  1726 
and  now  the  most  widely  known  shipping 
paper  in  the  world.  From  Lloyd's  Coffee 
House  also  emanated  the  lists  giving  the 
particulars  of  the  construction  and  condition 
of  vessels,  which  doubtless  was  the  begin- 
ning of  Lloyd's  Register — the  acknowledged 
authority  on  the  classification  of  vessels  the 
world  over. 

This  leads  me  to  say  a  word  about  Lloyd's 
underwriters,  who  also  came  out  of  Lloyd's 
Coffee  House,  in  that  certain  patrons  of  the 
Coffee  House,  who  "underwrote"  policies 
of  insurance,  as  it  was  then  called,  and  to 
which  I  have  already  referred,  decided  to 
start  an  association,  so  that  they  might 
have  a  place  for  the  transaction  of  their 
particular  business  exclusively,  and  from 
this  has  grown  the  Lloyds  of  today. 

Lloyd's 

It  would  probably  surprise  some  of  you 
to  know  that  the  word  "Lloyd's"  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  matters  maritime,  strictly 
speaking.  We  naturally  have  got  into  the 
habit  of  thinking  so  from  the  fact  that  the 
names  of  so  many  different  kinds  of  con- 
cerns connected  with  the  sea,  such  as 
steamship  companies,  vessel  registers,  etc., 
use  the  word  "Lloyd's."  It  has  all  come 
from  the  original  Lloyd's  Coffee  House. 


Covering  the   Pacific  West 
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I  will  take  a  moment  to  tell  you  some- 
thing of  Lloyd's  underwriters  and  their 
method  of  doino;  business.  Lloyd's  room  is 
a  large  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Royal  Exchange  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of 
London.  In  this  room  several  hundred 
underwriters  sit  at  their  desks  from  ten  in 
the  morning  until  four  in  the  afternoon, 
considering  proposals  for  insurance  pre- 
sented to  them  by  hundreds  of  brokers  and 
their  clerks.  In  this  room  is  written  every 
class  of  insurance  known  to  the  business 
world,  and  while  originally  Lloyd's  under- 
writers wrote  only  marine  insurance,  today, 
as  I  have  just  said,  they  write  anything  and 
everything  of  wdaatever  character.  The 
result  of  this,  as  can  be  readily  understood, 
is  that  the  institution  is  an  exceedingly 
attractive  one  for  brokers  and,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  the  volume  of  business  done  by 
Lloyd's  underwriters  is  tremendous. 

To  come  back  now  to  marine  insurance. 

Fire  and  Marine  Business  Not  Related 

Probably,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  am 
speaking  to  a  body  of  men  employed  gener- 
ally in  the  tire  insurance  business,  it  might 
be  well  for  me  to  say  a  few  words  by  way 
of  comparison.  Fire  insurance  and  marine 
insurance  have  absolutely  no  relation  what- 
ever to  each  other.  It  is  merely  a  coinci- 
dence that  certain  companies  happen  to  be 
doing  both  classes  of  business.  There  is 
absolutely  no  similarity  whatever,  nor  con- 
nection between  the  two  — in  fact,  at  many 
points  marine  insurance  is  as  different  from 
tire  insurance  as  it  is  from  life  insurance  or 
any  other  form  of  insurance. 

For  example,  the  policy  generally  used 
by  marine  underwriters  is  one  which  has 
come  down  to  us  from  the  fifteenth  or  six- 
teenth century  and  clauses  are  inserted  to 
meet  the  particular  requirements  of  the 
business  in  hand.  In  fire  insurance  the 
form  is  laid  down  by  the  state,  and  changed 
to  meet  the  views  of  state  insurance  de- 
partments and  individuals,  rather  than  the 
insuring  public.  In  marine  insurance  tariffs 
are  of  the  greatest  rarity,  rates  being  fixed 
by  individual  underwriters:  in  fire  insur- 
ance it  is  the  custom,  the  world  over,  to 
write  according  to  tariff,  almost  altogether. 


In  marine  insurance  the  policy  is  practically 
always  a  valued  policy:  in  fire  insurance, 
to  even  suggest  a  valued  policy  is  to  throw 
the  underwriter  almost  into  a  state  of 
panic. 

In  marine  insurance  it  is  not  at  all  an 
unusual  thing  for  an  underwriter  to  relieve 
himself  of  hability  by  reinsuring  his  entire 
line,  on  any  given  risk:  in  fire  insurance 
this  is  practically  unknown,  and  considered 
unethical,  if  nothing  worse. 

Cancellation  Only  by  Mutual  Consent 
A  marine  policy  once  written  cannot  be 
cancelled,  except,  of  course,  by  mutual  con- 
sent. Every  fire  policy  contains  a  clause 
providing  for  cancellation  by  either  party. 
Marine  insurance  is  world-wide  and  can- 
not be  controlled  locally  in  any  respect. 
Fire  insurance  is  strictly  local  and  can  be 
controlled  accordingly 

The  first  stock  companies  for  the  transac- 
tion of  marine  insurance  were  organized 
and  chartered  in  England  in  1720  and  in 
America  in  1792.  Up  to  the  time  of  the 
present  European  war,  there  were  less  than 
a  dozen  American  companies  doing  marine 
insurance  business.  Today,  as  a  result  of 
the  war  and  the  anticipated  development  of 
the  American  Merchant  Marine,  practically 
every  American  fire  insurance  company  of 
any  importance  has  taken  up  marine  insur- 
ance also. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  say  to  an 
organization  such  as  yours,  that  without 
marine  insurance  there  could  be  no  com- 
merce. Marine  insurance  makes  it  possible 
for  a  merchant  with  a  limited  capital  to  do 
a  comparatively  large  business. 
Scope  Is  Broad 

As  to  the  scope  of  marine  insurance,  I 
hardly  know  where  to  start,  it  is  so  broad, 
and  so  different  from  anything  that  the 
average  fire  underwriter,  with  no  definite 
knowledge  of  the  situation,  imagines. 

For  example,  a  very  large  business  is  that 
of  insuring  cargoes  on  vessels  carrying  a 
refrigerating  plant,  against  the  breakdown 
of  the  plant  and  the  consequent  spoiling  of 
the  cargo.  Another  is  the  practical  guaran- 
teeing  of  profits  by  insuring  against  the  safe 
arrival  of  the  vessel.     If  time  pennitted  I 
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conld  give  you  many  similar  interesting 
illustrations  of  the  kind  of  risks  mai'ine 
underwriters  are  expected  to  take. 

In  the  old  days  of  sailing  vessels,  before 
the  advent  of  steam,  the  character  of  the 
business  was  entirely  different  from  the 
present  time.  Today,  with  the  commerce 
of  the  world  carried  on  by  steamers  and  all 
the  ports  of  the  world  connected  by  cable, 
the  business  is  of  a  much  simpler  chai-acter. 

War  Risks 

A  feature  of  the  marine  business,  which  I 
should  probably  say  a  word  about  at  this 
particular  time,  is  that  of  war  risk  insur- 
ance, which  is  a  subject  of  common  interest 
and  discussion.  The  ordinary  marine  in- 
surance policy  does  not  cover  what  is  pop- 
ularly known  as  "war  risks."  In  other 
words,  it  specifically  excepts  any  loss  due 
to  the  seizure,  detention  or  sinking  on  the 
part  of  a  belligerent,  and  in  order  to  have 
this  risk  covered,  it  is  necessary  to  add  a 
special  clause  for  which  an  additional  prem- 
ium is  charged.  During  the  last  three  and 
a  half  years  many  companies  have  written  a 
large  business  with  very  satisfactory  results, 
for  the  reason  that  while  the  losses  by  the 
•ubmarine  in  European  waters  have  been 
quite  heavy,  the  losses  throughout  the  rest 
of  the  world  have  been  comparatively  light, 
notwithstanding  which  fact  merchants  and 
bankers  have  protected  their  shipments, 
wherever  they  might  be,  by  war  risk  cover. 

Technical  Expressions 

There  are  a  few  technical  expressions  to 
which  I  might  refer,  as  doubtless  many  of 
you  have  heard  them  and  been  mystified  by 
them  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  and  I  will 
ask  you  to  bear  with  me  a  few  minutes 
longer,  so  that  I  may  very  briefly  touch 
upon  them. 

The  first  is  "General  Average."  General 
average  is  simply  a  sacrifice  made  or  an 
expense  incurred  for  the  general  benefit. 
Take  a  very  simple  illustration:  a  captain 
finds  his  vessel  dangerously  close  to  the 
rocks  and  employs  a  tug  boat  to  tow  him 
clear  of  danger.  The  value  of  the  cargo  is 
$100,000  and  the  value  of  the  vessel  is 
1100.000  and  the  tug  boat's  bill  $2,000. 
Under  these  circumstances   the  vessel  vrill 


pay  half  and  the  cargo  will  pay  half  of  the 
bill.  Of  course,  you  understand  that  I  have 
given  you  a  very  primitive  illustration, 
shorn  of  all  complications  and  technicali- 
ties, of  which  there  are  naturally  many, 
even  in  a  case  as  simple  as  this  one. 

"Particular  Average"  is,  roughly  speak- 
ing, a  technical  expression  for  "  partial 
loss."  "Hull"  is  the  body  of  the  vessel 
itself.  "Freight  money"  is  the  compensa- 
tion paid  the  owner  by  the  cargo  for  its 
carriage.  "Averfvge  statement"  is  nothing 
more  nor  less  than  a  "proof  of  loss,"  as  it 
is  called  in  the  fire  business. 

Seaworthiness 

One  very  important  feature  of  the  marine 
business,  is  the  implied  warranty  of  sea- 
worthiness. There  are  present,  in  all  con- 
tracts of  insurance,  two  classes  of  warran- 
ties —  expressed  and  implied.  The  ex- 
pressed warranty  is  the  warranty  contained 
in  the  policy  itself;  the  implied  warranty  is 
one  that,  as  the  expression  indicates,  is 
understood  between  both  parties. 

The  most  important  implied  warranty  is 
that  of  seaworthiness,  which  means  that 
the  vessel  must  be  in  seaworthy  condition 
for  the  contemplated  voyage,  in  order  that 
the  policy  of  insurance  may  be  valid.  This 
implied  warranty  of  seaworthiness  covers 
the  condition  of  the  vessel  and  her  equip- 
ment, and  also  the  character  of  her  crew. 
It  is  of  the  highest  importance,  in  placing 
marine  insurance,  that  any  feature  which 
might  influence  the  underwriter  in  making 
the  rate  should  be  disclosed.  A  failure  to 
do  so  may  invalidate  the  entire  insurance. 

I  could  go  on,  it  seems  to  me,  indefinite- 
ly, in  this  way,  but  time  will,  of  course, 
not  permit  and  I  will  therefore  close  by 
expressing  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
very  careful  and  undivided  attention  which 
you  have  given  me  in  this  very  desultory 
talk.

The  Capital  Fire  lias  |i441,9o9  assets, 
$53,106  net  surplus,  1201,004  premium  in- 
come, 58  percent  losses  and  40  percent 
expense  ratio. 

San  Francisco.  —  The  Gantner  &  Mattern 
loss  appraisement  has  been  accepted.  The 
companies  accept  the  award  of  the  appraisers 
and  will  not  take  over  any  of  the  goods. 
Several  companies  had  previously  paid  on 
the  award  of  their  adjusters. 

Miunesota's  recorded  experience  last  year 
shows  loss  ratios  on  unprotected  frame 
dwelling  contents  70  percent  and  on  pro- 
tected frame  dwelling  contents  57  percent. 

The  Globe  &  Kutgers  (represented  by 
Edward  Brown  &  Sons)  now  has  $22,022,- 
227,  assets,  a  gain  of  $8,232,094;  premiums, 
$18,757,603,  a  gain  of  over  $9,000,000.  Fire 
premiums  gained  about  40  percent,  and 
marine  premiums  gained  190  percent. 

Jersey  City. — The  Jarvis  warehouse  fire- 
explosion  destroyed  over  $2,000,000  values. 

Sun,  Michigan  F.  &  M.  and  Patriotic  will 
soon  occupy  all  of  ground  floor  at  401  San- 
some  street,  with  entrance  also  on  Sacra- 
mento street,  at  the  west  end.  Partitions 
have  been  knocked  down  and  the  long  ligiit 
office  is  being  restored  to  beauty  and  pro- 
portion. 

The  Imperial  Assurance  Company  of  New 
York  (represented  by  E.  C.  F.  Knowles) 
did  well  last  year,  increasing  assets,  s  ur- 
plus,  reserve  and  premiums,  and  lowering 
its  losses.  Losses  were  only  44  percent  of 
earned  premiums.  The  assets  have  passed 
the  million  post. 

Kausas  City,  Kans.,  April  4.  — A  $3,000,- 
000  fire  in  the  bottoms  tonight  among  ware- 
houses is  attributed  to  firebugs.  Firemen 
and  apparatus  from  the  two  Kansas  Cities 
fought  the  fire. 

Columbus,  O.,  fire  men  have  ascertained 
that  the  ayerage  cost  of  a  policy,  including 
office  expenses,  is  $1.23. 


The  Industrial  Fire  of  Akron,  0.,  dropped 
its  net  surplus  from  $108,562  to  $30,600. 
Its  premiums  fell  from  $559,920  to  $462,920. 
Its  loss  incurred  ratio  was  89  percent  of  the 
premiums.

Statistics  compiled  by  boards  of  under- 
writers show  that  70  percent  of  all  fires 
which  start  are  subdued  in  their  early  stages 
by  the  use  of  chemical  engines. — Winne- 
mucca  Star. 

Having  had  so  few  losses  in  Los  Angeles 
the  fire  underwriters  are  diligently  cam- 
paigning to  reduce  the  total  loss  to  zero. 
This  it  seems  is  the  way  Councilman  Mal- 
lard is  looking  at  the  matter.  Suspecting 
that  rates  are  far  too  high,  he  is  investigat- 
ing. Local  Agent  Conaway,  also  a  council- 
man, is  quoted  as  saying  that  the  city 
sliould  place  all  its  insurance  in  non-board 
companies.

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Cost    of    Writing    A     Fire    Policy — Small 
Policies  Are  Written  at  a  Loss 

Brokers  and  agents  have  for  long  told  us 
that  they  write  small  policies  at  a  loss — 
rent,  heat,  light,  postage,  street  car  fares, 
endorsements,  time  unpaid  for,  etc.,  eat  up 
more  than  the  commission.  Probably  every 
business  transacts  some  part  at  a  loss. 
Small  sales  do  not  always  pay  clerk  hire. 
Grocers,  for  example,  lose  money  on  sugar; 
big  merchants  lose  money  on  bargain  sales. 
But  all,  excepting  the  insurance  men,  ex- 
pect to  make  profit  on  other  sales  to  the 
same  buyers. 

As  we  stated  in  a  previous  issue,  the  Fire 
Insurance  Club  of  Columbus  has  gone  into 
the  matter  with  praiseworthy  care  and 
detail.  The  total  cost  of  policy  for  service 
and  all  is  $1.23  plus  the  net  sum  due  the 
insurer. 

The  following,  on  the  antliority  of  the 
aforesaid  club,  is  illuminating: 

If  policy  happens  to  bear  the  minimum 
premium,  $2,  and  is  a  25  percent  risk,  it 
has  already  lost  you,  in  actual  casli,  the 
sum  of  73c. ;  i.  e.,  the  cost  of  handling  it  up 
to  the  front  door,  |1.23,  less  than  the  gross 
commission  realized  from  it,  50c.  You  are 
going  to  pay  out  in  expense  the  gross  com- 
mission of  50c.,  and,  also,  73c.  more,  which 
you  must  get  somewhere  else.  Your  clerks, 
your  landlord  and  all  the  others,  get  both 
the  50c.  and  the  73c.  as  surely  as  you  issue 
the  policy. 

If  the  premium  is  $3,  and  the  risk  a  25 
percent  one,  you  have  only  given  yourself 
plus  48c.  If  $4,  you  have  only  dug  up  an 
extra  23c.  If  $5,  you  have  2c.  left  after 
providing  for  all  expenses — except  for  your 
own  services— to  your  front  door.  And  you 
haven't  got  the  policy  as  yet  into  your 
customer's  hands.  If  the  policy  comes 
within  the  15  percent  commission  class,  and 
it  is  a  $2  minimum  premium,  you've  earned 
30c.  gross  and  lost  93c.  on  tlie  transaction 
at  the  same  stage — your  front  door.  At  $3, 
you've  earned  45c.  gross  and  lost  78c. ;  at  |4, 
you've  lost  63c. ;  at  |5,  48c. 

At  15  percent  commission  the  premium 
must  be  at  least  |8.20  to  yield  this  necessary 
office    expense  only   of   $1.23,    and   i£   you 


have  given  any  personal  supervision  in  any 
way  up  to  that  point,  you  have  given  it  for 
nothing. 

The  Hartford  Building  in   San  Francisco 

The  Coast  Review  readers  will,  we  are 
sure,  take  pleasure  in  the  photo-engraving 
of  the  beautiful  Hartford  building  at  438 
California  street,  San  Francisco,  on  the 
site  of  the  old  Union  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany building,  which  later  was  the  site  of  the 
new  Alliance  Assurance  Company  building, 
destroyed  by  the  fire  of  1906.  The  engrav- 
ing may  not  do  the  Hartford  building  full 
justice  but  it  is  admirable. 

The  architect,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Blaisdell, 
has  in  this  beautiful  creation  given  pleasing 
evidence  of  an  artistic  appreciation  of  the 
atmosphere  of  one  of  tlie  best  periods  of 
Italian  architecture.  Unpretentious  but 
charmingly  harmonious,  this  building  is 
restful  to  the  eye  while  stimulating  to  the 
imagination. 

The  cream-colored  Manti,  Ut.,  stone  so 
faithfully  copies  the  tints  of  the  original, 
that  as  we  admire  we  sympathetically  hope 
the  ravaging  Hun  may  be  driven  back  to  his 
sterner  lands  long  before  reaching  the 
Ligurian  plains.  The  interior  decorations 
were  designed  by  Mr.  Blaisdell  and  wrought 
into  realities  by  excellent  craftsmen.  Com- 
fort and  usefulness  have  not  been  sacrificed 
while  the  artistic  effects,  harmonizing  with 
those  of  the  exterior,  have  been  elaborated 
and  preserved. 

The  design  is  early  Renaissance  or  even 
prior  to  that  awakening  of  the  minds  of 
European  men  after  the  dark  ages.  We 
seem  to  have  glimpses  of  Genoa  and  the 
vine  and  olive-covered  slopes  of  the  Riviera 
and  the  blue  of  the  Mediterranean.

Death  of  Cap.  Tom  Taylor 

Kindly  Cap.  Taylor  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  died  April  21,  1918,  at  his 
home  in  San  Rafael,  Cal.,  in  his  74th  year. 
He  had  been  ill  about  three  weeks.  His 
wife  and  daughter  survive  him. 

Capt.  Taylor  was  a  native  of  New  York, 
and  was  a  member  of  Geo.  H.  Thomas  Post 
G.  A.  R.  He  had  been,  also,  a  member  of 
Co.  F  California  First  Regiment,  N.  G. 

It  was  some  twenty-three  years  ago  that 
he  entered  the  service  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  of  the  Pacific.  He  had 
charge  of  the  supplies  and  mail  department. 

The  deceased  gentleman  was  of  an  ex- 
cellent and  influential  New  York  family, 
and  in  his  younger  days  was  accounted  a 
dashing  Beau  Brummel.  His  Civil  War 
experience  was  very  limited,  as  he  ran 
away  to  enlist,  and  misstated  his  age.  His 
parents  followed  the  runaway,  and  after  a 
brief  experience  as  a  soldier  he  was  returned 
to  home  and  school.

Grigsby  agreed  to  sell  99,910  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  110.00  per 
share,  as  follows  : 

50,000  shares  to  net  $13.00  per  share. 

49,913  shares  to  net  $15.00  per  share. 
The  entire  99,910  shares  were  sold  at  a  total 
price    of  $2,184,560.00,  or  an  average  price 
of  $21.86  plus  per  share. 

The  amount  received  from  the  sale  of 
stock  was  paid  into  the  company  and  there- 
from Messrs.  Pratt  and  Grigsby  received 
the  excess  between  the  selling  price  and  the 
amount  which  was  to  be  netted  to  the 
company.  Thus  we  find  :

Concerning  the  methods  used  in  the  sale 
of  stock  and  the  enormous  commissions 
paid  thereon,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the 
deal  was  consummated  in  a  past  era  and 
would  now  constitute  a  violation  of  the  law. 

The  amount  received  by  the  company 
under  the  Pratt  and  Grigsby  stock  contract 
($1,398,650.00)  and  the  amount  paid  in  by 
the  incorporators  for  the  purchase  of  their 
initial  holdings  ($900.00)  represent  the  total 
net  assets  ($1,399,650.00)  of  the  company 
after  the  completion  of  the  stock  promotion. 

The  company  was  authorized  to  do  busi- 
ness  on  June    26,    1910.     On    October    16, 


1909,  an  agency  contract  was  entered  into, 
by  the  terms  of  which  Messrs.  Pratt  and 
Grigsby  were  to  become  the  general  agents 
of  the  company.  This  contract  was 
modified  so  as  to  reduce  the  compensations 
of  the  general  agents  from  time  to  time  and 
remained  in  force  until  April  4,  1911,  when 
a  new  agreement  was  made  between  the 
same  parties,  which  agreement  was  later 
terminated  because  of  the  demand  for 
advances  for  agents  by  Pratt  and  Grigsby. 

Not  satisfied  with  the  terms  of  this  con- 
tract, the  company  arranged  with  Pratt  and 
Grigsby  for  its  final  annulment  on  May  31, 
1911. 

The  orfginal  overtures  between  the  com- 
pany and  Messrs.  Pratt  and  Grigsby  were 
made  during  the  incumbency  of  Arthur  R. 
Briggs  as  president  of  the  Western  States 
Life  Insurance  Company.  The  modi- 
fications in  the  original  contract  and  the 
contract  of  April  4,  1911,  were  ejcecuted 
•upon  behalf  of  the  Western  States  IJfe  In- 
surance Company  by  Warren  R.  Porter,  as 
president,  and  Frederic  S.  Withington,  as 
secretary,  while  the  company's  interests  iii 
its  final  annulment  were  represented  by 
Warren  R.  Porter,  as  president  of  the 
company. 

Up  to  this  point  there  was  general  dis- 
satisfaction among  the  stockholders  who 
were  becoming  discontented  because  of  the 
lack  of  progress  and  the  rapid  dwindling  of 
surplus. 

On  June  16,  1911,  an.  agreement  was 
entered  into  between  the  company  and  H. 
J.  Saunders,  by  the  terms  of  which  the 
latter  became  the  manager  of  agencies  of 
the  Western  States  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany. The  effect  of  tiiis  contract  in  its 
actual  operation  is  considered  later  in  the 
report. 

The  company  is  entered  in  the  following 
States  and  Territories  : 

California,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Nevada, 
Hawaii,  Wyoming,  Washington,  Oregon, 
Idaho,  Utah. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  examiners,  it 
it  was  a  mistake  for  this  company  so  early 
jn  its  existance  to  spread  itself  over  so 
large  a  territory.  A  larger  overhead  was 
thus    necessitated    than   is   consistent  with 
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economical  administi-ation.  It  is  stated 
that  th3  demand  for  this  coarse  came  from 
stockholders,  but  a  proper  analysis  of  jthe 
situation  would  have  satisfied  the  stock- 
holders that  there  was  necessity  for  the 
conservation  of  their  contributions  and  that 
a  limited  territory  would  help  in  this 
direction.

On  December  31,  1917,  the  National 
Surety  company  had  10,142  licensed  agents.

Contributing  liberally  toward  the  success 
of  tiie  company  is  the  Pacific  Coast  manager 
and  vice  president,  Frank  L.  Gilbert,  San 
Francisco,  a  successful  and  popular  man  in 
the  business.

A  Centennial  Story 

1817-1917— The  Fire  Association  of  Phila- 
delphia. A  short  account  of  the  origin  and 
development  of  fire  insurance  in  Philadel- 
phia. Privately  printed  for  and  copyrighted 
by  The  Fire  Association  of  Philadelphia. 

This  is  a  very  interestinig  booklet  of  forty- 
three  pages.  The  engravings  and  color 
lines  add  to  the  artistic  appearance 

It  may  not  be  known  that  insurance  in 
America  originated  in  Philadelphia,  some 
two  hundred  years  ago.  The  first  American 
book  in  which  insurance  is  mentioned  was 
printed  by  Benjamin  Franklin,  the  founder 
of  our  postal  system. 

The  Fire  Association  grew  out  of  the  vol- 
unteer fire  department  of  the  city,  which 
city  had  a  population  of  114,410  persons 
when  the  company  began  to  write  insur- 
ance. The  first  policy  was  upon  a  three- 
story  brick  store.  The  building  is  still 
standing. 

Among  the  names  of  the  fire  engine  and 
hose  companies  of  a  hundred  years  ago 
were  "Good  Intent,"  "Good  Will,"  "Hu- 
mane," and  "Neptune"  of  course. 

On  July  9  and  10  a  conflagration  destroyed 
367  buildings  and  contents  in  Philadelphia. 
The  property  loss  was  about  $1,500,000. 
The  Fire  Association  lost  about  $100,000. 
In  the  Baltimore  conflagration  of  1904  the 
company  lost  $309,000,  and  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco world  beater  in  1906,  $1,835,930. 

The  last  volunteer  firemen's  parade  in 
Philadelphia  occurred  on  October  17,  1865, 
when  120  companies  participated.  Six 
years  later  the  paid  department  came. 

Older  men,  certainly,  enjoy  the  picture  of 
the  hand-pump  old  Diligent  fire  engine, 
which  on  May  22,  1852,  threw  a  single 
stream  to  a  height  of  196  ft,  (>  in.  through 
one- inch  nozzle. 


The  first  president  of  the  Fire  Association 
was  Michael  Fox,  the  present  president  is 
Eliliu  C.  Irvin,  who  began  insurance  work 
as  a  special  agent,  was  later  a  general 
agent,  and  in  1884  was  elected  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Fire  Association  and  president 
in  1891. 

The  company  is  represented  in  this  field 
by  Frank  M.  Avery.

Earth  Tremors  in  Southern  California- 
Brick  Buildings  Demolished  —  Only 
One  Fire  Reported 

San  Jacinto  and  Hemet  (two  towns  of 
about  1,000  people  each),  about  thirty  miles 
southeast  of  Riverside,  southern  California, 
were  badly  shaken  by  an  earthquake,  on  the 
afternoon  of  Sunday,  April  21.  Ei,ii;hteen 
years  ago  these  towns  were  "upset"  by 
sliocka  oi  equal  severity.  The  rocking 
motion  had  the  usual  radius  of  about  150 
miles,  extending  to  the  Mexican  border  on 
the  south  and  beyond  Los  Angeles  on  the 
north,  and  westward  to  the    coast  resorts. 

Hemet  and  San  Jacinto  are  two  miles 
apart.  Every  business  house  in  both  towns 
was  tumbled  into  ruins.  Frame  houses,  as 
in  the  1906  quake  in  central  California, 
were  not  seriously  damaged.  Property  dam- 
ages amounted  to  about  $400,000.  Brick 
walls  fell  inward  and  outward.  Had  it  not 
been  Sunday  there  would  have  been  con- 
siderable loss  of  life.  Altogether,  forty 
building  were  badly  damaged.  Brick 
buildings,  both  one  and  two  stories,  were 
shattered.  A  bank  building  of  concrete 
escaped. 

In  Los  Angeles  chimneys  and  cornices 
were  tlirown  down,  and  considerable  plate 
glass  was  broken.  Several  buildings  had 
walls  cracked. 

.Is  usual  on  the  following  day  there 
were  further  shocks  with  light  damage. 

The  quake  originated  in  tiie  San  Jacinto 
range  of  mountains,  which  tourists  tell  us 
are  "always  treuibling." 

The  state  highway  between  the  towns  was 
twisted  by  the  sliding  surface. 

Tlie  shock  was  not  felt  north  of  the 
Tehachapi  range. 

San  Bernardino  suffered  some  damage. 
Chiumeys  were  toppled  over  at  Sana  Ana, 
Several  buildings  were  damaged  at  Fuller- 
ton.  Redondo  Beach,  opposite  Los  xlngeles, 
was  jarred  and  the  concrete  pier  is  said  to 
have  rocked  violently.  Santa  Monica  and 
Venice  were  shaken.  At  the  former  place 
the  municipal  concrete  pier  shook  so  that 
one  man  fell  off  and  was  killed.     Riverside 


reports  chimneys  and  plaster  damage.  San 
Diego  lost  plate  glass  and  the  big  U.  S. 
Grant'  hotel  was  cracked. 

At  Little  Lake,  near  Ferris,  the  home  of 
a  rancher  (Cook)  was  so  tossed  about  that 
it  caught  fire  from  a  stove  and  was  de- 
stroyed. This  is  the  only  fire  caused  by  the 
earthquake,  as  far  as  we  have  learned. 

At  the  seat  of  the  disturbance  the  shocks 
lasted  30  seconds,  or  about  as  long  as  in 
San  Francisco  on  April  18,  1906,  and  were 
much  more  severe. 

There  were  nine  temblors  in  the  course 
of  thirty  hours.  Gas  and  water  mains  and 
light  and  power  and  message  lines  were 
broken.  Many  standing  walls  must  be  con- 
demned. 

At  Monrovia  a  6-inch  water  main  was 
cracked.  A  water  tank  was  toppled  over  at 
Imperial.  At  San  Bernardino  the  railroad 
building's  roof  caved  in.  At  Corona  the 
walls  of  the  bank  buildings  were  damaged. 
In  the  public  library  building  rows  of  book 
shelves  were  toppled  over. 


Coast  Review  Fire  Protective  Association 

San  Jose,  Cal.,  April  11 — Angelo  Re  is 
under  arrest  on  a  charge  of  Black  Hand-ing. 
Threats  of  burning  the  house  of  A.  B.  Post, 
cashier  of  the  Garden  City  Bank,  had  been 
received  in  letters  recently  posted,  pre- 
sumably by  Re.  The  destruction  of  other 
houses  had  been  likewise  threatened. 
Sicilians  here  have  long  been  regarded  as 
firebugs  and  dishonest  loss  claimants. 

Los  Angeles. — Roy  R.  Lauman,  convicted 
of  making  a  false  proof  of  fire  loss,  was 
fined  $500.  Lauman' s  dye  works  at  No. 
2192  Eleventh  st.  were  burned  to  the 
ground  on  February  2,  1916.  He  claimed 
for  the  loss  of  several  .suits  of  clothing 
which  were  afterwards  found  to  have  been 
returned  to  patrons. 

Los  Angeles,  Mar.  2. — W.  D.  Prutsman 
set  fire  to  his  house  in  order  to  get  insurance 
money.  His  10-year-old  son  testified  that 
*  Prutsman  set  the  fire,  and  then  told  him 
what  to  saj  in  court  to  save  his  father. 
There  was  evidence  that  Prutsman  has  had 
25  fires  in  property  he  owned.

— Although  an  insurer  answered  that  a 
policy  was  absolutely  void  because  insured 
was  not  sole  owner,  but  only  had  a  dower 
interest,  the  court  properly  refused  to  sus- 
tain a  demurrer  to  the  evidence,  where  in- 
surer tendered  an  mount  sufficient  to 
cover  insured's  interest. — Tiffany  v.  Queen 
Ins.  Co.  of  America,  200  S.  W.  728. 
— The  Fireman's  Fund  premiums  in  this 
Coast  field  last  year  amounted  to  $1,830,705, 
a  gain  of  20  percent  over  1916  figures. 
— Fireman's  Fund  office  employees  sub- 
scribed for  $12,500  third  Liberty  Loan 
bonds. 

— The  Evans  companies  offer  prizes  to  their

—  The  fire 
department  yesterday  was  called  out  to  the 
Mason-Ehrman  &  Co.  wholesale  house  to 
extinguish  a  fire  in  the  rubbi^^h  which  the 
high  wind  threatened  to  blow  into  the 
building.  Also  a  call  to  the  residence  of 
A.  G.  Freng,  where  a  woodshed  was  de- 
stroyed, probably  set  on  fire  by  boys  play- 
ing with  matches.  The  fire  department 
saved  the  surrounding  buildings.  Then  a 
call  was  made  to  the  J.  H.  Knave  apart- 
ment house,  where  soot  in  the  chimney 
caused  the  roof  to  catch  fire. 

—  In  Berkeley,  Cal.,  April  19, 
a  mob  of  men  and  boys  set  fire  to  the 
Joshua  Sykes  church  tent  and  the  eight 
small  frame  houses  in  which  the  propa- 
gandists lived.  Sykes  and  his  apostles  are 
Pacifists  who  never  use  their  fists  they  say. 
Pastor  and  congregation  had  refused  to  sing 
"The  Star-Spangled  Banner"  and  had  not 
replaced  their  taken-down  flag,  as  requested.

— The  business  of  the  Bankers  Life  of  Des 
Moines  in  the  state  of  California  for  1917 
amounted  to  a  total  of  $1,397,599.  The 
total  of  its  insurance  in  force  in  California 
at  the  end  of  1917  was  $24,544,801,  repre- 
senting 10,646  policy  holders,  as  compared 
with  a  total  of  $22,662,339  distributed  among 
9,990  policies  at  the  end  of  1917.

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MAJ.  CHARLES  CHRISTENSEN 
Veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  Retired  Underwriter.  Entered  His  80tli  Year  on  Feb.  12, 1918, 
WHEN  a  boy  of  10  years,  at  Raciae,  Wis.,  Charles  Christensen  heard  of  the  gold  dis- 
coveries and  was  fired  with  an  ambition  to  make  his  fortune  in  CcJifornia.  He  ran  away,  but 
cruel  men  took  him  back  home.  Serving  his  country  through  the  Civil  War,  he  returned  to 
Wisconsin  and  in  1867  engaged  in  the  local  agency  business,  and  four  years  later  he  helped  to 
adjust  losses  incurred  in  the  Chicago  fire.  In  the  latter  part  of  1871  he  started  for  Cahfornia, 
but  was  tempted  by  an  offer  from  the  American  Central  office,  at  St.  Louis,  Agency  business 
brought  him  to  San  Francisco  in  1881  and  he  remained  nine  months.  While  here  there  came 
"  a  wire,"  in  1882,  saying,  "You  have  been  elected  secretary  of  the  American  Central — come 
home.''  He  was  later  elected  a  vice  president  of  the  company,  also.  All  these  years  his  love 
for  California  and  its  hospitable  people  grew  stronger.  In  March,  1894,  he  resigned  his  position 
with  the  American  Central  and  accepted  the  management  of  the  Coast  department,  which  in- 
cluded also  the  St,  Paul  F.  &  M.  Mr.  Christensen  recently  retired  because  of  advanced  age  and 
is  now  living  with  his  daughter  at  San  Rafael,  Cal.

We  learn  that  the  good 
old  Manhattan  issues  at  age  35  a  20- 
year-payment  policy  guaranteeing  a 
cash  surrender  value  at  the  end  of  20 
years  equal  to  91  cents  for  every  dollar 
paid  in — and  life  insurance  meantinae. 
For  9  cents  of  every  dollar  paid  in  the 
insured  is  guaranteed  the  dollar.  If 
insured  waits  five  years  the  cash  value 
is  $4  more  than  he  has  paid.  He  thus 
gets  25  years  insurance  for  nothing — 
plus*  dividends.  A  30-year  endow- 
ment is  better,  for  it  pays  back  $l7l2 
more  than  the  insured  has  paid,  plus 
dividends  and  30  years  life  insurance 
besides. 


Among  the  recent  war  losses  of  the 
Banker's  Life  of  Des  Moines  was  the 
case  of  Ray  M.  Waples,  of  Nakomis, 
111.,  who  carried  a  $4000  policy.  The 
loss  has  recently  been  paid.  Mr.

A  rumor,  which  appears  to  be  periodic— 
this  is  the  fourth  appearance  —  has  again 
floated  to  the  surface.  It  doesn't  appear  to 
be  necessary  to  pass  it  along. 

This  joornai  was  in  possession  of  informa- 
tion that  New  York  parties  were  trying  to 
buy  control  of  the  Franklin  long  before  the 
announcement  of  the  purchase  of  that  com- 
pany was  made  public;  but  out  of  consider- 
ation for  the  new  Coast  manager,  a  beginner 
in  this  field,  we  forebore  any  printed  men- 
tion of  the  report.  Was  this  forbearance  a 
just  dealing  with  our  subscribers  ? 

We  received  an  odd  letter  from  the 
United  States  manager  of  the  Hamburg- 
Bremen.  AVe  did  not  understand  it  then 
but  probably  do  now.  Anyway  we  felt 
justified  in  announcing  an  intimation  of  a 
change  in  the  new  Coast  agency.  The  letter 
asked  us  not  to  mention  the  company  in 
connection  with  Marsh  &  McLennan  or  its 
managers  or  field  men.  The  Hamburg- 
Bremen  is  no  longer  writing  business  on 
this  Coast  or  elsewhere  in  the  United  States. 
We  now  mention  all  rumors  which  seem 
founded  on  fact,  and  give  the  interested 
parties  a  chance  to  deny. 


INVESTMENTS 

Mexican  dollar  now  worth  73  cents.  A 
few  years  ago,  49  cents. 

Bar  silver  is  now  selling  at  90  cents  an 
ounce. 

It  is  believed  that  the  new  Liberty  loan 
will  draw  notably  on  savings  banks  de- 
posits. First  and  second  Liberty  loans  did 
not.

FIRE 

Fire  of  mysterious  origin  last  week  de- 
stroyed one  of  the  sheds  of  the  Tallahatcliie 
Compress  &  Storage  Co,  and  about  4,000 
bales  of  cotton  stored  therein,  at  Green- 
wood, Miss.  The  cotton  is  a  total  loss,  and 
the  damage  is  estimated  at  from  $700,000  to 
$800,000. 

No  definite  clue  has  been  discovered  as  to 
the  cause  of  the  fire,  but  it  is  hinted  that 
German  sympathizers  were  responsible. 
Most  of  the  cotton  destroyed  was  insured.— 
Southern  Underwriter. 

The  Western  Adjustment  Bureau  at  Chi- 
cago has  forced  the  resignation  of  Clarence 
L.  Allen,  adjuster,  because  of  his  "illegal 
receipts"  in  connection  with  public  adjust- 
ers. Chicago  dailies  have  been  full  of  the 
Robt.  H.  Keith  confessions  to  the  Illinois 
state  fire  marshal. 

Los  Angeles. — Soon  after  war  was  declared 
by  the  U.  S.  against  Germany  a  letter  was 
sent  to  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  calling  at- 
tention of  the  public  to  the  fact  that  the 
Prussian  National  was  a  company  from  an 
enemy  country,  and  that  premiums  paid  to 
it  must  necessarily  contribute  to  the  support 
of  the  Kaiser  and  his  war;  and  also  that 
American  policyholders  were  not,  and  could 
not  be,  properly  protected  by  a  company 
writing  so  much  Los  Angeles  and  other  cit- 
ies' business,  with  so  small  a  surplus.  This 
letter  nor  any  part  of  it  was  published.  So 
the  writer  informs  us.

WHAT  IS  A    WAR  SAVINGS  SOCIETY? 

Active  Insurance  Men  Will  Surely  Organize  More  Than  One 

A  War-Savings  Society  is  an  organization  of  ten  or  more 
persons  banded  together  under  a  charter  granted  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  Government  by 
saving  systematically,  encouraging  others  to  save,  and  investing 
in  War-Savings  and  Thrift  Stamps.  This  is  a  good  field  for  the 
activities  of  local  insurance  agents,  who  should  be  leaders  in  this 
patriotic  work. 

Mobilization  of  a  great  army  of  pledged  war-savers,  made  up 
of  men,  women  and  children,  is  the  end  sought.  A  man,  woman 
or  child  pledged  to  save  a  certain  amount  every  week  becomes  a 
tangible  asset  upon  which  the  Government  can  count.  The 
necessity  for  constant  selling  drives  is  eliminated. 

The  War-Savings  Campaign  in  the  nation  promises  to  outstrip 
the  English  campaign  of  thrift.  In  four  months  the  United  States 
Treasury  has  taken  in  nearly  as  much  money  from  the  sale  of 
War-Savings  and  Thrift  Stamps  as  the  English  people  loaned  in 
ten  months.  Total  sales  for  the  campaign  to  April  1st  were 
nearly  $150,000,000.  Early  in  April  the  daily  receipts  showed 
that  the  ratio  of  increase  was  maintained.  The  government  asks 
each  man,  woman  and  child  to  buy  $16.72  worth  of  War-Savings 
Stamps  this  year. 


It  is  said  that  for  every  100  fire  agents  in  the  United  States 
there  is  one  woman  agent. 

What  is  wheat?  Why,  it  is  the  food  of  warriors.  It  is 
ground  to  a  powder  which  enables  the  Allies  to  grind  the  Germans 
to  the  dust  of  the  ages.

Inventory 

Where  insured  two  or  three  weeks 
before  the  fire  had  taken  stock  in  an- 
other town,  shipped  the  goods,  and  on 
arrival  checked  off  all  the  itenis,  and 
found  them  there,  and  made  no  con- 
siderable sales  during  period  before  fire, 
such  form  of  stock  taking  was  sutficient 
to  comply  with  policy  requirement  of 
inventory  if  the  statements  then  made 
were  true. 
Not  Necessarily  Total  Destruction 

A  total  loss  under  an  insurance 
policy  may  not  mean  a  total  destruc- 
tion or  consumption  of  the  goods  by 
fire,  but  a  total  loss  occurs  when  the 
goods  are  rendered  valueless,  though  a 
considerable  bulk  remains  intact. 
Not  False  Swearing 

Where  insured  stated  in  his  proofs 
of  loss  that  he  would  not  give  30  cents 
for  what  was  left,  and  that  the  goods 
had  no  value,  the  mere  fact  that  they 
were  sold  for  about  $250,  and  testi- 
mony of  witness  that  they  were  worth 
several  thousand  dollars,  held  not  to 
avoid  the  policy  on  account  of  false 
swearing. 
Adjusters'  Actions 

If  adjusters  after  a  fire  absolutely 
denied  all  liability,  it  was  unnecessary 
for  insured  to  attempt  to  submit 
proofs  of  loss. 

If  adjusters  after  the  fire  told  in- 
sured that  he  was  a  firebug  and  to 
stay  away  from  the  goods  that  re- 
mained, the  insurers  could  not  com- 
plain that  insured  did    not    carry    out 


an  agreement  in  the  policy  to  separate 
the  damaged  from  the  undamaged 
goods. 

If  adjusters  after  a  fire  absolutely 
denied  all  liability,  it  was  unnecessary 
for  insured  to  attempt  to  carry  out  the 
appraisal  agreement  contained  in  the 
policy.

Mo.  Valued  Policy   Law 

There  need  not  be  an  absolute  ex- 
tinction of  all  the  parts  of  a  building 
in  order  for  it  to  be  "wholly  de- 
stroyed . ' ' 

In  view  of  Rev.  St.  1909,  §  7020,  as 
to  valued  policies,  one  whose  barn  was 
insured  in  several  companies  could  re- 
cover on  a  valued  policy  the  full 
amount  of  the  policy  regardless  of 
other  insurance. 

Horine  v.  Royal,  201  S.  W.  958. 


Arbitration — Arkansas  Law 

Under  Kirby's  Dig.  §4382,  clause 
of  insurance  policy  providing  that  in 
event  of  disagreement  as  to  amount  of 
loss,  matter  should  be  determined  by 
arbitration,  is  void. 

Agreement  to  arbitrate  amount  of 
loss  covered  by  fire  policy,  held  revoc- 
able at  pleasure  of  either  party  before 
award;  there  being  no  consideration 
for  agreement,  and  provision  in  policy 
for  arbitration  being  invalid. 

Written  agreement  for  submission 
to  arbitration  of  amount  of  loss  under 
fire  policy,  held  to  have  been  revoked 
in  writing.. 


Insurance   in  Court 
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Where  insured  revoked  his  agree- 
ment for  submission  of  amount  of  loss 
to  arbitrators,  and  his  arbitrator,  who 
was  notified  of  that  fa3t,  notified  um- 
pire, and  arbitrator  selected  by  insurer, 
there  was  sufficient  notification  to 
arbitrators  of  revocation.

To  Be  Valid 

An  ageeement   for  insurance    to    be 
valid    must    be    certain    as    to    time, 
amount,    rate,     property,     and    other 
material  facts. 
Insurance  Agent 

Under  promise  by  insurance  agency 
to  keep  owner's  property  insured  in 
some  of  companies  represented,  to  be 
selected  by  the  agency,  no  contract  of 
insurance  would  arise  between  owner 
and  any  such  company  until  agent  had 
selected  conipany  by  which  insurance 
was  to  be  written. 

An  insurance  agent  ordinarily  has 
no  apparent  authority,  and,  without 
express  authority,  is  not  authorized  to 
make  a  contract  so  as  to  bind  the  com- 
pany for  renewal  insurance  from  year 
to  year  for  an  indefinite  period.

Waiver — New  York  Form  — 

Where  insured  made  no  representa- 
tions that  he  was  owner  of  land  upon 
which  building  insured  was  situated, 
held  company  by  accepting  risk  and 
issuing  policy  without  inquiry  waived 
condition  that  policy  should  be  void  if 
building  insured  was  not  located  upon 
ground  owned  by  insured. 

Rem.  Code  1915,  §  6059  -  106,  pro- 
viding for    use    of    insurance    policy 


known  as  "New  York  Standard,"  does 
not  change  rule  that  where  company 
accepts  risk  and  issues  policy  without 
inquiry,  it  waives  condition  that  policy 
shall  be  void  if  building  insured  is  not 
located  upon  ground  owned  by  insured. 
Gregersou  v.  Phenix  Fire,  170  P.  331. 


Meaning  of  Direct 

The  word  "direct"  in  a  fire  policy 
that  insurer  should  be  liable  only  for 
"direct  loss  by  fire,"  means  merely 
"immediate''  or  "proximate"  as  dis- 
tinguished from  "remote,"  and  means 
no  more  than  the    word  "proximate" 

in  the  law  of  negligence. 

Western  Assur.  v.  Hann,  78  So.  232, 
This  was  a  ease  where  wall  of  a  burned 
building  fell  four  months  after  the  tire,  and 
damaged  adjoining  building.  Court  lield 
it  a  case  for  a  jury  to  decide  wliether 
the  insured  was  negligent;  also,  whether  it 
was  a  direct  loss  by  fire. 


Overvaluation  — 

A  mistaken  and  honest  overvaluation 
in  proof  of  loss  does  not  defeat  recov- 
ery, but  intentional  and  fraudulent 
overvaluation  is  fatal.  Manner  in 
which  assured  makes  up  his  proof  of 
loss  is  admissible  on  question  of  good 
faith  as  to  valuation.

California  Policy  — 

A  complaint,  alleging  that  fire  policy 
sued  on  was  California  standard  form, 
held  demurrable,  in  that  it  showed 
that  clause  of  such  policy,  which  post- 
poned commencement  of  suit  90  days, 
had  been  put  in  operation. 

Where  complaint  alleged  tliat  fire 
policy  sued  on  was  in  California  stand-

Petition 

An  averment  in  petition  that  goods 
were  burnt  "while  policy  was  in  force" 
was  sufficient  to  show  that  goods  were 
in  building  where  insured,  where  there 
was  answer  and  no  demurrer. 

A.  petition  which  did  not  aver  that 
property  was  in  any  building  when  in- 
sured was  not  rendered  defective  by 
not  averring  that  it  was  in  a  building 
when  burnt.

Storage  Elsewhere 

An  insurance  policy,  with  rider,  re- 
stricting insurance  to  legal  liability  of 
insured  for  failure  correctly  to  notify 
owner  of  goods  of  warehouse  in  which 
placed,  but  restricted  to  certain  ware- 
houses, does  not  cover  loss  of  goods 
reported  to  owner  as  in  one  of  them, 
but  stored  in  another  not  included  in 
policy.

Unconditional  Ownership 

Purchaser  occupying  land  under 
executory  contract,  though  purchase 
price  is  not  fully  paid,  is  the  uncon- 
ditional and  sole  owner  of  fee-simple 
title  thereto  within  policy  by  its  terms 
void,  unless  insured  has  unconditional 
and  sole  ownership.

Continuous  Clear  Space  Clause- 
Woodworking  Establishment 

In  a  policy  of  fire  insurance,  making 
it  a  condition  that  a  continuous  clear 
space  of  200  feet  should  be  maintained 
by  the  insured  between  the  lumber  and 
any  woodworking  establishment,  or 
dry-kiln,  and  that  such  space  should 
not  be  used  for  piling  of  lumber,  but 
that  the  insured  might  load  or  unload 
lumber  within  such  space,  the  term 
"woodworking  establishment"  might 
exclude  a  sawmill  cutting  logs  into 
rough  lumber,  as  the  term  is  usually 
applied  to  plants  with  more  compli- 
C'dted  machinery;  "woodwork"  being 
objects  made  of  wood  and  things  pro- 
duced by  the  carpenter  or  joiner's  art, 
and  'woodworker"  being  a  worker  in 
wood,  as  a  carpenter,  joiner,  or  cabi- 
netmaker, and  not  including  sawyers 
and  hands  in  a  sawmill. 
Mere  Proximity  No  Relief  from   Liability 

Such  condition,  even  if  construed  to 
exclude  the  proximity  of  a  sawmill, 
considered  in  connection  with  the  risk, 
reasonably  meant  an  establishment 
working  wood  at  the  time  of  the  injury 
complained  of;  and  where  a  sawmill 
within  that  distance  did  not  in  any 
degree  contribute  to  the  loss,  and  wag 
not  in  operation  at  the  time  of  the  fire, 
its  mere  proximity  did  not  relieve  the 
insurer  from  liability. 
Reasonable  Construction 

Fire  started  from  a  point  more  than 
200  feet  from  mill,  and  was  extin- 
guished over  62  feet  from  it.  Parties 
had  in  mind  a  live  plant,  and  not  a 
dead  mill,  and  the  contract  should  be 
given  a  reasonable  construction  to  con- 
form to  its  spirit. 
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Suppose  the  mill  had  been  located 
and  abandoned  without  being  operated 
a  day,  would  it  not  be  "sticking  in  the 
bark"  to  say  there  could  be  no  re- 
covery because  the  lumber  was  within 
200  feet  of  a  mill  which  had  never  had 
fire  in  it,  and  when  there  was  no  ac- 
cumulation of  sawdust  or  any  other 
inflammable  matter?  And,  if  so,  why 
should  not  the  same  rule  prevail  when 
the  mill  had  not  been  operated  for 
several  days  in  contemplation  of  a  re- 
moval, and  when  there  is  no  evidence 
of  an  accumulation  of  combustible 
matter  about  the  mill  or  that  the  fire 
originated  near  the  mill  ? 

Judgment  of  lower  court  for  defend- 
ant company  is  reversed,  and  judgment 
entered  in  favor  of  plaintiff.

Overnisurance 

Where  insured,  intending  to  secure 
specified  amount  of  insurance,  dis- 
covered that  double  the  intended 
amount  had  been  secured,  and  sought 
cancellation,  which  the  company 
agreed  to  permit  on  insured's  signing  a 
receipt,  but  the  receipt  was  never 
signed,  the  policy  remained  in  full 
force  and  effect. 
Examination  Under  Oath 

Where  insured  submitted  to  examin- 
ation under  oath,  which  was  filed  in 
the  suit,  but  she  did  not  sign  original 
copy  until  after  the  action  had  been 
commenced,  she  complied  with  policy, 
providing  that  no  suit  should  be  "sus- 
tainable" until  full  compliance  with 
requirement  that  insured  submit  to 
examination  under  oath.

—The  Metropolitan  Life  has  100  of  its  San 
Francisco  agents  making  a  great  record  as 
sellers  of  W.  S.  S. 

—Fraternal  insurance  in  Wyoming  in  1917 
produced  1512  new  policies  and  $2,019,350 
new  insurance,  a  gain  of  half  a  million  over 
terminations.  New  business  was  one  fourth 
of  the  amount  issued  by  statutory  reserve 
companies.  The  Woodman  of  Denver  leads 
in  new  and  outstanding  business.  The 
Modern  Woodman  of  Rock  Island  is  next. 
Of  the  total  in  force  the  fraternals  have  a 
fourth ;  likewise  they  paid  a  fourth  of  the 
total  claims  paid ;  and  of  the  total  number 
of  outstanding  policies  in  the  state  they 
have  42  percent. 

—Of  fifty  leading  producers  for  the  Mutual 
Life  of  New  York  the  second  is  W.  H. 
Matson,  San  Francisco,  for  the  first  quarter 
of  '18. 

—Public  policy  held  not  to  prevent  recovery 
by  beneficiaries  on  a  policy  of  insurance, 
where  the  death  of  the  insured  was  caused 
by  a  criminal  operation,  the  policy  not  ex- 
pressly exempting  liability  for  such  cause.— 
Mutual  Life  v.  Guller,  119  N.  E.  173. 
—"Incontestable,"  as  used  inhfe  insurance 
policies  making  them  incontestable,  means 
indisputable,  and  amounts  to  a  guaranty 
that  no  objection  shall  be  taken  to  defeat 
the  policy  on  the  death  of  the  insured.  But 
suicide  is  a  defense  where  suicide  is  a  part 
of  the  contract.- Stean  v.  Occidental  Life 
171  P.  786. 

—  Acquitted.— As  we  expected,  William  J. 
Hunting,  agent  of  the  Bankers  Life  at  San 
Francisco  and  a  former  lieutenant  of  the 
Army,  was  acquitted  of  the  charge  of  sell- 
ing beer  to  two  sleuths,  soldiers,  who  had 
accepted  Hunting's  hospitality.  It  was  a 
frame-up  by  despicable  men.

This  has  come  as  a  novelty 
to  the  consuming  public  in  most  sec- 
tions, and  the  cracker  trade  wonders 
why  it  was  never  developed  before  in 
the  general  eflfort  to  devise  attractive 
products. 


Sisal   Profiteering 

The  prewar  price  for  sisal  (for  binding 
twine )  averaged  about  7  cents  per 
pound.  It  was  T^?  cents  landed  at 
ports  of  entry  in  .June,  1916.  In  July 
of  the  same  year  it  was  increased  to  10 
cents,  and  held  about  at  that  point 
until  December,  1916,  when  it  rose 
rapidly  to  16^2  cents  in  March,  1917. 
Last  August  it  reached  19  cents,  Gulf 
ports,  and  19^4  cents  delivered  New 
York.  Then  the  United  States  Food 
Administration  decided  to  act,  because 
of  a  report  that  another  rise  in  price 
was  contemplated.  Through  the

Louisiana's  Wheatless  Days 

Mondays  and  Wednesdays  of  each 
week  in  Louisiana  are  absolutely' 
wheatless.  No  food  or  commodity  of 
any  kind  which  contains  a  particle  of 
wheat  is  served,  sold,  delivered,  man- 
ufactured, or  handled  in  an\'  way. 

Throughout  Louisiana  the  people 
have  proved  themselves  more  than 
willing  to  cut  their  consumption  of 
flour  to  the  minimum  and  to  surrender 
as  much  of  their  flour  as  the  Govern- 
ment asks.  Half  a  dozen  parishes 
have  made  tender  of  their  entire  stock 
to  the  flour  committee  appointed  by 
the  Federal  Food  Administrator,  and 
have  pledged  themselves  to  do  without 
wheat  for  as  long  as  required.  Merch- 
ants all  over  the  state  have  placed 
their  flour  stocks  at  the  Government's 
disposal,  and  plans  are  under  way  to 
concentrate  the  supply  in  each  parish. 


Tapioca  Flour 

Measures  are  being  taken  by  a  Cali- 
fornia jobbing  firm  to  secure  a  ship- 
ment of  tapioca  flour  from  Java,  and 
if  the  flour  proves  all  that  is  claimed 
for  it,  it  may  be  more  widely  accepted 
as  a  substitute  for  wheat.  Tapioca 
flour  is  considerably  heavier  than 
wheat  flour,  and  makes  into  a  larger 
and  more  compact  loaf.  The  flour  is 
said  to  have  been  extensively  used  for 
some  time  in  California  as  a  wheat 
substitute,  and  it  mixes  well  with 
wheat  flour  and  other  cereals. 
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SELLING  LIFE  INSURANCE 

Writing  Big  Policies 

Many  agents  in  their  early  years  in  the 
business  look  with  awe  u[)on  the  man  who 
writes  big  policies.  They  do  not  realize 
that  in  many  cases  it  is  practically  as  easy 
to  write  a  big  contract  as  a  small  one.  It  is 
all  a  matter  of  training  and  selling  ability 
and  of  knowing  how  to  select  one's  pros- 
pects. 

As  far  as  the  matter  of  argument  goes, 
the  same  points  apply  to  the  big  policy  as 
to  the  small,  only  it  is  generally  the  case 
that  the  bigger  (he  man,  the  easier  it  is  to 
make  him  realize  tiiat  life  insurance  is  a 
business  proposition  suited  to  jiis  needs. 

It  is  a  mistake,  however,  to  depend  upon 
landing  a  few  big  policies  in  order  to  keep 
up  one's  quota  in  an  agency.  It  is  only  by 
keeping  at  it  constantly  and  writing  the 
small  policies  as  well  as  the  big  that  a  man 
can  keep  up  his  ratio  for  the  yeai-. 

Then,  besides,  the  longer  a  man  is  in  the 
business,  he  learns  intuitively,  if  he  is  a 
tirst-class  salesman,  how  to  handle  the 
liigger  classes  of  risks,  but  while  advance 
preparation  is  always  necessary  for  securing 
the  best  results  in  a  life  insurance  canvass, 
it  is  absolutely  essential  in  the  case  of  the 
candidate  for  a  big  policy. 

The  agent  should  know  in  advance  ap- 
proximately how  much  insurance  the  man 
carries  and  the  kind  of  policy.  He  shouM 
also  know  approximately  his  yearly  income 
and  the  number  in  his  family  and  some- 
thing more  about  his  business  connections, 
than  is  necessary  with  the  average  man  who 
takes  out  a  $1,000  or  $2,000  policy. 

The  matter  of  introduction,  in  order  to 
start  the  interview  right,  is  an  essential 
feature  of  the  approach  for  a  man  of  affairs, 
aud  therefore  agents  have  to  use  their  own 
judgment  as  to  just  what  is  the  best  way 
of  approaching  these  classes  of  prospects. 
But,  simply  because  the  agent  has  the 
facility  to  write  big  cases,  he  should  not  turn 
his  attention  to  these  entirely,  for  a  good 
many  times  he  will  find  that  his  time  has 
apparently  been  wasted  and  he  will  have  to 
wait  a  considerable  period  for  results. 
That  is  the  reason  that  he  should    alwavs 


have  on  hand  a  prospect  list  of  smaller  pros- 
pects that  he  can  be  closing  regularly  for  his 
weekly  and  monthly  record,  but  taking  any 
extra  time  which  he  has,  to  go  after  the  big 
risks. 

It  is  undoubtedly  the  case  that  the  big 
man  of  affairs,  even  in  a  small  community, 
is  more  run  after  by  agents  and  salesmen  of 
all  kinds  than  the  more  insignificant  pros- 
pects. Nevertheless,  if  an  agent  thoroughly 
knows  the  goods  that  he  is  selling,  and  is 
willing  to  match  his  personality  against 
that  of  the  man  whom  he  is  striving  to  sell, 
there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  find  his 
time  wasted  by  talking  insnranef>  to  the  big 
prospect. 

While  a  few  agents  are  particularly  gifted 
in  handling  big  classes  of  risks,  they  are 
usually  those  who  have  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  business  and  have  gradually 
worked  up  to  the  high  class  of  business 
which  they  are  now  so  successful  in. 

Tliere  are  very  few  agents  who  starteil 
out  and  wrote  many  of  tiieir  r"J">,00n  and 
$50,000  cases  in  their  first  year  in  the  lousi- 
ness. There  are  exceptions  to  this  rule,  but 
as  a  general  thing,  to  be  a  success  along  these 
lines  is  a  matter  of  special  and  continuous 
training;  and  absolute  familiarity  with  every 
l)hase  of  the  contracts  written  by  your  com- 
iniuy  is  most  important  of  all. — The  Man- 
hattan.

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DISEASES  OF  THE  TEETH  MAY  CAUSE 
DEATH 

Records  of  Metropolitan  Life  Show  that 
Fifty-two  Policyhohlers  Died  During 
1917  from  Dental  Disorders 

Tliiit  deaths  may  bo  caused  by  diseases  of 
the  teeth  is  shown  in  a  statement  just  issued 
by  the  Metropolitan  [.ife  Insurance  Com- 
pany. Durinji;  1<>17  fifty-two  deaths  wliicli 
were  traceable  to  infections  of  the  teeth  and 
g;ums  oc(!urred  amon.o:  its  industrial  jiolicy- 
liolders. 

Diseases  of  the  teeth  cause  death  tliroujfh 
the  complications  which  set  in.  The  tooth 
troubles  in  these  fatal  cases  led  to  blood 
poisoning,  inflammation  of  the  membranes  of 
the  brain,  inflammation  of  the  middle  ear, 
decay  of  the  bones  of  the  jaw  and  head,  and 
even  inflammation  of  the  lining  of  the  heart, 
as  well  as  serious  derangement  of  the 
digestive  system. 

The  Deaths  Occurred  at  all  Periods  of  Life 

Of  the  fifty-two  deaths,  seventeen,  or 
nearly  a  third,  were  of  children  under  fif- 
teen years  of  age.  Twenty-one  were  of 
those  between  fifteen  and  forty-five,  ten  be- 
tween forty-five  and  sixty-five,  while  the 
remaining  four  were  amon^  policyholders 
over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  The  condition 
is,  therefore,  especially  worthy  of  attention 
among  school  children,  even  the  very  young 
ones. 

Infection  at  the  ends  of  the  roots  of  the 
teeth,  so-called  "blind  abscesses,",  ulcera- 
tions, and  pyorrhea,  or  Riggs'  disease,  were 
among  the  conditions  reported  in.  these 
fatal  cases. 

Care  of  the  Teeth  Saves  and  Prolongs  Life 

Most  of  these  deaths  were  preventable, 
it  is  believed.  If  it  were  possible  to  obtain 
the  full  history  of  these  cases  if  would  prob- 
ably be  fonnd  that  lack  of  proper  care  of 
the  teeth  was  the  real  cause  of  all. 

Although  deaths  due  to  dental  diseases 
are  not  an  important  factor  numerically  in 
the  mortality  of  the  country,  they  have 
come  to  be  recognized  as  worthy  of  more 
attention.  By  announcing  that  fifty-two 
deaths  were  actually  caused  by  these  pre- 
ventable diseases   in    a   single   year,    it   is 


hoped  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  these 
conditions  may  be  fatal,  as  well  as  to  im- 
press on  the  public  mind  the  vital  import- 
ance of  pro[)er  care  of  the  teeth.

Years  ago,  in  San  Francisco,  a  man  by  the 
name  of  Foye  invented,  and  was  given  a 
patent  for,  an  interlocking  device  of  iron 
rods,  whereby  a  brick  building  could  be 
made  absolutely  earthquake  proof.  The 
trembling,  bucking  earth  might  turn  a 
rodded  building  upside  down  but  it  could 
not  shatter  it,  bulge  it  nor  cause  it  to 
collapse. 

The  Palace  hotel  and  the  government  Ap- 
praisers' building  were  constructed  with 
the  patent  interlocking  rods,  and  the  central 
California  earthquake  of  1906  did  not  no- 
ticeably damage  either  building.  The  fire 
destroyed  the  hotel  interiors  but  the  govern- 
ment building  still  stands,  a  mass  of  bricks 
facing  Jackson,  Washington  and  Sansome 
streets.  A  brick  building  in  Messina,  Italy, 
similarly  rodded,  built  by  an  American,  was 
the  only  one  that  withstood  the  earthquake 
that  razed  that  Italian  city  some  years   ago.

If  I  am  correctly  told,  Foye  made  a  lot  of 
money,  which,  as  so  often  in  those  days  in 
San  Francisco,  vanished  in  mining  specu- 
lations.    His  wife,    Mrs.  Ada  Foye,    after-

She  handed  liim  a  pencil  and 
writing  pad,  and  placed  a  book  on    edge   in 
front  of  tiie  pad,  so  it  was   plain   that  the 
"medium"  could  not  see  what  was  written. 
"Ask    any    questions    of     your     departed 
friends,"  she  said,  "and  the  spirits  will  rap 
the  answers."     I  asked  some   fifteen   ques- 
tions, addressed  to  the  ghosts   of  departed 
friends,  and  the  raps  came  instantaneously 
and  correctly,  "yes"  or  "no"— three   or 
one— sometimes  before  the    questions    were 
completed.     Truly,  this  was  amazing  !     For 
example,  "Were  you,  Charles,  born  in  Kan- 
sas City?    "No."    "InSt.  Louis?"    "Yes." 
"Correct."     And  so  on.     The  raps  seemed 
to  follow  my  disengaged  hand  on  the  table. 
I  rose  and   turned   the  table   over.     There 
was  no  apparatus    beneath.     I   then    wrote 
four  questions,  the  answers  to  which   I  did 
not  know.     The  rap  responses  I   wrote  be- 
neath   the    questions.      Returning    to    my 
office  I  addressed  letters  to  persons   in    an- 
other state  and    asked    the   four    questions 
concerning  the  last  days,    the  fatal   illness, 
and  the  time  and  place  of  death  of  a  relative 
whom  I  knew  to  be  recently  dead.     In   due 
time  I  received  the  answers.     Every  "spirit" 
answer  to  the  four  questions  was  positively 
wrong.     Where,  in  writing  questions  in  the 
"spirit"  postofiice,  I  knewthe  correct   an- 
swer, "yes"  or  "no,"     I  received  or  heard 
the  correct  number  of  raps.     It   was   easily 
possible  for  the  medium  to  make   the  raps 
on  the  under  surface  of  the  table,  but  I  have 
never  been  able  to  explain   how   she  knew 
the    correct    answers    to     unseen     written 
questions,  to  mental  questions  indeed.

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BRITISH   INSURERS 

War  Has  Brought  Increased  Business  and  Decreased  Loss  Ratios   at 
Home  and  Elsewhere 

In  the  United  Kingdom  (and  in  this  country  also)  the  great 
war  has  created  new  sources  of  revenue  and  on  the  whole,  as  it 
now  appears,  has  not  increased  the  fire  hazard.  Billions  of 
money  has  been  invested  in  war  bonds  and  yet  the  savings  banks 
report  large  gains  in  deposits.     Wages  have  been  increased. 

The  people  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  never  as  prosperous 
as  they  are  today.  Wages  were  never  so  high,  money  was  never 
so  plentiful,  as  now. 

Virtually  all  of  the  British  fire  insurance  companies  have 
increased  their  premium  income  and  have  incurred  moderate  loss 
ratios.  The  companies  are  prosperous.  Their  securities,  of 
course,  have  declined  in  quoted  values,  but  that  decline  is  the 
case  everywhere.  The  very  best  securities  in  all  countries, 
including  our  own,  are  relatively  low,  but  their  soundness  is 
proved  by  the  regular  payment  of  interest  and  dividends  and  by 
limited  sales.  It  is  this  fact,  and  not  unusual  losses  in  under- 
writing, of  which  there  are  none,  which  accounts  for  the  decline, 
or  seeming  decline,  in  surplus  funds  of  insurers  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  in  British  Dominions,  in  the  United  States,  and  in  all 
neutral  countries. 

Pre-war  selling  values  will  return  and  surplus  will  be  restored 
if  no  large  city  is  destroyed  by  accidental  or  incendiary  fire. 

There  are  twenty-four  fire  companies  from  the  United  King- 
dom operating  in  the  United  States.  Last  year  every  one  of  them 
increased  its  American  premium  income  and  twenty-two,  all  but 
two,  increased  their  American  assets.  The  companies  from 
Canada  and  New  Zealand  also  increased  their  American  assets 
and  premiums. 

The 'prosperity  of  the  British  companies  at  home  during  a 
great  war  may  be  accepted  as  convincing  proof  that  American 
companies  under  similar  war  conditions  will  likewise  increase 
their  business  and  maintain  their  resources  unimpaired. 

British  companies  invest  liberally  in  American  "Liberties*' 
as  well  as  in  British  war  bonds.  Their  United  States  departments 
are,  generally,  long  established,  and  have  large  surplus  funds. 

Their  underwriting  practices  are  good. 
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LIABILITY  OR  COMPENSATION  IN 
COURT 

Denial  by  Industrial  Accident  Board  of 
workman's  claim  for  compensation  on 
ground  that,  as  casual  employe,  he  was  not 
employe  within  Employers'  Liability  Act  had 
effect  of  remitting  to  their  common-law  rights 
both  him  and  the  company  he  claimed  to  be 
liable  for  his  injury.

Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  as  amend- 
ed by  Laws  1916,  adding  section  15,  subd. 
7,  providing  insurance  carrier  shall  pay 
state  treasurer  $100  for  every  case  of  death 
in  which  there  are  no  persons  entitled  to 
compensation,  fund  to  be  used  to  pay  ad- 
ditional compensation  to  certain  employes, 
held  not  violative  of  Const,  art.  1,  §  19,  au- 
thorizing enactment  of  workmen's  compen- 
sation legislation. — State  Industrial  Com- 
mission V.  Newman,  118  N.  E.  794. 

Casual  connection  held  to  exist  between 
employment  as  doorkeeper  of  refrigerating 
room  and  accident  causing  employe's  death; 
he  having  drank  muriatic  acid  from  bottle 
under  sink  in  refrigerator,  where  he  was 
accustomed  to  keep  bottle  of  water  for 
drinking  use.— In  re  Osterbrink,  118  N.  E. 
657. 

Intoxication  which  does  not  incapacitate 
the  employe  from  following  his  occupation 
does  not  defeat  recovery  of  compensation, 
although  the  intoxication  may  be  a  con- 
tributing cause  of  the  injury.— Hahnemann 
Hospital  V.  Industrial  Board  of  Illinois,  118 
N.  E.  767. 

Where  employe  of  manufacturing  corpor- 
ation, engaged  to  drive  motor  truck  and 
make  deliveries,  suffered  accident  in  trans- 
porting law  books  as  favor  to  stockholder, 
it  appearing  that  his  superior  directed  him 
to  deliver  the  books  in  such  way  as  not  to 
interfere  with  his  regular  work,  such  em- 
ploye was  not  injured  in  coui'se  of  his  em- 
ployment, so  as  to  be  entitled  to  award 
under  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. — Car- 
iilometer  Co.,  167  N.  W.  9. 


U.  S.  Branch  of  London  &  Lancashire  Fire 

According  to  the  authoritatiye  Coast 
Review  Chart,  the  year  1917  was  very 
friendly  to  the  London  &  Lancashire  in  the 
United  States.  Note  the  top  line  of  figures. 
Every  one  is  larger  than  a  year  before — ex- 
cept the  losses,  which  were  only  42  percent 
of  the  premiums;  and  on  the  Coast  were  also 
less,  with  only  a  34  percent  ratio.  The 
three  million  dollar  class  was  entered  in 
reinsurance  reserve  and  in  premium  income. 
Gains  in  resources  were  large.  The  mana- 
ger in  this  field  is  Sam  B.  Stoy.

San  Francisco.  —  The  Mission  Promotion 
Association,"  a  body  of  peanut  politicians 
has  '  'launched  a  movement  for  a  reduction  of 
fire  insurance  rates  throughout  the  state," 
despite  the  increased  cost  of  everything 
else.  We  marvel  at  the  modesty  of  the 
wooden  Mission.  Why  not  move  for  a  re- 
duction throughout  the  nation  ?  Of  course, 
Senator  Kehoe  is  one  of  the  movers. 

The  speakers  were  sure  that  rates  are  too 
high,  especially  in  fhe  Mission.  And  a  day 
or  two  later  a  whole  block  near  the  hall 
burned  up.  All  the  statements  made  by 
Senator  Kehoe,  Battalion  Chief  Spears  and 
and  Eugene  S.  Sieben  were  untrue  and 
absurd. 


Tiie  taxpayer's  Protective  Association  of 
San  Francisco — whatever  that  may  be — is 
out  for  a  state  fire  mutual,  the  state  assum- 
ing all  risks  of  conflagrations,  and  assessing 
all  owners  of  combustible  property  There 
are  to  be  no  agents,  but  state  employees 
will  be  inspectors,  rate-makers  and  ad- 
justers.

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Sacramento  Business  Section  to  Have 
Lower  Rates  on  the  Completion  of 
Stipulated  Improvements 

The  capital  city  of  California,  Sacraraento, 
which  is  growing  fast  and  has  annexed 
suburbs  also,  has  fire  protection  and  a  fire 
department  which  have  not  kept  pace  with 
increased  population  and  enlarged  building 
areas.  . 

This  is  not  unusual,  nor,  in  these  circum- 
stances, is  the  insistent  petition,  not  to  say 
demand,  for  lower  rates  unusual. 

AVhile  the  citizens  have  been  dissatisfied 
with  premium  rates,  the  underwriters  have 
been  dissatisfied  with  the  present  fire  pro- 
tection of  Sacramento.  "This  is  a  horse  of 
another  color." 

The  Retail  Merchants  Association  has 
been  active  in  pressing  for  lower  rates.  We 
hope  it  will  be  equally  active  in  pressing  for 
improved  fire  protection. 

There  must  have  been  a  very  slight  jar 
when  the  association  listened  to  the  read- 
ing of  a  dignified  letter  from  Secretary 
Mohrhardt  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers, wherein  he  said  that  in  order  to 
maintain  present  rates  certain  improve- 
ments must  be  made. 

But  after  these  improvements  have  been 
made,  a  reduction  of  rates  will  follow  the 
completion  of  other  stipulated  improve- 
ments. 

There  will  then  be  a  total  reduction  of 
9  percent  on  brick  mercantile  buildings  and 
7|  percent  on  contents  of  such  mercantiles, 
and  also  on  frame  mercantiles  and  their 
contents;  or  for  each  item  of  improvement, 
as  outlined,  3  percent  on  brick  and  frame 
mercantiles  and  24  on  contents.  There  will 
be  no  reduction  in  dweUing  rates,  they  be- 
ing now  minimum. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  Sacramento, 
these  conditions  and  recommendations  hold 
good  for  one  year  only. 

To  secure  maintenance  of  present  rates 
the  city  must  reduce  the  hazard  of  its  pump- 
ing station;  apparatus  must  be  brought  up 
to  standard,  with  two  more  pumping  en- 
gines and  companies;  and  a  new  and  general 
Duilding  ordinance. 


To  secure  reduced  rates  the  city  must 
have  a  full  paid  fire  marshal,  independent 
of  the  fire  chief's  office;  the  fire  department 
must  be  brought  up  to  full  strength  for  a 
full-paid  fire  department;  switchboard  and 
central  and  general  alarm  stations  must  be 
in  a  class  A  or  B  building  and  isolated;  and 
outlying  sections  must  have  street  and  cir- 
cuit boxes. 


Celluloid  Causes  Fire 

San  Francisco.  —Walter  N.  Brunt  Co., 
badge  printers,  had  a  fire  in  their  printery  on 
Mission  street.  Started  on  third  floor  where 
celluloid  badges  were  made.  A  woman  em- 
ployee tried  to  extinguish  a  flaming  basin, 
but  her  dress  caught  fire  and  then  a  lot  of 
celluloid  caught  fire.  She  lost  her  life. 
Whole  floor  burned.  Brunt  had  a  fire  about 
a  year  ago. 

San  Jose,  Cal.— Edward  Haley,  chief  of 
the  fire  department,  is  a  wonder.  For  he 
won  $18  in  a  Chinese  lottery.  But  John  B. 
Shea,  a  local  insuranee  agent,  swore  to  a 
complaint.  As  the  chief  is  out  on  $250  bail 
the  fire  department  will  continue  business 
as  usual.  The  complainant  is  out  for  blood, 
he  having  been  arrested  on  Haley's  charge 
that  he  disturbed  the  peace  in  a  fire  house. 
Shea  is  at  liberty  on  bail  of  three  $50  Liberty 
bonds. 


Secretary  Mohrhardt  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  met  with  a  disappointment  in 
Los  Angeles.  As  was  the  case  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  1906,  people  riding  on  electric  cars 
did  not  know  there  was  a  quake.  Mr. 
Mohrhardt  was  riding  on  a  street  car. 
Noticing  the  broken  plate  glass  windows  of 
the  Hamburg  department  store,  he  stepped 
off  the  car  and  inquired  the  cause.  The 
palest  man  he  ever  saw  answered  in  one 
word,  "Earthquake!"  By  the  way,  in  the 
San  Francisco  earthquake  of  40  seconds  no 
plate  glass  in  the  modern  buildings  was 
broken.  The  Los  Angeles  quake  lasted  21 
seconds. 

San  Francisco,  May  22.  —  Fire  this  early 
morning  destroyed  the  plant  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  Boiler  Works  at  23  Main  street  and 
damaged  adjacent  property.     Loss  $20,000.

"The  original 
companies,  both  in  England  and  America, 
were  formed  to  engage  in  personal  accident 
insurance,  principally  in  connection  with 
railroad  traveling."  "Before  long  fire  in- 
surance will  take  its  proper  place  as  a 
department  of  casualty  insurance."  Nat 
James  used  to  say,  "Fire  insurance  is  casu- 
alty insurance."  Certainly,  marine  insur- 
ance is.  American  casualty  premiums  are 
fast  nearing  the  total  of  Amierican  joint 
stock  fire  premiums.  The  first  fire  office  to 
open  a  casualty  department  was  the  Royal 
Exchange;.  The  present  two  great  depart- 
ments of  the  casualty  business  are  work- 
men's compensation  and  automobile,  neither 
of  which  was  as  much  as  dreamt  of  twenty- 
five  years  ago.  Mr.  Richardson  says  tlie 
German  system  of  workmen's  compensation 
never  was  insurance  as  we  understand  it. 
It  was  really  an  extension  of  the  guild 
system,  "a  medieval  survival  designed  to 
keep  the  working  classes  in  a  state  of  bliss- 
ful but  ignorant  subjection."

Sometime  later  he  engaged  in  fire  insur- 
ance. The  firm  of  Cadman  &  Kittle  was 
formed,  as  city  agents  of  the  Home  of  New 
York  and  the  Phoenix  of  Hartford,  of  which 
Arthur  E.  Magill  was  the  general  agent. 
OflBces  were  rented  in  the  corner  basement 
of  the  new  Pacific  Mutual  Life  building. 
Afterward  the  firm  moved  to  317  California 
street,  beneath  the  Hartford  Fire  oflice. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Kittle  the  corpora- 
tion of  J.  0.  Cadman  Co.  was  organized 
and  the  business  was  increased  by  the  ad- 
dition of  some  very  large  lines.  A  floor 
was  engaged  at  722  Montgomery  street,  in 
one  of  the  buildings  which  escaped  the  great 
fire.  At  the  time  of  the  fire,  however, 
offices  were  leased  in  the  Kohl  building. 

Mr.  Cadman  established  the  Standard 
Accident  agency  in  California  and  made  a 
substantial  start  by  securing  as  its  policy- 
holders most  of  the  insurance  managers  of 
San  Francisco  and  many  of  the  chief  men  of 
the  state. 

The  Cadman  Co.  was  incorporated  in  both 
California  and  Oregon,  and  thereby  met  the 
agency  requirements  of  both  states.  It  is 
now  disincorporated,  iiaving  been  merged 
with  the  J.  B.  F.  Davis  &  Co.  corporation, 
and  operating  under  the  latter  name. 

Mr.  Cadman  is  one  of  the  foremost  trout 
fishermen  and  wing-shots  in  Californsa  and 
at  golf  his  score-cards  are  always  satisfactory. 


Unpatriotic  Men  Not  Good  Bankers

an  application  for  a  new  national  bank,  but 
when  he  found  that  the  six  wealthy  appli- 
cants had  subscribed  for  only  1200  of  Liberty 
bonds  (some  not  at  all)  he  promptly  re- 
voked the  authority.

MUTUALS 

The  Northwestern  Mutual  has  brought 
suit  in  the  federal  courts  in  San  Francisco 
against  W.  W.  Cox,  whose  defective  steam- 
engine  harvester  is  declared  responsible  for 
a  fire  which  consumed  J.  M.  Hammond's 
barley  crop.  The  amount  of  damages 
claimed  by  the  insurer  is  $8,151. 

McMinnville  Or.— At  a  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Oregon  Fire  Relief 
Association,  held  on  May  10th,  the  by-laws 
of  the  association  were  amended  so  as  to 
eliminate  any  contingent  liability  on  the 
part  of  the  members  in  taking  insurance 
therein,  the  amount  paid  at  the  time  that 
the  insurance  is  written  on  the  short  term, 
one  and  three-year  certificates  making  the 
entire  liability  of  the  member  on  these  cer- 
tificates; while  on  five-year  certificates,  an 
additional  amount  is  collected  each  year  of 
the  remaining  four  yea^s,  which  amount  is 
specified  in  the  policy,  and  constitutes  the 
liability  of  the  policyholder  under  this  cer- 
tificate. This  action  was  decided  upon  by 
the  board  of  trustees  only  after  passing  into 
the  24th  year  of  its  existance  without  once 
having  needed  or  made  use  of  the  contin- 
gent assessment  clause  in  its  policies.  Un- 
der the  laws  of  both  Oregon  and  California, 
a  mutual  insurance  company  that  has  accu- 
mulated gross  assets  of  $200,000,  of  which 
$100,000  must  be  net  cash  surplus  in  Oregon, 
and  $50,000  net  cash  surplus  in  California, 
can  issue  insurance  without  a  contingent 
liability.  The  Oregon  Fire  Relief  Associa- 
tion now  having  over  $150,000  net  cash  sur- 
plus, and  over  $300,000  gross  assets,  is 
beyond  what  the  legislature  of  either  state 
requires  as  a  safe  mai'gin  of  security,  hence 
the  step  which  makes  its  policyholders  ex- 
empt from  any  additional  charge  ever  being 
assessed  against  them.

Redding,  Cal.,  May  11.— The  supervisors 
decline  to  adopt  an  ordinance  modeled  after 
the  Glenn  county  ordinance,  requiring 
farmers  to  put  spark-arresters  on  tractor 
and  hay  press  engines,  and  to  make  fire 
breaks  around  grain  fields.  The  super- 
visors believe  the  same  end  can  be  best 
accomplished  through  the  farm  adviser  and 
farm  bureau  centers. 

San  Francisco,  May  21.— Fire  this  morn- 
ing broke  out  at  124  Twelfth  street,  west 
side,  between  Howard  and  Mission,  L.  &  M. 
Emanuel  Show  Case  Co.,  wood  and  corru- 
gated iron,  two  stories,  and  spread  over 
half  the  block.  Shacks  and  flats  covering 
120,000  square  feet  area  were  destroyed  or 
badly  damaged.  The  Fowler  aeroplane 
plant,  about  eleven  three  story  flat  or 
tenement  buildings,  and  some  one  story 
buildings  were  burned,  together  with  con- 
tents, or  were  damaged  to  an  almost  total 
extent.  Considerable  lumber  was  burned, 
but  the  sawdust  piles  escaped  as  usual.

100  Ton  Weights  Slacken  Speed  of  Ship 
Launched  in  Narrow  Channel  of  Creek 

Tlie  Waukesha,  dressed  up  for  the  launch- 
ing with  flags  and  pennants  flying  from 
bow  to'  stern,  was  lashed  both  starboard 
and  port  to  great  steel  boxes,  filled  with 
rivets  and  weighing  about  ten  tons  each. 
There  were  five  boxes  on  each  side  of  the 
vessel.  Immense  chains  hanging  from  the 
deck  of  the  vessel  were  attached  to  the 
boxes. 

When  the  Waukesha  began  to  move,  the 
chain  nearest  the  bow  was  drawn  taut.  As 
the  vessel  gathered  speed,  this  box  and  the 
one  opposite  it  on  the  other  side  of  the  ship 
were  yanked  from  their  moorings  and  sent 
careening  in  the  wake  of  the  ship.  A  second 
later  two  more  of  the  ten-ton  boxes  were  in 
motion  and  then  all  ten.  Each  dug  a  deep 
furrow  alongside  the  way  and  such  timbers 
as  were  touched  were  splintered  like 
kindling  wood  and  sent  flying.  For  a  few 
seconds  the  air  was  full  of  timbei's  and 
snioke  caused  by  the  friction  engendered  by 
the  dragging  weights. — Emergency  Fleet 
News.

Lapse  Ratio  of  the  Western  States  Life 

From  Report  of  California  State  Examiners 
The  percentage  of  lapses  in  this  company 
is  far  greater  tlian  has  been  hitherto  claimed 
by  the  general  manager.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  he  does  not  obtain  his  lapse 
records  from  the  proper  source,  namely, 
the  actuarial  department,  but  depends  upon 
the  lapse  records  figured  by  consideration  of 
lapses  over  reinstatements.  This  is  the 
basis  used  only  in  the  producing  end  and  is 
not  the  proper  basis  upon  which  to  compare 
the  lapse  ratio  of  this  company  with  that  of 
other  companies. 

This  statement  is  made  to  apprise  the 
company  of  the  wrongful  medium  of  com- 
parison used  in  the  recent  report  by  Mr. 
Lawrence  M.  Cathles,  who  based  his  state- 
ment upon  the  report  of  the  general  mana- 
ger that  the  second  year  lapse  ratio  for  the 
first  seven  months  of  1917  was  22.1  percent 
and,  therefore,  determined  that  the  lapse 
record  of  this  company  was  lower  than  that 
of  the  average  company  of  similar  size  and 
age,  which  is  nearer  30  percent.  The  fact 
is  that  the  percentage  submitted  by  the 
general  manager  was  the  percentage  ob- 
tained by  deducting  reinstatements  from 
lapses,  while  Mr.  Cathles  used  the  percent- 
age based  upon  the  generally  accepted 
method  of  lapse  computation,  namely,  the 
actuarial  basis.  Upon  this  basis  the  second 
year  lapse  record  for  1917  is  30.5  percent 
and  the  average  second  year  lapse  ratio 
throughout  the  company's  history  is  37.2 
percent. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  this  ratio 
is  above  normal. 

The  most  favorable  total  lapse  ratios  are 
on  the  business  written  in  1910  and  1911, 
although  this  business  has  been  in  force  for 
a  lon<^er  period  than  has  been  the  business 
of  1912  to  1917.  It  is  striidng,  therefore, 
that  the  business  written  in  these  two  years 
should  have  a  greater  percentage  in  force 
than  any  year  until  1914,  and  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  by  the  time  that  the  business  of 
1914  1915,  1916  and  1917  has  been  written 
for  as  long  a  period  as  is  the  business  of 
1910  and  1911,  the  percentage  in  force  will 


not  be  nearly  so  high  as  is  the  percentage  of 
business  written  in  the  years  1910  and  1911. 

stockholders  as  Policyholders 

This  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  fact 
that  in  the  first  two  years  of  the  company's 
experience  it  received  the  support  of  stock- 
holders in  becoming  policyholders.  How- 
ever, since  the  present  agency  contract 
became  operative,  it  is  shown  by  the  records 
that  the  principal  efforts  of  the  company 
have  been  directed  rather  to  securing  new 
business   than  to  renewing    that     business 

after  it  is  written. 

Prizes 

While  prizes  have  been  freely  offered  for 
new  business,  necessitating  large  contribu- 
tions from  the  company's  surplus,  the 
efforts  for  a  reduction  in  lapses  have  been 
meagerly  compensated. 

The  company  has  no  field  men  at  the 
present  time  who  handle  renewals  and  at 
no  time  has  it  had  more  than  one  man  so 
engaged.  Its  reliance  is  upon  its  office 
staff  and  there  is  no  question  but  what 
there  has  been  great  laxity  in  this  connection. 

The  heavy  burden  of  cost  placed  upon  the 
the  company  in  securing  the  new  business 
should  cause  a  centralization  of  effort  to 
keep  that  business  upon  the  books  after  it 
is  secured. 

Business  secured  under  the  inducement 
of  large  prizes  does  not  renew  well.  The 
second  year  lapse  record  of  this  company 
covering  business  secured  under  these  in- 
ducements confirms  this  recognized  fact. 

Your  examiners  recommend  that  hence- 
forth no  prize  competition  be  arranged  by 
the  general  manager  until  same  receives  the 
approval  of  the  board  of  directors  and  it  is 
urged  that  the  board  of  directors  have  sub- 
mitted to  it  all  of  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances connected  with  any  contest  for 
increased  production  which  might  be  in- 
stituted by  the  agency  department. 

It  is  recomended  too  that  the  accounting 
branch  of  the  company  be  apprised  of  the 
amount  of  money  that  shall  be  expended  in 
connection  with  contests  so  that  it  shall  be 
in  a  position  to  set  up  the  proper  liability 
against  this  account.  The  surplus  of  the

But  the  Book  Agent  Won 

■'My  people  have  instructions  not 
to  let  in  to  me  a  book  agent  or  any 
other  person  the  nature  of  whose  busi- 
ness does  not  seem  to  be  pertinent. 

"The  other  day  a  professional  card 
was  brought  to  me  with  the  word  that 
the  owner  wished  to  see  me  in  a 
private  matter. 

"The  man  I  pointed  out  to  you 
followed  the  card  without  waiting  to 
be  ushered.  He  sat  down  at  my  desk 
and  said:  '  I  have  sent  several  of  my 
subordinates  to  see  you,  without  success. 
Now,  I  have  come  myself.  We  cannot 
afford,  and  you  cannot  afford,  that  a 
man  as  prominent  as  you  are  in  this 
community  should  turn  down  our 
offer.' 

"But  Avhat  is  your  'offer,'  your

Mill  Fires  from  Hot  Bearings 

The  English  flour  milling  industry 
has  lately  suffered  from  fires  started  by 
overheated  bearings.  Two  suggestions 
are  given  for  the  prevention  of  such 
fires.  First,  many  hot  bearings  are 
traceable  to  relaxed  supervision ,  due 
to  decrease  in  skilled  operatives,  as 
men  have  been  drawn  into  the  Army 
and  war  industries.  Second,  scarcity 
of  lubricating  oil  has  made  it  necessary 
to  use  inferior  grades,  and  bearings 
are  likely  to  run  hot  with  such  lubri- 
cation, where  there  would  be  no 
trouble  in  ordinary  times.  The  rem- 
edy for  mill  fires  from  this  cause  is 
greater  attention  to  supervision.

In  accordance  with  your  request  for  an 
expression  of  my  views  I  write  to  say: 

1st— There  is,  in  my  opinion,  no  public 
need  calling  for  the  rehabilitation  of  former 
German  companies. 

2nd — The  American  and  foreig;n  (Allies) 
companies  doing  business  in  this  country 
are  amply  able  to  give  all  needed  protection 
where  the  risks  seeking  insurance  are 
reasonably  safe;  and  if  property  owners 
seeking  insurance  are  not  willing  to  make 
their  risks  reasonably  safe  they  should  be 
made  to,  for  property  destroyed  by  fire  is 
wealth  wiped  out  of  existence,  and  every 
dollar  of  American  wealth  wiped  out  of  ex- 
istence is  aid  to  the  Hun. 

3rd— Even  if  these  proposed  companies 
were  started : 

A  The  protection  they  could  offer  would 
be  less  than  the  proverbial  drop  in  the 
bucket. 

B  Should  it  be  the  policy  of  the  United 
States— is  it  right — to  build  up  or  maintain 
a  plant  for  our  enemies,  unless  that  plant 
is  essential  to  our  own  interests? 

C  It  is  my  unqualified  opinion  that  these 
proposed  companies  could  not  be  operated 
other  than  at  a  loss,  and 

D  That  it  may  well  be  that  the  states,  or 
the  United  States,  responsible  for  the  for- 
mation of  the  so-called  American,  but  really 
enemy  American  companies,  would,  in  the 
end,  be  responsible  to  the  real  enemy  owners 
for  the  loss  incurred. 

4th— If  there  is  any  real  need  for  insur- 
ance capital  it  can  be  had  here  in  the  United 
States,  but,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  no  such 
need;  only  better  care  of  property  values 
from  the  standpoint  of  fire  hazards  and  less 
hampering  of  American  companies  by 
'lawmakers. 

5th— Those  Americans  who  have  been 
operating  the  German  companies  can  easily 
find   positions    with    other    existing    com- 


panies, for  there  is  a  great  shortage  of 
"talent"  as  well  as  clerical  help.  So  that 
feature  of  the  question  can  be  ignored,  ex- 
cept to  realize  that  the  formation  of  these 
unneeded,  mongrel  concerns  will  call  for 
man-power  that  can  be  used  to  better  ad- 
vantage in  other  directions.

Death  of  Coleman 

John  D.  Coleman,  general  agent  for  the 
Home  of  New  York  at  Portland,  for  the 
Northwest,  died  on  Thursday,  Mayil6. 

The  cause  of  death  was  an  acute  attack 
of  bronchitis.  Sickness  was  brief  and  the 
fatal  ending  unexpected.  A  widow,  a 
daughter  and  two  grandchildren  survive  the 
deceased. 

Mr.  Coleman  was  born  August  25,  1874, 
near  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  He  had  lived  in 
Portland  for  thirty-seven  years.  Taking  an 
active  interest  in  politics,  he  accepted  a  fed- 
eral position  in  1894,  but  soon  resigned  it  to 
re-engage  in  insurance  work.  His  friends 
will  recall  Coleman's  enthusiasm  in  the 
campaign  of  1896. 

It  was  in  1889  that  he  began  general  in- 
surance work  as  a  special  agent  for  General 
Agent  A.  E.  Magill  of  the  Home  and 
Phoenix.  When  these  companies  separated, 
Coleman  remained  with  the  Home  in  the 
Northwest,  and  was  appointed  general 
agent,  with  headquarters  in  Portland.  A 
very  considerable  estate,  including  an  office 
building  at  311  Stark  street,  was  left  by  the 
deceased. 


The  Home  Fire  &  Marine  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  California,  which  has  been  recently 
reestablished,  after  an  honorable  retirement 
of  twelve  years,  is  rapidly  creating  a  highly 
efficient  agency  plant,  and  has  already  ac- 
quired a  comparatively  large  volume  of 
profitable  business  in  the  twenty  -  eight 
states  where  it  has  been  licensed.

James  Palache,  whose 
death,  presumably  in  action,  is  reported 
from  France,  was  a  son  of  Vice  President 
Whitney  Palache  of  the  Hartford  Fire. 
Lieut.  Palache  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard 
University,  and  was  a  resident  of  Berkeley, 
CaL  Mr.  Whitney  Palache' s  many  friends 
on  this  Coast  are  in  mournful  sympathy 
with  him  in  his  great  affliction. 

— The  Travelers  is  building  a  huge  new 
tower  structure  in  Hartford.  The  tower  is 
four  times  as  high  as  the  main  building. 
It  is  525  feet  high.  The  Travelers  will  oc- 
cupy all  the  new  building.  Floors  are  of 
concrete  covered  with  battleship  linoleum. 
All  is  fireproof. 

—  In  reviewing  our  Coast  business  figures 
it  should  be  remembered  that  the  Royal 
Exchange  does  no  business  in  Alaska, 
Arizona,  California,  Hawaii,  Nevada  and 
New  Mexico. 

— Grass  Valley,  CaL,  is  threatened  with  a 
serious  water  famine  early  in  the  year. 
Hours  for  irrigation  have  been  restricted. 
Mountain  reservoirs  are  only  partly  filled 
and  no  more  rains  are  expected. 

— Napa,  May  4. — The  California  county  fire 
mutuals  closed  their  seventeenth  annual 
meeting  today,  after  selecting  Santa  Rosa 
for  next  year's  powwow.  Fire  Chief  C.  F. 
Otterson,  in  an  address,  said  the  new  rural 
fire  departments  are  equipped  with  ropes, 
with  which  to  hang  I.  W.  W.  and  other 
firebugs  if  caught  starting  fires. 

— Up  to  April  2-1  there  had  been  102  deaths 
in  flying  accidents  in  United  States  and  at 
Camp  Borden,  Can.,  of  which  56  occurred 
in  Texas. 

—The  Bankers  Life  Bulletin  for  May  is  a 
pretty  pictorial  Pacific  Northwest  number. 

— Victoria,  B.  C. — This  city  has  had  a 
favorable  fire  loss  experience  for  several 
years.  Schedules  now  in  use  in  the  East 
may  be  adopted  here. 

— The  National  Union  is  moving  to  245 
Pine  street,  next  ground-floor  door  to  the 
Vulcan  Fire.  The  new  quarters  are  hand- 
some and  large. 


— The  staff  of  the  California  Ins.  Co.  sub- 
scribed for  117,650  in  Liberty  Thirds,  and 
the  company  subscribed  for  $100,000. 

— A  Congress  bill  provides  for  grain  war 
risk  insurance,  "farm  bureau,"  covering 
losses  by  fire,  hail,  drouth,  tornado,  etc. 

—  Selbach  &  Deans  will  move  to  108  110 
Sansome  street,  San  Francisco,  some  time 
in  May. 

— In  the  case  against  I.  W.  W.s  at  Chicago 
the  prosecutor  charged  that  Haywood,  the 
leader  of  the  gang  of  conspirators,  was  re- 
sponsible for  a  pecular  form  of  sabotage,  to- 
wit:  that  of  hiring  small  boys  to  catch 
bedbugs  and  place  them  in  the  beds  of 
first-class  hotels. 

— Santa  Ana,  Cal. — The  annual  convention 
of  California  Local  Agents,  was  held  here, 
with  satisfactory  results. 

L.  M.  Hotchkiss  was  elected  president 
and  E.  H.  McCandlish  was  elected  secretary. 
Both  are  Oakland  locals.  Resolutions  were 
passed  against  the  appointment  of  mer- 
chants, bankers  and  farmers  and  skirmish- 
ers as  agents. 

—The  Sun  Insurance  Office  has  $587,609,460 
insurance  in  force  in  the  administrative 
county  of  London. 

— Portland.  —  Frank  E.  Smith,  insurance 
man,  is  a  candidate  for  the  Oregon  legis- 
lature. 

—  "Do  not  renew  any  expiring  railway  in- 
surance."—Secretary  McAdoo.  By  June 
10th  all  questionaires  will  be  answered  by 
railway  people,  and  the  government  will 
decide  whether  it  will  carry  the  railway 
insurance  or  hand  it  over — to  the  lowest 
bidder.

When  the  similar  Realty  Syndicate,  also 
in  difficulties,  was  formed,  and'  Fred  Hoyt 
was  a  leading  stock  salesman,  this  journal 
warned  the  public  that  the  scheme  was 
highly  speculative  and  could  only  succeed 
under  most  favorable  conditions  and  a  great 
advance  in  the  prices  of  the  realty  purchased.

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THE  PRESS 

The  best  opinion  is  that  the  power  con- 
ferred on  the  postmaster-general  by  the  new 
law  is  a  curtailment  of  the  liberties  of  the 
loyal  press  of  the  country.  This  view  is 
supported  by  the  defeat  of  the  amendment 
providing  that  the  act  should  not  be  con- 
strued as  impairing  the  right  or  limiting  the 
liberty  of  any  person  to  speak  or  publish 
what  is  true,  with  good  motives  and  for 
justifiable  ends.

Give  each  the  authority  that  should  go 
with  responsibility  and  crowd  them 
with  work,  and  watch  chiefly  for  re- 
sults. If  you  have  good  men  and 
women  working  for  you,  and  give  them 
responsibility  with  authority,  it  will 
not  be  necessary  for  you  to  interfere 
with  details.  If  you  watch  a  man  at 
all,  obviously  you  must  watch  him  all 
the  time,  because  it  takes  more  than 
one  man's  whole  time  to  watch  another 
person.  That  system  does  not  pro- 
duce results.''

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REPUDIATES  HIS  OWN  ANTI-TRUST 
MEASURE 

California  Cartwriglit  Sees  the  Fallacy  oi 
Anti-Trust  Legislation 

George  W.  Cartwright,  former  state 
senator,  has  recently  made  speeches  in 
California  in  which  he  acknowledges 
the  folly  of  all  socialistic  and  anti- 
trust legislation.  We  make  a  few 
quotations  from  press  reports,  as 
follows : 

"The  Cartwright  law  is  the  undoing 
of  the  fruit  and  nut  producers  of  the 
state,  preventing  combinations  and 
price  fixing— two  things,  I  am  con- 
vinced, that  are  essential  if  these  men 
are  to  profit  from  their  products. 
The  Sherman  anti-trust  law  is  another 
example  of  such  legislation.  It  caused 
the  dissolution  of  the  Northwest  rail- 
road merger,  which  brought  more  ex- 
pensive operation,  higher  prices  and 
no  benefits.  With  Government  oper- 
ation of  the  railroads,  it  has  now  be- 
come necessary  to  wink  at  this  and 
similiar  laws  in  order  to  run  the  roads 
properly. 

"Combinations  of  manufacturers, 
producers  and  capitalists  are  the  only 
methods  of  promoting  business,  and 
legislation  that  prevents  this  does 
more  harm  than  good.  Labor  and 
capital  are  interdependent.  Capital 
is  the  residue  of  wealth  handed  down 
from  generation  to  generation;  it  is 
not  the  production  of  the  present." 
Intimating  that  the  Karl  Marx 
theories  were  merely  a  part  of  German 
propaganda,  the  speaker  said : 

"Marx  led  me  to  l)elieve  a  workable 
plan  of  Socialism  would  be  developed, 
but  further  study  convinces  me  this  is 
impossible.     Clumsy  legislation  by  ig- 


norant legislators  placing  harmful  re- 
strictions on  business  causes  more 
trouble  than  the  operation   of   capital. 

"I  have  made  500  speeches  up  and 
down  the  state  in  favor  of  the  Cart- 
Avright  and  Sherman  laws  and  I  have 
come  to  see  the  fallacies  of  both.  The 
big  profits  of  industry  go  right  back 
into  the  industry,  bringing  more  em- 
ployment and  more  improvements. 
But  when  laws  restricting  capital  are 
passed  business  is  depressed,  factories 
are  closed  and  men  are  idle. 

"Socialism  ignores  two  great  prin- 
ciples; first,  that  the  more  the  state 
does  for  a  man  the  less  a  man  does  for 
iumself;  second,  the  incentive  of 
private  gain  in  promoting  industry. 

"Socialism  won't  work;  it  never  has 
worked.  On  a  small  scale  it  is  a 
calamity;  on  a  large  scale,  a  national 
tragedy.'' 


The  National  Association  of  Owners 
of  Railroad  Securities  organized  a  yenr 
ago  "to  protect  and  stabalize  secur- 
ities of  the  carriers  of  the  country," 
and  representing  owners  of  over  S4,- 
000,000  securities  of  the  railroads, 
have  issued  a  letter  to  the  directors  of 
railroads  now  under  Government  con- 
trol and  operation,  calling  to  their  at- 
tention the  fact  that  they  now  have 
the  responsibility  of  representing  all 
classes  of  securities  issued  by  their  re- 
spective railroads  as  the  contracting 
parties  on  behalf  of  the  owners  of  the 
properties  in  the  execution  of  the 
proposed  contract  Avhich  each  railroad 
is  to  make  with  the  Government.

The  United  States  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission announces  that  the  Bureau  of 
Ordnance  of  the  War  Department  is  in  ur- 
gent need  of  statistical  expert?  at  $1,800  to 
$4,500 a  year;  statisticians  at  $1,800 a  year, 
and  clerks  qualified  in  statistics,  clerks 
qualified  in  accounting,  and  clerks  qualified 
in  business  administration  at  $1,000  to 
$1,800  a  year.  These  examinations  are  open 
to  both  men  and  women,  except  the  ex- 
amination for  statistical  expert,  which  is 
open  only  to  men.

In  San  Joaquin 
county  farmers  are  plowing  under  their 
grain  crops,  not  even  fit  for  pasturage. 
From  as  far  north  as  Colusa  there  are  un- 
favorable reports  on  wheat  and  barley 
prospects. 


The  heavy  ny  winds  from  north  and 
northwest  in  central  California  in  the  first 
seven  days  of  May  did  much  damage,  de- 
stroying thousands  of  probable  bushels  of 
grain  and  tons  of  hay,  an<l  necessitating  the 
cutting  of  thousands  of  acres  of  wheat  into 
hay. 

Bank  Clearings.— California  bank  clear- 
ings for  April  show  gains  in  all  twelve 
principal  cities,  except  Los  Angeles,  San 
Diego  and  Pasadena.  San  Francisco  clear- 
ings ($424,328,519)  gained  $58,000,000. 
Oakland  and  Sacramento  gained  about 
$4,000,000  each.

DEFICIENT  RAINFALL  ON  COAST 
California  Has  Short  Water  Supplies— Irrigation  and  Mining  Affected 

Throughout  Coast  territory  the  season  of  1917-18,  ending  June  30, 
has  been  deficient  in  rainfall.  This  is  notably  the  case  in  California! 
The  southern  fraction  has  had  nearly  the  average  but  all  north  of  the 
Tehachapi  range  has  suffered  excepting  the  Fresno  district,  whose  10 
inches  are  a  little  more  than  average.  Sacramento  and  Red  Bhiff  had 
only  half  the  normal  rainfall.  Eureka,  on  the  rainy  coast,  had  24 
inches  against  normal  46. 

In  1917  there  were  ten  successive  dry  months.  In  1916  there  were 
deficient  but  timely  rains.  Irrigation  supplies  are  lacking,  crops  have 
suffered,  fruit  trees  have  died,  streams  are  unusually  low  or  dry  months 
earlier  than  usual.  Wells  and  water-tables  in  June  are  down  to  the 
September  level.  Live  stock  will  suffer.  Already  the  ranchers  are 
hauling  water  for  stock  or  sinking  deep  wells.  Reservoirs  are  low  and 
fire  protection  may  be  affected  thereby.  We  shall  be  agreeably  sur- 
prised if  fire  losses  do  not  increase  materially. 

LIFE  SURPLUS  SHOULD  BE  INCREASED 
Average  Per  Cent  of  Surplus  May  Under  Changed  Conditions  Be  Too  Low  for 

Safety 

The  average  percentage  of  surplus  over  liabilities  of  the  American 
life  insurance  companies  is  not  high,  and  while  doubtless  ample  for  or- 
dinary business  conditions  may  be  too  low  for  the  extraordinary  condi- 
tions of  war  and  post-war.  Values  now  swiftly  change,  rising  as  to 
many  commodities  but  falling  as  to  many  securities.  Depressed  values, 
generally,  will  be  restored  after  peace  is  declared— but  no  man  can 
surely  predict  that  time.  War  may  last  two  or  three  years  more,  and 
average  market  values  of  bonds  and  mortgages  may  decline  still  farther. 

When  a  storm  seems  approaching  the  cautious  sailor  takes  in  sail 
and  is  prepared.  Why  should  not  our  life  insurance  companies  "take 
in  sail"?  How  otherwise  shall  they  retain  the  confidence  of  intelligent 
business  men?     The  proportion  of  surplus  should  be  increased.

Adjuster  Waiver 

Where  insurer's  adjuster  acknowl- 
edged receipt  of  proofs  of  loss  and  re- 
turned them,  stating  as  his  reason 
that  he  had  oSered  to  replace  oil  lost 
and  his  offer  had  been  declined,  any 
defects  in  proofs  of  loss  made  under 
fire  policy  were  waived.  Specification 
of  particular  defect  in  proofs  of  loss 
furnished  by  insured  is  waiver  of 
others. 
Replacement 

Where  petroleum  oils  were  lost 
through  fire,  and  insurer  under  policy 
elected  to  replace  property  with  other 


of  like  kind,  it  cannot  defeat  recovery 
on  ground  offer  of  replacement  was 
rejected,  where  it  did  not  offer  to  re- 
place with  other  petroleum  oil  of  like 
quality  and  kind. 

Where  tank  and  oils  insured  against 
fire  were  destroyed,  held  that  insurer 
could  not  elect  to  replace  oil  and   pay 
for  tank. 
Cost  of  Piping 

Where  oil  which  had  been  piped  for 
some  distance  was  destroyed  by  fire, 
held,  that  transportation  charges 
should  be  ascertained  on  basis  of  ap- 
portionment of  rate  of  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  to  more  distant 
point,  there  being  no  rate  established 
to  point  of  destruction;  hence  question 
of  actual  cost  of  piping  was  not  one  for 
jwry.

Agreement  to  sell  insured  goods,  if

The  word  "stranded''  means  that 
the  vessel  must  remain  stationary  for 
a  time,  and  implies  a  settling  of  the 
vessel  and  an  interruption  of  the  voy- 
age under  extraordinary  circumstances. 
Burden  of  proof  is  on  plaintiff. 

In  determining  whether  vessel 
stranded,  the  jury  may  consider  that 
she  had  only  a  foot  of  water  under  her 
at  high  tide,  and  that  the  tide  rises 
and  falls  14  feet,  the  state  of  the  tide 
being  a  matter  of  judicial  notice,  that 
the  vessel  drifted  for  an  entire  day, 
and  that  the  condition  of  her  bottom 
showed  that  she  had  pounded  on  the 
beach  or  rocks. 


Sale  of  Vessel — Questions  for  Jury 

Whether  the  master  of  the  vessel 
was  forced  by  circumstances  to  sell  af-- 
ter  a  partial  wreck,  held  for  the   jury. 

Under  a  marine  policy,  the  right  to 
sell  as  well  as  the  right  to  abandon 
must  be  determined  by  the  vessel's 
master  in  the  light  of  facts  available, 
and  he  cannot  await  developments  be- 
fore deciding  what  to  do. 

The  mere  fact  that  a  vessel  on  which 
goods  under  a  marine  policy  were 
shipped  was  repaired  after  being  sold 
did  not  establish  that  the  sale  was  un- 
necessary. 
Proximate  Cause  of  Loss 

Where  a  vessel  carrying  goods  in- 
sured under  marine  policy  encountered 
a  storm,  which  carried  away  some  of 
her  sails  and  rendered  her  unmanage- 
able, such  storm  was  the  proximate 
cause  of  the  loss,  though  she  after- 
wards stranded  near  the  destination 
and  was  sold,  and  the  consignee  of 
the  goods  could  recover  under  the 
policy. 

The  insurance  was  on  the  goods 
while  "under  deck"  only.  The  de- 
fendant insists  that  there  was  no  evi- 
dence that  these  goods  were  under 
deck. 

After  she  had  been  hauled  off  shore 
the  schooner  was  taken  to  Kodiak,  and 
after  survey  and  notice  she  was  sold. 
The  owners  received  nothing  from  sale 
of  ship  or  cargo. 

The  judgment  for  plaintiff  is  af- 
firmed.    171  P.  1096.

Dividends 

Where  policy  provides  that  divi- 
dends shall,  at  insured's  election,  an- 
nually be  either  paid  in  cash  or  applied 
to  payment  of  premium  or  applied  to 
purchase  of  paid-up  additions  or  left 
to  accumulate,  further  provision,  giv- 
ing company,  in  case  insured  makes 
no  election,  option  to  apply  dividends 
to  purchase  of  paid-up  additions, 
applies  only  where  insurance  is  being 
kept  in  force,  and  where  insured  is  in 
default  for  nonpayment  of  premium 
dividends  are  applicable  to  payment  of 
such  premium. 
Cash  Surrender 

Where  by  insured's  failure  to  pay 
annual  premium  on  a  $3,000  life  pol- 
icy or  elect  to  demand  the  cash  sur- 
render value  thereof  it  automatically 
became,  according  to  its  provisions, 
paid-up  policy  for  $600.  Insured  no 
longer  had  any  right  to  compel  com- 
pany to  pay  him  anything  as  "cash 
surrender  value"  of  the  $600  policy.

155,  mak- 
ing exceptions  in  the  policy  invalid  if 
printed  in  less  prominent  type  than 
the  beneficial  clause,  but  the  policy 
was  renewed  after  the  enactment  of 
such  statute,  an  exception  in  less 
prominent  type  was  invalid.

Beneficiary  of  policy  insuring  against 
injury  effected  solely  by  external,  vio- 
lent, and  accidental  means,  where  in- 
sured was  drowned  when  steamship 
was  sunk  by  submarine's  torpedo,  held 
entitled  to  recover,  though  policy  ex- 
cepted injuries  from  firearms  or  ex- 
plosives.

Where  bond  indemnifying  against 
defaults  of  bank  officer,  referred  to 
both  the  "termination  of  the  bond," 
which  means  expiration  as  to  future 
liabilities,  and  "termination  of  liabil- 
ity,'' the  latter  expression  was  not 
synonymous  with  the  former. 

Under  policy  indemnifying  bank 
against  default  of  employe,  terminat- 
ing liability  as  to  subsequent  acts  on 
discovery  of  default,  discharge  of  the 
employe,  or  notice  of  termination,  and 
requiring  the  claim  to  be  presented 
within  six  months  after  termination  of 
the  liability,  where  a  defalcation  was 
not  discovered  for  two  years,  surety 
held  liable.

Tn  November,  1915, 
the  Prussians  decreed  that  the  contri- 
bution be  increased  to  40,000,000 
francs  a  month  from  bled-white  Bel- 
gium. Later  it  was  raised  to  50,000,-

Anniversary  of  Seattle's  Rebirth 

So  many  great  events  are  happening  that 
The  Oregonian  almost  overlooked  the  twen- 
ty-ninth anniversary  of  the  Seattle  fire, 
June  6,  1889,  which  was  one  of  the  greatest 
events  in  world  history,  in  the  estimation 
of  our  neighbors  on  Puget  Sound.  Before 
that  date  few  persons  east  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains  had  heard  of  Seattle,  and  they 
would  try  the  proud  souls  of  Seattleites  by 
pronouncing  the  name  in  two  instead  of 
three  syllables.  The  Washington  metropo- 
lis was  then  a  remote  frontier  settlement, 
struggling  gallantly  to  become  a  city,  and  it 
was  almost  necessary  for  it  to  get  burned 
up  in  order  to  get  on  the  map. 

That  disaster  was  actually  a  stroke  of 
good  fortune,  for  it  destroyed  the  pioneer 
shacks  which  still  disfigured  the  business 
center,  cleared  the  way  for  replatting  and 
widening  of  the  streets,  awakened  all  the 
reserve  energy  of  the  people  and  attracted  a 
flood  of  migration.  Two  months  after  the 
fire  a  local  census  showed  a  population  of 
about  26,000,  but  an  estimate  of  the  present 
population  as  about  300,000  would  probably 
be  scorned  as  too  moderate.  That  growth 
is  the  result  of  the  energy  and  enterprise 
of  the  people,  aided  by  occasional  good  for- 
tune and  in  no  small  degree  by  political  in- 
fluence.— Portland  Oregonian.

When  the  smoking  debris  was  re- 
moved the  California  erected  a  credit- 
able office  building  on  the  northwest 
corner  of  Sacramento  and  Leidesdorff 
streets,  San  Francisco.  On  the  oppo- 
site page  appears  a  picture  of  this  four- 
story  building. 

The  California  is  admitted  to  New 
York  state,  and  is  doing  a  profitable 
business  in  the  East.  This  company 
is  one  of  the  few  Coast  companies  that 
have  written  a  considerable  fire  busi- 
ness and  at  a  profit  in  the  East.  Prem- 
iums, reserve,  assets  and  surplus  in- 
creased in  1917.  The  net  surplus  is 
now  more  than  the  capital.  The  prem- 
iums last  year  gained  32  percent,  and 


net  surplus  gained  nearly  30  percent. 
Coast  and  Eastern  premiums  gained 
about  $100,000  each,  and  losses  in 
both  fields  were  light,  indicating  choice 
business.

Pa- 
triotic Americans  are  now  saying,  "If 
wheat  is  necessary  to  perpetuate  all  I 
hold  dear,  I  will  eat  no  wheat  until 
these  things  are  secured  and  guaran- 
teed." 


We  Must  Do   Even   More 

Five  months  have  passed  since  Lord 
Rhondda  sent  his  emergency  call  to 
America  for  wheat.  According  to  the 
cablegram  sent  the  25th  of  January  a 
minimum  of  75,000,000  bushels  of 
wheat  was  called  for,  over  and  above 
the  amount  already  exported  to  Jan- 
uary 1.  If  this  was  not  supplied,  the 
British  Food  Controller  announced,  he 


could  not  be  responsible  for  the  conse- 
quences. 

Depending  upon  the  support  of  the 
people  the  Food  Administration  an- 
swered Lord  Rhondda' s  cablegram  as 
follows : 

"We  will  export  every  grain  that 
the  American  people  save  from  their 
normal  consumption.  We  believe  our 
people  will  not  fail  to  meet  the  emer- 
gency." 

The  self  -  denial  of  the  American 
people  has  been  magnificent.  Millions 
of  bushels  of  wheat  have  been  saved 
for  the  Allies,  voluntarily  saved  besides 
the  savings  from  the  fifty-fifty  rule — 
the  selling  of  substitutes  equal  to  the 
wheat.  In  March  we  sent  11,500,000 
bushels  of  wheat  to  our  Western  Allies 
— five  times  as  much  as  in  March  of 
last  year. 

Conversion  of  Liberty  Bonds 

Liberty  Bonds  of  the  first  issue.  Liber- 
ty Bonds  of  the  second  issue,  and 
Liberty  Bonds  obtained  by  converting 
bonds  of  the  first  issue  into  bonds  of" 
of  the  second  issue  can  be  converted 
into  bonds  of  the  third  issue  during 
the  six  months'  period  beginning  May 
9  and  ending  November  9,  1918. 

Delivery  of  the  bonds  issued  in  con- 
version can  not  be  made  prior  to  July 
1,  but  bonds  presented  for  conversion 
on  or  before  that  date  will  be  retained 
by  the  Treasury  and  a  nonnegotiable 
receipt  issued  therefore.  Interest  will 
be  adjusted  in  each  case  between  the 
Government  and  the  bondholder.

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SECURITIES  OF  THE  RAILROADS 

Life  Companies  Have  a  Fourth  of  Their  Assets  Invested  in  Them 

Perhaps  no  institutions  are  so  vitally  interested  in  this  sub- 
ject as  the  life  insurance  companies  of  the  country.  Mr.  Kings- 
ley  told  the  Commission  that  twenty-five  percent  of  the  invest- 
ments of  the  life  insurance  companies  consist  of  securities  of  the 
carriers.  One-fourth  of  the  money  policy-holders  have  provided 
by  life  insurance  for  the  protection  oi  those  who  are  to  come  after 
them  is,  therefore,  invested  in  railroad  securities.  Safeguarding 
the  33,000,000  policyholders  who  are  the  real  owners  of  these 
securities  becomes  a  question  of  vital  concern  to  them. 

Life  insurers  represent,  perhaps,  the  greatest  investing  power 
in  the  world.  I  will  not  go  into  figures,  wath  which  you  are  more 
familiar  than  myself,  excepting  to  say  that  the  total  assets  of  the 
life  insurance  companies  of  the  nation  approach  $6,000,000,000, 
of  which  approximately  $1,500,000,000  are  railroad  securities. 
No  set  of  men  managing  any  institutions  have  more  thoroughly 
at  heart  the  interests  of  those  dependent  upon  them. 

The  real  value  of  railroad  securities  will  be  affected  when  the 
public  has  become  fully  convinced  that  governmental  agencies  of 
regulation  and  control  have  determined  upon  a  fixed  policy  toward 
the  carriers,  which  fails  to  recognize  that  the  rights  of  those  who 
own  their  securities  demand,  at  least,  equal  protection  with  that 
accorded  the  shippers  and  others  who  use  the  railroads. 

Railroads  are  operated  in  thinly  developed  territories.  Their 
securities  have  been  sold  in  good  faith  and  the  public  own  them. 
Necessarily  they  have  not  been  sold  as  advantageously  as  the 
securities  of  carriers  operating  in  developed  sections.  It  is  recog- 
nized that  merchants  and  others  doing  business  in  thin  territories 
must  secure  higher  prices  for  their  goods  or  products  than  those 
in  similar  lines  of  business  in  developed  sections.  The  basis  of 
nearly  all  operations  in  thin  territories  entails  higher  cost  than  in 
developed  sections.  You  cannot  adjust  freight  rates  accordingly. 
If  you  do,  unless  all  railroads  in  competitive  territory  are  in- 
cluded, the  railroads  secaring  higher  rates  would  lose  business. 
It  would  go,  of  course,  where  the  rates  are  lower.  This  policy, 
therefore,  cannot  be  pursued.  Criticisnti  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  in  its  endeavor  to  adjust  rates  to  meet  this 
difficult  situation,  is  unfair.  If  they  adjust  all  rates  to  meet  the 
needs  of  thin  territories,  railroads    more    favorably   situated    will 
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earn  a  proportionately  greater  amount,  perhaps  such  an  amount 
as  will  cause  their  shippers  to  oppose  such  increase  in  rates. 
Then  the  shipper  in  thin  territory,  not  recognizing  his  own  situa- 
tion, also  opposes.  Such  shippers  who  join  with  those  in  devel- 
oped sections  in  opposing  properly  adjusted  rates  stand  in  their 
own  light.  They  are  more  dependent  upon  adequate  transporta- 
tion facilities  than  those  located  in  developed  sections  because 
more  in  need  of  them. — S.  Davies  Warfield. 

Since  the  above  extract  from  an  address  was  read  the  Gov- 
ernment has  taken  over  the  railroads  for  the  war  period,  but  the 
sound  arguments  thereof  still  apply.  Life  insurance  policyholders 
and  other  owners  of  railroad  securities  have  as  legitimate  claims 
for  protection  as  have  shippers  and  travelers. 


NON  PARTISAN  LEAGUE  A   SERIOUS  MENACE 

The  Non-Partisan  League  of  the  seini-arid  states  of  the 
Middle  West  is  an  ugly  political  element,  composed  of  farmers 
chiefly,  in  many  districts  disloyal  or  lacking  in  patriotism. 
German  farmers  dominate  in  some  sections,  and  may  control,  in 
Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas.  It  is  at  bottom,  a  socialistic 
organization  along  German  lines.  Any  merchant  or  artisan 
speaking  against  the  League  or  refusing  to  take  orders  at  the  polls 
is  boycotted.  "For  us  only''  appears  to  be  the  motto  of  this 
unpatriotic  organization  of  selfish  and  ignorant  farmers  and  their 
dependents. 

State  ownership  of  elevators,  warehouses  and  cold  storage 
plants,  and  state  loans  to  farmers,  are  among  objects  of  the 
League.  But  above  all,  is  the  clamor  for  state  insurance  of  every 
kind,  fire,  transportation,  rent,  hail,  tornado,  life,  casualty  and 
personal  accident.  Upon  this  one  thing  these  "  bughouse '' 
deformers  seem  most  determined. 

It  is  a  notorious  fact  that  prominent  men  in  the  Non-Partisan 
League  have  opposed  the  limitation  of  the  price  of  wheat  to  only 
three  times  the  pre-war  price;  and  it  is  also  a  notorious  fact  that 
prominent  League  leaders  spread  German  propoganda,  opposed 
the  selective  draft,  and  promised  the  new  members  that  their 
sons  should  be  exempted. 

The  Leaguers  appeared  to  be  of  the  "long-haired''  type  of 
men.  They  are  pacifists,  "  copperheads,  "  selfish,  envious, 
visionary,  unjust  when  in  power  and  craven  when  in  the  minority. 
At  the  polls  they  vote  for  women   for  Congress,  at  home  they 
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hamstring    their    neighbors    who    vote    according    to    judgment, 
conscience  and  as  patriots. 

These  are  the  kind  of  organized  people  against   whom   insur- 
ance men  must  organize  and  fight  for  the  right  to  do  business. 


/.   W.   W.  ARE  FIREBUGS 

Care  Should  Be  Taken  Not  To  Insure  Their  Goods  or  Houses 

It  is  a  curious  fact  that  there  are  men  owning  homes, 
household  goods  and  small  stores  and  farms,  who  are  not  mere- 
ly Socialists  but  are  sympathizers  with  or  actual  members  of 
the  revolutionary  and  destructive  Industrial  Workers  of  the 
World.  This  strange  fact  we  are  not  prepared  to  explain. 
The  explanation  may  be  envy  or  hatred  of  industrious  and 
saving  men  and  of  rich  men  particularly — or  it  may  be  in- 
sanity. 

These  Socialists  with  extreme  views  and  disloyal  and  anar- 
chistic tendencies  are  more  numerous  and  dangerous  than  imag- 
ined. Our  records  indicate  that  they  have  contributed  not  a  little 
to  the  total  Coast  fire  losses  of  suspected  or  known  incendiary 
origin. 

Local  agents  and  brokers  should  be  asked,  by  the  Govern- 
ment if  needs  be,  to  not  solicit  the  insurance  of  known  I.  W.  W. 
or  their  sympathizers.  We  cannot  imagine  any  fire  underwriter 
risking  the  funds  of  his  company  by  knowingly  writing  insurance 
on  the  property  of  these  disloyal  and  dangerous  men. 


GET  SELF  CONFIDENCE 

Every  ambitious  insurance  agent  should  possess  a  full  font  of 
self-confidence.  The  failure  doesn't  need  to  have  self-confidence 
to  be  a  failure;  but  the  fellow  who  does  things  worth  while  needs 
it  in  his  business. 

Lack  of  self-confidence  is  often  the  result  of  too  much  self- 
consciousness;  but  this  very  self-consciousness  should  be  pro- 
ductive of  power.  Surely  the  agent  aware  of  his  own  shortcom- 
ings has  a  better  right  to  self-confidence  than  the  one  who  is 
ignorant  of  the  shortcomings  of  himself  and  office.  The  latter's 
self-confidence  is  founded  on  self-approval  in  error;  that  of  the 
former  on  self-appreciation  in  searching  for  truth.

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PRIVATE  LIFE  INSURANCE 


It  Is  Threatened  With  Government  Competition  or  Absorption 

Italy,  with  a  liberal  monarchical  form  of  government,  set  a 
bad  example  when  it  arbitrarily  "took  over"  the  entire  life  insur- 
ance business  of  the  kingdom.  Foreign  life  companies  were  com- 
pelled to  retire  from  Italy  and  the  home  companies  were  com- 
pelled to  retire  from  business.  Today  the  government  does  all 
the  life  insurance  business,  and  controls  the  investment  of  the 
legal  reserves  and  the  appointment  of  all  representatives  and  em- 
ployees. The  government  also  makes  such  profits  as  seem  proper 
or  needful. 

The  'largest  life  insurance  company  in  the  world''  today, 
by  far,  is  the  United  States  of  America.  Practically  all  soldiers 
and  sailors  oE  the  enlarged  Army  and  Navy  are  insured  by  the 
Government,  under  a  special  act  of  Congress.  The  insured  men 
have  term  contracts  at  term  rates,  the  war  hazards  being  assumed 
by  the  Nation,  in  lieu  of  pensions.  What  could  be  easier  than  to 
continue  this  state  temporary  life  insurance  after  the  war,  at  first 
for  the  soldiers  and  sailors  only,  and  later  for  every  insurable 
person  ? 

Think  of  the  number  of  offices  created  by  state  life  insur- 
ance. Think  of  the  vast  funds  to  be  invested  in  gouernment  and 
railroad  bonds.  Think  of  the  temptation  !  It  would  make  gov- 
ernment ownership  of  railways  easy  !  It  would  be  a  long  step 
towards  government  fire  and  accident  and  casualty  insurance. 

The  Congress  at  Washington  has  under  consideration  a  meas- 
ure to  charter  a  national  life  insurance  company  with  $300,000,- 
000  assets.  This  sum  would  constitute  merely  "capital  and 
working  surplus."  The  proposed  "company"  might  be  merely 
a  method  of  meeting  claims  incurred  by  Governinent  insurance  of 
soldiers  and  sailors,  and  ostensibly  temporary;  but,  after  the  war 
it  might  more  easily  be  made  a  permanent  state  life  and  accident 
insurance  organization,  in  seeming  response  to  a  demand  by  dis- 
banded army  and  navy  men. 


The  100  percent  American  does  not  grumble  because  he  is 
restricted  in  wheat  bread.  On  the  contrary  he  voluntarily 
imposes  upon  himself  wheatless  meals  or  wheatless  days;  he  buys 
Liberty  Bond  or  War-Saving  Stamps  or  both;  and  he  cheerfully 
contributes  to  the  support  of  the  Red  Cross. 
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EAST  IS  MINED 

Small    Western  Fire   Companies  Find  a  Broad  Danger  Zone  in  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Field 

It  was  always  so.  The  East  has  welcomed  the  smaller 
Western  fire  companies  with  hospitable  hands  to  fiery  graves. 

Count  the  exceptions.  There  were  special  reasons  for  these 
few. 

Look  up  the  long  record.  Note  the  states  whose  insurers 
accepted  the  kind  invitations  to  come  East — to  come  to  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  Maryland,  Illinois,  Ken- 
tucky, "Down  South" — lands  of  big  fires  and  high  loss  ratios. 

So  kindly  worded  the  invitations!  so  liberal  the  promises 
of  business!   so  abundant  in  targets  this  promised  land! 

No  fewer  than  thirty  new  small  and  ambitious  companies 
from  the  Pacific  West  ascepted  these  attractive  invitations,  and 
sailed  straight  into  the  danger  zone,  into  the  jaws  of  death. 

A  little  while  all  seemed  serene.  Premiums  poured  in. 
New  York  city  brokers  were  very  friendly.  Some  of  these 
brokers,  then  as  now,  were  general  agents — perhaps  represented 
the  trusting  companies  from  the  Pacific  West. 

The  entire  thirty  —  the  cheerful,  credulous  thirty — lost 
money  on  business  east  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  more  than 
one  lost  money  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  west  too.  Twenty-seven 
of  the  thirty  long  since  retired  from  business.  They  found  the 
East  "mined"  for  all  small  craft  from  the  far  West.  The  ex- 
plosions were  rapid  and  the  damage  was  generally  serious. 

Some  of  them  sank  their  stockholders'  money,  but  very  few 
were  forced  to  compromise  their  loss  claims. 

Three  Coast  companies  have  made  money  in  the  East,  because 
of  good  underwriting  and  good  fortune,  and  specially  favorable 
business  conditions  at  first  or  soon.       We  hope  others  may  do  so. 

Conditions  are  somewhat  different  now.  Admission  to  New 
York  is  a  condition  of  reinsurance  business,  and  the  acceptance 
of  the  latter  is  neces-^ary  to  worthy  success ;  but  it  is  not  necessary 
to  do  a  large  Eastern  business. 

Little  of  the  best  business  is  given  to  small  companies. 
Especially  is  this  the  case  in  the  East. 

There  is  more  term  business,  a  class  that  requires  high 
reserves  which  soon  devour  the  small  surplus. 

Business  most  freely  offered  is  such  as  can  not  be  easily 
placed. 
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OWNERSHIP  OF  OTHER   COMPANIES 


Generally  Known  hut  Sometimes  Possibly    Unknown  —  Policyholders 
Are  Usually  Better  Protected 

Not  a  few  American  fire  companies  are  known  to  be  owned 
by  other  companies.  Is  it  not  possible  that  there  are  others  also 
thus  owned  but  with  change  of  ownership  carefully  concealed? 

Ownership  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  controlling 
company  actually  owns  the  stock.  State  insurance  departments, 
like  that  of  New  York,  do  not  admit  as  an  asset  the  stock  of 
other  insurers.  Such  ownership  is  therefore  "interests" — in 
other  words,  the  stock  of  the  taken  over  company  is  held  actually 
or  nominally  by  stockholders  of  the  larger  company. 

Latterly  we  have  heard  of  mysterious  approaches,  negotia- 
tions and  offers;  and  later  there  were  resignations  and  elections 
of  successors,  and  whispers  of  new  owners,  and  then  silence. 
Men  in  inner  circles,  "in  the  know,"  have  quietly  asserted  that 
"certain  interests  now  control  Soandso  Company,  which  has 
become  a  needed  feeder.  These  inner  circle  men  do  not  come 
in  contact  with  the  general  insurance  man  but  do  know  a  good 
deal  about  stock  changes  and  about  changes  and  swellings  of 
reinsurance  currents. 

It  may  be  asked,  "Why  conceal,  if  possible,  such  change 
of  control  or  ownership?"  We  answer,  "These  are  unusual 
times."  There  is  now  some  hostility  to  or  doubt  as  to  foreign 
interests  of  every  sort,  among  various  classes  of  property 
owners  who  are  ill-informed  or  prejudiced.  Generally  this 
prejudice  or  hostility  is  unjust,  but  its  existence  is  admitted. 
It  is  a  temporary  state  of  thing  of  course,  but  while  it  lasts  the 
new  foreign  interest  owners  are  sure  they  will  lose  nothing  by 
concealing  the  new  ownership  and  may  maintain  and  increase  the 
business  of  the  acquired  company. 

We  have  heard  of  German  and  British  interests  in  the 
East  offering  good  prices  for  the  stock  of  American  companies 
able  to  serve  as  "feeders,''  by  reinsuring  parts  of  good  lines  in  the 
controlling  companies.  Whether  such  alleged  concealed  control, 
if  any,  Avas  acquired  before  our  declaration  of  war  with  Germany 
we  are  not  informed. 

It  does  not  matter,  usually,  one  way  or  the  other,  so  far  as 
the  policyholder  is  concerned;  and  indeed  the  new  ownership 
may  be  stronger;  but  these  frequent  changes  of  ownership  are 
certainly  symptomatic,  and  are  not  always  agreeable  to  the 
agents,  for  a  time  at  least.

Agent's  Conspiracy  Did  Not  Bind  Principal 

Where  a  fire  insurance  agent  refused  to 
write  insurance  for  an  individual,  and 
agreed  to  enter  into  conspiracy  with  other 
insurance  companies  to  prevent  such  indi- 
vidual from  obtaining  insurance,  his  act  did 
not  bind  his  principal. 

Where  an  insurance  agent  had  prevailed 
upon  ills  own  and  other  insurance  com- 
panies to  refuse  to  write  insurance  for  an 
individual,  the  act  of  such  companies  in 
complying  with  his  request  did  not  consti- 
tute a  ratification  of  his  unauthorized  act, 
so  as  to  make  them  liable  therefor. —  Pala- 
tine Ins.  Co.  V.  Griffin,  202  S.  W.  1014.

Success  Elements  in  Selling 

Of  all  the  subjects  upon  which  men  think, 
success  perhaps  is  the  most  interesting. 
The  human  mind  craves  success  as  the 
stomach  craves  food.  Financial  success 
means  freedom  from  discomforts  of  poverty 
and  relief  from  the  torturing  thought  that 
when  we  are  no  longer  able  to  provide  for 
them  our  dependents  will  be  left  destitute 
and  exposed  to  the  mercies  of  a  stony- 
hearted world.  How  fortunate  we  are,  as 
life  insurance  salesmen,  to  be  in  a  business 
and  the  only  business  that  delivers  the 
masses  from  those  terrible  thoughts. 

vSuccess  in  any  great  undertaking  means 
the  satisfaction  of  mind,  the  gratifying 
knowledge  of  a  battle  fougiit  and  won,  and 
the  conscious  realization  that  because  of  an 
earnest  effort  and  a  high  purpose  the  world 
has  been  benefited.  We  are  interested  in 
the  lives  of  the  successful,  in  their  work,  in 
their  ideals  and  even  in  minor  details  of 
their  careers  which  have  no  real  bearing  on 
what  they  have  accomplished. 

Here  and  there  and  everywhere,  and 
particularly  in  our  business,  the  opportunity 
that  leads  to  success  is  waiting  for  us  to 
make  use  of  it,  but  how  many  of  us  pass  it 
by  without  recognizing  it  ?  It  is  well 
enough  to  wait  for  opportunity,  but  let  us 
not  wait  for  it  sitting  down.  To  a  few 
comes  inherited  fortune,  but  to  none  comes 
inherited  success.  Trust  the  opportunity; 
it  will  come  in  due  time  and  it  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  another  and  still  another,  but 
unless  we  are  ready  to  take  advantage  of  it, 
it  will  prove  about  as  useful  as  the  shadows 
of  the  clouds  which  float  over  the  fields  on 
a  pleasant  day. 

We  may  all  scheme  and  dream,  connive 
and  contrive  until  our  hair  whitens,  but  we 
shall  never  find  a  substitute  for  the  hard 
work  that  is  necessary  to  bring  to  us  and  to 
our  company  the  success  that  is  within  our 
reach.  There  have  been  a  few  men  who 
have  amassed  wealth  and  some  who  have 
made  temporary  insurance  records  by 
questionable  means— but  whatever,  success 
they  met  with  was  not  due  to  their  under- 


handed methods  so  much  as  their  unap- 
preciated quantities  with  which  they  could 
have  achieved  more  than  through  doubtful 
practices. 

When  we  look  about  us  and  see  how  few 
men  meet  with  any  great  degree  of  success, 
it  causes  us  to  realize  that  we  stand  in  the 
shadow  of  fear.  Let  us  sympathize  with 
those  who  stand  in  that  shadow  with  us. 
Let  us  work  for  the  day  when,  by  united 
and  unselfish  action  our  fellow  men  shall  be 
made  happy,  and  when  the  thought  that 
inspires  us  to  action  shall  not  be  created  by 
a  desire  for  profit  to  ourselves.  By  placing 
life  insurance  on  the  lives  of  people  who  are 
so  badly  in  need  of  it,  but  who  little  realize 
its  great  importance,  we  can  drive  out  the 
devil  of  want  and  poverty. 

Why  is  the  rich  man  worrying  for  fear 
that  he  will  not  be  able  to  keep  his  too 
much  and  the  poor  man  for  fear  he  will  lose 
his  too  little  ?  What  can  be  done  to  change 
this  wretched  condition  of  worry  and  anxi- 
ety ?  Who  is  doing  more,  or  anywhere 
near  as  much,  as  the  successful  life  insur- 
ance salesman  in  providing  a  solution  of 
this  social  and  economic  problem  ?  Why 
do  I  say  "successful  salesman?"  Because 
he  is  the  one  who  stays  in  the  business  and 
sells  the  policies  just  as  they  are  written  by 
the  company  he  represents. 

In  order  to  make  a  success  of  life  insur- 
ance salesmanship  the  agent  must  possess 
at  least  four  fundamental  qualifications 
which  are  necessary  in  the  sale  of  every 
policy,  namely;  enthusiasm,  determination, 
knowledge  and  confidence. 

The  selling  success  of  an  insurance  man 
is  not  accomplished  in  a  day,  week  or 
month,  or  year.  The  man  we  look  up  to  as 
a  successful  seller  of  life  insurance  is  the 
one  who  continues  to  increase  his  business 
year  by  year,  giving  what  he  has  on  his 
books  every  attention  and  consideration, 
and  at  the  same  time  being  able  to  produce 
a  satisfactory  amount  of  new  business,  and  * 
secure  it  in  a  way  that  will  be  a  credit  to 
himself  and  gratifying  to  the  company  he 
represents.  —  H.  B.  Warren  at  the  Agency 
Convention  of  the  West  Coast  Life  Insur- 
ance Co. 


Life  Insurance  Liar  Is  the  Meaner 
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Novel  Method  of  Securing:  Live  Prospects 

One  of  the  best  ways  to  improve  yourself 
in  the  art  of  selling  is  to  study  the  methods 
of  salesmen  engaged  in  other  lines  of  busi- 
ness. Few  men  have  the  patience  or  in- 
clination to  listen  to  a  book  agent,  for  in- 
stance, and  yet  those  who  have  made  a  suc- 
cess—and there  are  many— of  this  difficult 
vocation,  usually  have  selling  plans  that 
would  work  well  in  almost  any  business. 
In  the  course  of  his  talk  the  other  day,  one 
of  these  up-to-the-minute  fellows  told  the 
editor  of  his  most  successful  means  of  secur- 
ing prospects.     It  is  worth  repeating. 

He   states  that   he    will   now    and    then 
stand    along  some  avenue  traversed  largely 
by  private  automobiles,  and  take  the  license 
numbers   of  those  occupied  by  persons  of 
apparent     means,    and     accompanied     by 
children.     (He    makes    a    specialty     of     a 
child's   history    in    several    volumes.)     He 
then  sends  the  numbers  of  the  machines  to 
the  state   authorities  -and  has   the   records 
searched  for  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
owners.     This   cost  him  six  cents  for  each 
number  and  name  and  address  so  procured. 
Armed     with    this  information,    he   then 
makes  his  canvass— securing  results  in  the 
majority   of  cases  not  only  because  he  has 
selected  prospects    who   can  well  aflFord  to 
buy   the  set   of  books  but  also   because  he 
knows  that  there  are  children  in  the  family 
and  can  even  speak  authoritatively  of  their 
approximate    ages.     The    source  of  his  in- 
formation,   he  does  not  disclose  unless  re- 
quested. 

This  method  would  not  necessarily  work 
out  well  in  life  insurance,  but  it  at  least 
suggests  that  to  the  resourceful  man  there 
are  more  ways  than  one  of  securing  live 
prospects,  and  that  these  ways  are  often  to 
be  discovered  by  careful  study  of  the 
methods  employed  by  those  other  salesmen 
with  whom  he  comes  in  daily  contact. — 
Mutual  Life's  Points.

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CALIFORNIA  LAWS 

Insurance  Broker  Defined— Applicant  for 
License  Must  File  Particulars  —  No 
Skullduggery  Permitted 

633rt.  No  person,  fiim  or  corporation 
shall  within  this  state  act  as  an  insurance 
broker  until  such  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  from  the 
insurance  commissioner  authorizing  him  or 
it  so  to  act. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  other 
tiian  an  insurance  or  surety  company,  or 
society,  or  agent  of  such  company  or  society, 
or  employee  compensated  by  salary  only 
and  actinjr  on  behalf  of  such  company  or 
society  or  agent,  or  a  medical  examiner  for 
a  life  insurance  company  or  society,  who, 
for  compensation  acts  or  aids  in  any  manner 
in  negotiating  contracts  of  insurance  or 
surety  bonds  or  reinsurance  or  placing  risks, 
or  effecting  insurance  or  reinsurance  for  a 
party  other  than  himself  or  itself,  shall  be 
an  insurance  broker  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section. 

Information  Required  of  Licensee 

The  insurance  commissioner  shall  upon 
the  payment  of  a  fee  provided  for  in  section 
six  hundred  five  of  the  Political  Code  issue 
to  a  person,  firm  or  corporation  a  license  to 
act  as  an  insurance  broker  to  negotiate 
contracts  of  insurance  or  surety  bonds,  or 
reinsurance,  or  place  risks,  or  effect  insur- 
ance or  surety  bonds  or  reinsurance,  with 
any  insurance  or  surety  company  or  society 
authorized  to  transact  such  business  within 
this  state,  or  with  its  agent,  or  with  another 
broker;  provided,  however,  that  such  pro- 
posed licensee  shall  first  file  with  the  insur- 
ance commissioner  of  the  State  of  California, 
upon  a  form  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished 
by  said  insurance  commissioner,  an  applica- 
tion in  writing,  duly  verified  under  oath, 
reciting: 

First  —  The  applicant's  full  name  and 
address; 

Second — The  applicant's  experience  in  the 
insurance  business; 

TItird—U  the  applicant  is  engaged  in  any 
other  business  than  insurance,  the  nature 
of  such  business  and  tlie  name  nnder  which 
such  business  is  conducted ; 


Fourth— II  the  applicant  be  a  copartner- 
ship, the  names  of  the  partners  comprising 
such  copartnership,  or  if  the  applicant  be 
a  corporation,  the  names  of  the  officers 
thereof ; 

Fifth— Th&i  the  applicant  intends  to  carry 
on  in  good  faith  the  occupation  of  an  in- 
surance broker,  and  that  said  applicant 
does  not  seek  a  license  as  an  insurance 
broker  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  or  pre- 
venting the  operation  or  enforcement  of  the 
insurance  laws  of  this  state. 

Licenses  Expire  July  ist 

An  insurance  broker's  license  so  issued 
shall  remain  in  force  until  July  first  of  any 
year  after  the  date  of  the  issuance  thereof, 
unless  sooner  revoked  by  the  insurance 
commissioner.  Such  broker's  license  issued 
on  an  application  as  hereinbefore  provided 
may  in  the  discretion  of  the  insurance  com- 
missioner be  renewed  upon  expiration  for 
a  succeeding  year  upon  the  payment  of  a 
fee,  provided  for  in  section  six  hundred  five 
of  the  Political  Code,  without  requiring 
anew  the  details  required  in  the  original 
application. 

Misstatements— Dodging  the  Anti-Rebate  Law 
If   it  shall  be  brought  to  tiie  attention  of 
the  insurance  commissioner  that  any  insur- 
ance broker  licensed  hereunder  has  wilfully 
misstated  any  material  fact  in    his    applica- 
tion, or  that  the  purpose  or  principal  use  of 
such   license   as   an  insurance  broker  is  to 
avoid   or   prevent  the  operation  or  enforce- 
ment of   any  antirebate  law  or  other  insur- 
ance law  of   this  state,  then  the  insurance 
commissioner    shall    give    notice    to    such 
insurance   broker  and   cite    him  to  appear 
before    such   insurance    commissioner    and 
show  cause  why  his  license  as  an  insurance 
broker  should  not  be  suspended  or  revoked. 
If  at  the  hearing  of  said  order  to  show  cause 
it  shall  appear  that  said  insurance  broker 
has  wilfully  misstated  any  material  fact  in 
his   application    to   the  insurance   commis- 
sioner, or  that  the  purpose  or  principal  use 
.  of   such    license   is   to  avoid  or  prevent  the 
operation  or  enforcement  of    any  antirebate 
law  or    other   insurance  law  of   this    state, 
then  the  insurance  commissioner  shall  either 
revoke  or  suspend  the  license   of   such  in- 
surance broker  and  shall  notify  such  broker

Broker  May  Appeal  to  Court 

If  at  any  time  the  insurance  commissioner 
revokes  or  suspends  the  license  theretofore 
granted  to  a  broker,  such  broker  may  com- 
mence an  action  against  the  insurance 
commissioner  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing 
the  facts  and  the  law  pertinent  to  the  con- 
troversy, and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
relief,  or  cancelling  the  act  of  the  insurance 
commissioner.  In  any  such  action  the  court 
shall  have  full  power  to  investigate  all  the 
facts  de  novo  without  regard  to  the  deter- 
mination previously  made  by  the  insurance 
commissioner.  All  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating  to  plead- 
ings, proofs,  trials  and  appeals  shall  be 
applicable  to  such  action. 

Such  action  shall  be  commenced  and  tried 
in  the  superior  court  of  the  county  in  which 
such  broker  resides,  unless  the  parties 
thereto  stipulate  otherwise. 

Non-Resident  Brokers 

The  insurance  commissioner  may  upon 
application  issue  to  nonresident  insurance 
brokers  a  license  to  transact  insurance  in 
this  state  subject  to  the  same  qualifications, 
requirements,  restrictions  and  fees  as  pro- 
vided for  resident  brokers. 

Misdemeanor 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who 
shall  act  or  offer  to  act  or  assume  to  act  as 
an  insurance  broker,  unless  licensed  by  tlie 
insurance  commissioner  as  provided  in  this 
section,  or  after  such  license  granted  to  him 
or  it  has  been  revoked,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  but  the  policy  issued  on 
an  application  thus  procured,  shall  bind 
the  insurance  company,  if  otherwise  valid. 

Nothing  in  this  sectidn  shall  apply  to  or 
in  any  way  aflfect  title  insurance  business, 
fraternal  benefit  societies  or  county  mutual 
fire  insurance  companies. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  in  any 
manner  limit  the  fees  provided  for  in  section 
six  hundred  five  of  the  Political  Code.

The  transfer  by  deed  o£  the  property  of 
the  Royal  Insurance  Company,  Ltd.,  sitnate 
northwest  corner  Pine  and  Sansome  streets, 
San  Francisco,  to  the  New  York  Life  Insur- 
ance *&  Trust  Co.,  with  the  declaration  of 
trust  by  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  & 
Trust  Co.,  was  filed  with  the  county  recorder 
last  week.  The  purpose  was  to  comply  with 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  require 
foreign  companies  to  maintain  in  the  hands 
of  trustees  assets  to  cover  the  outstanding 
liabilities  of  the  company  in  the  United 
States.  With  the  addition  of  this  property 
to  its  other  funds  the  New  York  Life  Insur- 
ance &  Trust  Co.  now  holds  for  the  security 
of  Royal  policyholders  a  total  in  excess  of 
$11,000,000. 

The  Royal  has  not  disposed  of  its  San 
Francisco  property,  we  are  glad  to  say.

More  Than  80  Percent  of  Men  Cured  and 
Returned  to  Army 

The  War  Department  authorizes  the  fol- 
lowing statement  from  the  Surgeon  General: 

As  a  result  of  the  studies  at  the  front, 
methods  have  been  developed  whereby 
more  than  80  percent  of  the  wounded,  who 
originally  remained  at  the  military  hospi- 
tals for  months,  are  now  cured  and  returned 
to  the  forces  in  three  or  four  weeks. 

All  surgeons  who  will  come  into  contact 
with  war  wounds  have  received  instruction 
in  the  methods  of  administering  the  Carrel- 
Dakin  treatment,  and  sufficient  apparatus 
has  been  furnished  to  treat  every  patient  in 
the  service  who  may  require  this  method.

Denaturalization  proceedings  will  be  be- 
gun by  the  Federal  Department  of  Justice 
against  all  naturalized  citizens  who  give 
evidence  of  actual  disloyalty  to  the  United 
States.  Secret  reservation  of  allegiance  to 
Germany  (as  allowed  and  invited,  by  the 
German  law)  when  taking  oath  of  unquali- 
fied allegiance  to  the  United  States  is  in- 
ferred from  disloyal  remarks. 


The  master's  contract  to  protect  the  ser- 
vant absolutely  from  violence  by  strikers 
was  not  void  as  an  insurance  contract  made 
without  requisite  formalities.— Hansen  v. 
Dodwell  Dock  &  Warehouse  Co.,  170  P. 346. 

In  1917  the  Travelers'  accident  depart- 
ment paid  $65,735  for  cases  of  "poisoned  or 
infected,"  and  $62,002  for  falls  on  stairs. 
There  were  470  cases  of  injury  while  work- 
ing aroun  '  barn,  etc.,  and  408  cases  of  cut 
on  bottles,  etc.

Seamen's  Insurance 

More  than  69,000  masters,  officers, 
and  seamen  on  American  merchant 
vessels  traversing  the  war  zones  have 
been  insured  by  the  United  States 
Government.  This  insurance  totals 
more  than  1115,000,000.  Claims  un- 
der the  insurance  are  so  far  a  little 
more  than  $180,000. 

This  insurance  as  to  vessels  travers- 
ing the  war  zone  is  compulsory, 
though  it  is  not  required  that  the  in- 
surance be  taken  through  the  Bureau 
of  War-Risk  Insurance.  However, 
virtually  the  entire  personnel  of  the 
merchant  marine  is  insured  by  the 
bureau,  the  Government  rate  being 
only  25  cents  for  each  $100  of  insur- 
ance. 

Since  the  American  fleet  has  been 
patrolling  the  seas  the  rate  has  been 


reduced  from  50  cents  for  each 
of  insurance. 

If  the  owner  of  a  vessel  traversing 
the  war  zone  fails  to  insure  the  mas- 
ters, officers,  and  crew,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  may  take  out  the  in- 
surance for  them  with  the  bureau  and, 
further,  fine  the  owner  not  more  than 
$1,000. 

The  insurance  affords  protection  for 
disability  or  death  resulting  from  war 
perils  and  provides  for  compensation 
during  detention  following  capture. 
One  American  captain's  wife  has  been 
receiving  a  monthly  check  for  $337.50 
since  her  husband  was  captured  by 
the  Germans. 


Home  Premium  Dollar  Expenditures 

The  Home's  diagram  shows  pay- 
ments of  the  premium  dollar  last  year 
as  follows:  losses  56.79  cents;  taxes 
5.72  cents,  for  federal  taxes  and  for 
administration  5.76  cents,  for  field 
supervision  4.97  cents,  for  commission 
21.95  cents,  for  printing  supplies  and 
advertising  1.66  cents,  underwriting 
profit  added  to  surplus  3.15  cents- 
total  100  cents.

7,000,000  more  female  persons  than 
male.

American    Educational    System — Prussian 
Militarism — Germany  After  the  War 

Prom  an  Address  by  Edward  N.  Hurley,  Chairman  of 
the  United  States  Shipping  Board,  at  the  Commence- 
ment Exercise  of  the  University  of  Notre  Dame, 
South  Bend,  Indiana,  June  10,  1918. 

Members  of  the  graduating  class,  the  na- 
tion sahites  you.  You  stand  today  at  the 
threshold  of  achievement.  Upon  you  and 
upon  other  youths  with  similar  training  will 
largely  depend  the  commercial  and  indus- 
trial, financial  and  political  leadership  of 
the  future.  What  you  have  learned  cannot 
take  the  place  of  character,  but  unquestion- 
ably it  has  been  helpful  in  forming  charac- 
ter. Those  who  have  not  had  the  benefit 
of  a  college  course  will  freely  acknowledge 
your  advantage  in  launching  upon  life's 
battle.  Some  of  them  may  outstrip  you  but 
it  will  be  because  you  have  not  made  the 
most  of  your  opportunities,  while  they, 
forced  to  obtain  all  their  knowledge  from 
the  school  of  experience,  have  made  the 
most  of  theirs. 

One  of  the  chief  benefits  of  the  American 
educational  system  is  that  it  teaches  the 
need  of  character  and  truth.  I  have  been 
told  that  there  is  no  word  in  the  German 
language  which  precisely  corresponds  to  one 
of  the  words  which  means  most  in  our  life, 
the  word  "truth."  German  scholars  have 
told  me  that  the  German  word  more  correctly 
corresponds  to  our  word  "loyalty."  Yetloy- 
alty,  without  an  appreciation  of  truth  as  an 
objective,  may  be  misguided  and  morally 
ruinous.  Well-placed  loyalty  correctly  may 
be  regarded  as  one  of  the  virtues;  but  loy- 
alty to  a  false  ideal  or  a  corrupt  national 
system  must  necessarily  result  in  the  de- 
moralization of  the  nation  as  well  as  of  the 
individual. 

Character 

Nothing  that  you  can  take  out  of  college 
•an  mean  more  to  you  or  to  the  nation  than 
ctaracter  well  formed.  If  you  preserve 
your  sense  of  values,  you  will  understand 
the  great  truths  upon  which  this  American 
nation  was  founded.  You  will  understand 
why  it  is  today  that  this  great  nation,  loving 
peace,  is  yet   engaged    in   war   against   the 


German  government.  It  has  been  consist- 
ent with  the  principles  of  America  that  her 
people  have  never  engaged  in  a  war  of  con- 
quest. From  the  very  beginning  the  people 
of  the  United  States  have  fought  only  for 
freedom  and  for  liberty— if  not  for  their 
own  freedom  and  liberty,  then  for  the  free- 
dom and  liberty  of  others. 

Why  We  Went  to  War 

When  the  United  States  entered  this  war 
it  was  for  the  same  principles  for  which  our 
previous  wars  were  fought.  As  a  neutral 
nation  we  had  abided  by  the  rules  of  war. 
We  had  undertaken  no  aggressions,  we  had 
interfered  with  no  nation.  We  had  repeat- 
edly made  plain  our  peaceful  purposes. 
The  fact  that  Europe  was  at  war  imposed 
hardships  upon  us:  but  it  was  not  until  our 
own  peaceful  citizens  were  slaughtered,  and 
until  our  honor  had  been  impugned  that  we 
entered  the  lists  against  our  ruthless  antag- 
onists. 

Prussian  Militarism 

The  spirit  of  Prussian  militarism  has  fre- 
quently been  characterized  as  the  spirit  of 
madness.  This  is  no  idle  charge.  Rather 
is  it  the  instinctive  recognition  of  mind 
possessed  by  the  Prussian  leaders  until  all 
of  the  outstanding  signs  of  insanity,  such 
as  might  be  exhibited  by  an  individual,  are 
seen  to  be  present. 

Prussian  militarism  differs  from  a  sane 
institution  by  its  complete  blindness  to  any 
other  than  its  own  point  of  view.  True 
sanity  consists  in  a  normal  adjustment  to 
environment,  with  the  qualities  present 
whicli  instinctively  and  intelligently  i-espond 
to  external  truths.  The  result  is  the  mani- 
festation of  those  wholesome  reactions  to 
which  have  been  given  the  names  of  civiliz- 
ation, art,  culture,  and  refinement  in  the 
intellectual  field,  and  lend  meaning  to  the 
terms  of  honor,  truth,  right  and  justice  in 
the  moral  field. 

Prussian  militarism  has  deliberately  brok- 
en down  the  means  of  access  to  these  ex- 
ternal influences.  There  is  no  longer  any 
right  but  the  German  right,  as  the  German 
military  leaders  choose  to  interpret  it. 
What  the  German  government  is  preaching 
to  its  people  is  that  "the   will   to    power," 


We  Serve  and  Conserve 
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"tlie  will  to  victory"  is  sufficient  to  bring 
victory,  right  or  wrong.  Tliere  are  certain 
fundamental  laws  which  all  clear  headed 
men  recognize  as  inflexible,  but  the  Prus- 
sian military  leaders  have  said  that  all  these 
must  be  subordinated  to  Germany's  will. 
The  Prussian  military  leaders  have  placed 
themselves  intellectually  in  the  position  of 
the  insane  egoist  who  persists  in  believing 
that  he  can  lift  himself  over  the  fence  by 
his  bootstraps,  in  supreme  defiance  of  the 
laws  of  gravitation. 

Bismark  once  warned  the  German  people 
against  the  danger  of  ignoring  what  he  de- 
scribed as  the  "imponderables"— against 
ignoring  the  love  of  truth  for  its  own  sake; 
against  ignoring  kindliness,  charity  and  un- 
selfishness as  necessary  parts  of  a  full, 
national  life.

There  has  been  little  hurrahing,  but  a 
great  deal  of  hard  work  at  the  Suisun  Bay, 
Cal.,  plant  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Shipbuild- 
ing Company,  and  the  job  of  gihip  construc- 
tion, now  in  its  first  stages,  is  going  ahead 
with  a  vim. 

The  building  of  the  Suisun  Bay  Shipyard 
is  believed  to  have  set  a  record,  ground 
having  been  broken  January  6,  and  18 
w^orking  days  sufficed  for  the  erection  of  a 
plate  shop,  a  building  400  feet  long  and  80 
feet  wide.  The  whole  work  of  its  construc- 
tion, including  foundation,  took  but  40  days, 
and  the  machine  shop,  400  feet  long  and  120 
feet  wide,  was  but  12  days  in  process  of 
erection.  The  entire  shop,  including  foun- 
dation, required  but  25  working  days.  The 
power  house,  50  by  100  feet,  was  a  six-day 
job,  and  the  blacksmith  shop,  equally  large, 
took  only  12  days. — Emergency  Fleet  News. 

New  York. — Jesse  S.  Phillips,  state  su- 
perintendent of  insurance,  has  issued  the 
following  ruling  relative  to  the  Drokerage  of 
marine  insurance: 

It  is  my  opinion  and  I  accordingly  rule 
that  all  persons  who  have  received  from  the 
insurance  department  of  the  state  of  New 
York  certificates  authorizing  them  to  con- 
duct an  insurance  brokerage  business  in  the 
state  of  New  York  during  the  current  year, 


under  the  provisions  of  section  143  of  the 
insurance  law,  may  broker  marine  insur- 
ance for  the  remainder  of  the  year  1918 
without  making  application  for  an  J  receiv- 
ing an  additional  certificate  of  authority 
from  me.  All  applications  for  renewal  li- 
censes, however,  will  be  required  to  contain 
information  as  to  the  trustworthiness  and 
competency  of  the  applicant  to  conduct  a 
marine  insurance  brokerage  business  in 
such  manner  as  to  safeguard  the  interests 
of  the  insured. 


It  is  sometimes  said  that  English  speech 
is  of  Teutonic  origin,  but  this  is  little  true. 
Consult  an  English-German  dictionary, 
with  English  words  and  German  definitions, 
or-  vice  versa.  You  will  be  surprised  to 
find  only  a  few  words  with  surface  similar- 
ities and  not  many  with  root  similarities 
English  speech  is  composite — Anglo-Saxon, 
Danish,  Celtic,  Norman  French  and  Latin. 
It  is,  however,  essentially  a  Northern  lan- 
guage, in  vigor,  brevity,  directness  and 
practical  service.  More  people  speak  it 
than  any  other  language.  The  400,000,000 
people  of  China,  the  300,000,000  people  of 
India,  do  not  speak  one  language.  English 
is  spoken  by  180,000,000  and  German  by 
80,000,000  people. 


Red  Bluff,  Cal.,  last  April  voted  a  special 
tax  to  raise  $12,000  for  a  motor  fire  engine 
of  1,000  gallons  capacity.  The  fire  depart- 
ment did  the  canvassing  and  secured  the 
necessary  two  thirds  vote.  With  this  mo- 
tor it  was  expected  to  secure  a  notsfble  re- 
duction in  insurance  rates.  But  the  trus- 
tees voted  to  buy  a  500-gallon  engine  and 
to  use  the  remainder  to  purchase  a  motor 
truck  for  the  street  department.  This  so 
incensed  the  fire  company  that  it  voted  to 
disband.  Whereupon  the  city  trustees  re- 
signed.

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Many  Vexatious  Delays 

America  has  been  in  the  war,  in  a 
training  and  preparatory  way,  for  one 
year  and  three  months  only;  but  al- 
ready the  insurance  business,  and  our 
little  business,  and  others'  too,  have 
been  greatly  inconvenienced  by  inex- 
perienced and  insufficient  '  help. 
Clerks,  bookkeepers,  printers,  binders, 
cashiers,  reporters,  laborers  and  me- 
chanics are  scarce. 

No  few  offices  were  unable  to  file 
their  figures  in  time  with  the  state  in- 
surance departments;  and  we  have 
been  delayed  with  our  usual  tabular 
exhibits  and  our  annual  Chart.  We 
have  not  received  from  the  offices  the 
usual  timely  and  kindly  cooperation 
in  this  unlovely  task  of  making  up  our 
beautiful  figures. 

And  yet  everybody  likes  to  see  them 
and  to  compare  them;  and  for  years 
after  they  are  sought  and  consulted 
because  they  are  as  accurate  as  the 
companies  can  make  them.  But  we 
wonder,  with  doubting,  whether  our 
humble  but  expensive  part  in  prepar- 
ing these  statistics  is  appreciated  by 
the  managers  ? 

Citizenship  Taken  Away 

Seattle. — Carl  Swelgin,  born  in  Ger- 
many, a  resident  of  this  country  for 
20  years,  was  naturalized  in  1913. 
Perhaps  he  had  a  hint,  made  in  Ger- 
many, that  his  Kaiser  was  bent  on 
war.  Recently  it  became  evident  that 
Swelgin  Avas  thoroughly  disloyal  and 
dangerous.  The  court  canceled  his 
naturalization  and  he  is  now  interned, 
awaiting  deportation.  This  is  the  first 
case  of  the  kind. 


Never  Sold   Below  Cost 

It  has  been  said  of  assessment  in- 
surance, both  speculative  and  frater- 
nal, that — 

■'They  sold  life  insurance  below 
cost." 

But  that  was  not  so.  Life  insurance 
cannot  be  sold  "below  cost"  because 
the  goods  cannot  be  delivered. 

And  this  is  true  of  fire  insurance 
and  accident  and  liability  and  compen- 
sation and  casualty  and  marine  insur- 
ance. It  may  be  offered  at  less  than 
cost — as  it  surely  is  if  rates  are  inade- 
quate. 

But  the  goods  can  not  be  delivered. 
Look  back  over  the  remembered  list  of 
"busted"  fraternal  societies,  assess- 
ment associations,  fire  and  accident 
and  casualty  associations,  you  who 
have  been  in  the  business  for  years. 

And  what  do  you  find  ?  That  they 
did  not  charge  enough,  and  so  were 
unable  to  deliver  the  goods.  They 
did  not  sell  insurance,  for  they  did  not 
have  it  to  sell;  they  sold  a  mere  prom- 
ise. 

New  Auto  Burned 
San  Francisco. — Herman  Molena 
came  from  Modesto  with  $1,500  to  buy 
an  automobile.  He  bought  it  and 
started  for  his  first  ride.  At  Post  and 
Larkin  streets  the  intake  valve  failed 
to  work  properly  and  the  explosion 
which  followed  shot  into  the  carbure- 
tor. The  fire  spread  to  the  gasoline 
tank  and  in  fifteen  minutes  Molena 
was  minus  $1,500  and  the  automobile. 
Contrary  to  expectations  he  returned 
home  via  the  reliable  rail.

Gentlemen; — 

Thank  you  for  the  copy  of  your  April 
number.  Naturally  I  was  very  much  in- 
terested in  the  reply  of  your  financial  editor 
to  my  letter  of  April  4th. 

I  have  no  desire  to  enter  into  a  contro- 
versy with  you,  and  am  not  writing  this  for 
publication,  but  some  of  your  editor's  com- 
ments are  a  bit  off  the  point.  The  enclosed 
editorial  from  The  Saturday  Evening  Post 
of  April  6th  will  show  you  that  I  was  not 
alone  in  taking  exception  to  the  bond  value 
statements. 

No  matter  who  "warranted"  the  state- 
ments, they  were  "misleading." 

Any  one  of  the  large  bond  firms  that  or- 
dinarily specialize  in  U.  .S.  bonds  of  the 
older  issues  will  tell  you  that  the  bonds 
having  the  circulation  privilege  were  bought 
and  held  almost  entirely  by  national  banks. 
This  was  true  to  a  considerable  extent  of 
the  later  issues  that  did  not  have  the  circu- 
lation privilege  too.  This  was  always  well 
known  in  financial  circles.  These  bonds 
were  bought  for  three  reasons: 

The  National  Bank  Act  required  every 
bank  to  own  a  minimum  amount,  whether 
used  or  not. 

As  security  for  circulation,  resulting  in 
(a)  profit  (b)  advertising. 

As  security  for  government  deposits. 
Such  deposits  bore  only  a  nominal  rate  of 
interest,  and  were  profitable  to  the  banks. 
(Later  other  bonds  were  accepted,  by  Secy. 
Shaw,  etc.) 

1  don't  know  where  you  got  the  figure  of 
3%  as  the  profit  made  by  the  banks  on  their 
notes.  The  reports  of  the  Comptroller  of 
the  currency  for  the  years  1900-1912  will 
show  you  the  detailed  calculation,  includ- 
ing amortization,  and  I  believe  you  will  find 
the  rate  over  3%. 

You  state  "The  circulation  privilege  was 
designed  to  supply  a  currency  as  needed 
by  changing  business  conditions.     For  this 


reason  the  necessary  capital  of  an  issueing 
bank  was  reduced  to  ^25,000." 

Maybe  you  are  correct,  but  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  Chase,  in  his  report  to  Con- 
gress for  the  year  1861,  advised  a  national 
bond  secured  currercy,  for  three  reasons. 
He  said  it  would  give  "uniformity  of  style, 
uniformity  of  goodness"  and  would  create 
"a  large  demand  for  government  securi- 
ties." In  course  of  time  the  latter,  undoubt- 
edly, became  the  most  important.  This 
was  brought  out  by  all  the  writers  on  the 
subject  and  by  the  various  committees  ap- 
pointed by  Congress  to  frame  the  present 
Federal  Reserve  System. 

National  Bank  notes  were  never  satis- 
factory as  meeting  changing  business  con- 
ditions. They  were  inelastic  by  their  very 
nature,  depending  on  the  amount  and  price 
of  government  bonds  rather  than  on  the 
demands  of  trade  and  business.  If  you 
care  to  look  this  up  you  will  find  the  National 
Bank  circulation  always  tended  to  decrease 
in  times  of  business  expansion,  due  to  tlie 
rising  prices  of  bonds,  and  also  tended  to 
increase  in  times  of  business  depression, 
when  the  currency  should  be  contracted, 
and  of  course  again  the  price  of  bonds  con- 
trolled. That  is  why  the  Federal  Reserve 
Banks  are  eliminating  the  National  Bank 
notes.  It  cannot  be  done  suddenly,  be 
cause  the  framers  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Act  realized  that  the  banks  would  lose  be- 
cause the  bonds  would  drop  in  price  im- 
mediately if  the  note  privilege  were  with- 
drawn. You  can  find  all  this  in  the  various 
congressional  reports. 

In  regard  to  the  latter  part  of  your  edit- 
or's statement,  quoted  above,  I  would  call 
his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  minimum 
capital  of  a  National  Bank  is  determined 
by  the  population  of  the  city  or  village  in 
which  it  is  located.  The  $25,000  limit  was 
set  with  the  idea  of  making  it  possible  for  a 
National  Bank  to  profitably  employ  its  cap- 
ital in  a  small  place.  The  note  issueing 
part  was  very  incidental,  as  your  editor  can 
easily  ascertain  by  looking  up  the  various 
amenduients  that  were  made,  and  proposed, 
from  time  to  time,  on  the  subject  of  capital- 
ization. I  am  under  the  impression  that 
quite  a  few  of  these  small   National   Banks 
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did  not  use  the    circulation    privilege,  cer- 
tainly many  did  not  use  it  to  the  maximum. 

Nor  do  I  believe  that  the  "Socialists" 
had  very  much  to  do  with  killing  schemes 
to  retire  the  greenbacks  in  the  years  from 
1866  to  1879.  Socialists  were  not  much  in 
evidence  in  those  days.  [Some  of  them 
were  called  Greenbackers. — Ed.] 

Your  editor  may  also  be  interested  in 
knowing  why  I  do  not  start  a  National  Bank, 
as  he  suggests.  I  haven't  the  $25,000! 
Banking  takes  something  besides  practical 
banking  experience,  which  I  have  had,  and 
something  more  than  a  fairly  good  memory 
of  financial  history,  acquired  through  years 
of  study  and  teaching  in  an  eastern  univer- 
sity of  some  national  repute.

A  friend  calls  our  attention  to  an  editorial 
printed  under  date  of  May  16,  1918,  in  the 
Underwriters'  Report,  highly  uncompli- 
mentary in  tone;  but,  considering  the 
character  and  record  of  its  author,  we  feel 
rather  proud  of  the  enmity  which  it  voices. 

Several  years  ago  Piver  published  a  series 
of  vicious  attacks  on  a  reputable  insurance 
concern,  upon  which  we  reported  favorably, 
and,  to  bolster  up  his  own  wobbly  position, 
accused  us  of  printing  a  "faked"  report 
upon  it.  The  company  in  question  has  al- 
ways been  in  good  standing,  and  is  now 
licensed  by  the  insurance  department  of 
California  and  by  many  others.  Its  record 
from  organization  to  the  present  moment  is 
clean  and  creditable.  For  his  attacks  Piver 
was  arrested,  tried  and  convicted  of  crim- 
inal libel,  and  paid  a  substantial  fine.  That 
means  that  the  jury  were  satisfied  that  his 
statements  were  not  only  false,  but  malic- 
iously so. 

It  does  seem  to  us  that  it  ought  not  to  be 
necessary  to  pay  any  attention  to  the  criti- 
cisms of  such  a  sheet;  we  have  in  mind  the 
old  Latin  saying,  "It  is  needless  to  pour 
water  on  a  drowned  mouse,"  with  wliich  we 
are  in  hearty  accord;  but 
"Slander,  that  worst  of  poisons,  ever  finds 

An  easy  access  to  ignoble  minds"  ; 
and  the  fact  that  Piver  still  has  subscribers 
to  and  advertisers  in  his  precious  publica- 
tion makes  it  necessary  for  us  again  to  re- 
mind our  readers  of  his  criminal  record. 

The  present  cause  of  Mr.  Piver' s  excite- 
ment is  the  acquisition  of  Mr.  William  G. 
Whilden  by  our  organization.  Referring  to 
that  fact,  Piver  speaks  of  "the  brand  of 
misinformation  regularly  furnished  by 
Best",  our  "  'faked'  reports  on  insurance, 
colored  to  suit  their  author's  idea  of  serv- 
ice", and  says  that  "Whilden  must  have 
been  hard  up  for  a  job  when  he  agreed  to 
join  Best."  Mr.  Whilden  joins  Mr.  Best 
in  grateful  acknowledgment  of  a  criticism 
from  one  whose  commendation  would  be  an 
insult  to  any  decent  man.  — Best's  Insur- 
ance News. 


12,000  for  a  Place  on  the  Ground   Floor 

A  young  Irishman  or  Englishman,  giving 
the  name  of  John  Phillips,  some  months 
ago  came  to  San  Francisco,  and  engaged 
apartments  at  a  Geary-street  hotel  and  pro- 
ceeded to  make  friends  and  acquaintances. 
He  dressed  well,  displayed  money,  handed 
around  engraved  personal  cards,  wrote 
notes  and  invitations  on  stationery  bearing 
an  English  coat  of  arms.  Nothing  further 
was  necessary  to  inspire  perfect  confidence. 

Phillips  announced  that  he  was  in  San 
Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 
corporation  for  the  British  Government  to 
build  merchant  ships  on  San  Francisco  bay. 
He  secured  an  option  for  a  shipbuilding 
plant  at  Pt.  Richmond — whence  there  is  a 
direct  train  to  Chicago.  Papers  of  incor- 
poration were  drawn  up  for  the  new  great 
company,  which  the  British  Government 
was  to  finance— ahem!  However,  Phillips, 
Napoleon  of  Finance,  generously  permitted 
a  few  of  his  new  friends  "in  on  the  ground 
floor."  Who  should  "fall  for  it"  but  the 
rich  publisher  of  our  fortnightly  contemp- 
orary, Robt.  W.  Neal,  who  let  the  promoter 
have  a  bagatelle  of  $12,000.

"Mittel-Europa  is  in  existence  today,' ' 
says  Frederick  Naumann,  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Reichstag. 

He  is  right.  Germany  stands  pos- 
sessed of  all  she  hoped  to  gain  when 
she  forced  this  war.  She  has  reduced 
her  allies  to  military  and  economic  de- 
pendence. She  dominates  Belgium, 
Northern  France,  Poland,  Russia, 
Serbia,  Montenegro,  and  Roumania. 
More  than  200,000,000  people  are  un- 
der the  dictation  of  Prussia. 

If  the  war  ends  with  conditions  as 
they  are  at  present,  Germany's  brutal 
policy  of  force  will  dominate  the 
world . 

Italy,  France,  and  Great  Britian 
have  a  combined    population   of  118,- 


000,000.  They  are  much  smaller  in 
area  than  the  Mittel-Europa  empire 
would  be,  are  detached  from  each 
other,  and  confined  within  narrow 
limits  on  the  south  and  west  of  Europe. 
Necessarily  they  would  become  second- 
class  powers. 

The  United  States,  practically  alone, 
would  be  left  to  face  the  aggression  of 
a  power  with  about  twice  its  popula- 
tion, directed  by  autocratic  rulers 
toward  farther  conquest. 

The  only  way  to  make  ourselves  safe 
is  to  wun  the  war.

There  is  no  reason  to  be  discouraged 
because  of  the  war  situation.  It  is 
not  probable  that  the  Teutons  will  ever 
be  able  to  make  a  stronger  thrust  to 
the  west.  The  Allies  are  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  old  efficient 
way;  they  are  killing  two 
Germans  for  every  Ally 
soldier  lost.  The  Germans 
fight  in  the  same  "massed" 
shoulder  -  to  -  shoulder  for- 
mation that  they  did  in  the  days  of 
the  .  real  Caesars.  Modern  arms 
slaughter  them  as  the  pot-hunter  kills 
game  with  a  swivel-gun.  Dare  not  the 
Kaiser's  men  fight  as  the  brave  men 
of  the  Allies  fight,  with  individu- 
ality and  initiative,  and  courageously 
alone  or  knowingly  in  the  minority  ? 


causes  is  fully  a  half  million  more. 
These  figures  do  not  include  the  cas- 
ualties of  war,  which  are  enormous. 


The  only  possible    permanent  peace 
must  be  dictated  in  Berlin  by  the  Allies. 


It  is  claimed  by  the  enemy  that 
400,000  additional  men  are  added  to 
the  German  Army  every  year.  This 
is  a  false  claim,  for  the  young  men  ar- 
riving at  the  military  age  every  year 
now  do  not  nearly  equal  losses  by  war, 
and  probably  do  not  exceed  the  nor- 
mal loss  by  natural  deaths  and  the  in- 
capacities of  accidents,  sickness  and 
old  age.  It  is  surprising  to  find 
writers,  including  college  professors, 
accepting  the  German  claim  of  gain 
from  the  accession  of  boys  arriving  at 
an  age  of  arm-bearing.  Deaths  in  the 
German  Army  from  natural  causes  are 
fully  100,000  a  year;  and  the  number 
incapacitated  by  age  and  other  natural 


A  returned  Chicago  soldier,  James 
I.  Parker,  69  W.  Washington  street, 
declares  he  saw  in  a  chateau  just  de- 
serted by  fleeing  German  soldiers,  the 
bodies  of  fifteen  Canadians  on  the 
walls,  to  which  they  had  been  crucified 
by  the  diabolical  Huns.  Five  hung 
on  each  of  three  walls.  There  was  a 
spike  in  each  wrist  and  each  ankle, 
and  no  other  wound.

In  the  in- 
side of  the  watch  she  found  a  message 
that  his  captors  had  cut  off  his  nose 
and  torn  out  his  tongue."

RAILWAY    INCREASES 


Salaries  and  Wages  Increased  Up  to  43 
Percent — Freight  Rates  and  Passen- 
ger Fares  Likewise  Increased  to  Pay 
Same — Furtlier  Additions  to  Cost  of 
Living. 

The  wage  and  salary  additions  are 
based  on  amounts  received  in  Decem- 
ber, 1915.'  Bonuses  paid  since  then 
are  to  be  deducted  from  increased  pay- 
ments. 

The  government  has  advanced  rail- 
way employees'  compensation  or  wages. 
The  man  or  scrubwoman  who  was  paid 
$46  a  month  now  gets  $67.21,  to  meet 
the  higher  cost  of  living.  The  $50 
man  now  gets  $72.60.  The  $60  man 
gets  $86.  The  $70  man  gets  $100.11. 
The  $75  man  gets  $107.16.  The  S80 
man  gets  $113.75.  Here  the  43  perc. 
incre'ase  ceases. 

The  $90  man  gets  $124.10,  or  less 
than  38  percent.  The  $100  man  gets 
$132.60  or  32  percent  increase.  The 
$110  man  gets  $141.10  or  28  percent. 
The  $130  man  gets  $158.10  or  21.6 
percent.  The  $140  man  gets  $166.60 
or  19  percent.  The  $160  man  gets 
$183.60  or  less  than  15  percent  gain. 
Do  you  get  us  ? 

Apparently  the  additional  pay  is 
granted  only  to  meet  the  higher  cost 
of  living  in  war  time  without  serious 
inconvenience.  The  man  who  receives 
$200  a  month  is  given  only  $17.60 
more,  or  about  9  percent,  while  the 
man  whose  salary  is  $250  a  month  is 
granted  no  additional  pay. 


The  scale  of  rates  of  increase  in  pay 
is  a  serviceable  hint  to  insurance  offic- 
ials and  managers,  who  recognize  the 
necessity  of  further  increases  in  salar- 
ies of  clerical  and  other  employees,  if 
any,  at  present  under-paid  because  of 
war  conditions  and  general  scarcity. 

IDAHO 
Explosion 

Moscow,  Idaho,  June  6. — An  explo- 
sion in  the  Moscow  creamery  this  eve- 
ning blew  out  the  entire  plate-glass 
front  and  the  sides  of  the  B.  F.Thomp- 
son building,  on  Third  street.  The 
ammonia  tank  exploded  from  some 
unknown  cause,  and  wrecked  the  build- 
ing, doing  hundreds  of  dollars'  dam- 
age. A  large  hole  was  blown  through 
the  roof  of  the  building  and  the  plate 
glass  was  broken  into  powder.

YUKON 

The  past  winter  was  unusually  cold 
in  the  far  Northwest.  For  over  30 
days  the  thermometer  always  stood  at 
60  degrees  below  or  less.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  there  is  no  darkness  and  the 
general  landscape  is  wholly  and  bril- 
liantly green, 

CALIFORNIA 

The  Sacramento  river  has  reached 
the  lowest  mark  since  1854.  At  Sac- 
ramento river  at  low  tide  is  only  2  ft. 
2  in.  deep.  Tide  rises  and  falls  one 
foot  a  day. 

At  the  close  of  June  irrigation  water 
failed  rapidly  and  fears  were  enter- 
tained that  crops  would  suffer  from 
lack  of  water  in  many  localities  during 
the  remainder  of  the  season. 


June  in  California  was  unusually 
dry  and  warm,  especially  in  the  inter- 
ior. Temperatures  at  Fresno,  in  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley,  were  by  three  de- 
grees the  warmest  for  June  since  the 
record  began,  thirty-one  years  ago; 
and  at  Sacramento  temperatures  aver- 
aged daily  nearly  seven  degrees  above 
normal.  South  of  the  Tehachapi  the 
heat  was  not  so  great  except  in  the 
desert  country,  where  at  Needles  the 
temperature  on  one  day  was  118  deg., 
which  is  but  three  degrees  below  the 
absolute  maximum.  Notwithstanding 
the  excessive  heat,  no  great  damage 
occurred,  as  the  winds  were  light  and 
the  humidity  was  higher  than  a  year 
ago,  when  our  orange  crop  was  so  bad- 
ly damaged  by  hot  winds.

Spontaneous  combustion  is  caused, 
so  the  chemists  tell  us,  by  floating  par- 
ticles of  coal  dust  or  other  inflammable 
material  jostling  and  clashing  against 
one  another  until  the  friction  they  set 
up  raises  their  temperature  to  the  ig- 
nition point,  says  Popular  Science 
Monthly.  If  this  explanation  is  cor- 
rect, it  would  appear  as  if  such  fires 
could  be  prevented  by  perfect  ventila- 
tion. Such,  however,  is  not  the  case,' 
for  ventilation  may  actually  help  to 
bring  about  fire  by  spontaneous  com- 
bustion.

SOCIAL  INSURANCE 

It  Implies  other  Forms  of  State  Insurance  and  Increased  Taxes  for  Industrious 

and  Saving  People 

This  is  the  politician's  game,  with  loaded  dice.  Whatever  hap- 
pens will  not  happen  to  the  new  officeholders. 

Pro-German  pacifists  are  fond  of  social  insurance,  because  of  its 
Prussian  origin  and  the  well  trained  kaiserliche  mustache  to  deceive. 

This  form  of  domestic  state-compelled  insurance  is  autocratic,  in- 
tolerant, and  the  joy  of  the  ever  increasing  busy-bodies. 

Our  aristocratic  labor  classes  are  not  clamoring  for  this  state-insur- 
ance. The  organized  support  of  the  project  is  composed  chiefly  of 
childless  women  and  beardless  long-haired  men. 

Politicians,  wanting  office  or  the  sweet  power  to  distribute  offices, 
join  in  the  clamor,  push  themselves  to  the  head  of  the  procession,  and 
add  to  the  volume  of  deceit  for  the  Lordwinking  of  the  army  of  "easy 

marks''  who  vote. 

Social  or  state  insurance  of  health  and  all  "wholeness"  will  add 
to  taxes  and  to  the  cost  of  living.  This  addition  is  inevitable.  It  will 
also  lessen  the  income  and  opportunities  of  insurance  men. 

If  successful,  it  will  be  extended  to  include  other  hazards  of  limb, 
life  and  property.  Insurance  employment  may  be  specially  created,  at 
the  expense  of  established  companies  and  agencies,  for  returning  sol- 
diers after  the  war. 

There  is  danger.  Insurance  men  should  be  awake  to  it.  Call- 
fornians  will  vote  on  socialistic  state  health  insurance  in  November. 
Knowingly  or  not,  they  will  vote  against  or  for  thrift  and  continuous 
industry  and  an  economical  administration  of  state  affairs. 

This  uplift  state  insurance  is.designed  for  the  thrifters,  the  maimed, 
the  sick,  and  the  old.  But  it  is  also  designed  to  win  and  keep  votes, 
and  to  create  new  and  easy  jobs  for  poor  politicians.  ^ 
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STATE  ASSOCIATION  OF  LIFE  MEN 

More  Influential  Than  the  Locals,  and  Should  Include  Policyholders  Also 

That  an  organization  of  life  insurance  men  may  command  respect 
and  influence,  and  be  of  practical  use  to  the  business  of  family  protec- 
tion, has  been  amply  proved  by  the  Association  of  Life  Insurance 
Presidents  and  the  National  Association  of  Life  Insurance  Underwriters. 
The  local  associations  of  life  men  are  no  doubt  useful  in  their  limited 
way,  by  bringing  fierce  fighting  competitors  together  often,  socially  as 
well  as  professionally;  but  the  influence  of  such  mere  city  or  town  asso- 
ciations on  legislation  or  the  community  is  positively  nothing,  and  the 
business  itself  is  favorably  affected  very  little. 

The  Coast  Review,  which  in  the  past  has  printed  many  arguments 
for  local  associations  of  life  men,  to  correct  the  incidental  evils  of  com- 
petition and  aloofness,  now  suggests  that  state  associations  be  organized, 
and  that  local  associations  become  chapters  or  branches  of  the  big  asso- 
ciation embracing  the  whole  state  and  carrying  the  "weight"  of  a 
broad  area  and  a  large  number  of  policyholders.  An  organization  of 
life  men,  managers  or  solicitors  or  both,  from  Sacramento,  Fresno,  Los 
Angeles  or  San  Francisco  makes  no  impression  on  the  general  public 
or  press,  nor  on  candidates  for  office,  nor  on  legislators,  municipal  au- 
thorities or  state  officials.  The  California  Association  of  Life  Under- 
writers, on  the  contrary,  is  a  name  which  suggests  strength  and  influ- 
ence, and  whatever  it  should  say  or  ask  would  receive  due  considera- 
tion. It  would  be  possible  and  practical,  too,  with  a  state  association 
to  be  represented  in  the  smaller  cities  and  with  branches  composed  of 
leading  local  agents  and  resident  district  agents,  who  could  minimize 
the  evils  of  competition  and  bunko  men,  and  efficiently  co-operate  with 
the  state  organization  in  maintaining  the  ethics  of  the  business  and  se- 
curing just  and  killing  unjust  legislation.  A  legislator  from  an  interior 
or  southern  county,  bent  on  getting  into  the  limelight  and  convincing 
his  constituents  that  he  serves  them  by  unduly  taxing  or  restricting 
the  life  companies,  cares  nothing  for  any  city  association  of  life  men; 
but  he  would  care  for  the  views  and  the  opposition  of  a  state  association. 
We  offer  an  amendment,  towit:  Let  the  name  of  the  proposed 
state  organization  be  "California  [or  otherj  State  Association  of  Life 
Underwriters  and  Policyholders."  Then  make  all  policyholders  hon- 
orary members!  Welcome  policyholders  to  the  meetings  and  to  the 
dinners,  and  confidently  ask  for  their  co-operation  in  legislative  and 
municipal  affairs.

FIRE   INSURERS    IN    COURT 

Connecticut  Fire  v.  Wigginton,  203  S.W.  844. 
No  Defense 

That  the  beneficiary  under  a  fire 
policy  accepted  the  policy  and  retained 
it  for  a  long  period  of  time  without 
reading  it  does  not  constitute  a  defense 
to  an  action  to  reform  the  policy  by 
substituting  a  mortgage  clause  for  a 
loss  payable  clause. 


Agnew    V.   Sun  and   others    (Wis.    S.   C), 

167  N.  W.  829 
"Additions" 

There  being  five  separate  discon- 
nected and  unattached  buildings  in  a 
farm  group,  a  policy  placing  various 
sums  specifically  on  each  of  four  of 
them,  "and  additions  thereto,"  does 
not  cover  the  fifth;  "additions''  being 
used  in  its  ordinary  meaning  of  some 
structure  physically  attached  to  or 
connected  with  the  building  itself, 
with  the  idea  of  covering  future  en- 
largements. 

The  several  buildings  mentioned 
were  detached  each  from  the  other. 
The  wagon  shed  and  chicken  coop 
was  24  feet  distant  from  the  house  and 
58  feet  distant  from  the  cattle  barn, 
and  was  not  in  any  way  attached  to  or 
connected  with  any  other  building. 
This  building  was  burned.  It  is  not 
specifically  named  in  either  policy. 

Undoubtedly  the  words  "additions 
thereto,"  when  used  with  reference  to 
a  building,  ordinarily  refer  to  some 
structure    physically    attached    to    or 


connected  with  the  building  itself. 
We  think  the  word  "additions"  was 
so  used  in  the  policies  before  us  with 
the  idea  of  covering  future  enlarge- 
ments. This  seems  to  follow  as  a 
natural  result  from  the  fact  that  in  the 
Iiolicies  before  us  the  various  buildings 
insured  are  separately  named,  and  a 
specific  sum  placed  on  each  building 
and  the  "additions  thereto.''

Proofs — Waiver 

Insurer  waives  its  right  to  forfeiture 
of  policy  for  breach  of  condition  against 
change  of  interest,  where,  with  knowl- 
edge of  such  breach,  it  treats  policy  as 
valid  by  inducing  insured  to  incur  ex- 
pense in  furnishing  proof  of  loss. 

A  provision  in  a  blank  proof  of  loss 
form  that  the  furnishing  thereof  to 
insured,  or  the  making  up  of  such 
proofs  is  not  a  waiver  of  any  defense 
insurer  may  have  to  policy,  does  not 
affect  a  waiver,  where  insurer  treats 
policy  as  valid,  after  having  knowledge 
of  breach. 

Insurer  does  not  waive  any  defense 
it  may  have  against  a  policy  b}^  inves- 
tigating a  loss  that  has  occurred  there- 
under. 


Glatfelter  v.  Security,  167  N.  W.  R.  800 
Oral  Agreement — Validity 

An  oral  agreement  to  insure  is  en- 
forceable, but  it  must  be  definite  as  to 
all  of  the  material  terms  of  the  con- 
tract. 
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Evidence — Collateral  Facts 

Collateral  facts  are  not  allowed  in 
evidence,  unless  such  facts  throw  light 
upon  the  issue  being  tried.  It  is  not 
ordinarily  allowed  to  prove  collateral 
facts  for  the  purpose  of  explaining 
other  collateral  facts. 


Taylor  v.  National  Union  Fire  203  S.  W.  330. 
Not  a  Waiver 

Where  the  insurer  after  a  loss  inad- 
vertently demanded  payment  of  a 
premium,  the  demand  was  not  a  waiver 
of  the  insured's  breach  by  securing 
other  insurance  which  entitled  the  in- 
surer to  forfeit  the  policy. 
Accepting  Premium  With 

Knowledge  of  Breach 

Where  insurer  demands  or  accepts 
payment  of  premium  with  knowledge 
of  a  breach  by  the  insured  warranting 
forfeiture  and  a  loss  thereafter  occurs, 
it  is  liable  on  the  policy;  such  demand 
or  acceptance  being-  a  waiver  of  the 
forfeiture.

Broker  Agent  of  Company 

In  the  absence  of  a  special  agree- 
ment to  the  contrary,  a  broker  who 
procures  insurance  which  is  accepted 
and  issued  by  an  insurance  company 
is  the  agent  of  such  company,  and 
may  bind  it  by  his  acts  and  represen- 
tations within  the  scope  of  his  author- 
ity. 

In  the  past  year  prices  have  ad- 
vanced.

AUTOMOBILE  INSURERS  IN  COURT 

O'Neil  v.    Queen    (Mass.  S.  C),  119  N.E. 
Rep.  678. 

Insurable  Interest — Assignment 

Where  one  who  took  out  a  policy 
insuring  an  automobile  against  theft 
and  fire  had  no  insurable  interest  in 
the  car,  never  having  owned  it,  the 
policy  was  void  as  to  him. 

If  he  had  assigned  his  interest  in 
the  policy  to  the  owner  of  the  car  with 
the  insurer's  assent,  no  valid  contract 
would  have  been  created,  as  the  owner 
of  the  car  would  have  taken  only  such 
rights  as  her  assignee  had  under  the 
policy. 

Where  insurer  agreed  to  change 
name  of  insured  from  that  of  brother 
of  owner  of  car  to  name  of  owner,  it 
was  duty  of  owner  within  reasonable 
time  to  take  steps  to  ascertain  whether 
insurer's  oral  agreement  had  ripened 
into  formal  contract  of  insurance. 

Clerk  of  agents  promised  to  change 
the  name  of  insured  to  that  of  his  sis- 
ter, the  actual  owner,  but  never  did  so. 

The  automobile  was  stolen,  and  two 
months  later  was  found  partly  destroyed  by 
fire. 

Counsul  for  plaintiff  said  she  did  not 
claim  that  any  insurance  existed,  and  that 
her  whole  case  was  predictated  on  defend- 
ant's agreement  (through  clerk  of  agents) 
to  issue  a  policy;  that  it  did  not  do  so,  and 
thereby  became  lial)le  in  damages  for  breach 
of  contract. 

Court  ruled  that  in  accordance  with  the 
stipulation  of  counsel,  the  entry  must  be 
judgment  for  the  defendant  on  the  direcled 
verdict.  The  case  cannot  be  distinguished 
in  principle  from  McQuaid  v.  Aetna  and 
Mowles  V    Boston,  supra.

Where  defendant  was  in  possession 
of  automobile  by  purchase  from  third 
person,  it  was  duty  of  insurer  of  an 
automobile  against  theft,  claiming  car 
as  that  for  loss  of  which  it  had  reim- 
bursed insured,  to  prove  better  title 
than  prima  facie  title  of  defendant. 


Commercial  Union   v.    Schumaker  (lad.  S. 
C),  119  N.  E.  Rep.  532. 

Appraisal — Waiver 

Under  a  policy  providing  that  the 
loss  will  not  become  payable  until  60 
days  after  notice  and  ascertainment 
thereof,  including  an  award  by  apprais- 
ers when  required,  the  allegation  that 
defendant  failed  and  refused  upon  de- 
mand to  join  the  plaintiff  in  making 
proof  and  ascertaining  loss  charges  a 
waiver  of  the  insurer's  right  to  ap- 
praisal, and  also  the  maturity  of  claim. 
Misrepresentation — Automobile 

A  paragraph  of  insured's  reply  to 
insurer's  answer  charging  material 
misrepresentations  regarding  the  in- 
sured automobile,  alleging  that  insur- 
er's agent  examined  it  and  knew  its 
condition  before  applying  for  policy, 
held  sufficient  to  charge  insurer  with 
knowledge  of  such  facts  when  issuing 
the  policy. 
Retention  of  Premium 

Where  insurer,  after  knowledge  of 
insured's  misrepresentations  of  insured 
property,  retained  the  premium  for 
more  than  a  year,  and  did  not  offer  to 
return  it  until  after  suit  was  brought 
upon  the  policy,  the  insurer  waived 
the  misrepresentations. 


Appraisment — Time  of  Demand 

In  an  action  on  an  insurance  policy, 
where  insured's  letter  demanding  an 
appraisement  and  naming  an  appraiser 
was  addressed  to  the  insured  in  care 
of  his  attorney,  the  five-day  period 
given  insured  for  appointing  an  ap- 
praiser would  not  begin  to  run  until 
he  actually  received  the  letter;  there 
being  no  showing  that  his  attorney 
had  authority  to  Dpen  the  same  or  re- 
ceive such  notice. 

LIFE    INSURERS    IN    COURT 

Lincoln  Reserve  v.  Smith,  203  S.  W.  698. 
Good  Health  Warranty 

Life  insurance  application  stipula- 
tion that  insurance  should  not  take 
effect  unless  first  premium  was  paid 
and  the  policy  delivered  to  and  re- 
ceived by  applicant  during  his  lifetime 
and  in  good  health,  did  not  amount 
to  warranty  of  good  health  at  time  of 
delivery  of  policy,  but  only  to  stipula- 
tion for  delivery  while  insured  was  in 
apparent  good  health,  and  free  from 
such  diseases  seriously  affecting  the 
risk . 

New  York  Life  v.  Dodge  38  S.  Ct.  337. 
Loan  Agreement  Contrary  to  State  Law 

Where  a  foreign  insurance  company, 
licensed  to  do  business  in  Missouri, 
issued  a  life  policy  to  a  resident  of 
that  state,  the  contract  was  a  Missouri 
one. 

A  clause  in  a  life  policy,  issued  by 
a  foreign  insurer  licensed  to  do  busi- 
ness in  Missouri,  which  provided  that 
loans  could  be  obtained  by  the  insured 
on  the  sole  security  of  the  policy,  im- 
posed no  obligation   on  the  insurer)  to

make  such  loans,  if  the  Missouri  sta- 
tute applied  and  prohibited  hypothe- 
cation of  the  reserve  as  security. 

As  a  state  cannot,  under  Const.  U. 
S.  Amend,  14,  forbid  a  citizen  from 
entering  into  contract  without  its  limits 
while  remaining  within,  Rev.  St.  Mo. 
1899,  §  7897,  which  is  a  nonforfeiture 
statute,  held  not  to  apply  to  loan 
agreement  between  a  Missouri  policy- 
holder and  a  New  York  company 
licensed  to  do  business  in  the  state, 
where  it  was  expressly  stipulated  that 
the  New  York  law  should  govern. 


Neary  v.  Metropolitan.     103  A.  661. 
Change  of  Beneficiary — 
Wife's  Vested  Interest 

Where  an  ordinary  life  policy  pro- 
vides for  change  of  beneficiary  upon 
indorsement  on  the  policy,  the  wife  of 
insured,  named  as  beneficiary,  and 
who  joined  in  the  application  for  the 
policy,  took  the  same  into  her  posses- 
sion, and  paid  all  the  premiums,  had 
vested  interest,  and  the  beneficiary 
could  not  be  changed  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  policy.

Alterations 

Employers'  liability  policy,  provid- 
ing that  insurer  would  not  be  liable  for 
injuries  occasioned  by  making  altera- 
ions  in  buildings,  held  not  to  relieve 
insurer  of  liability  for  injuries  to  serv- 
ants injuiied  while  at  their  regular 
work  by  falling  of  roof  that  was  being 
constructed  in  place  of  one  that  had 
been  burned. 


Anderson  v.    Fidelity   &   Casualty,    170  N. 

Y.  S.  431. 
Taxi-Cab — Double  Liability 

A  taxi-cab  company  held  a  common 
carrier,  within  an  accident  policy  pro- 
viding for  double  liability  for  injuries 
sustained  while  on  a  public  conveyance 
provided  by  a  common  carrier. 

A  taxi-cab  operated  by  a  common 
carrier  held  a  public  conveyance,  with- 
in an  accident  policy  providing  double 
liability  for  injuries  sustained  by  the 
assured  "while  in  or  on  the  public 
conveyance  provided  by  a  common 
carrier.' ' 


Bellows  V.  Travelers,  203  S.  W.  978. 
Cause  of  Death 

Where  insured,  in  perfect  health, 
was  severely  beaten  by  footpads  in 
September,  1912,  and  there  was  evi- 
dence that  the  internal  effects  of  the 
beating  caused  kidney  trouble,  which 
progressed  from  stage  to  stage  until  he 
died  in  June,  1913,  the  jury  were  jus- 
tified in  finding  that  death  resulted, 
directly  and  independently  of  all  other 
causes,  through  the  injury;  the  thread 
of  causation  not  being  broken,  as  a 
matter  of  law,  bj^  intermediate  infec- 
tion or  disease. 


Wolf  v.   .Etna  A.  &  L.,   170  N.   Y.   S.  787. 
Proof  of  Theft 

In  suit  to  recover  on  polic\^  insuring 
against  theft  of  personalty,  it  is  insuf- 
ficient to  show  loss  or  disappearance 
of  article  insured,  but  sufficient  to  show 
loss  under  circumstances  supporting 
inference  of  theft,  and  pointing  to  con- 
clusion theft  was  committed. 

That  diamond,  insured  against  theft, 
was  placed  in  a  receptacle  from  which 
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only  plaintiff  and  wife  were  author- 
ized to  remove  it,  and  that  they  did 
not  remove  it,  and  its  removal  was  by 
unauthorized  person,  held  sufficient 
proof  of  felonious  intent  under  form 
of  policy. 
Limiting  Liability 

It  is  competent  for  insurance  com- 
pany to  insert  clause,  in  contract  in- 
suring against  theft  of  personal  prop- 
erty, limiting  liability  to  cases  where 
there  are  visible  signs  of  entry,  or 
where  there  is  direct  proof  of  theit.

ACCIDENT 

Riders  in  jitneys  are  not  good  acci- 
dent risks — and  they  seldom  have  any 
insurance,  being  of  the  reckless  and 
improvident  class.  The  jitney  animule 
loves  a  telephonepost  better  than  a 
lamppost,  but  a  collision  with  another 
jitney  or  a  streetcar  is  preferred. 
Broken  crowns  and  limbs  are  frequent 
but  never  discouraging. 

You  have  noticed  the  rear  exposure 
of  the  jitney  hazard — the  fellows  seated 
on  the  doors?  How  easily  they  tum- 
ble out  backward.  Ring  up  the  am- 
bulance! The  other  day  a  57  year 
old  grocery  clerk,  E.  V.  Narlet,  of 
4050  Fifth  ave.,  N.  E.,  Seattle,  fell 
from  a  jitney,  fractured  his  skull,  and 
died  in  a  hospital.  He  was  riding  on 
the  door  of  the  jitney.  The  door  gave 
way . 


The  position  that  a  stockholder  in  a 
corporation  has  no  interest  in  the  en- 
hanced value  of  its  property,  or  in  its 
undivided  income,  gains,  profits,  or 
surplus,  until  a  dividend  thereof  is  de- 
clared, is  untenable  and  may  not  pre- 
vail.

Sandpoint,  Idaho,  June  20. — In 
district  court  the  jury  last  night  found 
Martin  Mushrow  guilty  on  four  counts 
of  selling  liquor.  Mushrow  was  one 
of  the  proprietors  of  the  Pend  Oreille 
hotel,  which  was  burned  a  month  ago, 
and  it  was  there  before  the  burning 
that  the  evidence  was  accumulated  by 
police  officers  and  detectives.  City  of- 
ficers raided  the  hotel  without  finding 
liquor.  A  thorough  investigation  was 
then  made  of  the  structure  of  the  build- 
ing and  the  finding  by  Chief  of  Police 
Young  of  a  chute  to  the  basement  from 
a  room  on  the  third  floor,  also  an 
electric  buzzer  system  by  which  the 
office  clerk  might  by  placing  his  foot 
upon  a  button  behind  his  desk  warn 
the  inmates  of  the  booze  room  of  the 
coming  of  officers. 

A  receptacle  capable  of  holding  a 
small  supply  of  bottle  goods  was  ar- 
ranged in  the  third  floor  room  and  had 
a  hinged  bottom,  so  that,  upon  warn- 
ing, the  trap  might  instantly  be  sprung 
and  the  bottles  precipitated  down  the 
chute  to  the  basement,  where  they 
would  crash  to  pieces  upon  a  pile  of 
stone  provided  for  the  purpose. 


One  foreign  workman  lost  $3,000  in 
paper  money  which  he  had  left  in  his 
cottage  home  in  Cle  Elum.

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Illegal  Insurance  Contract  Not  Enforce- 
able 

Notes  given  as  part  of  contract  of 
insurance  made  by  non-resident  and 
unlicensed  agent  of  a  foreign  corporate 
insurer  will  not  support  recovery,  since 
the  contract  is  contrary  to  statute  and 
not  enforceable. — Ballentine  v.  Cov- 
ington, 96  S.  E.  92. 

This  was  a  suit  to  collect  premium 
notes.  Defendant  returned  the  policy 
and  refused  to  pay  the  notes.  The 
plaintiff  was  a  non-resident  and  an 
unlicensed  agent.  Lower  courts  de- 
cided for  plaintiff.  The  supreme  court 
of  South  Carolina  reversed  the  judg- 
ment for  plaintiff,  and  ruled  that  as 
the  contract  was  illegal  the  court 
would  not  lend  its  aid  to  its  enforce- 
ment. There  were  no  citations.  The 
court  said : 

The  object  of  the  insurance  statutes  are  not 
for  revenue  only,  but  to  protect  the  public 
from  fraud  and  imposition  and  not  to  allow 
unfit  and  improper  persons  to  solicit  insur- 
ance for  companies  whose  solvency  is  doubt- 
ful and  the  persons  insured  are  not  getting 
the  protection  paid  for. 


Insurance  Is  an  Essential  Industry 

As  first  published  by  the  Coast  Re- 
view, insurance  brokers  and  agents 
will  not  be  officially  included  among 
the  non-essential  industries.  Consid- 
erable concern  was  felt  by  insurance 
men  when  a  rumor  to  the  contrary 
was  mooted  about.  The  prospect  of 
"work  or  fight"  being  applied  to  in- 
surance agents,  brokers  and  clerks, 
alreadj^  seriously  curtailed  in  number 
by  enlistments  and  the  selective  draft, 
troubled  the  managers.  The  number 
of  women  employees  in  insurance  of- 
fices has  recently   increased,  and  new 


men -clerks  lack  experience.  Much  of 
office  and  field  work  requires  a  high 
order  of  ability  and  no  little  experience 
to  insure  the  required  efficiency.  Lo- 
cal agents  of  the  right  type  are  not 
easily  obtained,  and  without  them 
there  cannot  be  general  and  proper 
protection  against  embarrassing  and 
bankrupting  losses  by  fires,  casualties 
and  death.  The  business  and  social 
fabrics  rest  on  credit  and  credit  rests 
on  insurance  or  indemnity. 

Non-productive  work  has  been  ruled 
to  be  any  kind  which  can  be  done  as 
well  by  women  as  by  men.  Soliciting 
insurance,  and  departments  of  office 
work  requiring  training  and  judgment 
are  not  of  the  "non-productive kind.'' 

It  is  possible,  however,  that  some 
local  board  of  the  Government  may 
take  a  narrow  view  of  this  matter  and 
rule  that  insurance  work  is  "non-pro- 
ductive" and  easily  done  by  women; 
and  the  provost  marshal  general  will 
be  compelled  to  make  a  ruling  to  the 
contrary.

In  Its  Forty-seventh  Year 
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MISCELLANEOUS 

Forty-Six  Guardians  Out  of  One  Hundred 
in  Default 

III  New  York,  when  the  estate  of  an  in- 
fant does  not  exceed  two  thonsan(l  dollars 
in  value  a  surrogate  may  in  his  discretion 
permit  a  guardian  to  serve  without  bond. 
In  passing  such  a  law  the  New  York  Legis- 
lature was  presumably  actuated  by  the  laud- 
able motive  of  eliminating  red  tape  and 
making  it  as  easy  as  possible  for  the  chil- 
dren to  obtain  the  benefit  of  their  property. 
Experience,  however,  seems  clearly  to  show 
that  the  lawmakers  overshot  their  mark, 
and  that  in  fact  the  provision  referred  to 
works  grevious  wrong  in  practice.  "The 
guardian  clerk  of  the  court  advises  me," 
says  a  prominent  surrogate,  "that  in  some 
instances  tliese  guardians,  giving  no  security 
under  the  law,  have  boldly  walked  off  with 
the  children's  estates,  or,  where  sums  have 
been  allowed  such  guardians  for  the  chil- 
dren's maintenance,  these  suretyless  guar- 
dians have  converted  the  allowance  to  their 
own  uses  and  failed  to  supply  tlie  same,  or 
even  a  part  thereof,  to  the  use  of  these  chil- 
dren. Tuese  defrauded  children  are  com- 
plaining to  the  court,  but  their  cries  to  my 
sorrow  must  this  time  fall  on  a  deaf  ear,  as 
the  guardians  are  in  every  instance  person- 
ally irresponsible." 

It  is  stated  that  in  the  jurisdiction  in 
question,  New  York  City,  forty-six  percent 
of  the  guardians  permitted  under  this  law  to 
serve  without  security  have  been  found  in 
default.  Forty-six  percent  seems  unbeliev- 
ably  high,  but  we  do  not  doubt  that  defaults 
have  been  very  numerous.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  assume,  and  we  do  not  believe,  that 
all  these  guardians  set  out  with  the  deliber- 
ate intention  of  defrauding  tiieir  wards. 
In  many  cases  at  least  they  probably  had 
no  idea  of  betraying  their  trust.  Tliey 
"lent' '  the  funds  to  themselves  for  presumed 
temporary  purposes,  or  "invested"  it  un- 
wisely, or  did  some  other  of  the  thousand 
things  that  weak  and  inexperienced  people 
are  so  prone  to  do  when  they  find  them- 
selves unexpectedly  in  complete  control  of 
considerable  amounts  of  money. 


The  moral  is  so  obvious  that  we  hope  all 
the  surrogates  in  the  state  of  New  York  will 
draw  it  as  long  as  this  law  remains  in 
force — namely,  that  guardians  should  never 
be  permitted  to  receive  control  of  a  trust 
estate  unless  and  until  they  furnish  an 
adequate  bond  conditioned  for  their  faithful 
discharge  of  the  trust.  Personal  suretyship 
would  be  better  than  none,  but  the  bonds 
now  in  question  would  be  so  small,  and  the 
consequent  cost  of  a  strong  corporate  bond 
so  slight,  that  we  are  sure  the  surrogates 
would  be  well  advised  if  they  encouraged 
the  giving  of  corporate  suretyship  in  all 
these  cases.  In  view  of  the  class  of  people 
to  be  protected  here  and  the  truly  pitiful 
results  to  them  of  a  failure  to  protect,  a 
little  "red  tape"  or  inconvenience  or  delay 
is  surely  a  small  price  to  pay  for  safety. — 
Fidelity  &  Casualty  Bulletin. 


Burglary  Decision 

In  Garner  v.  New  Jersey  Fidelity  &  Plate 
Glass  Ins.  Co.,  200  S.  W  448,  the  defend- 
ants contended  that  circumstantial  evidence 
was  not  sufficient  to  render  them  liable  on 
a  policy  for  burglary  and  theft,  inasmuch 
as  a  clause  therein  required  insured  to 
"produce  direct  evidence  that  loss  was  due 
to  burglary,"  etc.  The  court,  in  ruling  on 
the  case,  said  in  part:  "*  *  *  Obviously, 
it  cannot  be  successfully  maintained  that 
the  term  'direct  evidence'  must  be  given  its 
strict  and  severely  technical  meaning,  when 
used  in  a  policy  of  burglary  insurance.  If 
so,*tlien  the  policy  means  that  it  insures 
against  only  such  burglaries,  thefts,  or 
larcenies  as  can  be  established  by  the  evi- 
dence of  eyewitnesses.  But,  of  course,  only 
one  out  of  a  thousand  or  more  could  be 
established  in  that  manner,  and  then  only 
by  virtue  of  some  lucky  or  fortunate  acci- 
dent. *  *  *  To  give  the  policy  the  con- 
struction attempted  to  be  placed  upon  it 
by  defendant  would  be  to  impute  an  inten- 
tion to  the  parties  which  would  render  the 
policy  a  joke  and  the  taking  out  of  the 
insurance  an  absurdity."

The  Government  is  not 
likely  to  antagonize  a  million  insurance 
men  and  risk  billions  in  fire  hazards. 

The  1918  convention  of  the  International 
Claim  Association  will  be  held  at  the  Edge- 
water  Beach  hotel,  Chicago,  Aug.  26-28. 

San  Francisco.— Coroner's  jury  raps  the 
industrial  commission  and  St.  John's  apart- 
ment house  on  Polk  st.  for  the  bad  condi- 
tion of  tlie  automatic  elevator  there.  Two 
bad  accidents  have  occurred  there  because 
of  the  condition  of  elevator  and  doors. 

President  Snow  of  the  Home  of  New  York 
is  said  to  be  the  prime  mover  for  an  associ- 
ation of  leading  American  fire  and  marine 
(companies,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
insurance  conditions  in  South  American 
republics.  The  present  is  deemed  a  fitting 
time  for  strong  American  companies  to  es- 
tablish branches  in  that  quarter  of  the 
world,  from  which  the  German  coinpanies 
have  been  puslied. 

Sacramento.— Breakers  cafe,  roadhouse, 
closed  because  drinks  were  sold  to  minors, 
burned  to  the  ground. 

San  Francisco's  mayor  is  a  candidate  for 
governor  of  California.  His  platform  as  a 
candidate  for  nomination  favors  state  insur- 
ance against  sickness  and  old  age  depend- 
ency— insurance  already  supplied  by  frater- 
nal, mutual  and  incorporated  societies  and 
savings  banks. 


New  Mexico 

The  insurance  department  of  the  State 
Corporation  Commission  of  New  Mexico 
has  issued  a  report  for  the  year  1917. 

Total  fire  premiums  $900,650;  losses  in- 
curred, $322,275.  Number  of  companies 
entered,  38. 

New  Mexico  life  business  in  1917  totaled 
4,890  new  .policies  for  $10,502,273.  The 
Missouri  State  leads. 

The  Pacific  Mutual  Life  leads  in  accident 
and  health  premiums,  with  $35,432. 

The  United  States  F.  &  G.  leads  in  fidel- 
ity and  surety  premiums. 

The  Southern  Surety  collected  $135.50 
fidelity  premiums  and  incurred  $79,893  fidel- 
ity losses. 

Burglary  and  theft  premiums  amounted 
to  $5,909,  with  $148  losses. 


Government  Fire  Insurance 

The  encroachment  of  the  Government  on 
fire  insurance  because  of  war's  needs  may 
be  as  necessary  as  in  the  case  of  marine  in- 
surance, but  no  evidence  is  yet  forthcoming. 
The  fire  companies  are  able  to  furnish  all 
the  coverage  required.  But  will  they  do  it 
at  the  Government's  restricted  premium 
rate? 

Here  is  an  example: 

A  concern  with  a  very  large  government- 
contract  must  have  insurance  protection 
covering  extra  values  and  extra  hazards. 

The  present  rate,  say,  is  2.50.  This  rate 
is  based  on  the  known  physical  hazard. 

Appeals  are  made  to  the  patriotism  of  the 
insurers,  to  cover  the  risk  in  proportionate 
amounts — but  at  1.00.  To  do  so  is  patriotic 
indeed — but  the  Government  does  not  ask 
other  corporations  to  furnish  supplies  at 
less  than  cost. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  may  transpire  that 
the  dollar  rate  leaves  a  profit,  for  insurance 
cost  is  unknown;  and  a  refusal  may  result 
in  Government  fire  insurance  on  a  large 
scale,  taking  away  nuich  business  now 
written  at  a  profit.

The  Western  States  Life  has  had 
much  strife  since  the  promoters  brought 
it  into  being,  with  the  beating  of 
drums,  the  racing  of  red  automobiles 
over  California,  and  the  electric  glare 
of  garish  and  expensive  huge  signs. 
The  first  president  was  a  speculator  in 
water  lots,  the  second  president  was  a 
politician,  and  was  dipossessed  as  the 
the  result  of  a  flaying  fight,  and  the 
third  and  present  president  is  or  was  a 
life  insurance  solicitor. 

The  public  as  well  as  the  stockhold- 
ers know  all  about  the  rebellion  and 
the  charges  and  counter  charges  of 
extravagance  and  incompetence.  The 
defeated  element  filed  out  and  shouted 
to  the  victors  "We  will  give  you  just 
one  trial !  Make  good  or  make  tracks ! ' ' 
"If  you  don't  prove  fit  you  all  must 
git!''  Or  hard  words  to  that  effect. 
For  a  time  at  least  there  was  loss  of 
confidence  in  the  conipany  and  its 
management.  Of  its  business  it  was 
said  "Shot  to  pieces!"  Which,  we 
take  it,  meant  an  increase  of  lapses 
and  a  decrease  of  new  business,  and 
perhaps  a  further  loss  of  surplus. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  would 
seem  to  be  a  wise  thing  for  the  new 
management — if  it  is  new — to  be  en- 
tirely frank  with  all  concerned,  the 
policyholders  and  the  public  as  well  as 
the  stockholders.  A  comparative  state- 
ment of  resources,  of  new  and  outstand- 
ing business,  of  assets  and  surplus,  of 
income  and  outgo,  should  be  made 
tw^ice  a  year,  or  quarterly  as  by  banks. 
Stockholders  and  policyholders  should 
be  content  with  nothing  less  until  the 
company  has  made  sure  and  notable 
progress  within  tho  lines  of  safety  and 
economy. 


The  stockholders  do  not  want  to 
lose  any  more  money  and  the  policy- 
holders may  prefer  not  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  another  company  or  to  a 
merger.

Real  Estate  Broker  Decision 

Broker  employed  to  sell  property  and  who 
closes  agreement  for  its  sale  becomes,  under 
Rev.  Civ.  Code,  art.  3016,  the  agent  of  both 
seller  and  purchaser,  and,  where  purchaser 
deposits  earnest  money,  seller  cannot  sue 
broker  to  recover  it  without  making  pur- 
chaser a  party  to  such  suit. 

Where  agent  procures  a  contract  for  sale 
of  principal's  property  and  payment  of 
earnest  money,  and  principal  extends  time 
for  completion  of  sale  and  manifests  inten- 
tion to  pay  commission,  he  is  liable  therefor, 
though  agreement  is  afterwards  violated 
and  earnest  money  forfeited. — Maloney  v. 
Aschaffenburg,  78  So.  761. 


Will  Boycott  German  Companies  and  Pro- 
ducts 

The  American  Defense  Society  asks  for 
20,000,000  signatures  to  a  pledge  not  to  buy 
anything  made  by  Germans  and  bearing  the 
German  mark. 

American  ladies  have  begun  a  movement 
to  boycott  all  German  goods  and  companies 
after  the  war,  for  an  indefinite  period,  if  the 
Germans  starve,  abuse,  torture  and  in  any 
way  ill  treat  American  prisoners. 

This  means  that  made-in-Germany  goods 
will  not  be  imported  into  this  country  nor 
will  German  insurance  companies  find  it 
profitable,  if  permitted,  to  reengage  in  busi- 
ness in  this  country. 


A  large  part  of  the  business  district  of 
Warsaw,  111.,  was  destroyed  by  fire  which 
started  in  a  grocery  store.

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COMPANIES  MAY  BE  BARRED  AFTER 
WAR 

German  Insurance  Spies  in  France 

Some  time  ago  Georges  Prade  wrote,  in 
the  London  Times,  a  very  interesting  two- 
column  contribution  under  the  caption  we 
have  used,  except  that  we  add  "Insurance." 
He  began  bitterly,  "Every  German  is  a  po- 
tential spy."  It  is  charged  that  before  the 
war  the  German  government  employed 
abroad  over  60,000  spies.  Other  nations 
employ  travelers  to  "keep  an  eye  open"  but 
the  German  spy  lives  in  the  country  of  the 
possible  enemy.  Engaged  in  business,  his 
presence  and  travels  are  explained ;  and  his 
spendings  and  sendings  and  receipts  of 
money  andletters  arouse  no  suspicion. 

Prade  says:  One  of  the  German  spy's 
most  convenient  professions  is  that  of  in- 
surance agent. 

We  quote  at  lengtli  and  convincingly: 
"In  tlie  course  of  an  inquiry  I  conducted 
into  the  affairs  of  the  German  insurance 
company  the  Viktoria  Zu  Berlin,  the  most 
important  concern  of  its  kind  in  Europe, 
with  premiums  representing  over  £80,000,- 
000  [$400,000,000]  all  over  the  world— of 
which  £12,000,000  [$60,000,000]  are  in 
France.  I  discovered  in  its  offices  in  the 
Avenue  de  I'Opera,  Paris,  a  peculiar 
organization  known  as  the  Special  Euro. 
In  this  office  the  employees  were  all  Ger- 
mans, young  men  between  25  and  30  years 
of  age,  officers  in  the  German  reserve,  who 
spent  five  or  six  months  in  France.  They 
received  a  uniform  pay  of  £40  [$200]  a 
month,  with  an  allowance  for  traveling  ex- 
penses. They  spent  their  time  motoring 
all  over  France.  Their  favorite  region  was 
the  east  of  France  and  the  Alps.  A  few 
days  before  the  mobilization  in  July,  1914, 
they  all  disappeared,  having  crossed  the 
frontier. 

German  Companies  a  Source  of  Danger 

"This  organization  is  typical.  Insurance 
companies,  even  when  conducted  appar- 
ently in  honest  fashion,  constitute  a  verit- 
able danger.  Not  only  do  they  establish  an 
exact  estimate  of  the  public  fortune — a  use- 
ful element  in  assessing  war  taxation   and 


indemnities— but  they   are  able  to  furnish 
other  valuable  information.     The  Viktoria, 
for  example,  offered  special  terms  to  French 
officers.     It  insured    them,    without    extra 
charge,  against  war  risks,  and  through  the 
medium  of  visiting  agents,  advanced  money 
at  very  favorable  terms  on    tlieir   policies. 
The  Berlin  office  of  the  Viktoria  thus  se- 
cured the  names  of  all   the  French   officers 
who  owed  it  money.      It   will   be    admitted 
that  this  was  an  excellent   arrangement   on 
which  to  base  an  organization  for  espionage. 
"Here  is  an  example  of  German  methods 
applied  to  important  French  industrial    or- 
ganizations.    Take,  for  instance,  Le  Creusot 
Works.     It  is  very  difficult  and   very  dang- 
•  erous  to  attempt  to  find    out  from    day  to 
day    what    they    possess   in    material  and 
workmen  and  their  capacity   of   production 
in  time  of  war.     A  spy  passing  through  the 
town  is  quickly  remarked.     Here  is  a  much 
simpler   plan.     The  French  companies  with 
which   Le  Crensot  is  insured  receive  a  visit 
from  the  representative   of  tiie  German    in- 
surance company,  the  Munich.     He  offers 
to  reinsure  them  against   the    risks  of  their 
principal   clients.     His    proposals  are  very 
tempting.     They  mean  absolute  security  for 
the  French    companies,   and    are   accepted. 
Among  the  risks  insured   are   those  of    Le 
Creusot.     The  German   company  thus   ob- 
tains from  day  to  day  a  list   of  the   materiel 
(insurance  against  fire),  and  the  number  of 
workmen    (insurance    against     accident 
claims).      There    is    no    need    for    further 
espionage;    it  has  in  its  possession  official 
documents  kept  up  to  date  by  the  company 
itself,  which  never  imagines  that  they  have 
left  France." 

The  French  were  the  first  to  discoyer  that 
information  for  possible  war  and  commer- 
cial purposes  had  been  specially  gathered 
by  the  German  insurance  companies  oper- 
ating in  France.  The  representations  of 
the  French  authorities  doubtless  persuaded 
our  Government  to  issue  a  belated  order 
stopping  the  American  operation  of  all 
German,  Austrian  and  Bulgarian  insurance 
and  reinsurance  companies. 

German  insurance  companie.s  will  not,  of 
course,  be  again  permitted  to  do  business 
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in  France,  and  possibly  not  in  Great  Britain 
or  the  United  States. 

Or  if  permitted  tliere  will  be    special   and 
onerous  restrictions.

Neglected  His  Duty 

Years  ago  a  prosperous  business  man  in 
a  little  city  insured  his  store  regularly  but 
when  invited  to  insure  a  part  of  the  value 
of  his  life  also  he  treated  the  proposition  as 
unbusinesslike  and  unnecessary.  He  was 
young,  well  and  strong,  with  a  good  invest- 
ment in  his  drygoods  business.  Death,  ex- 
cept by  accident  or  old  age,  seemed  impos- 
sible, and  he  would  take  the  chances.  But 
it  was  his  wife  and  two  little  children  who 
"took  the  chances." 

This  young  business  man's  ancestors  had 
led  such  lives,  or  had  so  married,  that  con- 
stitutional weaknesses  were  transmitted  to 
him,  unknown  and  unsuspected.  The  med- 
ical examiner  could  not  have  detected  them 
at  that  time,  and  any  life  company  would 
have  insured  him.  He  led  an  exemplary 
life  and  longevity  prospects  seemed  sure. 
But  there  was  some  weakness,  some  defic- 
iency in  cell  groups.  One  morning  this 
strong  young  merchant  woke  up  feeling 
strangely  tired.  This  feeling  never  wore 
off.  Soon  energy  was  lacking.  The  family 
doctor  prescribed  rest  and  recreation.  But 
still  no  improvement.  A  visit  to  the  city,  a 
consultation  of  expert  physicians,  ended 
with  advice  to  return  home  and  wind  up 
his  business  and  go  to  a  warm  section. 
There  was  no  cure  but  careful  living  would 
prolong  his  life. 

He  did  neither.  Obstinate  and  hopeful, 
he  staid  with  his  store,  until  one  morning 
he  was  found  unconscious  in  bed.  He  lived 
a  week  or  so  but  never  recovered  conscious- 
ness and  died  of  an  inherited  disease  or 
rather  of  a  disease  to  which  he  had  inherited 
a  susceptibility. 

This  man  had  failed  to  do  his  duty  to  his 
little  children  and  their  young  and  inex- 
perienced mother,  when  he  refused  or  neg- 
lected to  take  out  life  insurance  protection. 
There  was  little  left  for  them  when  the  busi- 
ness was  disposed  of  and  all  debts  paid. 
The  subsequent  "struggle  for  life"  by  the 
widow  was  sad  indeed,  and  was  partly  re- 
sponsible for  the  untimely  death  of  the 
daughter.

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Workmen  Are  Now  Best  Prospects 

It  is  a  fact  that  at  present  the  largest  buy- 
ers of  furs  and  silks  and  luxuries  generally 
are  American  mechanics,  especially  the 
men,  including  laborers,  who  are  employed 
on  Government  work.  Men  with  families 
buy  their  wives  sealskins  and  tiiemselves 
automobiles. 

As  summarized  elsewhere,  the  Govern- 
ment is  paying  increased  wages  to  railway 
employees,  the  increase  going  back  two 
years.  Large  lump  sums  besides  higher 
wages  in  the  future  are  to  be  paid. 

These  are  well  known  facts.  Have  life 
insurance  men  given  them  practical  consid- 
eration. Do  life  insurance  solicitors  fully 
realize  that  their  best  "prospects"  are 
"working"  people  with  unusually  high 
wages,  who  can  now  afford  $5,000  policies? 
Don't  wait  until  they  have  mortgaged  the 
future  to  pay  for  sealskins  and  automobiles 
bought  on  the  instalment  plan. 


Insure  Against  the  Inheritance  Tax- Eaters 

Henry  Miller  two  years  before  he  died 
gave  to  his  heirs  nearly  all  his  vast  estate. 
He  was  very  old  and  retained  only  a  small 
sum  for  his  remaining  years.  The  Cali- 
fornia and  the  United  States  tax-grabbers 
said  that  Henry  was  trying  to  cheat  the 
stat(!  and  the  nation — and  themselves — out 
of  the  inheritance  taxes,  imposed  as  penalties 
for  ability,  industry  and  economy,  as  in  the 
days  of  ancient  Rome.  The  two  govern- 
ments have  united  to  collect  and  destroy 
from  12,000,000  to  $5,000,000  of  the  Miller 
capital  and  destribute  the  money  to  the  tax- 
eaters.  To  pay  this  enormous  tax  tens  of 
thousands  of  acres  in  two  California  valley 
counties  are  to  be  sold  peremtorily,  at  a  loss 
of  course  to  the  estate.  The  sums  paid  will 
be  money  diverted  from  other  industries— 
the  money  will  be  active,  creative  capital 
destroyed  by  a  law  demanded  by  confisca- 
tionistg. 

These  facts  furnish  an  argument  for  large 
life  insurance  covering  inheritance  taxes. 
Such  insui-ance  will  prevent  forced  sales  of 
land,  perhaps  as  now  when  there  are  few 


buyers  and  low  bidders,  or  forced  sales  of 
other  property,  to  pay  the  confiscation 
taxes. 

The  rich  as  well  as  the  poor  need  life  in- 
suratice  protection  for  their  heirs  in  a  land 
of  high  taxes  and  (therefore)  high  cost  of 
living. 


Empty  Lofts 

From  New  York  come  reports  of  many 
empty  lofts  in  buildings  on  which  life 
companies  hold  large  mortgages.  There  is 
some  uneasiness  lest  present  business  con- 
ditions may  necessitate  foreclosures. 

Too  Few 

Certainly  there  are  not  too  many  life  in- 
surance agents.  Men  in  business  have  told 
us  that  they  have  dealt  with  fire  agents 
often  but  have  seldom  or  never  been  solic- 
ited by  life  agents.  Then  there  are  too  few 
solicitors  in  the  business,  or  fire  men  are 
neglecting  opportunities  to  make  good 
money.

The  1918 
edition  is  a  book  of  100  pages.  Five  years' 
figures  of  income,  disbursements,  insurance 
account,  assets,  liabilities  and  surplus.  This 
is  a  valuable  and  expensive  publication. 
The  wise  agent  consults  it  to  find  the  real 
condition,  business  and  probable  future  of 
any  company.  Some  200  American  life 
companies  are  tabulated.  Thirty  life  com- 
panies with  over  $100,000,000  in  force  are 
specially  treated  as  to  details.  The  Pacific 
Mutual  of  California  is  one  of  them.  Fifty- 
eight  companies  show  a  loss  in  surplus; 
seven  show  a  loss  in  outstanding  insurance. 

The  National  Life  of  Montana  (Butte) 
wrote  only  half  in  1917,  as  compared  with 
1916.  Outstanding  insurance  fell  off  and 
policyholders  dropped  in  number  from  1,721 
to  1,632.  Capital,  $205,105;  net  surplus, 
13,864,  which  is  1842  less  than  in  1916  and 
$8,096  less  than  in  1915.  Therefore  the 
company  reinsured  in  a  corpse-eater. 

The  Amicable  Life  of  Texas  reports  little 
more  than  half  the  new  business  in  1917 
that  it  wrote  in  1916.  Premiums,  income, 
assets  and  surplus  made  some  gains. 

The  Beneficial  Life  of  Utah  has  been  writ- 
ing less  new  business  since  1914.  Surplus 
fell  to  $56,000  or  over  15  percent  last  year. 

Utah  was  named  after  the  Ute  Indians. 


Offer  of  Reinsurance 

An  offer  to  reinsure  the  business  of  the 
Western  States  Life,  by  a  New  York  com- 
pany, was  laid  before  some  of  the  principal 
stockholders,  when  the  cfiicers  were  at 
swords'  points.  Evidently  the  star  of  hope 
still  shone,  for  the  offer  was  not  considered. 


Writing  Less  New  Business 

The  Great  Republic  Life  is  writing  con- 
siderably less  business  than  formerly. 

The  Western  States  Life  is  writing  much 
less  new  business  than  formerly. 


Government  Soldier  Insurance 

A  soldier  dying  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  insured  by  the  govern- 
ment, leaves  to  his  beneficiary  not  a  lump 
sum  of  money  but  a  pension  for  twenty 
years.  The  monthly  income  is  payable  on 
the  basis  of  $5.75  a  month  for  each  $1,000 
of  insurance,  for  240  months. 


Life  Policy  Loans 

Where  life  policy  provides  for  loans  on 
security  of  policy  creates  a  collateral  con- 
tract only,  and  insurer's  breach  thereof 
does  not  repudiate  contract  of  insurance, 
and  when  loan  value  of  policy  is  exhausted, 
it  is  no  breach  to  refuse  loans  until  prepay- 
ment of  next  due  premium. — Harn  v.  Mis- 
souri State  Life  Ins.  Co.,  173  P.  214. 


Fraternal 

That  the  wife  of  member  of  a  fraternal 
benefit  association,  who  was  named  as 
beneficiary,  paid  assessments  out  of  her 
separate  estate,  raises  no  legal  claim  which 
would  preclude  a  change  of  beneficiaries.— 
Supreme  Council  of  Royal  Arcanum  v. 
Behrend,  38  S.  Ct.  522.

The  Home  Insurance  Co.  of  New  York 
has  circularized  its  agents,  instructing  them 
that  no  policy  shall  be  issued,  nor  any  pay- 
ment be  made  for  loss  or  return  premiums, 
to  any  "enemy"  or  "ally  of  enemy,"  as 
defined  in  the  "Trading  with  the  Enemy 
Act,"  or  in  any  proclamation  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

In  case  of  any  policy  issued  under  these 
conditions — 

For  account  of  whom  it  may  concern. 
Covering  the  interest  of  joint  own- 
ers not  named. 

Covering  property  held  in  trust,  or 
on  commission,  or  on  storage  or  for 
repairs. 

As  now  or  may  hereafter  be  consti- 
tuted . 

To  the  estate  of  .  .  .  .or  the  heirs 
of  ...    . 

Covering  in    any   manner   liability 
for  parties  not  named  in  the  contract. 
Payable  to   a    mortgagee   or   other 
payee  and  assigns. 

Policies  issued  to  trade  names  for 
unincorporated     firms     or    concerns 
withous  disclosing  the  identity  of  the 
members  thereof. 
The   following   clause,    the    Home   directs, 
shall  be  added  verbatim  : 

This  entire  policy  shall  be  void  if  an 
"enemy"  or  "ally  of  enemy"  (as  defined 
in  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  October  6, 
1917,  known  as  the  "Trading  With  the  En- 
emy Act"  or  amendments  thereto,  or  in 
any  proclamation  of  the  President  pursuant 
thereto)  or  any  person  acting  for  or  on 
behalf  of  an  "enemy"  or  "ally  of  enemy," 
has  or  shall  hereafter  acquire  any  interest 
in  the  property  insured  hereunder,  unless 
such  interest  has  been  conveyed,  trans- 
ferred, assigned  and  delivered  to  the  Alien 
Property  Custodian,  or  unless  with  a  license 
from  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
permission  is  granted  to  insure  the  "enemy' ' 
or  "ally  of  enemy." 

The  Home  desires  to  avoid  the  issue  of 
policies    which    do    not    Uilly   disclose   the 


names  of  all  parties  in  interest.  It  is  not 
intended  that  the  clause  be  used  in  cases 
where  all  parties  to  the  contract  are  named 
therein,  but  where  it  becomes  necessary  to 
cover  the  interest  of  undisclosed  persons 
this  clause  must  be  used. 


National  Union  Fire  Insurance  Company 

About  $900,000  in  assets  was  gained  by 
this  Pittsburg  company  in  the  past  year. 
Premium  income  gained  $1,508,595,  and  re- 
insurance reserve  advanced  $439,064.  This 
is  a  good  showing  of  progress. 

The  condition  of  the  National  Union  is 
set  forth  thus,  in  Coast  Review  Fire  Chart: 
Assets,  $5,332,594,  the  company  entering 
the  5-million  class;  premiums,  $3,819,210, 
the  3-million  class  being  far  entered,  and 
the  4-million  class  was  entered  as  to  income.

Government  Responsible  for  Railroad  Fire 
Losses 

Washington,  July  16. — Charles  N.  Rambo 
of  Philadelphia  today  was  appointed  man- 
ager of  a  new  insurance  and  fire  protection 
section  of  the  railroad  administration  and 
will  resign  as  secretary  of  the  ^lutual  Fire, 
Marine  and  Inland  Insurance  Company. 

"It  will  be  the  general  policy  of  the  rail- 
road administration,"  said  an  announce- 
ment, "to  do  away  with  the  fire  insurance 
policies  heretofore  carried,  and  to  have  the 
government  itself  stand  directly  responsible 
to  the  roads  for  fire  losses  of  property  in 
government  possession." 

This  announcement  has  been  expected 
for  some  time.  The  government  expects 
to  make  money  by  carrying   the   insurance.

Opinion  of  a  Well  Known  Lawyer 

"What  effect  did  the  recent  change  of 
time  have  on  the  commencement  and  expir- 
ation of  policies,  whether  under  the  Cali- 
fornia or  N3W  York  standard  form?" 

Such  was  the  question  recently  submitted 
to  Attorney  T.  C.  Coogan  of  San  .Francisco. 
Both  forms  of  policies  use  merely  the  word 
noon.  Standard  and  "moved  forward"  or 
official  time  are  not  mentioned  in  any  policy. 
Some  time  ago  we  published  a  decision  that 
noon  means  whatever  ocal  custom  estab- 
lishes. 

This  fall  "the  clock"  will  be  officially 
turned  back  an  hour,  which  will  make  the 
new  noon  an  hour  "late." 

In  his  answer  to  the  above  query  Mr. 
Coogan  said : 

"The  question  of  what  system  of  time  is 
to  be  applied  in  the  construction  of  policies 
of  fire  insurance  has  been  frequently  before 
the  courts.  Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the 
Federal  statute,  the  problem  of  determining 
the  meaning  to  be  attached  to  a  specific 
hour  of  the  day  arose  from  the  existence  of 
two  systems  for  calculating  time,  viz.,  the 
solar  and  the  standard  systems.  In  passing 
upon  this  problem  the  courts  may  be  said 
to  have  adopted  the  principle  that  in  the 
absence  of  a  statute  or  custom  to  the  con- 
trary, designations  of  hours  of  time  are  pre- 
sumed to  refer  to  solar  time;  but  if  there 
existed  a  custom,  sufficiently  general  and 
uniform  to  make  it  evident  that  the  parties 
to  the  policy  intended  to  be  governed  by  it, 
the  policy  will  be  construed  in  the  light  of 
such  custom.  For  instance,  in  arriving  at 
a  conclusion  that  standard  time  was  in- 
tended by  the  parties,  the  following  language 
was  used  by  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals  in  Globe  &  Rutgers  Fire  Ins.  Co. 
V.  Moffat: 

"  'Business  in  this  city  has  conformed 
itself  to  this  regulation  so  universally  that 
this  court  will  take  judicial  notice  of  exist- 
ing conditions.  It  is  according  to  standard 
time  that  the  teller's  windows  in  every 
bank,  state  and  national,  open  and  close; 
that  the  hour  of  delivery  is   fixed    for   all 


stocks,  bonds,  warehouse  certificates,  and 
other  evidences  of  ownership  of  property  - 
bought  and  sold  on  all  the  exchanges;  that 
the  vast  army  of  labor  begins  and  ends 
work;  that  vessels  depart  for  every  port, 
foreign  and  domestic;  that  every  business 
and  social  engagement  is  made  and  kept. 
"  'It  is  the  time  according  to  which  all 
clocks  displayed  in  tower, facadeandpost, and 
in  every  watchmaker's  window  are  regulat- 
ed; at  which  the  "time-ball"  on  the  tower  of 
the  telegraph  building  falls,  and  to  which 
the  watches  in  the  pockets  of  every  individ- 
ual who  undertakes  to  keep  his  watch  timed 
at  all  are  conformed.  It  would  take  very 
strona  evidence  to  show  that  in  a  contract 
for  a  term  of  insurance  upon  property  in 
this  city  the  parties  intended  that  the  term 
should  be  measured  otherwise  than  by 
standard  time.' 

"The  Federal  statute  in  question  does  not 
prescribe  the  meaning  to  be  given,  in  pri- 
vate contracts,  to  designation  of  hours  of 
time  and,  of  itself,  the  statute  effects  no 
change  in  the  construction  of  policies  of 
insurance.  It  will  doubtless  be  hereafter 
contended  that,  as  a  result  of  the  passage  of 
the  Federal  statute,  there  arose  a  generally 
observed  practice  of  adopting  the  system  of 
time  tlierein  designated.  The  correctness 
of  this  contention  will  depend,  in  each  in- 
stance, upon  the  practice  existing  in  the 
locality  in  question.  It  occurs  to  me  that, 
to  withdraw  the  question  from  this  realm  of 
uncertainty,  it  would  be  advisable  for  the 
policy  itself  to  designate  what  system  of 
time  is  referred  to.  This  could  be  accom- 
plislied  by  an  appropriate  endorsement 
stamped  or  printed  upon  the  policy." 


Of  forty-two  American  wood  vessels 
launched  on  July  4  (some  a  little  before) , 
nineteen  were  from  Pacific  Coast  yards.

Stick  to  the  Job 

"Stick  to  the  job — keep  wide  awake — and 
win."  In  those  words  is  all  the  business 
wisdom  of  the  ages. 

"Sticking  to  one  thing,"  says  W.  R. 
Melton  in  the  Specialty  Salesman  Magazine, 
has  been  preached  and  pounded  home  since 
Columbus  stuck  to  the  job  of  finding  Amer- 
ica. 

"Columbus  wanted  to  discover  a  contin- 
ent. Most  of  the 'wise  ones'  of  the  time 
thought  he  wanted  the  impossible,  but  he 
believed  otherwise.  Tiiat  was  the  power 
that  built  his  ship,  collected  his  revenue, 
and  found  his  continent.  The  one  thing  he 
believed  in  he  accomplished," 

That  philosophy  applies-  to  business. 
Ambitions — dreams  of  success — visions  of 
accomplishment— are  worthless  if  the  one 
who  dreams  them  lets  them  simmer  out  in 
aimless  enterprises  and  die.  To  accomplish 
anything  worth  while,  a  man  must  stick  to 
his  ambitions. 

One  of  the  saddest  sights  is  the  migratory 
"business  butterfly,"  who  flutters  from  job 
to  job,  the  picture  of  uncertainty.  "Why 
don't  you  stick?  Wa^^n't  the  job  your 
kind?"  "Oh,  yes,  but  I  didn't  like  this, 
that,  or  the  other  fellow;  I  had  to  drift." 

In  those  four  hopeless  words  lies  all  the 
story  of  countless  business  failures.  "Ihad 
to  drift?"  And  the  reason?  Seldom  an 
honest  one!  No  doubt  "the  square  peg  in 
a  round  hole"  employe  ought  to  move  on 
when  he  finds  he  isn't  suited  to  the  job. 
But  how  many  move  on  because  they  are 
unsuited  to  their  work?  About  one  out  of 
every  ten.  Of  the  rest — the  other  nine — 
most  of  them  move  on  just  for  the  sake  of 
moving.  They  feel  the  "position  wander- 
lust."    They  are  business  commuters. 

Off  in  the  limbo  of  the  restless  business 
world  that  tempting  mirage — the  Maybe 
Job — is    calling,    "Follow   me!"     Whence? 


The  answer  never  comes.  In  fact,  the 
"butterfly"  never  stops  to  find  out  if  there 
is  an  answer,  but  stumbles  on  blindly,  hop- 
ing always  he  will  strike  that  Oasis  of  Busi- 
ness Fortune,  which,  down  in  his  heart,  he 
knows  he  has  no  right  to  find — because  he 
never  worked  and  planned  for  it. — Western 
Union  Life  Monthly. 


Concentration 

The  world  at  large  lacks  moral  conviction, 
but  it  admires  the  man  who  does  not  hesi- 
tate. As  society  runs,  there  is  a  general 
absence  of  a  definite  purpose;  yet  society 
lionizes  the  man  with  one  idea.  The  great 
Napoleon  annihilated  armies  larger  than 
his  own  by  striking  at  a  section  of  the  op- 
position with  all  hif!  power  concentrated  at 
the  point  of  impact.  He  defeated  his  foes 
in  detail  by  offering  concentration  against 
tiie  lack  of  it.  Captain  Mahan  in  his  "Sea 
Power  in  History"  points  out  how  concen- 
tration in  sea  fights  has  always  won,  and 
division  of  forces  ha^  always  lost. 

Concentration  implies  enthusiasm,  cour- 
age, conviction,  order. 

See  ten  men  a  day  if  you  can  see  them  in 
the  right  way.  An  interview  which  exhibits 
vacillation,  hesitation  or  weakness  on  your 
part  is  a  good  deal  worse  than  time  wasted. 
if  you  are  ready  to  strike  when  you  start 
out,  if  you  are  ready  with  all  your  powers 
when  you  get  before  your  man,  repeated 
interviews  will  not  be  necessary.  Lack  of 
order,  lack  of  enthusiasm,  lack  of  convic- 
tion, lack  of  the  ability  to  concentrate  every 
force  within  your  command  upon  tlie  point 
at  issue,  not  only  extends  your  work,  but  in 
many  cases  destroys  it. 

Most  of  us  know  too  much  about  life  in- 
surance as  a  science.  The  more  things  we 
know  which  are  not  pertinent  to  getting 
the  signature  on  the  dotted  line,  the  more 
danger  there  will  be  that  we  will  discuss 
them;  the  more  we  discuss  them  the  farther 
away  we  get  from  the  point  at  issue. — 
Darwin  P.  Kingsley,  in  New  York  Life  Bul- 
letin.

Cold    Storage   Helps    Producer   and    Con- 
sumer 

Cold  storage  is  too  big  a  need  of  modern 
life  to  be  downed  by  early  prejudices.  It 
has  become  an  enormous  business  and  has 
won  the  approval  of  producers  and  of  all 
consumers  who  insist  on  getting  a  hundred 
cents'  worth  for  a  dollar. 

The  rule  prohibiting  the  making  of  loans 
by  the  warehousemen  themselves  up  to 
more  than  70  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the 
products  in  cold  storage  was  designed  to 
prevent  market  manipulations  and  large 
operations  on  small  capital. 

The  consumer  has  been  protected  by  a. 
Food  Administration  ruhng  which  prohibits 
the  sale  of  cold-storage  food  as  fresh.  The 
dealer  who  patronizes  cold-storage  ware- 
houses is  protected    by  a   regulation   which 


New  Industrial  Competition 

Children  from  two  to  eighteen  years  of 
age  may  now  be  insured  by  lodge  fraternals 
in  New  York.  The  bill  signed  by  the  gov- 
ernor was  known  as  "the  whole  family  pro- 
tection." 

The  fraternals  have  been  working  for  this 
law  for  some  time,  in  a  rather  clamorous 
way,  and  expect  to  persuade  other  legisla- 
tures to  enact  a  similar  law. 

The  object  is  to  compete  with  industrial 
companies  for  a  class  of  business  unavoid- 
ably expensive  and  which  now  yields  small 
profit.  Industrial  insurance  requires  cap- 
ital, which  the  fraternals  must  be  prepared 
to  furnish — and  risk. 

Possibly,  however,  the  fraternals  expect 
their  members  to  walk  up  to  the  bargain 
counter  and  ask  for  insurance  for  the  chil- 
dren also,  with  one  premium  covering  all, 
payable  without  collectors. 

The  War  Department  authorizes  the  fol- 
lowing statement  from  the  Ordnance  De- 
partment: 

Increased  stress  is  being  placed  on  the 
manufacture  of  the  .45-caliber  automatic 
pistol  by  the  Ordnance  Department,  fol- 
lowing a  change  in  equipment  of  the  Amer- 
ican Expeditionary  Forces,  that  has  quad- 
rupled the  total  pistol  requirements.  By 
impressing  some  reorganized  factories  and 
borrowing  facilities  from  rifle  production 
the  Ordnance  Department  hopes  to  be  able 
to  meet  the  requirements  without  undue 
delay.  Daily  production  is  now  about  3,000, 
and  is  steadily  growing. 

The  un-American  zone  system  has  been 
put  in  force  by  the  postoffioe  department. 
It  is  an  exhibition  of  the  Prussian  spirit  but 
will  make  the  people  of  this  country  more 
sectional  than  ever  by  restricting  the  circu- 
lation of  magazines,  weeklies  and  dailies  M 
national  interest  and  service.

The  federal  alien  property  custodian  will 
close  out  the  business  interests  of  all  United 
States  branches  of  German  insurers  and  re- 
insurers. All  mercantile  and  industrial  in- 
terests owned  and  controlled  by  enemies 
will  likewise  be  closed  out. 

Outstanding  risks  will  be  reinsured  as 
soon  as  possible,  or  cancelled  pro  rata. 

As  we  said  when  war  was  declared, 
the  German  companies  should  have  can- 
celled pro  rata  or  reinsured.  Then  they 
would  have  had  a  shred  of    reputation    left.

Accident  Policies  to  Restrict  Benefits 

It  is  proposed  to  give  up  such  "frills"  as 
triple  and  quadruple  indeuinities,  the  "fully 
accumulated"  policy,  and  to  restrict  the 
double  indemnity  clause.  Companies  are 
agreeing  to  accept  the  reforms  on  O(;tober  1. 
Accumulations  are  to  be  limited  to  10  per- 
cent, and  total  50  percent.  Fixed  indem- 
nities are  to  be  limited  to  loss  of  life  and 
limbs.  Beneficiaries'  and  children's  insur- 
ance is  eliminated.  Health  policies  will  not 
include  indemnity  for  partial  disability  nor 
medical  or  surgical  fees  where  there  is  no 
disability  creating  liability  for  weekly  in- 
demnity. Hospital  indemnities  are  limited 
to  half  total  disability,  with  ten  weeks  limit.

Press  reports  of  this  Washington  town 
fire  read  like  many  fires  of  1889— Bakers- 
field,  Seattle,  EUensburg. 

A  strong  west  wind  blew  when  the  fire 
started  at  1:20  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
June  25.  The  fire  spread  so  rapidly  that 
people  were  forced  to  flee  from  their  homes 
and  save  little  or  nothing.  Within  four 
hours  twenty-four  blocks  were  wholly  de- 
stroyed— dwellings,  stores,  mills,  churches, 
halls.     The  town's  two  banks  escaped. 

According  to  a  Seattle  paper  the  wind 
driven  flames  were  freakish,  lifting  and 
circling.  The  flames,  for  example,  jumped 
a  large  frame  laundry  "which  had  been 
damaged  oy  fire  several  times  in  the  last 
year." 

Volunteer  firemen  and  apparatus  from 
EUensburg  and  Roslyn  answered  appeals 
for  assistance.  Twelve  homes  were  dyna- 
mited, but  no  explosives  nor  water  nor  fren- 
zied fire-fighting  could  check  the  spreading 
flames. 

Some  1,500  persons  were  made  homeless. 
The  fire  started  near  the  Rose  movie  build- 
ing. The  largest  loss  was  that  of  the  Miller 
&  Short  115,000  lumber  mill.

COURT 

Employe,  who  took  iiiuisual  route  in  leav- 
ing ship,  which  was  in  process  of  construc- 
tion, to  go  to  lunch,  and  was  killed,  held 
not  in  course  of  his  employment. — Moore  & 
Scott  Iron  Works  v.  Industrial  Accident 
Commission,  172  P.  1114. 

An  experienced  lanndryman,  who  while 
operating  a  wringing  machine  removed,  for 
a  definite  purpose  and  contrary  to  Work- 
men's Compensation,  Insurance,  and  Safety 
Act,  sees.  55,  62,  67,  a  guard  which  he 
knew  was  provided  for  his  safety,  was 
chargeable  with  willful  misconduct  within 
section  12,  subd.  3,  and  could  not  recover 
for  resulting  injuries. — Bay  Shore  Laundry 
Co.  V.  Industrial  Accident  Commission  of 
California,  172  P.  1128. 

Where  servant  was  required  to  handle  a 
conduit  in  a  vise,  and  while  temporarily 
absent  another  connected  live  wires  to  the 
conduit,  so  that  when  the  servant  returned 
he  was  killed  in  touching  the  conduit,  he 
was  performing  a  service  growing  out  of  and 
incidental  to  his  employment  at  the  time  of 
his  death  within  St.  1917,  §  2394—3,  subd.

If  employe,  injured  by  fall  on  her  em- 
ployer's stairway,  tripped  and  fell,  not  on 
account  of  her  employment,  but  on  account 
of  her  physical  or  mental  condition,  or  her 
exertions  in  her  own  affairs,  or  any  cause 
other  than  employment,  her  dependent 
cannot  recover  compensation. — Hallett's 
Case,  119  N.  E.  673, 


That  the  place  would  not  have  been  dan- 
gerous but  for  changes  made  on  suggestion 
of  the  injured  employe  does  not  affect  em- 
ployer's liability;  the  dangerous  condition 
arising  from  elimination  of  an  important 
part  of  the  employe's  plan. — Scherer  v. 
Danziger,  173  P.  85.  (Cal  ) 

Widow,  awarded  compensation  under 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  for  death  of 
husband  from  injuries  arising  out  of  and 
in  course  of  his  employment,  is  not  barred 
from  receiving  further  payments  as  a  de- 
pendent upon  her  remarriage. — Bott'sCase, 
119  N.  E.  755. 


Under  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  § 
12,  providing  additional  compensation  for 
100  weeks  for  irrevocable  loss  of  sight  of 
both  eyes,  and  for  50  weeks  for  such  loss  of 
one  eye,  an  employe  who  lost  one  eye  before 
entering  employment,  and  thereafter, 
through  accidental  injury,  lost  the  sight  of 
his  remaining  eye,  could  have  such  addi- 
tional compensation  for  only  50  weeks. — In

California  Rainfall 

Rainfall  in  season  of  1917-18,  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, was  11.48  inches,  which  is  the  lowest 
recorded  since  the  season  of  1897-98,  when 
it  was  only  9.38.

Mr.  Pipkin  is  an  able  underwriter  and  a 
cultured  and  amiable  gentleman,  whom  it 
was  the  pleasure  of  many  of  our  underwrit- 
ers to  meet  when  he  visited  San  Francisco 
some  years  ago. 


Liability  of  Owner  of  Automobile 

A  master  is  not  liable  for  the  acts  of  iiis 
servant  while  temporarily  in  the  employ  of 
another. 

One  who  keeps  an  automobile  for  the 
pleasure  and  convenience  of  himself  and 
family  is  liable  for  injury  caused  by  its  neg- 
ligent operation  in  such  use,  and  it  is  im- 
material that  the  chauffeur  is  furnished  and 
paid  for  by  another. 

Owner  of  car  held  liable  for  a  negligent 
collision  by  chauffeur  furnished  by  manu- 
facturing company,  as  ciiauffeur  was  not 
then  the  servant  of  company.  —  Grouse  v. 
Lubin,  103  A.  725. 

Under  policy  indemnifying  against  injur- 
ies by  reason  of  maintenance  or  use  of  auto- 
mobile, mere  fact  that  insured's  son,  who 
was  driving  the  car  at  the  time  of  the  acci- 
dent, was  of  legal  age,  did  not  avoid  liability 
of  the  insured,  where  the  son  was  just  out 
of  school,  a  member  of  the  family,  and  de- 
pendent upon  his  father. 

The  insurer  was  liable  when  it,  having 
undertaken  the  defense  of  an  action,  with- 
drew therefrom,  and  repudiated  its  obliga- 
tion to  defend.— Fullerton  v.  United  States 
Casualty  Co.,  167  N.  W.  700. 


New   York   Fire  and   Fire  Marine  Report 

Tremendous  Increase  in  Premiums  and  Liabilities 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  June  24,  1918. 

Part  1.  of  the  annual  report  of  the  New 
York  state  insurance  department  covering 
the  audited  statements  of  the  280  fire,  fire- 
marine  and  marine  insurance  companies 
for  1917  authorized  to  transact  the  above 
classes  of  business  in  this  state  was  today 
given  to  the  public  by  Superintendent  of 
Insurance  Phillips. 

A  summary  of  the  operations  and  finan- 
cial condition  of  these  companies  shows 
that  they  held  on  December  31st  last  ad- 
mitted assets  of  1977,607,034;  an  increase  of 
$109,991,148  over  Dec.  31,  1916. 

The  liabilities  increased  $95,465,355,  or 
over  16  percent. 

Income  was  $670,606,866,  an  increase  of 
1145,843,654,  or  nearly  30  percent.  Prem- 
iums gained  $130,541,960. 

Loss  payments  to  policyholders  increased 
about  $43,000,000. 

Unpaid  loss  claims  show  a  material  in- 
crease. 

The  underwriting  result  based  on  earned 
premiums  shows  a  gain  from  underwriting 
of  $32,858,758. 


Brokers. — In  order  to  enforce  a  lien  lor 
broker's  commission  on  the  sale  of  certain 
property,  where  the  funds  have  come  into 
the  hands  of  a  third  person,  plaintiff  must 
show  that  he  has  an  equitable  lien  thereon, 
and  mere  promise  to  pay  out  of  a  designated 
fund  does  not  give  such  lien.

Best  Year  in  the  Company's  History 

The  fifty-sixth  annual  statement  of  the 
London  &  Lancashire  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany gives  grand  totals  which  we  turn  into 
dollars  as  follows: 

Assets,  $45,080,580,  classed  as— capital 
$1,566,410;  reserve  fund  $5,000,000,  fire 
funds  $6,227,500,  marine  funds  $1,872,500, 
accident  funds  $2,570,000 ;  staflF pension  fund 
$559,035,  carried  forward  $4,185,945, 

Net  fire  premiums  were  $10,569,800;  net 
losses  were  $4,588,820. 

Net  marine  premiums  were  $2,755,000, 
with  $1,754,230  losses. 

Accident  and  general  premiums  were 
$4,162,570,  with  $2,042,325  losses. 

Total  premium  income  in  1917,  $17,487,- 
370;  losses,  $8,385,375;  average  loss  ratio, 
about  48  percent. 

The  trade  profit  was  over  $3,000,000  or 
17.24  percent.  Deducting  income  tax  and 
excess  profit-duty,  the  net  profit  was  11.53 
percent. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Marine  Ins.  Co. 
added  a  large  amount  of  assets.  On  De- 
cember 31,  1916,  the  total  assets  were  about 
$29,000,000.  In  the  year  1917  the  assets 
advanced  some  $16,000,000  to  $45,000,000. 

The  Pacific  department,  under  Manager 
Stoy,  with  the  co-operation  of  loyal  agents, 
active  field  men  and  friends  in  the  business 
world,  did  its  "bit"  in  war  time  by  entering 
the  600-thousand  class,  the  Coast  premiums 
rising  from  $570,830  to  $628,762. 

The  department  business,  including  the 
Orient,  yields  $875,478  premiums,  a  gain  of 
$83,739,  with  only  38  percent  losses. 
Among  San  Francisco  departments  the  rank 
advanced  2  points. 


The  total  number  of  states  entered  to  date 
by  the  Home  Fire  and  Marine  of  California 
is  now  forty-six.

Automobile 

B.  G.  Wills,  superintendent  of  the  auto- 
mobile department  of  the  Fireman's  Fund, 
in  commenting  upon  the  increased  volume 
of  automobile  premiums  of  the  company, 
is  authority  for  the  statement  that  a  large 
percentage  of  the  business  from  San  Fran- 
cisco brokers  and  business  firms  is  on  cars 
purchased  by  shipyard  workers  at  the  Union 
Iron  Works  and  other  plants.  Automobile 
salesmen  are  taking  advantage  of  the  sudden 
prosperity  of  this  class  of  workmen.  They 
approach  the  workmen  when  they  emerge 
from  the  shops.  A  sale  is  often  closed  on 
the  spot,  the  purchaser  driving  his  new  car 
home.

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GERMAN  COMPANIES 

Insurance  in  United  States  Branches    Were  Better  Canceled— Hundreds  of 
Millions  Still  in  Force 

On  January  1,  1917,  the  three  chief  German  direct  writers  of  fire 
insurance  in  this  country  had  $724,300,000  insurance  in  force.  Of 
this  grand  total,  23  percent  was  for  one  year  and  the  remainder  for  two, 
three,  four  and  five  years,  but  chiefly  for  three  years. 

On  January  1,  1918,  these  three  companies  had  $603,139,030  in 
force,  after  we  had  been  at  war  with  Germany  for  nearly  nine  months. 
The  outstanding  insurance  was  then,  as  now,  mostly  for  three  years. 

Since  December  9,  1917,  they  have  not  been  allowed  to  write  new 
business.  One  of  the  three  companies  has  since  reinsured,  making 
two  which  have  reinsured.  The  Hamburg-Bremen  and  the  Prussian 
National  are  carrying  their  risks  to  expiration. 

All  United  States  branches  of  German  companies  are  in  the  hands 
of  a  government  custodian  of  alien  property. 

The  German  reinsurer  branches  on  January  1,  1918,  had  $784,- 
475,251  in  force.  On  .January  1,  1917,  the  same  reinsuring  German 
companies  had  $1,530,928,410  in  force. 

The  companies  are  allowing  the  business  to  "run  off  the  books." 
The  Nord  Deutsche  and  the  Aachen  &  Munich,  however,  very  wisely  and 
with  due  consideration  for  their  policyholders,  reinsured  in  authorized 
companies  all  their  outstanding  business. 

Policyholders  in  German  companies  which  have  not  so  reinsured 
should  at  once  cancel  and  themselves  insure  in  companies  of  their  own 
selection.     Agents  and  brokers  should  advise  them  according. 

While  the  war  continues  the  only  funds  behind  these  German 
policies  are  in  this  country.  In  the  event  of  a  great  possible  conflagra- 
tion these  German  companies  could  pay  only  a  small  fraction  of  a  dollar 
of  liabilitj— perhaps  nothing.  If  because  of  the  recent  earthquake,  for 
example,  Los  Angeles  had  suffered  a  large  conflagration,  the  policy- 
holders of  the  Prussian  National,  a  company  which  has  written  largely 
in  that  city  at  cut  rates,  would  have  recovered  very  little  of  their  losses, 

we  feel  sure. 

There  is  yet  another  reason.  These  companies  have  perforce 
ceased  to  write  new  business,  and  their  morale  has  no  doubt  been  un- 
favorably affected.  They  have  not  the  same  competitive  reasons  for 
dealing  liberally  with  claimants  as  when  they  were  seeking  renewals 
and  new  business. 
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AMERICAN  FIRE  LOSSES 

Annual  Total  Is  Unknown -^ National  Board 
Totals  Are  Merely  Newspaper  Estimates

Dear  Sir: 

Your  inquiry  of  the  15th  ult.,  addressed 
to  Mr.  0.  E.  Lane  as  Chairman  of  our  Com- 
mittee on  Statistics  and  Origin  of  Fires,  has 
been  referred  to  this  office  for  reply. 

The  total  fire  loss  as  published  in  the  an- 
nual report  of  our  Committee  on  Statistics 
is  ascertained  from  the  records  of  the 
"Journal  of  Commerce"  deducting  Canad- 
ian losses.  While  we  appreciate  that  these 
statistics  are  more  or  less  guess-work,  we 
have  made  a  practice  of  publishing  the 
figures  since  1871,  noting  the  source  of  our 
information  in  the  tabulation.  We  have 
felt  for  some  time  past  that  more  reliable 
statistics  should  be  published,  but  up  to  the 
present  time  have  been  unable  to  compile 
such  figures. 

We  hope  in  the  course  of  a  year  or  two  to 
have  the  records  of  our  Actuarial  Bureau  in 
such  shape  and  supported  by  a  sufficient 
number  of  companies  to  enable  us  to  issue 
a  statement  covering  the  insurance  loss  oc- 
casioned by  fire  which  will  be  the  most 
authentic  obtainable.  The  figures  will,  of 
course,  include  only  the  fire  losses  paid  and 
will  make  no  reference  to  the  losses  incurred 
during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  fire  loss  as  quoted  in  the 
report  of  Superintendent  Phillips  of  the  New 
York  Insurance  Department  is  taken  from 
the  annual  statement  of  companies  trans- 
acting business  in  that  state  and  includes 
all  classes  of  business  written  by  joint  stock 
fire  insurance  companies.

Man  Power  and 
Human  Power 

We  read  much  of  man  power  these  days; 
human  power  is  a  better  term,  because 
it  empliasizes  the  fact  that  the  women 
and  children  also  constitute  a  great 
factor  in  this  war.     In  the  final  victory 
every  man,  woman  and  child  in  America 
can  and  should  have  a  part. 


In  comparing  the  man  power  of  Ger- 
many with  that  of  the  United  States  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  the  manual  labor 
of  the  man  power  of  the  nation  is  per- 
formed, is  exerted  by  the  German 
women  than  by  the  women  of  America. 
It  is  said  that  in  peace  times  the  women 
constituted  42  percent  of  the  agricultural 
and  industrial  labor  of  Germany.     They 
work  in  the  fields,  in  the  factories,  in 
the  mines,  at  the  very  hardest  and  most 
laborious  tasks,  doing  the   work   only 
done  by  men  in  this  country.     With  a 
great  proportion  of  the  German  men  in 
the  army,  it  is  not  improbable  that 
women  now  constitute  by  far  the  larger 
half  of  German  manual  labor. 

The  women  of  the  United  States  are 
now  nobly,  unselfishly,  bearing  their 
share  of  the  burdens  of  war.    It  will  be 
with  their  assistance  and  cooperation 
and  their  full  assumption  of  the  burdens 
and  duties  of  the  day  that  the  United 
States  is  to  exert  its  full  power  in  ridding 
the  world  of  that  intolerable  German 
kultur  which  makes  brute  soldiers  of  the 
men  and  slaves  of  the  women.

Acquisition  cost  has 
been  reduced. 


San  Francisco  City  Fire  Business 

Secretary  Speyer  of  the  Underwriters 
Fire  Patrol  has  issued  the  semi-annual  re- 
port of  premiums  and  assessments  early. 
The  total  premiums  for  the  half  year  is 
$2,060,374.  This  is  a  gain  of  $47,563  over 
the  first  six  months  of  1917.  The  Liverpool 
&  London  &  Globe  leads  with  $120,696;  the 
Home  of  New  York  is  second,  with  $102,- 
569.  No  other  company  or  office  reports 
as  much  as  $100,000  city  premiums  for  the 
half-year. 


Sudden  Death  of  Fred  Beaver 

Untimely  death  came  to  Frederick  H. 
Beaver,  of  Kilgarif  &  Beaver,  for  many 
years  the  very  successful  general  agents  of 
the  Pacific  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company, 
at  San  Francisco.  It  developed  recently 
that  Mr.  Beaver  was  afflicted  with  a  cancer. 
As  the  result  of  an  operation  he  died  in  a 
San  Francisco  hospital  on  July  23  His 
widow,  two  daughters  and  two  sons  survive 
him.

A  year  or 
two  ago  he  was  made  honorary  member  of 
the  Insurance  Brokers'  Exchange  of  San 
Francisco.  Mr.  Jennings'  son,  Charles  P., 
who  is  in  the  insurance  business  in  Chicago, 
came  here  and  attended  the  funeral,  and 
returned  home  with  the  remains.  The 
widow  of  the  deceased  accompanied  the  son 
back  to  Chicago.  Joseph  Jennings  was  a 
man  of  fine  character,  honest,  unassuming, 
loyal,  industrious.  He  came  to  San  Fran- 
cisco from  Chicago  some  time  after  the 
Civil  War, 
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American  of  Newark 

This  old  company  entered  the  12-miUion 
class  as  to  assets,  the  5-million  class  as  to 
premiums  and  the  6-raillion  class  as  to  both 
income  and  reinsurance  reserve.  The  gains 
were  large,  being  near  a  million  in  each. 
The  capital  is  now  $2,000,000.  The  prem- 
ium income  was  $5,619,816  last  year.  The 
reinsurance  reserve  is  even  larger,  being 
$6,246,164. 

The  year  1917  was  one  of  good  net  results. 
Losses  incurred  were  46  percent  of  premiums 
received  and  only  about  53  percent  of  prem- 
iums earned.  Manager  George  O.  Hoadley 
wrote  a  largely  increased  business  for  the 
American  last  year,  passing  $307,000,  with 
a  low  loss  ratio.

Life 

The  Metropolitan  Life  does  the  industrial 
business  of  Montana,  writing  in  1917  $999,- 
611,  a  gain  of  $262,381. 

B.  E.  Ellis,  agent  for  Equitable  Life  at 
San  Francisco,  has  resigned.  He  has  ranch 
interests  in  Iowa  and  Minnesota. 

The  institution  of  life  insurance  has  been 
built  up,  without  governmental  subsidy, 
upon  mathematical  principles  into  a  vast 
system  of  voluntary  co-operation  between 
policyholders  for  mutual  protection  on  a 
basis  of  cost,  plus  the  expense  of  adminis- 
tration. The  companies  are  merely  admin- 
istrative agencies.  Approximately  87  per 
cent  of  all  legal  reserve  business,  including 
about  60  percent  of  all  business  carried  by 
stock  companies  is  on  the  mutual  plan.  Of 
the  stock  companies  only  nine  earned  and 
paid  to  stockholders  in  1917  dividends  in 
excess  of  the  minimum  rate  authorized  by 
the  excess  profits  law.  The  total  of  these 
dividends  was  $436,373,  and  the  average 
ratio  of  dividends  to  capital  invested  was 
8.45  percent.  Only  three  of  these  com- 
panies exceeded  the  9  percent  minimum 
rate  recognized  by  the  Act  as  exempt  from 
the  excess  profits  tax. — General  Counsel 
Job  E.  Hedges. 


Fire 

The  August  number  of  the  Fireman's 
Fund  Record  embodies  in  its  new  form  a 
distinctive  change  in  size  and  shape  from 
former  numbers.  It  is  planned  to  make 
the  Record  a  clearing  house  for  the  ex- 
change of  ideas  in  underwriting  as  well  as 
matters  of  importance  concerning  the  re- 
lations of  the  company  and  its  agents. 

At  a  town  in  Missouri,  a  blacksmith  was 
arrested  on  a  charge  of  burning  his  prop- 
erty.

Where  accident  insurance  policy  excepted 
injuries  resulting  wliolly  or  partly,  or  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  from,  or  while,  or  in 
consequence  of  being  affected  by  intoxicants, 
etc.,  defense  thereunder  is  affirmative,  and 
the  burden  is  on  insurer  to  establish  it. 
Insurer  must  show  that  acccident  was  con- 
sequence of  insured's  use  of  intoxicants, 
showing  of  a  physiological  change  from 
normal,  induced  by  intoxicants  being  insuf- 
ficient.—  Bowers  v.  Great  Eastern  Casualty

The  Entente  Allies — excluding  Rus- 
sia and  including  only  those  British 
dominions  which  are  self-governing 
and.  only  the  United  States  proper — 
have  11,000,000  square  miles  of  terri- 
tory, 303,000,000  people,  and  $495,- 
000,000,000  of  national  wealth. 

The  Central  Powers  have  1,250,000 
square  miles  of  territory,  147,000,000 
people,  and  $134,000,000,000  of  na- 
tional wealth. 


The  Entente  owe  an  aggregate  debt 
of  $69,000,000,000,  which  is  alwut  14 
percent  of  their  total  assets.  The 
Central  Powers  owe  $37,000,000,000, 
of  28  percent  of  their  national   wealth. 


German  insurance  companies,  espec- 
ially the  reinsurers,  are  hard  hit  by 
war  conditions.  Life  companies  are 
probably  the  most  damaged  by  loss  of 
business  and  by  extraordinary  death 
claims. 


The  German  Docks 

The  taking  over  by  the  United  States 
of  the  title  and  possession  of  the  docks, 
piers,  wharves,  and  other  shipping 
property  on  the  Hudson  River,  owned 
by  the  German  steamship  companies, 
the  North  German  Lloyd  and  the 
Hamburg  corporations,  is  greeted  with 
universal  approval  by  the  American 
people.  The  property  is  to  be  retained 
by  the  Government  and  not  turned 
back  to  its  former  owners  at  the  close 
of  the  war.

The  Bankers  Life  of  Des  Moines 
recently  paid  its  first  death  loss  as  a 
result  of  a  sea-plane  accident  when  it 
mailed  a  draft  for  $5,000  to  the  bene- 
ficiary of  Byrl  E.  Sylvester,  of  Plain- 
field,  Minn.,  who  died  on  June  19, 
1918,  in  a  sea-plane  accident  at  the 
U.  S.  naval  air  station  at  Pensacola, 
Fla.  The  young  man  was  twenty-six 
years  old  and  had  carried  his  insur- 
ance almost  exactly  six  years.  He 
had  seen  service  and  had  been  wounded 
on  the  battle  front  in  France  before 
entering  the  naval  aviation  work  in 
this  country.

From  Indian  Names 

Mississippi  was  named  after  the  riv- 
er discovered  by  Desoto.  It  means 
father  of  waters.  The  river  where  the 
Spanish  explorer  found  it  is  very  wide 
and  land-devouring. 

Minnesota  was  named  after  a  Sioux 
Indian  word  meaning  "water  cloudy. ' ' 

Michigan  was  named  from  the  Al- 
gonquin word  Mishigamo  or  Misha- 
wigama,  meaning  great  water,  as  is 
Lake  Michigan.  The  spelling  is  prob- 
ably of  French  origin,  by  the  French 
missionary  explorers.  It  is  unfair  to 
call  the  people  Michiganders. 

Indiana  was  purchased  from  the  In- 
dians and  was  therefore  given  that 
name.  Formerly  the  people  were 
called  Hoosiers,  because,  it  was  said, 
all  of  the  pioneers  asked  everybody 
"whoseyer  choice  for  President  ?" 

Illinois  is  French  for  Illini,  an  In- 
dian confederation.  The  early  settlers 
were  French  from  Canada,  and  the 
country  was  claimed  to  be  a.  part  of 
New  France.  The  climate  in  summer 
is  hot,  and  the  French  settlers  sat  on 
vine  clad  porches  and  drew  cool  drinks 
through  straws.  For  this  reason  the 
early  visitors  from  the  East  called  them 
Suckers.  This  nickname  still  adheres 
to  Illinoians. 

Idaho  was  named  after  an  Indian 
word  meaning  mountain  gem. 

Massachusetts  was  named  after  an 
Indian  tribe,  whose  chief  was  Massa- 
soit,  who  welcomed  tlie  Pilgrims.  The 
meaning  is  "by  the  great  hill."

Porterville,Cal. ,  July  17.— Fire  of  an 
unknown  origin  destroyed  the  residence 
of  Roy  Millick,  a  contractor,  Garden 
street  and  Grevillea  avenue,  with  a 
loss  of  $3,200,  oh  which  there  was  no 
insurance.  One  of  the  automobile 
fire  machines  was  stalled  on  the  way 
to  the  fire,  and  an  examination  re- 
vealed that  the  carburetor  had  been 
tampered  with.  Fire  Chief  Halbert 
has  started  an  investigation.

A  five-story  brick  addition  to  a  to- 
bacco warehouse  in  Nashville,  Tenn., 
collapsed.  The  Southern  Underwriter 
says:  The  building  went  down  with 
400  hogsheads  of  tobacco,  two  tanks, 
etc.  The  tobacco  is  buried  in  debris, 
and  probably  almost  worthless.  The 
collapse  is  said  to  be  due  to  overload- 
ing. The  collapse  broke  the  water 
mains,  resulting  in  the  balance  of  the 
plant  being  without  sprinkler  protec- 
tion, and  rates  were  advanced  from  27 
cents  to  $2.36,'  under  new  policies  on 
the  undamaged   portion  of   the  plant 


The  Fire,  Marine  and  Liability

TEXAS 


The  insurance  commissioner  of  Texas 
refused  to  renew  the  licenses  of  nine 
Russian  companies,  on  the  ground 
that  they  were  German-owned,  "as 
a  matter  of  common  knowledge." 
Further,  the  American  premiums 
might  be  used  against  this  country  in 
the  present  war.  United  States  man- 
agers filed  affidavits  that  they  are  not 
under  German  dominion  and  would 
send  no  funds  to  Russia.  Their  li- 
censes have  been  reissued.

Business  Retirements  and  Auztion  Sahs  Ar3  Increasing  in  Number 

Where  formerly  only  a  little  space  in  the  papers  was  needed  to  ad- 
vertise auction  sales,  now  columns  are  required,  and  sometimes 
double  columns  well  displayed.  Happily  there  are  no  fire  sales,  so  we 
may  believe  that  embarrassed  business  men  are  not  preferring  the  in- 
surance companies  as  buyers. 

War  conditions  are  forcing  many  American  men  out  of  business. 
Competition,  high  prices,  increased  taxes,  insufficient  mercantile  sup- 
plies, declining  population,  departure  of  volunteers  and  draftees  for 
the  front,  labor  troubles,  inability  to  procure  clerical  help,  are  among 
the  causes.  "To  Let"  signs  are  increasing  in  number  Big  and  little 
stores,  shops  and  restaurants  are  closing  voluntarily  or  otherwise. 

The  auctioneers  are  doing  well.  Imagine  almost  any  salable  thing, 
and  within  a  brief  time  you  will  find  it  named  in  an  auction  advertise- 
ment. Goods  from  adjoining  states  too,  stock  and  fixtures  of  this  and 
that  firm,  of  this  and  that  town  or  street  and  number,  are  sold  at  auc- 
tion in  the  large  cities. 

These  are  significant  signs  of  the  times.  They  certainly  do  not 
mean  "Business  as  usual."  They  mean  if  not  a  decrease  in  pretnium 
receipts  at  least  a  decrease  in  the  past  normal  gains  in  premiums;  for 
these  are  not  normal  times.  Perhaps  these  signs  mean  also  gains  in 
losses  and  loss  ratios. 

There  are  1440  minutes  in  one  day;  there  are  525,980  minutes  in 
one  year  Multiply  the  latter  sum  by  60  and  you  have  31,558,800  sec- 
onds in  one  year.  Multiply  by  100  and  the  result  is  3,155,880,000 
seconds  in  100  years.

Should  Consumptives  Be  Allowed  to  Marry  Each  Other? 

Tuberculosis,  foniierly  more  generally  known  as  consumption,  is 
in  a  great  degree  a  disease  of  youth.  The  annual  death  rate  is  appal- 
ling. The  bacilli  are  everywhere,  carried  by  every  breeze,  and  falling 
wherever  dust  falls.  It  is  not  a  contagious  disease  nor  can  it  be  said 
to  be  infectious.  Wives  who  nurse  consumptive  husbands,  professional 
nurses  who  care  for  tuberculosis  patients,  do  not  thereby  contract  this 
disease. 

There  is  no  known  cure.  Nature,  it  is  said,  sometimes  effects  a 
cure,  with  pure  air  and  abundant  nourishing  food.  Moreover,  it  is 
known  that  human  lungs,  especially  those  of  children,  have  been 
scarred  by  tubercles  but  have  not  otherwise  given  any  indication  of  tu- 
berculosis. 

There  are  several  varieties  of  this  disease.  That  of  the  lungs  is 
most  fatal  and  with  the  shortest  period  of  survival.  In  all  cases  there 
is  a  predisposition  or  susceptibility  to  the  disease.  This  is  inherited 
and  not  the  disease  itself.  It  is  asserted,  however,  that  sometimes,  but 
very  rarely,  some  varieties  are  inherited. 

Young  people,  between  ages  20  and  30,  who  have  inherited  a  pre- 
disposition or  susceptibility,  are  most  subject  to  tuberculosis.  Mar- 
riage may  increase  this  susceptibility.  The  disease  burns  up  waste 
materials  in  the  body,  and  the  afflicted  persons  are  therefore  cheerful 
and  hopeful  to  the  last.     Therefore  they  marry. 

Unfortunately,  the  young  male  and  the  young  female  consumptive, 
drawn  together  by  sympathy  and  by  similar  health  pursuits,  are  too 
apt  to  "fall  in  love"  and  marr^-  one  another. 

The  offspring  of  such  unions  of  tuberculosis  victims  may  be  con- 
sidered doomed.  Their  chances  of  escaping  "the  great  white  plague'' 
are  certainly  less  than  were  those  of  their  parents;  they  are  doubly 
susceptible,  and  will  themselves  convey  to  the  next  generation,  by 
marriage,  increased  probabilities  of  spreading  the  plague. 

Should  not  society  protect  itself  by  legislation  prohibiting  the  inter- 
marriage of  these  unfortunate  people?  Protect  itself  and  futin-e  gener- 
ations? 

This  article  was  suggested  by  the  marriage-engagement  in  San 
Francisco  of  two  young  cousins,  both  afflicted  with  tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs.  The  marriage  would  have  taken  place  in  church,  as  planned, 
if  the  young  man  had  not  previously  died  of  the  "white  plague."

National   Fire    Ins.    Co.  v.  (lliver  204  S.  W. 

Rep.  367. 
Cancellation — Agency 

Where  an  owner  of  property  had  in- 
structed an  insurance  agent   "to  take 
his  insurance  and  keep  it  up  for  him," 
and  the  agent,  after  writing  the  policy 
which  the  company  directed  to  be  can- 
celed,   arranged    with    another    insur- 
ance  company  for  insurance   to    take 
effect  after  the  cancellation,  the  agent 
was  the  agent  of  the  owner  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acquiescing  in  the  cancellation, 
notwithstanding  that  a  five-day  notice 
thereof  was  not  given   as  required   by 
the  policy. 
Acts  of  Agent— Ratification 

Where  an  agent  of  an  insurance 
company  who  had  been  instructed  to 
keep  up  the  insurance  on  certain  prop- 
erty canceled  the  policy  under  in- 
structions from  the  company,  and  de- 
livered to  insured  a  policy  in  another 
company,  and  the  property  was  des- 
troyed by  fire,  that  ratification  of  such 
new  policy  by  the  insurance  company 
did  not  occur  until  after  the  fire  did 
not  prevent  the  ratification  from  being 
binding  on  the  insurer. 

Action  by  Rirliard  Oliver  against  the  Na- 
tional Fire  Insurance  Company.  From 
judgment  for  plaintiff,  defendant  appeals. 
Affirmed. 

Mrs.  May  Croley  was  the  agent  at 
Gilmer  of  the  Northern  Assurance  Com- 
pany and  also  of  appellant.  It  appeared 
from  the  testimony  of  appellee  as  a  witness 
that  prior  to  December  23,  1915,  he  re- 
quested Mrs.  Croley  "to  take  his  insurance 
and  keep   it    up   for    him,"    and   that   she 


agreed  to   do    so.     On    said    December '23, 

1915,  acting  for  said  Northern  Assurance 
Company,  Mrs.  Croley  issued  a  policy  in- 
suring, in  the  sum  of  $2,500  and  for  a 
period  of  one  year  from  that  date,  a  stock 
of  general  merchandise  and  the  building 
sanie  was  in,  in  Graceton,  belonging  to  ap- 
pellee, against  loss  by  fire.  The  policy  so 
issued  was  delivered  to  appellee.     April  13, 

1916,  said   assurance   company    repeated   a 
request  it  had  before  made  to    Mrs.    Croley 
to  cancel  all  "outside  risks"  she    had    writ- 
ten for  it.  meaning  by  "outside  risks"  poli 
cies  she  had   written    on  property    situated 
elsewhere  than  in  Gilmer.     April  14,    1916, 
Mrs.  Croley  took  up    with    one   Nisbet,    an 
agent  of  appellant  authorized  to   act  for   it, 
the  matter  of   appellant's  taking  over  the 
risks     carried  by   the   assurance    company 
which  she  had  been  directed  to  cancel.    Nis- 
bet agreed  for  appellant  that  it   would   take 
over  several  of  the  risks,   among  them  the 
one  on  appellee's  property  in  Graceton,  and, 
as  evidence  of  the  agreement  so   far  as   ap- 
pellee's property  was  concerned,    delivered 
to  Mrs.  Croley  a  statement  in  writing  dated 
April  U,  1916,  as  follows: 

••I  have  authoriled  12.500  written  in  National  In 
surauce  Co.  through  Gilmer,  Texas,  agency  on  bldg. 
and  stock  gen.  mdse.  located  s.  s.  Main  St.,  Graceton. 
Tex.,  belonging  to  Richard  Oliver.  Kate  5.22,  Rec- 
ommended net  line  $1,000.  Lower  on  account  of  re- 
moval of  bldg. 

••[Signed]    F.  A.  Xisbet.  Special  Agent. 

Intending  same  to  take  the  place  and  to 
be  in  lieu  of  the  policy  issued  as  stated  by 
said  assurance  company  to  appellee,  which 
she  had  been  directed  to  cancel,  Mrs.  Cro- 
ley, on  April  17,  1916,  as  she  had  been  au- 
thorized by  Nisbet  acting  for  appellant  to 
do,  and  as  she  had  declared  to  him  on  said 
April  Uth  she  would  do,  issued  a  policy  in 
appellant  company  for  a  like  sum  as  the  one 
issued  by  said  assurance  company,  insuring 
said  stock  of  merchandise  and  building 
against  loss  by  fire  for  a  period  of  one  year 
fr^om  that  date.  The  property  so  insured 
was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  night  of  April 
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18,  1916.  April  19,  1916,  Mrs.  Croley  for 
the  first  time  advised  appellee  that  the  as- 
surance company  had  directed  her  to  cancel 
tlie  policy  she  liad  issued  to  him  December 
23,  1915,  and  that  on  April  17,  1916,  she 
had  rewritten  the  risk  in  the  appellant  com- 
pany. Appellee  thereupon  delivered  the 
assurance  company's  policy  to  Mrs.  Croley, 
and  she  delivered  the  policy  she  had  writ- 
ten in  the  appellant  company  to  him.  The 
assurance  company  and  appellant,  respec- 
tively, having  denied  liability  on  the  policy 
issued  by  it,  appellee  commenced  a  suit 
against  each  of  them.  A.t  his  instance  the 
suits  were  consolidated  and  tried  as  one 
suit,  the  trial  resulting  in  a  judgment  for 
the  amount  of  the  policy  in  appellee's  favor 
against  appellant,  and  that  appellee  take 
nothing  by  his  suit  against  the  assurance 
company.     Appellant  alone  appealed. 

Willson,  C.  J.  (after  stating  the  facts  as 
above).  In  support  of  the  complaint  made 
here  that  the  trial  court  erred  when  he  re- 
fused to  instruct  the  jury  to  find  in  appel- 
lant's favor,  it  is  insisted  that  it  conclusively 
appeared  from  the  testimony: 

(1)  That  the  policy  issued  by  appellant 
was  not  to  be  effective  until  the  one  issued 
by  the  Northern  Assurance  Company  was 
canceled.     We  agree  it  so  appeared. 

[1]  (2)  That  the  policy  issued  by  said  as- 
surance company  had  not  been  canceled 
when  the  fire  occurred.  The  policy  contained 
a  provision  that  it  might  "be  canceled  at 
any  time  at  the  request  of  the  insured,  or 
by  the  company  by  giving  five  days'  notice 
of  the  cancellation."  It  was  not  pretended 
that  appellee  had  requested  the  assurance 
company  to  cancel  the  policy,  or  that  that 
company  had  effected  a  cancellation  thereof 
by  giving  the  notice  specified.  The  con- 
tention on  the  part  of  appellee  was,  it  seems, 
that  Mrs.  Croley  acted  for  him  when  she 
arranged  with  appellant  to  take  over  the 
risk  carried  by  the  assurance  company  on 
his  property,  and  that  he,  therefore,  under 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  was  in  the 
attitude  of  consenting  to  the  cancellation  of 
the  policy  demanded  by  the  assurance  com- 
pany. We  think  the  contention  was  not 
without  support  in  the  testimony.  By  ar- 
ranging with  Mrs.  Croley  "to  take   his   in- 


surance and  keep  it  up  for  him,"  as  he  tes- 
tified he  did,  appellee  authorized  her  to  do 
for  him  everything  reasonably  necessary  to 
be  done  to  keep  up  the  insurance.  The  as- 
surance company  having  determined  to  ex- 
ercise the  right  it  had  to  cancel  the  policy 
it  had  issued  on  the  property,  it  was  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  "keep  up  the  insurance," 
to  arrange  with  some  other  company  to 
carry  the  risk.  Incidental  to  this  was  the 
cancellation  of  the  policy  issued  by  the 
assurance  company,  for  appellant's  assump- 
tion of  the  risk  was  to  become  effective  only 
when  the  assurance  company  ceased  to 
carry  it.  We  are  of  opinion,  therefore,  that 
it  sutficiently  appeared  that  Mrs.  Croley 
had  power  to  bind  appellee  by  consenting 
to  a  cancellation  of  the  policy,  and  that, 
acting  for  him,  slie  consented  when  she  ar- 
ranged with  appellant  to  take  over  the  risk. 
We  think  the  testimony  warranted  a  find- 
ing that  the  liability  of  the  assurance  com- 
pany ceased,  and  the  liability  of  appellant 
began,  when  Nisbet  agreed  with  Mrs.  Cro- 
ley that  appellant  would  take  over  the  risk 
on  the  property. 

[2]  Having  determined  that  there  was 
testimony  warranting  a  finding  that  Mrs. 
Croley  was  authorized  to  act  for  appellee  in 
consenting  to  a  cancellation  of  the  policy  is- 
sued by  the  assurance  company,  and  there- 
fore that  the  trial  court  did  not  err  when  he 
refused  to  instruct  the  jury  as  complained 
of  in  the  assignment,  we  need  not  determine; 
and  do  not,  whether  that  court,  had  there 
been  no  such  testimony,  should  have  refused 
to  so  instruct  the  jury,  on  the  ground  that 
there  was  testimony  which  would  have  sup- 
ported a  finding  that  appellee  supplied  by  a 
ratification  of  her  act  any  lack  of  authority 
on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Croley  to  bind  him  by 
consenting  to  the  cancellation  of  the  policy 
issued  by  the  assurance  company.  The 
contention  on  the  part  of  appellant  is  that 
the  ratification  was  ineflPective  for  any  pur- 
pose because  it  occurred  after  the  property 
had  been  destroyed  by  fire.  All  we  care  to 
say  about  that,  if  the  holding  of  the  Court 
of  Civil  Appeals  in  Ins.  Co.  v.  Dalton,  175 
S.  W.  459,  relied  upon  by  appellant  as  sup- 
porting its  contention,  should  be  construed 
as  denying  to  the   insured    in   a  case   with

facts  like  this  one  a  right  to  assert  that  such 
a  ratification  is  binding  on  the  insurer,  we 
are  incHned  to  think  it  is  wrong  and  against 
the  weight  of  the  authorities.  2  Joyce  on 
Ins.,  §  642,  and  authorities  there  cited; 
Marqusee  v.  Ins.  Co.,  198  Fed.  475,  119  C. 
C.  A.  251,  42  L.  R.  A.  (N.  S.)  1025;  Ferrar 
V.  Western  Assur.  Co.,  30  Cal.  App.  489, 
159  Pac.  609,  611;  Todd  v.  Ins.  Co.,  2  Ga. 
App.  789,  59  S.  E.  94;  Boutwell  v.  Ins.  Co.,

Mortgagee's  Interest 

Under  policy  providing  that  mort- 
gagee's interest  shall  not  be  invalidated 
by  act  or  neglect  of  mortgagor,  there 
is  a  distinct  contract  of  insurance  on 
mortgagee's  interest  authorizing  his 
recovery,  though  circumstances  might 
prevent  recovery  by  mortgagor. 

Any  breach  of  the  terms  of  policy 
which  would  cause  a  lapse  as  against 
the  insured  will  avoid  the  policy  as 
against  the  mortgagee,  to  whom  the 
proceeds  are  payable  as  his  interest 
may  appear. 
Conveyance 

Under  policy  provision  that  mort- 
gagee shall  notify  of  any  change  of 
ownership,  absolute  conveyance  by 
owner,  of  which  mortgagee  fails  to 
give  notice,  renders  policy  void  as  to 
him. 

Where  policy  written  in  name  of 
mortgagor  names  mortgagee  as  ap- 
pointee of  fund,  mortgagor's  convey- 
ance of  title  to  mortgagee  is  in  viola- 
tion of  a  policy  provision  prohibiting 
change  of  ownership  in  property. 

That  policy  shall  be  terminated  by 
change  in  ownership  conveyance  must 
be  to  one  not  himself  insured  by  pol- 


icy, and  a  mere  acceleration  of  mort- 
gagee's insured  interest  by  direct  con- 
veyance to  him  would  not  forfeit  his 
rights,  though  he  gives  no  notice  of 
the  change. 


Brown  v.  Franklin  Fire,  173  P.  403 
Interest 

In  action  on  policy,  where  plaintiff 
had  installed  a  third  party  as  his  agent 
and  employe  in  charge  of  store  insured, 
permitting  him  to  conduct  business  in 
plaintiff' s  name  as  owner  under  agree- 
ment for  stated  salary  and  a  half  inter- 
est as  soon  as  the  profits  amounted  to 
a  certain  sum,  such  agreement  was  one 
of  employment,  and  did  not  constitute 
an  assignment  of  interest  in  the  prop- 
erty so  as  to  defeat  plaintiff' s  right  to 
recover  under  policy. 


Detroit  v.  Boren-Stewart  Co.,  203  S.  W.  382 
Change  of  Title — Contract 

An  agreement  to  sell  insured  stock 
of  goods  if  insurance  company  would 
transfer  the  insurance  to  the  purchaser, 
not  carried  out  because  the  insurance 
company  refused  to  make  the  transfer, 
is  not  a  change  in  the  interest  or  title 
or  possession  of  the  property,  within 
the  meaning  of  a  policy  provision 
avoiding  the  policy  in  case  of  such 
change. 
Change  of  Possession 

Where  change  of  title,  interest,  or 
possession  of  insured  goods  is  claimed 
to  avoid  a  policy,  possession  of  pros- 
pective purchasers  under  their  agree- 
ment to  purchase,  in  case  the  insur- 
ance  company  would  transfer  the 
insurance,  is  immaterial,  except  as 
throwing  light  upon  the  question  ^f 
change  of  title. 
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Liability  Not  Affected 

By  Insured's  Offer  to  Sell  Lower 

Under  a  fire  policy  provision  that 
the  company  shall  not  be  liable  for 
more  than  three-fourths  of  the  actual 
cash  value  of  the  insured  property,  the 
company's  liability  for  damages  is  not 
affected  by  the  fact  that  insured  had 
offered  to  sell  the  property  for  less  than 
its  actual  value. 


MISCELLANEOUS  INSURERS

Losie  V.  Royal  Indemnity,    171  N.  Y.  S.  174 
Elevator — Character  Of 

Not  only  the  use  made  of  an  elevator 
but  also  its  construction  is  an  import- 
ant factor  in  determining  whether  it 
is  a  passenger  elevator  within  accident 
policy  providing  for  double  indemnity 
for  injuries  sustained  while  riding  in 
passenger  elevator. 

That  garage  company  at  times  per- 
mitted persons  to  ride  on  its  automobile 
elevator,  as  it  did  insured  at  time  he 
was  injured,  did  not  necessarily  change 
the  character  of  elevator  or  estop  in- 
surer from  claiming  that  it  was  a 
freight  elevator  in  action  against  it  on 
policy  providing  for  double  indemnity 
for  injury  sustained  in  passenger  ele- 
vator. 
Double  Indemnity 

In  accident  policy  providing  for  dou- 
ble indemnity  for  injuries  sustained  in 
passenger  elevator,  the  term  "passen- 
ger elevator"  is  to  be  considered  in  its 
customary  and  popular  sense. 

Insurer  having  limited  its  liability 
to  double  indemnity  for  injuries  occur- 
ring in  passenger  elevator  only,  insured 


must  be  assumed  to  have  had  full 
knowledge  of  such  condition,  and  to 
have  accepted  policy  with  such  knowl- 
edge. 

Parties  to  accident  policy  providing 
for  double  indemnity  for  injuries  sus- 
tained in  passenger  elevator  must  be 
deemed  to  have  contracted  with  ref- 
erence to  common  knowledge  as  to 
difference  between  freight  and  i3a3sen- 
ger  elevators. 

.Jury  finding  that  garage  automobile 
elevator  in  which  insured  was  injured 
was  not  a  passenger  elevator  within 
accident  policy  providing  for  double 
indemnity  for  injuries  sustained  while 
riding  in  passenger  elevator  held  not 
contrary  to  law  and  against  weight  of 
evidence. 
Instructions 

In  action  on  policy  providing  dou- 
ble indemnity  for  injuries  sustained 
in  passenger  elevator,  instruction  that, 
if  automobile  elevator  in  which  insured 
was  injured  was  commonly  used  for 
3onveyance  of  passengers,  jury  might 
under  evidence  determine  that  it  was 
a  passenger  elevator,  was  as  favorable 
to  plaintiff  as  she  could  have  asked. 


Continental  Casualty  v,    Clark,   173  P.  453 
Sunstroke  an  Accident 

In  providing,  if  sunstroke,  etc.,  due 
to  external,  violent,  or  accidental 
means  directly  results  in  death  of  in- 
sured, payment  may  be  made,  "acci- 
dental means"  denotes  "accidental 
cause,"  and  a  sunstroke  suffered  by 
insured  during  his  ordinary  affairs, 
without  intentional  or  voluntary  ex- 
posure, was  an  "accidental  means"  or 
"accidental  cause." 


Insurance  in  Court 
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Beneficiary  Must  Show  No  Default 

Provision  for  adding  10  percent  to 
indemnities  for  each  year  policy  was 
carried  without  default  being  for  bene- 
fit of  insured,  beneficiary  must  show 
payment  of  premiums  without  default, 
and  that  policy  was  in  effect  at  insured' s 
death  would  not  justify  presumption 
that  premiums  were  so  paid. 


LEGAL  POINTS 

Tontine  Estimates.— When  a  policy  of  in- 
surance is  tontine,  semitontine,  or  tontine 
in  its  character,  statements  as  to  the  pros- 
pective surplus  or  profits  will  be  regarded 
as  estimates,  rather  than  definite  promises 
to  pay  a  fixed  amount.— Lnellen  v.  New 
York  Life  Ins.  Co.,  167  N.  W,  950. 

Procuring  Further  Insurance.— Where  son 
gave  his  father  Christmas  present  of  policy 
on  his  father's  dwelling,  not  knowing  his 
father  had  himself  taken  out  anotlier  policy 
prior  to  son's  delivery  of  donated  policy, 
and  father  retained  both,  and,  after  burn- 
ing of  dwelling,  made  adjustment  on  do- 
nated policy,  he  could  not  recover  on  the 
policy  taken  out  by  him,  his  retention  of 
his  son's  policy  amounting  to  "procuring" 
further  insurance  in  violation  of  policy  con- 
dition provided  by  St.  1917,  §  1941  x,  as  to 
procuring  additional  insurance.— Gnat  v. 
Westchester  Fire  Ins.  Co.  of  New  York, 
167  N.  W.  250. 

Where  All  Liability  Is  Denied.— In  em- 
ployer's suit  on  indemnity  policy,  if  insurer 
made  explicit  and  unqualified  denial  of  all 
liability,  it  waived  its  right  to  insist  upon 
provision  requiring  insured  to  contest  em- 
ploye's claim  against  him  in  court.— Farm- 
ers' Handy  Wagon  Co.  v.  Casualty  Co.  of 
America,  167  N.  W.  204. 

Presumption  of  Survivorship:— In  case  of 
the  death  of  two  or  more  persons  in  a  com- 
mon disaster,  there  is  no  presumption  either 
of  survivorship  or  simultaneous  death;   and 


under  an  insurance  policy,  where  wife  was 
to  get  proceeds,  if  living,  burden  was  upon 
her  representative  to  show  that  she  survived 
the  husband.— McGowin    v.    Menken,    119 

N.  E.  877, 

Applies  to  Theft  Only.— Insurance  against 
"losses  caused  by  *  *  *  flood,  theft, 
derailment,  *  *  *  from  the  time  the 
property  insured  passes  into  the  custody  of 
any  common  carrier  *  *  *  until  deliv- 
ered by  carrier  to  destination,"  only  applies 
to  thefts  when  property  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
carrier,  and  riot  while  in  insured's  wagon 
for  the  night,  on  account  of  freight  office 
being  closed,  in  a  stable  operated  by  a  cor- 
poration having  no  public  truckman's  li- 
cense.—Krohnberg  V.  Federal  Ins.  Co.,  171 
N.  Y.  S.  169. 

Mortgagee  —Under  policy  issued  to  owner 
provision  for  payment  to  named  mortgagee 
as  his  interest  may  appear  is  merely  collat- 
eral, and  mortgagee  becomes  simply  an  ap- 
pointee of  the  fund,  with  no  greater  rights 
than  the  insured  under  whom  he  must  claim. 
Southern  States  Fire  &  Casualty  Ins.  Co.  v. 
Napier,  96  S.  E.  15. 

Liability.  —  Where  employe  of  railroad 
contractors  was  injured,  a  partner  of  the 
contracting  firm,  who  reimburses  the  rail- 
road for  a  judgment  recovered  against  it 
because  of  such  injury,  sustains  a  "liability 
imposed  by  law,"  within  insurance  policy 
indemnifying  the  partnership.  —  B  1  ac  k 
Mountain  R.  Co.  v.  Ocean  Accident  &  Guar- 
antee Corp.,  96  S.  E.  25. 

Waiver  of  Forfeiture.— Any  declaration 
or  action  by  insurer,  treating  a  policy  for- 
feited by  breach  of  conditions  as  a  valid 
subsisting  policy  relied  upon  and  acted  up- 
on by  the  insured,  will  constitute  a  waiver 
of  the  right  to  forfeit  the  policy.— National 
Life  Ins.  Co.  of  the  United  States  v.  Clay- 
ton, 173  P.  356. 

An  inferior  actor,  referring  to  tlie  cabbage 
which  was  thrown  at  him,  said:  "Some 
one  in  the  audience  has  lost  his  head."    ,

cover. 

It  has  been  urged  that  our  country 
be  re-fiamed  "Usona,"  a  word  made 
of  the  first  letters  of  U.  S.  of  America. 
But  now  we  confer  a  benefit  by  sug- 
gesting that  our  country  be  officially 
named  "Zoneland."  Why  not?  The 
country  is  as  full  of  zones  as  Santa 
Clara  county  is  full  of  prunes. 


We  must  now  use  "  wood- worker' ' 
and  "woodworkery"  as  defined  by  the 
court,  and  exclude  sawmills  and  saw- 
yers and  mill  hands. 


German  Americans  and  Names 

Good  Americans  will  not  permit 
themselves  to  be  prejudiced  against  fel- 
low citizens  of  German  birth,  descent 
or  name.  Men  and  women  with  Ger- 
man names  may  be  every  bit  as  loyal, 
as  well  grounded  in  democratic  prin- 
ciples, as  Americans  of  Anglo-Saxon 
and  Celtic  and  other  ancestry;  and 
may  be  able  to  trace  their  American 
ancestry  quite  as  far  back.

Gluten  Flour 

The  manufacture  of  gluten  flour 
from  the  1917  wheat  crop  has  been 
closed  down  tight  because  sufficient 
stocks  are  now  on  hand  to  supply 
meritorious  demands. 

The  largest  manufacturer  of  gluten 
flour  in  the  United  States  ordinarily 
consumes  10,000  barrels  of  good  stand- 
ard wheat  flour  in  making  750  barrels 
of  gluten  flour,  the  other  9,250  barrels 
is  utilized  as  wheat  starch  or  absolutely 
lost.  The  best  record,  at  hand,  is  of 
a  barrel  of  flour  (196  pounds)  making 
18  pounds  of  gluten  flour.  The  aver- 
age saving  is  11  pounds  of  gluten  flour 
to  a  barrel  of  ordinary  wheat  flour. 

Medical  opinion  is  divided  as  to  the 
necessity  of  gluten  flour  for  diabetics, 
but  a  preponderance  of  opinion  now 
seems  to  be  against  its  use. 

The  Poor  Man's  War 

The  curbstone  critic  fished  a  5-cent 
cigar  out  of  his  pocket  and  aired  his 
views. 

"It's  not  my  war — or  yours.  It's  a 
rich  man's  war.     Let  him  fight  it.'' 

The  man  in  the  overalls  with  the 
dinner  pail,  who  had  stopped  to  wait 
for  a  car,  butted  into  the  talk. 

"Where  did  you  get  that  hunch, 
friend?  My  boss  has  two  sons.  Both 
of  them  are  at  the  front.  Neither 
could  have  got  exemption  if  he  had 
tried,  and  to  give  them  their  due  they 
didn't  trj^  Now  take  me.  I've  got 
three  grown  sons..  One  has  a  wife 
and  two  kids.  He'll  stay  at  home  to 
support  them.  One  works  in  a  ship- 
yard.      He'll    stay    in    this    country. 


The  third  drives  a  truck.  He'll  go  to 
France.  You've  got  to  show  me  be- 
fore I'll  believe  it's  a  rich  man's  war." 

"He's  making  money  out  of  the  war 
and  we're  paying  for  it,   aren't  we?" 

"Some  rich  men  are  making  money. 
Some  aren't.  I  notice  stocks  are  away 
down.  That  hits  them.  When  it 
comes  to  paying  for  the  war,  I  reckon 
we're  all  doing  our  share.  The  income 
tax  and  the  supertax,  and  the  excess- 
profits  tax  all  hit  him.  It's  the  first 
war  I  ever  heard  of  where  the  capital- 
ist pays  his  proportion.  Of  course  the 
workingman  pays,  too.  I  pay  on  to- 
bacco, and  the  wife  and  kids  pay  when 
they  go  to  the  movies.  That's  right, 
too.  They're  not  necessaries.  I  like 
to  think  I'm  taking  a  wallop  at  the 
Kaiser  every  time  T  light  up.  No,  sir; 
the  rich  man  hasn't  any  monopoly  on 
this  war.     It's  my  war,  too." 

And  the  man  with  the  dinner  pail 
swung  on  to  a  car  so  as  to  get  home 
to  work  in  his  war  garden. 


Soldiers'  Pensions 

All  old  American  soldiers  now  re- 
ceive $30  a  month  pension.  If  72, 
with  a  record  of  a  year's  service,  the 
increase  is  to  $85  a  month;  with  a 
record  of  eighteen  months  service,  $38; 
and  those  who  served  two  years  or 
more  will  receive  $40  a  month.  The 
Government  will  not  have  these  pen- 
sions long  to  pay.  For  this  and  other 
reasons  we  cannot  recommend  these 
pensioners  as  good  life  insurance  risks.

There  have  been  many  cases  of  automo- 
biles sold  under  cover  of  a  fictitious  bill  of 
sale.  Only  recently  in  southern  California 
two  dealers  had  the  experience  of  taking 
in  trade  cars  that  had  been  sold  by  other 
dealers  in  other  sections  of  the  state  under 
lease  contract  because  there  was  no  evi- 
dence to  this  effect  upon  the  registration 
cards.  The  claims  were  paid  by  the  insur- 
er which  subsequently  located  the  embez- 
zled car  in  the  possession  of  an  innocent 
party  to  whom  it  had  been  resold.  The 
southern  California  dealer  had  to  turn  over 
the  car  or  the  money. 

In  the  past  12  months  there  haye  been 
built  in  this  country  1,622  merchant  ships 
of  1,430,793  gross  tons,  half  of  which  was 
built  in  the  last  4  months. 

Companies  writing  mail  insurance  will  in- 
crease rates  on  September  1.

The  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury,  in 
estimating  the  annual  income  from  internal 
revenue  taxes,  puts  the  tax  on  insurance 
policies  at  an  aggregate  of  $6,078,000.  While 
the  insurance  companies  are  paying  this 
tax  "first  off,"  it  must  finally  be  paid  by 
the  policyholders;  for  such  a  large  item  of 
insurance  expense  can  hardly  be  expected 
to  escape  being  considered  in  insurance 
rating.

Know  the  Other  Fellow's  Business 

The  successful  salesman  is  able  to  talk  in 
terms  of  the  other  man's  business.  He  not 
only  impresses  his  prospect  with  his  grasp 
of  the  situation,  and  insures  a  respectful 
hearing  when  he  has  anything  to  say,  but 
lie  likewii^e  is  able  to  frame  arguments  in- 
telligently, and  to  get  close  to  the  man  he 
is  trying  to  sell  for  that  reason. — Public 
Ledger. 

Camden  Fire  Insurance  Association 

Tliis  strong  New  Jersey  company  entered 
the  4-million  class  as  to  assets  and  the  3- 
million  class  as  to  income  in  the  past  year. 
The  gain  in  premiums  was  nearly  $800,000. 
A  fine  underwriting  profit  was  made  and  a 
handsome  sum  added  to  the  surplus. 

The  Camden  is  77  years  old,  has  about  4i 
million  of  assets,  of  which  over  $1,840,000 
is  surplus  for  the  protection  of  policyhold- 
ers. It  is  represented  in  this  field  by  George 
O.  Hoadley,  who  increased  its  Coast  in- 
come 129.000  last  year. 


From  Official  Bulletin 

.Enemy-owned  money  and  property  in 
possession  of  alien  custodian  now  exceeds 
$500,000,000.  A  little  over  1  percent  is  real 
estate,  and  nearly  10  percent  was  cash  but 
is  now  government  bonds.

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MARINE 

The  government  will  insure  friendly 
nations'  ships  when  carrying  cargoes 
for  American  shippers. 

German  subs  in  Atlantic  coast  wa- 
ters sank  schooners  costing  less  than 
the  exploded  torpedo.  They  doubled 
marine  insurance  rates  for  coasting  risks 
and  half  doubled  rates  for  far-away 
risks. 

New  York 

The  Braun  marine  law,  now  in  ef- 
fect, licenses  marine  brokers  and  al- 
lows the  supt.  of  ins.  to  renew  licenses 
of  brokers  who  because  of  war  service 
cannot  make  personal  application. 
Prohibited  acts  include  the  insurance 
or  delivery  of  any  binder,  cover  note, 
certificate  or  policy  except  on  the  ap- 
plication and  in  the  name  of  some 
person  having  a  bona  fide  interest 
either  in  the  safe  arrival  of  the  ship 
or  in  the  safety  or  preservation  of  the 
subject-matter  insured ;  nor  shall  any 
person  or  corporation  apply  for  such 
insurance  unless  duly  authorized  by 
those  having  such  bona  fide  interest  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent.  Every 
contract  must  be  a  bona  fide  contract 
of  insurance  connected  with  the  risks 
specified.  There  shall  not  be  charged 
or  received  a  greater  sura  than  the  rate 
of  premium  fixed  therefore. 

At  the  recent  marine  inquiry  before 
Supt.  Jesse  S.  Phillips  it  was  devel- 
oped that  a  new  form  of  holdups  was 
being  practiced  in  New  York  City  by 
gambling  and  disloyal  brokers.  [And 
also  in  London].  Clerks  in  steamship 
offices,  for  example,  would  notify 
broker  or  other  friend  on   the  outside 


that  a  steamship  was  due  and  probably 
sail  in  a  week  or  ten  days  for  some- 
where in  Over  There  Land.  Mr. 
Broker  at  once  canvassed  the  street 
for  the  maximum  amount  of  provisional 
cover  on  alleged  shipments  of  general 
merchandise.  When,  soon  after,  legit- 
imate shippers  asked  for  insurance 
coverage  for  their  goods  they  found  the 
underwriters  "full  up"  and  unable  to 
accommodate  them,  having  already 
written  their  limits  in  binders,  cover- 
notes  or  certificates  given  alleged  ship- 
pers. The  legitimate  shippers  could 
get  insurance  protection  only  by  acced- 
ing to  the  demands  of  the  brokers  who 
held  these  covers.  We  say  disloyal 
(as  well  as  dishonest)  brokers  because 
their  practices  delayed  the  shipments 
of  supplies  to  the  Allies. 

London  marine  underwriters  have 
agreed  not  to  write  brokers'  covers  or 
open  policies  for  brokers  unless  the 
name  of  the  actual  shipper  or  other 
person  having  an  insurable  interest  is 
stated  on  the  slip. 


PLATE  GLASS 

A  French  scientist  says  there  is  no 
truth  in  the  belief  that  strips  of  paper 
pasted  on  window  glass  will  prevent 
shattering  by  explosions. 

However,  we  fancy  that  a  govern- 
ment poster  pasted  on  a  plate  glass 
window  will  lessen  the  chance  of  a 
rock  or  brick  being  thrown  at  it. 


Plate  glass  rates  generally  go  up 
next  month.  It  is  a  case  of  go  up  or 
blow  up.

Harvey  Wells,  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner. 

Investments  of  all  insurance  concerns 
amount  to  $27,822,779,  of  which  the  life  com- 
panies and  fraternal  societies  have  invested 
over  85  percent. 

HAIL 

Companies  writing  hail  insurance  are 
Franklin  Fire,  Home  of  New  York,  Hart- 
ford Fire,  .Minneapolis,  Norwich  Union,  Pa- 
cific States,  Sterling,  with  $45,140  premiums 
and  no  losses. 

FIRE  JIUTUALS 

The  non-resident  fire  mutuals  wrote  $109,- 
792  net  fire  premiums  and  incurred  $65,767 
losses  or.  60  percent.  Some  large  loss  ratios 
were  Indiana  Lumbermen's  201,  Millers 
Mutual  105,  Millers'  National  156,  Ohio  Mil- 
lers 160. 

Resident  fire  mutuals  wrote  $524,740  net 
premiums  and  paid  $117,502  losses.  The 
Hopgrowers  Fire  Relief  Asso.  had  a  122 
percent  loss  ratio.  The  German  Mutual' s 
expenses  to  income  139  percent.  All  oper- 
ate on  the  assessment  plan.  Business 
written  continues  to  decline.  In  1912  over 
$34,100,000,  in  1917  only  $18,644,000. 

MARINE 

Marine  business  continues  its  upward  ca- 
reer, especially  in  1917  when  the  total  of 
risks  written  was  $65,473,365  against  $47,- 
952,300  in  1916.  In  1911  it  was  less  than 
^25,000,000. 

SPRINKLER,   ETC. 

Sprinkler  leakage  again  a  loser.  Prem- 
iums in  1917,  $2,140;  losses  $5,133.  Steam 
boiler  and  fly  wheel  premiums  about  the 
same  as  usual,  with  a  decline. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Workmen's  collective  fell  from  about

Personal  accident,  fidelity  and  surety, 
credit,  burglary  and  theft  premiums  gained. 

AUTOMOBILE 

Automobile  (fire,  etc.)  premiums  rose 
from  $139,293  to  $248,274.  Automobile 
(property  damage)  premiums  rose  from 
$38,682  to  $62,205.

Washington 

Twenty-fourth  Annual  .Report  of  State 
Insurance  Department  of  Washington,  H. 
0.  Fishback,  State  Insurance  Commissioner. 

This  is  a  book  of  126  pages.  Contents 
varied,  and  valuable  because  useful.  Lists 
of  25  licensed  brokers  and  45  licensed  ad- 
justers. Record  of  nine  fire  companies 
increasing  capital  stock.  Record  of  change 
from  mutual  to  inter-insurer  of  the  Wash- 
ington Hardware  &  Implement  Dealers  (now 
Underwriters) .  On  the  full  cash  premium 
plan  there  are  now  six  Washington  inter- 
insurers  and  mutuals;  on  the  assessment 
plan  there  are  six  mutuals. 

MUTUALS 

The  Northwestern  Mutual  wrote  $507,271 
net  premiums  and  incurred  $79,500  (15.7 
percent)  losses  in  Washington.  , 
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Fire  mutuals  and  interinsurers  wrote 
11,340,200  premiums— as  much  as  all  the 
fire  premiums,  a  few  years  ago.  Losses  in- 
curred were  less  than  24  percent  of  prem- 
iums.    Stock  companies  seem  willing. 

INTERINSURERS  BAD  YEAR 

The  Lumbermen's  Indemnity  Exchange 
wrote  $166,630  net  premiums  in  Washing- 
ton, paid  $156,947  losses  and  incurred  $81,- 
785  (52  percent)  losses.  As  a  whole,  $162,- 
369  premiums  were  received  and  $170,185 
losses  were  paid.  Losses  paid  included 
$128,927  "occurring  in  previous  years." 
Total  net  income  was  $165,578,  total  net 
outgo  .was  $229,992.  Of  the  gross  $432,336 
premiums,  the  amount  paid  for  reinsurance 
was  };188,610  and  for  return  premiums  $8,- 
356. 

Series  B  Lumbermen's  Exchange  re- 
ceived $31,670  net  premiums  and  paid  $69,- 
457  net  losses. 

LIFE 

Washington  has  three  life  companies, 
and  three  fraternal  societies. 

CASUALTY 

On  the  cash  premium  plan  there  are  two 
Washington  mutual  accident,  health  and 
casualty  companies,  which  wrote  some 
$42,000  premiums  and  paid  some  $3,600 
losses.  The  stock  companies  are  not  yet 
alarmed. 

Colorado 

Thirty-Sixtli  Annual  Report  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Insurance  of  Colorado,  C.  W. 
Fairchild,  Commissioner.  A  book  of  860 
pages,  bound  in  blue  cloth. 

In  1882  Colorado  fire  premiums  were 
$600,919  and  average  rate  was  $1.83.  In 
1892  premium  income  was  $1,721,483.  It 
w^as  not  until  1899  that  this  total  was  again 
reached. 

In  panic  year  1893  the  premium  income 
dropped  5226,000  and  losses  rose  $116,000. 
Who  says  business  conditions  (and  abolition 
of  government  purchases)  do  not  aft'ect  fire 
insurance? 

Colorado  fire  premiums  have  been  rising 
generally  in  totals  since  1894.  Since  1907 
risks  written  have  increased  yearly. 

The  average  premium  rate  in    1885    was 


$1.95.  Last  year  it  was  $1.12.  The  propor- 
tion of  less  hazardous  risks  is  steadily  grow- 
ing. 

County  fire  mutual  business  is  increasing. 
Last  year,  premiums  $33,034,  losses  incurred 
$24,042  or  73  percent. 

There  is  no  tabulation  of  the  associations 
doing  a  general  mutual  and  reciprocal  busi- 
ness. 

CASUALTY 

The  casualty  pages  seem  padded  with  fat 
blanks  for  the  printer's  profit.  But  you 
can  see  at  a  glance  what  kinds  of  business 
the  company  does  not  write. 

In  casualty  business  the  premiums  were 
$2,764,373  and  losses,  $918,396.  State  Com- 
pensation Fund,  $192,328  prems.  and  $42,497 
losses.  Employers  Mutual  of  Denver,  $303,- 
466  prems.  and  $58,546  losses.  Cut-raters 
get  tlie  business.  So  did  the  Casualty  Co. 
of  Auierica  and  the  Pacific  Coast  Casualty, 
both  of  lamented  memory. 

LIFE 

Some  $50,000,000  new  life  business  was 
written.  The  net  gain  in  force  was  nearly 
$16,000,000.  As  usual,  the  Provident  Life 
&  Trust  does  not  report  what  dividends  it 
pays  its  stockholders.  All  other  stock  com- 
panies do. 

AUTOMOBILE

Losses,  52.54  percent.  There  are  ten  pro- 
vinces. Ontario  leading.  British  Columbia, 
$3,480,396  with  25  percent  losses;  Alberta, 
$2,431,748,  with  33  percent  losses;  Sas- 
katchewan,    $2,753,197,     with    44   percent 

losses. 

Life  insurance  written  was  over  $306, 000,- 
000.  Death  claims  due  to  war  were  about 
.$6,500,000. 

New  York 

Insurance  Superintendent  Phillips  says 
he  does  not  believe  in  governmental  insur- 
ance, and  that  "the  furnishing  of  a<lequate 
insurance  protection  is  a  highly  scientific 
and  intricate  business,  which  can  be  carried 
on  more  efficiently  and  economically  by 
private  enterprise.  The  conduct  of  such  a 
business  by  the  state  or  nation  is  not  a 
proper  function  of  government.  In  my 
judgment,  the  taking  over  of  insurance  on 
various  kinds  of  property  by  the  Govern- 
ment is  a  dangerous  innovation  and  not  in 
harmony  with  the  spirit  of  our  institutions."

Loss  by  Spoiled,  Not  Taken,  and  Canceled 
Policies 

Said  to  Average  1  Out  of  Every  5  Fire  Policies.  Costing 
in  the  Aggregate  $5,000,000  for  Supplies.  Clerical 
Work,  Etc. 

It  has  been  known,  of  course,  that  the 
annual  wastage  of  time,  policies,  postage  and 
money  for  clerical  services,  caused  by  the 
spoiling,  cancellation  and  non-acceptance  of 
fire  insurance  poUcies,  is  very  large;  but 
the  Philadelphia  Fire  Underwriters'  As- 
sociation has  rendered  good  and  timely  serv- 
ice by  investigating  this  loss  and  ascertain- 
ing with  some  degree  of  accuracy  the  ex- 
tent of  this  wastage,  expressed  in  number 
and  amount. 

A  circular  issued  by  the  Philadelphia 
association  says  that,  on  an  average,  one 
out  of  every  five  fire  policies  written  by 
agents  in  1917  were  returned  to  the  com- 
panies. It  is,  therefore,  estimated  that  the 
total  number  of  American  policies  returned 
during  the  year  as  canceled,  spoiled  and  not 
taken  aggregate  over  $5,000,000. 

While  their  printed  blank  contracts,  as 
"supplies,"  may  represent  a  value  of  2  cents 
each  on  $100,000,  the  actual  monetary  loss 
exceeds  $5,000,000  for  the  work  of  agents, 
clerks  and  stamping  offices  in  the  work  of 
writing,  entering,  delivering,  canceUmg  and 
checking.  It  seems  to  us  that  this  is  an 
underestimate. 

Admitting  that  much  of  this  loss  is  un- 
avoidable, there  remains  a  large  loss  that 
can  be  avoided  by  greater  care  in  writing 
policies  to  .prevent  as  far  as  possible  errors 
and  spoiling;  and  by  greater  certainty  of 
ability  of  agents  and  brokers  to  dehver 
policies. 

The  Philadelphia  association  suggests  that 
policy  clerks  be  instructed — 

pirst— To  ascertain  if  renewals  are  de- 
sired and  if  the  new  policies  can  be  de- 
livered ; 

Second— To  learn  if  changes  are  to  be 
made  in  amounts  or  in  forms; 

Third— To  check  rates  to  be  certain  that 
the  latest  promulgation  is  used; 

Fourth— To  review  forms  to  oe  certain 
that  they  conform  with  rules  and  properlj 
cover  the  subject  of  insurance. 
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Cases  Where  Business  Insurance  Would  Be  Useful 

Are  you  writing  your  share  of  business 
insurance?  It  is  not  at  all  necessary  that 
you  live  in  a  large  city  to  tind  prospects  for 
this  form  of  protection.  The  manufacturers 
in  your  particular  town,  the  merchants,  the 
different  partnerships — many  of  these  are 
not  carrying  business  insurance  with  The 
Mutual  Life  simply  because  you  have  not 
pointed  out  its  need  to  them.

(1)  Established  corporations  wiiich  de- 
pend largely  for  their  success  upon  the  spec- 
ial talents  or  ability  of  one  or  two  individu- 
als. 

(2)  Reputable  corporations  newly  organ- 
ized to  market  some  special  article  and  de- 
pending entirely  for  success  upon  the  expert 
knowle(%e  of  some  particular  oflicial. 

(3)  If  a  corporation  wishes  to  extend  its 
plant,  or  has  other  use  for  new  capital,  the 
holders  of  the  bonds  or  mortgages  have  an 
insurable  interest  in  the  lives  of  any  officials 
whose  death  might  necessitate  reorganiza- 
tion . 

(4)  If  one  or  two  or  a  few  individuals  hold 
a  large  interest  in  a  corporation,  their  death, 
with  the  consequent  liquidation  of  their  es- 
tates, might  easily  embarrass  the  concern 
for  ready  capital  during  the  period  of  read- 
justment; therefore,  the  minority  stock- 
holders have  an  insurable  interest  in  the 
lives  of  these  large  holders. 

(5)  If  the  financial  position  of  a  corpora- 
tion makes  necessary  the  issuance  of  more 
stock  or  the  employment  of  other  means  to 
raise  new  capital,  the  stockholders  or  other 
creditors  have  an  insurable  interest  in  the 
lives  of  those  responsible  for  the  conduct  of 
the  business. 


(6)  The  stockholders  of  a  concern  requir- 
ing reorganization  may  have  a  real  insur- 
able interest  in  the  lives  of  new  skilled  of- 
ficers to  whom  the  reorganization  is  en- 
trusted.— Points.

The  next  best  prospects 
are  those  with  insurance  in  this  company 
bought  from  some  other  representative  of 
the  company. 

The  "Dog  Days"  may  be  a  dull  season 
from  some  standpoints  but  you  can  make 
midsummer  a  period  of  prolific  production 
by  devoting  yourself  vigorously  to  a  thorough 
and  spirited  canvass  of  the  old  policy-hold- 
ers of  the  company. 

It  will  pay  you  to  devote  at  least  two 
weeks  of  hard  work  to  your  old  policy-hold- 
ers.— Grit.

The  National  Fraternal  Congress  of  Amer- 
ica convenes  in  Philadelphia  on  the  27th  of 
this  month.  It  is  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  fraternal  benefit  sys- 
tem, by  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Work- 
men, which  has  repudiated  a  vast  part  of  its 
obligations.

Fidelity  &  Casualty    Co.    Check-Alteration 
Policy 

A  new  form  of  insurance  appears  in  a 
check-alteration  policy  issued  by  the  Fidel- 
ity &  Casualty  Co.  of  New  York.  It  protects 
individuals,  partnerships  and  corporations. 
Rate  is  $5  per  $1,000  per  annum.  The  pol- 
icy covers tlie  felonious  alteration  of  amount, 
date,  number,  or  name  of  payee,  of  any 
check  or  draft  drawn  by  insured,  against  a 
deposit  in  any  incorporated  bank  in  the 
United  States. 


Reinsurance  Control.— The  International 
Parliamentary  Commercial  Conference  in 
London  was  distinguished  by  a  resolution 
introduced  by  an  Italian  delegate,  propos- 
ing an  inter-Allied  league  of  insurers  in 
relation  to  reinsurance.  Resolutions  are 
adopted  proposing  control  without  prejudice 
to  the  companies,  witii  a  common  bureau  of 
record  and  information,  and  calling  for  an 
Inter- Allied  Conference  of  Insurance  Repre- 
sentatives, and  measures  to  withdraw  all 
business  from  all  enemy  concerns.

This  magnifi- 
cent move  on  the  part  of  the  government 
has  caused  people  to  realize  and  recognize 
the  importance  of  life  insurance,  and  from 
an  investigation  it  is  found  that  many  who 
heretofore  did  not  carry  insurance,  or  those 
carrying  a  small  amount,  have  now  taken 
steps  to  protect  those  dependent  on  them. 
A  life  insurance  policy  is  one  of  the  best 
assets  of  an  estate,  as  it  can  be  turned  into 
money  more  readily  than  any  other  form  of 
security  usually  comprising  a  part  of  an  es- 
tate.

The  old  London  company  has  never  em- 
ployed agents  or  paid  commission  for  the 
introduction  of  business,  otherwise  it  would 
have  been  bigger  than  the  American  com- 
pany of  the  same  name.

Haley  Fiske  on  the  Present  Agitation 

Vice  President  Fiske  of  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Co.  of  New  York  has  issued 
a  circular  letter  to  the  agency  superinten- 
dents, as  follows: 

"No  doubt  you  have  noticed  an  agitation 
in  the  newspapers  and  by  circulars  on  the

"In  order  that  you  may  be  in  no  doubt  as 
to  the  attitude  of  this  company,  we  desire 
to  say  that  we  do  not  sympathize  with  this 
agitation  and  desire  that  you  take  no  part 
in  it.  We  have  a  great  deal  of  confidence 
in  the  democratic  principles  which  pervade 
the  population  of  this  country  and  which 
animate  the  Federal  Government."

General  Agent  Arthur  E.  Magill  of  the 
Home  and  the  Phoenix,  San  Francisco,  re- 
signed.

E.  W.  Osborn  was  superintendent  of 
agents   for  the  Pennsylvania. 

At  San  Francisco  the  partnership  of  Os- 
borne &  Hicks  was  formed  as  representa- 
tives of  the  Phoenix  Mutual. 

The  controversy  with  Andie  Clunie,  in- 
surance commissioner  of  California,  was  at 
white  heat. 

Judge  Morrow  of  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court 
at  San  Francisco  decided  for  the  fire  com- 
panies in  their  suit  against  Andrew  J.

Two-Platoon  System  in  San  Francisco 

The  two-platoon  system  was  installed  in 
the  San  Francisco  fire  department  Aug.  15. 
The  day  shift  is  10  hours,  the  night  shift  14. 
There  are  now  seven  battalion  districts, 
instead  of  ten.  It  is  asserted  that  no  more 
men  will  be  necessary  than  formerly,  that 
cost  will  be  the  same,  that  efliciency  will  be 
improved,  and  insurance  rates  will  be  low- 
ered, with  only  half  the  men  on  duty.  We 
shall  see. 

Heretofore  the  firemen  have  been  on  duty 
at  the  houses  day  and  night,  sleeping  there, 
for  five  days  in  the  week,  with  two  weeks 
annual  vacation  at  full  pay.  There  have 
been,  always,  plenty  of  unmarried  young 
men,  willing  to  accept  the  employment. 

Will  it  be  long  until  the  firemen  organize 
a  union,  and  strike  for  an  eight-hour  shift 
and  "price  and  a  half"  for  night  work  and 
double  pay  for  Sunday  work?  Sock  it  to

There  is  an  increasing  trend  toward  farm 
loans,  notwithstanding  inflated  values. 

California  and  Montana  are  among  the 
states  receiving  more  than  $5,000,000  farm 
loans. 

Average  interest  rate  is  5.52  percent. 
These  farm  loans  are  made  up  of  small 
life  insurance  premiums.  The  loans  are  but 
one  of  the  great  services  given  by  the  in- 
stitution of  life  insurance  to  the  agricul- 
tural, commercial  and  transportation  in- 
terests of  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  average  sum  held  in  reserve  for  each 
outstanding  life  policy  is  only  $100.  Elim- 
inating industrial  insurance,  it  is  $333,  or 
one-fourth  less  than  the  average  savings- 
bank  deposit. 


40  percent  of  the  estate  or  of  what  re- 
mains.

An  advance  of  50  percent  of  the  present 
federal  progressive  inheritance  taxes  is 
probable. 

Life  insurance   agents  will  take  notice. 

Estates   of   $100,000   would   pay   $4000. 

Estates  of  $150,000  would  pay  $13,500. 

Estates  of  $300,000  would  pay  $36,000. 

Estates  bf  $1,000,000  would  pay  $180,000. 

Estates  of  $2,000,000  would  pay  $420,000. 

Estates  of  $5,000,000  would  pay  $1,500,- 

000. 

Estates    of    $10,000,000    would    pay    $4,- 

000,000. 

This  is  confiscation  with  a  vengeance! 
It  is  destruction  of  active  capital  which  sup- 
ports enterprise  and  business  adventure. 

On  top  of  these  federal  inheritance  taxes 
in  many  states,  equal  to  the  present  federal 
percentage  taxation.  Say  the  government 
seizes  40  percent  of  an  estate,  and  the  state 


The  Menace  of  Federal  Control 

The  menace  of  governmental  control  of 
insurance— life,  fire  and  marine— seems  to 
draw  a  little  closer  with  the  taking  over  of 
the  telephone  and  telegraph  lines  of  the 
country  by  the  administration.  The  trans- 
fer was  made  on  July  31,  and  is  said  to 
have  been  a  war  measure  only  and  that  the 
return  of  these  necessary  branches  of  com- 
mercial activity  to  their  rightful  status  will 
be  effected  in  due  course  after  peace.  The 
railroad  control  also  will  be  only  of  tempor- 
ary tenure,  it  is  understood. 

But  what  guarantee  is  there  that  the  tak- 
ing over  of  these  great  properties  may  not 
be  an  entering  wedge  that  will  force  a  vast 
majority  of  insurance  employes  into  that 
class  of  poorly-paid,  de-energized  and  am- 
bitionless  humans  that  characterizes  job- 
holders under  the  government?  Few  of 
them  would  continue  to  hold  even  a  job.— 
Baltimore  Underwriter. 


Jitney  Bonds 

Three  months'  premiums  in  advance  could 
not  be  considered  by  San  Francisco  jitney- 
drivers.  Sympathetic  Joe  Maritzer,  form- 
erly an  employee  of  the  state  insurance  de- 
partment, then  organized  the  Indemnity 
Exchange.  But  Insurance  Commissioner 
McCabe  said  such  a  mutual  society  was  il- 
legal. If  at  the  mandamus  hearing  the 
jitney  men  lose  it  may  be  possible  to  cross 
Market  street  in  the  early  morning.

Liberty  Loan  and  Savings  Banks 

The  effect  of  the  Liberty  Loans  and 
the  War  Savhigs  Stamps  on  savings 
banks'  deposits  has  been  watched  with 
keen  interest  by  economists  and  finan- 
ciers. The  experience  of  England  was 
very  encouraging;  in  the  year  1916 
the  English  small  depositors  purchased 
billions  of  dollars  of  war  bonds  and  at 
the  same  time  increased  their  deposits 
in  savings  banks  over  $60,000,000. 

The  belief  is  entertained  that  the 
result  in  America  has  been  very  simi- 
lar to  that  in  England,  and  that  de- 
spite the  purchase  by  the  American 
people  of  some  $10,000,000,000  of 
Liberty  Bonds  and  $500,000,000  of 
War  Savings  Stamps,  a  very  fair  pro- 
portion of  which  were  purchased  by 
savings     banks      depositors,      savings 


banks  deposits  have  increased. 

Full  reports  have  been  received  from 
the  savings  banks  in  New  York  state. 
They  show  a  decrease  in  deposits  for 
the  last  year  of  only  $8,000,000  but 
an  increase  of  21,252  depositors.  The 
loss  in  deposits  is  insignificant;  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  depositors 
very  significant.  .With  increased  cost 
of  living  and  other  war  conditions, 
the  decrease  in  deposits  might  well  be 
expected;  the  increase  of  depositors 
shows  that  the  saving  habit  is  greatly 
growing  in  our  country.  This  is  good 
news  for  life  insurance  men.

Insurance  men  in  California  should 
give  grave  consideration  to  senate  con- 
stitutional amendment  No.  26,  to  be 
voted  on  in  November.  It  is  known 
as  the  social  insurance  or  compulsory 
health  insurance  amendment.  The 
yearly  cost  of  this  Prussian  scheme  is 
estimated  by  its  proponents  as  $27,- 
596,000 — at  the  rate  of  $9  per  capita 
or  10  cents  per  day  per  family.

On  Sept.  15  the  insurance  company 
telegraphed  M.  J.  Staven,  state's  at- 
torney at  Britton,  to  take  possession 
of  the  car.

The  Britton  agent  communicated 
with  the  Chicago  office  on  Sept.  18 
that  the  sheriff  was  using  the  car  to 
ride  about  in  and  that  he  refused  to 
give  it  up.  He  stated  that  the  sheriff 
claimed  it  was  a  frameup  of  the  Chi- 
cago police  to  get  a  car.  He  suggested 
that  he  might  replevin  the  car  from 
the  sheriff. 

On  Sept.  27  the  insurance  people 
forwarded  the  proof  of  ownership,  in- 
luding  a  bill  of  sale  from  Mr.  Fischecr 
to  Britton,  and  had  an  attorney  bring 
proceedings  against  the  sheriff. 

Mr.  Fischer  wired  the  Britton  au- 
thorities to  turn  the  car  over  to  the 
insurance  company's  representative, 
but  the  sheriff  refused. 

A  replevin  suit  against  the  sheriff 
was  instituted  Nov.  8,  and  the  sheriff 
countered  with  a  claim  against  the 
company  for  $50  for  the  care  of  the 
car.  The  sheriff  gave  a  bond  and 
kept  the  car.  The  case  was  set  for 
hearing  in  January,  1916.  It  hasn't 
been  heard  yet,  although  numerous 
telegrams  and  letters  have  passed  be- 
tween the  authorities  of  Britton  and 
Chicago. 

' '  We  have  waited  two  years  for  ac- 
tion, now  we  are  going  after  that  car," 


a  local  official  of  the  insurance  com- 
pany said  yesterday.  "We  will  spend 
the  price  of  several  cars  just  to  see 
this  thing  through.  We  hope  the 
sheriff  hasn't  worn  it  out." 

GENERAL 
Concrete  Buildings  Hard  to  Destroy 

To  make  room  for  a  new  railway 
station,  a  comparatively  new  concrete 
building  at  Chicago  was  wrecked  re- 
cently. The  demolition  of  such  build- 
ings is  not  frequent,  and  the  methods 
employed  are  therefore  interesting, 
says  Popular  Mechanics  Magazine.  A 
1,800  pound  pear-shaped  cast-iron  ball 
was  used  in  smashing  through  the 
floors.  It  was  carried  by  a  single  fall 
line  on  the  40-foot  boom  of  a  stiff-leg 
derrick,  which  gave  it  a  sheer  drop  of 
30  feet*.  The  floors,  designed  to  carry 
a  load  of  about  250  lbs.  to  the  square 
foot,  failed  to  sag  more  than  an  inch 
when  subjected  to  a  pressure  of  910 
pounds  to  the  square  foot.  Persistent 
onslaughts  had  to  be  made  with  falling 
weights,  oxyacetylene  torches,  sledges, 
fire,  water  and  dynamite.  Wood  fires 
were  built  around  the  bases  of  the  in- 
terior columns  and  kept  burning  for 
several  hours,  so  that  when  subjected 
to  streams  of  cold  water  the  concrete 
would  crack.  After  the  rods  were  cut 
with  torches,  the  columns  were  pulled 
over,  the  beams  of  course  falling  at  the 
same  time.

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Women  Jurors  and  His  Mustache 

Upon  appeal  iii  the  case  of  Hansen 
V.  Lemley,  171  Pacific  Reporter,  255, 
one  of  the  assignments  of  error  was 
based  upon  the  misconduct  of  "two 
woman  jurors.''  Their  fault  was  that 
during  an  adjournment  of  court  one, 
referring  to  the  attorney  for  appellant, 
said  to  the  other,  "I  just  hate  that 
lawyer  with  the  mustache,"  to  which 
the  other  replied  that  "she  did  too.'' 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Washington, 
overruling  this  assignment  in  an  opin' 
ion  by  -Judge  Chadwick,  said: 

"Although  the  fault  of  the  'two 
woman  jurors'  may  seem  grievous  to 
appellant,  and  well  calculated  to  in- 
cite counsel  to  a  just  resentment,  we 
cannot  make  ourselves  believe  that  a 
showing  of  prejudice,  of  which  the  law 


will  take  notice,  has  been  made  out. 
*  *  *  It  is  not  made  clear  whether 
the  'two  woman  jurors'  were  voicing  a 
malice  toward  counsel  for  appellant 
and  made  reference  to  his  mustache 
as  a  mark  of  identification,  or  were 
only  innocently  voicing  the  age-old 
prejudice  against  the  hirsute  adorn- 
ment of  the  face  which  some  of  the 
sex  have  nursed  ever  since  the  days  of 
Delilah. 

"No  prejudice  is  reflected  in  the 
verdict.  Prejudice  against  client  or 
counsel  is  a  thing  to  be  inquired  into  on 
voir  dire,  and  we  cannot  think  that 
the  fair  jurors  would  'hate'  counsel 
to  the  extent,  at  least,  of  penalizing 
his  client  for  a  cause  so  trivial  and 
harmless,  and  for  a  condition  so  easily 
removed.' '

We  are  in  this  greatest  of  wars  be- 
cause Kaiser  Wilhelm  wanted  us  to  be 
his  enemy  and  his  victim.

They  stand  on  this  platform.  All 
money  is  to  be  paid  to  war  widows, 
orphans  and  sufferers.  Until  their  just 
demands  are  satisfied  Germany  shall 
stop  payment  of  interest  on  war  loans. 
All  war  profits  above  a  small  fraction 
must  be  confiscated.  Luxuries,  val- 
uables and  all  other  precious  objects 
of  the  property-holding  class  must  be 
confiscated  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of 
war  sufferers.  The  state  shall  confis- 
cate all  wealth  in  excess  of  $250,000. 


I  recall  a  school  map  in  which  the 
North  Sea — a  few  hundred  miles  wide 
— was  named  German  Ocean.  Oli, 
the  conceit  of  it!  The  German  front- 
age is  merely  a  doorstep,  Avhile  Norway 
and  Britain  shores  line  it  for  1,000 
miles.  This  unauthorized  renaming 
of  the  Northmen's  sea  the  German 
Ocean  may  have  been  a  part  of  the 
vain  propaganda  for  the  glory  of  the 
German  God. 


In  15  days  the  Huns  bombarded  hos- 
pitals on  seven  occasions  and  killed 
248  and  wounded  693  persons.  But 
the  Germans  object  to.  their  being 
called  Huns — and  so  do  the  spooks  of 
the  original  Huns. 


German  war  sufferei's  have  organized 
a  union  with  several  hundred  branches. 


Table-cloths  and  napkins  in  public 
eating  places  in  Germany  are  now 
"Verboten.' ' 

Cesar  Bill  continues  his  human  kool- 
toor  warfare  by  torpedoing  merchant 
ships,  neutral  and  enemy,  without 
warning.  Hospital  ships,  being  un- 
armed, are  his  favorite  prey.  What 
shall  we  do  with  Kaiser  Bill  when  we 
catch  him?

Jast  like  a  politician !  Ham  Lewis, 
risking  His  Whiskers  in  France,  cables 
American  papers  that  in  1920  the  con- 
tinuation of  war-time  insurance  will 
be  one  of  the  political  issues. 
Social  Insurance 

A.  drive  is  on  in  California  for  the 
enactment  of  a  compulsory  health  in- 
surance law  similar  to  the  one  which 
Bismarck  put  in  force  in  Germany  and 
which,  together  with  other  laws  of  a 
like  nature,  Ambassador  Gerard  says 
has  reduced  the  wage  earners  of  that 
country  almost  to  a  condition  of  serf- 
dom. 

One  of  the  first  effects  of  this  forced 
insurance,  it  is  asserted,  would  be  to 
destroy  the  splendid  system  of  volun- 
tary insurance  now  conducted  by 
lodges,  fraternal   societies,    and    other 


organizations.  This  danger  was  pointed 
out  at  the  convention  of  the  Knights 
of  Pythias  just  held  in  Oakland,  Cal. , 
several  prominent  members  of  the  or- 
ganization denouncing  the  proposition 
and  none  defending  it. 

Compulsory  health  insurance  has 
been  thoroughly  investigated  by  com- 
missions and  legislators  in  the  Eastern 
states,  and  without  exception  has  been 
emphatically  turned  down.  Mary- 
land, Massachusetts,  New  York  and 
also  the  United  States  Government 
have  all  rejected  it. 

The  cost  of  the  insurance  in  Cali- 
fornia has  been  variously  estimated  at 
from  twenty-five  to  fifty  million  dol- 
lars a  year,  that  is  from  ten  to  twenty 
dollars  annually  for  each  person,  or 
from  fifty  to  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  family  of  five  members.  This 
alone  condemns  the  system  in  the 
mind  of  all  people  except  the  host  of 
politicians  and  job  seekers  who  alone 
would  profit  by  it.  The  proposition 
comes  before  the  voters  for  their  de- 
cision at  the  November  election. 

Who  contributes  the  large  funds  for 
this  social  insurance  campaign?  Are 
they  Americans  like  the  Junkers  of 
Germany?

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EXPANDING  CONGESTED  AREAS 

Fast-Growing  American  Cities  Make  Fire  In  urance  a  Gamble 

Our  country  has  the  greatest  fire  hazards  in  the  world.  These  ex- 
traordinary hazards  are  the  results  of  rapid  growth,  of  expanding  old 
and  new  congested  areas,  of  cheap  and  inflammable  construction,  and 
of  climatic  extremes.  Our  summers  are  very  hot  and  our  winters  are 
very  cold,  excepting  along  ocean  fronts.  In  winter  are  roaring  heat- 
fires  which  severely  test  flues  and  furnaces;  in  summer  the  heat  and 
dry  weather  make  all  wood  tinder-like. 

It  is  inevitable  that  the  American  fire  loss  per  capita,  about  $3.00, 
must  greatly  exceed  that  of  European  brick  and  stone-built  cities  and 
countries.  It  is  folly  to  make  lamenting  comparisons  with  them. 
European  towns  and  cities  of  like  wooden  or  largely  wooden  construc- 
tion have  similar  conflagrations  and  high  loss  per  capita. 

The  conflagration  hazard  is  the  gambling  hazard  of  fire  insurance. 
A  conflagration  in  any  American  town  or  city  may  occur  at  any  time, 
winter  or  summer,  spring  or  autumn;  and  the  losses  therein,  some 
time  and  somewhere,  may  wipe  out  surplus  and  capital  of  both  small 
and  large  companies  writing  with  average  judgment  and  in  average 
proportionate  totals  at  risk. 

Our  fast-growing  American  cities  and  towns  make  all  fire  insur- 
ance a  gamble,  more  or  less  Expanding  congested  areas  increase  the 
gambling  hazard  but  furnish  the  profitable  classes.  To  exclude  these 
conflagration  areas  is  to  assume  the  insolvency  hazard  of  unprofitable 
fields  and  classes,  and  also  risk  both  capital  and  surplus.  Business 
must  be  written  in  towns  and  cities,  which  as  they  grow  develop  new 
hazards,  new  centers  of  congestion  and  add  to  the  old  congested  areas. 
But  if  the  companies  refuse  or  are  unable  to  assume  the  fire  hazards  of 
the  cities  and  of  the  country,  because  the  insurers  are  too  few  in  num- 
ber or  too  weak  in  resources,  they  must  expect  and  prepare  for  govern- 
ment fire  insurance  or  retire  from  business. 


United  States  soldiers  now  hold  $30,000,000,000  of  Government  life 
insurance.  Applications  number  3,400,000.  We  are  all  taxed  to  help 
pay,  which  is  all  right. 

Government  increases  the  cost  of  everything,  even  to  the  high  cost 
of  living.  Railway  expenses  have  been  increased  several  hundred 
millions.  We  pay,  therefore,  more  for  travel,  and  more  for  clothing 
and  groceries.  Our  telegraph  and  telephone  bills  will  be  increased  as 
soon  as  the  operators  strike.

WASHINGTON 
Conditional  Sale  Contract 

Where  one  purchased  pool  tables 
under  a  conditional  sale  contract  and 
transferred  them  under  a  bill  of  sale 
purporting  to  be  an  absolute  convey- 
ance, such  bill  of  sale  amounted  only 
to  an  assignment  of  the  conditional 
sale  contract. 
Intent  to  Deceive 

Under  Laws  1915,  p.  703,  providing 
that  no  oral  or  written  misrepresenta- 
tion or  warranty  made  by  insured  in 
securing  a  policy  shall  defeat  or  avoid 
the  policy  unless  made  with  intent  to 
deceive,  where  a  seller,  under  a  duly 
recorded  conditional  sale  contract  re- 
quiring buyer  to  insure  did  not  know 
of  buyer's  assignment  of  contract  and 
insurer's  agent  was  put  upon  inquiry 
as  to  ownership  there  was  no  intent  to 
deceive  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute. 
Agent— Reformation  of  Policy 

Where  the  agent  of  insurer  was  put 
upon  inquiry  as  to  the  ownership  of 
the  insured  property,  which  he  could 
have  ascertained  from  the  recorded 
conditional  sale  contract,  requiring 
buyer  to  insure  for  seller's  benefit,  and 
premiums  were  accepted,  equity  will 
reform  the  policy  in  the  interest  of  the 
real  owner. 

Tolman  J.— It  is  argued,  however, 
that  there  was  no  contractual  relation 


between  the  respondent  and  the  insur- 
ance company,  and  that   the  ves])ond- 
ent  has  no  interest  in  the  policy,  and 
cannot  recover  thereunder.     That  the 
conditional  bill  of  sale  was  of  record  is 
undisputed,     and    there    is     evidence 
tending  to  show   that    Mr.    Goff,    the 
agent  who   wrote  the    policy,    had    or 
might  have  obtained  knowledge  of  the 
true  condition.     However  that  may  be, 
the  insurance  company  appears  to  have 
received    its    premium,    the    property 
was  destroyed,    and   it  ought    not,   in 
good  conscience,  to  avoid   paying  the 
loss  on  a  mere  technicality.     The  legal 
title  to  the  property  was  in  the  respond- 
ent.    L.  N.  Kempf  as  vendee  had  con- 
tracted to  keep  it  insured  to   at   least 
the  extent  of  the  unpaid  purchase  price, 
and  his  interest  had  passed  to  Casper 
Kempf   with   full  knowledge    of    such 
condition.     The    property    being   des- 
troyed, the  insurance  money  stands  in 
lieu  thereof,  and  it  would  seem  equit- 
able,  under  these    conditions,  for  the 
court,  if  necessary,  to  order  a  reforma- 
tion of  the  insurance  policy  so  that  it 
should  protect  the  interest  of  the  true 
owner  of  the  property. 

This  court  has  recognized  this  doc- 
trine in  Gaskill  v.' Northern  Assurance 
Co.,  73  Wash.  668,  132  Pac.  643. 
True  in  that  case  it  is  said  that  the 
agent  had  actual  knowledge  of  the 
ownership  of  the  property.  But  it  is 
not  perceived  that  there  should  beany 
difference  in  applying  the  rule  where 
the  agent  had  notice  and  means  of 
knowledge. 
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It  is  also  a  familiar  doctrine  that  a 
policy  of  insurance  inures  to  the  bene- 
fit of  the  mortgagee,  whether  the  pol- 
icy, by  its  terms,  is  so  payable  or  not, 
if  the  mortgage  by  its  terms  requires 
the  mortgagor  to  insure  for  the  benefit 
of  the  mortgagee. 

Appellant's  contention  that  the 
terms  of  the  policy  were  not  complied 
with  because  no  form  of  proof  of  loss 
was  made  within  60  days,  and  that 
such  proof  of  loss  was  not  waived,  so 
far  as  it  is  a  question  of  law,  seems  to 
have  been  decided  against  it  by  this 
court  in  the  case  of  Ramat  v.  California 
Ins.  Co.,  95  Wash.  571,  164  Pac.  219.

OKLAHOMA 
Proofs  of  Loss — Waiver 

In  an  action  on  a  policy  of  fire  in- 
surance, proof  of  loss  is  not  waived  by 
an  answer  setting  up  other  grounds  of 
defense,  nor  is  it  waived  by  a  denial  of 
liability  by  the  insurer  under  the  policy 
sued  upon,  upon  other  grounds,  unless 
it  is  shown  by  evidence  that  such  lia- 
bility was  so  denied  by  the  insurer 
within  the  time  fixed  by  the  policy  for 
making  proof  of  loss. 

Colliei-,  C. — We  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  contract  entered  into  by  the  plaintiff 
with  the  Limbocker  Oil  Company,  insisted 
upon  by  tiie  defendant  as  befnu;  a  mortgage, 
was  not  a  mortgage,  but  was  simply  an  ex- 
ecutory contract  of  sale  and  was  such  con- 
tract on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  as  required 
the  permission  of  the  insurance  company 
to  execute  the  same,  to  be  indorsed  on  the 
policy,  to  permit  plaintiff  to  enter  into  said 
contract  without  avoiding  the  contract  of 
insurance;  and  that  therefore  the  question 
of  waiver  as  to  tlie   condition   of  the   policy 


requiring  leave  to  be  indorsed  on  the  policy 
to  authorize  the  execution  of  a  mortgage 
upon  the  property  without  vitiating  the  in- 
surance need  not  be  considered.  In  short, 
the  contention  of  the  defendant,  "that  the 
failure  to  have  indorsed  on  said  policy  leave 
to  execute  the  contract  entered  into  by  the 
plaintiff  with  Limbocker  Oil  Company  was 
a  good  defense  to  this  action,"  is  not  well 
taken. 

In  Phenix  Ins.  Co.  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., 
V.  Kerr,  129  Fed.  727,  it  is  held: 

"A  distinct  denial  by  an  insnrnnce  company  of 
liability  under  a  policy  after  tlie  loss,  and  within  the 
the  time  prescribed  for  the.proofs,  upon  the  ground 
that  there  was  no  contract  of  insurance,  is  a  waiver 
of  proofs  of  loss." 

In  Merchants'  Ins.  Co.  of  New  Orleans  v. 
Nowlin  (Tex.  Civ.  App.)  56  S.  W.  198,  it  is 
held: 

"A  denial  of  liability  upon  a  policy  made  by  an 
insurance  company  to  a  third  party,  within  the 
period  prescribed  for  making  proofs  of  loss,  will  if 
it  comes  to  the  knowledge  of  the  insured,  operate  as 
a  waiver  of  proofs  of  loss." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  failure  of 
proof  of  loss  in  this  instance  may  have  re- 
sulted from  oversight,  and  believing  that 
the  insured  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
show,  if  it  can,  a  compliance  with  the  pro- 
vision of  the  policy  as  to  proof  of  loss,  the 
judgment  appealed  from  is  reversed  and 
remanded.

Parol  Agreement 

Where  insured  real  estate  is  conveyed 
without  indorsement  on  policy  of  in- 
surer's consent  to  the  transfer,  a  parol 
agreement  of  a  general  agent  of  insurer 
to  continue  policy  in  force  until  con- 
sent slip  could  be  attached  thereto  is 
binding  on  insurer. 
Agency — Failure  to  Give 
Notice  of  Termination 

Where  insured  property  is  conveyed, 
and  the  general  agents,  who  wrote  the 
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insurance,  agreed  to  keep  policy  in 
force  until  consent  slip  could  be  at- 
tached thereto,  such  agreement  is 
binding  on  insured,  although  agency 
had  terminated,  where  no  notice  of 
termination  had  been  given. 
Oral  Assignment 

Assignment  of  policy  need  not  be  in 
writing.

NEW  YORK 
"Vacant" — "Unoccupied" 
— "Family  Residence." 

Where  a  tenant  moved  his  family 
and  a  part  of  the  furniture  from  a 
dwelling  house  about  a  month  before 
it  burned,  intending  to  return  later, 
and  the  house  was  inspected  almost 
daily,  and  persons  slept  there  four 
nights  during  such  month,  the  house 
was  not  a  "family  residence,"  within 
policy  insuring  house  while  occupied 
as  residence  and  providing  policy 
should  be  void  if  the  house  be  "vacant 
or  unoccupied''  for  10  days. 


Three-Fourths  Value  Clause 

Under  statute,  providing  that  no 
insurance  company  shall  take  a  risk 
on  any  property  at  a  ratio  greater  than 
three-fourths  of  its  value,  and  when 
taken  its  value  shall  not  be  questioned 
in  any  proceeding,  is  a  part  of  a  fire 
policy,  and  fraudulent  overvaluation 
or  misrepresentations  by  insured  as  to 
the  actual  cost  of  the  property  covered 
by  a  policy  cannot  be  relied  on  to  de- 
feat a  recovery  on  the  policy,  for  in- 
surer must  itself  determine  the  value 
of  the  property,  and  the  amount  of 
insurance  which  shall  be  written 
thereon,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
specified.

MISSOURI 
Misrepresentations  Material  to  Risl< 

A  representation  that  an  automobile, 
insured  against  fire  in  the  amount  of 
$1,750,  cost  insured  $2,000  (actual 
cost  $1,427)  is  material  to  the  risk 
insured  against,  within  Rev.  St.  1909, 
§  7025,  providing  that  the  warranty 
of  any  fact  in  a  fire  policy  not  mater- 
ially affecting  the  risk  shall  be  deemed 
a  representation  only,  and  is  a  war- 
ranty in  the  policy  stipulating  that 
insured  warrants  statements  to  be  true.

NEW    YORK 
Explosions 

When  fire  spreads  to  an  insured 
building  and  there  causes  an  explosion, 
the  insurer  is  liable  for  all  the  damage. 

Marine  Liability 

Where  plaintiff's  vessel  was  insured 
against  fire,  and  a  fire  broke  out  be- 
neath freight  cars  loaded  with  explo- 
sives, which  exploded,  causing  another 
fire,  which  in  turn  caused  a  greater 
explosion,  damaging,  by  concussion, 
the  vessel,  about  one  thousand  feet 
away,  plaintiff  could  not  recover  on 
the  policy,  since  the  fire  was  not  the 
proximate  cause  ot  the  damage,  viewed 
within  the  reasonable  expectation  and 
purposes  of  the  ordinary  business  man 
in  making  such  a  contract,  especially 
in  view  of  the  distance  of  the  explosion 
from  the  vessel. 
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Proximate  Cause 

To  warrant  recovery  on  a  marine 
fire  policy,  fire  must  reach  the  vessel 
or  come  within  such  proximity  to  it 
that  damage,  direct  or  indirect,  is 
within  reasonable  probability.

ALABAMA 
Tontine  Policy — Amount  of  Recovery 

Where  holder  of  tontine  policy,  the 
accumulation  period  of  which  expired 
on  November  16th,  and  which  called 
for  payment  of  death  benefit  if  he  died 
before  such  date,  died  at  4  a.m.  on 
such  date,  his  estate  could  recover  only 
the  cash  surrender  value,  which  he 
had  elected,  on  October  27th,  to  re- 
ceive, and  which  would  have  been 
payable  on  November  16th,  and  not 
the  death  benefit.

MISSOUEI 
Avoidance  of  Policy — Represen-

Rev.  St.  1909,  providing  that  no 
false  statement  made  in  obtaining  life 
insurance  shall  avoid  the  policy  unless 
the  matter  misrepresented  shall  have 
actually  contributed  to  the  event  on 
which  the  policy  is  to  become  payable, 
is  limited  to  the  application  and  exam- 
ination, and  does  not  prevent  a  defense 
that  the  one  signing  the  application 
and  examined  was  not  the  insured,  so 
that  no  contract  was  in  fact  ever  made 
with  insured.

OKLAHOMA 
Representations — Defense 

Where  a  policy  of  life  insurance  pro- 
vides that  all  statements  made  by  the 
insured  shall,  in  the  absence  of  fraud, 
be  construed  as  representations  and 
not  warranties,  in  order  for  misrepre- 
sentations made  by  the  insured  in  an 
application  to  avail  the  insurer  as  a 
defense  it  must  show,  not  only  that 
the  statements  were  not  true,  but  that 
they  were  willfully  false,  fraudulent, 
and  misleading  and  made  in  bad  faith. 
(Second  petition  for  rehearing  denied.) 


State  Insurance  Failed 

It  is  well  to  recall  the  fact  that  an- 
other evidence  of  inability  of  state  in- 
surance to  meet  extraordinary  losses 
was  furnished  by  the  Halifax  disaster. 
The  Nova  Scotia  Accident  Fund  was 
crumpled  by  the  munition  explosions. 
The  deficit  was  about  three-quarters  of 
a  million  dollars.  It  was  impossible 
for  the  "Fund"  to  meet  its  losses. 
The  Canadian  government,  for  charity 
sake,  subsequent!}^  paid  the  explosion 
disability  claims,  and  Canadian  tax- 
payers will  ultimately  pay  for  this 
notable  failure  of  state  insurance. 
The  ordinary  loss  experience  of  the 
Fund  left  no  surplus  wherewith  to 
meet  only  ordinary  increases  in  claims. 
State  insurance  always  fails. 


The  Federal  Trade  Commission  is 
no  longer  a  responsible,  impartial  body, 
according  to  a  communication  sent  to 
President  Wilson  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States.

SUNSTROKE  AN  ACCIDENT 

Holder  of  accident  insurance  policy,  who, 
when  riding  on  street  car  on  way  to  work, 
suffered  sunstroke  when  about  to  alight, 
was  injured  by  "accidental  means"  within 
policy.

PUNCTURED  PIMPLE  AN  ACCIDENT 

In  action  on  an  accident  policy,  where 
assured  had  punctured  pimple  on  his  lip, 
whereby  infection  was  induced,  resulting  in 
death  from  inflammation  of  the  brain  pro- 
duced by  staphlococcus  aureus,  the  infection 
was  result  of  "accident." — Lewis  v.  Ocean 
Accident  &  Guarantee  Corp.,  120  N.  E.  56, 
224  N.  Y.  18. 

THE  INSURANCE  P,ROKER 

A  mere  insurance  broker  who  is  intrusted 
by  insurer  with  the  delivery  of  a  policy  and 
tlie  collection  of  a  premium  is  the  agent  of 
insurer  for  such  purpose;  for  an  insurance 
broker  as  such  has  no  authority  to  receive 
a  premium  from  an  applicant  for  insurance. 
—177  S.  W.  675. 

AUTOMOBILE  LIABILITY 

Where  a  person,  insured  against  liability 
for  personal  injuries  caused  by  automobile, 
has  settled  with  a  person  injured  without 
the  previous  written  consent  of  the  insurer, 
as  required  by  the  policy,  the  insurer  is  re- 
leased.—Kennelly  V.  London  Guarantee  & 
Accident  Co.,  171  N.  Y.  S.  423. 

NOT  WHILE  ELSEWHERE 

Policy  insuring  carriages  against  fire,  "all 
^hile  contained  in  the  one-story  metal  roof, 
iron-clad  building,"  at  a  certain  address, 
did  not  render  the  insurer  liable  for  damage 
to  a  carriage  while  in  diftereut  shop  under- 
going repairs.— Home  Ins.

CHANGING  BENEFICIARY 

Direction  to  change  beneficiary  in  life 
policy  to  make  it  payable  to  insured's  estate

able assignment,  though  not  formally  made 
in  writing. — Citizens'  Bank  v.  Moore,  204 
S.  W.  619. 

AUTOMOBII>E  DAMAGE 

Plaintiff,  whose  automobile  was  insured 
by  defendant  against  damages  from  collision , 
and  who  showed  that  the  radiator  of  his  car 
was  smashed,  and  parts  destroyed,  and  had 
to  be  replaced,  was  entitled  to  judgment  for 
at  least  nominal  damages.— Wilson  Bryant 
Co.  V.  Agricultural  Ins.

NO  MORTGAGEE  CLAUSE 

Where  a  fire  insurance  policy  was  ren- 
dered void  by  the  act  of  insured  in  moving 
from  the  property  and  leaving  it  unoccupied, 
a  mortgagee  cannot  recover  on  the  policy; 
there  being  no  mortgagee  clause  thereon.—

VALID  CONVEYANCE  INVALIDATES  POLICY 

Under  fire  insurance  policy  in  terms  void, 
if  insured's  interest  was  not  unconditional 
and  sole,  and  in  case  of  fraud,- a  prior  valid 
conveyance  of  insured's  title  by  bill  of  sale 
rendered  the  policy  inoperative  and  void.—

ILLEGAL  CHANGE  OF  POSSESSION 

A  policy  of  insurance  by  its  terms  avoided 
by  a  change  of  possession  will  not  be  an- 
nulled by  an  illegal  and  fictitious  seizure, 
where  there  was  neither  an  actual  nor  a 
valid  seizure  of  the  property  insured.—

217. 

bankrupt's  LIFE  POLICIES 

Under  Bankruptcy  Act,  insurance  policies 
on  the  life  of  bankrupt,  which  were  fully 
paid  and  yielded  annual  dividends,  did  not 
pass  to  the  trustee,  where  they  had  all  been 
borrowed  upon  to  their  full  loan  value,  and 
the  interest  on  the  loans  exceeded  the  divi- 
dends.—In  re  Williams,  2-50  F.  288.  1 
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LEGAL    POINTS 

SETTING  FIRE  TO  GRA«8  ON  OWN  PREMISES 

That  insured  in  setting  fire  to  grass  on 
his  own  premises  without  permit  violated  a 
statute  may  be  considered  as  evidence  of  his 
negligence  in  his  actions  on  fire  policies 
covering  buildings  burned.  But  it  did  not, 
as  matter  of  law,  preclude  him  from  recov-

ELECTRIC  FIRE  LIABILITY

An  award  signed  by  only  one  of  two  ap- 
praisers appointed  and  by  a  third  selected 
by  them  to  settle  matters  of  difference  be- 
tween the  two  was  not  valid  on  its  face 
where  it  failed  to  sliow  that  any  matters  of 
difference  liad  arisen  between  the  apprais- 
ers.—Sheppard  v.  Springfield,  104  A.  18.

While,  strictly  speaking,  a  means  may  be 
accidental  only  when  disassociated  from 
any  human  agency,  such  interpretation  is 
not  recognized  in  the  law  of  accidental  in- 
surance, but  any  event  occurring  without  the 
expectation  of  the  person  affected  must  be 
considered  "accidental,"  though  it  would 
not  have  happened  but  for  his  voluntary

LOCAL  AGENT  S  REPRESENTATIONS  GOVERN 

Where,  after  applicant  for  employers'  lia- 
l)ility  insurance  had  been  advised  by  insurer 
that  it  would  "cover"  him,  the  in^^urer's 
local  agent,  in  delivering  the  policy,  gave 
insured  to  understand  that  the  policy  pro-

The  West  Coast  San  Franchco  Life  wrote 
over  $6,000,000  new  business  in  the  first 
half-year,  a  gain  of  $742,663,  a  notable  gain 
of  over  14  percent. 

Tlie  new  president  of  the  Missouri  Life 
has  been  for^-ed  to  resign,  under  fire.  The 
Hoyt  shares  were  bought  to  elect  him  and 
to  then  reinsure  the  company  in  the  Great 
Southern. 

The  Travelers  shows  marked  progress,  in 
its  June  30  figures.  It  now  has  $675,496,403 
in  force. 

A  telegram  from  New  York  city  states 
that  Vice  President  Gail  Borden  Johnson 
of  the  Pacific  Mutual  Life  dropped  dead  on 
tiie  street,  September  17.  Death  was  with- 
out warning.  Mr.  Johnson  was  a  nephew 
of  Gail  Borden,  the  millionaire  maker  of 
condensed  milk. 

Life  Insurance  Courant,  completing  its 
twenty  third  year,  indulges  in  a  column  of 
deserved  self  praise. 

The  Provident  Life  &  Trust  new  business 
in  first  half  year  fell  ofl'  nearly  one-half. 

The  Northwestern  Mutual  Life  new  busi- 
ness, half  year,  $77,296,160,  against  $105,- 
970,480  same  months  last  year. 

Massachusetts  Mutual  new  half  year  busi- 
ness fell  off  about  30  percent.  "War  is  hell." 
The  Mutual  Life  of  New  York  has  paid 
its  first  double  indemnity  benefit  claim.  A 
farmer  took  out  a  $3,000  policy  in  the  com- 
pany, and  two  days  later  took  out  a  $2,000 
policy,  at  age  34.  Sixty-eight  days  later  he 
was  gored  to  death  by  a  bull  of  his  own 
herd.  For  an  extra  premium  of  $5  his  pol- 
icies contained  the  double  indemnity  clause 
which  doubles  the  face  of  the  insurance  in 
case  of  accidental  death.  The  beneficiary 
under  the  $5,000  life  insurance  received  an 
additional  $5,000  payment,  plus  $4.39  post- 
mortem dividend.

Placed  in 
position  in  a  building  it  offers  a  surface  for 
plastering,  on  both  sides.  The  terra-cotta 
crosses  bind  with  the  mortar.

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BRITISH    COLUMBIA     FIRE    POLICY 

We  present  herewith,  as  doubtless  of  interest  to  many  of  our  read- 
ers, a  copy  of  the  standard  form  of  policy  in  use  in  British  Columbia. 
It  differs  in  many  respects  from  American  standard  forms,  and  has 
been  declared  to  be  a  more  liberal  contract.     Read  and  pass  judgment. 

Policy    begins    with    "Rate— "   and    "Premium .'' 

Description  is  followed  by  "Loss,  if  any,  payable  (subject  to  all  the 
conditions  of  this  policy)  to  ." 

Stipulations  and  conditions  printed  on  the  back  are  as  follows: 

1.  If  any  person  or  persons  insures  his  or  their  buildings  or  goods,  and 
causes  the  same  to  be  described  otherwise  than  as  they  really  are,  to  the  preju- 
dice of  the  company,  or  misrepresents  or  omits  to  communicate  any  circum- 
stance which  is  material  to  be  made  known  to  the  company  in  order  to  enable  it 
to  judge  of  the  risk  it  undertakes,  such  insurance  shall  be  of  no  force  in  respect 
to  the  property  in  regard  to  which  the  misrepresentation  or  omission  is  made. 

2.  After  application  for  insurance,  it  shall  be  deemed  that  any  policry  sent 
to  the  assured  is  intended  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  application, 
unless  the  company  points  out  in  writing  the  particulars  wherein  the  policy  dif- 
fers from  the  application. 

3.  Any  change  material  to  the  risk,  and  within  the  control  or  knowledge  of 
the  assured,  shall  avoid  the  policy  as  to  the  part  affected  thereby,  unless  the 
change  is  promptly  notified  in  writing  to  the  company  or  its  local  agent;  and  the 
company  when  so  notified  may  return  the  premium  for  the  unexpired  period  and 
cancel  the  policy,  or  may  demand  in  writing  an  additional  premium,  which  the 
assured  shall,  if  he  desires  the  continuance  of  the  policy,  forthwith  pay  to  the 
company;  and  if  he  neglecis  to  make  such  payment  forthwith  after  receiving 
such  demand,  the  policy  shall  be  no  longer  in  force. 

4.  If  the  property  insured  is  assigned  without  a  written  permission  indorsed 
hereon  by  an  agent  of  the  company  duly  authorized  for  such  purpose,  the  policy 
shall  thereby  become  void;  but  this  condition  does  not  apply  to  change  of  title 
by  succession,  or  by  the  operation  of  the  law,  or  by  reason  of  death. 

5.  When  property  insured  is  only  partially  damaged,  no  abandonment  of 
the  same  will  hs  allowed  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  company  or  its  agent;  and 
in  case  of  the  removal  of  property  to  escape  conflagration,  the  company  will  con- 
tribute to  the  loss  and  expenses  attending  such  act  of  salvage  proportionately  to 
the  respective  interests  of  the  company  or  companies  and  the  assured. 

6.  Money,  books  of  account,  securities  for  money,  and  evidences  of  debt  or 
title  are  not  insured. 

7.  Plate,  plate  glass,  plated  wai-e,  jewelry,  medals,  paintings,  sculptures, 
curiosities,  scientific  and  musical  instruments,  bullion,  works  of  art,  articles  of 
virtu,  frescoes,  clocks,  watches,  trinkets,  and  mirrors,  are  not  insured  unless 
mentioned  in  the  policy. 

8.  The  company  is  not  liable  for  loss  if  there  is  any  prior  insurance  in  any 
other  company,  unless  the  company's  assent  thereto  appears  herein  or  is  in- 
dorsed hereon,  nor  if  any  subsequent  insurance  is  effected  in  any  other  company, 
unless  and  until  the  company  assents  tliereto,  or  unless   the   company   does  not

H.  In  the  event  of  any  other  insurance  on  the  property  herein  desc.-.bed 
having  been  assented  to  as  aforesaid,  then  this  company  shall,  if  such  otluT  ni- 
surauce  remains  in  force,  on  the  happening  of  any  loss  or  damage  only  be  hable 
for  the  payment  of  a  ratable  proportion  of  such  loss  or  damage,  without  relerence 
to  the  dates  of  the  different  policies.  _

14.  The  above  proofs  of  loss  may  be  made  by  the  agent  of  the  assured,  in 
case  of  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  assured  himself  to  make  the  same,  such 
absence  or  inability  being  satisfactorily  accounted  for. 

15.  Any  fraud  or  false  statement  in  a  statutory  declaration  in  relation  to  any 
of  the  above  particulars  shall  vitiate  the  claim. 

16.  If  any  difference  arises  as  to  the  value  of  the  property  insured,  of  the 
property  saved,  or  amount  of  the  loss,  audi  value  and  amount  and  the  proportion

party  assured  and  the  other  by  the  Company,  and  a  third  to  be  appointed  by 
the  persons  so  chosen,  or  on  their  failing  to  agree,  then  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  British  Columbia  or  the  County  Judge  of  the  county  wherein  the  loss 
has  happened;  and  such  reference  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws 
applicable  '.o  references  in  actions;  and  the  award  which  may  be  made  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  arbitrators  shall,  if  the  company  is  in  other  respects  liable,  be  con- 
clusive as  to  the  amount  of  the  loss  and  proportion  to  be  paid  by  the  Company; 
where  the  full  amount  of  the  claim  is  awarded  the  costs  shall  follow  the  event; 
and  in  other  cases  all  questionsof  costs  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  arbitrators 

17.  The  loss  shall  not  be  payable  until  thirty  days  after  completion  of  the 
proofs  of  loss,  unless,  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  contract  of  insurance. 

18.  The  Company,  instead  of  making  payment,  may  repair,  rebuild  or  re- 
place within  a  reasonable  time  the  property  damaged  or  lost,  giving  notice  of 
their  intention  with  fifteen  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  proofs  herein  required. 

19.  The  insurance  may  be  terminated  by  the  Company  by  giving  written 
notice  to  that  effect,  and,  if  on  the  cash  plan,  by  tendering  therewith  a  ratable 
proportion  of  the  premium  for  the  unexpired  term,  calculated  from  the  termina- 
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tionofthe  notice;  five  days  personal  service  of  the  notice,  exclmling  Sunday, 
.shall  be  given.  And  the  policy  shall  cease  after  such  tender  an<l  notice  aforesaid, 
and  the  expiration  of  the  five  days: 

(a.)  The  insurance,  if  for  cash  may  also  be  terminated  by  the  assured  by 
giving  written  notice  to  that  eff-ect  to  the  Company,  or  its  authorized  agent,  in 
whicli  case  the  Company  may  retain  the  customary  short  rate  for  the  time  the 
insurance  has  been  in  force,   and  shall  repay  to  the  assured  the  balance  of  the

20.  No  condition  of  tlie  policy,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  waived  by  the  Company,  unless  the  waiver  is  clearly  expressed  in 
writing,  signed  by  an  agent  of  the  Company. 

21.  Any  ofiicer  or  agent  of  the  Company  who  assumes  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
pany to  enter  into  any  written  agreement  relating  to  any  matter  connected  with 
the  insurance  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  to  be  the  agent  of  the  Company  for 

the  purpose.  ^      ^,  . 

22  Every  action  or  proceeding  against  the  Company  for  the  recovery  of 
any  claim  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  policy,  shall  be  absolutely  barred,  unless 
commenced  within  the  term  of  one  year  next  after  the  loss  or  damage  occurs. 

23  Any  written  notice  to  a  Company  for  any  purpose  of  the  statutory  con- 
ditions, where  the  mode  thereof  is  not  expressly  provided,  may  be  by  letter  de- 
livered at  the  head  oflice  of  the  Company  in  British  Cohnnbia,  or  by  registered 
post  letter  addressed  to  the  Company,  its  manager  or  agent,  at  such  head  ofiice 
or  by  such  written  notice  given  in  any  other  manner  to  an  authorized  agent  of 
the  Company. 

DEFUNCT  BANK  PAYS  DEPOSITORS  ONLY  14  PER  CENT 

The  bank  commissioners  of  the  state  of  California  in  1907  certified  that  the 
California  Safe  Deposit  &  Trust  Compauy  had  $2,000,000  paid-up  capital 
and  over  1600,000  net  surplus  and  total  assets  of  about  $9,000,000.  Men  and 
women  deposited  their  savings  and  their  surplus  business  funds  m  the  bank  on 
the  strength  of  this  ofiicial  certificate  of  solvency.  This  commercial  bank  had  a 
savings  department  and  advertised  to  pay  2  percent  on  daily  balances  and  4  per- 
cent  on  term  deposits.     (Other  banks  paid  the  same  rates  )  ,      ^,  •    ,      , 

The  panic  of  1907  came;  money  was  hoarded;  scrip  was  issued.  11ns  bank 
closed  "temporarily"  but  never  reopened.  "It  was  built  on  a  shoestring.  It 
was  found  that  the  depositors'  funds  were  "invested"  in  coal  mines,  gold  mines, 
pottery  and  glass  works,  timber  holdings  and  loans  to  directors. 

The  California  Safe  Deposit  &  Trust  Co.  was  undoubtedly  insolvent^  for 
many  years.  But  the  state  bank  commissioners  year  after  year  "examined'  its 
affairs'and  pronounced  it  solvent  with  unimpaired  capital.  One  commissioner 
said  "We  always  had  some  doubts  and  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief  when  it  did  not 
fail  during  our  term  of  office."  Many  depositors  were  misled  by  the  state  en- 
dorsement and  trusted  the  bank  with  their  money,  who  would  not  have  done  so 
if  there  were  no  state  bank  commissioners. 

After  eleven  years'  receivership  it  was  possible  for  the  receivers  to  pay,  al- 
together only  14  cents  on  the  dollar  of  obligations  to  depositors.  Depositors  who 
united  ill  an  association  and  sued  the  individual  stockholders  succeeded  111  col- 
lecting  another  14  percent  of  their  claims. 
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GENERAL 

Automobile    Production    to    be     Reduced 
One-Fourth  or  More 

American  automobile  factories  wiJl,  by 
agreement  with  the  Government,  produce 
in  this  the  last  half-year  only  one-fourth  of 
the  last  year's  output.  This  is  equivalent 
to  a  three-fonrths  production  this  year,  and 
a  corresponding  saving  of  steel  and  coal. 
Manufacturers  are  urged  to  prepare  to  do 
work  for  the  Government,  as  many  auto 
factories  are  now  doing.  It  is  probable  that 
the  1919  auto  output  will  likewise  be  greatly 
reduced. 


Menace  of  the  Submarine 

While  the  fact  of  transporting  over  1,590,- 
000  American  soldiers  across  the  Atlantic  is 
answer  enough  to  the  menace  of  the  subma- 
rine, it  may  be  interesting  to  give  the  very 
best  of  confirmation  of  the  diver  failure  in 
the  transatlantic  shipping  insurance  rates. 
On  October  1,  1914,  the  rate  was  1  percent. 

It  fluctuated,  but  kept  rising  until  reach- 
ing the  maximum  of  11  percent  in  May  and 
June,  1917.  On  the  1st  of  July  of  this  year 
it  had  dropped  to  2f  percent,  with  a  reduc- 
tion of  1^  percent  allowed  to  vessels  having 
a  speed  of  over  eighteen  knots,  bringing  the 
rate  for'such  ships  down  to  1^  percent. 

This  is  the  insurance  man's  estimate  of 
the  shipping  risks  as  affected  by  the  subma- 
rine.—San  Francisco  Chronicle.

In  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  the 
Home  Life  of  Yew  York  increased  its  as- 
sets about  $2,000,000,  to  $35,563,788.  Income 
increased  about  $200,000.  Insurance  in 
force  increased  nearly  $11,000,000,  to  $173,- 
668,813. 


Answers 

N.  A.  R. —  Large  inheritance  taxes  de- 
stroy capital  because  the  sums  paid  to  the 
federal  and  state  governments  are  accumu- 
lated active  capital  converted  into  payments 
of  government  expenses,  whereby  it  ceases 
to  be  capital.  It  is  withdrawn  from  invest- 
ment, and  business  suffers  accordingly. 
The  inheritance  tax  that  is  not  merely  nom- 
inal is  confiscation,  and  has  been  imposed 
as  a  concession  to  the  proletariat  and  to  pay 
salaries  for  needless  new  political  jobs. 
Imagine  a  group  of  men  with  a  million  to 
invest  in  a  factory  or  an  irrigation  scheme. 
A  millionaire  dies.  Government  demands 
from  his  estate  a  million  dollars.  To  raise 
this  sum  over  a  million  of  values  is  sold — to 
the  group  of  men  who  had  a  million  dollars 
to  invest  in  a  new  enterprise  giving  employ- 
ment to  many  men.  The  new  enterprise  is 
abandoned  entirely  or  waits  long  for  the 
necessary  capital.  All  taxes  which  confis- 
cate capital — except  war  taxes — are  socialis- 
tic and  Bolshevistic. 

W.  F.  E.^There  can  be  no  insurance 
without  adequate  rates  Fraternal  insur- 
ance rates  are  not  adequate  unless  they  pro- 
vide a  sinking  fund  (legal  reserve)  to  meet 
the  higher  death  rate  of  advanced  ages- 
Premiums  must  be  "level,"  and  practically 
the  same  as  the  net  premiums  of  the  regular 
life  insurance  companies. 

W.  I.  B. — Government  limit  as  to  surety 
bonds  is  10  percent  of  capital  and  surplus, 
ascertained  quarterly.  Largest  single  bond 
accepted  is  that  of  National  Surety  Co. — 
about  $800,000.  The  ruling  is  arbitrary 
and  is  one  of  convenience,  making  loss  lia- 
bility uniform  as  regards  resources.

When  you  buy  a  house,  first  have 
it  appraised — present  value  if  new  and 
as  is,  approximate  cost  when  new. 
Figure  on  depreciation  of  a  wooden 
house  as  23^  percent  of  original  cost 
yearly,  and  also  on  depreciation  for 
change  in  style  or  decline  in  neiglilx)r- 


hood  appearances  or  in  neglect  of 
repairs  and  painting.  A  neglected 
wooden  house  30  years  old  is  worth 
nothing,  a  well  cared  for  wooden  house 
40  years  old  has  no  selling  value. 

A  brick  house  has  somewhat  less 
depreciation. 

Land  and  neighborhood  establish 
house  values.  Public  buildings  and 
churches  and  schools  nearby  affect 
values. 

Tenement  houses  may  pay  j^ou  if 
you  own  a  number  of  them  and  buy 
them  cheap. 

Tenants  are  always  unreasonable  be- 
cause never  owners. 


Land  speculations  are  always  dang- 
erous. 

If  Astor  had  bought  all  New  York 
that  now  is  at  the  beginning,  and  paid 
all  taxes  and  street  improvements,  he 
would  not  have  averaged  2  percent 
compound  interest  on  his  investment 
— perhaps  nothing. 


Who  buys  or  sells  without  thinking 
should  prepare  to  meet  Bad  Luck 
without  blinking. 


Get  busy,  agents,  solicitors  and 
brokers  and  prove  that  your  employ- 
ment is  one  of  "the  essentials."  See 
as  many  people  as  possible  and  write 
more  business.  Every  day,  not  far 
away,  an  uninsured  man  has  a  fire,  or 
is  hurt  or  dies.

Nineteen  members  of  Imperial  Wil- 
lie's Workers  have  been  indicted  by 
a  federal  grand  jury  at  Sacramento  on 
a  charge  of  burning  foodstuffs,  grow- 
ing grain,  warehouses,  etc.,  in  Califor- 
nia. These  traitors  are  charged  with 
conspiring  to  hamper  the  Govern- 
ment's war  activities  and  with  being 
implicated  in  the  following  fires  in 
California:

Will  the  National  Board  or  the  Na- 
tional Fire  Protection  Association  say 
that  these  I.  W.  W.  are  not  enemy 
incendiaries,  or  are  they  prepared  to 
"rebuke^'  the  federal  grand  jury  as 
"hysterical  persons  who  talk  as  though 
arson  was  a  form  of  crime  unknown  in 
America  prior  to  the  war' '  ? 

The  simple  facts  are  these:  The 
I.  W.  W.  are  pro-German  because  they 
are  anti  American.  Many  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  society  of  sabotagists  and 


anarchists  are  of  German  birth.     They 
brought  their  Bolshevist  doctrines  with 
them.     Incendiary  fires  have  increased 
in  number  and  destructiveness  in  this 
country    since    August    1,    1914,    and 
especialy  since  April   6,    1917.       The 
losses  have  very    generally    been    such 
as  would  embarrass   America  and  her 
allies  and  aid  Germany  and  her  allies. 
There  is  seldom  any  proof  of  incen- 
diarism.    It  is  easy  to  set  fires    with- 
out a  trace  of  the    origin.       Circum- 
stantial   evidence    is    best.'     All    the 
circumstances  of  the  majority  of  ware- 
house, sawmill,  lumber  yard,  elevator, 
munition   factory,    packinghouse    and 
foodstorage  fires  since   the  war   began 
indicate     enemy     incendiary     origin. 
Where    there    are    threats,    spies    and 
cash    rewards,     there     are     certainly 
"enemy  fires."     Vigilance  is  the  only 
safety.     To  belittle  the  danger  seems  a 
part  of  German  propaganda.

Remind  the  prospect  that  nearly  every 
person  in  this  country  who  has  property  is 
today  worth  only  half  the  amount  before 
Aiagust  1,  1914.  The  dollar  buys  only  half 
as  much,  on  the  average. 

There  are  no  better  prospects  than  the 
men  you  have  written.  Keep  in  touch  with 
them.  Make  them  yonr  friends  as  well  as 
the  friends  of  your  company.  They  will 
bring  or  send  you  good  prospects.  Changed 
conditions  may  make  them  need  or  desire 
more  insurance.     Why  not  ask  them? 


Belief  in  Victory  Wins  Victory 

Men  who  are  notably  successful  as  solic- 
itors may  differ  in  many  respects,  as  other 
men  differ,  but  all  are  alike  in  one  particu- 
lar—  their  fixed  faith  in  their  own  powers 
of  acliievement.  The  big  producer,  who 
writes  his  1200,000  or  more  each  year, 
KNOWS  that  he  can  do  it  and  that  he  will 
do  it.  As  an  abstract  proposition  he  might 
concede  that  he  cannot  expect  invariably  to 
write  every  man  he  canvasses,  but  he  does 
expect  to  write,  and  intends-  to  write,  the 
particular  case  that  he  is  after  now.  If, 
perchance,  he  fails  to  do  so  for  once,  he 
straightway  forgets  all  about  it.  If  he  thinks 
of  it  at  all  subsequently  he  sees  why  he  failed 
and  he  knows  that  it  will  not  happen  again. 
In  other  words,  his  attitude  toward  the  next 
case  that  comes  up,  and  toward  every  suc- 
ceeding case,  will  be  that  of  absolute  and 
continuous  optimism — sure  of  winning  and 
determined  to  win. 

What  is  that?  O!  to  be  sure,  as  an  ab- 
stract proposition  some  cases  will  fail.  It  is 
undeniable  that   for   every    victory    in    war 


there  is  defeat  (a  defeat  for  the  other  side) , 
but  no  general  worthy  of  his  rank  ever  went 
into  battle  expecting  to  lose.  The  true  sol- 
dier intends  to  win. 

The  successful  solicitor  addresses  his 
prospect  as  though  the  thought  of  defeat 
had  never  entered  his  mind.  The  agent 
whose  attitude  is  one  of  doubt  and  appre- 
hension, perhaps  of  apology,    is   defeated 

BEFORE    HE    BEGINS. 

How  is  such  an  attitude  of  confidence  to 
be  attained?  Acquaint  yourself  beforehand 
with  the  prospect's  circumstances  till  you 
know  them  as  well  as  you  know  your  own — 
financially,  socially,  his  needs,  the  policy 
he  ought  to  have,  etc.  You  know  what  you 
yourself  would  do  in  his  place.  Without  a 
moment's  hesitation  you  would  take  the 
policy  you  have  planned  for  him  to  take, 
and  no  argument  could  deter  you.  Why 
should  not  he  do  just  as  you  would  do? 
Once  you  make  him  understand  the  matter 
as  well  as  you  do,  he  will.  You  have  a 
right  to  expect  it.  Like  causes  produce  like 
effects.  How  can  you  be  otherwise  than 
confident? — Second  Vice  President  George 
T.  Dexter,  in  Mutual  Life's  "Points." 

Securing  New  Business 

I  do  not  believe  it  practicable  to  lay  down 
any  set  rules  for  soliciting  new  business. 
Conditions  are  different  in  different  cities, 
but  more  especially,  solicitors  are  different. 
Where  some  men  would  succeed  using  a 
certain  method,  others  would  fail  and  vice 
versa.  However,  there  are  some  methods 
which  can,  with  slight  alterations  to  fit  in- 
dividual cases,  be  generally  applied  success- 
fully, and  I  shall  take  up  two  of  these. 
First,  securing  new  business  from  policy- 
holders; and  second,  through  circular  let- 
ters. 

One  of  the  best  sources  of  new  business 
is  the  interest  that  policyholders  have  in 
your  welfare.  This  interest  can  be  awak- 
ened and  maintained  by  service  rendered. 
I  believe  that  service  plays  a  greater  part 
in  the  accident  and  health  business  than  in 
the  life  business.  In  a  life  policy  a  man 
has  loan  and  cash  values  to  lose  if  he  drops 
his  policy,  but  in  these  days  of  full  accumu- 
lations   the    insured    knows   that    he    loses 
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nothing  by  dropping  his  accident  policy 
that  he  cannot  get  again  at  any  time  that  he 
desires  to  take  another  policy. 

Therefore,  the  best  way  to  create  in  your 
policyholders  an  interest  in  you  sufficient 
not  only  to  hold  business,  but  to  get  them 
to  interest  others,  is  to  give  service.  And 
we  should  not  only  do  this  when  the  prem- 
ium is  due,  but  during  the  entire  year.  I 
find  that  I  frequently  get  names  of  pros- 
pects from  my  policyholders  by  dropping 
into  their  place  of  business  with  some  blot- 
ters or  other  advertising  specialty.  And 
prospects  thus  secured  are  always  easier 
to  write  and  keep  than  any  others. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  circular  letter  de- 
pends entirely  on  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
used      Just  a  promiscuous  use  of  an  obvious 
circular  letter   is,   I    believe,   of   no    value. 
However,  a  letter  that  appears  typewritten 
and  is  seemingly  a  personal  letter  can  serve 
a  very  effective  purpose.     Letters  should  be 
short  and  should  contain  a  certain    distinct 
and  interesting  message.     And  I   think  the 
most  important  thing  about  these  letters  is 
the  time   of  mailing.     If  they   are   mailed 
when  you  leave  the  office  at  night  they  come 
to  the  prospect's  attention  the  next  morn- 
ing,   probably    when   his   mail  is  heaviest, 
and  when  he  is  tiie  busiest,    and    are   prob- 
ably  hastily  discarded,    while    if   they  are 
mailed    between   10:00   o'clock   a.    m.    and 
noon,  the  prospect  gets  it  probably  on  the 
last  afternoon  mail,  when  his  busiest  time 
is  past,  and  when  he  is  in  a   much    better 
mood  to  receive  it  and  think  about  its  con- 
tents     1  do  not  believe   the  circular  letter 
can  be  an  effective,  direct  source  for   secur- 
ing new  business,  but  by  a  follow-up  canvass 
it  will  produce  interviews  that  will  lead  to 
applications.  ,,    ^  ., 

This  brings  me  to  my  conclusion  that  the 
best  methods  known  are  of  no  value  unless 
worked.  Time  and  its  effective  use  is  the 
weakness  of  90  percent  of  insurance  solici- 
tors and  the  writer  is  to  his  own  great  dis- 
<.ust  one  of  the  90  percent.  Most  any  plan 
will  produce  results  if  worked  and  the  best 
plan  will  not  produce  consistent  business 
unless  constantly  worked.-Jno.  E,  Spiegle 
in  Pacific  Mutual  News,

successful  the  life  insurance  seller  must 
write  enough  business  to  feel  and  therefore 
look  happy. 

Don't  Swamp  the  Prospect 

Are  you  swamping  the  minds  of  your 
prospects  with  facts?  Look  out  for  the 
fairly  defeating  harm  there  is  in  doing  that. 

"Simplicity  is  the  beauty  of  everything." 

A  few  simple  facts  told  in  an  enthusiastic 
straightforward  manner  will  get  more  names 
on  the  dotted  line  than  many  facts  piled 
into  prospects'  minds  ever  can. 

The  eagerness  of  some  field  men,  new  ones 
in  particular,  to  get  a  man  to  sign  too  often 
leads  them  to  swamp  his  mind  with  a  reg- 
ular army  of  facts,  very  few  of  which  he  can 
at  all  be  expected  to  remember. 

A  few  simple,  vital  facts,  imparted  slowly, 
give  the  prospect's  mind  the  chance  it  must 
have  to  fully  grasp  them,  fully  appreciate 
them.— Mo.  Life  Bulletin.

A  fox  one  day  espied  an  especially  fat 
fowl  in  a  farmyard.  He  mentally  appropri- 
ated the  bird.  -'Someday,"  he  said.  "I 
shall  have  a  fine  chicken  dinner."

The  total  income  was  some  $1,100,000,000, 
a  gain  of  $104,000,000.  The  companies  paid 
policyholders  $552,366,677.  Policies  (ordin- 
ary) issued  numbered  1,380,120,  a  gain  of 
nearly  121,000.  New  insurance  exceeded 
three  billions  dollars.

This  is  a  neat  book  of  52  pages.  Contents 
more  than  useful,  being  interesting. 

Life  companies  admitted:  Northern  Life 
(of  Seattle) ,  Provident  Life. 

Fire  companies  admitted:  Humboldt, 
Michigan  ]\Iillers,  Teutonia,  National  of 
Denmark,  Norwegian  of  Norway. 

Miscellaneous  companies  admitted :  Em- 
ployers Indemnity  of  Missouri,  Iowa  State 
Live  Stock,  Travelers  Indemnity. 

244  companies  are  trying  to  stand  between 
Miss  Fortune  and  Miss  Utah. 

Life  written  decreased  over  $1,500,000, 
being  only  $16,808,459. 

Fire  written  increased  $16,212,290. 

Miscellaneous  (and  surety)  premiums  in- 
creased a  quarter-million  to  H,  175,696. 

It  is  shown  that  the  Guardian  Casualty  & 
Guaranty  Co.  stockholders  lost  $500,000. 
The  company  is  in  voluntary  liquidation. 
It  was  a  rate-cutter. 


Canada 

Report  of  theSuperintendent  of  Insurance 
Dominion  of  Canada,  Business  of  1917.  Vol. 
I.  Fire  and  Miscellaneous.  C.  D.  Finlayson, 
Supt. 

This  valuable  annual  contains  nearly  600 


pages  and  includes  court  decisions.  Details 
of  company  statements  are  varied  and  dis- 
tinguisliing.  Reading,  you  get  at  the  in- 
wards of  a  company's  affairs  indeed. 

For  example,  we  are  shown  the  premiums 
and  losses  by  classes,  as  fire,  inland  marine, 
ocean  marine,  inland  transportation,  explo- 
sion, tornado,  automobile. 

From  1869  to  1917  inclusive  $482,000,000 
fire  business  premiums  have  been  written, 
with  an  average  loss  ratio  of  60  percent. 
In  1877  the  losses  were  225.5  percent  of  the 
premiums,  and  in  1904,  107.0  percent. 

Referring  to  the  Halifax  disaster  of  De- 
cember 6,  1917,  the  superintendent  says: 
"The  amount  of  insurance  on  prop- 
erty, wholly  or  partially  destroyed  by 
fire,  is  approximately  $800,000.  The 
proportion  of  loss  due  directly  to  fire 
must,  of  course,  be  largely  a  matter  of 
estimate  as  satisfactory  direct  evidence 
is  not  available. 

"The  companies  as  a  rule  do  not  ad- 
mit liability  under  these  policies  as  they 
take  the  view  that  the  disaster  was  one 
not    covered    by  the  policy.     The   full 
amount  of  insurance  on   properties  af- 
fected by  fire  is  included  in  the  unpaid 
losses  of  the  various  companies." 
Licenses  have  this  year  been  issued  to  the 
Employers  Liability  Assurance  for  hail  and 
plate  glass  insurance,   the  British  America 
for  automobile,  the  Fire  Association  forflre, 
the  Automobile  for  hail,  the  Vulcan  Fire  of 
Oakland  for  fire;  and  to  the  Newark,   New 
Jersey  and  the  Northwestern  Mutual  Fire 
for  fire  insurance  limited  to  the  province  of 
British  Columbia. 


Seattle. — John  H.  DnfiVin,  a  former  in- 
surance agent,  was  shot  by  his  wife,  mother 
of  thirteen  children.  Husband  and  wife 
had  separated  because  of  cruelty,  but  when 
he  demanded  of  her  his  picture  she  loved 
him  so  much  that  she  shot  him.

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Buy   Liberty  Bonds    with  German    Insur- 
ance Funds 

The  Government  at  Washington  should 
at  once  reinsure  all  the  German  and  Aus- 
trian and  Bulgarian  insurance  companies 
in  this  country  and  convert  all  the  funds 
remaining  into  Liberty  bonds  of  the  fourth 
Loan . 

All  the  policyholders  would  ajiplaud. 

The  bill  to  enable  the  Custodian  to  use 
the  funds  to  incorporate  new  companies  has 
"a  nigger  in  it." 


Early  Rain  in  California 

Two  months  ago  the  Coast  Review  pre- 
dicted early  fall  rains. 

On  September  11  rain  fell  generally  in  the 
evening,  all  night,  and  all  next  day,  all  next 
night,  and  September  12  and  13  were  rainy 
too. 

In  some  districts  there  was  no  rain,  in 
Los  Gatos  4^  inches  fell  in  twenty-four 
hours. 

In  Antioch  6  inches  fell. 

A  heavy  September  rain  like  this  was 
never  before  recorded. 

Dried  and  green  fruit,  on  trays  and  trees 
and  vines,  was  damaged.  Baled  hay  and 
sacked  grain  in  the  open  were  damaged. 

The  damage  amounted  to  millions  of  dol- 
lars, the  benefits  are  nothing.

20  Years  Ago 

A  half  mile  square  of  New  Westminster, 
B.  C,  burned,  Columbia  street  being  wiped 
out;  three  steamers  at  wharf  caught  fire 
and  floated  down  stream,  setting  fire  to  all 
the  canneries  and  sheds  on  the  water- 
front. Insurance  in  the  burned  district  ex- 
ceeded $1,000,000.  The  insurances  were 
telegraphed  to  the  Coast  Eeview  and  pub- 
lished as  an  extra.  Copies  were  sent  to 
the  San  Francisco  city  editors.  One  morn- 
ing paper  accepted  it  without  thanks  and 
printed  it  as  a  special  dispatch  to  itself. 
We  need  not  name  that  b'oycotted  paper. 

Eed  Bluff  had  a  general  fire;  San  Jose 
had  a  hotel  fire  and  a  fruit  packing-house 
fire ;  Corvallis  had  a  college  fire ;  Red  Lodge 
and   Gardiner  had   coal   plant   fires. 

Whatcom's  great  lumber  mill  was  burned, 
with  $300,000  loss  and  little  insurance. 

The  London  &  Lancashire  led  in  half-year 
San  Francisco  premiums,  with  $118,029. 
The  total  for  the  half-year  was  $1,635,124, 
or  about  double  the  total  for  same  months 
in  1897,  a  rate-war  year. 

Picture  of  the  New  Zealand  building  and 
history  of  company  and  Pacific  department 
appeared  in  Coast  Eeview.  W.  P.  Thomas 
had  recently  been  appointed  Coast  manager. 

Insurance  commissioner  brought  libel  suits 
against  J.  G.  Edwards  and  E.  H.  Bacon  of 
the  Coast  Eeview.

LIFE 

What  Life  Insurance  Is  and  What  It  Does. 

This  is  the  title  of  a  unique  book  by 
William  Alexander,  published  under  the 
auspices  of  the  National  Association  of  Life 
Underwriters  by  the  Spectator  Company, 
Chicago  and  New  York. 

"A  primer  for  layman  and  students." 
This  explains  it.  There  are  seven  parts, 
covering  what  life  insurance  accomplishes, 
how  conducted,  various  kinds,  annuities, 
technical  words  and  phrases,  and  the  sales- 
men. Old  and  new  agents  or  salesmen  are 
alike  interested  and  helped. 

Term  insurance  is  properly  defined  as 
temporary  insurance.  Difference  between 
"pure"  endowment  and  the  regular  endow- 
ment is  explained;  also  difference  between 
life  income  policy  and  survivorship  an- 
nuity. 

Business  insurance,  child's  endowment, 
group  insurance,  instalment  policy,  joint 
life  and  return  premium  are  most  clearly 
set  forth.  Fraternal  and  assessment  in- 
surance is  "shot  full."  The  "natural  plan" 
receives  fair  treatment. 

Referring  to  the  "Expectation  Table"  the 
author  says:  "The  table  makes  no  predic- 
tion regarding  individuals.  It  gives  us 
simply  the  average  duration  of  life  of  a 
large  body  of  people  normally  situated." 

Truly  "expectation"  is  misleading.  The 
Coast  Eeview  suggests  that  instead  of  "Ex- 
pectation Table"  it  were  better  called 
"Average  Survival  Table/'  Nobody  has  a 
right  to  "expect"  the  "expectation  years." 
A  young  man  of  twenty-nine  who  reads  that 
he  is  "expected"  to  live  thirty  years  may 
well  be  indifferent  to  the  claims  of  life 
insurance. 

There  are  many  misleading  terms  in  this 
business.  Even  the  name  "life  insurance" 
is  wrong.  No  man's  life  is  made  sure.  The 
policy  is  one  of  beneficiary  protection  or 
indemnity. 


Brazil  Fires  German  Insurers 

The  government  of  Brazil  has  cancelled 
the  licenses  of  all  German  insurance  com- 
panies operating  in  that  republic. 


C.  C.  Wright,  assistant  secretary  of  the 
Fireman's  Fund,  is  away  from  the  head  of- 
fice on  a  business  trip  through  the  Pacific- 
Northwest. 
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Conspiracy  to  Destroy  Munition  Ships 

Where  it  did  not  appear  that  defendants, 
who  conspired  by  destroying  with  infernal 
machines  ships  carrying  munitions  to  the 
Allies  to  raise  insurance  rates  and  thus  aid 
Germany,  intended  only  to  attack  insured 
vesssels,  the  conspiracy  does  not  fall  within 
Cr.  Code,  §  296,  denouncing  "conspiracy  to 
destroy  any  vessel  with  intention  to  injure 
the  underwriters." 

A  conspiracy  to  destroy  munition  ships 
by  means  of  infernal  machines  so  as  to  aid 
Germany  held  one  to  despoil  the  owners 
and  hence  to  fall  within  Cr.  Code,  §  298. 

The  offensive  must  be  deemed  to  have 
been  committed  within  the  United  States.— 
Daeche  v.  United  States,  250  F.  56G. 

Railroad  Insurance  and  Fire  Protection 

•  Director  General  McAdoo  has  created  the 
insurance  and  fire  protection  section.  The 
necessary  work  will  have  the  co-operation 
of  an  advisory  committee,  of  which  R.  M. 
Bissell,  president  of  the  Hartford  Fire,  is  a 
member.  Charles  N.  Rambo,  formerly  presi- 
dent of  the  Mutual  Fire  of  Piiiladelphia,  is 
manager. 

Tlie  insurance  and  fire  protection  section 
will  have  its  own  force  of  general  inspectors 
and  loss  investigators.  Railroad  properties 
have  recently  been  damaged  by  unusual 
fires. 


Great  Gains  in  Resources  and   Premiums 

The  Royal  Insurance  Company,  of  Liver- 
pool, Eng.,  added  nearly  $8,000,000  to  its 
gross  assets  last  year.  Over  $5,000,000  of 
this  gain  was  made  by  the  fire  and  marine 
department.  Including  the  life  department, 
the  total  of  the  assets  is  $130,669,361. 

The  gross  fire  and  marine  assets  amount 
to  $60,917,071.  The  surplus  as  regards 
policyholders  is  $26,783,965.  The  increase 
was  over  $4,400,000. 

The  net  premiums  were  $34,194,582,  a 
gain  of  about  $4,000,000.  Losses  paid  were 
$17,924,286  or  52  percent.  Business  was 
profitable,  enabling  t\\e  company  to  largely 
increase  the  security  which  it  gives  its  poli- 
cyholders. 

The  Royal  leads  all  foreign  companies  in 
the  amount  of  American  assets  and  prem- 
iums, and  also  in  Coast  premiums. 

The  fire  premium  income  increased  more 
than  $2,200,000,  and  the  marine  premium 
income  increased  nearly  $2,000,000. 

Under  Manager  Rolla  V.  Watt  the  Coast 
premiums  increased  nearly  $200,000,  with  a 
moderate  loss  ratio  incurred.  The  Pacific 
department  as  a  whole  ranks  No.  1,  as 
usual,  among  San  Francisco  departments 
and  general  agencies,  having  over  $2,000,- 
000  premiums,  with  only  .36.5  percent  losses. 
The  total  gain  in  premiums  was  nearly 
$300,000. 


Semi-Annual  Summaries 

The  fire  companies'  semi-annual  figures 
as  reported  to  Georgia's  governor,  and  as 
printed  in  the  Southern  Underwriter  of  At- 
lanta, show  about  50-50  as  to  increase  and 
decline  in  surplus,  since  June  30,  1917. 
Virtually  all  the  companies  report  an  in- 
crease in  assets. 

Fire  Prevention  Day- 
Saturday,  Nov.  2,  is  this  year    to  be  Fire 
Prevention  Day,  and  not  Oct.  9,  the  Liberty 
Loan  Drive  including  that  date. 

Picking  up  a  German  wordbook  I  note  that 
"burglar"  is  a  "nachteinbrnchsdieb." 


Sues  to  Prevent  Purchase  of  Fire  Engines 

Portland  closed  a  contract  for  six  Ameri- 
can La  France  fire  engines  for  $61,000,  but 
a  woman  tax-payer  objected  and  now  sues 
to  restrain  the  city.  It  appears  that  after 
bids  were  advertised  for,  the  specifications 
were  changed.  The  case  is  before  Judge 
Morrow,  who  will  try  it  about  September  25.

$20,000  worth  of  new  hops  in  storage,  owned 
by  J.  M.  Roberts,  was  burned. 

CHEMICAL  PLANT 

Frankford,  Pa.— Fire  of  incend.  origin 
destroyed  plant  of  Barrett  Mfg.  Co.,  with 
loss  of  $135,000. 
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Death  of  Edward  E.  Potter 

The  veteran  San  Francisco  underwriter, 
Edward  E.  Potter,  of  Potter  &  Sons  general 
agency,  died  on  September  12,  aged  74.  He 
had  not  been  well  for  several  years.  De- 
ceased was  a  native  of  Massachusetts,  was  a 
"Mayflower"  descendant,  and  been  success- 
fully engaged  in  fire  underwriting  in  San 
Francisco  continuously  since  1873.  He  is 
survived  by  three  sons,  C.  D.,  W.  W.,  and 
E.  G.  Potter.  The  funeral  services  were 
attended  by  many  fire  underwriters  and 
other  friends. 

Mr.  Potter  began  business  life  as  a  mer- 
chant in  Illinois.  Indeed,  he  was  a  pioneer 
department  store  man.  In  early  life,  as  he 
often  told  gleefully,  he  was  rejected  for  life 
insurance  because  a  poor  risk,  but  the  in- 
sured physicians  who  examined  him  pre- 
ceded him  long  ago  over  the  Boundary  Line. 

In  1872  Mr.  Potter  opened  a  local  agency 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  A  year  later  he  came  to 
San  Francisco  and  the  general  agency  of 
Potter,  Jacobs  &  Easton  was  organized.  He 
withdrew  from  that  agency  and  established 
the  Potter  general  agency,  the  oldest  on 
the  Coast,  in  1873,  which  has  represented 
the  Glens  Falls  for  forty-two  years. 

The  Oakland  Home  and  the  Sun  of  San 
Francisco  were  organized  by  Mr.  Potter, 
but  he  was  not  connected  with  either  when 
they  reinsured. 

In  the  last  few  years,  owing  to  ill  health, 
the  deceased  underwriter  was  not  actively 
connected  with  the  general  agency  of  Ed- 
ward E.  Potter  &  Sons  but  traveled  a  good 
deal  in  tropical  and  semi-tropical  lands. 


The  100th  anniversary  of  tlie  launching  of 
the  Savannah,  the  Hrst  steamship  crossing  an 
ocean,  was  on  August  22.  The  voyage  re- 
quired 29  days  and  11  hours,  and  was  made 
in  1819 — but  under  sail  the  most  of  the 
3,000  miles.  A  government-built  ship  was 
launched  at  Seattle  on  the  anniversary. 


Seattle. — Herman  Schulz,  city  fireman, 
born  in  Sleswig-Holstein  before  Prussia  stole 
it  from  Denmark,  has  by  court  order  changed 
his  name  to  Hall. 


Death  of  Fire  Marshal  Towe 

San  Francisco's  very  efficient  fire  mar- 
shal, Charles  Towe,  who  has  not  been  look- 
ing well  for  a  year  past,  died  of  heart  disease, 
September  11,  aged  68. 

Mr.  Towe  was  a  native  of  Boston.  He 
came  to  San  Francisco  in  1875  and  joined 
the  fire  department,  which  was  then  "part 
paid."  Soon  he  was  appointed  foreman  of 
Hose  Company  No.  1,  a  position  he  held 
for  ten  years.  On  the  death  of  Fire  Mar- 
shal Durkee  in  1886,  Mr.  Towe  was  selected 
as  the  best  man  to  succeed  him.  The  judg- 
ment of  the  fire  underwriters  was  confirmed 
by  faithful  service  characterized  by  remarka- 
ble ability.  Fire  Marshal  Towe  was  the 
untiring  foe  of  firebugs  and  could  always 
depend  on  the  friendly  co-operation  of  the 
city  firemen  and  police.  The  certainty  that 
the  fire  marshal  would  ferret  out  evidence  of 
their  crime  deterred  many  a  Hrebug  from  try- 
ing to  sell  out  to  the  insurance  companies.

Tlie  scarcity  of  paper  has  become  a  ser- 
ious one.  Government  is  requisitioning 
consignments.  Newspapers  are  beginning 
to  curtail  the  number  of  pages  or  columns. 
Underwriters  may  be  unable  to  secure 
enough  paper  for  forms,  policies,  etc. 
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Death  of  President  Hoadley 

Very  peacefully,  in  sleep,  from  heart  fail- 
ure, Philemon  Lyman  Hoadley,  president 
of  the  American  Insurance  Company  of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  passed  away  in  his  73d  year, 
oa  September  18.  He  had  been,  apparently, 
in  excellent  health  up  to  the  last. 

Mr.  Hoadley,  a  native  of  New  York,  was 
descended  from  p:nslish  people  whoi-ame  to 
Connecticut  in  1660.  He  began  business 
life  as  a  clerk  and  a  teller  in  a  bank  and  as 
a  local  insurance  agent.  Later  he  was  a 
special  agent  and  an  office  nian.  He  was 
connected  with  the  American  forty-four 
years,  lacking  two  months,  as  underwriter, 
director,  vice  president  and  president.  He 
held  the  latter  position  about  eleven  years. 
Mr.  Hoadley 's  son  Frederick  is  secretary 
of  the  American,  and  his  son  George  0.  is 
manager  at  Sacramento. 


Missouri  State  Life  in  Trouble 
Texas  men  controlling  the  Great  Southern 
Life  have  acquired  a  large  block  of  the  stock 
of  the  Missouri  State  Life.  Par  value  is  $10 
but  market  value  is  said  to  be  about  $30. 
The  controlling  interest  is  held  by  Ohio  men, 
through  a  previous  incorporation.  The 
scheme  to  turn  over  the  Missouri  company, 
to  be  swallowed  by  the  Texas  company,  has 
resulted  in  the  ousting  of  the  president,  a 
former  Missouri  state  insurance  commis- 
sioner. 

German  Influenza 

From  Spain  comes  an  indigant  denial  that 
the  new  lagrippe  influenza  originated  in 
Spain.  The  cause  of  this  serious  epidemic, 
it  is  asserted,  is  a  bacterium  which  originated 
in  Germany  and  was  brought  into  Spain  by 
men  from  the  German  submarines.  The 
epidemic  now  prevailing,  with  many  deaths, 
along  the  Atlantic  coast  is  believed  to  have 
been  thus  introduced,  perhaps  purposely, 
by  men  from  the  enemy  submarines,  who 
could  somewhat  easily  and  safely  make 
night  landings  near  various  towns.

Bar  Barbarism  by  Buying  Bonds. 
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U.  S.  Government  Marine  Insurance 

For  slightly  more  than  one-half  cent 
for  every  dollar  value  represented  by 
ships,  the  United  States  Shipping 
Board  insures  its  vessels  against  marine 
losses  on  voyages  from  trans- Atlantic 
and  Atlantic  ports  to  European  Atlan- 
tic ports.  An  additional  four  or  five 
cents  for  every  dollar  of  value  repre- 
sented by  our  vessels  covers  war  losses 
such  as  submarine  sinkings,  damage 
done  by  floating  mines  and  attacks 
by  enemy  vessels. 

Up  to  last  month  $30,000,000  in 
premiums  had  been  set  aside.  Esti- 
mated losses  sufTered  by  the  Emergency 
Fleet,  including  ordinary  losses, 
amount  to  about  S13,500,000. 

Among  the  largest  losses  through 
collision  was  one  by  the  sinking  of  the 
steamship  "Westerly,"  sunk  on  her 
maiden  trip  in  mid-ocean.  The  loss 
was  $1,500,000. 

Submarine  sinkings  include  four  ex- 
German  ships,  with  a  total  loss  of 
$6,750,000.  They  were  the  Actaeon, 
Chatahooche,  Owasco,  President  Lin- 
coln. 

Submarine  sinkings  of  ships  com- 
mandeered were  five,  with  a  loss  of 
$2,800,000.  They  were  the  Lake 
Moore,  Florence  H.,  Carolina,  Pinar 
del  Rio,  Winneconne. 

Total  of  large  losses  by  submarine 
sinkings,  over  $9,600,000.  Largest 
loss,  $3,000,000,  by  sinking  of  the 
President  Lincoln.

Insured  Fire 
Losses  in  U.  S. 

In  1918  the  stock  fire  companies  report- 
ing to  the  New  York  state  insurance 
department  paid  $200,634,199  for  fire 
losses.     These  figures  do  not  include 
payments  for  inland  marine  losses, 
partly  fire,  amounting  to  $34,358,541. 
Mutual  fire  losses  reported  bring  the 
total  fire  losses  paid  up  to  $209,895,691. 
These  figures  do  not  include  losses  paid 
by  American  stock  and  mutual  com- 
panies which  do  not  report  figures  to 
the  New  York  state  insurance  depart- 
ment. 

Besides  there  is  the  large  total  of  fire 
losses  not  covered  by  insurance. 
The  actual  fire  losses  paid  yearly,  it  is 
evident,  exceed  the  estimated  total  of 
yearly  property  losses  by  fire,  as  made 
"by  the  Journal  of  Commerce  and  quoted 
by  the  National  Board. 

A  Mutual's 
June  30  Figures 

The  Oregon  Fire  Relief  is  out  with  a 
June  30  statement.     Cash  resources  are 
given  as  $309,932,  as  against  $266,793  the 
year  before.     Nearly  all  the  assets  are 
invested  in  Oregon  school  district,  mu- 
nicipal and  federal  bonds.

Metropolitan's  New  Disability  Policy 

The  Metropolitan  Life's  new  disability 
policy  provides  for  waiver  of  future  prem- 
iums and  the  payment  of  a  monthly  annuity 
of  $10  for  each  $1,000  of  insurance  during 
the  remainder  of  the  life  and  of  the  con- 
tinued total  disability  of  the  insured,  be- 
ginning six  months  after  receipt  of  proofs 
of  such  disability,  this  waiver  and  annuity 
are  conditioned,  upon  the  occurrence  of  total 
and  permanent  disability  before  attaining 
age  60.  In  this  event  the  waiver  and  the 
annuity  do  not  affect  either  the  amount  of 
the  insurance  payable  at  death  or  maturity, 
or  the  loan  and  surrender  values.  In  case 
the  holder  of  an  endowment  becomes  thus 
disabled,  the  annuity  will  continue  during 
life  and  the  disability,  although  the  endow- 
ment may  have  meanwhile  matured.  If  the 
disability  occur  after  reaching  age  60,  prem- 
iums accruing  subsequently  will  be  charged 
against  the  policy  as  a  lien  not  bearing  in- 
terest, but  the  annuity  will  not   be  payable. 


BURGLARY

It  cannot  be  canceled  by  the  company. 
It  cannot  be  restricted  after  issued. 
It  covers  every  disability. 
It  pays  a  monthly  income  for  life. 
House  confinement  is  not  required. 
There  is  a  fixed  premium  regardless  of  age. 
It  is  renewable  until  age  60. 
It  is  issued  subject  to  medical  examination. 

Overheard

Small  Salaries  Cause  Embezzlements 

Some  years  ago  the  Coast  Review  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  many  defalcations 
were  by  men  receiving  too  small  salaries. 
We  then  suggested  that  surety  companies 
refuse  to  insure  ill-paid  men  entrusted  with 
their  employers'  funds. 

Some  recent  statistics  confirm  the  wisdom 
of  this  suggestion.  Cashiers  not  paid  a 
"living  salary"  in  ordinary  times  are  ex- 
pected to  be  honest  on  the  same  weekly 
salary  in  war  times,  when  the  Government 
pays  organized  labor  as  much  per  one  day. 

Finally  Lost  the  Case 

Mrs.  A.  St.  John  Whitney,  widow  of  a 
capitalist  who  was  a  stockholder  and  policy- 
holder of  the  West  Coast  Life  Ins  Co., 
finally  lost  her  suit  for  $10,000  against  the 
insurer.  Mr.  Whitney  applied  for  the  in- 
surance and  was  accepted;  but  it  transpired 
that  he  had  concealed  the  fact  of  his  heart 
troubles,  from  the  company,  as  testified  by 
doctors,  among  whom  was  his  own  nephew. 
In  defending  this  claim,  the  company  was 
within  its  legal  rights  and  discharged  a  duty 
to  both  stockholders  and  policyholders. 


BROKER    MAY    BIND    COMPANY 

The  law  is  settled  in  Indiana  that  in  the 
absence  of  a  special  agreement  or  arrange- 
ment to  the  contrary  a  broker  who  procures 
insurance  which  is  accepted  and-  issued  by 
an  insurance  company  is  the  agent  of  such 
corapanv,  and  may  bind  it  by  his  acts  and 
representations  within  the  scope  of  his  au- 
thority. Insurance  brokers  so  acting  are 
the  agents  of  such  companies  for  the  pur- 
pose of  delivering  policies  procured  by  them 
and  in  collecting  or  adjusting  the  premiums 

therefor. 

Judgment  for  defendant  affirmed.

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War  Emergency  Surtax — Payable  on  Fire, 
Tornado  and  Earthquake  Policies 

On  ever^'  fire,  tornado  and  earthquake 
policy  in  the  territory  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  of  the 
Pacific  there  will  hereafter  be  a  surcharge 
of  10  percent  of  the  premium.  Tliis  charge 
will  be  continued  while  the  law  and  present 
high  expenses  continue.  There  will  be  no 
increase  in  rates,  unless  disastrous  fire 
losses  occur.  Companies  must  maintain 
and  increase  if  possible  their  surplus  funds, 
for  the  protection  of  policyiiolders. 

The  10  percent  surcharge  was  applied  in 
California  on  September  13,  and  in  Nevada, 
Utah,  Idaho,  Montana  and  Alaska  on  Sep- 
tember 16. 

The  arguments  presented  are  similar  to 
those  already  made  public  in  the  Ea?t. 
Under  war  revenue  acts  of  September,  1916, 
and  October,  1917,  distinct  taxes  are  im- 
posed; a  tax  on  capital  stock,  a  tax  on  cor- 
poration income,  and  a  premium  tax,  in  ad- 
dition to  present  taxes,  federal,  state  and 
local,  of  about  6  percent  on  premiums. 

Expenses  also  have  incu-cased,  such  as 
postage,  fares,  sleeper  charges.  Govern- 
ment control  will  still  further  increase  costs. 
Printing  and  supplies  have  increased  in  cost 
about  75  percent.  Living  expenses  have 
compelled  advances  in  salaries.  Fire  losses 
are  increasing,  and  securities  may  continue 
to  decline.

Interinsurers  Have  Had  Bad  Luck 

In  the  past  year  or  so  many  of  the  class  of 
mutnals  styled  "interinsurers"  have  been 
"punished"  severely  in  their  contests  with 
the  Fire  King.  Interinsurers  speciahze  on 
big  lines  of  classes  of  risks  on  which,  as  a 
rule,  the  stock  companies  write  very  little, 
and  often  only  "as  an  accommodation." 
The  I.  W.  W.  have  been  firing  some  of 
these  risks,  whose  physical  and  moral  haz- 
ards have  also  been  increased  by  war  condi- 
tions and  hostile  propaganda.  Interinsnr- 
ance  losses  have  exceeded  even  an  extraor- 
dinary income  and  have  frightened  many 
members  or  snbscribers  into  witlidravvals. 
The  stock  companies  have  insisted  on  ade- 
quate rates  and  the  interinsurers  are  now- 
learning  what  rates  are  adequate — learning 
too  late,   probably. 


Synopsis  of  Reports  of   Conservation    In- 
spection 

These  reports  were  made  by  the  special 
agents  of  tire  loss  indemnitors,  under  the 
auspices  and  direction  of  the  Oregon  State 
Cnincil  of  National  Defense  and  the  Oregon 
State  Fire  Marslial  Department.  Harvey 
Wells,  State  Fire  :\farshal 

This  is  a  book  of  200  pages.  Towns  and 
their  reports  are  arranged  alphabetically, 
beginning  with  Adams  and  ending  with 
•  Winch.  The  subjects  are  the  properties 
embracing  storage  and  factories  of  things 
essential  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  our 
war  with  the  Huns. 

Special  agents  volunteered  their  services 
as  inspectors  and  svere  assigned  to  districts. 
Altogether  850  inspections  were  made  by  4.3 
specials  and  5  members  of  the  fire  marshal 
department. 

Among  recommendations  are  such  as 
these: 

"Deputize  watchman  and  arm  him." 

"Refill  water  barrels  and  install  pail  with 
each  barrel. ' ' 

"Keep  strangers  away." 

"Cut  down  weeds." 

Very  generally  the  inspectors  were  "cour- 
teously received."  Some  of  the  reports  in- 
dicate the  need  of  advancing  rates  on  the 
criticised  risks. 


Fire  Underwriters'  Excess  Association 
All  Bigr  War-Time  Risks  Are  to  be  Covered 

The  appeal  made  by  the  Government  for 
protection  of  large  lines  engaged  in  govern- 
ment work,  and  at  a  low  rate,  has  been 
patriotically  met  by  the  insurance  com- 
panies, with  the  organization  of  the  "Fire 
Underwriters  Excess  Association."  These 
big  lines,  suddenly  brought  into  existence, 
have  the  Jumbo  hazard  and  must  be  written 
for  the  war  time  without  any  possibility  of 
a  fair  average  experience.  The  off"er  of  the 
underwriters,  in  response  to  the  appeal  from 
Washington,  prevents  the  further  encroach- 
ment of  government  insurance,  and  en- 
ables capital  generally  to  assist  in  the  rapid 
and  effective  support  of  the  war,  through 
new  large  industrial  plants  and  their  stored 
products. 

The  Excess  Association  supplies  protec- 
tion only  after  the  usual  insurance  facilities 
have  been  exhausted.  The  brokerage  or 
and  commission  on  excess  lines  will  be 
small,  not  exceeding  5  percent. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  leading  under- 
writers of  the  country  was  held  in  New  York 
on  July  26.  A  committee  was  appointed, 
consisting  of  representatives  of  the  Home, 
Great  American,  Continental,  Queen,  and 
Atlas.  This  committeee  met  a  few  days 
later,  and  expressing  the  general  view  that 
fire  underwriters  should  meet  all  demands 
for  fire  protection  by  individual  risks,  pre- 
pared a  plan  for  a  voluntary  organization  to 
handle  these  wartime  excess  lines. 

The  special  occasion  was  the  fact  that  a 
large  factory  at  Buffalo  demanded  $3,000,000 
additional  insurance,  an<l  it  could  not  be 
supplied  through  ordinary  cliannels.  The 
specter  of  government  insurance  loomed 
large. 

The  association's  office  is  in  New  York 
city.  The  manager  will  issue  a  joint  policy 
(the  liability  being  several,  however) .  Each 
member's  participation  "is  obligatory,  on  a 
basis  fixed  by  the  member.  In  the  event 
of  any  reduction  of  insurance,  the  associa- 
tion's shall  be  reduced  first.  Expenses  are 
borne  pro  rata.

The  Pacific  Mutual  Life  has  provided 
for  the  late  Vice  President  Johnson's 
work  by  dividing  it  up  amons  several 
present  officers.  Lee  A.  Phillips,  as 
vice  president  and  treasurer,  will  con- 
tinue as  head  of  the  investment  de- 
partment, which  he  has  managed 
very  successfully  for  several  years. 
His  extensive  experience  and  ability'' 
in  financial  matters  are  well  known. 
Vice  President  Danford  M.  Baker,  who 
has  been  engaged  in  agency  work  for 
both  departments  with  marked  suc- 
cess ever  since  his  coming  with  the 
company,  has  been  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  agency  matters  for  both  the 
life  and  accident  departments,  and  will 
also  have  the  title  of  superintendent  of 
agencies.  He  will  be  assisted  in  these 
duties  in  both  departments  by  C.  I.  D. 
Moore,  present  secretary,  with  the 
title  of  secretary  and  assistant  superin- 
tendent of  agencies.  Vice  President 
Rich  J.  Mier  will  continue  his  duties 
with  the  accident  department  as  here- 
tofore. Vice  President  and  General 
Counsel  W.  H.  Davis  has  been  elected 
a  member  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  board  of  directors,  in  place  of 
Mr.  Johnson.  Dr.  W.  W.  Beckett 
has  been  elected  a  vice  president,  and 
will  continue  in  charge  of  the  medical 
department. 

Secretary  Moore  will  be  relieved  of 
some  of  his  secretarial  duties  b3^ Assist- 
ant Secretary  Stanley  F.  McClung. 
Assistant  Secretary  Harry  E.  Moore 
will  continue  his  present  duties  as 
manager  of  the  life  department  home 
office  force.  Secretary  Moore  will  con- 
tinue as  editor  of  the  Pacific  Mutual 
News,  but   will  relinquish  his  title   of 


superintendent  of  field  service  depart- 
ment to  James  L.  Collins,  who  has 
been  the  assistant  superindent  of  that 
department.  Mr.  Collins  in  addition  to 
assisting  in  editing  the  News  will  have 
charge  of  the  school  for  salesmen, 
canvassing  literature  for  use  in  the 
field  and  such  other  matters  as  natu- 
rally come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
field  service  department,  and  will  assist 
in  agency  work  out  in  the  field  under 
Vice  President  Baker's  direction.

of  life  are  reached,  all  of  this  being 
supplemental  to  the  ordinary  insur- 
ance protection  for  the  beneficiary 
which  the  contract  also  guarantees. 

Surely,  this  policy  will  prove  to  be 
an  eas7  seller,  for  it  indeed  fills  a  long 
felt  want.

—The  North  British  &  Mercantile  has  $40,- 
000,000  fire  assets.  Premiums  of  the  fire  de- 
partment last  year  were  $14,282,000.  Fire 
claims  were  $9,586,000.  The  Salonika  con- 
flagration is  indicated  in  the  loss  ratio  of  67 
percent.

War  conditions  are  doubtless  re- 
sponsible for  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  thefts,  though  the  parol  system 
has  something  to  do  with  it.  The  re- 
lease on  parol  of  convicted  sneak 
thieves  is  surely  folly.  Press  reports, 
and  responses  to  inquiries  by  this  jour- 
nal, indicate  a  remarkable  increase  in 
house  breaking,  automobile  stealing, 
holdups  and  petty  thefts.  The  in- 
creased cost  of  living  stirs  the  thief  to 
new  efforts  to  make  "both  ends  meet" 
— meat  for  breakfast  and  meat  for 
dinner  at  50  cts  a  pound.

GENERAL

LIABILITY  OR  COMPENSATION  IN 
COURT 

In  servant's  action  for  injuries  againstde- 
fendant  not  complying  with  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  on  theory  that  place  was 
not  safe  to  work,  because  runway  had  on  it 
concrete  mixture  spilled  from  wheel-bar- 
rows, defendant  could  inquire  whether  serv- 
ant himself  spilled  such  mixture,  as  bear- 
ing on  liability  and  not  contributory  negli- 
gence, which  defense  was  barred  by  the  act. 
— Downs  V.  Fowler,  167  N.  W.  855. 

Where  an  employe  while  helping  a  fellow 
employe  after  working  hours  to  install  the 
plant  received  a  slight  injury  to  his  thumb, 
which  developed  into  blood  poison,  finally 
resulting  in  death  from  acute  inflammatory 
rheumatism,  evidence  held  to  sustain  a 
finding  that  the  injury  was  received  in  the 
course  of  the  employment. — Perdew  v.  Nn- 
fer  Cedar  Co.,  167  N.  W.  868. 

Fall  on  Ice.— Porter  washing  windows  in 
store  entrance  was  a  fellow  servant  with  a 
clerk  entering  the  store,  and  if  he  negli- 
gently permitted  water  to  remain  on  the 
floor  and  freeze,  the  master  was  not  liable 
for  injuries  to  the  clerk,  who  slipped  on  the 
ice  and  fell.— Dreyfus  &  Co.  v.  Wooters,  96 
S.  E.  235. 

An  employer  is  not  liable  for  the  negli- 
gence of  a  volunteer  assistant  to  its  employe, 
unless  employe  had  express  or  implied  au- 


thority to  avail  himself  of  such  assistance. —

That  defendant  master's  superintendent 
relied  upon  a  clerk  i'n  a  hardware  store  to 
furnish  him  a  chain  of  sufficient  strength 
would  not  relieve  master,  since  furnishing 
of  reasonably  safe  appliances  and  a  place  to 
work  is  a  nondelegable  duty.

The 
State  Defense  Council  Officials  are 
represented  by  Mortimer  Fleishhacker 
and  William  Sproule,  formerly  presi- 
dent of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad.

Sugar  Is  Scarce 

For  various  reasons,  among  which 
are  scarcity  of  ships,  losses  by  subma- 
rines, and  unusual  requirements  by 
our  Allies,  sugar  is  scarce.  Our  peo- 
ple must  recognize  this  fact  and  meet 
it  cheerfully. 

Sale  and  consumption  are  restricted 
by  Government  as  a  war  measure. 
The  monthly  ration  is  two  pounds. 
One  pound  of  sugar  contains  96  level 
teaspoonfuls  or  48  rounded  teaspoon- 
fuls  or  32  heaping  teaspoonfuls.  In 
lumps,  one  day,  6  half  lumps  1  by  % 
inches. 

If  we  do  not  cooperate  with  Govern- 
ment in  saving  sugar,  we  may  have  to 
go  without  it  for  awhile.  Soldiers 
must  have  sugar. 


If  Germany  Should  Win 

If  the  unthinkable  should  occur,  and 
liberty  and  civilization  fall  before  Im- 
perialism and  Bolshevikisra — they  are 
natural  partners — what  would  any 
American's  place,  property,  home  or 
job  or  business  be  worth?

Six  thousand  meals,  using  only  50 
pounds  of  sugar  for  all  purposes,  is  the 
record  established  by  the  cafeteria  in 
the  Food  Administration  Building  in 
Washington.  This  is  at  the  rate  of  1 
pound  to  120  meals,  and  is  in  glowing 


contrast  with  what  the  Food  Adminis- 
tration is  asking  the  American  house- 
wife to  do  to  save  sugar — to  use  2 
pounds  per  person  or  1  pound  for  45 
meals.

Hideous  Hun-worl< 

A  Belgium  Relief  Commission  ship, 
Gasconier,  was  attacked  by  a  German 
submarine,  in  Norwegian  waters,  out- 
side of  the  war  zone,  and  was  sunk. 
The  Hun  then  fired  on  the  lifeboats, 
killing  six  men  and  wounding  several 
others  of  the  crew.  The  ship  was 
loaded  with  food  for  starving  people, 
and  the  Germans  have  pledged  that 
such  ships  outside  of  the  war  zone 
shall  be  immune.

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OUR  WAR  WITH    MADMEN 

Our  American  aviators  are  doing  ex- 
cellent work  on  the  front  in  France — 
with  French  and  British  machines. 
We  are  still  waiting  for  the 
promised  25,000.  Though 
America  produced  the  first 
air-flyers,  we  are  far  behind 
in  producing  fighting  ma- 
chines— because  we  put  off 
the  work  nearly  three  years.  Our  rec- 
ord in  this  respect  is  worse  than  dis- 
creditable, for  successful  types  should 
have  been  duplicated  at  first.  It  is 
sad  to  read  that  Gen.  Pershing  found 
the  first  American  planes  were  defect- 
ive and  could  not  be  used. 


The  Government  asks  us  to  skip  the 
press  war  headlines.  In  other  words, 
it  asks  us  to  form  our  opinions  from 
the  actual  news  from  the  front.  If 
German  propagandists  wrote  the  war- 
news  headlines  for  American  daily 
papers  they  would  not  differ  much  if 
any;  for  they  are  misleading  and  cre- 
ate expectations  of  the  speedy  winning 
of  the  war.  A  part  of  the  German 
"peace  offensive"  may  well  be  to  feed 
false  hopes  which,  failing,  must  deepen 
disappointment.  This  is  a  war  of  gi- 
gantic forces,  and  only  something  near 
a  miracle  can  soon  reduce  the  40-year 
prepared  enemy  to  a  condition  which 
will  make  a  permanent  peace  welcome 
to  him— a  peace  on  the  Allies'  terms. 


Try  making  a  map  of  Europe  of 
1921.  Do  not  put  Germany  down. 
There  will  bs  none.  Do  not  put 
Austria-Hungary  down.  There  will 
be  none.  Draw  Prussia.  Cut  it  in 
two,  and  distribute    one  part    among 


other  nations.  Restore  Pohmd,  a  na- 
tion. Make  a  new  Czech  nation.  Make 
a  new  Russia.  Put  Finland  where  it 
belongs.  Enlarge  Greece,  Serbia,  and 
Rumania.     Ensmall  Turkev.      Try  it. 


A  returned  German,  living  in  San 
Francisco,  after  a  visit  to  his  father- 
land, said:  "It is  common  knowledge 
in  Germany  that  it  is  the  Kaiser's  life 
ambition  to  visit  Paris  at  the  head  of 
an  army.''  We  now  may  feel  certain 
that  Wilhelm  has  given  up  that  ambi- 
tion. His  armies  will  never  again 
make  a  drive  for  Paris. 


There  are  writers  who  still  insist  that 
German  soldiers  on  the  western  front 
outnumber  the  soldiers  of  the  Allies; 
yet  I  read  in  a  Willie  Worst  paper, 
when  the  British  and  French  were  re- 
treating in  June — read  from  large  type 
encased  in  rule  borders — the  assertion 
that  the  retreating  Allies  far  outnum- 
bered the  Germans.  The  population 
of  Germany  is  say  70,000,000.  It  was 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  900,000  a  year. 
There  are  335  inhabitants  to  the  square 
mile.  Its  fighting  manpower  was 
9,000,000.

MARINE 

Marine  insurance  has  one  foot  at  sea 
and  one  on  shore.  It  insures  tea  and 
tobacco  before  they  are  plucked  and 
until  loaded,  as  well  as  on  their  home- 
ward voyage  across  the  seas.  It  in- 
sures wool  from  the  time  it  is  sheared, 
while  it  is  being  baled,  while  it  is  in 
transit  and  after  landing,  until  it  gets 
to  Bradford.  The  whole  journey  by 
land  and  sea  and  a  bit  more  is  covered. 
And  for  the  risk  of  the   docks  at  each 


end  of  the  journey  and  in  transit  sheds 
the  marine  policy  gives  protection 
against  fire  and  other  risks.  The  ma- 
rine underwriter,  whether  at  Lloyd's 
or  at  the  companies,  is  a  poacher  born 
and  bred;  if  under  the  plea  of  transit 
risks  he  can  manage  to  cast  his  net 
over  a  bit  of  the  fire  insurance  com- 
pany's business,  he  does  it. 

And  so  you  will  sometimes  find, 
when  dock  warehouses  or  transit  sheds 
are  burnt  down,  that  the  goods  whilst 
under  the  protection  of  a  fire  insurance 
"floater"'  are  also  under  a  policy  of 
marine  insurance.  They  are,  in  fact, 
doubly  insured,  and  each  set  of  under- 
writers should  in  such  circumstances 
pay  half  the  loss.  But  the  fire  insur- 
ance companies,  by  whom  marine  in- 
surance poaching  is  viewed  much  as 
the  devil  is  popularly  supposed  to  view 
holy  water,  have  invented  an  artless 
little  clause  which  leaves  the  poachers 
to  pay  the  lot.  You  will  remember 
the  so-called  "marine  clause,"  under 
which  the  fire  company  disclaims  lia- 
bility for  loss  or  damage  to  property, 
which  at  the  time  of  the  happening  of 
such  loss  or  damage  is  insured  by  ma- 
rine underwriters — or  would  be  so  in- 
sured but  for  the  existence  of  this  pol- 
icy— except  in  any  excess  beyond  the 
amount  which  would  have  been  payable 
under  the  marine  policy  or  policies 
had  this  insurance  not  been  effected. — 
Sir  Douglas  Owen,  K.  B.  E.

CANADIAN    WAR   MORTALITY 

T.  B.  Macaulay  said:  "The  claims 
resulting  from  the  war  which  fell  upon 
the  united  companies  doing  business 
in  Canada  came  to  nearly  S12,500,000 
to  the  close  of  1917,  and  they  are  now 
probably  at  least  $15,000,000.  No 
payments  can  ever  make  up  for  the 
noble  men  who  have  given  their  lives, 
but  the  distribution  of  this  large 
amount  must  at  least  have  softened 
the  blow  to  their  dependents.  In  1915 
the  war  claims  amounted  to  16  percent 
of  the  total  claims  on  the  Canadian 
business  of  the  united  companies;  in 
1916  to  29  percent,  and  in  1917  to  33 
percent  of  the  total  claims.  Most,  if 
not  all,  of  the  companies  allowed  their 
old  policyholders  to  engage  in  military 
service  without  the  payment  of  any 
extra  premium,  and  a  close  estimate 
is  that  on  only  29  percent  of  the  claims 
which  fell  in. was  any  extra  received, 
71  percent  of  these  war  claims  being 
on  policies  which  brought  to  the  com- 
panies no  compensating  extra  pemium 
whatever.

MARINE 

The  marine  insurance  policj%  ninety- 
nine  times  out  of  a  hundred,  is  what 
is  called  a  "valued  policy;"  the  value 
is  admitted  in  the  policy,  and  in  the 
absence  of  mistakes,  fraud,  or  of  over- 
insurance  so  gross  as  to  amount  to 
concealment  of  a  material  fact,  this 
value,  or  valuation,  cannot  be  ques- 
tioned. The  broad,  operating  factor 
I  take  to  be  this,  that  the  property 
insured  against  tire  is  as  a  rule  in  the 
power  and  possession  of  the  owner,  and 
if  he  chooses  to  set  fire  to  it  he  can  do 
so  with  no  physical  risk  to  himself  and 
with  the  belief  that  the  fire  will  de- 
stroy all  the  evidences  of  his  dishonest 
act.  Therefore  it  would  be  contrary 
to  the  public  interest  and  safety  to  let 
a  man  stand  to  make  a  i)r(.fit  under 
his  fire  policy. 


Property  at  sea  is  in  a  different 
position.  It  is  ordinarily  in  the  charge 
of  independent  people  who  have  no 
pecuniary  interest  in  it,  and  who  can- 
not destroy  it  without  at  the  same  time 
imperiling  their  own  lives  and  the 
lives  of  all  on  board.  Then  there  is 
another  reason,  that  voyages  sometimes 
take  long — though  nothing  like  so  long 
now  as  in  the  old  days,  when  marine 
insurance  had  its  beginning — and  a 
shipment,  when  it  arrives  at  its  desti- 
nation, may  well  be  worth  a  great  deal 
more  than  it  was  worth  at  the  time 
it  was  put  on  board :  and  merchants 
are  allowed  to  insure  accordingly. 

This,  I  think,  is  perhaps  the  chief 
of  the  many  ways  in  which  marine  in- 
surance differs  from  fire  insurance.  It 
means  that  in  the  marine  policy  the 
value  of  property  is  definitely  fixed  on 
the  signing  of  the  contract.  The  mar- 
ket may  climb  to  the  hills  or  it  may 
dip  to  the  hollow;  a  total  loss  of  the 
goods  may  be  a  bit  of  bad  luck  for  the 
assured  (this  happens  but  very  seldom) 
or  it  may  be  to  his  undisguised  good 
fortune;  he  gets  the  exact  sum  assured, 
no  more  and  no  less,  in  either  event. — 
Sir  Douglas  Owen,  K.  B.  E.

American  Transportation  System 

The  American  transportation  system 
is  briefly  described  in  Director  Mc- 
Adoo's  report  as  including  a  steam 
railway  mileage  (all  tracks)  of  397,- 
014  miles,  owned  or  controlled  by 
2,905  companies,  employing  1,700,814 
persons.  Their  property  also  comprised 
various  boat  and  steamship  lines  en- 
gaged'in  coastwise  transportation  and 
navigating  an  inland  waterways  sys- 
tem which  included  some  57  canals, 
3,057  miles  in  length,  as  well  as  many 
thousand  miles  of  navigable  rivers, 
lakes,  bays,  sounds,  and  inlets.  Of 
the  2,905  railway  companies,  185  op- 
erated major  systems,  each  of  which 
had  an  annual  operating  revenue  of 
$1,000,000  or  more,  221  were  switch- 
ing or  terminal  companies,  1,434  were 
plant  facility  roads  constructed  pri- 
marily to  serve  some  particular  factory 
or  industry,  and  765  are  what  have 
come  to  be  described  as  "short-line" 
railways,  dependent  upon  one  or  more 
of  the  larger  systems  for  through  con- 
nsctions.  It  is  explained  that  many 
of  the  smaller  properties  included  in 
this  description  of  the  plexus  of  trans- 
portation which  came  under  Mr.  Mc- 
Adoo's  control  January  1,  1918,  have 
since  been  relinquished  as  not  essential 
to  the  purpose  that  the  President's 
proclamation  and  the  enabling  legis- 
lation had  in  view,  but  that  it  is  the 
declared  policy  of  the  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration to  deal  equitably  with 
the  relinquished  properties  in  so  far  as 
it  may  have  any  relation  to  them. 


Bureaucracy  Methods 

A  Michigan  factory  engaged  on 
government  work  had  a  bad  fire  loss, 
which  was  adjusted  at  94  percent. 
Field  men  advised  withholding  pay- 
ment until  suspicious  circumstances 
could  receive  farther  investigation.  It 
was  said  the  government  had  rejected 
much  of  the  output.  The  Insurance 
Post  says: 

"Last  week  the  United  States  district 
attorney  at  Detroit  called  the  represent- 
atives of  the  insurance  companies  and 
of  the  machine  company  before  him, 
with  Mr.  Black,  chief  of  the  Military 
Inteligence  Bureau.  The  government 
officials  demanded  immediate  pay- 
ment, under  penalty  of  what  they 
called  "sledge-hammer  methods,''  the 
district  attorney  threatening  that  un- 
less the  money  was  paid  at  once  those 
responsible  might  find  themselves  in 
in  the  military  prison  at  Fort  Leaven- 
worth. He  declared  that  he  cared 
nothing  about  the  merits  of  the  case  or 
its  legal  phases,  his  only  interest  being 
to  get  the  money  at  once  for  the  con- 
cern in  order  that  it  might  expedite 
its  work  for  the  government.  A  meet- 
ing of  companies  was  held  to  consider 
the  situation,  at  which  a  considerable 
proportion  favored  making  a  tight  on 
such  a  proposition,  but  it  was  finally 
decided  that  as  the  loss  had  been  ad- 
justed it  should  be  paid  on  that  basis.' '

STAND   UP  FOR  ADEQUATE  RATES 

Insurance  Taxes,  Expenses  and  Fire  Losses  ^  ill  Certainly  Increase 

Fire  loss  indemnitors  have  been  favored  with  relatively  light  fire 
losses  for  some  months,  until  recently,  but  their  resources  have  been 
reduced  by  the  steady  decline  in  value  of  virtually  all  standard  securi- 
ties. We  reveal  no  secret  when  we  say  that,  on  market  values,  insur- 
ance surplus  funds  are  less  than  reported,  being  based  on  average  quo- 
tations. While  actual  values,  which  later  will  be  selling  values,  average 
15  percent  more,  the  necessary  prolongation  of  the  war  may  still  further 
lower  the  surplus  upon  which  depends  the  payment  of  extraordinary 
losses. 

Assured  safety,  as  well  as  increasing  taxes,  expenses  and  losses, 
requires  the  maintenance  of  adequate  rates  as  well  as  the  collection  of 
the  new  surcharge  of  10  percent.  Rates  now  imposed  by  boards,  unions 
and  other  rating  organizations  are  based  on  conditions  and  the  average 
experience,  and  are  believed  to  be  adequate.  They  should  be  main- 
tained and  defended  by  all  classes  of  companies.  Lower  rates  are 
dangerous  in  these  times. 

BOLSHEVISIM  IN  CONGRESS 

The  president  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners'  Convention,  M. 
J.  Cleary  of  Wisconsin,  in  the  annual  address  dwelt  on  the  socialistic 
tendencies  of  Congress,  or  of  groups  therein,  which  strike  at  the  roots 
of  American  liberty  principles.  Proposed  extensions  of  government 
activities  in  competition  with  private  capital  he  said  was  against  the 
American  ideals  which  had  made  this  country.  Mr.  Cleary,  we  imagine, 
would  have  been  more  specific,  with  facts  and  names,  had  the  war  been 
over.  Anyway,  he  touched  upon  very  grave  official  tendencies  along 
the  lines  of  the  German-hired  Bolshevisim  which  has  brought  ruin  to 
Russia.

A    mortgagee    under  a  policy  is  not 
required  to  furnish  proof  of  loss,  and 
failure    by   owner    to   do    so  does  not 
affect  his  interest. 
Mortgagee   Need   Not  Prorate 

Under  mortgagee  clause  in  a  fire 
policy,  providing  that  mortgagee  is  not 
affected  by  any  act  or  neglect  of  mort- 
gagor or  owner,  the  mortgagee  need 
not  prorate,  where  owner  without  his 
knowledge  or  consent  obtains  addi- 
tional insurance,  notwithstanding  that 
the  mortgagee  clause  contains  a  pro- 
vision providing  that  the  loss  shall  be 
prorated  where  additional  insurance 
is  taken  out.

Principal  and  Agent — 

Negligence— Damages 
The  failure  of  an  insurance  agent, 
through  negligence,  to  issue  a  policy 
of  insurance,  under  the  circumstances 
disclosed  in  the  opinion,  is  a  tort  for 
which  both  the  principal  and  agent 
are  liable  in  damages. 
Rice,  J.,  dissenting. 

Twice  during  the  month  of  June  respond- 
ent asked  Agent  Strickfadden  if  he  had 
written  the  policy,  as  promised,  and  on  each 
occasion  he  stated  he  had  not,  but  would 
attend  to  it  next  morning.  Relying  upon 
this  agreement  and  assurance,  respondent 
permitted  his  policy  to  expire  on  July  1st, 
without  procuring  a  renewal  or  other  insur- 
ance in  lieu  thereof,  and  on  July  8th  his 
stock  of  goods,  furniture,  and  fixtures,  ex- 
cept property  of  the  value  of  $1,000,  which 
was  salvaged,  were  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
loss  was  partly  covered  by  a  valid  policy 
amounting  tofl,500,  which  was  paid,  leav- 
ing a  net  uninsured  loss  of  $2,700.  The 
trial  court  found  that  by  the  neglect  and 
failure  of  appellants  to  make  the  policy  of 
insurance,  according  to  the  agreement,  re- 
spondent was  damaged  in  the  sum  of  $1,500, 
less  ,1)01.50,  the  amount  of  the  premium  he 
would  have  paid  had  the  policy  been  issued, 
together  with  interest,  amounting  in  all  to 
$1,719,  for  which  sum  and  costs  judgment 
was  entered.  This  appeal  is  from  the 
judgment  and  from  an  order  denying  a  mo- 
tion for  a  new  trial. 

Court  is  unable  to  see  any  distinction  in 
principle,  whether  the  broker  assumes  the 
duty  of  procuring  a  certain  kind  of  policy 
in  whatever  company  he  may  see  fit  to 
place  the  insurance,  or  whether  he  assumes 
the  duty  of  writing  the  insurance  in  a  des- 
ignated company,    which    he    at   the   time 
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represents  as  agent.  The  fact  that  the 
property  wa&  not  insured  was  due  to  the 
negligence  of  Strickfadden,  and  while  there 
are  many  authorities  to  the  effect  that  an 
agent  or  servant  is  not  liable  in  tort,  where 
the  negligence  amounts  to  mere  nonfeasance, 
the  better  rule  seems  to  be,  and  certainly 
the  modern  trend  of  authority  is,  toward 
holding  him  liable  as  well  for  nonfeasance 
as  for  misfeasance. 

The  company  was  properly  joined,  be- 
cause the  negligence  of  Strickfadden  consti- 
tuted him  and  the  company  joint  tort- 
feasors.

yond one  or  two  days  and  never  be- 
yond a  week,  a  parol  contract  for  period 
of  more  than  two  months  held  beyond 
the  agent's  apparent  authority.

Time  to  Sue 

If  insurer  was  estopped  to  plead  time 
limitation  by  its  promises  to  pay  pol- 
icy, the  estoppel  was  removed  when 
insured  was  notified  that  insurer  de- 
nied liability  and  would  contest,  and 
upon  receipt  of  such  notice  insured 
had  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to 
commence  action. 

Insured's  estoppel  to  plead  policy 
time  limitation  being  removed  by  its 
notifying  insured  that  it  denied  liabil- 
ity, insured's  suit  was  not  brought 
within  a  reasonable  time,  where  it  was 
not  brought  until  two  years  and  eight 
months  after  such  notification.

Adjuster's   Error — Double    Sheathing    in 
Old    Building 

"not  building  houses  that  way  now" 
It  appears  that  the  main  body  of  the 
house  was  constructed  with  double  slieathing 
i.  e. ,  that  it  had  a  sheathing  of  ordinary 
boards  nailed  onto  the  upright  joists  or 
framework  of  the  house;  that  over  this  was 
paper,  and  over  the  paper  a  boarding  con- 
sisting of  tongued  and  grooved  white  pine 
\Ahich  was  painted,  and  again  over  this 
were  clapboards  for  the  outside  finish.  A 
very  substantial  portion  of  the  outside  walls 
of  the  house  so  constructed  was  destroyed 
or  so  damaged  by  the  fire  as  to  require  re- 
construction and  replacement  with  new 
material,  and  it  appeared  from  the  testi- 
mony of  Mr.  Beck,  and  of  the  other  con- 
tractors and  builders  who  corroborated  him, 
that  the  cost  of  replacing  this  double  sheath- 
ing in  as  good  condition  as  l)efore  the  fire 
would  be  from  $400  to  1)600,  that  the  tongued 
and  grooved   material  was   of  white   pine, 


which  was  then  very  scarce  in  the  market 
and  very  expensive,  and  that  they  did  not 
allow  for  that,  but  for  a  less  expensive 
pine,  which  could  be  easily  procured  and 
would  answer  the  purpose. 

It  further  appears  that  H.  (with  whom 
E.  appears  to  have  agreed  in  all  respects) , 
when  this  item  of  double  sheathing  was 
called  to  his  attention  and  he  was  asked  why 
he  made  no  allowance  for  it,  said  in  sub- 
stance, "that  they  were  not  building  houses 
that  way  now,"  and  gave  no  other  reason 
for  refusing  to  allow  the  item.  It  further 
appears  from  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Beck 
and  the  other  corroborating  witnesses  that 
this  method  of  construction,  although  not 
now  or  perhaps  ever  commonly  used  in 
building  dwelling  houses,  was  of  substan- 
tial value  to  the  owner,  in  that  it  made  the 
outer  walls  tighter  and  stiffer,  kept  out  the 
cold,  and  made  the  house  more  stable.  It 
also  appeared  that  if,  in  the  restoration  of 
the  house,  double  sheathing  was  not  used, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  incur  expense  for 
additional  "furring"  upon  which  to  nail 
such  single  sheathing  as  might  be  used  in 
order  to  bring  the  surface  of  the  single 
sheathing  out  to  the  general  line  of  the 
surface  of  the  outer  walls  remaining,  and 
not  in  need  of  reconstruction,  so  that  the 
clapboards  to  be  nailed  upon  the  sheathing 
would  come  into  alignment  with  the  clap- 
boards remaining  upon  the  walls  not  de- 
stroyed ;  but  it  nowhere  appears  tliat  any 
allowance  was  made  for  the  expense  of  such 
additional  "furring." 

AN    ARBITRARY    REFUSAL 

Upon  this  point  we  think  that  the  refusal 
to  allow  anything  for  the  loss  of  double 
sheathing  was  an  arbitrary  refusal;  this 
method  of  construction  was  proper,  even  if 
unusual;  it  added  value  to  the  house  and 
was  of  substantial  value  to  the  owner;  and 
the  reason  given  "that  they  were  not  build- 
ing houses  that  way  now"  furnished  no 
basis  for  the  refusal.  Such  a  reason  might 
be  urged  as  to  any  method  of  construction 
used  by  owners  of  houses  of  large  size,  seek- 
ing stabihty  and  protection  from  the  bitter 
winds  of  winter;  many  people  during  the 
past  winter,  with  its  bitter  cold  and  the  dif- 
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ficnlty  of  obtaining  adequate  fuel,  would 
have  been  thankful  if  their  houses  had  been 
constructed  with  double  sheathing  so  as  to 
enable  them  to  conserve  the  little  heat  they 
had  and  keep  out  the  cold.  As  well  might 
the  appraisers  say,  in  case  of  injury  to  hard- 
wood floors,  or  to  polished  mahogany  or 
black  walnut  wainscoting,  hard-finished 
stucco  walls  and  ceilings,  in  somewhat  old- 
fashioned  residences,  tliat  they  would  not 
allow  for  their  loss  and  the  cost  of  replace- 
ment because  nowadays  it  is  the  custom  to 
build  houses  with  cheaper  floors,  or  with 
white  wood  wainscoting  painted,  or  with 
rough  plaster  walls  and  ceilings  covered 
with  cheap  paper. — 104  A.  18.

LIABILITY  OR  COMPENSATION  IN 
COURT 

Under  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  pt. 
2,  §  10,  servant  who  lost  four  fingers  and 
practically  all  palm,  leaving  only  thumb  of 
riglit  hand,  held  properly  awarded  compen- 
sation for  loss  of  four  fingers  for  100  weeks, 
with  provision  that,  if  totally  disabled  from 
working  at  his  employment  at  end  of  time, 
he  should  be  paid  compensation  at  same 
rate  during  total  disability,  not  exceeding 
150  weeks  provided  for  loss  of  hand. — Lov- 
alo  v.  Michigan  Stamping  Co.,  167  N.  W. 
904. 

To  entitle  a  claimant  to  compensation  for 
injury  arising  "out  of"  his  employment, 
the  causative  danger  must  be  peculiar  to

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The  Effect  of  the  War  on  Surrender  and 
Lapse  Rates 

Dramatic  actions  possess  more  power  to 
attract  attention  and  produce  more  imme- 
diate effects  than  those  which  are  less  ob- 
trusive in  their  character  and  more  silent 
in  their  operations.  We  are  more  impressed 
by  a  sudden  death  in  Dur  presence  than  by 
tlie  passing  away  of  someone  who  has  been 
ill  for  a  considerable  time. 

The  quiet,  unimpressive  way  in  which 
tuberculosis  or  cancer  gathers  in  its  army 
of  victims  arouses  no  universal  interest  and 
produces  but  little  effect  except  after  much 
persistent  agitation  and  public  warning. 
But  the  outbreak  of  a  great  war  with  its 
dramatic  scenes  and  appalling  slaughter, 
its  ever-recurring  lists  of  dead  and  pictured 
scenes  of  desolation  move  the  world  in  many 
ways. 

The  effects  on  nations  and  individuals 
are  discussed  in  many  books  and  essays  of 
marked  ability  and  surpassing  interest. 
Whether  it  be  a  question  of  national  char- 
acter or  a  matter  of  financial  interest  we 
see  everywhere  evidence  of  its  effects.  The 
records  of  the  A.  M.  P.  Society  during  the 
last  two  years  are  no  exception  to  this  gen- 
eral rule,  and  perhaps  one  of  the  most  strik- 
ing evidences  of  the  seriousness  with  which 
this  sudden  and  dramatic  interruption  of 
the  even,  ordered  course  of  general  life  is 
regarded  may  be  seen  in  the  remarkable 
contrast  between  the  surrenders  and  lapses 
immediately  before  the  war  and  those  since 
experienced  by  the  society. 

The  increase  of  surrenders  and  lapses  in 
1914  over  those  experienced  in  1913  was  re- 
spectively £76,733  and  £146,788,  but  the 
year  1915  showed  a  decrease  on  1914  of 
£61,444  in  the  case  of  surrenders  and  of 
£27,315  in  lapses.  The  year  1916  is  also 
exhibiting  a  marked  decrease  on  the  figures 
of  1915. 

Tlie  great  necessity  for  preparedness 
against  the  invasion  of  death  has  been  ac- 
centuated by  the  dramatic  suddenness  of 
tiiis  great  world  calamity.  Members  who 
had  grown  careless  as  to  the  necessity  for 
the  continuance  of  their  policies  have  realised 
their  mistake  and  remedied   it,     Tlie   warn- 


ing which  the  war  has  given  has  been  heeded 
in  many  cases,  but  we  would  remind  every- 
one that  to  keep  up  the  payments  of  his 
premiums  and  never  to  surrender  a  policy 
even  at  the  cost  of  much  self-sacrifice  are 
pre-eminent  duties  in  days  of  peace  as 
much  as  in  times  of  war. — The  Mutual 
Provident  Messenger.

Rev.  St.  1909,  placing  fire  in- 
surance on  ships,  steamboats,  and  other 
vessels  in  same  class  with  insurance  on 
houses,  buildings,  merchandise,  and  furni- 
ture, a  policy,  delivered  in  the  state  to  a 
resident  of  the  state,  insuring  a  steamboat 
against  fire,  is  a  "tire  insurance  policy," 
and  governed  by  the  fire  insurance  statutes 
of  the  state.— Tinsley  v.  yEtna  Ins.  Co., 
Conn.,  205  S.  W.  78. 

HAS    A    STRICT    WARRANTY 

Where  insured  warranted  truth  of  state- 
ments in  a  schedule  embodied  in  burglary 
policy,  a  statement  therein  that  no  applica- 
tion for  such  insurance  had  been  declined 
has  a  strict  warranty,  although  when  policy 
was  issued,  insured  did  not  know  that  other 
insurance  for  which  they  had  applied  had 
been  rejected,  and  although  such  applica- 
tion was  through  different  broker. — 171  N. 
Y.  S.  589. 

REFORMATION   OF   POLICY 

Action  to  reform  a  policy  may  be  main- 
tained, where  there  was  a  mistake  by  one 
party  and  fraud  perpetrated  by  the  other, 
or  where  there  was  a  mutual  mistake  in  re- 
ducing, actual  contract  to  writing,  or  inad- 
vertence or  mistake  of  scrivener. — 171  N.  Y. 
S.  580. 

Double  Indemnity. — While  insured  en- 
tered upon  automobile  elevator  in  garage 
with  consent  of  employe  of  garage  company, 
such  employe  was  not  an  agent  of  defend- 
ant insurer  whose  policy  provided  for  dou- 
ble indemnity  for  injuries  sustained  in  pas- 


senger elevator  and  could  not  waive  any 
provisions  of  policy.— Losie  v.  Royal  In- 
demnity Co.,  171  N.   Y.  S.  174. 


CHANGE  OP   BENEFICIARY 

Where  insured  attempted  to  change  bene- 
ficiary from  mother  to  wife  and  made  cer- 
tificate before  notary  public  to  such  effect, 
but  failed  to  return  polii^y  for  cancellation 
and  for  issuance  of  new  policy,  and  insurer 
paid  the  money  in  court,  the  wife  was  en- 
titled to  the  fund.  —  Frakes  v.  Brotherhood 
of  Locomotive  Firemen.  204  S.  W.  26. 


Slackers  in  the  Shipyards 

We  hear  from  time  to  time  reports  of 
slacker  treason  in  the  government  work 
shipyards.  The  frequent  strikes  confirm 
our  belief  in  these  stories  of  deliberate  de- 
lays and  shirkings. 

At  Bay  Point,  Cal.,  there  is  a  government- 
work  shipyard.  There  was  a  sign  like  this: 
"This  Ship  is  to  be  Completed  by  August  19. 
The  Kaiser  says  No.  What  do  you  say?" 
One  day  all  the  derricks  fell  down.  The 
ship  is  now  over  two  months  late. 

Many  of  the  workmen  are  in  the  yards 
not  only  for  high  wages  but  to  avoid  the 
draft. 

The  contracts  are  for  cost  plus  say  10  per- 
cent. Government  advances  the  money. 
The  more  the  cost  the  greater  the  profit. 

These  facts  may  explain  some  slacking 
and  some  strikes  in  some  places. 

Emergency  Fleet  News  gives  the  facts  of 
great  progress  in  shipbuilding,  in  places 
w'here  surely  there  are  no  strikes  nor  slack- 
ers. In  two  years,  at  Seattle,  Skinner  & 
Eddy  Corporation  has  sent  into  the  water 
32  ocean  carriers  in  two  years,  19  of  the 
sliips  having  been  launched  since  January  1.

Take  care 
of  yourself.  On  first  symptoms,  stay  in- 
doors and  keep  warm. 

Avoid  crowds,  theaters  ajid  movies.  Ride 
on  the  outside  of  cars.  Do  not  rub  lips, 
nose  or  eyes  with  fingers.  Avoid  colds. 
Apply  cold  remedies  immediately.  Walk  in 
the  open  a  mile  or  so  daily.

It  is 
safe  to  say  that  there  are  no  gold  bricks 


or  wildcat  securities  among  that  Atneri- 
can's  assets. 


Our    Bank    Savings    Safe    Unless    Ger- 
many Wins 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  very  in- 
sidious propaganda  carried  on,  obvi- 
ously by  secret  agents  of  Germany,  to 
the  effect  that  savings  banks  deposits 
are  to  be  confiscated.  It  is  difficult  to 
believe  that  any  person  in  America 
would  credit  such  a  report  for  an  in- 
stant. Secretary  McAdoo  says  that 
the  absurdity  of  these  statements  is 
manifests  but  in  order  to  allay  the 
fears  of  a  few  who  might  be  alarmed 
by  such  reports,  he  repeats  officially 
that  these  rumors  are  wholly  baseless. 

There  is  but  one  thing  that  will  in

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FIRE 

Reduced  Rate  Average  Clause 

Co-insurance  is  an  unfortunate  word, 
tor  it  is  a  source  of  prejudice  and  en- 
mity. The  principle  of  co-insurance 
is  entirely  just,  to  both  insured  and 
insurer.  Partial  cover  by  insurance 
at  the  same  rate  as  full  or  near-full 
cover  insurance  is  virtually  a  rebate 
on  the  former  or  an  excess  charge  on 
the  latter. 

Anticipating  only  a  partial  loss  to 
himself  (but  a  total  loss  to  the  in- 
surer) ,  the  property-owner  who  carries 
only  a  relatively  small  amount  to  value 
is  securing  his  insurance  at  a  lower 
rate  in  proportion  to  loss  experience, 
and  at  a  rate  that  may  more  easily  be 
Jess  than  the  underwriting  cost. 

Justice  really  requires  that  the  co- 
insurance clause  (now  more  sensibly 
known  as  the  reduced  rate  average 
clause)  should  be  by  statutory  require- 
ment a  part  of  every  policy  of  fire 
insurance. 

No  other  kind  should  be  valid,  for 
without  such  an  agreement  the  man 
who  underinsures  is  getting  his  insur- 
ance at  an  unfair  rate,  at  the  expense 
of  those  whose  insurance  covers  full  as 
well  as  fractional  values. 

For  example:  ten  men  insure  about 
face  value;  one  man  insures  at  one- 
fourth  value.  The  ten  pay  SI, 000  for 
$100,000  insurance;  the  one  man  pays 
$25  for  $2,500  insurance  on  a  $10,000 
stock.  A  loss  occurs  in  the  last  month 
of  the  policy,  each  insured  losing  $2,- 
500.  Each  of  the  ten  paid  $100  to 
cover  the  same  loss*  as  the  one  man 
who  paid  only  $25.     Is  that  fair? 


New  York  Brokers  Control 

A  steadily  growing  volume  of  coun- 
try-wide business  is  being  controlled 
by  New  York  City  brokers,  many  of 
whom  now  employ  highly  paid  sched- 
ule rating  experts,  as  well  as  skillful 
solicitors  and  persuasive  placers.  Ap- 
preciating the  value  of  the  business 
thus  sentered,  a  number  of  prominent 
companies  maintain  representatives 
who  constantly  solicit  the  brokers  for 
such  risks,  policies  upon  which  are 
sent  local  agents  in  the  cities  and  towns 
in  which  the  risks  are  located  to  be 
written  up.  A  still  larger  number  of 
companies  unite  in  the  employment 
of  men  of  underwriting  experience  and 
possessing  the  acquaintance  of  the 
brokers,  to  seek  the  business,  which  is 
distributed  among  the  contributing 
offices  upon  a  prearranged  basis.  Tluis 
in  the  field  of  fire  insurance  there  are 
the  companies,  agents,  brokers  and 
broker  solicitors.  —  National  Under- 
writer. 


Penalties  for  Carelessness 

One  of  the  insurance  commissioners 
at  the  annual  convention  spoke  ear- 
nestly in  favor  of  severe  penalties  for 
carelessness  which  causes  fires.  Good 
idea!  This  will  create  new  insurance 
and  more  commissions,  for  covering 
the  new  risk  of  penalties. 

Would  it  not  be  well  for  the  People's 
National  to  come  out  with  a  semi-an- 
nual statement? 


The  perfectly  good  local  agent  will 
write  insurance  as  if  the  loss  money) 
were  to  come  out  of  his  own  pocket. 
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Army   Death   Rate  for   Disease  Only  2.18 
Per  1,000  Annually 

In  Civil  Life  It  is  6.7 

The  War  Department  authorizes  the  fol- 
lowing statement  from  the  Office  of  the  Sur- 
geon General: 

American  troops  both  here  and  overseas 
continue  to  establish  good  health  records. 
For  the  two  months'  period  ending  August 
81  the  combined  reports  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces  and  all  troops  sta- 
tioned in  the  United  States  show  an  annual 
death  rate  for  disease  of  2.18  per  1,000— a 
fraction  more  than  2  men  per  1,000  per  year. 
The  annual  death  rate  for  disease  of  men  of 
military  age  in  civil  life  is  6.7  per  1,000. 

The  combined  reports  show  that  gener- 
ally the  health  of  the  soldiers  overseas  is 
better  than  that  shown  by  the  men  in  train- 
ing in  this  country.  This  is  largely  due  to 
tlie  fact  that  only  men  in  the  best  physical 
condition  are  being  sent  to  France,  with  the 
result  that  the  reports  of  the  troops  in 
America  carry  the  men  unfit  for  overseas 
duty. 

During  the  month  of  August  remarkably 
low  figures  for  ail  troops  were  set.  The 
death  rate  for  disease  August  16  and  23  was 
1.73  per  1,000.  The  lowest  rate  reacthed  in 
the  United  States  during  the  two  months' 
period  was  2.12  per  1,000  for  the  week  ended 
July  26. 


Medical  Examination  of  Wage  Earners  Feared 

The  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  adopted 
and  sent  to  every  member  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Constitutional  Convention  a  resohition 
condemning  compulsory  health  insurance  as 
"a  vicious  scheme  which  seeks  to  establish 
a  system  of  periodical  physical  examina- 
tions of  the  workers." 

The  Constitutional  Convention,  influenced 
to  some  extent  no  doubt  by  the  resolution, 
then  rejected  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
constitution  of  Massachusetts  conferring  au- 
thority on  the  legislature  to  establiish  com- 
pulsory health  insurance  for  wage  earners. 
This  sort  of  insurance  is  therefore  definitely 
done  for  in  Massachusetts. 

But  in  Califarnia  the  question  is  still  with 


us.  An  amendment,  similar  to  the  one  pro- 
posed in  Massachusetts,  comes  before  the 
people  of  California  to  be  approved  or  dis- 
approved at  the  November  election. 

The  measure,  if  adopted,  will  naturally 
lead  to  the  physical  or  medical  examination 
of  wage  earners  to  determine  whether  they 
are  good  insurance  risks.  When  fotmd  de 
fective,  they  will  of  course  be  refused  em- 
ployment and  thrown  on  the  scrap  heap. 

Even  the  fact  that  a  member  of  a  man's 
family  is  in  bad  health  will  make  it  difficult 
for  the  man  to  obtain  employment,  because 
the  insurance  extends  to  the  family  and  de- 
pendents of  the  wage  earner.  The  employer, 
in  justice  to  himself,  will  have  to  protect 
himself  against  bad  risks  just  as  an  insur- 
ance company  must. 

The  cost  of  the  insurance  has  been  var- 
iously estimated  at  from  twenty-seven  to 
forty-five  million  dollars  a  year  in  California 
— a  tremendous  additional  burden  to  saddle 
upon  the  industry  and  taxpayers  of  the 
state,  in  competition  with  the  products  of 
other  states. 

All  insurance  men  are  interested  in  killing 
this  measure.  It  is  the  thin  wedge  for  the 
introduction  of  state  insurance.

An  innkeeper  is  under  duty  to  exercise 
extraordinary  care  to  prevent  the  loss  of 
grip  and  other  property  committed  to  liis 
custody  by  a  guest. 

But  he  is  not  an  insurer  of  the  safety  of 
his  guest's  property  intrusted  to  him,  though 
under  duty  to  exercise  extreme  care. 

Xot  showing  extreme  care,  landlord  is 
liable  for  full  market  value  of  grip  and  con- 
tents unless  returned. 


Death  of  Dr.  W.  R.  Cluness 

In  Alameda,  Cal.,  September  26,  1918, 
William  Robert  Cluness  passed  away,  when 
nearing  his  83rd  birthday,  after  an  illness 
lasting  several  months. 

Dr.  Cluness  was  for  many  years  the  med- 
ical director  of  the  Pacific  Mutual  Life  In- 
surance Company,  and  was  also  one  of  its 
principal  stockholders.  His  connection 
with  the  company  began  when  its  head- 
quarters were  in  Sacramento,  and  continued 
until  the  consolidation  and  general  change 
of  ownership. 

All  who  knew  Dr.  Cluness  will  recall  him 
most  pleasantly  as  a  genial  gentleman  of 
the  old  school,  courtly,  kind  and  able.  His 
widow,  two  daughters  and  one  son,  Dr.  "W. 
R.  Cluness  Jr.,  survive  hiui.  Dr.  Cluness 
Jr.  is  the  medical  director  of  the  West  Coast- 
San  Francisco  Life  Ins.  Co.

Poli- 
cies will  be  written  at  75  cents  per  $100  for 
five  years.  In  the  event  of  losses  and  ex- 
penses in  excess  of  15  cents  per  |100  yearly, 
"an  assessment"  will  be  levied. 


Insurance  Employment  Not  a  Deferred  Class 

The  Judge  Advocate  Aide  to  Gen.  Crow- 
der  replies  to  President  Buswell  of  the  Na- 
tional Board  as  follows: 

"The  employes  designated  in  your 
conference  and  in  the  wire  you  have 
submitted  are  not  entitled  to  deferred 
classification  as  a  class.  No  provision 
has  been  made  to  defer  employes  of 
any  financial  institution  as  a  class,  but 
every  employe  is  entitled  to  have  his 
claim  heard,  presented  either  by  him- 
self or  his  employer,  by  the  District 
Board  having  jurisdiction  of  the  em- 
ploye, and  if  it  is  found  that  he  is  en- 
gaged in  an  employment  bringing  him 
within  the  scope  of  the  regulations 
heretofore  defined,  the  District  Board 
will  have  the  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction to  defer  him  and  to  place  him 
where  the  facts,  as  applied  to  these  reg- 
ulations, entitle  him  to  be  placed."

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New    House    Revenue    Bill   as  Affecting 
Life   Companies 

Modification  of  some  provisions  of 
the  new  House  Revenue  Bill  so  as  to 
meet  the  peculiar  responsibilities  of 
life  insurance  companies,  was  requested 
by  General  Counsel  Job  E.  Hedges  of 
the  Association  of  Life  Insurance  Presi- 
dents at  the  hearing  before  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  at  Washington,  on 
Friday,  September  13th.  Besides 
making  an  oral  statement  to  the  com- 
mittee, Mr.  Hedges  filed  a  brief  in 
which  he  emphasized  the  willingness 
of  the  companies  to  do  their  share 
towards  the  financial  support  of  the 
Federal  Government.  At  the  same 
time,  he  urged  the  need  for  clearing 
up  certain  inequalities  affecting  the 
interests  of  policyholders  generally. 

Mr.  Hedges'  brief  referred  to  the 
need  for  a  change  in  the  application 
of  the  normal  income  tax  differential 
to  the  net  income  of  life  insurance 
companies.  He  stated  that  this  differ- 
ential, which  reduces  the  tax  from  18 
to  12  percent  on  that  part  of  the  net 
income  of  corporations  generally  which 
is  distributed,  puts  a  premium  on 
making  such  distribution.  He  de- 
clared that  it  is  against  public  policy 
to  practically  compel  this  distribution 
by  insurance  companies,  and  urged 
that  the  bill  be  amended  so  as  to  per- 
mit the  companies  to  invest  their  net 
income  in  new  liberty  loans  without 
being  penalized  by  the  higher  rate  of 
18  percent. 

Mr.  Hedges  also  requested  amend- 
ments to  that  section  of  the  bill  taxing 
the  proceeds  of  life  insurance  policies 


under  the  estate  tax.  He  urged  the 
advisability  from  the  point  of  view  of 
sound  public  policy  of  exempting  suf- 
ficient life  insurance,  made  paytible  to 
the  estate,  to  cover  the  estate  or  in- 
heritance taxes  imposed  by  the  Federal 
Government  and  the  states.  With  re- 
spect to  the  proposed  new  tax  on  the 
proceeds  of  life  insurance  policies 
taken  out  by  the  insured,  payable  to 
specified  beneficiaries,  he  asked  that 
the  $40,000  exemption  of  insurance  be 
changed  so  as  to  make  the  amount  of 
premiums  the  basis  of  the  exemption. 
Point  II  of  the  brief  relates  to  a  de- 
fect in  the  bill  which  affects  all  indi- 
viduals and  corporations  alike,  with 
respect  to  the  possibility  of  their  con- 
tinued liability  to  the  rates  of  income 
taxes  imposed  by  the  revenue  acts  of 
1916  and  1917,  as  well  as  the  new 
rates,  and  consequent  double  taxation. 
It  is  the  present  belief  in  Washington 
that  this  failure  to  repeal  the  old  in- 
come tax  rates  wasan"oversight,  which 
probably  will  be  corrected.

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OIL    IN    KITCHEN   STOVES 

PaciBc  Coast  Association  of   Fire    Chiefs' 
Meeting  in  Oakland 

Kerosene  Oil  Burner  Devices  in  Stoves 

Secretary  Bringhurst,  at  the  session  of 
September  20  (29th  Annual  Convention) 
asked  as  to  the  experiences  of  the  members 
\\ilh  kerosene  oil-burner  devices  in  stoves 
and  ranges.  He  thought  the  territory  gen- 
erally known  as  southern  California  might 
well  be  excepted  because  while  the  ordin- 
ances are  said  to  be  good  in  most  localities 
there,  the  enforcement  is  apparently  lax, 
because  about  all  the  oil  burners  that  ap- 
pear in  the  North  come  from  that  section. 

Chief  Charles  Foster  of  Astoria  said  that 
there  were  none  in  his  vicinity  and  he  hoped 
there  never  would  be  any.  He  said  the 
agents  continually  claim  that  their  devices 
are  permitted  in  this  city  or  that  and  it  is  a 
difficult  matter  for  a  chief  to  keep  posted. 

Chief  W.  H.  Bywater  of  Salt  Lake  City 
was  very  emphatic  in  his  opposition  to  all 
such  devices  and  said  that  he  had  always 
been  determined  to  keep  them  out,  not  only 
because  of  the  hazards  but  because,  in  liis 
opinion,  they  are  for  the  most  part  merely 
stock  or  territory  selling  schemes.  He  said 
that  he  never  even  allowed  these  oil- burner 
promoters  to  demonstrate  and  often  had 
found  it  necessary  to  use  severe  measures 
wnth  them. 

SHUT-OFFS 

I.  W.  Story,  who  represents  the  Fire  Pre- 
vention Bureau  in  Oakland,  was  called 
upon  and  declared  himself  strongly  against 
kerosene  oil-burning  devices  in  stoves  and 
ranges;  in  fact,  he  did  not  look  with  favor 
on  any  oil  stove.  In  the  outlying  residence 
districts,  there  are  still  some  of  these  kero- 
sene burners  in  use,  but  their  number  is 
limited  and  he  used  every  effort  to  make 
sure  that  in  no  case  was  the  tank  or  the  oil 
supply  in  the  house.  He  insisted  on  at 
least  three  shut-off  valves  on  the  line  and 
required  the  safety  shutoff.  Mr.  Story  has 
no  confidence   in    any  tank    in   connection 

ft-ith  oil-burner  unless  that   tank  has   four 

eet  of  earth  on  top  of  it. 


BURIED   TANKS 

Chief  Eley  of  Los  Angeles  said  he  had 
heard  his  city  spoken  of  as  though  it  were 
the  home  of  all  sorts  of  unsafe  oil  devices. 
He  regretted  that  there  was  some  little  rea- 
son for  this,  but  for  his  part,  he  believed 
only  in  properly  buried  tanks  from  which 
the  oil  is  pumped  to  wherever  it  is  used  in 
any  kind  of  a  burner. 

WITH    THE    WICK 

Chief  Foster  asked  as  to  the  ordinary  oil 
stove  with  the  wick.  Chief  Otterson  of  Napa 
condemned  these  strongly  and  said  he  con- 
sidered them  at  least  as  bad  as  the  gravity 
oil-burner.  He  regretted  to  say  that  all 
these  oil-burning  devices  are  gaining  head- 
way in  Napa  because  of  the  high  price  of 
both  coal  and  wood. 

FUSIBLE    SHUT-OFF 

Chief  C.  W.  Anderson  of  Sacramento  said 
that  their  ordinance  had  always  prohibited 
the  stove  and  range  oil  burners  as  unsafe 
but  that  lately  because  of  the  shortage  of 
coal  and  wood,  they  had  gained  a  foothold 
in  his  city.  He  is  doing  what  he  can  to 
limit  their  hazard  and  such  as  are  now  in- 
stalled are  put  in  strictly  under  his  super- 
vision. The  oil  must  be.brought  through  iron 
tubing  into  the  burner  and  there  must  be  a 
fusible  safety  shut-off  to  prevent   accidents. 

Cliief  Haley  of  San  Jose  said  that  he  was 
entirely  against  these  kerosene  burners  and 
that  his  city  did  not  allow  them  under  any 
circumstances. 

CAUSE    MANY    FIRES    IN    FRBBNO 

Chief  Berkholtz  of  Fresno  said  that  he 
had  recently  received  a  request  from  San 
Francisco  for  information  as  to  the  damage 
caused  by  these  kerosene-burning  devices 
in  his  city,  in  which  there  are,  unfortunately, 
a  great  many.  He  said  that  affidavits  and 
data  were  sent  showing  the  many  fires  and 
the  heavy  losses  caused  by  these  kerosene 
stove  and  range  devices.  One  of  them  was 
a  large  hotel  lire. 

IN    HOTELS 

Chief  Anderson  said  that  these  installa- 
tions should  be  so  made  as  to  hold  any  flow 
of  oil  that  is  likely  to  occur  and  that  proper 
safety  devices  should  largely  prevent  acci- 
dents.    Cliief  Berkholtz  replied  that  he  did

not  see  how  any  such  precautions  would  in- 
sure safety  in  tiie  use  of  a  kerosene  burner 
in  a  buihling  of  the  hotel  type  where  many 
people  slept. 

RESOLUTION    AGAINST    ALL  GRAVITY  AND  PRESS- 
URE   BURNING    SYSTEMS 

Asst.  Chief  Short  of  Oakland  was  of  opin- 
ion there  was  no  getting  around  the  fact 
that  any  oil  tank  above  the  ground  is  dan- 
gerous. Speaking  for  the  moment  of  the 
large  oil  tank  tires  discussed  yesterday,  he 
described  a  very  serious  fire  of  the  kind  in 
an  Oakland  oil  plant  that  was  caused  by 
one  wire  being  dragged  across  anotiier  a 
long  distance  away.  He  then  made  a  motion 
that  the  Convention  go  on  record  as  declar- 
ing all  gravity  and  pressure  burning  systems, 
including  particularly  those  using  kerosene 
or  lighter  oils  in  stove  and  ranges,  danger- 
ous and  therefore  adding  to  the  fire  hazard 
whicli  we  are  trying  to  lessen.  Cliief  Foster 
of  Astoria  asked  if  tiiis  was  meant  to  apply 
to  ordinary  fuel  oil  bnrning  installation  and 
he  was  assured  that  while  all  gravity  and 
pressure  oil  systems  are  to  be  condemned, 
the  particular  reference  at  this  time  is  to 
the  kerosene  burners  in  stoves  and  ranges. 
This  motion  was  then  seconded  and  carried 
without  a  dissenting  vote. 

No  Slackers  in  This  Union 

The  Fraternal  Aid  Union  of  Lawrence, 
Kan.,  has  suspended  and  repealed  for  the 
war  the  portion  of  its  constitution  which 
classes  soldiers  and  marines,  etc.,  as  en- 
gaged in  prohibited  occupations. 

All  members  remain  on  the  same  basis  as 
to  rates,  regardless  of  war  service.  If  col- 
lections as  heretofore  are  insufl&cient  to 
liquidate  claims,  special  assessments  will  be 
levied  on  the  members  to  pay  all  mortuary 
and  disability  claims.

Total  value  of  lands  mortgaged ; 
Total  value  of  buildings  mortgaged. 

In  other  words  we  will  accept  the  totals  of 
all  items  of  Schedule  B  instead  of  an  item- 
ized exhibit. 

This  action  is  for  the  duration  of  the  war 
only,  and  we  reserve  the  right  in  the  future 
to  require  that  Schedule  B  be  completely 
filled  in  and  filed.

General  Agent  Tyson  has  just  received  a 
telegram  to  this  effect: 

By  unanimous  recommendation  of  the  di- 
rectors, the  capital  stock  of  the  Great 
American  will  be  increased  from  $2,000,000 
to  $5,000,000. 

An  additional  $1,500,000  will  also  be  paid 
in  and  added  to  surplus. 

This  total  of  $4,500,000  is  doubtless  the 
largest  ever  called  from  stockholders  by 
any  fire  insurance  company. 


Use  and  Occupancy  Experience 

An  interesting  use  and  occupancy  loss  has 
come  to  light  in  connection  with  the  fire 
that  did  some  damage  to  the  Kettle  River 
Quarries  Company  of  Madison,  111.  This 
concern  has  had  two  fires,  bringing  to  light 
a  feature  of  use  and  occupancy  that  should 
receive  attention  on  the  part  of  underwrit- 
ers. This  institution  manufactures  creosoted 
ties.  The  two  vital  parts  of  the  concern  so 
far  as  its  manufacturing  is  concerned  are 
the  saw  mill  and  the  creosoting  still.  The 
first  fire  attacked  the  creosoting  still,  put  it 
out  of  business,  causing  a  delay  of  some 
weeks  before  it  could  be  replaced.  The 
actual  property  damage  was  small,  but  the 
use  and  occupancy  insurance  ran  up  to 
something  like  34  percent.  Recently  fire 
destroyed  the  saw  mill.  In  this  case  the 
property  damage  was  light  in  comparison 
with  the  rest  of  the  plant,  but  the  use  and 
occupancy  has  been  adjusted  at  about  40 
percent.  There  were  large  property  values 
at  this  plant,  but  the  two  vital  points  so  far 
as  use  and  occupancy  were  concerned  were 
both  hit  by  successive  fires,  causing  a  heavy 
loss.  Some  underwriters  wrote  freely  on 
the  property  and  proportionately  heavy  on 
use  and  occupancy. — National  Underwriter.

Death  of  President  Viehmann 

The  president  of  the  New  Brunswick  Fire 
Ins.  Co.,  George  A.  Viehmann,  died  on 
Saturday,  October  12,  of  pneumonia. 

Probably  this  death  was  the  result  of  the 
German  or  Spanish  influenza  now  an  epi- 
demic in  this  country. 

The  deceased  was  a  native  of  Nev^'  Bruns- 
wick, and  would  have  been  50  years  old 
next  month.  He  practiced  law  for  a  time, 
and  was  mayor  of  the  city,  and  director  in 
several  corporations.  He  was  also  presi- 
dent of  the  New  Jersey  Fire  and  U.  S.  fire 
manager  of  the  United  British,  a  company  re- 
cently entered.

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War  and  Bombardment   Policy  of  Lloyds 
of  London 

Claim  ResiBted  on  Weak  Grounds 

Lloyds  of  London  issued  a  policy  "to 
cover  the  risk  of  loss  and  of  damage  directly 
caused  by  war,  bombardment,  military  or 
usurped  power,  or  by  any  aerial  craft,  includ- 
ing bombs,  shells,  and  or  missiles  dropped 
therefrom  or  discharged  thereat,  and  fire  and 
or  explosion  directly  caused  by  any  of  the 
foregoing,  whether  originating  on  the  prem- 
ises insured  or  elsewhere."  No  claim  to 
attach  for  delay,  deterioration,  and  or  loss 
of  market  or  for  confiscation  or  destruction 
by  the  government  of  the  country,  or  for 
breakage  of  glass  due  to  concussion.  "Only 
to  pay  if  not  recoverable  under  any  other 
existing  policy  of  insurance." 

Claim  was  made  for  damage  caused  by 
the  rebellion  in  Dublin  in  April,  1916. 
Lloyds  denied  liability,  and  one  of  the  un- 
derwriters was  sued  by  the  policyholders, 
whose  premises  were  completely  destroyed 
by  fire,  with  $157,500  damages. 

Defendant's  counsel  argued  that  the  losses 
n  Dublin  were  incidents  of  riot  and  civil 
commotion  and  not  of  "war  and  bombard- 
ment." 

The  British  supreme  court  held  that  the 
words  "war  and  bombardment"  included 
the  Dublin  events.  Thsre  was  a  week's 
fighting,  with  a  heavy  casualty  list  and  a 
suspension  of  all  normal  business. 

The  defendant  argued  very  narrowly, 
that  the  bombardment  covered  was  only 
that  by  hostile  forces.  The  postoffice,  oc- 
cupied by  the  rebels,  was  set  on  fire  by 
shells  fired  by  British  government  forces. 
The  action  of  the  insurgents  prevented  the 
fire  brigade  from  saving  the  premises.  The 
fire  spread  to  plaintiff's  properties. 

Defendant  also  claimed  protection  by  the 
exception  clause  preventing  liability  for 
destruction  by  the  government  of  the  coun- 
try; but  the  court  (his  lordship)  ruled  that 
the  exception  clause  must  be  read  as  a 
whole— that  the  word  "destruction"  was 
coupled  with  "contiscation,"  and  the  de- 
struction aimed  at  in  the  policy  was  destruc- 
tion   carried    out  inteuticnally  and  deliber- 


ately, and  was  not  destruction  resulting  ac- 
cidentally from  action  of  the  government. 
Judgment  for  plaintiffs  with  costs. 


Montana  Laws  1917,  c.  79,  levying  license 
fee  of  1  percent  of  net  income  on  every  cor- 
poration engaged  in  business  in  state,  by 
general  repealing  clause  does  not  repeal 
Kev.  Codes,  §  4017,  providing  that  all  insur- 
ance corporations,  as  specified,  before  com- 
mencing business  shall  be  required  to  secure 
license,  paying  therefor  certain  fees. — Equit- 
able Life  Assur.  Soc.  of  the  United  States  v. 
Hart,  173  P.  1062.  Laws  1917,  c.  79,  levy- 
ing license  fee  of  1  percent  of  net  income 
on  every  corporation  engaged  in  business  in 
state,  does  not  repeal  by  implication  Rev. 
Codes,  §  4017,  providing  insurance  com- 
panies shall  pay  license  fees ;  there  being 
no  conflict. — Id. 


Idaho  Laws  1913,  c  185,  §  15,  imposing  a 
tax  and  recording  fee  on  fire  insurance  com- 
panies not  authorized  to  do  business  in  state 
which  write  policies  therein,  when  applied 
to  contracts  made  and  to  be  performed  with- 
out state,  covering  property  within  state, 
violates  Const.  U.  S.  Amend.  14,  as  depriv- 
ing of  liberty  of  contract.— Hyatt  v.  Black- 
well  Lumber  Co.,  173  P.  1083.

Long  Credits 

Are  Discrimination 

Insurance  departments  show  an  increas- 
ing tendency  to  apply  the  anti-discrim- 
ination principle  to  other  factors  than 
that  of  rates.     Several  departments  have 
ruled  recently  that  allowing  a  policy- 
holder to  carry  insurance  for  a  time  and 
then  cancel  without  payment  of  prem- 
ium is  unjustifiable  discrimination  and 
will  be  punished.     The  same  principle 
will  apply  to  extension  of  long-time 
credit  to  one  policyholder,  while  another 
is  expected  to  pay  cash  or  within  thirty 
days.     Enforcement  of  these  rules  should 
be  of  material  service  to  the  insurance 
companies,  as  while  the  amounts  may 
be  small  in  any  one  case,  the  totals  in- 
volved count  up  into  the  millions.     Any 
enforcement  of  the  anti-discrimination 
principle  which  will  stop  the  abuse  of 
credit  and  not-taken  policies  will  involve 
a  very  material  saving. — Insurance  Post.

U.  S.  A. 
Liberty  Loans 

On  the  15th  of  May.  1917,  39  days  after 
this  country  entered  the  war  against  the 
submarine  pirates,  tlie'  first  Liberty  Loan 
campaign  began.     This  issue  was  for 
two  billion  dollars  at  3^  percent  interest, 
the  bonds  running  for  15-30  years.    Four 
and  a  half  million  persons  subscribed 
for  more  than  three  billions,  but  only 
two  billions  were  allotted. 
The  second  Liberty  Loan  campaign  be- 
gan on  October  1,  1917,  and  closed  on 
October  27.     Bonds  of  this  issue  run  for 
10-25  years  and  bear  4  percent  interest. 
Nine  million  persons  subscriped  for 
$4,617,532,000  worth.     The  issue  was 
announced  as  three  billions,  with  50 
percent  addition  for  oversubscription. 
The  allotment  was  for  $3,808,766,150. 
The  third  Liberty  Loan  campaign  opened 
on  first  war  day  anniversary,  April  6, 
1918.     Bonds  for  this  issue  bear  4^  per- 
cent interest  and  run  for  10  years,  are 
not  subject  to  prior  redemption,  and 


carry  no  conversion  privilege.     An- 
nounced loan  was  three  billions,  with 
right  to  accept  all  additional  subscrip- 
tions.    Seventeen  million  persons  sub- 
scribed for  and  were  ailoted  14,170,019,- 
650  of  the  bonds  of  this  issue. 
The  fourth  Liberty  Loan  campaign  be- 
gan on  September  28  and  closed  on 
October  19.

Closing-  Arguments 

In  our  work  we  must  know  two  things: 
first,  WHEN  to  close;  second,  how  to  close. 
The  first,  "when,"  is  largely  a  matter  of 
intuition.  We  must  sense  it.  This  is  the 
"psychological  moment" — the  time  to  act 
— the  time  to  quft  talking — the  time  to 
give  the  prospect  an  opportunity  to  buy; 
for  his  "desire"  is  now  at  white  heat.,  and 
his  will  is  ready  to  act.  Tlie  second,  "how," 
is  largely  a  matter  of  tact  and  must  depend 
largely  upon  conditions. 

As  a  rule,  you  can  close  tlie  case  by  get- 
ting decision  on  a  minor  point.  Do  this  by 
asking  tactful  questions.  Try  out  some  of 
these: 

1.  "If  you  should  take  this  insurance 
now,  about  how  much  would  you  take?" 

2.  "Is  there  any  good  reason  why  you 
should  longer  deprive  your  wife  and  children 
of  this  protection?" 

3  "Do  you  believe  you  can  pass  a  good 
medical  examination?  Any  family  history 
of  tuberculosis  or  cancer?" 

4.  "What  time  this  afternoon  would  be 
most  convenient  for  the  doctor  to  look  you 
over?"  (Don't  wait  for  him  to  answer,  but 
continue)  — "Five  thirty  or  six  o'clock?" 

5.  "Would  you  rather  go  to  the  doctor's 
office  or  have  him  come  here?" 

6.  "Shall  we  write  it  for  ^j^.OOO  or  $10,- 
000?' ' 

7.  "What  is  your  full  name?  Your 
wife's  full  name?     Your  date  of  birth?' ' 

Strictly  speaking,  "closing  arguments" 
sometimes  are  unnecessary ;  for,  we  sliould 
always  remember  that  salesmanship  is  not 
argument,  but  persuasion.  Frequently  a 
closing  suggestion  is  better  than  a  clo.-;ing 
argument,  while  sometimes  a  pointed 
^iUESTioN,  plainly  and  politely  put,  will  lead 
to  mental  surrender.     Try  the  following: 


1.  "You  realize  that  you  ought  to  have 
this  protection,  don't  you?" 

2.  "Hadn't  you  just  as  well  settle  this 
matter  now?" 

3.  "Why  delay  in  doing  now  what  you 
admit  is  a  duty  to  your  loved  ones?" 

4.  "If  you  knew  yon  couldn't  get  this 
protection  next  month,  you  would  take  it 
NOW— wouldn't  you?  (Wait  until  he  an- 
swers "yes.")  "Then  why  run  the  risk  of 
not  getting  it  at  all?" 

5.  "I  have  been  trying  in  this  interview 
to  help  you  find  a  way  to  better  protect  your 
family.  Have  you?"  (Politely  insist  on 
an  answer.) 

6.  "Would  YOU  for  the  same  amount  of 
money  insure  my  life?"  (Wait  until  he 
says  "no.")  "Then  why  compel  your  wife 
to  assume  a  risk  on  you  which  you  dare  not 
assume  on  me?  Why  compel  her  to  go 
into  the  Life  Insurance  Business?" 

7.  "I  want  to  ask  you  just  one  more 
question."  (Look  him  straight  in  the  eye.) 
"If  you  had  been  trying  one-half  as  hard  to 
find  reasons  why  you  should  take  this  in- 
surance now  as  you  have  been  trying  to 
find  excuses  for  not  taking  it,  wouldn't  this 
application  be  already  signed?"  (Make  him 
answer.)— C.  H,  Hamilton  in  Pacific  Mutual 
News.

We  then  urged  the 
issuance  of  such  a  policy,  for  a  slight  addi- 
tional premium,  making  the  policy  a  ma- 
tured one  in  event  of  total  blindness,  of  con- 
sumption, or  any  incurable  disease  which 
unfits  a  policyholder  to  earn  a  living.  The 
family  then  needs  the  "protection"  of  the 
insurance  niore  than  if  the  burdensome  in- 
sured were  actually  dead. 

Companies  are  now  issuing  such  insur- 
ance. 

When  one  American  company  first  issued 
some  such  insurance  we  endorsed  it  as 
sound  and  beneficial,  and  we  were  roundly 
abused  by  representatives  of  competing 
companies  which  have  since  issued  and  now 
pride  themselves  on  similar  contracts. 

A  Coast  Review  defence  of  such  disability 
insurance  as  a  part  of  the  life  policy  was 
read  before  a  state  legislature  insurance 
committee,  and  copies  were  sent  to  every 
member  of  the  legislature.  The  result  was 
the  enactment  of  a  law  authorizing  such 
insurance.

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EXPLOSION 

Decision  in  Black  Tom  Test  Case 

On  September  12,  1915,  the  defendant 
issued  to  the  plaintiff  its  policy  covering  the 
body,  tackle,  apparel,  and  other  furniture 
of  the  canal  boat,  the  Henry  Bird  Jr. 
"Touching  the  adventures  and  perils  which 
the  said  company  are  content  to  bear  and 
take  upon  themselves  by  this  policy,  they 
are  of  the  sounds,  harbors,  bays,  rivers, 
canals  and  fires,  that  shall  come  to  the 
damage  of  the  said  boat,  or  any  part 
thereof."  There  was  no  express  exception 
of  damage  from  explosion. 

EXPLOSIONS 

On  the  night  of  July  30,  1916,  a  fire  broke 
out  from  some  unknown  cause  beneath  some 
freight  cars  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
Company's  freightyards  at  Black  Tom  in 
the  harbor  of  New  York.  The  cars  were 
loaded  with  explosives,  and,  after  the  fire 
had  burned  at  least  30  minutes,  the  contents 
of  the  cars  exploded.  This  explosion  caused 
another  fire,  which  in  turn  caused  another 
and  much  greater  explosion  of  a  large  quan- 
tity of  dynamite  and  other  explosives  stored 
in  the  freightyard.  The  last  explosion 
caused  a  concussion  of  the  air,  which  dam- 
aged plaintiflTs  vessel  about  1,000  feet  dis- 
tant to  the  extent  of  1675.  No  fire  reached 
the  vessel,  the  damages  being  solely  from 
the  concussion  caused  by  the  second  ex- 
plosion. The  question  is  whether  the  loss 
is  covered  by  the  policy.  In  a  controversy 
submitted  under  section  1279  of  the  Code, 
these  facts  stand  admitted.  The  Appellate 
Division  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  when  fire  spreads 
to  an  insured  building  and  there  causes  an 
explosion,  the  insurer  is  liable  for  all  the 
damage.  We  assume  that,  in  the  absence 
of  some  exception  in  the  policy,  a  like  lia- 
bility follows  when  an  explosion  caused  by 
fire  occurs  in  neighboring  buildings.  But 
the  question  here  is  whether  space  is  a  fac- 
tor in  the  solution  of  the  problem.  The 
Appellate  Division  says  that  it  is  not;  no 
matter  how  great  the  distance,  the  insurer 
remains  liable.  Other  courts  have  held 
otherwise. 


The  question  came  before  the  English 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  Everett  v.  Lon- 
don Assur,  Co.,  19  Common  Bench  N.  S.  126. 
There  gunpowder  ignited  and  exploded. 
The  plaintiff's  building,  half  a  mile  away, 
was  damaged  by  concussion.  The  court 
gave  judgment  for  defendant. 

PROBLEM 

The  problem  before  us  is  not  one  of  phil- 
osophy. Pollock,  Torts  (10th  Ed.)  p.  37. 
If  it  were,  there  might  be  no  escape  from 
the  conclusion  of  the  court  below.  General 
definitions  of  a  proximate  cause  give  little 
aid.  Our  guide  is  the  reasonable  expecta- 
tion and  purpose  of  the  ordinary  business 
man  when  making  an  ordinary  business 
contract.  It  is  his  intention,  expressed  or 
fairly  to  be  inferred,  that  counts.  There 
are  times  when  the  law  permits  us  to  go  far 
back  in  tracing  events  to  causes.  The  in- 
quiry for  us  is  how  far  the  parties  to  this 
contract  intended  us  to  go.  The  causes 
within  their  contemplation  are  the  only 
causes  that  concern  us. 

A  recent  case  in  the  House  of  Lords  gives 
the  true  method  of  approach.  Leyland 
Shipping  Co.  v.  Norwich  Fire  Ins.  Co.,  118 
Law  Times,  120,  125,  decided  January,  1918, 
not  yet  officially  reported.  Lord  Shaw  re- 
fers in  his  opinion  to  the  common  figure  of 
speech  which  represents  a  succession  of 
causes  as  a  chain.  He  reminds  us  that  the 
figure,  though  convenient,  is  inadequate. 
"Causation  is  not  a  chain,  but  a  net.  At 
each  point,  influences,  forces,  events,  pre- 
cedent and  simultaneous,  meet,  and  the 
radiation  from  each  point  extends  indefin- 
itely." Leyland  Shipping  Co.  v.  Norwich 
Fire  Ins.  Co.,  supra. 

From  this  complex  web,  the  law  picks  out 
now  this  cause  and  now  that  one.  The 
same  cause  producing  the  same  effect  may 
be  proximate  or  remote  as  the  contract  of 
the  parties  seems  to  place  it  in  light  or 
shadow.  That  cause  is  to  be  held  predom- 
inant which  they  would  think  of  as  predom- 
inant. A  common-sense  appraisement  of 
everyday  forms  of  speech  and  modes  of 
thought  must  tell  us  when  to  stop.  It  is  an 
act  of  "judgment  as  upon  a  matter  of  fact." 
Leyland  Shipping  Co.  v.  Norwich  Fire  Ins. 
Co.  supra. 


We  Serve  and  Conserve 
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PROXIMITY    IN   SPACE 

This  view  of  the  problem  of  causation 
shows  how  impossible  it  is  to  set  aside  as 
immaterial  the  element  of  proximity  in 
space.  The  law  solves  these  problems  prag- 
matically, There  is  no  use  in  arguing  that 
distance  ought  not  to  count,  if  life  and  ex- 
perience tell  us  that  it  does.  The  question 
is  not  wliat  men  ought  to  think  of  as  a  cause. 
The  question  is  what  they  do  think  of  as  a 
cause. 

We  must  put  ourselves  in  the  place  of  the 
average  owner  whose  boat  or  building  is 
damaged  by  the  concussion  of  a  distant  ex- 
plosion, let  us  say  a  mile  away.  Some  glass- 
ware in  his  pantry  is  thrown  down  and 
broken.  It  would  probably  never  occur  to 
him  that,  within  the  meaning  of  his  policy 
of  insurance,  lie  had  suffered  loss  by  fire. 
A  philosopher  or  a  lawyer  might  persuade 
him  that  he  had,  but  he  would  not  believe 
it  until  they  told  him.  He  would  expect  in- 
demnity, of  course,  if  fire  reached  the  thing 
insured.  He  would  expect  indemnity,  very 
likely,  if  the  fire  was  near  at  hand,  if  his  boat 
or  his  building  was  within  the  danger  zone  of 
ordinary  experience,  if  damage  of  some  sort, 
whether  from  ignition  or  from  the  indirect 
consequences  of  fire,  might  fairly  be  said  to 
be  within  the  range  of  normal  apprehension. 
But  a  different  case  presents  itself  when  the 
fire  is  at  all  times  so  remote  that  there  is 
never  exposure  to  its  direct  perils,  and  that 
exposure  to  its  indirect  perils  comes  only 
tiirough  the  presence  of  extraordinary  con- 
ditions, the  release  and  intervention  of  tre- 
mendous forces  of  destruction.  Tilton  v. 
Hamilton  Fire  Ins.  Co.,  14  How.  Prac.  36.'], 
.372,  373.  A  result  which  in  other  condi- 
tions might  be  deemed  a  mere  incident  to  a 
fire,  and  therefore  covered  by  the  policy, 
has  ceased  to  be  an  incident,  and  has  be- 
come the  principal.  Briggs  v.  No.  A.  M. 
Ins.  Co.,  53  N.  Y.  446,  449. 

DAMAfiE    BY    CONCUSSION 

The  distinction  is  no  less  real  Itecause  it 
involves  a  difierence  of  degree.  In  sucli  a 
case,  the  damage  is  twice  removed  from  the 
initial  cause.  It  is  damage  by  concussion; 
and  concussion  is  not  fire  nor  theiuimediate 
consequence  of  fire.     Benner  v.  Atl.  D.  Co., 


134  N.Y.  156,  161,  162;  etc.  But  there  is 
another  stage  of  separation.  It  is  damage 
by  concussion  traveling  over  a  distance  so 
remote  that  exposure  to  peril  is  not  within 
the  area  of  ordinary  prevision,  the  range  of 
probable  expectation.  The  average  man 
who  speaks  of  loss  by  fire  does  not  advert 
to  the  consequences  of  this  play  of  ca- 
tastrophia  forces. 

FIRE    MUST    REACH    INSURED   THING 

The  case  comes,  therefore,  to  this:  Fire 
must  reach  the  thing  insured,  or  come  within 
such  proximity  to  it  that  damage,  direct  or 
indirect,  is  within  the  compass  of  reason- 
able probability.  Then  only  is  it  the  proxi- 
mate cause,  because  then  only  may  we  sup- 
pose that  it  was  within  the  contemplation 
of  the  contract.  In  last  analysis,  therefore, 
it  is  something  in  the  minds  of  men,  in  the 
will  of  the  contracting  parties,  and  not 
merely  in  the  physical  bond  of  union  be- 
tween events,  which  solves,  at  least  for  the 
jurist,  this  problem  of  causation.  In  all 
this,  there  is  nothing  anomalous.  Every- 
thing in  nature  is  cause  and  effect  by  turns. 
For  the  physicist,  one  thing  is  the  cause; 
for  the  jurist,  another.  Even  for  the  jurist, 
the  same  cause  is  alternately  proximate  and 
remote  as  the  parties  choose  to  view  it. 

A  policy  provides  that  the  insurer  shall 
not  be  liable  for  damage  caused  by  the  ex- 
plosion of  a  boiler.  The  explosion  causes  a 
fire.  If  it  were  not  for  the  exception  in  the 
policy,  the  fire  would  be  the  proximate 
cause  of  the  loss  and  the  explosion  the  re- 
mote one.  By  force  of  the  contract,  the 
explosion  becomes  proximate.  A  collision 
occurs  at  sea,  and  fire  supervenes.  The  fire 
may  be  the  proximate  cause  and  the  col- 
lision the  remote  one  for  the  purpose  of  an 
action  on  the  policy.  The  collision  remains 
proximate  for  the  purpose  of  suit  against 
the  collidiug  vessel. 

The  damage  was  not  a  loss  by  fire  within 
the  meaning  of  the  policy. 

Judgment  should  be  reversed,  and  judg- 
ment ordered  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 
— N.  E.  Reporter,  Aug.  27,  1918.

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SOY    BEAN    OIL    AND    WHARF    FIRE 

Vegetable  Oil  Burns  on  Surface  of  Water 
A  Spectacular  Million  Dollar  Fire 

A  lire  starting  near  midnight  of  October 
15  at  the  Smith  Cove  terminals  (Seattle) 
for  a  time  endangered  over  $30,000,000  of 
docks,  steamships,  cargoes,  raih'oad  equip- 
ment and  an  elevator. 

An  oil  dock  (Great  Northern  R.  R.)  was 
partly  burned,  together  with  equipment,  a 
great  quantity  of  soy  bean  oil  (.Mitsui  i!i 
Co.),  and  the  gasoline  launch  Skookum. 
The  total  loss  is  estimated  at  more  than  one 
million  dollars,  with  considerable  insurance. 

A  four-foot  brick  wall  built  two  years  ago 
between  the  2,150  feet  of  the  wooden  pier 
used  by  the  Great  Northern  and  the  outer 
550  feet  leased  by  the  Gritiith  company. 
This  wall  probably  saved  the  Great  North- 
ern end,  ou  which  was  a  cargo  worth  $3,000,- 
000.  This  pii-r  was  commonly  known  as  the 
Balfour-Guthrie  dock. 

The  Japanese  liner  Atsuta  Mam  was  tied 
up  at  the  Port  Commission  pier  and  tlie 
sister  ship  Fushima  IMaru  was  tied  up  at 
the  Great  Northern  pier.  The  latter  liner 
was  slightly  damaged. 

The  Seattle  tire  department  did  some 
good  work,  getting  thirty  streams  in  play  in 
about  tive  minutes.  The  water  monitors 
threw  eight  streams.  The  fireboats,  it  is 
believed,  saved  the  port's  pier,  but  they 
did  not  reach  the  scene  for  thirty  minutes, 
it  is  said.  The  fire  was  not  under  control 
for  nine  hours.  An  easterly  wind  and  the 
outgoing  tide  favored  the  tiretightor^. 

There  were  several  explosions,  which  blew 
the  burning  bean  oil  in  all  directions.  The 
oil  is  said  to  have  covered  the  sound  in  the 
vicinity  to  a  depth  of  four  inches.  This 
floating  sea  of  oil  was  forced  back  by  the 
firemen,  with  massed  streams. 

It  was  necessary  to  lay  hose  lines  for  1,300' 
feet,  as  tire  apparatus  could  not  be  run  onto 
the  burning  pier  from  the  street  end. 

The  destroyed  dock  was  120  feet  wide  by 
750  feet  long,  of  wooden  construction  on 
wooden  piling.  The  entire  dock  is  2,700 
feet  long,  of  the  same  construction. 

The  tire  was  spectacular  and  alarming. 
The  flames  spread  at   racing   speed,   the  oil 


blaze  and  smoke  rose  to  a  great  height,  and 
it  seemed  for  a  time  that  nothing  could  save 
the  several  docks,  two  ships  and  three  car- 
goes on  the  piers. 

One  lesson  taught  by  this  great  tire  is  that 
vegetable  oils  floating  on  the  surface  will 
burn,  which  is  a  fact  that  experts  have  de- 
nied.

Died  September  12.  191S 

The  oldest  San  Francisco  manager,  measured  by  years  of  continuous  service  as  an  under- 
writer, Edward  E.  Potter,  passed  out  of  life  on  the  12th  of  September,  1918,  at  the  age  of 
74.  Mr.  Potter  was  born  at  Smith  Mills  (now  North  Dartmouth),  Mass.  He  had  a  varied 
experience  as  a  merchant,  a  real  estate  operator,  a  wheat-grower  and  a  fire  underwriter.  He 
excelled  as  an  underwriter.  In  early  life,  in  Illinois,  he  conducted  one  of  the  first  depart- 
ment stores,  and  acquired  his  first  underwriting  knowledge.  Alter  a  brief  experience  as  a 
local  agent  at  Salt  Lake  City  Mr.  Potter  came  to  San  Francisco  and  established  in  1873  a 
general  agency,  which  is  still  in  existence.  For  a  brief  time  he  was  associated  with  Julius 
Jacobs  and  George  Easton,  and  later  continued  alone.  For  two  years  he  was  manager  of  the 
Oakland  Home  and  then  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Sun  of  San  Francisco,  in  1882. 
and  was  its  secretary  and  treasurer  for  eleven  years.  In  1909  he  retired  from  active  business 
and  had  since  spent  much  of  his  time  in  travelling  in  the  Tropics  and  in  the  Southern  Hem- 
isphere. Mr.  Potter  was  a  Knight  Templar,  a  Shriner,  and  a  member  of  the  Union  League 
Club  and  the  Country  Club.

Farnsworth  &  Clark,  San  Francisco, 
represented  the  Springfield  F.  &.  M.,  Atlas 
of  Hartford,  Orient,  Meriden  and  Mississippi 
Valley  companies.  The  firm  was  composed 
of  Z.  P.  Clark,  E.  D.  Farnsworth,  J.  E. 
Bigelow  and  M.  McCloskey.  J.  F.  Steen 
was  agent  at  Oakland  and  Alexander  & 
Hatchings  were  agents  at  Sacrramento. 

F.  S.  Winston  was  president  of  the  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Co  of  New  York,  which 
had  then  $66,000,000  assets.  A.  B.  Forbes 
was  general  agent  lor  tlie  Pacific  Coast.  He 
advertised  "agencies  in  the  principal  towns 
of  Nevada  and  Oregon,  and  in  the  territories 
of  Wasliington,  Utah,  Montana,  Idaho  and 
Arizona."  He  also  advertised  it  as  "the 
only  company  in  which  ordinary  life-pay- 
ment policies  have  become  self-sustaining, 
that  is,  in  which  the  dividends  paid  annually 
by  the  company  equal  the  premiums  due 
annually  from  the  policy  holders." 

The  Aetnaof  Hartford  advertised  $5,845,802 
cash  assets.  The  offices  were  in  14  Mer- 
chants Excliange,  San  Francisco.  George 
C.  Boardman  was  manager,  Henry  Carlton, 
Jr.  was  agent  at  San  Francisco,  and  R.  C. 
Gaskill  was  agent  at  Oakland. 

Richard  B.  Irwin  &  Co.  were  agents  for 
the  Lorrillard  of  New  York,  Traders  of 
Chicago,  and  St.  Louis  of  St.  Louis. 

None  of  these  companies  is  now  in 
existence. 

The  Coast  Review  had  office  at  113 
Leidesdorff  street.  J.  G.  Riley,  who  had 
been  editor  and  otherwise  identified  with 
the  journal,  published  his  valedictory.

The  constructive  influence  of  American 
life  insurance  as  a  product  of  free  govern- 
ment and  as  a  great  teacher  of  thrift  will  be 
emphasized  at  the  r2th  annua!  convention 
of  the  Association  of  Life  Insurance  Presi- 
dents, which  will  be  held  at  the  Hotel  Astor, 
New  York,  on  Tlmrsday  and  Friday, 
December  5th  and  6tii. 

The  theme  of  the  meetina;  will  l)e  freedom 
and  tlirift  in  nation  and  world.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  program  will  develop  a 
broad  discussion  along  the  line  of  indicating 
the  national  progress  that  is  made  possible 
under  the  influence  of  a  free  government  in 
conjunction  with  an  intelligent  and  volun- 
tary practice  of  thrift.  In  tiiis  connection 
there  will  be  a  discussion  of  thrift  agencies, 
including  the  important  one  of  life  insur- 
ance, which  has  found  its  greatest  develop- 
ment in  the  United  States.  There  will  be  a 
survey  of  what  the  various  thrift  agencies 
have  contributed  towards  national  progress 
in  peace  and  war  times,  with  an  attempt  to 
visualize  what  may  reasonably  be  expected 
from  them  in  the  important  period  of  recon- 
struction.

It  has  consequently  become  an 
"incubus"  in  a  true  sense,  for  the  service  that  it  renders  is  so  far  off- 
set by  the  attending  evils  of  over-insurance  which  incites  to  incendiar- 
ism and  by  forcing  bad  risks  upon  companies  when  otherwise  they 
would  have  been  made  better  as  to  make  it  questionable  whether  that 
service  as  a  whole  is  worth  to  the  public  what  it  costs.

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American   People  Too   Nervous 

People  have  been  reformed  in  this 
country  so  long  that  the  country  has 
a  sort  of  nervousness.  We  are  not  al- 
lowed to  enjoy  what  we  have  lived  up 
to  until  we  are  given  something  new. 
People  get  mixed  in  their  ideas.  They 
like  to  know  where  they  are. 

Why  were  we  so  afraid  of  the  num- 
ber of  Germans  in  this  country  when 
the  war  started?  There  is  nothing 
wrong  about  a  man  of  German  ex- 
traction, but  the  question  is  when  did 
he  cease  to  think  of  his  extraction? 
You  cannot  live  here  and  think  over 
there.  You  cannot  have  your  mind 
there  and  your  citizenship  papers  here 
and  be  a  real  American  citizen.  There 
are  just  as  good  Germans  in  the  world 


as  there  are  other  kinds  of  people, 
and  there  are  just  as  many  dead  as 
some  other  kinds  of  people,  but  not 
enough.  I  believe  in  interring  them 
and  not  interning. 

It  was  said  there  was  a  Prussian 
government  and  a  German  people.  It 
has  been  proved  that  there  was  not. 
But  of  all  the  people  in  these  United 
States  that  should  be  in  the  front  line 
waiting  to  go  over  the  top  it  is  the 
American  German.  If  there  is  a  Prus- 
sian government  forcing  the  German 
people,  then  the  American  German 
must  hasten  to  save  the  German  peo- 
ple from  the  Prussian  government.  If 
they  are  both  Prussian  there  should 
be  death  for  both.  There  is  no  alter- 
native.— Job  E.   Hedges.

Our  boasted  liberties  are  surely  go- 
ing. Here  is  a  Florida  town  whose 
"dads"  passed  an  ordinance  prohibit- 
ing, with  certain  exceptions,  any  store 
from  remaining  open  after  6:80  p.  m. 
One  merchant,  an  American,  refused 
to  "obey"  and  'was  arrested  and  lined. 
He  sued  out  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 
It  was  contended  that  the  city,  under 
the  general  welfare  clause  of  the  char- 
ter authorizing  it  to  enact  ordinances 
tending  to  conserve  health,  morals  and 
safety,  was  authorized  to  enact  this 
ordinance.  As  a  police  or  health 
measure,  our  public  servants  feel  war- 
ranted in  restricting  our  liberties  in 
many  petty  ways. 

The  Florida  supreme  court  (79  S. 
166)  ruled  against  the  ordinance,  say- 
ing: 

"We  cannot  discover  how  this  or- 
dinance can  in  any  manner,  directly 
or  remotely,  even  tend  to  promote 
public  health,. public  morals,  the  pub- 
lic safety,  or  the  good  order  and  peace 
of  the  community;  but  on  the  con- 
trary we  think  that  the  provision  of 
the  ordinance  in  question  is  an  un- 
warranted governmental  interference 
with  the  personal  rights  of  the  mer- 
chant class  of  the  citizens  of  the  town, 
and  is  void."

The  Government  does  not  pretend 
to  charge  the  soldier  actual  cost.  The 
premium  paid*  hy  the  latter  is  based 
on  mortality  alone,  and  that  the  mor- 
tality of  peace  times.  These  low  rates 
increase  each  year  with  the  increasing 
age  of  the  -insured.

(as  performed  by  the  Government  ex- 
amining boards) ,  bookkeeping  and 
other  clerical  work  of  all  kinds,  collec- 
tion of  premiums,  investigation  and 
payment  of  claims,  and  other  items  of 
expense  necessarily  incurred  in  con- 
ducting a  great  life  insurance  business. 
All  this  outlay  is  provided  for  by 
public  taxation,  the  same  as  all  other 
Government  work. 

The  Government  collects  nothing  for 
the  war  hazard,  which  is  necessarily 
far  greater  than  the  current  mortality 
in  peace  times  (for  which  alone  the 
Government  charges) .  This  extra 
mortality,  as  in  the  case  of  expense  of 
management,  is  met  by  public  taxation.

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No    Covenanted    Peace    With   Germany 

America,  unless  we  repudiate  civili- 
zation and  abandon  huuianity  and  put 
a  premium  on  savagery  and  brutality, 
can  make  no  covenanted  peace,  no 
peace  by  agreement  or  negotiation  with 
Germany.  It  would  be  a  covenant 
with  hell,  a  partnership  with  infamy. 

Nor  would  such  a  peace  secure  peace, 
except  so  long  as  it  suited  Germany. 
We  can  judge  the  future  only  by  the 
past,  and  to  Germany  sacred  treaties 
are  scraps  of  paper  only.  Germany's 
whole  history  is  a  record  of  national 
treachery,  national  bad  faith,  national 
dishonor,  national  murder,  and  na- 
tional infamy. 

Article  56  of  The  Hague  Convention, 
to  which  Germany  solemnly  sub- 
scribed, is :  "Family  honor  and  rights, 
the  lives  of  persons  and  private  prop- 
erty, as  well  as  religious  convictions 
and  practice,  must  be  respected.  Pri- 
vate property  can  not  be  confis(;ated." 

The  world  knows  how  Germany  has 
observed  this  article.  There  are  mil- 
lions of  individual  witnesses  to  her 
flagrant  breaches  of  it.  Every  acre  of 
foreign  soil  Germany  has  occupied 
beai-s  mute,  but  unimpeachable  evi- 
dence of  it.  There  is  plenty  of  Ger- 
man evidence  of  it  too. 

"The  goods  of  different  sorts  seized 
in  the  enemies'  territories  are  in  such 
large  quantities  that  the  difficulty  of 
knowing  where  to  put  them  increases 
day  by  day.  At  the  request  of  the 
Prussian  minister  of  war,  all  cham- 
bers of  commerce  have  been  asked  to 
give  all  possible  information  with  re- 
gard to  storehouses,  sheds,  etc.,  which 
could  be  used  temporarily  to  ware- 
house the  spoil."      (From  the  Frank- 


furter Zeitung,  January,  1918.) 

The  German  papers  have  been 
crowded  with  advertisements  of  sale 
of  property  taken  from  France  and 
Belgium.

While  this  is  an  ag- 
gravated instance,  there  are  a  large 
number  of  cases  throughout  Canada 
wherein  the  fire  hazard  is  equally 
marked. — British  Columbia  Financial 
Times.

LIABILITY 

The  Standard  Accident  petitioned 
the  Wisconsin  Compensation  Board 
for  a  reduction  in  brewery  and  tan- 
nery rates.  The  companies  increased 
rates  January  1,  contending  that  15 
percent  loading  for  abnormal  condi- 
tions, which  had  been  approved  by 
the  board  was  inadequate  and  that  a 
loading  of  22/^  percent  was  necessary. 
It  was  further  contended  that  a  five 
percent  loading  was  necessary  owing 
to  abnormal  accident  rate  in  Wisconsin 
and  another  5  percent  for  increased 
management  expenses.  With  these 
loadings  applied  the  brewery  rate  was 
increased  to  $2.72  and  the  tannery 
rate  to  $1.80.  The  Standard  contends 
that  experience  shows  that  these  rates 
are  too  high  and  asked  for  a  reduction, 


but  this  was  denied  on  the  ground 
that  the  pure  premium  or  low  cost 
which  the  board  has  approved  is  based 
upon  the  best  judgment  and  experience 
available.

From   One  of  the  Colonies 

Richard  Williams,  a  Welsh  miner 
now  living  at  Greer,  in  Clearwater 
county,  Idaho,  visited  his  old  home  in 
Wales  a  few  years  ago.  "Dick,"  as 
he  is  known  to  his  friends,  is  a  man 
of  wide  reading,  an  ardent  hunter  and 
fisherman,  is  as  keen  as  the  proverbial 
Irishman,  and  at  times  is  as  adroit  as 
a  police  court  practitioner. 

On  his  visit  to  his  old  home,  Dick 
took  out  a  license  for  hunting  rabbits 
and  squirrels;  the  price  of  this  license 
was  five  shillings.  Under  this  license 
Dick  shot  a  pheasant  and  was  caught 
with  the  "goods,"  He  was  haled  be- 
fore the  local  justice  of  the  peace.  (In 
telling  the  story  Dick  remarks  that 
the  average  old  country  justice  of  the 
peace  or  "squire''  is  as  ignorant  a  man 


as  the  average  justice  of  the  peace  in 
the  United  States. ) 

On  being  charged  with  the  misde- 
meanor, Dick  produced  his  license  for 
the  shooting  of  rabbits  and  squirrels. ' 

The  "squire,"  with  considerable 
dignity,  informed  Dick  that  he  should 
not  be  so  ignorant  as  to  attempt  the 
justifying  of  the  shooting  of  game  birds, 
on  a  license  to  shoot  rabbits  and  squir- 
rels; the  game  bird  license  being  seven 
shillings  six  pence. 

Dick  then  informed  the  "squire'' 
that  he  did  have  a  license  to  shoot 
game  birds,  and  from  the  recesses  of 
his  pockets  produced  a  license  issued 
by  the  game  warden  of  Clearwater 
count3%  Idaho,  which  show^ed  upon 
its  face  that  he  could  hunt  pheasants. 

The  justice  became  more  dignified 
than  ever,  being  apparently  able  to 
control  himself  with  difticulty  at  the 
perverse  ignorance  of  the  malefactor 
before  him.  He  informed  Dick,  how- 
ever, that  he  would  discharge  him  this 
time  without  a  fine,  but  that  in  future 
he  should  bear  in  mind  that  a  game 
license  issued  in  one  of  the  colonies  of 
the  British  Empire  did  not  authorize 
the  shooting  of  game  birds  in  Wales. — 
Charles  H.  Chance  in  "Docket."

The  two  mischief-makers  of  Europe 
are  the  robber  countries  Germany  and 
(German)  Austria.

It  would  be 
a  German  peace,  meaning  universal 
preparation  for  another  war  for  world 
power — grinding  taxation  to  pay  for 
increasing  armaments  and  for  40, 000,- 
000  men  under  arms.

A  curious  example  of  German  ob- 
liquity in  logic  is  the  indignation  and 
protest  because  of  air-raids  on  German 
cities.  Another  example  is  the  official 
German  protest  against  the  American 
soldiers'  use  of  shotguns.  Can  any- 
thing be  more  illogical,  more  ridicu- 
lous, coming  from  the  Germans  who 
first  used  gas  and  liquid  fire?  Ger- 
man mental  processes  are  certainly  dif- 
ferent from  those  of  the  Allies. 


But  what  if  Germany  is  made  to 
pay  for  every  cathedral,  gallery,  bridge, 
ship,  house  and  tree  destroyed,  for 
hostage  and  nurses  and  civillians 
murdered?     Justice.

PLATE    GLASS 

The  plate  glass  insurance  companies 
are  paying  a  heavy  war  toll.  This  has 
been  particularly  emphasized  in  the 
past  week  by  the  severe  loss  sustained 
through  the  explosion  at  the  Gillespie 
plant  of  Morgan,  N.  J.  It  is  stated 
that  the  plant  was  established  at  that 
point  because  of  the  minimum  of  ex- 
posure to  life  and  property,  but,  nev- 
ertheless, the  radius  of  concussion 
brought  a  very  large  area  of  glass 
within  the  scope  of  destruction,  as  is 
always,  the  case  in  these  major  explo- 
sions. Since  the  war  began  there  have 
been  several  very  serious  explosions  — 
the  Black  Tom  island  in  July,  1916, 
carrying  a  loss  of  about  $400,000  of 
plate  glass,  and  the  explosion  in  the 
Seattle  waterway,   where    fifteen   tons 


of  dynamite  were  ignited,  causing  a 
loss  of  about  $100,000  in  Seattle.  The 
Halifax  catastrophe  caused  a  loss  of 
about  IIOO^OOO  of  plate  glass.  There 
were  also  several  smaller  explosions, 
such  as  the  Solvay  plant  near  Syracuse, 
and  the  TNT  explosion  near  Pitts- 
burgh. —  Weekly  Underwriter,    N.  Y.

LIABILITY 

Color  Blindness  Not  Loss  of  Sight 

In  Routt  V.  Brotherhood  of  Railroad 
Trainmen,  165  Nothwestern  Reporter 
141,  the  supreme  court  of  Nebraska 
held  that  where  a  member  of  the  de- 
fendant brotherhood  became  color 
blind  to  such  extent  as  to  be  no  longer 
able  to  continue  in  train  service,  and 
was  discharged  on  account  of  such  de- 
fect, it  constituted  permanent  loss  of 
sight  of  both  eyes,  within  the  meaning 
of  a  benefit  contract. 

In  Kane  v.  Brotherhood  of  Railroad 
Trainmen,  168  Northwestern  Reporter 
598,  the  same  question  comes  before 
the  court  again,  where  it  overrules  its 
former  holding.  It  now  holds,  more 
wdsely,  that  plaintiff's  sight  cannot  be 
considered  as  totally  lost  when  he  is 
still  able  to  use  his  eyes  for  other  pur- 
poses, though  so  affected  as  to  debar 
him  from  the  particular  occupation  of 
railroading.

BUSINESS 

Washington,  Oct.  28. —Plans  for 
assembling  at  Atlantic  City,  Dec  4,  5 
and  6,  all  members  of  the  country's 
more  than  300  industrial  war  service 
committees  for  a  great  war  emergency 
and  reconstruction  conference  were 
announced  today  by  the  War  Service 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  United  States. 

The  meeting  will  bring  together  from 
2,000  to  3,000  industrial  leaders  to  dis- 
cuss problems  that  have  arisen  with 
the  war. 

The  main  purposes  of  the  confer- 
ences will  be  the  determination  of 
practical  methods  whereby  industry 
may  cooperate  still  more  closely  with 
the  government  through  a  riiore  cen- 
tralized scheme  of  organization.  This 
probably  can  be  accomplished  best  by 
the  creation  of  a  federation  of  all  the 
war  service  committees.  Questions  of 
reconstruction,  too,  will  be   taken   up.

Will  He  Be  a  Timid  Weakling,  an  Easy  Prey  to  Disease,  a  Faddist? 

California  has  a  mild  climate.  The  winters  are  never  severe. 
Aside  from  mountain  sections,  snow  is  virtually  unknown.  Ice  seldom 
forms  on  ponds  or  pools.  Vegetation  is  of  luxuriant  growth.  While 
the  summers  in  the  interior  valleys  are  hot,  the  heat  is  dry  and  is  not 
exhausting.  The  not  remote  coast  territorj^  has  a  pleasant  climate 
with  temperature  much  the  same,  winter  or  summer.  There  are  really 
but  two  seasons — rainy  and  rainless,  of  about  six  months  each. 

The  highest  types  of  fighting  American  Indians — the  Apaches,  the 
Piutes,  and  the  Flatheads — knew  about  the  semi-tropical  region  to  the 
west  and  southwest,  inhabited  by  pacifists;  but  California  had  no  at- 
tractions for  them.  They  preferred  snow,  cold,  bracing  winds,  and 
perpetual  war. 

California  produced  the  Digger  Indian,  the  lowest  type  on  this 
continent.  He  fed  on  roots,  grubs,  and  near  the  coast  he  lived  on 
shell  fish,  to  catch  which  requires  no  skill  nor  energy.  His  kitchen 
middens  are  found  all  along  the  coast.  Was  the  climate  responsible 
for  the  Digger  Indian  ?  Will  the  future  degenerate  Californian  be  like 
him? 

California  climate  attracts  the  older  people,  the  weak,  the  frail, 
the  sick,  the  "one-lunger,"  the  tuberculosis  patient,  the  "monyana" 
type,  the  idle,  the  spendthrift,  the  vagabond,  the  "broken  down,''  the 
loafer,  the  visionaire,  and  especially  those  numerous  persons  of  feeble 
constitution  who  "dread  the  cold"  and  fear  the  lightning. 

The  future  Californian  will  be  the  offspring  of  these  physically 
inferior  people  who  for  years  have  been  migrating  to  the  state  in  in- 
creasing numbers,  and  who  now  inter-marry.  Will  he,  as  "like  begets 
like,''  be  a  weakling,  a  faddist,  spineless,  redbloodless,  lacking  energy 
and  enterprise  ?

Defense — Incendiarism 

A  corporation  cannot  recover  from 
insurer  for  loss  of  goods  occasioned  by 
the  incendiarism  of  the  -bBneficial 
owner  of  practically  all  of  the  corpor- 
ate stock  who  would  receive  all  the 
insurance  money  collected. 
R  ghts  ol   Nominal  Stockholders 

That  mere  nominal  stockholders 
whose  stock  equitably  belonged  to  the 
.beneficial  owner  of  practically  all  the 
corporate  stock  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  latter's  incendiarism  in  de- 
stroying the  insured  property  does  not 
enable  the  corporation  to  recover  for 
such  loss  from  the  insurer. 
Cross- Examination 

In  an  action  by  a  corporation  on  a 
fire  insurance  policy  for  loss  of  goods, 
the  beneficial  owner  of  all  the  corpor- 
ate stock  may  be  cross-examined  with 
the  same  latitude  as  if  he  were  the 
insured,  as  may  also  an  interested 
witness  and  stockholder  who  assisted 
in  causing  the  property  to  be  burned. 

Gasoline  on   Premises — 

"Kept,   Used,  or  Allowed" 

The  words  "kept,  used,  or  allowed" 
in  an  insurance  policy  provision  pro- 
hibiting the  keeping  of  gasoline  on  the 
premises  mean  that  gasoline  must  not 
only  be  upon  the  premises,  but  must 
be  there  for  keeping  or  storing  with 
some  degree  of  permanence,  to  violate 
policy. 

Rehearing  denied.

Location  an    Element  of  the   Risk 

In  policies  on  personalty  which  from 
its  character  and  ordinary  use  is  kept 
continuously  in  one  place,  as  mer- 
chandise, machinery  in  a  building, 
household  furniture,  or  stored  goods, 
the  location  of  the  property  is  an 
essential  element  of  the  risk,  usually  a 
continuing  warranty. 

Where  personalty  is  such  that  its 
temporary  removal  from  location  spec- 
ified in  policy  is  necessarily  incident 
to  its  use,  the  case  with  farming 
utensils,  buggies,  etc.,  such  use  will 
be  presumed  to  have  been  in  contem- 
plation of  parties,  unless  language  of 
policy  forbids. 
Insufficient  Complaint 

Complaint  to  recover  under  policy 
for  destruction  of  farming  utensils, 
buggies,  etc.,  in  described  barn  and 
shed,  which  alleged  property  was  not 
destroyed  there,  but  did  not  allege 
barn  or  shed  was  usual  place  of  keep- 
ing it  or  that  it  had  been  taken  there- 
from in  ordinary  use,  held  insufficient 
as  failing  to  show  property  destroyed 
was  covered  by  policy. 


MISSOURI 
Johnson  et,    al  v.   Williamsburgh  City  Fire 

205  S.    W.    226 
Title  of  insured   Not  Affected 

Fire  policy  conditioned  to  be  void  if 
insured's  interest  were  other  than  as 
stated  was  not  affected  by  an  executory 
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contract  by  which  a  trustee  was  to  sell 
the  property  and  divide  the  proceeds 
equally  between  insured  and  his  for- 
mer wife,  since  it  did  not,  until 
executed,  affect  the  ownership  of  the 
property  insured. 

Agreement  of  owner  of  house  in- 
sured that,  if  trustee  under  deed  sold 
the  house,  he  should  dispose  of  the 
proceeds  in  a  certain  manner,  did 
not  make  his  interest  in  the  premises 
anything  other  than  sole  and  uncon- 
ditional ownership,  nor  avoid  liability 
of  the  insurer  under  a  policy  condi- 
tioned against  liability  if  insured's 
interest  were  other  than  sole,  and 
unconditional. 

TEXAS 
Merchants'  &  Mfrs.'   Lloyds'  et  al  v.  South- 
ern Trading  205  S.   W.  352 
"Unincorporated  Association" 

A  Lloyd's  association  issuing  policies 
of  insurance  signed  by  a  number  of 
underwriters,  the  names  of  whom  are 
attached  to  the  policy,  the  liability  of 
each  being  fixed  at  a  certain  percentage 
of  the  loss,  constitutes  an  "unincorpo- 
rated association''  within  Vernon's 
Sayles'  Ann.  Civ.  St.  1914,  providing 
that  unincorporated  joint-stock  com- 
panies may  be  sued  by  their  company 
names. 
Joint  and  Several  Judgments 

In  a  suit  on  policy  signed  by 
numerous  underwriters,  where  their 
attorneys  in  fact  have  executed  a  bond 
to  pay  off  any  judgement  against  the 
company,  every  member  of  the  com- 
pany was  bound  by  a  joint  and  several 
judgement  in  favor  of  the  insured. 
Sufficiency — '"Premises" 

In  a  suit  on  policy,  which  defendant 


alleged  insured  had  breached  by  failing 
to  keep  a  set  of  books  containing  a 
record  of  the  property  on  the  premises, 
as  provided  by  the  policy,  evidence 
held  sufUcient  to  support  a  finding  that 
insured  did  keep  the  requisite  books; 
"premises"  including  not  only  build- 
ings, but  land  upon  which  they  are 
situated. 
Promissory  Warranties — Defenses 

Act  April  2,  1913,  providing  that  no 
breach  of  any  warranties  or  conditions 
shall  avoid  an  insurance  policy  unless 
such  breach  contributes  to  bring  about 
the  destruction  of  the  property,  in- 
cludes all  promissory  warranties,  and 
promissory  warranties,  breach  whereof 
could  in  no  event  contribute  to  or 
bring  about  loss  under  the  policy,  are 
not  impliedly  excluded  from  the  effect 
of  the  statute. 
Statutes  intent 

Every  statute  must  be  construed 
with  reference  to  the  object  to  be 
accomplished,  and  in  ascertaining  such 
object  the  occasion  and  necessity  of  the 
enactment  of  the  statute  may  be  con- 
sidered. 
Action  on   Policy — Costs 

In  action  on  a  fire  insurance  policy, 
underwritten  by  numerous  parties, 
some  of  whom  were  not  served,  costs 
incurred  in  attempting  to  serve  such 
parties  were  improperly  taxed  to  de- 
fendant, although  plaintiff  prevailed 
in  the  suit,  since  they  were  not 
necessary  ■  parties.

Fire,  77  S.  210 
Consent  of  Insurer  to  Transfer 

The  provision  in  a  policy  relative  ta 
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the  consent  of  the  insurer  to  the  trans- 
fer   of    an    interest    therein    does    not 
apply  to  an  assigninent  after  loss. 
Assignment  After  Loss 

When  an  assignment  made  after 
loss  contains  the  words  "subject  to  the 
consent  of  the  insurer,"  or  words  of 
similar  import,  they  will  be  treated  as 
surplusage;  such  consent  not  being 
necessary  to  the  validity  of  the  assign- 
ment. 
Garnishment — Statute 

Before  a  writ  of  garnishment  can  be 
effective,  there  must  be  an  "indebted- 
ness due,"  at  the  time  of  the  service 
of  the  writ,  or  at  the  time  he  makes 
his  answer,  or  at  any  time  between 
such  periods,  or  which  may  become 
due  absolutely  by  the  lapse  of  time 
only.  This  excludes  an  indebtedness 
that  may  never  become  due  according 
to  circumstances  yet  to  occur,  or 
which  is  not  determinable  by  a  fixed 
and  certain  method  of  calculation. 
If  there  is  anything  contingent  or  to 
.  be  done  by  a  person  before  the  liability 
of  another  becomes  fixed,  there  is  not 
such  an'  "indebtedness  due"  as  con- 
templated by  the  statute  to  which  a 
writ  of  garnishment  can  apply. 
Garnisliment — Option  to   Restore 

Until  the  conditions  of  a  fire  insur- 
ance policy  have  been  complied  with 
by  the  insured,  or  his  compliance  ex- 
pressly or  impliedly  waived  by  the 
insurer,  and  until  it  has  exercised  its 
option  to  replace  or  restore  the  prop- 
erty if  the  policy  contains  such  a  pro- 
vision, a  writ  of  garnishment  against 
the  insurer  will  not  be  effective.

NEW   YORK 
Finncane  v.  Standard,  171  N.  Y.  Snpp.  1018 
Meaning  of  Words 

In  construing  a  contract,  the  mean- 
ing of  words  in  a  clause  may  be  ascer- 
tained by  reference  to  the  meaning  of 
the  words  associated  with  them  re- 
ferring to  similar  matters. 
Infection 

In  an  accident  policy,  clause  limit- 
ing insurer's  previously  expressed  lia- 
bility, where  the  injury  or  loss  "re- 
sults, from  oris  contributed  to  by  any 
poison,  disease,  infection,''  etc.,  such 
limitation  applies  only  to  a  disease  or 
infection  from  which  the  deceased  was 
suffering  prior  to  or  at  the  time  of  the 
accident. 

Clause  in  question  was: 
"3.  Where  either  the  injury  causing  the 
loss  or  the  loss  itself  results  from  or  is  con- 
tributed to  by  any  poison,  disease,  infec- 
tion, asphyxiation,  or  gas,  or  from  hernia, 
or  from  fits,  vertigo,  somnambulism  or  in- 
toxication, *  *  *  then,  and  in  all  cases  re- 
ferred to  in  this  paragraph,  the  amount 
payable  shall  be  one-tenth  of  the  amount 
which  otherwise  would  be  payable  under 
this  policy,  anything  in  this  policy  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding." 

None  of  the  cases  cited  contain  pre- 
cisely the  same  phraseology  in  the 
clause  limiting  the  company's  liabil- 
ity, but  in  all  of  them  the  clauses  were 
more  or  less  ambiguous,  and  were 
capable  of  the  construction  contended 
for  by  the  defendant  here.  But  the 
ambiguities  in  the  clauses  in  each  case 
were  resolved  against  the  companies 
which  had  prepared  and  issued  the 
policies.  It  follows  that  the  trial 
court  erred  in  giving  construction    to 
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the  policy  in  suit,  and  that  the  judg- 
ment and  order  appealed  from  should 
be  reversed,  and  a  new  trial  ordered, 
with  costs  to  the  appellant  to  abide  the 
event.     All  concur. 


TENNESSEE

Necessity  of  Notice 

Under  policy  indemnifying:  an  em- 
ployer against  actions  by  employees 
for  injuries  requiring  as  condition 
precedent  to  liability  of  the  insurer 
that  immediate  notice  be  given  of  the 
injury,  the  employer  could  not  recover 
in  the  absence  of  such  notice,  notwith- 
standing no  technical  forfeiture  was 
provided  for  in  the  policy. 
Immediate  Notice 

Under  policy  requiring  as  condition 
precedent  to  liability  of  the  insurer 
that  immediate  notice  be  given  of  the 
injury,  the  employer  could  not  recover, 
in  the  absence  of  such  notice,  although 
notice  was  given  the  insurer  as  soon 
as  the  employer's  local  agent  and 
manager  reported  to  the  employer. 
Effect  of  Delay 

The  employer  could  not  recover,  in 
the  absence  of  immediate  notice,  al- 
though the  insurer  was  not  injured  by 
the  delay.

SOUTH      CAROLINA 
Floyd  v.  New  York  Life,  96  S.  E.  912 
Alleged   False  Statement 

In  action  on  policy,  defended  on 
ground  of  insured's  fraud  and  con- 
cealment in  stating  that  he  had  not 
consulted  any  physician  about  an  ill- 
ness not  specifically  mentioned  in  ap- 
plication, evidence  held  not  to  show 
fraud  or  concealment. 
Invalid   Release 

A  release  from  one  claiming  under 
a  life  insurance  policy  is  invalid  if  ob- 
tained by  insurer  through   false  state- 
ment of  insurer's  agent. 
Question  for  Jury 

In  action  on  policy  for  $2,000,  the 
validity  of  beneficiary's  release  to  in- 
surer's agent  for  $91.55,  representing 
aggregate  premiums  and  interest  there- 
on, held  a  jury  question. 

DIABETES 

The  Court: 

The  testimony  relied  on  to  falsify  (  the 
insured)  Floyd's  answer  to  question  10  is 
that  of  Drs.  Briggs  and  Townes.  The  testi- 
mony  of  those  witnesses  only  shows  by  in- 
ference that  Floyd  "consulted"  them  at  all. 
They  testified  that  they  were  called  to  see 
Floyd,  and  that  they  diagnosed  his  ailment 
to  be  diabetes,  and  that  they  treated  him 
for  that  disease.  It  is  conceded  on  both 
sides  that  Floyd  died  of  that  disease.  The 
doctors  did  not  testify  that  they  definitely 
told  Floyd  what  his  ailment  was,  and  there 
is  no  evidence  that  he  knew  the  fact  But 
the  defendant  had  to  go  further;  it  had  to 
prove  that  diabetes  was  not  a  disease  men- 
tioned in  question  9.  There  is  not  a  shred 
of  testimony  to  prove  that  fact.  Indeed  it 
may  be  that  as  a  matter  of  medical  scienc^p 
diabetes  is  a  disease  of  the  liver  and  if  that 
be  so,  then  Floyd's  answer  to   question   10 
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was  strictly  true.  At  all  events,  the  de- 
fendant had  to  show  that  diabetes  was  not 
an  ailment  about  which  Floyd  had  answered 
to  question  9.  Our  opinion,  therefore,  is 
that  there  was  no  testimony  tending  to 
show  that  Floyd's  answer  to  question  10 
was  untrue.  That  being  so,  we  need  not 
go  into  that  nebulous  issue  of  law,  which 
has  been  hotly  contested  at  the  bar,  and 
which  is  whether  answers  by  the  applicant 
are  representations  or  warranties. 

The  release  by  the  beneficiary  must  fall 
with  the  agent's  incorrect  statement  which 
procured  it. 


IDAHO 
Riordan   v.    Equitable  Life,    175  Pac.  Rep. 

586,  Nov.  18,  1918 

Rejection  of  Application 

The  issuance  of  a  policy  differing  in 
terras  and  rate  of  premium  from  the 
one  applied  for  constitutes  a  rejection 
of  the  application,  and  a  counter  offer 
by  the  company,  requiring  acceptance 
before  a  valid  contract  is  made. 
Acceptance  of  Policy 

Held,  that  there  was  substantial  evi- 
dence  to  support  the   finding  of    the 
jury  that  the  policy  was  accepted    by 
the  applicant. 
Conditions  Precedent — Waiver 

Where,  at  the  time  of  making  appli- 
cation for  a  policy,  a  sufficient  amount 
is  paid  to  the  company  to  cover  the 
first  premium,  and  a  policy  is  issued, 
not  as  applied  for,  but  on  a  different 
plan  and  at  a  higher  rate  of  premium, 
which  policy  acknowledges  receipt  of 
the  first  premium  as  of  the  date  when 
paid,  and  is  offered  to  and  accepted 
by  the  applicant,  the  company  waives 
an  agreement  in  the  application  that 
the  policy  shall  not  take  effect  until 
the  first  premium  has  been  paid  dur- 
ing the  good  health  of  the  applicant. 


Proof — Variance 

Under  complaint  'alleging  applica- 
tion for  policy  payment  of  amount 
sufficient  to  cover  first  premium,  issu- 
ance of  policy,  and  agent's  refusal  to 
deliver  it,  proof  offered  as  to  agent's 
refusal  to  deliver  policy  was  not  a 
fatal  variance,  in  view  of  answer  and 
of  Rev.  Codes,  §  4225.

Lloyds  of  London 

No  Lloyds'  underwriters  have  furn- 
ished the  British  Board  of  Trade  with 
a  statement  showing  the  extent  and 
character  of  the  business  effected  by 
them  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of 
Parliament  of  1809.

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LEGAL    POINTS 

Marine  Broker   Liable  for    the    Premium 

A  New  York  broker  was  sued  for  the  full 
amount  of  two  premiums  on  insurance 
certificates  covering  war  and  marine  risks 
in  the  sura  of  $25,000.  Broker  applied  for 
the  insurance  on  a  cargo  aboard  the  schooner 
Albert  W.  Robinson,  stating  that  he  was 
authorized  by  his  principal,  T.  E.  Reeve,  an 
export  factor,  to  do  so.  But  the  broker 
never  received  such  an  order  from  Mr. 
Reeve.  Judgment  was  given  against  broker 
for  the  fall  amount,  wliich  with  costs  and 
interest  was  $738.63.  It  was  urged  on  be- 
half of  the  insurance  company  that  it  was 
entitled  to  the  full  premiums  from  tlie 
broker,  there  being  in  fact  no  assured.  It 
was  shown  tnat  after  the  company,  in  good 
faith,  accepted  the  lines  from  the  defendant, 
it  closed  its  books  on  this  schooner,  as  its 
limit  had  been  reserved. 

RENTERS  HAVE  INSUR.\BLE  INTEREST 

Corporation  to  whom  lessee  turned  over 
premises,  although  it  signed  no  agreement 
to  pay  rent  or  insure  buildings  for  the 
benefit  of  lessors  as  provided  by  10-year 
lease,  had,  it  having  paid  rent  for  time  it 
had  possession,  an  "insurable  interest"  in 
buildings  which  it  was  lawful  to  have  in- 
sured for  its  own  benefit  to  exclusion  of 
lessors. — Griffin  v.  W.  L.  Pfeffer  Lumber 
Co.,  120  N.  E.  583. 


WAIVER   STIPULATION    VALID 

Where  policy  stipulates  that  no  waiver  of 
policy  provisions  shall  be  effective  unless 
written  on  or  attached  to  policy,  insured 
cannot  claim  waiver  or  estoppel  based  on 
knowledge  of  insurer's  agent  tliat  policy  is 
being  violated. — 79  So.  171. 


SCRGEON  S    POLICY 

A  policy  indemnitying  the  surgeon 
against  loss  from  "  liability  iniposed  by 
law"  on  account  of  bodily  injuries  suflFered 
by  a  patient  in  consequence  of  any  "mal- 
practice, error,  or  mistake  of  the  assured  in 
the  practice  of   his   profession,"  covered  a 


judgment  for  damages  obtained  by  patient 
for  injury  due  to  the  surgeon's  failure  to 
remove  all  gall  stones  and  all  causes  of 
disease  under  a  special  agreement. — Suther- 
land V.  Fidelity  &  Casualty  Co.  of  New 
York,  175  P.  187.— (Wash.) 


LESSOR    ENTITLED   TO    INSURANCE    MONEY 

Where  lease  covering  land,  mills,  and 
machinery,  and  embodying  option  to  pur- 
chase, was  made,  mortgagee  bank  indors- 
ing consent,  and  fire  policies,  pursuant  to 
lease,  were  made  out  in  nan)es  of  lessor, 
bank,  and  lessee,  and  the  property  was 
damaged  by  fire,  lessee's  assignee,  having 
exercised  option  to  purchase,  is  entitled  to 
insurance  money. —  Carnation  Lumber  & 
Shingle  Co.  v.  Tolt  Land  Co.,  175  P.  331.— 
(Wash.) 

Action  on  bond  of  insurance  agent, 
brought  to  recover  commissions  advanced 
on  policy  for  which  the  agent  had  taken 
premium  notes,  which  were  unpaid,  held 
not  prematurely  brought  when  commenced 
within  two  years  from  the  maturity  of  the 
unpaid  notes  and  the  termination  of  the 
agency. — Liverpool  &  London  &  Globle  Ins. 
Co.  v.  Biggers,  175  P.  242. 


BANK   WAS   LIABLE 

Where  a  wife  directed  her  husband  to 
deposit  $800  of  her  money  in  a  bank,  to  be 
used  in  a  mutual  business  venture,  and  the 
husband  fraudulently  deposited  the  money 
in  his  own  name  and  subsequently  with- 
drew it,  and  the  bank  made  the  payment 
notwithstanding  notification  by  the  wife 
that  the  money  was  hers  and  that  attach- 
ment papers  were  being  prepared  to  re- 
cover it,  the  bank  was  liable  to  the  wife. — 
96  S.  E.  977. 


Reformation  of  Contract 

A  court  of  equity  may  reform  a  written 
contract  so  as  to  conform  to  the  contract  as 
made  by  the  parties,  but  it  is  powerless  to 
make  a  contract  for  the  parties  or  put  into, 
it  a  stipulation  which  the  parties  did  not' 
mutually  assent  to — Central  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.

Brokers — Character  of  Acts 

A  "broker''  is  a  negotiator  between 
other  parties,  who  does  not  act  in  his 
own  name. 
Evidence  Admissible 

Character  of  broker's  relation  to  the 
transaction  may  be  proved  by  direct 
and  positive  evidence,  or  may  be  in- 
ferred from  facts  and  circumstances 
proven. 
Agency — Acting  for  Company 

In  the  absence  of  a  special  agree- 
ment or  arrangement  to  the  contrary, 
a  broker  who  procures  insurance  which 
is  accepted  and  issued  by  an  insurance 
company  is  the  agent  of  such  com- 
panj^  and  may  bind  it  by  his  acts  and 
representations  within  the  scope  of  his 
authority. 

Res  Gestae — Acts  and  State- 
ments of  Agent 

In  insurance  commissioner's  action 
for  alleged  delinquent  premium  on 
policy  negotiated  by  a  broker  who  acted 
therein  as  agent  for  the  insurer,  the 
broker' s  acts  and  statements  relating 
to  the  transaction  are  a  part  of  the  res 
gestae,  binding  on  the  insurance  com- 
pany, and  admissible  in  evidence. 

Felt,  J.  Appellant  brought  suit  against 
appellee  to  collect  an  alleged  unpaid  prera- 
iuna  for  insurance.  The  complaint  in  one 
paragraph  was  answered  by  a  general  de- 
nial. The  case  was  tried  by  the  court  with- 
out a  jury,  and  the  finding  and  judgment 
were  for  the  defendant.  Appellant  filed  a 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  which  was  overruled, 
and  this  appeal  prayed  and  granted. 

The  only  error  assigned  is  the  overruling 
of  tlie  motion  for  a  new  trial.  Appellant 
earnestly  contends  that  no  questions  are 
duly  presented  by  appellant's   briefs  under 


the  rules  of  this  court.  The  briefs  are  justly 
subject  to  criticism,  but  considering  the 
briefs  of  both  appellee  together  we  are  able 
to  ascertain  the  principal  questions  sought 
to  be  presented,  and  shall  consider  only 
such  questions  as  may  be  so  ascertained. 

INDUSTRIAL  ACCIDENT 

It  appears  without  controversy  that  on 
May  18,  1914,  the  Employers'  Indemnity 
Couipany,  an  insurance  company  of  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  was  by  due  order  of 
court  in  that  state  dissolved,  and  appellant 
was  placed  in  charge  of  its  business  and  as- 
sets for  the  purpose  of  liquidation ;  that  on 
September  25,  1912,  said  company  issued  to 
appellee  a  policy  of  industrial  insurance  to 
protect  him  from  loss  on  account  of  dam- 
ages sustained  by  reason  of  injuries  to  his 
employes  in  certain  coal  mines  operated  by 
him  in  Clay  county,  Ind. ;  that  in  pursuance 
of  tiie  provisions  of  the  policy  the  company 
canceled  the  same  as  of  the  date  of  Decem- 
ber 1,  1912;  that  the  premium  for  said  pol- 
icy was  not  paid  by  appellee,  and  appellant 
claims  there  is  due  from  him  on  that  ac- 
count the  sum  of  $174.07. 

Appellee  contends  that  the  evidence  fully 
authorized  the  inference  that  Mr.  Wolf  acted 
as  an  insurance  broker  and  as  such  pro- 
cured the  policy  from  the  company;  that 
acting  in  that  capacity  he  was  the  agent  of 
the  company  in  the  transaction  with  appel- 
lee relative  to  the  policy  and  premium  in 
controversy;  also  that  the  facts  show  a  rati- 
fication of  the  agency  of  Wolf  by  the  insur- 
ance company. 

THE    BROKER 

A  broker  is  a  negotiator  between  other 
parties,  and  does  not  act  in  his  own  name. 
The  character  of  his  relation  to  a  given 
transaction,  when  not  admitted  may  be 
proven  like  any  other  fact  by  either  direct 
and  positive  evidence,  or  may  be  inferred 
from  proven  facts  and  circumstances  which 
warrant  such  inference.  The  evidence  war- 
rants the  inference  that  Mr.  Wolf  acted  as 
a  broker  in  procuring  the  insurance  from 
the  company  represented  by  appellant,  for 
which  the  premium  in  controversy  is  alleged 
to  be  due.

In  the  above  figures  there  is  a  story  of  slow  growth,  of  fast  growth,  of  trouble, 
of  decline,  of  creeping,  of  leaping. 

These  figures  are  compiled  from  the  New  York  State  Life  Insurance 
Reports.  Their  grand  totals  probably  represent  95  percent  of  the  total  annual 
American  business,  although  there  are  now  over  200  companies. 

In  only  two  years,  1877  and  1879,  did  the  reporting  companies  show  a 
decline  in  assets,  and  then  there  were  fewer  companies.  In  eight  years— 
;l^g73_79  inclusive  and  1907,  there  was  a  decline  in  amount  of  insurance  in  force, 
and  there  were  fewer  reporting  companies.  In  1877  and  1879  there  was  a 
decline  in  liabilities,  and  in  each  year  there  were  fewer  reporting  companies. 
Surplus  dropped  in  1871-72,  in  1887,  1900,  1903,  1906  and  1907.  Part  of  this 
decline  was  caused  by  "going  on  a  lower  rate  of  interest  basis."  The  legal 
reserve  liability  was  increased  accordingly. 

The '70's  were  hard  "winters"  for  American  life  companies.  Many  of 
them  were  operating  on  the  basis  of  6  percent  interest  earned  and  it  was  im- 
possible to  longer  earn  that  rate  of  interest.  They  could  not  carry  out  their 
contracts,  nor  could  their  reinsurers.  They  failed.  The  number  of  companies 
was  70  in  1871.  For  seven  years  there  was  a  falling  off,  and  again  in  1879 
and  1880.     The  70's  were  years  of  approaching  "specie   resumption"   or    gold 

basis. 

This  story  of  American  life  insurance  is  not  complete  without  any  refer- 
ence to  its  immense  service  to  persons  and  to  the  entire  community.  Every 
premium  contains  a  contribution  to  the  family  of  some  man  who  dies  prema- 
turely; and  a  very  considerable  part  of  the  premiums  is  a  deposit  in  a  "sink- 
ing fund"  to  meet  the  increasing  liabilities  of  the  future.  This  sinking  fund 
is  largely  invested  in  railway  bonds,  and  in  loans  on  real  estate,  whereby  it  is 
a  great  money  irrigating  stream  which  fertilizes  business  of  all  kinds  and  keeps 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  men  and  women  employed,  builds  new  railroads, 
develops  new  territory,  builds  houses  and  warehouses,  educates  children  and 
preserves  hotnes  and  families. 

The  expense  of  doing  this  vast  business  is  15  percent  of  the  income. 


Covering  the  Pacific  West 
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The  Endowment  Policy   Is  a  Good   Way 
to  Save   Money 

Any  man  who  passes  an  exam  hiat  ion 
will  probablj^  live  twenty  years. 

This  is  an  argument  for  endowment 
life  insurance. 

A  man  who  does  not  ordinarily  save 
money  will  do  so  when  the  opportunitj' 
is  in  the  form  of  an  endowment  policy. 

He  will  lose  nothing.  He  has  ever\' 
reason  to  expect  to  handle  that  monej^ 
at  the  end  of  the  ordinary  endowment 
period  of  twenty  years.

Effect  Will    Be  Unsanitary 

In  San  Francisco  the  water  company 
has  installed  sidewalk  meters  and 
made  a  service  charge  of  65  cents. 
Charge  for  water  is  24  cents  a  100  cub- 
ic feet  besides.  This  doubles  the  rate 
for  a  small  family  and  makes  them  re- 
duce the  use  of  water  to  an  unsanitary 
degree.  The  water  company  prom- 
ised there  should  be  no  increased  cost 
by  the  meter  system,  but  there  is. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  foolish  and 
•corrupt  Labor  party  the  city  would 
long  since  have  acquired  the  water 
works  at  a  low  price. 


Influenza  Costly  to  Insurers 

The  present  la  grippe  epidemic, 
with  jmeumonia  termination,  has 
caused  the  untimely  death  of  thous- 
ands of  insured  persons.  The  indus- 
trial companies  are  the  principal  los- 
ers, for  the  3"oung  and  the  poor  have 
more  easily  yielded  to  the  bacilli  of 
both  influenza  and  pneumonia. 

Later  we  may  expect  the  publication 
of  very  interesting  statistics  of  these 
losses,  which  of  course  will  in  no  way 
affect  the  financial  integrity  of  the  in- 
surers.

\y.  E.  Bargar,  agencj'  manager  at 
Buffalo,  for  the  Bankers  Life,  writes  a 
story  of  cumulative  misfortune  which 
has  a  bright  and  unexpected  ending. 
His  enumeration  of  untoward  inci- 
dents is  opened  with  the  statement 
that  Buffalo  has  been  without  street 
car  service  for  more  than  three  weeks.

It  Would  Be  Better  for  Government  to  Distribute  War  Burdens  Over  Years 
and  a  Larger  Population 

Much  of  the  prosperity  of  any  country  is  the  result  of  new  capital, 
created  by  profits.  This  is  especially  true  of  new  business  and  new 
employment  due  to  venturesome  capital. 

Our  country  is  growing  and  more  new  capital  is  required  every 
month.     If  it  is  not  forthcoming  business  stagnates. 

New  industries  and  new  merchandising  require  new  capital  from 
sources  willing  to  risk  it.  Those  sources  are  not  savers;  they  are  profit- 
makers. 

May  not  our  Government  be  endangering  the  Golden-Egg  Layer 
when  it  imposes  such  enormous  war  taxes?  Business  as  usual  is  not 
to  be  expected  but  business  more  than  usual  in  many  lines  is  necessary. 
Taxation  that  embarrasses  or  abolishes  business,  or  that  in  turn  so  af- 
fects prices  that  all,  including  the  Government,  pay  for  everything  in 
somewhat  exact  proportion,  is  very  much  like  killing  the  Golden  Goose. 

This  is  a  great  and  growing  country.  The  next  census  will  show

thirty-five  years.  It  will  be  easy  for  this  vast  population  to  bear  the 
bond  burdens  of  this  war.  It  will  be  far  easier  than  for  the  present 
population  to  emerge  from  the  present  war  minus  the  billions  of  capital 
collected  as  a  war  tax  and  destroyed  by  paying  war  expenses  now,  in- 
stead of  spreading  the  war  cost  over  many  years  and  collecting  it  from 
double  the  population. 

This  generation  furnishes  both  blood  and  treasure;  let  future  gen- 
erations, bequeathed  liberty  and  civilization  and  property  saved,  pay 
largely  of  the  war  bills. 


When  our  legislatures  are  in  session,  next  winter,  will  the 
legislators  and  insurance  commissioners  take  note  of  the  fact  that  ''the 
standard  fire  policy  of  New  York,''  referred  to  in  the  statutes,  no  longer 
exists,  and  that  a  new  one  has  been  substituted? 

Who  insures  his  life  for  the  benefit  of  his  children  may  rest 
sure  of  their  lasting  respect.

It  has  paid  more  than 
5,000  death  and  disability  claims  and 
is  paying  monthly  installments  of  in- 
surance on  more  than  9,000  death 
claims.  It  has  paid  out  $200,000,000 
in  allowances  and  allotments  to  fami- 
lies and  dependents  of  soldiers  and 
sailors. 


Railway  Bulletin 

This  Bureau  for  Suggestions  and 
Complaints,  which  a  newspaper  man 
has  facetiously  dubbed  the  "bureau  of 
brickbats  and  bouquets,"  is  Mr. 
McAdoo's  latest  application  of  his 
motto  "The  public  be  pleased."  It 
has  now  been  in  existence  long  enough 
to  make  it  possible  for  those  in  charge 
of  it  to  draw  a  cross  section  of  the 
composite  public  mind  as  revealed  in 
the  many  thousands  of  letters  that 
have  been  received. 

The  writers  of  these  letters  uncon-

Influenza   Bacillus 

The  specific  microbe  has  been  defi- 
nitely located  and  isolated.  The  ba- 
cillus is  not  the  same  as  that  of  the 
Russian  grip  of  1892.  It  is  entirely 
different.  The  new  German  or  Span- 
ish germ  is  far  more  malignant.  The 
Spanish  government  asserts  that  this 
influenza  did  not  originate  in  Spain 
but  was  brought  into  that  country  by 
German    submarine  sailors. 

The  discovery  of  the  bacillus  is  due 
to  the  work  of  Dr.  P.  A.  Williams,  at- 
tached to  the  Canadian  Mobile  Labo- 
ratory. The  disease  appeared  about  a 
year  ago  in  Spain.  In  this  country  it 
first  appeared  in  ,  Boston,  soon  after 
the  German  submarines  attacked  ships 
in  American  waters. 


War  Life  Insurance 

The  IT.  S.  War  Risk  Insurance  Bu- 
reau, since  June,  1917,  has  written 
$187,398,000  on  the  lives  of  merchant 
seamen.  Premiums  about  $783,000, 
losses  paid  about  $281,000.  No  taxes, 
no  commissions;   expenses,  $33,000.

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MISCELLANEOUS 

Thefts  Continue  to  Increase 

All  the  larger  cities  report  increases 
in  petty  larceny  and  grand  larceny,  in 
housebreaking  and  porch  -  climbing, 
and  in  auto-stealing.  Many  of  the 
thieves  are  paroled  prisoners.  Lack 
of  legitimate  employment  can  no  long- 
er be  pleaded  in  extenuation. 

Society  in  self-defense  may  be  com- 
pelled to  detain  on  farms  all  confirmed 
criminals.* 


Bank  Check  Frauds 

The  number  of  check  forgeries  and 
alterations  in  this  country  is  far  more 
than  the  average  bank  depositor  imag- 
ines. The  majority  of  the  "raisers" 
and  forgers  are  of  course  employees  of 
the  depositors.  Banks,  as  we  showed 
from  a  San  Francisco  case,  some  time 
ago,  are  responsible  only  when  cashing 
a  forged  signature  check, 

A  New  York  company  (National 
Surety)  has  gathered  some  impressive 
check  -  fraud  cases  covering  fifteen 
years.  Alterations  and  forgeries  are 
so  simple  and  successful  that  it  is  a 
wonder  there  are  not  many  more  of 
them . 

A  common  method  is  to  first  have 
a  business  man's  check,  usually  for  a 
small  sum  certified  by  the  bank  teller 
and  then  alter  the  check  to  a  higher 
amount  and  deposit  it  in  another  bank 
and  then  draw  out  and  disappear. 

The  professional  crook  can  easily 
obtain  any  merchant's  check,  for  goods 
delivered  or  returned.  The  alterations, 
erasures,  and  substitutions  of  larger 
amounts,  are  easy. 

Typewriter-written  checks   fade   out 


in  the  sunshine  and  can  be  easily 
erased  and  new  letters  typed  in. 

It  is  wiser  to  machine-stamp  the 
amount  and  otherwise  reduce  chances 
of  alterations. 

Professional  check-changers,  working 
together  or  alone,  it  is  asserted  have 
cashed  bad  checks  for  amounts  total- 
ing several  hundred  thousand  dollars 
and  in  one  case  a  million. 

They  were  more  successful  than  the 
fraudulent  adjusters  in  San  Francisco 
in  1906. 


Not    Liable  for    Accidents  to    Insurance 
Men 

The  higher  court  holds  that  where 
the  owner  or  occupant  of  land,  by  ex- 
pressed or  implied  invitation  (says  the 
Southern  Underwriter),  induces  or 
leads  others  to  come  upon  his  premises 
for  any  lawful  purpose,  he  is  liable  in 
damages  to  such  persons  for  injuries 
occasioned  by  his  failure  to  exercise 
ordinary  care  in  keeping  the  premises 
and  approaches  safe. 

But  the  court  holds  that,  as  an  ex- 
ample, "if  a  book  canvasser,  life  in- 
surance agent  or  lightning  rod  man 
should  come  upon  any  premises  in 
pursuit  of  their  business  and  not  at 
the  request  of  the  owners  or  lessees  of 
said  premises,  and  should  receive  any 
injury  as  a  consequence  of  any  defect 
in  the  premises,  they  cannot  recover 
damages."  Such  persons  stand  on  a 
footing'of  trespassers,  or  bare  licenses, 
and  they  take  the  premises  as  they  find 
them.

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Master  and  Servant  Relations 

A  servant  must  not  be  insubordinate,  but 
must  show  just  regard  for  the  rights  and 
person  of  the  employer,  and  the  employer 
must  be  reasonably  respectful  to  the  servant 
in  words  and  behavior,  as  the  servant  must 
be  to  him.— Macintosh  v.  Abbot,  120  N.

How  To  Save  Paper 

Conservation  of  paper  has  become  a  war 
necessity  and  the  war  industry  board  asks 
the  co-operation  of  all  business  interests  to 
tiiis  end.  Publishers  are  asked  to  economize 
in  every  possible  way  in  the  use  of  paper, 
and  to  print  only  such  copies  as  will  meet 
the  actual  need,  and  all  classes  of  business 
men  are  urged  to  reduce  its  use  to  a  mini- 
mum. One  method,  according  to  the  Insur- 
ance World  of  doing  this  is  that  adopted  by 
a  Pittsburg  fire  insurance  company  of 
using  both  sides  of  a  letter  sheet,  when- 
ever the  letter  covers  more  than  one  page. 
Another,  adopted  by  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association,  is  that  of  repro- 
ducing the  carbon  reply  to  a  letter  on  the 
reverse  of  the  original.  This  saves  paper 
and  makes  correspondence  easier  to  refer  to 
and  economizes  filing  space.  Other  plans 
will  no  doubt  suggest  themselves  to  those 
having  much  correspondence  to  attend  to 
and  it  is  expected  eaL,ii  person  will  use  what- 
ever methods  will  produce  the  best  results. 
—The  Indicator.

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FIRE 
The  10   Per  Cent  Surcharge 

We  have  before  referred  to  the  fact 
that  the  Philadelphia  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce investigated  the  reasons  for  the 
10  percent  surcharge  added  generally 
to  the  fire  premiums  in  this  country, 
and  gave  the  increase  its  approval  as  a 
measure  necessary  to  maintain  the 
solvency  of  the  insurers.  The  insur- 
ance commissioner  of  New  York  state 
also  investigated  and  then  approved 
the  increase  but  also  insisted  that  the 
increase  should  be  made  over  the  en- 
tire country. 

The  war  has  brought  many  advances 
in  the  costs  of  doing  fire  insurance 
business  in  this  country.  The  Phila- 
delphia chamber  found  a  total  increase 
of  over  six  points — from  38.19  percent 
to  44.50  percent.  Besides,  the  esti- 
mated excess  profit  tax  2.08  percent, 
and  of  material,  labor  and  partial 
losses,  etc.,  5.00  percent,  which  is 
probably  an  under  estimate.  This  is 
a  total  increase  of  13.39. 

It  has  been  thought  best,  by  under- 
writers, to  make  the  temporary  in- 
crease in  the  form  of  a  premium  sur- 
charge rather  in  that  of  an  advance  in 
premium  rates. 

Taxes,  licenses,  etc.,  have  increased 
from  3.41  to  5.5(>;  postage,  telegraph, 
etc.,  have  increased  from  .73  to  1.50; 
printing,  etc.,  from  1.15  to  2.00;  sal- 
aries and  traveling  expenses  of  special 
agents  from  3.92  to  5.00;  salaries  of 
officers,  etc.,  from  6.31  to  7.00. 

Tlie  application  of  the  surcharge  is 
not  local.  Today  it  is  general.  The 
gain  in  premium  income  in  the  war 
period,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  not  all 
be  absorbed  by    increased    fire    claims 


and  expenses,  for  surplus  funds  need 
strengthening  for  possible  and  probable 
conflagration  losses. 


Instructions  to   Local   Agents 

The  following  is  copied  from  an  old 
book  issued  by  the  Chicago  office  of  the 
former  Phenix  of  Brooklyn: 

In  order  to  be  successful,  every  kind 
of  business  must  be  conducted  upon  a 
paying  basis.  Your  interest  is  iden- 
tical with  ours.  When  you  take  a 
risk,  place  yourself  in  the  position  of 
the  company  and  ask  yourself  if  you 
can  aflford  to  carry  the  risk. 

In  filling  an  application  of  insur- 
ance, be  careful  to  answer  each  ques- 
tion correctly.  An  application  of  in- 
surance is  a  contract  between  the 
company  and  the  assured,  upon  which 
the  insurance  is  based,  subject  to  the 
laws  on  contracts  the  same  as  any 
other  contract,  and  no  agent  has  any 
right  or  authority  to  change  the  con- 
tract after  it  is  made.  It  is  often  the 
case  that  the  agent  fills  the  applica- 
tion in  great  hurry,  and  fails  to  give 
the  proper  answer  to  some  question  in 
the  application,  which,  if  answered 
correctly,  would  cause  the  company 
to  reject  the  application  and  hence  the 
policy  is  void.  If  you  desire  to  pro- 
tect your  customers  and  have  losses 
settled  promptly  and  satisfactorily, 
you  cannot  use  too  much  caution  in 
filling  your  applications,  because  all 
losses  are  settled  upon  the  contract  or 
application  and  any  flaw  or  mistake 
on  the  same  is  liable  to  work  a  great 
injury  to  the  assured.  We  cannot  see 
the  risk,  and  are  compelled  to  take  it 
upon  the  representations  made  in  the 
application  by  the  assured  and  the 
agent. 


Misrepresentation  Never  Pays 
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Another  matter  of  great  importance 
for  an  agent  to  consider  in  doing  busi- 
ness is  to  leave  the  assured  satisfied. 
Be  careful  that  they  do  not  get  wrong 
impressions.  You  had  better  lose  the 
risk  than  to  leave  the  assured  dissatis- 
fied, or  give  them  a  chance  to  become 
dissatisfied  afterwards.

Concrete   Leaks

Hitherto  it  has  been  assumed  that  con- 
crete floors  were  impervious  to  water, 
retaining  it  as  a  cistern  does.

Liquidation  of  all  enemy  country 
insurance  companies,  and  also  of  the 
Swiss  National,  in  this  country  will 
proceed,  under  the  management  of 
Harold  Herrick.

Government  Marine  Insurance 

Since  organized  on  September  2.  1914,  up 
to  October  15,  1918,  the  U.  S.  Government 
has  written  |1, 846, 497, 000  on  ships  and  car- 
goes, covering  all  war  hazards,  a  total  of 
24,990  policies  for  $46,825,000  premiums. 

Losses  paid  have  amounted  to  $29,775,000. 
Expenses  were  those  of  the  bureau.  There 
were  no  taxes  to  pay;  no  commissions  were 
paid. 

Five-sixths  of  the  insurance  was  written 
since  Q.  S.  entered  the  war. 


Coast  Marine  Disaster 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Ss.  Go.  steamer 
Princess  Sophia  struck  a  reef  nearSkagway, 
Alaska,  on  October  24,  and  soon  became  a 
total  loss,  slipping  oflfthe  rocks  and  sinking 
in  deep  water.  A  gale  was  blowing  and 
snow  was  falling,  a  fatal  combination  in  a 
narrow  channel. 

The  lost  ship  was  of  2,320  tons  gross,  and 
was  only  six  years  old. 

The  gale  increased  to  a  fury,  and  the  aid- 
vessels  called  by  wireless  were  unable  to 
assist.  This  gale  forced  the  stranded  ship 
oflf  the  reef  into  deep  water,  when  she  im- 
mediately sank,  with  all  on  board.  The 
passengers  lost  numbered  268,  the  crew  68 — 
total  persons  who  perished,  336. 


Two  Steamers  Lost — Investigation 

Steamers  Blackford  and  Coos  Bay,  wood- 
en steamers  built  in  Pacific  Coast  shipyards, 
foundered  off  the  coast  of  Mexico.  They 
were  built  for  the  TJ.  S.  Shipping  Board. 
There  may  be  a  scandal.  Crews  had  scarce 
time  to  take  to  the  life-boats.  Returned 
members  of  escaped  crews  say  the  seams 
must  have  opened,  so  quickly  did  the  two 
ships  sink. 

Investigation  behind  closed  doors. 

Slackers  and  strikers  probably  responsi- 
ble for  the  losses. 


Loss  of  A.  P.  A.  Ship 

A  terrific  typhoon  wrecked  the  Star  of 
Poland  off  the  coast  of  Japan.  Ship  loss 
total;  was  en  route  from  Manilla;  some  sal- 
vage of  cargo  of  cocoanut  oil  and  lumber. 
Owner,  Alaska  Packers  Association,  insures 
cargoes  but  not  its  ships. 


South  Sea  Marine  Loss 

The  United  States  shipping  Board  steam- 
er Duraaru,  bound  from  Guam  for  Manila. 
Reported  cause  is  lightning,  which  struck  a 
deck  cargo  of  gasoline.  The  lost  vessel  was 
of  1,752  tons,  sailed  on  September  12  from 
San  Francisco,  where  she  was  owned  by 
Sudden  &  Christensen,  Several  of  crew 
picked  up. 


Pacific  Mail  ss.  Pennsylvania,  running 
from  San  Francisco  for  some  forty  years, 
sank  in  the  "  harbor  "  of  Iquique,  Chile, 
Nov.  13.  Water  too  deep  for  salvage. 
Ship  was  340  feet  long,  and  was  built  in 
1872.

Montana 

The  fire  marshal  department— A.  E.  Ek- 
hind,  state  tire  marshal — issued  a  tire-pre- 
vention day  bulletin,  for  November  2,  the 
day  having  been  postponed  from  October  9, 
because  of  Liberty  Loan  drives.  Proclama- 
tion by  Gov.  Stewart  also  circulated.  All 
people  urged  to  examine  furnaces  and  flues. 

"As  a  nation  we  are  coming  to  realize 
that  no  country  can  be  really  prosperous  so 
long  as  it  is  a  waster,  and  that  the  losses 
from  tires  are  in  many  instances  the  gross- 
est waste. " 

Marshal  Eklund's  bulletin  is  excellent. 
We  quote : 

In  1917  (in  Montana)  over  fifty  total  loss 
fires  were  due  to  defective  chimneys  and 
flues. 

A  common  method  of  treating  chimney 
fires  is  by  throwing  common  salt  or  sulphur 
in  furnace  or  stove. 

Under  no  conditions  should  living  flames 
be  applied  to  plumbing  within  a  building 
(thawing  frozen  pipes) .  Hot  water  applied 
directly,  or  rags  soaked  in  hot  water  and 
wound  about  the  pipes,  will  bring  desired 
results. 

Fire  losses  are  complete  losses.  They 
render  assistance  to  our  enemies,  so  conse- 
quently if  you  cannot  fire  at  the  Germans, 
do  not  fire  for  them, 

(Well  said,  all.) 

New    Mexico 

Cleofes  Romero,  superintendent  of  insur- 
ance, notifies  all  interested  companies  doing 
business  in  New  Mexico  that  they  will  not 
be  required  to  furnish  the  details  of  Schedule 
B  so  far  as  New  Mexico  is  concerned. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  department 
will  not  require  that  the  schedule  of  bank 
balances  be  furnished  in   its   present  form. 

It  will  be  necessary  on  this  schedule  to 
furnish  only  the  balances  as  of  December 
31,  the  rate  of  interest  and  the  amount  of 
interest  received  during  the  year.  All  com- 
panies reporting  on  the  casualty  blank  will 
not  be  required  to  fill  in  the  details  in 
Schedules  G,  O,  J,  and  K. 


All  companies  will  be  permitted  to  value 
their  Liberty  bonds  at-their  par  value,  pro- 
viding the  same  were  purchased  at  par.

No  Rubber  Stamp  Signatures 

Insurance  Commissioner  Harvey  Wells 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Oregon 
law  does  not  authorize  the  transaction  of 
insurance  by  brokers. 

The  department  holds  that  a  rubber 
stamp  signature  is  not  in  accordance  with 
the  law,  which  says  that  all  policies  (except 
life)  i.ssued  in  the  state  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  a  regulaily  commissioned  and 
licensed  resident  agent. 

To  countersign  a  policy  an  agent  shall 
sign  same  in  writing. 

Washington 

Opposing  the  proposed  10  percent  sur- 
charge rate,  Commissioner  Fish  back  says 
the  companies  are  making  money  in  Wash- 
ington, and  if  necessary   he   will   ask   the 


legislature  for  a  law  giving  him  power  to 
fix  maximum  rates.  But  he  can't  compel 
the  companies  to  write  at  such  rates. 


Fire  Mutuals  Not  Subject   to    Stamp    Tax 

A  mutual  fire  insurance  company,  organ- 
ized under  the  law  of  Ohio,  without  capital 
stock,  and  insuring  only  property  of  its 
members,  is  within  the  exemption  of  Act 
Oct.  22,  1914,  and  not  subject  to  tlie  stamp 
tax  on  its  policies  imposed  thereby,  al- 
though under  the  state  statute  it  may  and 
does  charge  a  cash  premium  in  advance, 
and  maintains  a  reserve,  on  which  it  inci- 
dentally earns  interest.  —  Niles  v.  Central 
^Manufacturers'  Mut.   Ins.    Co.,  252  F.  564.

The  West  Coast  vSan  Francisco  Life  prints 
a  table  of  first  eleven  years'  results,  show-

Government  Will  Keep  Soldiers'  and  Sail- 
ors' Life  Insurance  in  Force 

The  civil  relief  act  provides  that,  upon 
application,  the  Government  will  guarantee 
to  the  insurance  company,  society  or  asso- 
ciation the  payment  of  premium  on  a  sol- 
dier's or  sailor's  life  insurance;  the  policy 
or  certificate  will  remain  in  force;  and  the 
men  in  service  will  have  one  year,  after  the 
termination  of  service,  in  which  to  pay  any 
defaulted  premiums  before  the  policy  or 
membership  lapses.  On  failure  to  pay,  in- 
surance lapses,  and  Government  will  have 
the  right  to  be  paid  out  of  the  surrender 
value,  if  any. 


Liable  for  Fire  Caused  by  Engine 

Where  owners  of  timber  rights  entered 
into  contract  with  independentcontractor  for 
cutting  of  timber,  authoi-izing  the  use  of  an 
engine  for  such  purpose,  it  is  liable  for 
injury  to  property  from  fire  caused  by  the 
engine. — Williams  v.  Cape  Fear  Lumber  Co.

Enthusiasm  is  a  favorite  word  in  the  lex- 
icon of  life  insurance.

Practically,  an  en- 
thusiast is  one  who  is  wholly  wrapped  up 
in  the  cause  in  which  he  is  engaged,  be- 
lieves in  it  ardently,  subordinates  every 
other  project  or  diversion  to  success  in  that 
one  direction.  However  great  one's  natur- 
al abilities,  it  is  enthusiasm  that  brings 
results.  Emerson  has  well  said:  "Nothing 
great  was  ever  accomplished  without  en- 
thusiasm." 

Did  you  ever  know  an  eminently  success- 
ful life  insurance  agent  who  was  not  an  en- 
thusiast? He  may  have  been  noisy;  on  the 
contrary,  was  perhaps  seemingly  reserved, 
quiet,  soft-spoken;  but,  depend  upon  it,  in 
his  heart  burned  the  celestial  fire,  though 
it  may  have  been  manifested  more  in  his 
steady  devotion  to  purpose  than  in  spectac- 
ular effects.  He  may  have  been,  probably 
was,  less  noted  for  bustle  than  for  busyness 
— the  habit  of  being  always  at  it.  Natural- 
ly he  was  ever  confident,  even  though  not 
boastful. 

On  the  other  hand,  theenthusiastic  solic- 
itor may  also  be  a  "good  advertiser,"  prone 
to  proclaim  his  achievements  from  the 
housetop  rather  than  to  leave  the  i-ecount- 
ing  of  his  victories  to  others.  It  all  depends 
upon  the  temperament  of  the  man.  In 
either  case,  enthusiasm  is  the  moving 
power,  the  driving  force  that  compels 
success.  —  George  T.  Dexter  in  Mutual 
Life  Points.

"Now,  you  think  this  a  good  policy,  and 
you  feel  you  ought  to  have  this  protection, 
don't  you?  Then  put  your  thought  and 
your  feeling  into  action  by  signing  this  ap- 
plication now;  for  what's  the  use  of  having 
a  good  aim  if  you  fail  to  pull  the  trigger? 
Pull  the  trigger — sign  this  application  now. 
Today  is  the  only  day  you  can  be  absolutely 
sure  of — touiorrow  may  be  too  late.  Many 
a  man  has  put  it  off  just  one  day  too  long. 

"I  have  other  things  to  buy  first." 

".Mr.  Blank,  you  can  put  off  buying  a 
home,  an  automobile,  a  piano,  or  anything 
else  until  you've  got  the  money  and  feel 
good  and  ready  to  buy,  but  you  can  not  put 
off  getting  life  insurance  without  taking  too 
great  a  risk ;  for  life  insurance  is  the  one  and 
only  thing  that  requires  health  to  get — 
you've  got  to  get  it  while  you  have  good 
health — and  that  you  can  never  buy." 

"I  would  rather  wait  until  I  get  the

Blank,  you  can  borrow  money,  if 
necessary,  to  pay  the  premiums,  but  you 
cannot  borrow  health  to  get  the  policy. 
There  is  no  assurance  whatever  of  protection 
until  you  are  approved  as  a  risk.  Last  year 
over  one  hundred  thousand  men  were  re- 
jected in  this  country.  Nearly  all  of  them 
could  have  got  insurance  if  they  had  not 
waited  too  long." 

"I'll  take  the  risk  myself." 

"Mr.  Blank,  you  cannot  carry  the  risk 
yourself— you  are  compelling  your  wife  to 
carry  the  risk — compelling  her  to  take  the 
chances  on  your  dying.  The  risk  is  too 
great  for  her  to  take.  The  Pacific  Mutual 
will  take  the  risk.

'Go 
ahead  unless  you  are  sure  you  are  wrong' 
is  a  splendid  rule  of  action.  'Do  every  good 
thing  that  you  are  afraid  to  do,  and  do  it 
immediately'  would  be  better.  Shall  we 
write  it  for  §5,000  or  $10,000?" 

"Mr.  Blank,  I  believe  thoroughly  in  the 
law  of  mutual  benefit;  for  'no  business  tran- 
saction conducted  by  honorable  men  can  b^ 
one-sided.'     And,   while  our  interests   are 
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mutual,  it  means  far  more  to  your  home, 
your  wife,  your  family,  your  children,  you 
yourself,  who  get  this  protection,  than  it 
does  to  me  or  mine.  I  am  only  the  coupling 
pin  which  completes  the  connection." — C.

A  Little  Word  To  Avoid 

Bear  in  mind  that  wise  agents  never  tell 
a  prospect  that  he  "can't"  do  this  or  that 
thing.  Tliey  keep  that  word  "e^an't"  out 
of  their  talk.  They  get  and  keep  the  pros- 
pect's mind  dwelling  on  the  great  things  he 
cati  do  if  he  takes  a  policy — buys  insurance 
and  keeps  it  up. 

Get  around  or  away  from  ever  talking  to 
a  prospect  of  what  he  can't  do  under  or 
with  a  policy.  You  nor  no  one  else  likes 
to  be  told  what  you  can't  do.  It's  likely  to 
irritate  or  jar.  There  are  so  many  grand 
things  that  a  man  can  do  under  a  policy  and 
with  its  proceeds,  that  never  is  there  any 
reason  for  talking  can't  in  connection  with 
it. 

By  the  same  token,  never  approach  a 
prospect  for  life  insurance  with  the  inter- 
rogatory, "You  don't  want  any  life  insur- 
ance to-day?"  Of  course,  he  doesn't.  Tell 
him  in  language  so  plain  there  will  be  no 
room  for  misunderstanding  that  he  does 
want  it!  —  Weekly  Bulletin.

Vice  President  Dexter  announces  that 
although  the  war  will  not  legally  end  until 
the  treaty  of  peace  is  signed,  the  Mutual 
Life  deems  it  safe  to  issue  policies  at  once 
anywhere,  within  the  continental  limits  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada,  with  wartime 
restrictions  eliminated;  nor  will  any  extra 
premium  be  required  of  new  policyholders 
who  subsequently  enter  the  military  or 
naval  service,  or  engage  in  the  war  work 
of  the  Red  Cross,  the  Y.  M,  C.  A.,  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  or  of  any  similar 
organization,  or  who  may  have  occasion  to 
visit  Europe  on  business  or  for  pleasure, 
nor  will  the  insurance  be  subject  to  reduc- 
tion in  the  event  of  death  in  certain  cases 
as  it  would  beunder  policies  formerly  issued 
containing  the  reduced  liability  clause. 

Policies  already  issued  are  freed  from 
liability  either  to  the  payment  of  a  war 
premium  or  to  reduction  in  the  sum  insured 
in  case  of  death,  provided  they  have  not 
already  become  subject  to  payment  of  such 
war  premiums  or  to  reduction  in  the  sum 
insured,  and  provided  their  holders  are  not 
now  in  the  military  or  naval  service.

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Death  of  John  M.  Taylor 

President  of  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co. 

An  illness  of  some  duration  terminated  in 
pneumonia,  and  on  November  6th  John 
Metcalf  Taylor,  for  thirteen  years  the  pres- 
ident of  the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life,  passed 
away,  in  his  74th  year.  He  had  been  with 
the  company,  as  assistant  secretary,  secre- 
tary, vice  president,  and  pre^^ident,  for 
forty-six  years. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  a  worthy  successor  of 
Col.  Jacob  Greene,  who  stood  uncompro- 
misingly for  the  best  priuciples  and  prac- 
tices in  life  insurance.  The  fine  company 
reputation  which  Mr.  Greene  did  so  much 
to  establish  Mr.  Taylor  fully  maintained. 

Under  the  Taylor  administration,  without 
departing  from  the  safe  aud  just  policies  of 
his  predecessor,  the  company  has  grown 
and  broadened,  and  is  today  richly  pre- 
pared for  all  eventualities  and  for  the  new 
conditions  which  may  follow  the  declaration 
of  peace. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  also  well  known  as  a  stu- 
dent and  author  of  Connecticut  Colonial 
literature.  One  of  his  books,  published  in 
li)08,  was  "Witchcraft  Delusion  in  Colonial 
Connecticut,  1647-97."

Miscellaneous  Gains 

In  two  years  miscellaneous  companies' 
American  assets  have  increased  $80,000,000 
or  40  percent;  surplus  has  increased  $10,-

$16,000,000  or  27  percent;  premiums  have 
increased  $80,400,000  or  57  percent.  Pre- 
miums are  now  about  half  those  of  tire  com- 
panies. In  seven  vears  premiums  nearly 
trebled.  It  is  doubtful  if  as  a  whole  the 
companies  are  making  an  underwriting 
profit. 


The  Election 

The  elections  generally  throughout  the 
country  were  won  and  lost  to  the  great  sat- 
isfaction of  somebody.  One  San  Francisco 
manager  read  the  appeal  from  Washington 
and  hurried  back  to  town  to  vote  to  the 
contrary. 

In  California,  Stephens  was  re-elected. 
He  had  no  regular  party  nominee  in  oppo- 
sitiou.  Believing  him  to  be  a  conservative 
official  and  not  hostile  to  insurance  interests 
the  governor  received  the  general  support 
of  insurance  men. 

The  California  ballot  was  long,  with 
many  tinkering  amendments,  recommend- 
ed by  the  visionary  groups  of  society. 
Amendments  which  would  have  destroyed 
vinyards  and  hopfields  were  voted  down. 
Socialistic  amendments,  such  as  state  health 
insurance  and  single-tax  or  land  confisca- 
tion, were  likewise  voted  down.

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GOVERNMENT  TO   CONTINUE  SOL- 
DIER-SAILOR   INSURANCE 

Just  as   Expected 

Our  bureaucracy  is  bent  on  increas- 
ing its  power  by  adding  to  the  number 
of  offices.  This  addition  is  being  made 
in  the  nation  and  in  the  state.  It  is 
a  form  of  socialism  which  leads  to  bol- 
shevism. 

We  are  not  surprised  to  read — and 
neither  are  you — that  the  Government 
at  Washington  is  preparing  to  go  ex- 
tensively into  the  business  of  life  in- 
surance. Possibly  it  will  follow  the 
example  of  Italy  and  make  it  a  state 
monopoly,  the  pretext  being  to  give 
employment  to  returning  soldiers  who 
formerly  were  employed  at  better  pay. 

It  is  proposed  that  every  sailor  and 
soldier  will  be  permitted  within  five 
years  to  convert  his  life  insurance 
without  medical  examination  into 
"ordinary''  contracts  which  cover  dis- 
ability also. 

The  Government  will  do  the  insur- 
ing; there  will  be  no  reinsurance  in 
private  companies.  The  cost,  it  is 
half  promised,  will  be  one-fourth  less 
than  private  insurers'  rates.  But  it 
will  not!  unless  the  '  tax-payers  pay 
this  one-fourth. 

It  is  confidently  hoped  by  the  bu- 
reaucracy that  this  government  life  in- 
surance on  an  enormous  scale  "may 
eventually  develop  expansion  of  gov- 
ernment insurance  to  old  age,  indus- 
trial and  other  forms  of  insurance."

Fred  Eaton 

Fred  Ward  Eaton,  treasurer  of  the  Pa- 
cific Telep.  &  Teleg.  Co.,  whose  death  at  74 
years  of  age  was  recorded  in  a  Coast  Re- 
view extra,  was  cashier  for  the  Mutual  Life 
Ins.  Co.  of  New  York  in  San  Francisco 
under  Harry  Homans  in  the  '70's  when  the 
company  offices  were  on  the  second  floor 
of  Piatt's  Hall  at  Bush  and  Montgomery 
street.  A.  B  Forbes  succeeded  Homans, 
who  went  to  Paris  on  a  prodigious  salary. 
Eaton  stayed  with  him  for  a  number  of 
years.  Fanaily  connections  brought  him 
into  the  Telephone  Company  and  he  died 
wealthy. 

Del  prat,  afterwards  of  Delprat  &  Ball  of 
Tacoma,  local  agents,  was  Eaton's  assist- 
ant, and  Captain  Agar,  who  died  in  harness 
under  Manager  A.  B.  Forbes,  was  book- 
keeper. 


Ward  Eaton,  son  of  Noble  Eaton,  is  a 
nephew  of  the  deceased  and  is  in  the  insur- 
ance business  in  San  Francisco  at  the 
present  time.

Do  not  get  confused.  Admit  no  one  to 
your  house  except  firemen,  policemen  or 
neighbors. 

Keep  all  the  doors  and  windows  closed 
until  firemen  arrive. 

Never  take  a  light  into  a  closet. 

Never  put  kindling  wood  on  the  top  of  a 
stove  to  dry.

The  Fire  Preventian  Bureau  Bulletin  re- 
ports: Department  is  operated  under  two 
platoon  system.  Day  shift  is  ten  hours  and 
night  fourteen. 

Of  the  48  engine  companies,  6  have  been 
taken  out  of  service  since  July,  1917,  and  4 
have  been  made  hose  companies  within  a 
year. 

There  are  13  truck  companies. 

Of  the  13  chemical  companies,  1  was  put 
out  of  service  on  December  31,  1917. 

Hose  in  service,  140,702  feet  or  about  28 
miles. 

There  are  now  no  horse  drawn  chemicals 
and  hook  and  ladder  trucks. 

Men  on  the  payroll,  938,  against  899 
twenty  months  ago. 

Motor  drawn  engines  have  decreased,  in 
this  time,  from  10  to  7;  horse  drawn,  from 
33  to  5.

Horses  have  decreased 
from  271  to  89. 

Fire  alarm  boxes  have  increased  from 
767  to  807. 

Tliere  are  5,306  hydrants  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, 1  water  tower,  2  fire  boats.

Insured  returned 
policy  to  agent,  who  substituted  a  policy  in 
another  company.  Cancellation  on  May  20. 
Loss  on  June  15.  Day  after  loss  insured  by 
request  of  agent  returned  canceled  policy. 
Insured  gave  notice  and  made  proofs  under 
substitute  policy,  but  not  under  canceled 
policy.  Later  the  insured  sued  on  can- 
celed policy.  New  Jersey  supreme  court 
ruled  that  return  of  canceled  policy  was 
proof  of  acceptance  of  substitute  policy. 
Moral:  do  not  return  canceled  policy' after 
the  fire.     Wait  and  see.

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British  Postoffice  Life  Insurance 

The  almost  trivial  achievements  of  the 
PostofBce  Hfe  assurance  work  during  the 
past  year  raises  the  question,  "Is  it  worth 
while?"  This  state  institution  in  the  year 
ending  December  3lst  granted  only  340 
policies  for  an  average  amount  of  about 
£55  10s,  or  a  total  of  £1S,S31.  In  the  same 
period  the  ordinary  life  offices  transacted 
business  to  the  value  of  anything  up  to  fifty 
millions  sterling.  If  the  object  of  the  state 
insurance  office  is  to  discredit  government 
enterprise  it  has  succeeded  beyond  all  ex- 
pectation. The  limitations  under  which  it 
is  conducted  are  suflBciently  underrated  by 
the  circumstances  that  practically  the  whole 
of  the  funds  of  the  Postotfice  insurance  de- 
partment—£981,690— is  invested  in  2^  per- 
cent consols,  with  an  actual  yield  of  £2 
15s.  percent,  whereas  the  life  offices  gain 
on  an  average  of  4  percent  gross  from  their 
investments. — Insurance  Journal,  London. 

Fires  in  Great  Britain 

At  a  glance  the  fire  loss  returns'  for  this 
year  in  Great  Britain  show  an  enormous  in- 
crease. This,  however,  is  more  apparent 
than  real.  The  shortage  of  material,  and 
rise  in  prices  and  wages,  is  responsible  for 
the  assessment  of  fire  losses  at  far  higher 
figures,  immensely  higher  figures  than  those 
based  on  pre-war  conditions.  As  a  matter 
of  sound  prudence  this  has  resulted  in  in- 
surances on  great  commercial  and  industrial 
undertakings  being  materially  increased. 
Naturally,  the  abnormal  conditions  caused 
by  the  war  are  reflected  in  the  loss  returns. 
To  the  present  time  the  totals  are  greatly  in 
excess  of  1917,  with  the  three  worst  months 
of  the  year  still  to  be  reported  upon. — The 
Review,  London. 


The  decision  in  the  Lusitania  case,  peti- 
tion of  Cunard  S.  S.  Co.,  appears  in  the 
Federal  Reporter  of  October  24.  By  Dist. 
Judge  Mayer,  New  York.  Over  20  pages. 
The  torpedoing  of  this  passenger  ship  was 
a  violation  of  international  law,  for  which 
the  German  government,  not  the  steamship 


company,  is  held  responsible.  Nobody 
dreamed  that  the  German  authorities  would 
sanction  so  shocking  a  breach  of  the  laws  of 
all  nations.  Now  make  Germany  pay  the 
damages. 


Chattel  Mortgage  Does  not  Invalidate   In- 
surance on  Building 

Wliere  a  fire  policy,  which  insured  a 
building  in  a  specified  amount  and  personal 
property  in  a  specified  amount,  provided 
that  the  entire  policy  should  be  void  if  the 
subject  of  insurance  be  personal  property 
and  be  or  become  incumbered  by  a  chattel 
mortgage,  the  fact  that  the  personal  prop- 
erty was  mortgaged  does  not  invalidate  the 
insurance  on  the  building,  for  the  policy, 
which  was  on  the  standard  New  York  form 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  West  Virginia, 
should  be  given  the  effect  of  two  diflerent 
contracts,  one  applicable  to  tiie  building, 
and  tiie  other  to  the  personality. — Downey 
v.  German  Alliance  Ins.  Co.,  252  F.  701.

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THE  GREAT  WAR   IS  OVER 

The  Great  War  is  probably  over. 
The  terms  of  the  armistice  have  been 
accepted,  but  what  and  of  what  dura- 
tion is  the  German  tempo- 
rary government  are  two 
things  by  no  means  cer- 
tain. Chaos  is  the  tempo- 
rary sovereign.  While  the 
war  may  not  be  over,  the 
defeat  of  Kaiserism  and  the  Central 
empires  is  certain.  The  map  of  Eu- 
rope is  changed;  new  nations  appear 
and  old  nations  are  restored. 


The  disannexation  of  Alsace- Lor- 
raine will  powerfully  contribute  to  a 
long  peace.  Germany  never  had  any 
claim  on  these  "lost  provinces''  except 
by  conquest.  Austria  once  had  some 
claim  on  Lorraine  but  renounced  such 
claim  many  years  ago.  If  in  18/1 
Germany  had  not  robbed  France  of 
the  provinces  on  a  trumped  up  claim 
of  previous  ownership — besides  impos- 
ing a  huge  indemnity — this  war  would 
probably  never  have  occurred. 


The  Germans,  and  Austro-Hun- 
garians,  and  Bulgarians  and  Turks,  in 
arms  for  medievalism,  have  been  beat- 
en to  a  frazzle  by  the  defenders  of 
modern  civilization. 

The  war  is  over.  The  ex- Kaisers 
know  it;  the  hungry  people  of  Berlin, 
Vienna  and  Constantinople  know  it; 
but  there  are  in  this  country  poli- 
ticians, labor  unions  and  other  interests 
who  do  not  seem  to  know  it,  for  they 
are  working   to  delay  demobolization. 


soldiers  were  promptly  demobilized 
and  quicklj^  returned  to  their  homes 
and  vocations.  In  six  months  after 
the  signing  of  peace  terms  our  American 
armies  should  all  be  demobolized  and 
all  business  again  as  usual. 


Perhaps  I  will  be  permitted  to  recall 
the  fact  that  a  few  months  ago  I  said: 
"The  war  will  be  virtually  over  this 
fall." 


America  helped  to  win  this  great 
war.  Her  greatest  help  was  more 
moral  than  material.  The  advent  of 
the  American  fighters  was  timely, 
stimulating,  and  made  the  combat 
more  than  equal.  There  was  no  more 
retreating. 


But  let  us  be  modest.  The  number 
of  American  fighting  soldiers  was  about 
750,000,  or  the  number  of  German 
soldiers  released  by  the  armistice  with 
Austria.  Our  total  casualties  were 
237,000.  The  number  of  casualties  of 
the  Allies  —  or  our  "associates,"  if 
you  prefer— was  12,000,000,  Our 
war  ships  in  the  North  Sea  equaled 
only  2  percent  of  the  British  grand 
fleet. 


The  Americans  wholly  unprepared y 
did  wonderfully  well.  They  have 
2,000,000  soldiers  in  France  and  were 
prepared  to  send  2,000,000  more  soon. 
The  Americans  made  the  victory  of 
the  Allies  absolutely  certain  and  swift.

Long  Beach  enacted  a  "  blue  law  " 
imposing  a  fine  for  kissing  in  public.

W.  six-hour  working  day  resolution, 
"without  reduction  of  pay,"  said  that 
after  the  war  there  will  be  four  men 
after  every  job,  and  urged  the  Govern" 
ment  not  to  demobolize  the  Army  and 
Navy  for  several  years  after  the  war, 
so  that  high  wages  and  plenty  of  work 
(and  strikes  and  the  high  cost  of  liv- 
ing) be  continued. 

The  Government  discontinued  all 
Sunday  and  overtime  work  in  an  East- 
ern shipyard.  The  poor  patriots,  who 
had  been  earning  only  $57  a  week, 
promptly  struck,  though  they  delayed 
supplies  for  our  boys  in  France.

When  the  "  high  "  or  "ordinary" 
gave  way  to  the  "safety''  bicycle,  over 
thirty  years  ago,  the  riders — "bikers" 
soon  became  speed  crazy.

A  mortgagee  has  no  such  interest  in 
mortgaged  property  as  will  enable  him 
to  sell  it  and  convey  title  thereto  with- 
out consent  of  the  mortgagor,  or  by  a 
foreclosure  as  provided  by  law.  — 
Moore  v.  Edgeman,  175  P.  205. 

GENERAL 
Farms  For  Soldiers 

The  Forward  to  Farms  movement 
contemplates  supplying  returned  sol- 
diers with  farms  in  car-load  lots,  with 
one  mule,  one  cow,  two  pigs,  and  one 
dozen  chickens,  and  one  well.  Just 
why  the  returning  soldier  should  not 
return  to  his  former  work  is  not  ex- 
plained.. He  is  to  be  sentenced  (by 
these  uplifters)  to  life  on  a  farm  "with 
five  acres  cleared"  and  "implements," 
with  twenty  years  to  pay.  Apparent- 
ly the  soldier  has  not  been  consulted. 
But  if  he  will  not  go  and  work  to  feed 
two  pigs,  the  people  of  East  Side  are 
to  be  persuaded  to  exchange  the  bright 
lights  for  candles  and  spades.

Servant  injured  by  street  railroad's  negli- 
gence, by  beginning  action  against  it  for 
damages  before  he  gave  notice  to  his  own 
employer's  workaien's  compensation  insurer 
of  any  claim  under  Compensation  Act, 
made  election  between  such  inconsistent 
remedies,  binding  him  as  well  as  street 
railroad.— Labuff  v.  Worcester  Consol.  St. 
Ry.  Co.,  120  N.  E.  381. 

Mere  proof  by  servant  that  his  eye  was 
injured  by  small  bits  of  rock  flying  into  it 
by  reason  of  another  servant  breaking  rock 
with  a  hammer  in  a  mine,  without  any 
showing  that  the  other  servant  was  careless, 
or  that  breaking  rock  at  such  place  was  im- 
praper  or  unusual,  was  insufficient,  under 
the  doctrine  of  res  ipsa  loquitur,  to  show 
negligence.  —  Suborich  v.  Alaska  United 
Gold  Mining  Co.,  251  F.  885. 

HERNIA 

Where  an  employee  affected  with  disease 
receives  a  personal  injury  under  circum- 
stances entitling  him  to  compensation  had 
no  disease  been  involved,  and  such  disease 
is  materially  hastened  to  a  final  culmina- 
tion by  the  injury,  an  award  under  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  may  be  had 
if  the  injury  resulted  from  accident. — Puri- 
tan Bed  Spring  Co.  v.  Wolfe,  120  N.  E.  417. 

BURNED    BY   CIGARETTE 

The  worker  was  also  a  cigarette  smoker. 
In  the  course  of  his  employment  he  ran  a 
nail  into  the  palm  of  his  hand,  and  a  band- 
age soaked  in  turpentine  was  wrapped 
around  it  to  relieve  the  pain.  He  con- 
tinued to  work,  and,  while  striking  a  match 
to  light  a  cigarette,  ignited  the  bandage  and 
severely  burned  his  hand.  The  Industrial 
Accident  Commission  of  California  awarded 
him  compensation  therefor,  and  the  em- 
ployer asked  review  by  the  court.  The 
Court  of  Appeals  affirmed  the  award,  and 
the  matter  was  then  transferred  to  the 
California   Supreme  Court.      This  tribunal 


adopts  the  opinion  of  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
in  connection  with  a  short  statement  of  its 
own,  all  of  which  is  published  in  173  Pa- 
cific Reporter,  1105,  under  the  title  of 
Whiting-Mead  Commercial  Co.  v.  Indus- 
trial Accident  Commission. 

IIEAT      STROKE       AN       ACCIDENT 

Stroke  from  direct  rays  of  sun,  heat 
stroke,  or  prostration  are  "accidental  in- 
juries," within  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act  (Pennsylvania),  it  being  immaterial 
whether  prostration  results  from  artificial 
heat  or  from  sun's  natural  heat,  directly  or 
through  heated  atmosphere,  if  exhaustion 
results  from  heat  in  course  of  employment, 

An  employee  overcome  by  heat  while 
working  at  his  employer's  lunch  counter  on 
a  hot  day  and  who  died  within  two  hours, 
suffered  an  "accidental  injury  in  the  course 
of  his  employment,"  within  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act,  so  that  his  widow  might 
recover  compensation.  —  Lane  v.  Horn  & 
Hardart  Baking  Co.,  104  A.  615.

We  wonder  how 
the  depositors  were  lulled  into  a  false 
sense  of  security,  in  a  small  city  like 
Santa  Rosa,  Cal.,  when  two  officials  of 
the  bank  were  stealing  large  sums  and 
speculating  with  the  stolen  money. 
Surely  there  were  some  hints. 

Depositors  and  policyholders  should 


try  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the  real 
condition  of  banks  and  insurance  com- 
panies.

The  Sutro  tunnel  is  to  plow  thru  the 
Comstock  lode  from  end  to  end,  at  a 
depth  of  2,000  feet,  and  then  mining 
will  be  easy  and  inexpensive,  and  the 
momentous  matters  of  drainage  and 
hoisting  and  hauling  of  ore  will  cease 
so  be  burdensome.  This  vast  work 
will  absorb  many  years  and  millions 
of  dollars.  The  tunnel  will  be  some 
eight  miles  long  and  will  no  doubt  de- 
velop astonishing  richness.  Cars  will 
carry  ore  thru  the  tunnel  and  dump 
it  in  the  mills,  doing  away  with  trans- 
portation by  mule  teams,  a  very  slow 
process.

California  Ground  Squirrel 

Perhaps  the  worst  animal  pest  in 
California  is  the  ground  scLuirrel.

knowledge  of  insurance  law— but  not 
too  much.'  Well,  I  never  expect  to 
know  too  much — but  just  enough  to 
prevent  my  doing  or  advising  any- 
thing foolish — as  adjustere  sometimes 
do." 

So  there  are  only  480,000  Germans 
in  this  country,  as  shown  by  the  war- 
time registration — a  little  more  than 
half  of  whom  are  males.  Where  are 
those  500,000  German  reservists  in  the 
U.  S.  who  were  to  leap  to  arms  at  the 
bidding  of  the  kaiser — and  swing  from 
lampposts  later?

Nothing  could  possibly  be  more  ridiculous 
than  the  Burly  zone  law.  The  zone  is  150 
miles  wide,  and  the  publisher  pays  an  in- 
creasing rate  per  pound  per  year  per  zone, 
on  the  advertising  pages,  which  alone  are 
read  or  worth  reading.  The  gain  to  the 
postal  revenue  is  nominal,  the  expense  of 
additional  postal  help  to  figure  out  all  the 
additional  cost  per  paper  per  zone  is  phe- 
nomenal. Government  never  does  any- 
thing well  or  cheap.  \Yhat  a  pi  there'll  be 
when  government  does  all  the  insuring! 


The  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  says 
its  task  is  only  one-third  done.  The  failure 
in  the  building  program  has  been  only  three 
percent.  The  cost  of  merchant  ships  built 
and  to  be  built  is  about  65  percent  more 
than  those  of  European  construction. 
Therefore  how  can  they  be  sold  ? 

The  United  Kailroad  (street-car)  of  San 
Francisco  demands  from  the  city  $6,870,130 
for  damages  caused  by  the  paralleling  of  its 
lines  by  the  municipal  railway.  The  city 
denies  liabihty  and  will  be  sued.  The 
federal  courts  will  doubtless  award  plaintiff 
damages  in  a  large  amount. 


The  San  Francisco  municipal  railways 
ailmittedly  lost  money  during  the  "flu" 
epidemic.  AVhen  the  soldiers  are  demobil- 
ized, a  large  source  of  revenue  will  be  lost, 
for  the  thousands  of  soldiers  at  the  Prenidio 
have  poured  nickels  into  the  mni'iicipal 
lines'  treasury  in  the  past  twenty  months. 
During  1915  the  Fair  gave  the  municipal 
railway  a  big  profit,  wliich  has  since  been 
spent.     Already  a  huge  deficit   is   in   sight. 


The  bureaucrats  at  Washington  are  tak- 
ing A  kindly  interest  in  the  scarcity  of 
paper,  although  nobody  asked  them  to. 
They  have  set  out  to  ston  thfe  paper  fanune, 


just  as  if  the  rising  prices  wouldn't  do  it. 
These  amiable  old  ladies  have  "requested" 
publishers  of  papers  (not  books)  to  curtail 
the  output.  Newspaper  men  have  been 
asked  to  cut  their  pages  and  their  acquaint- 
ances— that  is  to  say  their  exchangesand 
their  few  free  copies.  They  are  asked  to  no. 
longer  trust  their  lifelong  subscribers.  But 
meantime  the  Government  ( national  and 
state)  is  pouring  out  the  usual  floods  of 
pamphlets,  books  and  circulars  which  no- 
body reads;  and  the  influential  dailies  are 
not  asked  to  reduce  the  size  of  their  Sunday 
issues. 

And  yet  they  say  the  war  is  over! 

The  railway  ticket  offices  are  being  con- 
solidated in  one  office  on  a  side  street  where 
rent  is  cheap.  But  the  rent  of  the  vacated 
offices  must  be  paid  as  usual,  under  long 
leases.  Government  never  does  anything 
cheaply  nor  welly.

GOVERNMENT  LIFE  INSURANCE  WOULD  HURT  GENERAL  BUSINESS 

In  November  we  set  forth  j-early  totals  of  American  life  insurance 
— assets  accumulated  and  insurance  in  force.  While  there  are  unre- 
ported companies  and  their  figures,  these  totals  are  probably  over  90 
percent  of  the  actual  totals. 

We  assume  there  are  $6,000,000,000  assets  belonging  to  the  policy- 
holders. This  vast  business,  expressed  also  in  a  total  of  $19,000,000,- 
000  outstanding  insurance,  represents  an  immense  amount  of  private 
initiative,  energy,  experience,  judgment  and  hard  work,  in  placing  and 
keeping  the  business  on  the  books.  Life  insurance  flows  off  the  books, 
naturally  and  continuously,  and  must  be  replaced  in  large  amounts 
every  year.      It  is  increased  every  year. 

The  yearly  premium  income  and  the  yearly  interest  income  far 
exceed  expenses,  claims,  surrender  values  paid,  etc.,  and  the  great 
balance  is  yearly  invested  to  meet  the  increasing  mortalitj^  of  aging 
policyholders.  These  hundreds  of  millions  are  invested  in  bonds, 
mortgages,  etc.,  and  thereby  contribute  enormously  to  the  progress  of 
general  business  and  the  prosperity  of  the  whole  country. 

The  taking  over  of  this  great  business  by  the  government  (by 
politicians)  would  be  followed  by  a  gradual  decline  in  the  writing  of 
new  insurance  and  in  the  income  for  investment  in  the  bonds  of  pub- 
lic enterprises  and  in  safe  mortgages  on  improved  lots  and  lands. 

Life  insurance  savings,  held  in  trust  and  invested  every  month, 
every  week,  by  life  insurance  companies,  contribute  to  the  general  wel- 
fare and  stimulate  and  serve  business  just  in  proportion  to  their  increas- 
ing totals.  It  would  be  unfortunate  indeed  to  have  this  volume  of 
investments  decrease  because  of  the  loss  of  private  initiative,  energy 
and  originality.

PENNSYLVANIA 

Bone  V.  Detroit  Nat.  104  A.  742 
Gasoline 

Policy,  covering  a  hotel  and  the 
goods  therein,  with  riders  forbidding 
keeping  of  over  50  gallons  of  gasoline 
on  premises,  to  be  contained  in  tank  5 
feet  from  any  building,  and  more  than 
one  automobile  on  premises,  was  not 
violated  by  keeping  over  100  gallons 
200  feet  from  hotel,  or  by  keeping  two 
automobiles  in  barn  400  feet  away,  as 
"premises"  did  not  include  land,  or 
the  barn  which  was  not  insured. 
Possession  Under  Process 

Under  fire  policy,  in  terms  void  on 
any  change  in  interest,  title,  or  posses- 
sion, by  legal  process,  act  of  insured, 
etc.,  sheriff's  levy  on  insured  hotel 
and  goods,  in  possession  of  tenant, 
subject  to  levy,  was  not  a  change  of 
possession,  avoiding  the  policy. 

[Neither  the  location  of  the  tank 
nor  this  use  of  its  contents  was  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  fire  which 
caused  the  loss.] 


MISSOUURI 

Tinsley  v.  ^Etna,  205  S.  W.  78 
Forfeiture — Waiver 

Insurer  waives  right  to  forfeiture  of 
policy  where  with  knowledge  of  facts 
entitling  it  to  forfeiture  it  requires  in- 
sured, in  compliance  with  provisions 
of  the  policy,  to  do  some  act  or  acts 
incurring  trouble  or  expense. 


Nonwaiver   Agreement 

The  signing  by  insured  of  an  agree- 
ment whereby  insurer  does  not  waive 
conditions  by  investigating  cause  of 
fire  and  ascertaining  amount  of  loss 
does  not  protect  insurer  against  waiver, 
where  conditions  are  as  above. 
Steamboat  Insurance 

Under  Mo.  Rev.  St.  1909,  placing 
fire  insurance  on  ships,  steamboats, 
and  other  vessels  in  same  class  with 
insurance  on  houses,  buildings,  mer- 
chandise, and  furniture,  a  policy,  de- 
livered in  the  state  to  a  resident  of  the 
state,  insuring  a  steamboat  against  fire, 
is  a  "fire  insurance  policy,"  and  gov- 
erned by  the  fire  insurance  statutes  of 
the  state. 
Statutory  Provisions 

Pertinent    statutory    provisions    in 
force  when  the  policy  takes   effect  be- 
come as  much  a  part  of  the  insurance 
contract  as  if  embodied  therein. 
Pro  Rata  Clause 

Where  fire  policy  did  not  contain 
pro  rata  clause,  insured  inay  recover 
whole  amount,  although  there  was 
concurrent  insurance  on  the  property. 
Measure  of  Damage — Partial  Destruction 

In  action  on  fire  policy,  where  prop- 
erty was  partially  destroyed,  the 
amount  expended  by  insured  in  re- 
pairing property  will  not  be  taken  as 
the  measure  of  damage. 

We  still  believe  that  the-  custodian  of 
enemy  property  is  slow.  Herrick,  who  has 
re.^igned,  says  the  custodian  wants  only  a 
messenger  boy  and  not  an  expert  insurance 
adviser.

Rep.  955 
Arrangement  of  Words 

A  clumsy  arrangement  of  words, 
even  coupled  with  the  "comma  fault," 
will  not  be  allowed  to  contravene  a 
reasonable  interpretation  according  to 
the  intention  of  the  parties  at  the  time 
of  using  them. 

Nonpayment    of  Premium — Term   Insur- 
ance 

Provision  in  policy  that,  "if  the  in- 
sured, before  attaining  the  age  of  60 
years,  shall  furnish  due  proof  that  he 
has,  before  default  in  payment  of  any 
premium,  become  wholly  disabled, 
*  *  *  the  company  will  pay  for  the 
said  insured  all  premiums,''  required 
proof  of  disability  before  default  in 
payment  of  premium;  the  word  "has' ' 
being  a  present  tense  word  showing  in- 
tent of  parties  that  proof  of  disability 
should  be  furnished  before  default,  and 
such  being  intention  of  parties  par- 
ticularly in  view  of  "grace"  and  "con- 
sideration" provisions  of  policy  making 
it  "term  insurance.'' 


Automobile  Personal  Liability 

Where  chauffeur  driving  automobile  was 
agent  of  borrowers  of  car,  though  they  were 
not  in  it,  his  want  of  care  toward  third  per- 
sons in  eye  of  law  was  imputable  to  tliera, 
under  doctrine  of  respondenat  superior. 

A  passenger  in  an  automobile  was  not 
liable  for  injuries  to  third  person  caused  by 
negligence  of  chauffeur. 

Where  chauffeur  whose  negligence  caused 
injury  to  third  person  was  servant  of  plaintiff 
and  defendant,  judgment  could  not  be 
rendered  against  him,  and  also  against 
plaintiff  and  defendant  in  joint  suit  against 


them,  as  master  and  servant  cannot  be  held 
jointly  liable  for  servant's  negligent  act, 
except  for  trespass  at  command  of  master.— 
Hobbs  V.  Hurley,  104  A.  815. 


Liability  lasurance  Not  Liable 

Despite  assurances  of  agents  that  policy, 
as  written,  covered  all  accidents  to  em- 
ployees in  Ohio,  insurer  of  employer  against 
los.s  from  injuries  to  or  death  of  employee 
held  not  liable  on  any  ground  of  estopped 
for  loss  through  award  under  Oliio  Work- 
men's Compensation  Law;  policy  having 
excluded  any  obligation  under  any  compen- 
sation law. — Two  Rivers  Dredge  &  Dock  Co. 
V.  Maryland  Casualty  Co.  of  Baltimore,  169 
N.  W.  21)1. 


Parol  Binds 

Parol  insurance,  comprehending  the  sub- 
je<;t,  the  time  of  risk,  the  premium,  the 
parties,  and  the  amount  of  indemnity,  con- 
tains all  the  elements  essential  to  a  binding 
contract,  and  is  enforceable,  notwithstand- 
ing Rev.  r.aws  1910,  §  3403.— Massachusetts 
Bonding  &  Ins.  Co.  v.  Vance,  174  P.  548. 


Part  Premium  Still  Due 

Provision  in  policy  that,  if  any  portion  of 
the  premium  is  not  paid  when  due.  the 
policy  shall  be  of  no  effect  so  long  as  any 
portion  remains  unpaid,  is  valid. — Belk  v. 
Capital  Fire  Ins.  Co.  169  N.  W.  262. 


Landlord's  Liability 

Where  barber  rented  barber  shop  build- 
ing from  lumber  company  for  indefinite 
period  on  month  to  month  basis,  and  com- 
pany without  giving  notice  to  terminate  re- 
quired by  Code  1906,  §  2882  (Hemingway's 
Code,  §  2380),  entered  during  barber's  tem- 
porary absence  and  nailed  doors,  making  it 
iui  possible  for  barber  to  enter  and  remove 
his  effects,  lumber  company  was  liable  for 
damages. — Lay  v.  Great  Southern  Lumber 
Co.,  So.  822.

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Cancellation    of  Fire  Policy   Without    the 
Assured's  Knowledge  or    Consent 

Defendant  Local   Agent   Held    Responsible   for   Loss 

On  the  15th  instant,  before  Chief  Justice 
Falconbridge,  at  Hamilton,  Ont. ,  the  case 
of  Mutchmoor  v.  Shank  was  heard. 

The  plaintiff  in  this  action,  D.  A.  Mutch- 
moor, placed  18,000  fire  insurance  on  his 
property  with  the  defendant,  who  is  an 
insurance  agent,  for  a  term  of  years.  The 
defendant,  the  plaintiff  alleges,  renewed  the 
insurance  as  it  became  due  and  on  each  oc- 
casion assured  the  plaintiff  that  he  (Shunk) 
would  see  that  the  risk  was  properly  carried. 
In  the  year  1917  the  plaintiff  had  a  fire,  fol- 
lowing which  he  ascertained  that  a  policy 
in  the  Western  Insurance  Companj  for 
11,400  had  been  canceled  in  the  year  1916 
without  his  knowledge  or  consent.  The 
plaintiff  sought  to  recover  from  Silas  Shunk, 
the  defendant,  the  sum  of  $1,400  on  the 
ground  that  the  lapse  of  the  policy  and  its 
subsequent  loss  to  the  plaintiff  was  due  to 
the  neglect  of  the  defendant. 

The  action  was  listed  for  hearing  by  jury, 
but  the  chief  justice  decided  to  make  it  a 
non-jury  case,  and  after  hearing  the  evi- 
dence gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for 
$1,400,  the  full  amount  claimed. — The 
Chronicle,  Montreal. 


Legal  Points 

— Indemnity  policy,  binding  insurer  to 
defend  any  suit  against  the  insured  to  en- 
force a  claim  for  damages  covered  by  the 
policy,  whether  groundless  or  not,  required 
the  insurer  to  defend  every  action  in  which 
the  complaint  showed  a  claim  for  damages 
covered  by  the  policy,  notwithstanding  the 
suit  was  groundless  and  was  defeated,  and 
if  the  insurer  failed  to  defend  it  was  liable  to 
the  insured  for  the  cost  and  expenses  of  de- 
fending. —  Greer  Robbins  Co.  v.  Pacific 
Surety  Co.,  174  P.  110. 

Where  clause  in  Oklahoma  statutory 
standard  fire  insurance  policy  pi'ohibiting 
other  insurance  is  modified  by  clause  per- 
mitting  further    insurance   not   to   exceed 


three-fourths  value  of  property  and  limiting 
liability  to  insurer's  part  of  such  value,  other 
insurance  would  not  forfeit  policy  without 
specific  provision  therefor. — Springfield  Fire 
&  Marine  Ins.  Co.  v.  Dickey,  174  P.  235. 

AUTOMOBILE 

In  action  on  policy  for  $.3,000  for  destruc- 
tion of  automobile  by  fire,  where  evidence 
as  to  value  of  automobile  was  conflicting, 
instruction  that,  if  jurg  found  for  plaintiff, 
they  must  find  ior  face  value  of  policy,  was 
reversible  error. — Palatine  Ins.  Co.  of  Lon- 
don, England,  v.  Commerce  Trust  Co.,  175 
P.  930. 

attorney's  pee 
Allowance  of  $750  as  attorney's  fees  in 
action  on  $4,500  accident  policy,  where  case 
was  hotly  contested,  required  much  time  in 
preparation,  and  three  days  in  the  actual 
trial,  was  not  abuse  of  discretion.

Proc.  §§  1183,  1192,  au- 
thorizing mechanics'  liens,  an  owner  or  per- 
son having  an  interest  in  the  property,  who 
has  knowledge  of  an  improvement  being 
constructed  thereon,  may  relieve  himself 
from  liability  by  giving  notice  of  nonrespon- 
sibility.— Allen  v.  Wilson,  171  P.  661.

Demanding  and  being  refused  advances 
in  salaries— as  for  common  firemen  an  ad- 
vance of  from  $105  to  |150  a  month — the 
fire  department  of  Tacoma,  Wash.,  is  pre- 
paring to  quit  the  service  of  the  city  next 
week.  The  authorities  say  they  cannot 
raise  the  required  money. 

An  immediate  general  advance  in  insur- 
ance rates,  because  of  inefficient  fire  protec- 
tion, is  not  improbable. 

As  the  U.  S.  government  is  discharging 
many  ship  workmen  there  should  be  no 
serious  difficulty  in  replacing  the  strikers 
with  competent  men  needing  only  a  little 
training  and  experience  with  the  hose  and 
nozzle. 


Montreal  Police  and  Firemen  Strike 
and  Riot 

Montreal,  Dec.  9. — All  our  city  policemen 
and  firemen  are  on  strike  for  higher  pay, 
and  for  the  two-platoon  system.  The  lire- 
men  demand  $1,200,  $1,300  and  $1,400  a 
year,  according  to  years  of  service.  Tiie 
authorities  say  the  city  has  not  the  money 
to  pay  increased  salaries  to  any  employees. 
The  strikes  and  riots  are  the  results  of 
unionism. 


There  has  been  much  rioting,  there  being 
no  police  protection.  Street  robberies  and 
house  burglaries  have  been  numerous. 
Fire  stations  have  been  wrecked,  stores 
looted,  and  salvage  trucks  smashed.  Union 
mol)S  acted  like  bolshevists. 

The  captains  of  police  and  of  firemen  de- 
mand $2,000  instead  of  $1,600;  the  lieuten- 
ants, $1,800  instead  of  $1,300;  class  1  fire- 
men, $1,600  instead  of  $1,150. 


Death  of  Edward  F.  Beddall 

This  well  known  fire  underwriter  died  on 
December  8,  after  failing  in  health  for  some 
months.  We  condense  the  following  from 
the  biographical  sketch  in  the  Cyclopedia 
of  Insurance : 

Mr.  Beddall  was  president  of  the  Queen 
Ins.  Co.  of  America  and  United  States  at- 
torney for  the  Royal  Insurance  Company  of 
Liverpool,  and  president  of  the  Royal  In- 
demnity Co.  He  was  born  in  Essex,  Eng- 
land, May  1,  1839,  and  was  therefore  in  his 
80th  year. 

When  24  lie  first  engaged  in  insurance 
work  as  inspector  of  agencies  for  the  London 
office  of  the  Royal.  In  July,  1871,  he  was 
made  manager  of  the  Canadian  branch  of 
that  company,  and  two  years  later,  manager 
of  the  New  York  branch.  He  had  therefore 
been  connected  with  the  company  about 
fifty -five  years. 

Mr.  Beddall  visited  San  Francisco  and  ap- 
pointed RoUa  V.  Watt  the  Coast  manager 
of  the  Royal,  succeeding  E.  W.  Carpenter, 
in  March,  1894. 


Any  person  or  corporation  interfering 
with  the  efficiency  of  a  water  system  is  lia- 
ble for  damages.

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Agents     and     Brokers    Should    Ask    for 
Signed  Orders  and   Receipts 

Is  there  any  good  reason  why  the 
business  of  insurance  should  not  be 
conducted  by  agents  and  brokers  in  a 
business-like  way?  Binding  in  large 
amounts  on  agreed  contingencies,  are 
there  not  more  reasons  why  there 
should  be  more  system  and  thorough- 
ness and  signatures  than  practiced  and 
required  by  other  kinds   of    business? 

Anyone  who  regularly  reads  the 
Coast  Review's  court  insurance  de- 
cisions knows  that  there  are  many  dis- 
putes brought  before  judges  and  juries 
solely  because  of  the  un business-like 
methods  of  insurance  men.  We  read 
declarations  and  denials,  as  "I  told 
him  to  renew,''  "the  adjuster  said,'' 
"the  insured  declined  to  renew,"  "I 
have  no  recollection,"  "I  intended  to 
substitute  the  Merchants  policy,"  "I 
was  given  to  understand,''  and  so 
forth. 

Much  ill  feeling,  resentment,  litiga- 
tion and  loss  of  business  would  be 
avoided  if  agents  and  brokers  would 
carry  order  and  receipt  blanks  for  ap- 
plicants and  policyholders  to  sign.  In 
these  days  of  thoroughness,  system, 
and  receipt  and  order  books,  no 
straightforward  person  will  object  to 
signing  applications,  orders,  instruc- 
tions, renewals,  declinations  of  re- 
newals, receipt  of  policies,  etc. 

Put  it  all  in  black  and  white.  Trust 
not  your  memory,  nor  the  memory  and 
honesty  of  the  policyholder  or  appli- 
cant. Nor  should  he  trust  yours,  nor 
if  an  honest  person  will  he  resent  your 
methodical  and  safe  and  satisfactory 
waj^s  of  doing  business. 


May  Levy  60   Per  Cent  Assessment 

The  Security  Mutual  Fire  of  Chat- 
field,  Minn.,  was  so  badly  scorched  by 
the  recent  forest  fires  that  it  will  levy 
a  big  assessment  on  its  policyholders — 
probably  60  percent. 


Selling     German-Owned    Companies  at 
Auction 

On  November  21  the  alien  property 
custodian  began  selling  U.  S.  branches 
of  German  insurance  companies,  and 
also  the  stock  companies  owned  by 
Germans  in  this  country. 

The  premiums  reported  generally 
show  a  decline  since  our  entry  into  the 
war.  Of  the  sixteen  German  com- 
panies (including  the  German-owned 
Swiss  National)  ten  were  reinsurers, 
one  is  a  life  company,  and  two  are  ex- 
clusively marine.  All  will  be  lic[ui- 
dated.  It  is  known,  also,  that  several 
Scandinavian  and  Russian  reinsurance 
companies  are  owned  by  Germans. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  all  the 
allied  countries  will  prohibit  German 
companies  from  doing  business  in  their 
territories  for  many  years — if  ever. 


Henry  Ward,  who  had  been  an  account- 
ant and  statistician  at  the  head  office  of  the 
Fireman's  Fund  for  forty-one  and  one-half 
years,  died  of  a  stroke  of  apoplexy  on  No- 
vember 21,  1918.  He  retired  from  active 
service  on  December  31,  1915.  Mr.  Ward 
attended  Mr.  Faymonville's  funeral  Some 
of  our  readers  will  recall  Mr.  Ward  pleas- 
antly as  a  dignified  and  courtly  gentleman 
who  always  wore  a  silk  hat  on  the  street.

In  ad- 
dition the  subscribed  but  unpaid  capital 
is  $13,275,000.  Deducting  all  the  life 
and  special  trust  funds  there  is  left 
$85,964,480  fire,   marine,  etc.,  funds. 

The  total  annual  income  exceeds 
$57,000,000.  The  net  fire  premiums 
for  the  year  amounted  to  $22,729,830, 
a  gain  of  over  $2,600,000.  The  net 
marine  premiums  were  $4,463,855. 
The  fire  and  marine  premium  income 
combined  was  $27,193,685.  The  fire 
loss  ratio  was  48.3  percent. 

The  accident  department  net  prem- 
ium income  was  $19,433,465.  This 
brings  the  total  premium  income  of 
the  Commercial  Union,  exclusive  of 
the  life  department,  up  to  $46,627,150. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast  the  Commercial 
Union  made  gains  in  1916  and  19i7  in 
premiunas  up  to  the  $700,000  class. 
The  Pacific  department,  which  includes 
the  Palatine  of  London  and  the  Com- 
mercial Union  of  New  York  as  well, 
hag  entered  the  million  class  and  main- 
tains a  moderate  average  loss  ratio.

R.  C.  Med- 
craft,  an  underwriter  of  long  ex- 
perience, the  assistant  manager,  is  now 
the  acting  manager.

In  a  dense  fog,  early  December  14,  the 
San  Francisco  bay  steamer  Sehome,  bound 
for  Vallejo,  was  rammed  by  the  bay  steamer 
General  Frisbie.  The  latter  was  not  seriously 
damaged. 

The  Sehome  sank  as  soon  as  the  ramming 
boat  drew  away.  All  passengers  saved. 
Cargo  sunk  included  five  autos.  Sunk  boat 
about  thirty  years  old,  but  had  been  rebuilt 
recently.

San  Francisco  Insurance   Brokers'  Exchange  Objects 
to  Its  Engaging  in  Fire  Insurance 

The  Insurance  Brokers'  Exchange  has 
appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the 
Stockholders'  Auxihary  Corporation  (of  the 
Bank  of  Italy  of  San  Francisco  and  else- 
where), which  is  engaging  in  tire  insurance 
on  a  considerable  scale,  as  general  agents 
of  the  Nevada  Fire,  as  previously  annonnced 
in  the  Coast  Review.  Henry  Manheim  of 
Manheim  &  Dibbern,  brokers,  is  chairman 
of  the  committee. 

The  stockholders  of  the  Stockholders' 
Auxiliary  are  stockholders  of  the  Bank  of 
Italy,  share  for  share.  The  Nevada,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters, 
had  on  January  1st  (as  shown  in  Coast  Re- 
view Fire  Chart)  $204,510  capital  and  $53,- 
722  net  surplus.  Premium  income  last  year 
was  $41,257.  The  company  is  over  eleven 
years  old  and  has  heretofore  confined  its 
business  to  the  Sage  Brush  state. 

The  bank  probably  has  $20,000,000  of  in- 
surance payable  to  it  as  mortgagee  or  as 
owner.  .  It  has  eighteen  branches.  The 
commission  possibilities  are  tempting. 

The  Stockholders'  Auxiliary,  organized 
in  June,  1917,  has  never  been  a  member  of 
the  Insurance  Brokers'  Exchange.  The 
brokers  contend  that  in  accepting  commis- 
sions on  their  own  business  both  Stockhold- 
ers and  Bank  are  violating  the  anti-rebate 
law  of  California. 

The  Stockholders'  Auxiliary  manager,  a 
Mr.  Douglas  from  St.  Louis,  says  that  the 
general  agency  of  larger  companies  has  been 
offered  and  will  be  accepted. 

So  there  are  possibilities  of  serious  trou- 
ble. The  companies,  the  agents,  and  tiie 
brokers  may  lose  considerable  business 
hitherto  written  on    mortgagors'    property. 

Manager  W.  W.  Douglas  is  quoted  as  say- 
ing: 

"We  do  not  want  to  take  outside  business 
from  any  other  corporation,  or  from  any 
other  broker,  but  the  bank  has  many  cus- 
tomers who  ask  it  to  look  after  their  insur- 
ance business  on  properties  in  which  the 
bank  is  interested.     Asa  matter  of   accom- 


modation the  bank  does  so,  through  the 
Auxiliary  Corporation." 

He  also  says: 

"If  the  brokers  compel  us  to  adopt  an 
aggressive  policy,  it  will  be  a  vigorous  one." 

The  appointment  of  the  bank  as  genera\ 
agents  is  still  under  consideration.  Both 
brokers  and  local  agents  everywhere  are 
"up  in  arms"  and  firing  at  short  and  long 
range.  Committes  have  met,  wires  are 
sounding,  and  threats  are  heard. 

On  the  surface  it  would  seem  that  the 
appointment  and  engagement  in  business 
are  regular,  but  brokers  object  that  the 
tiling  is  irregular  and  is  essentially  a  viola- 
tion of  the  anti-rebate  law. 

Tiie  Nevada  company  is  in  the  center  of 
the  storm  too.

Sam  B.  Stoy,  Esq.,  Manager,  San  Francisco,  Cal., 
Dear  Sir: 

The  Great  War  is  over.  Germany 
has  collapsed,  and  the  greatest  struggle  tor 
Civilization  has  come  to  a  wonderful  end. 
Kiglit  has  triunaphed,  and  the  pei'petrators 
of  a  colossal  crime  have  met  their  fate. 
The  world  can  breathe  freely  once  more.

Relationship  of  Dentistry  to  Health 
Conservation 


From  an  Address  by  Harvey  J.  Burkhardt,  D.  D.  S., 
at  Annual  Meeting  of  Association  of  Life  Insur- 
ance Presidents,  Dec.  6,  1918 

It  is  only  within  a  very  few  years  that 
any  considerable  number  of  people  have 
appreciated  the  value  of  clean  mouths  and 
good  teeth.  The  services  of  a  dentist  were 
sought  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  relief  in 
acute  toothache,  the  repair  of  broken  teeth, 
or  providing  artificial  substitutes.  Not 
many  people  have  visited  a  dentist  because 
of  an  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  the 
mouth  is  a  breeding  place  for  many  different 
germs  of  disease,  and  therefore  should  be 
kept  in  a  hygienic  condition.  A  woefu 
ignorance  exists  even  today  of  the  far-reach- 
ing effect  upon  the  general  health  of  patho- 
logical conditions  about  the  mouth.  Medical 
examiners  for  life  insurance  companies, 
industrial  establishments,  etc.,  pay  partic- 
ular attention  to  unusual  conditions  in  every 
part  of  the  body  except  the  mouth.  Small 
boils  and  pimples  are  usually  scrutnized 
with  great  care  to  determine  if  there  is  any 
condition  that  might  make  the  applicant  a 
poor  risk.  There  might  be  a  dozen  foci  of 
infection  in  the  mouth,  pouring  their  poison 
germs  into  the  blood  stream  and  the  stom- 
ach,  but  little,  if  any,  attention  is  paid  to 
these. 

This  lack  of  recognition  of  dental  lesions 
is  not  confined  to  the  laity.  The  medical 
profession  itself  has  been  slow  to  realize  the 
importance  of  proper  mouth  conditions. 
There  has  often  been  an  antagonism  be- 
tween physicians  and  dentists,  and  the 
patient  has  been  made  to  suffer,  on  account 
of  a  lack  of  reasonable  co-operation,  but 
happily  these  conditions  are  fast  passing 
away.  Medical  men  now  realize  that  many 
cases  of  chronic  diseases,  acute  diseases  and 
special  local  diseases  come  from  mouth 
infections.  For  example — neuritis,  sciatica, 
acute  paralysis,  etc.  Ulcerated  stomach, 
diseases  of  the  gall  bladder,  appendicitis, 
etc.,  are  often  caused   by   local   infections. 


Cases  might  be  cited  of  rheumatism,  neuri. 
tis,  arthritis,  chronic  valvular  disease  of  the 
heart  and  many  others  that  have  been 
greatly  relieved  or  cured  by  proper  dental 
attention. 

Bacteria  may  enter  the  body  in  various 
ways,  but  the  most  common  situation  is  in 
the  mouth.  There  are  many  places  about 
the  mouth  to  harbor  germs  of  infection — 
carious  cavities  in  the  teeth,  pyorrhea  pock- 
ets, abscesses  about  the  roots  of  the  teeth, 
the  tonsils,  etc. 

That  disease  germs  found  in  the  mouth  are 
a  prolific  source  of  disturbance  in  other 
parts  of  the  body  has  been  conclusively 
proven  by  investigations  made  by  Rosenow 
and  other  eminent  authorities,  who  have 
been  able  to  produce,  with  bacteria  cultures 
from  man,  similar  diseases  in  animals. 
Eminent  medical  practitioners  and  health 
authorities  are  alive  to  the  fact  that  mouth 
sanitation  offers  a  prompt  and  permanent 
cure  for  many  of  the  ills  of  the  body. 

The  X-ray  has  been  of  very  great  value 
in  diagnosing  many  of  the  conditions  to  be 
found  about  the  mouth  and  particularly 
about  the  roots  of  the  teeth.  Medical  men 
have  for  some  time  I'ecognized  the  fact  that 
many  disturbances  in  remote  parts  of  the 
body  have  been  caused  by  infected  teeth, 
and  that  a  removal  of  the  cause  has  resulted 
in  a  speedy  restoration  to  normal  health, 
but  a  correction  of  dental  disturbances  has 
not  always  been  a  cure  for  every  other  ill. 
Much  harm  has  come  from  the  insistence 
by  the  medical  man  upon  the  extraction  of 
all  teeth  showing  a  rarefied  area  in  the  pic- 
ture. At  the  same  time  considerable  dam- 
age has  been  done  by  dentists  in  an  unrea- 
sonable insistence  upon  saving  every  tooth. 
Medical  and  dental  practitioners  will  in  the 
end  accomplish  far  greater  results,  and  will 
be  rendering  a  much  more  valuable  service 
to  their  patients,  if,  instead  of  a  blind  insist- 
ence upon  their  individual  opinions,  they 
will  co-operate  with  each  other  more  cordial- 
ly and  decide  upon  operative  procedures 
only  after  reading  and  interpreting  the 
pictures  in  connection  with  the  history  of 
each  case.  By  so  doing  much  needless  and 
ruthless  extraction  of  useful  and  valuable 
teeth  will  cease.     Of  course,  it  goes  without 
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saying  that  any  competent  dentist  will  give 
the  benefit  of  the  doubt  to  the  patient, 
rather  than  insist  upon  the  retention  of  a 
tooth  that  is  a  menace  to  health.  Equally 
so  the  medical  man  should  realize  the  im- 
portance of  retaining  healthy  teeth  for  the 
purposes  for  wiiich  they  are  intended. 

There  are  many  well-authenticated  cases 
of  a  complete  restoration  to  health  and  nor- 
mal function  by  people  suffering  from  insan- 
ity, and  the  various  nervousdisorders,  caused 
in  many  cases  by  nerve  pressure  from  une- 
rupted  and  impacted  teeth.  It  is  also  well 
known  that  many  cures  are  effected,  partic- 
ularly in  rheumatism  and  neuritis,  by  re- 
moving sources  of  infection  about  the  mouth 
and  teeth. 

The  value  of  the  work  of  the  dentist  is 
recognized  by  medical  authorities,  health 
officers,  school  authorities,  the  United  States 
Government  and  prominent  business   men.

In  1893  he  was  engaged  in  life  in- 
surance work,  in  Oregon,  and  some  time 
later  was  general  agent  in  San  Francisco  for 
a  surety  company,  which  soon  retired  from 
the  state  and  reinsured. 

In  1906  Mr.  Morgan  and  his  brother,  Mr. 
D.  B.,  went  to  Seattle  and  successfully  es- 
stablished  the  Northern  Life  Ins.  Co.  The 
brothers  had  yearsof  experience  in  practical 
life  insurance. 

Mr.  Morgan  was  a  thorough  student  of 
political  economy  and  of  life  insurance,  and 
was  an  insurance  actuary.  He  perfected 
the  well  known  combination  policies  of  the 
Northern  Life,  which  have  stood  the  test  of 
time  and  are  of  proved  popularity. 

The  deceased  was  of  most  agreeable  per- 
sonality, with  a  kindly,  lovable  disposition.

Even  the  strength  of  the  slender  wooden 
shank  is  determined  to  make  certain  that  it 
is  not  of  the  easily  broken  variety  which 
might  permit  the  scattering  about  the  home 
of  dangerous  unburned  bulbs.

DIED  ON  NOVEMBER  11,1918 
Ex-President  of  the   Fireman's   Fund    Insurance  Company 

There  departed  this  life  last  month,  in  San  Francisco,  one  of  the  best  known  and  test 
beloved  fire  insurance  men— B.  Faymonville— whose  untimely  death  is  mourned  by  many  men 
as  a  personal  loss,  the  loss  of  a  real  friend.  Mr.  Faymouville  was  born  in  an  Illinois  village, 
a  suburb  of  Chicago.  When  but  a  boy,  in  1874,  he  was  employed  in  a  real  estate  and  insur- 
ance office  in  that  city.  In  1877  he  moved  to  Fresno,  Cal,,  where  he  secured  the  agency  of 
forty-three  insurance  companies.  In  1881  he  was  appointed  a  special  agent  for  the  Fireman's 
Fund  ;  in  1887,  assistant  secretary  ;  in  1890,  secretary ;  in  1893,  second  vice  president ;  iu  1900,  first 
vice  president;  in  January,  1914,  president  of  the  company,  succeeding  Wni  J.  Piitton,  retired 
February,  19L7,  because  of  ill  health,  Mr.  Faymouville  resigned  the  presidency,  "as  of  April  1." 
Subsequently  he  visited  a  health  resort  and  was  in  a  hospital  a  short  time  before  he  was  stricken 
on  the  golf  links. 


Misrepresentation  Never  Pays 
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MARINE  INSURANCE 

Extracts  from    Address    of    President    of 
Insurance  Institute  of  London 

After  the  war  there  will  be  many  difficult 
problems  for  the  underwriters  to  deal  with, 
and  possibly  the  greatest  of  all  will  be  com- 
petition owing  to  the  large  number  of  new 
insurance  companies  which  have  been  es- 
tablished since  the  war,  as  you  will  see  when 
I  tell  you  that  the  number  of  companies 
transacting  marine  insurance  in  London  at 
the  present  time  is  118,  as  compared  with 
57  in  1913,  an  increase  of  over  100  per  cent; 
the  number  of  British  companies  at  the 
present  time  is  91,  as  compared  with  only 
45  in  1913. 

The  increase  in  the  United  States  is  still 
greater,  as  there  are  at  the  present  time  78 
American  companies  as  compared  with  only 
30  in  1913 — an  increase  of  over  150  per  cent. 

IN   GERMANY 

In  other  parts  of  the  world  there  have 
been  many  new  companies  started  since 
1913.  I  have  not  taken  into  account  the 
possible  increase  in  Germany,  as  there  are 
no  reliable  statistics  available,  but  I  believe 
they  have  already  formed  a  large  insurance 
company  with  a  capital  of  40,000,000  marks 
and  guaranteed  by  the  German  government 
to  take  all  excess  lines  of  German  compan- 
ies. If  this  scheme  matures  it  will  probably 
lead  to  very  keen  competition  between 
British  and  German  underwriters  for  neu- 
tral business. 

THREE    TIMES   AS    MUCH   BUSINESS 

In  comparing  the  amount  of  insurance 
that  will  be  required  after  the  war  as  com- 
pared with  the  year  1913,  there  are  so  many 
factors  to  take  into  consideration  that  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  form  a  reliable  opinion 
on  the  subject,  but  I  think  we  may  assume 
that  for  a  period  of  at  least  three  years 
values  will  remain  very  high  both  for  cargo 
and  hull  insurances— probably  an  average 
of  150  to  200  percent  higher  than  in    1913. 

If  this  assumption  is  correct  it  means  that 
the  market  should  be  in  a  position  to  take 
three  times  as  much  as  it  was  able  to  do  in 
1913.     The  market  in  London  will    be   able 


to  take  at  least  four  times  as  much  as  it  did 
in  1913,  owing  to  the  establishment  of  many 
new  companies  and  underwriters  since  the 
war  and  to  the  increased  lines  the  pre-war 
companies  and  underwriters  will  be  in  a 
position  to  write  owing  to  increase  in  their 
reserves;  and  there  certainly  ought  to  be  no 
necessity  for  government  competition  after 
the  war,  as  the  market  will  be  large  enough 
to  absorb  whatever  values  are  required  at 
reasonable  rates. 

IDLE   IN   PEACE  TIME 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  tonnage  there 
are  at  tiie  present  time  a  very  large  number 
of  vessels  employed  which  will  find  a  great 
difficulty  in  obtaining  employment  in  peace 
time;  there  are  sailing  vessels  upwards  of 
40  years  old  which  before  the  war  had  been 
used  as  hulks,  new  wooden  vessels  hurriedly 
put  together  and  made  of  unseasoned  tim- 
ber, concrete  vessels  which  have  yet  to 
prove  themselves  able  to  stand  winter  gales 
— and  underwriters  will  be  asked  to  insure 
all  these  unwanted  vessels  and  in  some  in- 
stances will  do  so  only  at  their  peril. 

INFERIOR   SECURITY 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  new  insur- 
ance companies  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  policyholder  to 
look  very  carefully  at  the  security  he  ob- 
tains, and  it  must  be  remembered  that  at 
the  present  time  marine  insurance  can  be 
carried  on  in  this  country  by  any  individual 
or  company  who  is  prepared  to  accept  prem- 
ium, no  deposit  or  license  being  required  by 
the  government.  Heavy  deposits  and  li- 
cense fees  are  required  in  nearly  all  other 
countries,  including  most  of  the  colonies, 
and  new  fire  and  life  companies  have  to  de- 
posit £20,000  with  the  British  government 
now  for  the  security  of  policyholders — a 
regulation  which  should  be  applied  to  ma- 
rine offices,  and  in  proportion,  to  individuals 
who  cover  marine  risks.

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Forty-Six  Years  in  the  Insurance  Business, 
Thirty-Six  Years  With  the  Sun  of  Lon- 
don, He  Retires  to  Private  Life 

United  States  Manager  Guile,  as  an- 
nounced some  time  ago,  will  retire  from  ac- 
tive business  on  December  31,  the  directors 
of  the  Sun  Insurance  Office  of  London  hav- 
ing granted  his  request.  He  finishes  forty- 
six  years  of  insurance  service,  which  began 
in  Liverpool,  his  birthplace,  as  clerk  in  the 
office  of  the  Royal  Insurance  Company. 

Mr.  Guile  will  be  65  years  old  on  May  5, 
1919,  and  has  not  been  in  the  best  of  health 
for  some  time  past.  He  will  doubtless  find 
a  pleasanter  climate  in  which  to  enjoy  life 
with  improved  health. 

It  was  in  1882  that  Mr.  Guile,  then  28, 
W'ent  to  London  and  entered  the  service  of 
the  Sun.  , A  vacancy  occurring  in  the  staff 
of  the  United  States  branch,  then  at  Water- 
town,  N.  Y.,  in  May,  1885,  Mr.  Guile  was 
sent  to  fill  it,  with  the  title  of  secretary;  a 
year  later  he  was  appointed  assistant  man- 
ager. 

In  December,  1886,  at  the  age  of  only  32, 
Mr.  Guile  was  appointed  United  States 
manager,  succeeding  Mr.  Gilbert,  who  had 
died  suddenly.  This  month  completes  thir- 
ty-two years'  service  as  manager  of  the 
American  department  of  the  Sun. 

Under  his  management  both  the  premium 
income  and  the  assets  of  the  United  States 
branch  have  trebled  in  volume.  The  prem- 
iums have  increased  from  about  $1,000,000 
to  $3,000,000.  The  assets  have  increased 
from  $1,811,000  to  $5,307,000. 

In  his  long  and  successful  career  as  an 
underwriter  in  this  country  Manager  Guile 
has  made  many  friends  for  the  Sun  and  for 
himself.

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THE  TWISTER 

Reprinted    from  The    Coast     Review     of 
San  Francisco 

In  life  insurance  there  are  notorious 
insurance  solicitors  who  are  known  as 
"twisters"  It  is  their  underhand  business 
and  their  profit  to  "twist"  a  policyholder 
from  one  company  into  another  company 
which  pays  them  a  high  commission  for 
their  dirty  work. 

The  twister  works  by  artful  misrepresenta- 
tions and  by  brazen  falsehoods.  He  tries  to 
make  you  dissatisfied  with  your  present 
policy  and  your  company.  He  cares  not  a 
farthing  for  your  interests.  It  is  only  his 
commission  that  he  cares  for. 

The  twister  is  not  to  be  trusted  in  any  re- 
spect. He  is  a  liar  by  nature  and  by  choice. 
As  he  must  lie  to  you  to  persuade  you  to 
abandon  your  present  protection  and  substi- 
tute a  policy  in  another  company  (inevitably 
at  a  higher  net  cost),  so  he  will  certainly  lie 
to  yon  about  the  new  policy  which  he  recom- 
mends to  you  and  about  the  company  which 
pays  him  his  enticing  commission. 

The  life  insurance  twister  is  not  only  dis- 
honest but  he  is  lazy.  He  is  too  lazy  to 
hunt  up  and  persuade  men  who  are  unin- 
sured or  who  need  and  can  afford  additional 
insurance.  "What  he  is  looking  for  is  the 
policyholder  who  is  already  convinced  of 
the  need  and  value  of  family  protection ; 
and  when  found  the  twister  will  not  toil  to 
induce  him  to  take  out  additional  insurance. 

The  twister  is  not  only  lazy  but  he  is 
felonious.  He  is  a  thief.  He  steals  the  good 
name  of  your  company,  and  by  prevailing 
on  you,  by  deception,  to  withdraw  from  it 
and  enter  the  company  which  pays  him  a 
percentage  commission  he  steals  the  product 
of  the  work  of  another  man,  which  has  been 
paid  for  by  your  company. 

If  you  trust  a  liar  and  a  thief  and  if  you 
sympathize  with  laziness,  do  not  show  the 
tivister  the  door,  but  give  him  audience  in 
your  office  or  home,  believe  implicitly  all 
that  he  tells  you,  pin  your  confidence  in  the 
strange  company  that  knowingly  employs 
as  its  representative  a  man  without  princi- 
ple; and  then  allow  him   to   prove   to    his 


pleasing  profit  that  you  are  "a  sucker"  by 
giving  up  your  old  policy,  forfeiting  real 
advantages,  and  subtituting  a  new  policy,  at 
a  higher  net  cost  decorated  with  the  rain- 
bow promises  of  an  unprincipled  solicitor. 

Be  wise,  and  first  write  to  your  company 
all  about  it.

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SELLING  LIFE  INSURANCE 


The  Best  System 

There  is  no  best  system  for  writing  and 
closing  a  life  application. 

"The  best  system,"  not  unlike  new  op- 
portunities, which  are  born  at  every  sun- 
rise, follows  every  new  policy  sold.  The 
man  who  fails  to  grasp  that  fact  will  never 
become  a  million-a-year  salesman— possibly 
never  reach  the  $100,000  mark. 

In  the  business  of  selling  life  insurance— 
indeed  in  that  of  all  selling—a  course  in 
practical  experience  is  absolutely  essential 
to  even  a  moderate  degree  of  success.  We 
mean  by  "a  course,"  a  considerable  time 
devoted  exclusively  to  seeing  people,  talk- 
ing life  insurance  to  them,  and  thinking 
deeply,  seriously  and  earnestly  about  the 
work.  "How  long,"  do  you  ask?  Well, 
let's  say  from  two  to  ten  years.  "Oh, 
that's  a  long  time  to  wait!"  you  will  doubt- 
less say.  True,  but  the  foundations  for  sub- 
stantial incomes  are  laid  slowly— brick  by 
brick,  so  to  say. 

The  lawyer  devotes  four  years  or  more  to 
study,the  doctor  five  to  six,  and  if  either 
makes  a  fair  living  over  the  first  tan  years, 
he  is  fortunate. 

The  life  agent  has  this  advantage  over  the 
doctor  and  the  lawyer:  He  may  practice  his 
profession  while  studying  and,  if  particularly 
bright,  may  make  a  fair  living  from  the  very 
start.  But  no  matter  how  bright,  if  he  does 
not  learn  a  new  lesson  from  every  new  app, 
and  if  he  does  not  give  close  and  studious 
attention  to  his  work,  he  will  not  make  big 
money  at  it. 

New  agents  could  hardly  be  supposed  to 
know  that  tlie  averayre  age  of  policyholders 
and  the  average  size  of  policies  have  in- 
creased greatly  withiu  the  last  five  years. 
But  men  of  experience  and  alertness  saw  the 
opening  for  such  an  enlargement  of  their 
chances,  and  brought  it  about  by  going  after 
the  business.  They  made  a  harder  drive 
for  older  men,  and  they  pushed  up  the  size 
of  policies  to  meet  the  new  conditions— the 
inflation  of  dollars,  the  high  cost  of  living, 

etc. 

Ah,  this  selling  of  life  insurance  is  a  great 


game,  and  the  rewards  are  rich  to  the  suc- 
cessful! "The  best  system"  is  an  unknown 
quantity,  but  he  who  has  discovered  when 
and  to  whom  to  offer  his  goods  at  wholesale 
only,  is  on  his  way  to  the  million-a-year 
class.  —Mo.  State  Life  Bulletin. 


Back  to  the  Farm 

Our  wealth  comes  from  the  land.  We 
must  have  the  farm,  the  mines  and  all  the 
wealth  that  is  brought  from  the  earth  by 
the  labor  of  man  in  order  to  live. 

Then  why  not  seek  the  farmer?  Why 
not  write  business  at  the  very  fountain  head? 
Through  all  the  year  the  farmer  has  been 
urged  to  produce  to  the  very  limit.  Farm 
bureaus  have  assisted  him  to  get  the  neces- 
sary workers  so  that- he  might  have  the 
largest  crops  possible.  In  consequence 
there  has  been  a  phenomenal  yield  and  the 
farmer  has  greater  purchasing  power,  for 
the  world  must  be  fed  and  looks  to  this 
country  to  do  it. 

Wherever  men  meet  the  talk  turns  to  the 
farmer  and  what  may  be  expected  of  him 
and  what  business  can  be  secured  through 
him.  One  general  agent  writes  that  people 
in  the  city  have  had  more  demands  upon 
them  in  the  way  of  funds  to  carry  on  war 
work  and  that  the  high  prices  aflfect  them 
more  than  they  do  the  farmer,  therefore  all 
life  insurance  men  would  do  well  to  leave 
the  city  streets  and  go  to  the  country  for 
their  business. 

The  crops  are  gathered,  the  farmer's 
purse  is  full,  the  weather  is  all  that  could  be 
desired  for  country  work— why  do  you  stay 
in  town? 

It  DOES  require  a  bit  more  exertion  to  get 
out.  If  you  haven't  a  car  you  must  take 
early  trains,  you  must  endnre  the  inconven- 
iences of  travel,  but  was  anything  worth 
wliile  ever  won  without  effort,  and  isn't  the 
reward  in  this  case— greater  business  for 
your  company,  the  help  you  extend  to  the 
farmer  in  showing  him  the  best  way  to  pro- 
tect  his  family  and  his  holdings  and  in  the 
increased  income  for  yourself— isn't  all  this 
worth  working  for? 

Tlie  farmer's  needs  are  many  and  do  you 
kuow  who  camps  on  his  trail  and    supplies 
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him  with  practically  everything  he  must 
buy?  The  big  mail  order  houses  of  the 
country.  Througli  the  United  States  mail 
the  city  shop  is  brought  to  his  door  and  two 
of  these  houses  whicli  do  the  largest  business 
have  reported  that  between  85  and  90%  of 
their  business  comes  from  the  rural  districts. 
Recent  months  have  shown  a  great  increase 
in  this  business,  but  in  life  insurance  we  are 
not  making  the  same  strides.  Is  it  because 
we  fail  to  reach  the  farmer — the  man  who 
has  the  money? 

Then  why  not  go  to  him? 

We  can't  follow  the  mail  order  houses 
and  write  life  insurance  by  correspondence, 
but  YOU — you  men  who  are  offering  the 
means  of  protection  and  safety  to  the  farmer 
and  his  family  can  go  to  him.  The  farmer 
has  money  for  machinery  and  farm  tools, 
for  clothing  and  household  articles  and  auto- 
mobiles— surely  he  has  money  for  life  insur- 
ance, and  it  is  for  you  to  find  out  if  this  is 
true. 

The  farmer  may  not  take  the  larger  poli- 
cies the  capitalist  and  banker  and  business 
man  of  the  city  does  but  lie' 11  be  sold  more 
easily  because  other  chaps  stay  away  from 
him  too  and  prefer  the  city  business,  so 
there  is  less  competition.  If  you  win  one 
farmer  you'll  have  an  endless  chain  of  pros- 
pects in  his  vicinity,  for  he's  likely  to  tell 
his  neighbors  and  you'll  find  it  easier  to 
interest  them. 

With  peace  in  sight  and  the  great  work  of 
re-building  and  re-construction  to  be  taken 
up,  life  insurance  will  prove  again  its  stabil- 
ity, its  importance,  for  in  many  a  case  it  is 
a  basis  of  credit,  it  proves  a  rock  of  strength 
in  times  of  financial  stress  and  since  tlie 
farm  is  the  beginning  and  foundation  for  all 
— let  us  go  back  to  the  farm  for  our  busi- 
ness.— Security  Mutual  Spur. 


Circularization 

Charles  L.  Minshall,  in  Bankers'  Life 
Bulletin,  says  that  circularization,  properly 
done,  will  more  than  double  the  production 
of  any  salesman.  No  single  list  should  be 
of  more  than  twenty-five  names,  and  only 
the  names  of  men  who  can  afford  to  pay 
life  insurance  premiums.     They  must  also 


be  the  names  of  men  who  can  pass  the  medi- 
cal examination  and  who  have  good  reasons 
to  carry  life  insurance.  Then  the  agent 
must  call  upon  every  person  who  has  re- 
ceived a  circular-letter.  Those  who  do  not 
reply  to  the  letter  are  better  prospects  than 
those  who  do  reply. 


Arguments 

"Some  of  the  many  men  to  whom  I  offer 
protection  will  depart  this  life  soon.  Know- 
ing this,  I  am  always  a  little  insistent.  I 
am  resolved  that  it  shall  never  be  my  fault 
if  my  prospective  client  refuses  a  contingent 
estate." 


"That  Person" 

Insurance  Journal  hands  out  a  bitof  roast, 
the  subject  of  which  is  "that  person"  who 
hands  out  small  sausages  for  the  advertising 
department  of  the  Prudential.  The  dis- 
penser was  on  a  government  bond  publicity 
committee  in  Boston,  and  he  was  shocked 
by  the  discovery  that  Boston  daily  papers 
charged  for  their  ad  space,  and  asked  full 
rates,  too.  Of  course  paper  and  ink  costs 
nothing,  and  the  Prudential  presents  free 
life  insurance  to  deserving  persons  and  gov- 
ernments; but  he  gave  the  Boston  papers 
hail  Columbia,  despite  their  voluntary 
services  in  opposing  state  insurance.  The 
Prudential  has  lost  Pep,  but  it  still  has  Dis- 
penser. 


Medical  men  warn  us  that  the  flu  will  fly 
again,  in  1919,  and  perhaps  in  1920  too.

Life  insurers  have  lost  much.  See  to  it  that 
they  may  lose  more,  by  keeping  your  life 
insurance  in  force  and  taking  out  more.

Your  very  defiance  of 
the  new  flu  will  kill  the  bacteria  at  forty 
rods.

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Life  Experience  of  100  Average  Men 

This  is  a  small  bound  book  with  eight 
colored  charts  of  100  squares.  Perhaps 
nothing  equals  these  colored  squares  of  per- 
centages in  presenting  instantly  and  im- 
pressively the  sure  certainties  and  uncer- 
tainties of  life  and  fortune. 

At  age  25,  men  start  fairly  equal  in  hope, 
health,  purse  and  pluck. 

Ten  years  later  5  have  died,  10  have  be- 
come wealthy,  only  40  have  moderate  re- 
sources, and  35  show  no  improvement. 

This  second  chart  of  squares  of  different 
colors  is  the  first  life  insurance  lesson. 

Chart  VIII  is  the  final  lesson,  drawn  and 
colored  from  experience.

At  age  55,  30  men  have  no  earning  value, 
20  are  at  the  end  of  life's  work,  and  3  are  in 
good  circumstances,  and  only  1  has  become 
rich. 

At  age  75,  2  of  the  5  rich  men  have  lost 
out,  2  are  well  fixed,  and  only  1  is  wealthy, 
and  63  have  "crossed  over." 

At  age  65,  54  are  dependent  on  children 
or  relatives  or  charity.

Influenza  Claims 


The   experience  of   the   West  Coast  Life 
with    influenza  claims    represents  a  total  of 
298  deaths  in    both  ordinary  and  industrial 
departments,    totaling    $111,880.21    at   the 
time  of  this  writing,  December  3d.     While 
the   force  of   the    epidemic  seems  to  have 
spent  itself  for  the  time    being,  claims  still 
are  coming  in,  but  not  to  any  considerable 
extent.     A  remarkable  feature  in  connection 
with  this  company's   influenza    claims,  and 
one  which   most   decidedly  emphasizes   the 
value  of  insurance,  is   that  fourteen  policies 
were  matured  as  claims  for  a  total  of  $23,500 
during  their   first  palicy  year.     In   each   of 
these  cases  only  one  premium  was  paid.    At 
the   time   of    examination    and    when   the 
policies   were   issued,    these    policyholders 
were  more  than  ordinarily  fit  physically,  yet 
that  death  is    no  respector  of   persons   has 
been  demonstrated  in  this  epidemic;  for  the 
experience  of  the  West   Coast  is  largely  the 
experience  of  all  companies.— The  Pioneer.

In  four  years  the  fire  loss 
has  amounted  to  $133,600.  The  apparatus 
includes  one  80-hp.  Seagrave  combination 
hose  and  chemical,  with  1500  ft.  of  2^  in, 
hose. 


Compensation 

The  State  Industrial  Accident  Commission 
(or  the  Fund)  is  opposed  to  any  reduction 
in  compensation  rates,  as  proposed  by  the 
stock  companies.  Improved  protection  in 
certain  classes  of  industrial  risks  warrant 
the  lower  rates  which  the  companies  ask 
authority  to  grant. 

But  the  state  compensation  writer  (Fund) 
opposes  any  reduction  in  rates.  Evidently 
the  political  control  wants  to  make  money 
off  one  class  of  its  policyholders  in  order  to 
pay  dividends  to  other  larger  classes. 


San  Francisco  Firemen. — Fifty-two  new 
positions  in  the  San  Francisco  fiie  depart- 
ment have  been  filled.  This  brings  the  to- 
tal firemen  up  to  872,  making  about  100 
more  than  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  two- 
platoon  system  last  July.  Six  months  hence 
all  salaries  will  be  increased  $20   a   month.

In  Its  Forty-eighth  Year 
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QUAKES 

Vancouver,  Dec.  6.— At  a  quarter  to  1  o'clock  this  morning  a 
quake,  seemingly  from  north  to  south,  lasting  two  minutes,  gave  this 
B.  C.  city  a  violent  shaking.  Reports  from  Seattle  are  to  the  effect 
that  the  down  town  buildings  were  likewise  shaken. 

Victoria  B  C  Dec.  6.— Early  this  morning  a  severe  earthquake, 
lasting  several  seconds,  was  felt  here.  Esteven  Point  light  house  was 
put  out  of  commission,  the  mercury  being  shaken  out  of  the  lens  table. 
It  takes  343  pounds  of  mercury  to  float  the  lens  and  make  its  revolution 

possible.  ,      ,  ,  <- 

Along  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  the  quake  was  most 
violent,  sleepers  being  actually  shaken  out  of  their  beds,  as  was  the 
case  in  the  California  quake  of  1906.  i  /    •     ,    .      .i 

The  wave  line  in  British  Columbia  measured  VA  inch  by  the 
needle  at  Ottawa  three  and  a  half  hours  later.  As  this  was  the  largest 
wave  line,  it  is  apparent  that  the  great  tremble  traveled  eastward  at  the 
rate  of  about  1,000  miles  an  hour  or  the  speed  of  the  earth  on  its  axis. 

Santiago,  Chile.— Late  reports  of  our  recent  earthquake  show  that 
at  CoVope  400  buildings  were  destroyed,  with  a  loss  of  about  $2,000  - 
000.  There  were  destructive  so-called  tidal  waves  along  the  coast, 
destroying  much  of  Chanarol.  ,     ri      . 

San  Francisco.-It  may  be  worth  recalling  the  fact  that  the  Coast 
Review  some  time  ago  said:  "We  predict  an  earthquake  in  Chile 
possibly  centering  in  Valparaiso  as  in  1906. ' '  This  prediction  was  based 
on  the  maximum  sunspot  period  recurring  every  eleven,  twelve  or 
thirteen  years.  This  recurrence  seems  to  bring  quakes  somewhere,  but 
notably  along  the  west  coast  of  South  America. 

The  sunspots  are  approaching  their  maximum  number,  and  now 
and  recently  there  have  been  quakes  along  the  western  coasts  of  both 
North  and  South  America  and  elsewhere.  In  California,  Oregon, 
Washington,  British  America  and   Alaska  the   damages  were  virtually

Union    Labor    Men,  Always    Striking,  Can    Have    No    Permanent    Homes 

The  moral  hazard  of  any  risk  may  be  said  to  depend  on  the  in- 
terest of  the  owner  in  its  preservation.  If  he  would  rather  have  the 
insurance  money  than  the  property,  then  the  moral  hazard  is  not  good. 

Men  who  ( literally )  belong  to  labor  unions  are  somewhat  like 
soldiers.  They  must  obey  orders.  They  must  "strike"  if  their 
leaders  so  will  it;  otherwise  they  may  as  well  send  for  the  doctor  or 
the  undertaker. 

Strikes"  are  very  often  unsuccessful,  and  many  of  the  strikers 
lose  their  jobs  and  must  move  to  other  towns  or  states;  and  if  a  strike 
is  apparently  won  it  very  often  is  followed  by  another  and  a  losing 
demand  for  still  higher  pay.  The  union  labor  man  is  always  uncertain 
of  his  future.  If  he  buys  a  home  it  is  with  the  uncertainty  of  his 
occupying  it  after  the  next  strike  which  the  walking  delegate  will  call 
unless  paid  blackmail  or  forbidden  by  his  p.litical  boss. 

The  old  time  workman,  who  was  paid  according  to  what  he  pro- 
duced, according  to  the  value  of  his  services,  was  always  sure  of  steady 
employment  and  a  permanent  home. 

The  present  time  "organized"  workman  is  paid  according  to  what 
every  other  man  is  paid,  and  if  an  inferior  workman  he  is  seldom 
employed.  In  any  case  he  is  never  sure  of  steady  employment  nor  of 
a  permanent  home. 

And  therefore  we  ask,  of  organized  or  "collective  bargaining" 
workmen,  always  striking,  and  often  idle,  Are  they  good  risks?  Is 
their  home,  is  their  household  furniture,  a  good  moral  risk  ?  Would 
not  the  average  striker  rather  have  the  insurance  money  than  the  house 
which  may  be  to  let  next  month  or  than  the  furniture  which  he  may 
have  to  sell  or  mortgage  for  food  when  the  next  strike  is  ordered  and 
lost?

Fearless  and  Ju^ 
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LAW  OF  MUTUAL  OR  COOPERATIVE  FIRE  INSURANCE 

The  members  of  a  mutual  or  co-operative  fire  insurance  association, 
society  or  company  are  presumed,  in  law,  to  know  its  articles  oi  associa- 
tion and  by-laws.     These  by-laws  are  a  part  of  the  policy  or  insurance 

contract. 

The  member  is  legally  bound  to  pay  all  assessments,  levied  accord- 
ing to  the  by-laws,  to  pay  expenses  and  fire  losses.  Payment  of 
premiums  or  assessments  in  advance  does  not  release  the  member  from 
liability  to  assessment  for  any  deficit.     114  N.  Y.  Supp.  200. 

Directors  may  levy  assessments  without  preliminary  notice.      109 

N.  Y.  Supp.  367. 

In  the  event  of  insolvency  of  the  mutual,  all  policyholders  are 
liable  to  assessment  by  the  receiver  to  pay  all  debts  of  the  said  mutual. 
•  In  some  states  the  member  is  liable  only  for  his  pro  rata  share  of 
the  debts,  and  on  paying  the  same  he  may  not  be  assessed  to  make  up 
the  deficiency  due  to  the  defaults  of  fellow-members.  This  limitation 
of  liability  is  by  special  statute.     N.  Y.  7  App.  Div.  544. 

But  the  same  court  decided  a  company  has  a  right  to  assess  its 
policyholders  to  repay  loans  obtained  to  make  good  deficits  in  previous 
assessments  for  losses.     48  App.  Div.  359. 

The  mere  withdrawal  of  a  member  of  a  mutual  does  not  necessarily 
work  a  cancellation  of  his  policy.     136  111.  App.  168. 

If  the  officers  divert  the  proceeds  of  an  assessment  to  pay  a  loss, 
though  they  pay  another  loss  therewith,  they  are  personally  liable  to 
the  claimant.    124  la.  643. 

Where  the  policyholder  of  an  insolvent  mutual  himself  has  a  loss 
claim,  he  can  not  set  off  his  claim  against  an  assessment  due  from  him 
to  the  company.     66  A.  1072. 

Many  members  of  mutuals  erroneously  believe  the  one  advance 
assessment  is  all  that  can  be  collected  during  the  period  of  the  assess- 
ment. 

Where  dividends  are  promised  any  limitation  of  assessments  or 
premiums,  or  to  one  in  advance  and  a  similar  one  in  the  event  of 
necessity,  is  invalid  unless  the  member  or  policyholder  of  the  mutual 
specifically,  in  writing,  surrenders  all  rights  to  any  share  in  the 
promised  profits  or  gains  or  dividends. 

We  know  of  no  case  where  the  courts  have  ruled  that  a  limitation 
of  assessments  or  premiums  releases  the  member  of  a  mutual  from 
liability  from  his  proportionate  share  of  the  liabilities  in  case  of  in- 
solvency. Not  even  legislation  can  relieve  from  such  liabilities  where 
dividends  are  promised  and  not  forfeited  by  signed  agreement.

Its  strengtii  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  its  $2,000  000 
capital  and  surplus  is  nearly  three  times  the 
total  liabilities.  Business  is  increasing  and 
loss  ratios  are  moderate. 

The  Equitable  F.  &  M.  of  ^Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  is  another  old  company, 
having  begun  business  in  1859.  It  has 
about  a  million  capital  and  surplus,  and  over 
a  million  and  a  half  of  funds,  of  which  two- 
thirds  are  surplus  to  policyholders.  Prem- 
ium income  has    recently  made  large  gains. 


A  substantial  marine  business  is  transacted. 
The  Equitable  also  has  behind  it  the  special 
backing  of  millions. 

These  solid  companies  also  write  severally, 
in  conformity  with  a  general  practice,  as 
the  Protector  Underwriters,  the  American 
Alliance  Insurance  Association,  and  the 
Equitable  Insurance  Alliance. 

General  Agent  Tyson  wrote  on  this  Coast 
last  year  a  total  of  $1,706,821  fire  premiums, 
a  gain  of  nearly  $300,000. 

The  high  rank  among  the  leading  offices 
in  this  field  continues  to  be  maintained,  in 
both  San  Francisco  and  Coast  business. 
The  losses  incurred  were  less  than  30  per- 
cent of  the  premiums  received,  or  abo\it  33 
percent  of  premiums  earned.  It  is  a  fine 
underwriting  record,  indeed. 


I.  W.  W.    Responsible    for    Over  $8,000,- 
000  Fire  Losses    in  California 

Forty-six  members  of  the  bolshevist  In- 
dustrial Workers  of  the  World  are  on  trial 
at  Sacramento,  charged  with  conspiracy, 
under  a  federal  indictment.  The  govern- 
ment's special  attorney,  in  liis  opening 
statement  to  the  jury,  on  December  12,  said 
that  he  was  prepared  to  show  that  these 
men  and  their  organization  "levied  on  the 
agricultural  interests  of  California  penalties 
in  excess  of  $8,000,000;"  these  men 
"planned  to  destroy  property  in  this  state 
at  the  rate  of  $500,000  a  week." 

The  indictment  mentions  more  than  a 
score  of  fires  set  by  tiie  defendants  in  the 
past  year  and  a  half,  in  or  near  Fresno, 
Hanford,  Modesto  and  Westwood,  set  with 
phosphorus,  acids  and  other  means.  These 
defendants  have  alstf  carried  on  a  cam- 
paign of  terror  "to  intimidate  public  offi- 
cials and  citizens.' '  The  object  of  the  I.  W. 
W.  is  to  "overthrow  the  government  by 
direct  and  violent  action,"  and  thereby  to 
introduce  the  murderous  and  destructive 
rule  of  bolshevism.

This  agency  is  not 
in  existence  now.

The  Pacific  Mutual  Life,  represented 
by  the  Western  S.  F.  Trust  Co.,  had  offices 
at  1.36  Montgomery  street.  This  California 
company  now  has  its  San  Francisco  offices 
in  the  Shreve  building  in  the  Kilgarif  & 
Beaver  agency. 

The  North  American  Life  was  at  302 
Montgomery  st.  Watson  Webb  was  man- 
ager. (This  company  is  not  in  existence.) 
The  National  Life  Ins.  Co.  U.  S.  A.  was  at 
13  Merchants  Exchange.  James  R.  Garnis 
was  manager.  This  company  was  later 
"Fnrberized,"  and  much  later  it  was  pur- 
chased and  reorganized.  For  a  while  the 
stench  was  something  fierce.  The  publisher 
of  Coast  Review  emphasized  his  criticisms 
with  a  thrown  hatchet. 

The  Manhattan  Life,  represented  by 
Landers  &  Co.,  was  at  507  Montgomery  st. 
It  now  has  offices  at  704  Market  street. 

The  Mutual  Benefit  Life  had  offices  at 
224Sansomest.  James  Munsell  was  manager 
Munsell  was  a  country  boy  who  was  "dis- 
covered" and  "brought  out"  by  John 
Landers.     Munsell  made  good. 

The  New  England  Mutual  Life  had  offices 
at  302  Sansome  st.  Wallace  Everson  was 
Coast  manager,  with  a  good  contract  that 
justified  his  canvassing  in  the  territories. 
He  wrote  a  large  amount  of  business. 
Massachusetts  passed  a  law  compelling  com- 
panies of  that  state  to  pay  a  cash  surrender 
value  on  all  policies.  This  virtually  ended 
Everson's  contract,  which  included  the  au- 
tomatic extension  of  insurance  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  reserve  value.  He  sued  the 
company  and  recovered  damages.  The 
company  was  tiien,  bylaw,  forbidden  to  de- 
liver the  goods  (extension  insurance)  while 
other  comoanies  could. 


The  New  York  Life  was  represented  by 
Crane  &  Hawes  at  426  Montgomery   street. 

The  Union  Mutual  Life  had  offices  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  California  and  Kearny 
streets,  San  Francisco.  H.  H.  Johnston  & 
Co.  were  managers.  (This  old  company 
now  has  offices  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
Post  street  and  Grant  ave.,  where  George 
Hunt  is  manager.)  The  Travelers  Life  & 
Accident  had  offices  at  205  Sansome  street, 
with  A.  P>.  Magill  as  manager.  (This  com- 
pany now  has  offices  at  201  Sansome  street, 
with  A.  S.  Holman  as  manager.) 

The  Security  Life  &  Annuity,  E.  W.  Wool- 
sey,  manager,  had  offices  at  418   California 
St.    (This  company  is  not  now  in  existence.) 
The  iEtna  Life,  with  F.  E.  Perrin  as  man- 
ager, had  offices  at  504  Kearny  st. 

The  Brooklyn  Life,  of  which  A.  J.  Bry- 
ant &  Co.  were  managers,  had  an  office  at 
409  California  st.  (This  company  is  not 
now  in  existence.) 

The  Republic  Life  had  office  at  317  Cah- 
fornia  st.  with  Henry  Cox,  D.  D.,  manager. 
(This  company  is  not  now  in  existence.) 

The  Penn  Mutual  Life  was  at  331  Mont- 
gomery St.  George  Claussenius  was  general 
agent. 

The  Charter  Oak  Life— famous  and  infam- 
ous—was at  531  California  street.  Chas.  H. 
Denison  was  manager.  (This  company  long 
since  departe'd  this  life,  in  bad  odor.) 

The  Piedmont  &  Arlington  Life,  of  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  was  at  113  Leidesdorff  street. 
R.  H.  Harney  was  manager.  (This  com- 
pany is  not  in  existence.) 

The  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  was  at  315 
Montgomery  street.  James  B.  Roberts  was 
manager.  He  was  known  as  "Deacon." 
This  company  is  now  in  the  Mills  building. 
Trust  Fund  Savings  Plan 

The  Coast  Review  commented  in  these 
columns,  favorably,  on  Schreiber  &  How- 
ell's "Plans  and  Tables  of  Trust  Fund  Sav- 
ings &  Deposits."  The  objeet  was  to  main- 
tain a  policy  of  life  insurance  and  to  accum- 
■  ulate  a  savings-bank  deposit.  (Something 
like  it  is  now  being  offered  by  the  so-called 
Gesell-Plan.) 

The  Schreiber  &  Howell  plan  permitted 
(U'uo^'its  in  any  savings  bank  on  the    Coast 
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that  would  adopt  the  tables,  as  adopted  by 
the  Western  Savings  &  Trust  Co.  of  San 
Francisco.  The  insurance  could  be  placed 
in  any  life  company  that  the  depositor 
might  select. 

We  copy  from  the  Coast  Review  of  June, 
1874: 

"Table  No.  1  requires  a  man  at  the  age 
of  40  to  pay  for  a  policy  ot  $1,000,  payable 
at  death,  one  advance  premium  to  the  com- 
pany of  $31.30,  and  deposit  with  the  bank 
$450,  making  a  total  payment  of  $481.30. 
Upon  making  this  payment  he  will  receive 
a  certificate  of  deposit  from  the  bank  for 
$450,  upon  which  he  is  entitled  to  whatever 
interest  or  dividends  the  bank  pays  over 
and  above  seven  percent,  that  amount  be- 
ing retained  to  pay  his  annual  premiums  of 
$31.30  to  the  insurance  company  carrying 
his  risks.  To  secure  a  paid  up  insurance 
for  the  same  amount  in  any  insurance  com- 
pany he  would  have  to  pay  $435.55,  or  only 
$35.75  less  than  the  payment  made  to  the 
bank." 

They  certainly  paid  good  dividends  in 
1874 — over  7  percent. 

The  bank  deposit  could  be  withdrawn  on 
surrender  of  the  policy.  In  the  event  of 
death,  the  insured's  beneficiary  received 
$1,450. 

We  quote  further: 

"Table  No.  2  requires  one  payment  direct 
from  the  insured  at  age  40,  for  $1,000  of 
insurance,  payable  at  death,  with  all  accum- 
ulations, of  $53.21,  and  a  deposit  with  the 
bank  of  $450,  making  a  total  payment  of 
1503.21.  Upon  payment  of  this  amount  the 
bank  guarantees  to  pay  at  the  end  of  any 
year,  when  policy  of  insurance  and  certifi- 
cate of  deposit  is  surrendered,  a  sum  not 
less  than  $495 ;  but  at  death  the  sum  will 
be  increased  by  the  51,000  of  insurance. 
This  guarantees  a  surrender  value,  even  at 
the  end  of  first  year,  of  over  98  percent  of 
the  whole  amount  paid,  while  life  insurance 
companies,  as  a  rule,  never  pay  anything 
at  the  end  of  the  first  year. 

"Tables  Nos.  3  and  4  are  precisely  the 
same  as  Nos.  1  and  2,  except  that  the  prem- 
iums and  deposits  are  calculated  upon  the 
stock  plan  of  life  insurance,  instead  of  the 
mutual,  the  policy  not  participating  in    the 


surplus  of  the  insurance  company,  the 
premiums  and  deposits  on  this  plan  being 
about  25  percent  less  than  on  the  mutual.' ' 
The  Continental  Life  wag  at  302  Mont- 
gomery street.  H.H.Blake  &  Co.  were 
managers.  (This  company  is  not  now  in 
existence  ) 

The  Equitable  Life  was  at  426  California 
street.     Wm.  D.  Garniss  was  manager. 

The  Globe  Mutual  Life  was  at  6  Mont- 
gomery street.  John  F.  Pope  was  manager. 
(This  company  is  not  in  existence.) 

The  Life  Association  of  America,  W.  J. 
Pettigrew  manager,  was  at  432  Montgomery 
St.     (This  company  is  not  in  existence.) 

The  Phoenix  Mutual  Life,  E.  P.  Gray 
manager,  was  at  425  Kearny  st. 

The  Northwestern  Mutual  Life,  J.  A. 
Melcher  &  Son  managers,  was  at  339 
Kearny  st. 

The  Mutual  Life  was  at  204  Montgomery 
St.,  with  A.  B.  Forbes  as  manager.  This 
company  recently  sold  its  office  building  to 
Balfour,  Guthrie  &  Co.,  and  is  now  at  210 
Sansome  st.,  ninth  floor. 

It  will  be  noted  forty-four  years  ago  the 
life  company  offices  in  San  Francisco  were 
all  in  or  near  what  is  now  the  insurance 
center  of  the  city. 

Fire 

It  was  announced  that  the  Oakland  Fire 
Ins.  Co.,  was  about  to  start,  with  $200,000 
capital.  John  Crockett  was  named  as  secre- 
tary and  Gen.  R.  H.  Magill  as  business 
manager.  As  Alameda  county's  $100,000 
fire  business  paid  "60  percent  profit"  the 
new  company  was  assured  of  a  prosperous 
start. 

The  Coast  Review  referred  to  the  local 
board  of  San  Francisco  and  to  the  National 
Board  of  New  York. 

We  quote: 

"The  suspension  of  the  local  boards,  as 
such,  took  place  about  the  spring  of  1870, 
under  the  pressure  of  an  insane  competition 
and  the  defection  of  some  prominent  mem- 
))ers.  The  National  Board  did  not  relinquish 
its  organization,  but  was  without  power  to 
control  its  members  in  the  matters  of  rates. 


Fearless  and  Ju^ 
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"Those  of  our  readers  who  were  interested 
in  the  business  of  underwriting  on  this  coast 
during  the  year  1870  and  1871  will  remember 
the  ridiculously  low  figures  at  which  insur- 
ance policies  were  peddled,  and  the  immense 
liability  assumed  by  the  companies,  without 
an  equivalent  necessary  to  enable   them  to 
meet     this     inevitable     liability;    and    the 
officers  of  our  local  companies  will  doubtless 
recall  vividly  to  mind  the  monthly  depletion 
of.  assets  and  the  growing  inability  to   meet 
the  demands  of  stockholders  fur  dividends. 
"In  the  midst  of    this   chaos  of  rates  and 
rules    the   great    fire  of  Chicago  swept  not 
only  many  strong  companies  out  of   exist- 
ence, but  so  far  depleted  the  treasuries  of 
others  as  to  make  their  vitality  a  question 
of   extreme    doubt.      Under  the  impulse  of 
this   disaster,  and    even  before  the  National 
Board  could  take  official  action  (its  members 
being   too   busy  counting   their    losses,    or 
searching  the  wrecks  of  their  companies  for 
any    slight   salvage   that    might  exist) ,  the 
agents  throughout  the  country,  and  especi- 
ally the  northwest,  came  together,  so  that 
when   the    movements  for  final   reorganiza- 
tion  commenced   that  body   found    a  loyal 
element  ready  to  respond  to  their  call. 

"With  active  movements  everywhere, 
boards  forming  and  rates  being  adjusted, 
the  special  agents  of  the  National  Board 
advising  and  counseling  the  local  boards, 
the  Boston  tire  of  the  succeeding  November 
found  the  National  Board  ready  to  take 
cognizance  of  the  lessons  pointed  out  by 
that  great  disaster." 

The  Transatlantic  was  at  318  Sansome  sb., 
with  Thannhauser  &  Co.  as  agents. 

The  Commercial  of  San  Francisco  had 
offices  at  228  California  st.  H.  G.  Horner 
was  secretary.  This  company  is  not  now  in 
existence. 

The  State  Investment  &  Ins.  Co.  of  San 
Francisco  had  offices  at  40t)  California  st. 
Charles  H  Cushing  was  secretary.  (This 
company  is  not  in  existence.) 

The  Union  of  San  Francisco  had  offices  in 
its  own  building  at  416-18  California  street. 
Charles  D.  Haven  was  secretary. 

This  company,  which  survived  the  Chica- 
go fire,  was  bought  by  the  Alliance  of  Lon- 
don, and  was  later  retired.

The  Merchants  Mutual  Marine  of  San 
Francisco  had  offices  at  106  California  street. 
E.  W.  Bourne  was  secretary.  (This  com- 
pany is  not  now  in  existence.) 

The  British  &  Foreign  Marine  was  at  308 
Sansomest.,  then  as  now  represented  by 
Balfour,  Guthrie  &  Co. 

The  China  &  Japan,  AV.  H.  Foster  man- 
ager, was  at  210  Battery  street.  (This 
company  is  not  in  existence.) 

The  China  Traders  was  at  218  California 
St.  Williams,  Blanchard  &  Co.  were  man- 
agers. 

The  Chinese,  R.  B.  Irwin  &  Co.  managers, 
was  at  200  Sansome  st.  So  far  as  we  know 
this  company  is  not  in  existence. 

The  Yang-Tsze  was  at  206 Sansome  st.,  in 
the  office  of  Macondray  ct  Co.  It  is  now 
represented  by  Balfour,  Guthrie  &  Co. 

Metropolitan  Life  and  the  Influenza 

Press  reports  from  various  sections  of  the 
country  indicate  that  the  epidemic  of  influ- 
enza, which  swept  through  practically  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  has  very  largely 
subsided.  There  are  cases,  to  be  sure,  in 
many  parts  of  the  country,  but  they  are 
constantly  growimg  fewer  in  number,  and 
the  consequent  deaths  from  pneumonia, 
which  so  often  resulted  from  the  influenza, 
are  rapidly  diminishing.  It  is  impossible  to 
say  at  this  time  how  many  deaths  of  policy- 
holders are  due  directly,  or  indirectly  to  the 
epidemic,  but  they  are  a  considerable  num- 
ber. In  fact,  on  some  days,  the  total  num- 
ber of  claims  received  at  the  home  office 
exceeded  4,000,  whereas  the  average  num- 
ber is  somewhat  under  1,000. 

The  company  offered  to  print  leaflets 
containing  suggestions  for  the  prevention 
and  treatment  of  influenza,  to  be  distributed 
to  policyholders,  and  Surgeon-General  Blue 
wired  a  request  that  this  be  done.  Within 
seventy-two  hours,  two  million  copies  of  the 
leaflet  were  printed  and  sent  by  parcel  post 
to  all  district  offices  in  the  United  Stales, 
under  a  government  rush  order.

\;  V  York  were  sold  at  auction.  The  stock

000,  With  $22,000,000  Premiums 

As  all  three  of  these  New  York  City  com- 
panies have  the  same  president,  Henry 
Evans,  they  are  now  generally  referred  to 
as  the  Evans  Companies.  Thin  is,  at  least, 
convenient. 

The  American  Eagle  Fire  is  a  new  com- 
pany, organized  in  1915  to  take  over  the 
business  of  a  big  "underwriters  agency" 
combination.  It  is  a  very  strong  company, 
having  $1,000,000  capital  and  about  the 
same  net'surplus,  with  wealthy  stockholders. 

The  Continental  is  especially  distinguished 
by  the  possession  of  $10,000,000  capital  and 
nearly  as  much  net  surplus,  and  $33,000,000 
assets. 

The  Fidelty-Phenix  has  $2,500,000  capital 
and  more  than  double  that  amount  is  net 
surplus.     The  assets  amount  to  $19,000,000. 

These  companies  are  members  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  of  the  Pacific 
and  have  a  Pacific  department,  with  head- 
quarters in  San  Francisco,  under  the  man- 
agement of  A.  A.  Malouey,  to  whom  about 
$1,700,000  premiums  are  reported. 


Coast  Fire  Business 

In  a  few  days  we  shall  know  substantially 
what  has  been  the  experience  of  fire  under- 
writing in  this  field.  It  is  probable  that 
some  increase  of  premiums  will  be  shown. 
The  loss  ratio  will  probably  be  as  favorable 
as  it  was  last  year. 


Bonds  Stolen — '.V.  A.  Frazier,  special 
agent  at  Spokane  for  the  B.  Goodwin  office, 
recently  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  by  theft 
fifteen  Liberty  bonds  and  $100  War  Sav- 
ings stamps.  They  were  stolen  from  a  vault 
in  the  Symons  block.  This  loss  is  a  warning 
to  the  reader  to  have  his  government  bonds 
registered.  We  hope  Mr.  Frazier  will  re- 
cover his  bonds.

The  Merchants  National  and  the  Bankers 
&  Merchants  have  combined  as  the  Western 
Alliajice  with  $300,000  capital. 

To  Managers  of  Mutuals:  If  you  have  a 
copy  of  any  court  decision  upholding  assess- 
ment limitations  in  the  case  of  a  fire  mutual 
promising  dividends,  please  send  us  a  copy 
of  such  ruling. 

The  fire  business  in  the  United  States 
this  year  will  show  a  very  high  property 
loss  total  —probably  $350,000,000.  Prem- 
iums have  increased  too,  but  it  is  believed 
the  average  loss  ratio  will  be  higher  than  it 
was  last  year.  The  close  of  the  war  will  for 
a  time  reduce  the  premium  income. 

Where  agent  of  an  insurance  company 
attached  a  rider  to  policy,  so  as  to  cover 
merchandise  while  in  a  dwelling  house,  and 
subsequently,  without  knowledge  of  insured, 
attached  another  rider  wherein  conditions 
were  diflferent,  the  policy  as  first  issued 
constituted  a  binding  contract,  which  could 
not  be  changed  witliout  insured's  know- 
ledge. —  Liverpool  &  London  &  Globe  Ins. 
Co.  V.  McLaughlin,  174  P.  248. 

Life 

The  Fraternal  Aid  Union  lost  $200,000  in 
claims  paid  because  of  influenza,  and  levied 
a  special  assessment  of  $1  per  $1,000  of  in- 
surance to  meet  these  unexpected  obliga- 
tions. 

Gronp  Policies.  —  The  Travelers  has  re- 
cently adopted  the  "S"  rate  schedule  for 
group  life  insurance  for  industries  in  standard 
or  non-hazardous  classifications.  Hereafter 
risks  in  the  more  hazardous  classifications 
will  be  charged  the  "S"  rate  plus  an  extra 
premium  of  $1.00,  $2.00  or  $3.00,  etc.,  per 
$1,000  insurance. 

The  president  of  a  life  insurance  company 
could  not,  waive  a  right  of  the  company  in 
his  own  behalf.— Estes  v.  Southeastern  Life 
Ins.  Co.,96S.  E.  555.

Over  $30,000,000     Resources  —  Prem- 
ium  Gain   of  20   Percent 

One  hundred  and  ten  years  ago  is  a 
good  record  in  itself,  but  the  Atlas  of 
London  has  also  a  good  record  as  to 
resources  and  business.  The  cash 
assets  amount  to  $23,461,355,  and  in 
addition  there  is  an  uncalled  capital 
of  $9,680,000,  which  brings  the  total 
security  for  policyholders  up.  to  $33,- 
141,355.  The  paid-in  capital  is 
SI  ,320,000.  The  life  funds  amount  to 
$12,374,335.  This  leaves  the  cash 
security  to  fire  and  miscellaneous  poli- 
cyholders, $11,087,020,  or  including 
guaranteed  capital,  $20,767,020. 

The  net  fire  premiums  of  the  com- 
pany in  the  past  year  amounted  to 
$6,963,490.  The  loss  ratio  was  46  per- 
cent. Premiums  gained  $1,199,185, 
Another  department  (not  life)  had 
$560,890  premiums,  making  the  total 
fire  and  miscellaneous  premiums 
$7,514,340. 

The  Atlas  enjoys  a  fine  reputation 
at  home  and  abroad,  and  possibly  more 
so  on  this  Coast,  where  it  is  doing  an 
increasing  and  profitable  business. 
The  Coast  department  is  in  charge  of 
Manager  Frank  J.  Devlin,  who  is 
assisted  by  T.  H.  Palache.

Life  Companies'   Surplus 

In  1860  the  American  life  companies  had 
28  percent  of  their  assets  surplus  to  policy- 
holders. 

In  1880  the  percentage  of  such  surplus 
had  fallen  to  19. 

In  1900  the  percentage  had  fallen  to  9  plus. 

On  January  1,  1918,  the  percentage  of 
polioyholders'  surplus  to  gross  assets  had 
fallen  to  less  than  5  plus  percent. 


Bankers  Life  and  Influenza 

The  total  influenza  losses  paid  by  the 
Bankers  Life  Company  of  Des  Moines  from 
October  1,  1918,  and  up  to  and  including 
December  16,  1918,  have  been  $730,000,  on 
a  total  of  271  lives.  These  losses  were  all 
on  deatlis  resulting  from  influenza  or  com- 
plications of  influenza. 

The  totals  of  death  losses  reported  to  the 
Bankers  Life  Company  since  October  1 ,  1918, 
have  been  almost  continuously  and  still  re- 
main double  the  amount  of  losses  reported 
for  the  corresponding  period  in  1917.  The 
total  of  losses  reported  for  October,  1917,  was 
$439,000;  the  total  of  losses  reported  for  Oc- 
tober, 1918,  was  $861,000.  The  total  of  losses 
reported  for  November,  1917,  was  $398,000, 
as  compared  with  $710,000  for  November, 
1918.  Death  losses  reported  for  the  month 
of  December,  up  to  and  including  the  18th, 
amounted  to  $231,000  during  1917,  and  to 
$553,000  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
current  year. 


The  California  social  insurance- commis- 
sion made  a  strong  fight  for  health  in- 
surance. It  was  a  political  fight,  unauthor- 
ized by  the  law  creating  the  commission, 
but  it  gave  jobs  out  and  was  an  effort  to 
create  more  jobs.  Now  the  commission 
asks  the  board  of  control  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  this  political  fight.

The  Travelers  has  annulled  all  policy  pro- 
visions for  military  or  naval  service,  except- 
ing those  attached  to  contracts  on  persons 
in  aviation  service.  All  extra  premiums  un- 
earned will  be  returned  to  policyholders. 
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Arson  Law 

The  arson  law  of  Louisiana  has  been 
amended  to  the  extent  of  abolishing  the 
deatli  penalty,  substituting  a  niaximum 
term  of  imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

It  seems  there  has  been  difficulty  in  con- 
victing fire  bugs  in  that  state,  even  v^'hen 
the  evidence  has  been  quite  conclusive  and 
with  fairly  intelligent  juries,  because  of  the 
severe  penalty  under  the  old  law.  This, 
however,  is  somewhat  true  in  states  where 
the  punishment  is  only  imprisonment. 

The  fire  marshal  of  Louisiana  now 
believes  that  under  the  amended  law  incen- 
diary fires  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum, 
promising  to  do  iiis  best  in  this  behalf  and 
reasonably  asks  the  cooperation  of  all  good 
citizens. 

The  law  of  that  state  still  proyides,  that 
where  a  person  wilfully  and  maliciously 
dynamites  or  blows  up  any  building  in 
which  human  beings  are  customarily  to  be 
found,  the  penalty,  upon  conviction,  shall 
be  death.— Glen  Falls  Now  and  Then.

Mutual    Decisions 

Where  an  insured  agreed  to  an  adjust- 
ment of  the  loss  at  %?>?>5  and,  being  unable 
to  read  English,  signed  a  paper  fixing  it  at

tract; the  statute  providing  that  there  can 
be  no  contract  where  the  consent  of  the 
parties  is  not  free  and  mutual,  and  consent 
not  being  free  when  obtained  by  fraud, 
'  undue  influence,  or  mistake.— Mathias  v. 
State  Farmers'  Mut.  Hail  Ins.  Co.,  168  N. 
W.  664. 

Where  an  insured  had  received  a  payment 
on  a  loss  and  sued  for  more  on  the  ground 
that  the  written  contract  for  adjustment 
under  which  payment  was  made  was  fraudu- 
lent and  did  not  represent  the  actual  con- 
tract of  adjustment,  he  was  not  barred  from 
suing  by  acceptance  and  retention  of  the 
payment. — Id.

It  is  the  proud  boast  of  man  that  he  is  the  only  animal  able  to 
exist  in  any  climate.  He  flourishes  best  in  the  temperate  zones,  but 
he  enjoys  life  in  the  tropics  and  triumphs  over  the  cold  in  polar  reg- 
ions of  everlasting  ice.  The  explanation  is  simple.  Man  is  the  only 
animal  that  takes  his  climate  with  him.  Furs  and  fires  and  fit  food 
and  shelter  furnish  in  the  arctics  a  temperate  climate.  In  the  tropics, 
healthy  situations,  deep  shade,  fountains,  baths,  stone  houses,  a  light 
diet  generally  with  plenty  of  fruit,  long  midday  rest,  cool  nights,  fre- 
quent showers,  cotton  and  linen  or  no  garments,  permit  mankind  to 
safely  challenge  the  lightning  of  the  sun's  rays.  The  natural  climate 
of  mankind  is  tropical.  Go  to!  thou  braggart  man.  A.  tropical  animal 
also  would  thrive  in  arctic  regions  if  clad  in  furs,  always  sleeping  under 
fire-warmed  shelter,  and  feeding  on  oily  foods. 

It  would  seem  that  health  requires  that  mankind,  because  of  trop- 
ical ancestry  and  inheritance,  should  eat  some  summer  food  every  day. 


SOUTHERN  COMPANIES 

The  South  has  never  been  a  field  for  the  success  of  Southern  com- 
panies. On  this  Coast  we  have  had  a  number  of  companies  from  Vir- 
ginia, North  Carolina,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Georgia,  West  Virginia, 
and  Louisiana,  but  they  were  not  satisfactory  companies  to  represent, 
and  all  but  one  have  gone  out  of  business,  either  forced  to  retire 
or  voluntarily  to  escape  failure.  Local  agents  and  brokers,  and  per- 
haps policyholders,  are  rather  distrustful  of  companies  from  the  South, 
not  only  because  they  have  been  financially  lacking  and  uncertain,  but 
for  the  reason  that  they  have  never  been  stayers.  Managers  have  not 
been  eager  to  represent  them. 

Fire  loss  ratios  in  Southern  states  are  nearly  always  high,  partly 
because  of  the  general  employment  of  colored  "servants  and  workmen. 

We  have  not  included  Texas,  which  will  probably  have  a  success- 
ful insurance  future,  and  seems  able  to  furnish  needed  capital.  One 
Texas  fire  company  maintained  a  Coast  department  for  several  years, 
and  has  since  increased  its  capital.  Another  Texas  company,  repre- 
sented in  California,  failed,  but  it  was  a  rate-cutter;  yet  its  inadequate 
rates  do  not  appear  to  have  been  the  ^ause  of  the  failure.

Insurance 

Orinarily  a  man  does  not  have  to 
seek  insurance  on  his  life  or  person. 
He  is  sought  by  the  ubiquitous  and  un- 
tiring solicitor.  Sometimes,  however, 
a  man,  even  a  business  man,  is  not 
approached  at  all. 

But  it  is  always  safe  to  look  with 
suspicion  on  an  application  which 
comes  not  through  an  agent  or  broker, 
but  direct  from  the  man  who  wants 
life  or  accident  insurance.  His  case 
will  generally  reward  an  investigation. 

There  is  much  and  costly  proof  of 
intent  to  defraud,  such  as  early  suicide 
and  "accidents''  which  there  is  reason 


to  believe  were  caused  by  the  insured. 


Are  They  Losing   Pep? 

Some  of  the  life  companies  which 
have  recently  become  mutualized — not 
the  Metropolitan  Life — appear  to  have 
fallen  into  a  rut  when  deprived  of  the 
stockholders'  engine. 

The  old  mutuals  continue  in  the 
same  forceful  way,  for  their  engines 
are  approved  and  time-tested.  But 
some  of  the  converted  stock  companies 
appear  to  be  running  on  low  gear  and 
with  too  little  gas.

Railroad  expenses  under  government 
control    have   increased    heavily,    and 
this  increase  has  been  met,'    possibly, 
by    increased    passenger     fares      and 
freight  rates.      Express  rates  have  also 
been  increased.     Automobile  competi- 
tion with  the  railroads,  for  freight  and 
passengers,  is  already  affecting  income 
and  protits.

FIRE 

Big  Oil   Fire 

Baltimore,  Md.,  Nov.  22.— For  a 
time  it  looked  like  another  great  con- 
flagration, when  the  oil-loading  docks 
caught  fire  today.  The  S.  0.  piers 
were  destroyed  and  the  oil  tanker  F.  Q. 
Barstow,  loaded  with  75,000  barrels  of 
gasoline,  was  badly  damaged;  abo 
three  pile  driving  machines.  The 
total  loss,  it  is  estimated,  will  reach 
SI, 000,000. 

The  blaze  started  from  sparks  from 
one  of  the  pile  drivers,  which  ignited 
surface  oil  in  the  water  alongside  the 
tanker.  The  flames  quickly  traveled 
to  an  oil  dock  and  spread  to  a .  ware- 
house   and    the     tanker.     Fifty    men 


working  on  the  deck  escaped,  as  four 
barges  loaded  with  lead  casks  of  gaso- 
line burst  into  flames. 

Thirty  members  of  the  tanker's 
crew  saved  themselves  by  leaping  into 
the  water.  There  were  numerous  ex- 
plosions of  casks  of  gasoline,  but  the 
fire  on  the  tanker  was  got  under  control 
before  it  got  to  the  holds  of  the   vessel.

That 
factory  of  yours  in  New  England,  that 
mine  of  your  neighbor's  in  Michigan, 
that  farm  I  own  in  Iowa — they  are 
being  protected  today  by  the  untold 
sacrifices  of  the  soldiers,  the  business 
men,  the  women  of  England  and 
France. 

Why  then  should  we  complain? 
Why  should  we  protest  that  our  busi- 
ness is  ruined?  Why  should  we  be- 
wail lessened  profits,  cavil  at  high 
prices,  inconviences,  hard  conditions? 
Why  should  we  rage  at  the  disaster 
that  overtakes  our  business? 

Our  business?  Ouk  profits?  Our 
lives?  Good  God,  will  we  ever  open 
our  eyes  to  see  the  truth?  Can  we 
ever  repay  the  debt  we  owe?  The 
time  has  come  for  us,  the  commercial 
men  of  this  country,  to  relieve  our 
French  and  British  Allies  overseas  of 
their  appalling  burden.  Their  soldiers 
are  now  our   soldiers,    as    truly    as    if 


they  wore  our  uniform ;  and  our  boys 
are  theirs.— E.  T.  Meredith  in  The 
Nation's  Business. 

THE   FREE   LANCE 

The  most  painful  fact  before  good 
Americans  today  is  organized  labor's 
rabid  defence  of  dynamiters  and  I.  W.

LIFE 

It  Is  Soldiers'    Insurance 

Don't  call  it  Government  insurance; 
it  is  life  insurance,  as  truly  as  that 
issued  hy  the  companies.  The  differ- 
ence is  that  the  Government  itself  car- 
ries the  extra  hazard  due  to  war, 
which  the  soldier  could  not  possihly 
pay  for,  and  it  also  provides  for  the 
expense  of  management.  Don't  use 
the  term  objected  to,  thereby  accus- 
toming the  public  to  the  erroneous 
notion  that  the  Government  is  going 
into  the  insurance  business.  It  is  not. 
It  will  never  extend  the  benefits  of 
life  insurance  protection  to  the  public 
generally,  which  would  involve  meet- 
ing the  expense  of  management 
through    public    taxation.     The    Gov- 


ernment cannot  do  too  much  for  ths 
soldier  who  offers  his  life  for  his  coun- 
try, but  the  civilian  will  continue  to 
provide  for  his  own  at  his  own  ex- 
pense.— Points. 

BUSINESS 

Peace   Dangers 

One  thing  is  certain  beyond  a  perad- 
venture :  The  business  of  fire  insurance 
will  be  affected.  Whichever  way  after- 
war  conditions  turn,  vigilance  is  re- 
quisite for  the  good  of  the  business. 
Declining  values  will  have  to  be  care- 
fully scrutinized.  Covers  will  have 
to  be  reduced  correspondingly  with 
lowered  values.  Useless  and  unused 
properties  will  call  for  canellations. 
The  moral  hazard  will  bear  close  watch- 
ing. Especially  in  the  case  of  the  un- 
usual amount  of  use  and  occupancy 
insurance,  written  during  the  war  and 
based  on  war  incomes,  will  moral 
hazard  play  a  larger  role  than  ever  be- 
fore. Explosion  insurance,  which  pro- 
duced a  comfortable  premium  income 
with  satisfactory  results  so  far,  will  no 
doubt  disappear  to  a  great  extent, 
noticeable  especially  in  the  East.

THE   INSURANCE   MEN   OF  AMERICA 

Almost  thirty-seven  billion  dollars  of  Life  Insurance  has  been 
placed  by  the  Government  upon  the  lives  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors, 
and  the  premiums  have  been  paid  through  allotments  from  the  salar- 
ies of  these  men.  vSeveral  million  men  are  soon  to  be  returned  to 
civil  life,  and  liberal  provision  is  being  made  for  the  continuance  of 
their  Government  life  insurance  policies. 

They  will  need  advice,  and  the  insurance  men  of  America  can 
now  render  a  great  service  both  to  the  Government  and  to  the  men,  if 
at  every  opportunity  they  will  urge  upon  discharged  soldiers  and  sail- 
ors the  benefits  to  be  secured  by  keeping  their  policies  in  force. 
Methods  of  conversion  and  plans  for  premium  payments  will  soon  be 
made  public. 

No  argument  from  me  is  needed,  I  am  sure,  to  prove  that  the  con- 
tinuation of  this  insurance  is  of  immeasurable  benefit  to  the  Govern- 
ment, to  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  have  offered  their  lives,  and  to 
the  institution  of  life  insurance.

THE    WAR 

The  war  is  over,  of  course,  but  the 
aftermath  may  seem  like  war.

Russia 
is  our  neighbor.  Her  territory  faces 
our  Alaska.  And  Alaska  has  been  in 
danger  ever  since  the  Czar's  govern- 
ment was  overthrown.  Quite  recently 
both  Germans  and  their  paid  allies, 
the  bolshevist  anarchists,  have  been 
menacing  Alaska,  and  yet  our  own  gov- 
ernment was  strangely  reluctant  to 
join  in  the  armed  suppression  of  Ger- 
man and  anarchist  bands  in  eastern 
Siberia. 


We  must  co-operate  with  our  Allies 
in  rescuing  great  Russia  from  domina- 
tion by  organized  murderers  who  spare 
neither  the  lives  nor  the  savings  of  de- 
cent persons. 


Had  not  Russia  made  great  sacrifices 
the  United  States  might  now  be  fight- 
ing Germany  alone,  and  instead  of 
270,000  casualties  we  should  perhaps 
have  2,700,000.
